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The  Grand  Pacific  Hotel  has  been 
re-arranged  and  fixed  up  to  a  degree 
that  no  one  not  intimately  acquainted 
with  the  old  hotel  could  possibly  rec- 
ognize it.  It  is  first-class  in  every 
particular.

Board  of  Directors  of  the  Liverpool  & 
London  &  Globe  Insurance  Company, 
on  the  15th  inst.,  resolutions  of  sorrow 
were  unanimously  adopted  upon  the 
death  of  Henry  W.  King. 


The  V^estern  Mutual  Life  Associa- 
tion is  bringing  suits  right  and  left, 
charging  the  parties  sued  with  using  a 
circular  which  misstates  its  character. 
We  do  not  believe  it  possible  to  get  any 
damages,  but  it  may  get^  some  free 
advertising. 


Of  course  we  have  a  new  fire  com- 
pany on  the  stocks  here  in  Chicago — 
we  always  have.

May  first  is  the  day  it  is  to  be 
started,  and  as  that  is  moving  day  the 
company  will  at  once  move  to  Min- 
neapolis.

By  the  death  of  S.  H.  Southwick  was 
removed  one  of  the  best  known  under- 
writers in  Chicago.  Mr.  Southwick  was 
one  of  the  most  popular  men  on  the 
street.  We  knew  him  intimately  for 
some  twenty-seven  years  and  he  was 
one  of  the  best  of  friends. 


The  grekt  and  good  Armstrong  is 
once  more  out  of  fire  insurance.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  directors  of  the  Man- 
hattan Fire  Insurance  Company  the 
other  day  he  resigned  both  as  president 
and  director.  The  trouble  grew  out  of 
a  contract  which  he  is  said  to  have  held 
with  a  syndicate  which  owned  a  majority 
of  the  stock.  It  was  agreed  in  this  con- 
tract that  Armstrong  was  to  get  thirty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  profits,  if  there  were 
any.

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The* war  will  taWup  the  time  of  Con- 
gress .io.  such  an  ejrtent  that  the  Platte 
bill  for'n^sTtiaiial  *gupei Vision  of  insurance 
has  been  passed  over  by  the  committee 
for  the  present  and  it  is  not  likely  to 
come  up  until  next  winter. 


The  Fidelity  Mutual  Life  of  Philadel- 
phia announces  that  **the  written  con- 
sent of  the  president  must  be  obtained 
to  engage  in  active  service,  which  may 
be  done  upon  the  deposit  of  a  maximum 
extra  annual  premium  of  5  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  of  insurance  actually  at  risk. 
When  the  insured  is  mustered  out  of 
service  the  unexpended  part  of  such  de- 
posit of  premium  will  be  returned." 


Insurancewise  the  war  is  opening  up 
new  questions.  It  is  clearly  illegal  for 
the  companies,  either  foreign  or  domes- 
tic, to  write  risks  against  loss  from 
bombardment,  although  there  is  a  scare 
more  or  less  developed  in  the  eastern 
cities  on  this  subject.  Of  course  if  it 
was  possible  for  the  Spanish  vessels  to 
destroy  New  York  City  all  the  assets  of 
the  companies  combined  could  not  pay 
more  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  loss. 


A  REMARKABLE  claim  will  have  to  be 
settled  by  the  Covenant  Mutual  Life 
Association  of  Galesburg  and  the  North- 
western Life  Assurance  Company  of 
Chicago.  Some  time  ago  one  A.  J. 
Kettering  was  killed  near  Fort  Sheridan, 
Arkansas,  and  on  trial  before  the  Fed- 
eral Circuit  Court  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ketter- 
ing and  two  negroes  were  found  guilty 
of  the  murder.  The  Supreme  Court 
grantied  another  trial,  however,  and  the 
wife  was  acquitted.  Kettering's  life  was 
insured  in  the  two  above  named  com- 
panies for  $10,000,  and  now  the  wife 
wants  the  money.  It  is  said  that  the 
Covenant  Mutual  Life  has  agreed  to 
pay. 


We  do  not  believe  the  war  is  going  to 
last  long.  The  United  States  will  set 
such  a  rapid  pace  that  Spain,  with  a 
depleted  treasury,  will  not  be  able  to 
keep  up  with  the  procession.  Just  when 
the  end  will  come  we  do  not  know,  but 
when  it  does  Spain  will  have  no 
possessions  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 
We  hardly  think  that  business  will  suffer 
greatly  and  insurance  companies  will  be 
able  to  conduct  their  affairs  much  as 
usual,  except  on  the  sea,  where  the  rates 
will  be  high. 


Thirty  thousand  members  of  what  is 
known  as  the  "fifteen-year  class"  of  the 
Mutual  Reserve  Fund  Life  Association 
are  receiving  circulars  from  Charles  W. 
Camp,  secretary  of  association,  reading 
as  follows:  "Many  members  having 
expressed  a  desire  to  meet  the  cost  of 
their  insurance  policies  on  the  fifteen- 
year  plan  upon  the  basis  of  uniform  pay- 
ments in  cash  rather  than  by  the  con- 
tract method  of  paying  current  cost  as  it 
accrues,  which  is  necessarily  subject  to 
increase  with  advancing  age  and  the 
consequent  added  mortality  risk,  a  com-, 
mutation,  providing  for  such  uniform 
rates  within  the  limits  of  cost  provided 
by  the  table  governing  the  fifteen-year 
policies  has  been  prepared.  Members 
desiring  to  meet  the  future  cost  of  their 
insurance  upon  the  basis  of  such  uniform 
payments  in  cash  will  be  furnished  with 
rate  and  instructions  upon  addressing 
this  office."  Officers  of  the  association 
say  that  unless  this  proposition  is  ac- 
cepted members  may  expect  to  have 
their  assessments  increased  every  year. 
The  new  plan  was  only  decided  on  a 
week  or  so  ago,  at  the  request  of  mem- 
bers anxious  to  know  the  exact  cost  of 
keeping  their  insurance  in  force.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  old  members,  it 
is  said,  have  already  paid  the  new 
^ssesspient. 
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The  Maine  commissioner  goes  into 
the  matter  of  fires  in  his  state,  in  his 
report,  pretty  thoroughly.  He  not  only 
tells  the  amount  of  the  losses  but  states 
the  causes  of  the  fires  in  each  case. 


Harraden  &  Letterman  have  dis- 
solved partnership.  C.  H.  Harraden  is  at 
the  head  of  an  agency  in  Darrow  &  Cum- 
mings'  office  under  the  firm  name  of  C. 
H.  Harraden  &  Co.  E.  R.  Letterman 
is  general  agent  of  the  Great  Eastern 
Casualty  and  Indemnity  Company. 


In  consequence  of  the  present  un- 
settled condition  of  affairs,  and  many 
inquiries  received  as  to  its  course  in  re- 
gard to  those  policy  holders  'who  may 
serve  in  the  army  or  navy  in  time  of  war, 
the  Prudential  Insurance  Company  has 
issued  the  following  patriotic  announce- 
ment : 

''As  to  all  policies,  whether  industrial, 
intermediate,  or  ordinary,  which  may  be 
in  force  at  the  time  of  declaration  of 
war,  permission  is  hereby  given  for  the 
insured  under  such  policies  to  serve  in 
the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States, 
or  militia  of  any  state  of  the  United 
States,  in  time  of  war,  and  no  written 
permission  for  such  service  need  be  ob- 
tained from  the  company,  nor  will  any* 
extra  premium  be  charged.  It  will  not 
be  necessary  to  send  in  any  policies  for 
indorsement." 

The  Prudential,  by  the  way,  which 
was  the  first  company  in  this  country  to 
pay  death  claims-  immediately  upon  the 
receipt  of  proofs  of  death,  has  decided 
to  take  a  step  still  farther  in  advance 
and  instructs  its  superintendents  to  pay 
all  claims  not  exceeding  1 130  on  regular 
white  industrial  policies  withont  waiting 
to  forward  papers  to  the  home  office, 
provided,of  course, everything  is  straight 
and  regular  about  them.     Other  claims 


can  be  paid  by  superintendents  when 
advised  to  do  so  by  telegraph.  This  is 
a  step  in  advance  which  will  undoubt- 
edly be  approved  by  the  public  and 
stamps  the  Prudential  as  a  progressive 
company. 


The  Chicago  fire  underwriters  are 
much  agitated  over  the  order  of  the  City 
Comptroller,  or,  rather,  his  contention 
that  the  city  cannot  afford  to  pay  the 
rental  for  the  present  location  of  Fire 
Engine  Company  No.  32  and  Hook  and 
Ladder  Company  No.  32.  The  under- 
writers have  sent  in  the  following : 

"We  protest  most  vigorously  against 
the  aforesaid  fire  companies  being 
removed  from  the  business  section  of  the 
city  to  such  a  distance,  because  it  will 
greatly  cripple  their  efficiency  and  will 
very  much  increase  the  risks  from  fire  of 
the  vast  interests  of  merchants,  property- 
owners,  and  fire  insurance  companies  in 
the  heart  of  the  city.  We  recognize  the 
force  of  the  position  of  the  city  authori- 
ties as  to  the  necessity  of  the  removal  to 
Fourteenth  street  and  Indiana  avenue 
unless  quarters  near  the  present  location 
can  be  secured  without  much  cost  to  the 
city.  Believing  the  retention  of  these 
companies  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
in  the  proper  protection  of  the  city  from 
fire,  we  strongly  advocate  the  allotment 
to  the  city,  free  of  rent,  of  a  portion  of 
the  Lake  Front  park  adjoining  the  Ran- 
dolph street  viduct,  upon  which  the  city 
of  Chicago  may  build  a  suitable  house 
for  the  accommodation  of  these  compa- 
nies, and  we  call  upon  all  public- 
spirited  citizens  having  the  interests  of 
the  city  at  heart  to  indorse  and  further 
our  action,  and  we  especially  request  the 
property-owners  on  Michigan  avenue 
and  the  merchants  doing  business  in  that 
section  of  the  city  and  the  city  authorities 
to  co-operate  with    us    in    the  effort  to 

secure  the  desired  results/**^  ^^^T^ 
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In  the  matter   of   adjusting   rates  of 
premium  there  is   the   widest   field  for 
divergence   of   opinion     between    com- 
panies and  their  agents,  for  neither  have 
any  maximum  or  minimum  that  has  not 
been    reached   within    the   last   twenty 
years.      Agents   have    been  considered 
almost  imbecile  in  the  figures  quoted  in 
the  mad  rush  for  business  under  an  open 
market  and  forced  competition,  and  yet 
their  ideas  of  bottom  prices  are  but  a 
dream  compared  to  the  company  quota- 
tions under  similar   conditions.      Who 
shall  say  which   has   shown  the  better 
judgment?     Surely  the  agent  cannot  be 
considered  blameworthy  for  attempting 
to  play  the  game  his  teachers  have  tried 
to  show  him,  and  yet  neither  have  ever 
been  proud  of  their  achievements  in  this 
line  of  work,  nor  will  the  day  ever  come 
when  we  can  hope  to  convince  our  patrons 
that  any  class  of  business  can  be  written 
one  day  or  year  at  one  per  cent,  and  the 
next  at  one-quarter  of  that  price.     We 
must  accept  the  conclusion  of  the  public 
that  we  are  either   ignorant  of  cost  or 
willing  to  rob,  neither  of  which  is  flatter- 
ing or  will  add  to  a  reputation  for  fair- 
ness that  we  ever  seek  to  maintain.     So 
let  us  all,  companies  and  agents,  strive 
to   avoid     extremes     and    endeavor   to 
maintain  only  uniformly  fair  rates  that 
will  commend  themselves  to  the  public 
as  being  neither  extortion  nor  less  than 
cost ;  otherwise  we  shall  soon  recall  the 
saying  of  the  Merchant  of  Venice  :  "They 
are  as  sick  that  surfeit  with  too  much  as 
they  that  starve  with  nothing." — Whitt- 
lings. 


The  Fire  Marshal  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  has  made  a  report  of  his 
operations  during  the  year  1897.  He  says: 

"The  number  of  fires  throughout  the 
state  during  the  year  was  4,030,  the  loss 
was  $4,369,428.  The  sound  value  of 
property  damaged  by  fire  was  $35,666,- 


179;  amount  of  insurance  at  risk  on  the 
same  $30,131,592;  insurance  loss  paid 
on  the  same,  $3,575,965.  Of  the  fires, 
337  were  of  incendiary  origin,  409  of 
unknown  origin.  The  total  number  of 
fires  in  Boston  was  1,069.  Of  these  38 
were  incendiary.  The  causes  of  62 
Boston  fires  were  unknown. 

"During  the  year  there  have  been  56 
arrests  and  41  convictions,  with  4 
arrested  parties  awaiting  trial.  Before 
the  establishment  of  the  office  less  than 
18  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  arrests  re- 
sulted in  convictions.  Last  year  over 
73  per  cent,  have  been  convicted,  while 
the  proportion  of  convictions  to  the  total 
number  of  incendiaries  has  been  in- 
creased tenfold.  The  percentage  of 
incendiary  fires  in  Boston,  which  under 
the  fire  marshal  system  has  been  re- 
duced to  a  normal  average  of  about  5 
per  cent.,  has  been  for  the  past  year 
still  further  reduced  to  3j^  per  cent.,  a 
record  probably  not  reached  or  even 
approximated  in  any  other  large  city  in 
the  country. 

"The  percentage  of  incendiary  and 
unknown  fires  in  the  state  outside  of 
Boston  has  been  gradually  lowered, 
since  the  establishment  of  a  state  fire 
marshal's  office,  from  a  former  average 
of  35  per  cent,  to  less  than  18  per  cent. 

"Thirty-three  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number  of  incendiary  fires  were  set  to 
defraud  insurance  companies;  i  per 
cent,  was  the  result  of  pyromania;  9  per 
cent,  revenge  and  2  per  cent,  insanity. 
In  16  per  cent,  of  the  insurance  defraud- 
ing fires  the  insured  parties  have  had 
more  than  one  fire,  and  in  one  instance 
seven  fires.  The  proportion  of  loss  to  the 
valuation  of  property  damaged  has  been 
greater  outside  of  the  city  of  Boston 
than  in  that  city,  and  the  proportion  of 
loss  to  the  valuation  of  incendiary  fires 
outside  of  Boston  has  been  about  one- 
third  greater  than  in  that 
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THB  ANTI-OOMPAQT  LAW  IN 
NEBf^ASMA. 
'X'HE  briefs  and  arguments  before  the 
*  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States 
in  the  case  of  the  Niagara  Fire  et  al.  vs. 
John  F.  Cornell,  auditor  of  Nebraska, 
in  which  it  is  sought  to  enjoin  the  state 
from  putting  into  operation  the  anti- 
compact  law,  are  now  all  in,  and  the 
Judge  has  it  under  advisement.  The 
main  arguments  for  the  plaintiffs  were: 

These  foreign  insurance  companies, 
having  been  admitted  by  the  state  with- 
in its  borders  and  jurisdiction,  have  a 
right  to  continue  the  prosecution  of 
their  business  therein,  as  ample,  definite, 
and  inviolable  as  if  they  were  domestic 
companies  incorporated  by  special 
charter. 

The  second  and  third  sections  of 
Senate  file  No.  2  are  beyond  the  compe- 
tency of  the  Legislature,  because  the 
second  section  purports  to  clothe  the 
auditor  with  judicial  powers,  and  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  District  Court  under 
the  third  section  is  dependent  upon  the 
validity  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
auditor. 

Section  i  of  Senate  file  No.  2  and 
sections  i  and  2  of  Senate  file  No.  330 
convert  into  crimes  a  great  variety  of 
acts  which  have  heretofore  been  lawful. 

No  combination  or  agreement  exists, 
or,  since  the  passage  of  these  acts,  has 
existed  between  these  plaintiffs  or  be- 
tween them  and  other  companies,  or 
between  the  officers,  agents,  or  em- 
ployes 0i  any  of  them,  for  the  purpose 
of  unlawfully  preventing  competition 
in  insurance,  or  of  establishing  or  set- 
tling the  price  thereof. 

It  is  beyond  the  legislative  competency 
to  withdraw  from  these  plaintiffs  the 
right  to  agree  upon  the  price  of  insur- 
ance and  prevent  competition  among 
them;  for,  being  a  right  heretofore  rec- 
ognized   in   the   law   and    in   prevalent 


methods,  it  is  protected  by  the  consti- 
tutional provision  that  no  person  shall 
be  deprived  of  hrs  property  without  due 
process  of  law,  and  no  state  shall  deny  ^ 
to  any  person  the  equal  protection  of 
the  law. 

If  it  be  admitted  that  the  terms  of 
Senate  file  No.  330  include  within  their 
circumscription  combinations  which  are 
properly  the  subject  of  statutory  prohi- 
bition, it  is  very  certain  that  they  also 
include  combinations  for  purposes  in 
their  nature  lawful  and  within  the  pro- 
tection of  the  constitution.  Some  of 
theiatter  have  been  pointed  out.  The 
statute,  therefore,  covering  subjects, 
some  proper  and  others  not  proper  for 
legislative  action,  is,  in  respect  of  both 
classes,  obnoxious  to  constitutional 
objections. 

Both  of  these  acts  by  unreasonable, 
unjust,  and  arbitrary  discriminations 
against  fire  insurance  companies  deny 
to  them  the  equal  protection  of  the 
laws. — In^er  Ocean, 


LIFE    INSURANCE  AND  THE  WAR   VI^ITH 
8PAIN. 

THE  war  that  is  now  on  may  last  but 
a  short  time.  Some  are  confident 
of  this,  while  others  are  not  so  sanguine, 
but  in  any  event,  be  it  long  or  short,  it 
would  appear  as  if  it  will  not  interfere 
greatly  with  the  life  insurance  which  is 
carried  by  the  great  majority. 

Of  course  it  is  understood  that  the 
policies  issued  some  years  ago  expressly 
and  in  set  terms  stated  that  going  to 
war  without  permission  of  the  company 
issuing  the  contract  avoided  the  policy 
should  they  be  killed  in  battle,  but  we 
are  not  at  all  certain  that  many  that 
hold  these  policies  are  going  into  battle, 
as  it  is  the  rising  generation  that  wants 
this  kind  of  excitement  and  will  probably 
enlist,  and  there  appears  now  not  to  be 
the  slightest  danger  of^a(g^tQg|g 
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Many  companies,  of  late  years,  have 
been  issuing  indisputable  and  incon- 
testable contracts  after  two  or  three 
years,  and  the  persons  holding  these 
can  go  right  along  if  they  want  to  stop 
bullets. 

The  New  York  Life  has  instructed  its 
agents  that  holders  of  its  policies  have  a 
right  to  enlist  in  the  army  or  navy  with- 
out paying  a  war  premium,  and  that  in 
case  of  death  while  in  service  the  full 
face  of  the  policy  will  be  paid  precisely 
as  though  death  had  ensued  from  natural 
causes. 

The  directors  of  the  Connecticut 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  of 
Hartford,  have  adopted  the  following 
resolution: 

"Until  other  action  is  had  in  the 
premises,  in  case  of  war  no  extra  pre- 
mium will  be  charged  to  officers  or 
enlisted  men  of  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  militia  of  the 
several  states,  who  at  the  date  of  the 
declaration  of  hostilities  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  this  company." 

The  Washington  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany, of  New  York,  has  authorized  its 
agents  to  state  that  "policy-holders  in 
the  Washington  Life  who  are  members 
of  any  regularly  authorized  military  or 
naval  organization  need  feel  no  anxiety 
in  regard  to  the  validity  of  their  policies 
in  the  event  of  the  militia  being  called 
into  active  service.  If  they  are  killed 
in  such  service  their  policies  will  be 
paid.  If  war  should  be  declared,  appli- 
cants for  new  insurance  going  into  active 
service,  will  be  required  to  pay  the  usual 
war  extra.  Until  an  actual  state  of  war 
exists  no  permits  are  necessary." 

The  National  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany, of  Montpelier,  Vermont,  has  issued 
a  circular  which  reads  as  follows: 

"All  outstanding  policies  in  this  com- 
pany, two  years  old  or  more,  are  by 
their  terms  absolutely  non-voidable  for 


any  occupation  or  residence  whatsoever. 
Their  holders,  therefore,  will  not  require 
permits. 

"All  outstanding  policies,  less  than 
two  years  old,  require  their  holders, 
before  engaging  in  military  or  naval  ser- 
vice in  time  of  war,  to  obtain  the  com- 
pany's written  consent.  This  consent 
may  be  applied  for  as  per  blank  forms 
herewith,  and  the  company's  free  permit 
will  be  immediately  issued  in  all  cases, 
upon  the  receipt  of  such  application. 
By  'free  permit'  we  mean  that  consent 
will  be  given  to  the  insured  to  engage 
in  such  service  without  limitation  and 
without  extra  charge. 

In  times  of  actual  war  we  should 
regard  pure  business  considerations  as 
justifying  intended  military  or  naval 
service  a  bar  to  new  insurance.  In  such 
times,  therefore,  solicitors  and  medical 
examiners  should  carefully  satisfy  them- 
selves upon  that  point  and  report  their 
findings  to  the  company." 


ELECTROLY8I8. 
1 T  having  been  proved  that  electricity 
*  has  caused  the  destruction  of  the 
water  pipes  of  the  city  of  Chicago  in 
many  places,  there  has  been  started  the 
scare  that  the  same  cause  is  silently 
causing  the  more  or  less  rapid  disinteg- 
ration of  the  foundations  of  the  tall 
buildings  in  this  city.  General  Sooy 
Smith,  who  is  high  authority  on  founda- 
tions generally,  asserts  that  he  has  found 
by  investigation  unmistakable  evidence 
that  electrolysis  has  begun  in  the  case 
of  at  least  one  of  the  skyscrapers.  He 
says  that  it^vould  not  be  proper  for  him 
to  state  what  building  is  effected,  but 
that  it  is  sufficient  to  state  that  the  evi- 
dences are  present. 

This   disintegration    caused    by  elec- 
tricity may  or  may  not  be  greater  along 
lines  of  street  railways  which  use  elec- 
tricity as  a  motive  power. 
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The  question  is  a  grave  one  and 
necessarily  will  effect  rates  as  promul- 
gated by  the  fire  companies.  High 
buildings  could  be  set  on  fire  by  the 
giving  way  of  one  portion  of  the  founda- 
tion, or  various  complications  might 
arise  in  case  the  foundations  should 
crumble. 

The  cause  of  the  decay  of  the  steel 
bars  which  go  to  make  up  what  has  al- 
ways been  supposed  to  be  one  of  the 
best,  if  not  the  very  best,  of  foundations, 
is  the  action  of  the  waste  or  returning 
electricity  from  the  wires  or  rails  of 
street  cars  and  the  electric  light  con- 
duits, with  their  numerous  smaller  con- 
nections leading  into  each  building,  and 
besides  and  beyond  all  this  is  the  action 
of  this  returning  electricity,  whether 
near  or  far  from  main  lines  and  channels, 
as  it  is  known  that  electricity  takes  the 
easiest  route,  no  matter  how  circuitous 
it  may  be. 

And  what  is  the  remedy  for  this  decay, 
if  there  be  any?  All  agree  that  nothing 
short  of  complete  isolation  by  surround- 
ing the  buildings  by  non-conductors,  so 
that  the  electricity  cannot  enter  the 
space  in  which  the  foundations  are 
placed,  is  the  only  sure  method  of  pre- 
serving these  masses  of  steel  or  iron. 


RELIEF   FROM    PAYING    FOR    EXTRA 
RI8K    BY   LAW. 

DEPRESENTATIVE  COX.  of  the 
*^  Ohio  Legislature,  fired  by  patri- 
otism or  alcohol,  no  matter  which,  has 
introduced  a  bill  to  release  policy- 
holders from  all  obligation  to  obey  the 
clause  in  life  policies  which  requires 
them  to  pay  for  any  extra  risk  while  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  during 
any  war  which  may  happen.  Now  Mr. 
Cox,  if  he  knows  anything,  must  be 
aware  that  any  ex  post  facto  cannot  and 
should  not  effect  contracts  already  made. 


Now  if  he  insists  upon  all  companies 
making  contracts  hereafter  which  shall 
leave  out  entirely  any  such  clause  what 
would  be  the  effect?  It  must  necessarily 
raise  the  rates  on  all  contracts  just  as 
much  as  if  marine  companies  were 
obliged  to  insure  all  goods  in  transit 
utterly  regardless  of  all  war.  As  the 
editor  of  the  Toronto  (Ohio)  Register 
puts  it,  "If  the  legislature  wants  to  do 
this,  then,  the  matter  is  debatable  upon 
the  grounds  of  mere  policy,  but  to  force 
this  issue  by  changing  the  terms  of 
existing  contracts,  is  plain,  simple  and 
direct  rascality.  We  ca;i  no  more  fail 
to  maintain  our  integrity  toward  a  trust 
or  insurance  company  than  we  can 
toward  our  next  door  neighbor.  Honesty 
is  for  our  own  good  and  self-protection, 
and  not  for  the  other  fellow's,  whoever 
he  may  be.  Put  Representative  Cox's 
theory  into  common  practice  and  it 
would  paralyze  every  industry  and  shut 
up  every  avenue  of  commerce." 


RECIPROCAL  TAXATION. 

'T'HERE  is  probably  no  part  of  taxation 
*  which  works  so  much  foolish  wrong 
as  the  law  under  which  a  company  is 
taxed  by  one  state  because  another  state 
levied  a  tax  upon  still  another  company 
which  was  incorparated  by  the  first  state. 
It  certainly  looks  as  if  any  legislature 
might  fix  the  taxes  necessary  to  keep 
the  commonwealth  running,  and  more 
than  this  is  unnecessary,  but  just  now 
there  is  an  epidemic  to  levy  taxes  on  all 
kinds  of  insurance  companies,  utterly 
regardless  of  whether  the  money  is 
needed  for  the  state  expense  or  not. 

Under  this  beautiful  arrangement  to 
make  the  insurance  department  a 
grabbing  machine  for  money  really  not 
necessary.  Commissioner  Fricke  of 
Wisconsin  finds  that  the  Standard 
Accident  Insurance  Company  owes  this

which 
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former  commissioners  had  failed  to 
collect,  and  then  Commissioner  Camp- 
bell cries  out,  "well,  if  that  is  so,  the 
Northwestern  Mutual  Life  will  have  to 
pay  up  the  same  |6,ooo  which  will  be 
put  in  the  treasury  of  the  State  of 
Michigan  which  state  incorporated  the 
Standard  Accident." 

Now  it  is  not  urged  that  either  of  these 
states  needs  the  money  to  pay  necessary 
expenses — oh,  not  at  all, — but  just  to 
get  the  money  from  the  companies 
named,  which  in  the  end  must  come  from 
the  policy-holders.  Was  ever  such 
absurd  proceedings  conducted  under 
pretense  of  doing  the  state  or  any  one 
else  any  good?  We  hardly  think  that 
it  can  be  equalled  by  any  possible  con- 
tingency. The  idea  of  the  whole  game 
appears  to  be  to  * '  beggar  your  neighbor  " 
with  a  vengeance. 

But  in  the  case  cited  there  happens 
to  be  two  real  companies,  one  in  each 
state,  and  therefore  the  most  remote 
idea  of  keeping  up  some  sort  of  the  game 
with  real  companies,  but  it  is  only  a  step 
further  to  levy  a  tax,  and  try  to  collect 
it,  too,  from  some  company  on  the 
ground  that  if  there  had  been  another 
company  from  the  state  which  levied  the 
tax  and  that  company  had  attempted  to 
comply  with  the  laws  of  the  state  from 
which  the  real  company  hailed,  the  law 
would  have  compelled  the  commissioner 
to  levy  a  tax,  and  therefore  this  new  tax 
would  have  to  be  paid  by  the  '•sure- 
enough"  company. 

When  the  constituents  of  statesmen(?) 
understand  that  this  piling  up  of  taxes 
on  insurance  companies  is  nothing  but 
the  grabbing  of  money  from  the  better 
class  of  people  perhaps  it  may  come  to 
an  end,  but  just  now  there  appears  no 
help  for  this  kind  of  thing  but  to  sub- 
mit meekly  with  a  hope  that  some  way 
will  be  found  for  the  general  government 
to  put  an  end  to  it  all. 


GRADE  CROS8INQ8  BEING  DONE  AWAY 

WITH  IN  CHICAGO. 
T  N  order  to  put  a  stop  to  the  great  loss 
^  of  life  caused  by  crossings  at  grade 
there  has  been  going  on  in  this  city  for 
some  time  the  elevation  of  the  tracks  of 
the  railways.  During  this  year  twenty- 
three  miles  of  main  tracks  will  be  ele- 
vated within  the  city  limits,  thus  doing 
away  with  io6  grade  crossings  and  all 
this  at  an  expenditure  of  some  nine 
millions  of  dollars. 

This  most  important  part  of  this  work 
is  the  elevation  of  the  St.  Charles  Air 
Line  road  crossing  Michigan  avenue, 
Wabash  avenue  and  Indiana  avenue 
near  Sixteenth  street  and  doing  away 
with  the  dangerous  crossing  on  Clark 
street.  This  is  to  be  effected  by  a 
combination  of  track  elevation  and 
depression  and  a  street  elevation.  They 
are  all  bad  enough,  but  this  crossing  is 
the  worst  in  the  city  because  of  the 
amount  of  traffic  continually  passing 
over  it.  Statistics  carefully  taken  show 
that  the  daily  average  of  trains  passing 
this  point  between  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  midnight  is  some  743  trains 
with  3,952  cars,  and  during  the  same 
time  827  street  cars  crossed  the  tracks 
carrying  16,540  passengers,  while  2,232 
wagons,  trucks,  buggies  and  drays 
crossed  at  the  same  place  with  4,464 
drivers  and  others.  If  we  should  add 
pedestrians  of  course  the  grand  total 
would  be  swelled  by  a  large  number.  It 
can  readily  be  seen  that  the  number  of 
casualties  caused  by  this  congestion  of 
railway  trains,  street  cars  and  vehicles 
must  be  numerous — just  how  many  it 
cannot  be  stated,  but  it  is  known  that  the 
lives  lost  has  run  up  into  the  hundreds. 

This  work  will  employ  in  bringing  it 
to  a  successful  conclusion  some  seven 
thousand  men  and  will  cost  about  two 
millions  of  dollars,  which  sum  will  be 
proportioned  between  the  diiferent  roads. 
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THE  LINCOLN  FIRE  HA8  TO  QUIT. 

HTHE  examiners'  report  of  the  exam- 
*  ination  of  the  Lincoln  Fire  which 
only  began  to  be  put  an  end  to  discloses 
some  peculiar  ways  of  the  Lloyds,  which 
was  the  predecessor  of  the  Lincoln. 
The  financial  statement  of  the  examiner 
shows  real  assets  of  $266,405,  while  the 
liabilities  foot  up  $522,247.  Here  is 
the  report: 

**The  cash  credit  of  $230,000  given 
by  the  North  American  Trust  Company 
to  the  Lincoln  at  the  time  of  its  incor 
poration  seems  to  have  been  in  the 
nature  of  a  loan  made  to  certain  of  the 
company's  stockholders  who  at  the  time 
were  underwriters  in  the  Mutual  Fire 
Lloyds.  On  October  16,  1897,  they 
deposited  with  the  trust  company  the 
several  mortgages  shown  in  the  Lin- 
coln's annual  statement,  now  on  file  in 
the  insurance  department,  amounting  to 
$162,050.  Further  securities  were  like- 
wise deposited  with  the  trust  company 
to  the  extent  of  some  $68,000.  After 
receiving  its  certificate  of  incorporation 
the  company  drew  its  first  check  against 
its  balance  of  $230,000  with  the  North 
American  Trust  Company.  This  check 
is  dated  October  26,  1897,  and  is  drawn 
to  the  order  of  the  North  American 
Trust  Company  for  $200,374.  The 
entry  on  the  stub  of  the  checkbook, 
from  which  the  check  is  detached  is  as 
follows:  *No.  I,  October  26th,  1897. 
North  American  Trust  Company,  to  J. 
C.  Hatie.  Attorney  Mutual  Lloyds, 
expenses  promoting  company,  $2,300; 
certain  securities  as  per  list,  $198,074 — 
$200,374.'  It  will  be  subsequently  seen 
that  the  mortgages  referred  to,  amount- 
ing to  $162,050,  stood  for  that  much  of 
the  $230,000  of  paid  in  capital  and 
surplus. 

*'Some  three  weeks  subsequent  to 
December  31,  1897  (the  date  to  which 
the    company's    annual    statement   was 


made),  a  condition  of  affairs  appears  to 
have  been  rather  hurriedly  and  unex- 
pectedly precipitated  which  seems  to 
have  necessitated  immediate  action  on 
the  part  of  certain  of  the  stockholders  of 
this  company.  I  am  given  to  under- 
stand that  this  hasty  action  on  their 
part  arose  from  the  threatened  exposure 
by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property 
mortgaged,  or  by  those  interested  as 
original  mortgagees,  of  the  fact  that  but 
$50,000  in  cash  was  paid  for  the  mort- 
gages. Be  this  as  it  may,  it  is  a  fact, 
nevertheless,  that  the  difference  between 
$162,050  and  $50,000,  or  $12,050,  was 
attempted  to  be  collected  from  certain 
stockholders  of  the  company,  under- 
writers in  the  Mutual  Fire  Lloyds;  that 
$92,500  was  collected,  and  that  the  dif- 
ference between  this  and  $112,050,  or 
$19,550,  was  charged  to  'organization 
expenses,'  and  so  appears  in  the  com- 
pany's annual  statement.     * 

**With  the  money  thus  collected  and 
with  other  funds  of  the  company  it  pur- 
chased on  January  25,  1898,  the  $112,750 
of  United  States  4s  that  appear  in  its 
statement  to  December  31,  1897,  as 
being  owned  by  the  company  at  that 
date.  The  appraisers  appointed  by  you 
to  examine  the  property  covered  by  the 
mortgages  referred  to  in  their  report, 
among  other  things,  set  forth  the  fact 
that  *the  property  covered  by  the  mort- 
gages above  referred  to  is  the  most 
undesirable  of  the  entire  plot  and  is  all 
unimproved.'  For  this  reason  the  loan 
is  not  permitted  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  and  I  have  not,  therefore,  given 
the  company  credit  for  the  $50,000  for 
which  credit  is  taken  in  the  annual 
statement. 

**The  unearned  premium  fund,  as 
returned  in  the  company's  annual  state- 
ment for  1897,  was  returned  at  a  figure 
considerably  less  than  the  sum  required 
by  law. 
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''The  statement  of  the  company,  as 
sworn  to  by  its  officers,  was  false  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  (i)  the  $112,750 
of  United  States  bonds  reported  as  the 
property  of  the  company  on  December 
31,  1897,  were  not  purchased  by  it  until 
January  25,  1898,  and  (2)  that  the  item 
appearing  in  said  statement  as  having 
been  paid  for  'organization  expenses, 
$19,550,'  was  not  such  an  expense,  it 
never  existed  until  subsequent  to  De- 
cember 31,  1897,  and  merely  represented 
the  difference  between  what  was  at- 
tempted to  be  collected  from  certain 
stockholders  ($112,050)  and  the  $92,500 
which  was  collected  and  deposited  to 
the  credit  of  the  company  between  Jan- 
uary 19  and  27,  1898,  the  only  expense 
of  organization  paid  being  the  $2,300 
item  included  in  check  of  $200,374. 


RECEIVERS. 

IT  is  a  long  time  since  it  has  been 
necessary  to  appoint  a  receiver  for 
any  legal  reserve  life  company,  and  we 
hope  it  will  be  still  longer  before  any 
such  application  shall  have  to  be  made, 
and  from  present  appearances  there  is 
no  probability  of  such  a  thing. 

On  the  contrary,  however,  there  has 
been  quite  a  number  of  assessment  or 
natural  premium  companies  brought  to 
book  lately  and  the  receivers  of  these 
organizations  are  generally  in  a  sorry 
plight  when  they  first  take  hold  of  their 
office.  They  find  generally  little,  or 
nothing,  to  receive  and  a  large  quantity 
of  claims  which  are  urgent  for  payment. 
To  be  sure  in  some  cases  where  a 
reserve  has  been  attempted  there  are 
found  some  assets,  but  when  the 
receiver  attempts  to  make  some  sort  of  a 
dividend,  between  his  trouble  to  realize 
on  the  assets  and  his  attempt  to  get  in 
any  assessments  he  encounters  an  up- 
hill business. 

In  one  case,   that  of  the  United  Life 


Association,  of  New  York,  the  receiver 
turned  out  to  be  a  model  official.  He 
patiently  and  laboriously  went  through 
all  the  books  which,  by  the  way,  was 
about  all  that  fell  into  his  hands,  and 
then  he  brought  suit  against  the  National 
Life  Association,  of  Hartford,  as  it  was 
this  company  that  had  reinsured  the 
United  Life  without  making  any  return 
whatever  for  the  lists  of  members  or  for 
the  details  turned  over  to  it.  The  suit 
was  for  nothing  less  than  $250,000,  and 
to  make  it  more  binding  the  property  of 
the  National  Life  Association  in  Park 
Row  in  New  York  City  was  attached  so 
that  the  courts  will  have  to  decide 
whether  or  not  any  association  can  be 
gulled  as  was  this  one  without  any 
remuneration  being  returned  with  which 
to  pay  claims. 

Having  started  so  well  this  receiver 
was  not  at  all  satisfied  but  next  turned 
his  attention  to  the  gentlemen  who  had 
so  lately  managed  the  company  and  who 
he  claimed  had  paid  out  money  unwar- 
rantedly. 

Nor  was  this  all,  as  he  next  secured 
an  order  from  Judge  Maddox  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York 
authorizing  the  levying  of  graded 
assessments  on  over  four  thousand  who 
were  members  of  United  Life  at  the 
the  time  of  its  going  under.  The  sum 
to  be  realized  by  this  order  which,  after 
all,  promises  to  best  yield  anything,  will 
be  somewhere  about  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.  At  all  events  suits  will  be 
brought  and  the  old  time  members  will 
have  to  shell  out  or  employ  attorneys  to 
fight  the  case  but  this  expedient  will  be 
costly  and  not  at  all  likely  to  avoid  pay- 
ment. 

Other,  receivers  have  been  remiss  in 
other  states,  to  bring  this  sort  of  action 
to  bear  on  the  members,  but  it  is  getting 
pretty  well  established  that  this  is  a 
lawful  debt  and  must  be  paid,  and  it  is 
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to  be  hoped  that  settlements  of  this 
kind  will  bring  into  the  coffers  of  the 
receivers  the  wherewithal!  to  pay  claims 
as  well  as  fees. 

All  receivers  of  companies,  whether 
legal  reserve  or  assessment,  should  make 
the  supreme  offort  of  their  lives  to  collect 
all  moneys  which  are  due  and  pay  the 
claimants  in  full,  if  possible,  together 
with  a  reasonable  fee  for  themselves. 
Although,  come  to  think  of  it,  they 
hardly  need  any  stirring  on  this  line. 


THE     INCREASED     A88E88MENT8     OF 
THE  MUTUAL  RESERVE  FUND  LIFE. 

CHARLES  SCHOOLHOUSE,  a  pol- 
icy-holder of  the  Mutual  Reserve 
Fund  applied  some  time  ago  for  an 
injunction  against  that  association, 
denying  to  it  the  right  to  collect  the 
assessments  recently  reapportioned  by 
it.  On  the  ist  of  the  month  the  case 
came  up  for  hearing  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  New  York  and  the  whole  case 
was  thoroughly  gone  over  by  attorneys 
on  both  sides.  After  an  exhaustive  dis- 
cussion which  covered  all  the  facts  and 
legal  questions  involved  the  court  hand- 
ed down  a  decision  in  which  it  refused  to 
grant  the  injunction  on  the  ground  that 
the  plaintiff,  as  a  policy-holder,  had  no 
standing  to  bring  such  an  action;  that 
the  petition  did  not  show  that  the  plain- 
tiff had  suffered  or  was  in  danger  of  suf- 
fering any  injury  which  would  entitle 
him  to  any  injunction;  that  all  the  alle- 
gations of  the  plaintiff  were  fully  denied 
and  overcome  by  the  affidavits  produced 
by  the  defendant  company.  Finally,  it 
was  held  that  the  granting  of  such  an 
injunction  would  be  productive  of  great 
mischief  and  injury  to  the  association  in 
the  conduct  of  its  business.  We  have 
always  been  of  the  opinion  that  the  rais- 
ing of  the  assessments  could  not  suc- 
cessfully be  attacked,  and  said  so  when 
they  were  first  promulgated. 


THE  8T.  LOUI8  FIRE  AGENCY  8Y8TEM. 

\17E  clip  from  the  Globe- Democrat  an 
^^       article  which  conpares  the  multi- 
ple to  the  single  system  and  the  difficul- 
ties in  a  change  from  one  to  another  : 

**  Changing  the  agency  system  of  a 
large  metropolis  like  St.  Louis  from  the 
multiple  to  the  single  will  prove,  it  is 
feared  by  some,  to  be  a  greater  task  than 
many  of  those  who  have  the  matter  in 
hand  imagine.  It  is  the  entire  rearrange- 
ment of  agencies.  The  majority  of  the 
agents  have  agreed  to  make  the  change. 
They  write,  it  is  estimated,  fully  nine- 
tenths  of  the  insurance  business  in  the 
schedule  district.  Those  have  banded 
together  to  act  as  a  unit,  and  should  a 
half  a  score  of  companies  decline  to  be 
dictated  to  by  them,  those  objecting 
companies  will  find  themselves  without 
any  agents  whatever. 

**  There  are  at  present  143  companies 
doing  business  in  this  city,  and  there  are 
twice  that  number  in  existence  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  claimed  that  there 
are  many  good  companies  going  begging 
for  want  of  agents.  It  is  also  claimed  that 
the  business  of  the  companies  does  not 
belong  to  them,  but  is  the  stock  in  trade 
of  the  agents  who  must  hustle  for  custo- 
mers. It  is  further  contended  that  the 
parties  who  hustle  for  insurance  do  not 
know,  in  a  great  number  of  cases,  the 
name  of  the  company  or  companies  in 
which  they  are  insured  until  the  policies 
are  delivered.  They  are  guaianteed  by 
the  agents  that  the  risks  will  be  placed 
with  reliable  companies,  which  is 
deemed  all  sufficient. 

*'  All  of  the  companies  have  been 
asked  to  name  one  agent,  and  to  call  in 
all  other  commissions  now  issued  for  the 
schedule  district  of  this  city.  Some  of 
the  companies  have  already  intimated 
that  such  a  change  is  agreeable;  on  the 
other  hand,  there  are  companies  who 
are  interposing  objection^  to  th£  single 
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agency  in  Kansas  City.  Perhaps  they 
may  not  object  when  the  St.  Louis 
agents  ask  it. 

**  A  large  number  of  companies  have 
three  agents,  while  many  have  more.  It 
will  devolve  upon  the  head  official  of 
each  company  to  designate  which  one 
of  the  three  is  to  represent  it  under  the 
new  order  of  things  which  goes  into 
effect  on  May  ist.  Many  of  the  agents 
now  represent  from  two  to  six  companies. 
Each  agent  after  getting  the  appoint- 
ment he  desires  will  try  to  get  his  part- 
ner appointed,  if  he  has  one,  and  some 
of  his  solicitors.  There  may  be  a  scram- 
ble for  certain  companies.  That  there 
will  be  many  changes  so  far  as  the 
representatives  of  companies  are  con- 
cerned is  admitted  on  all  sides. 

The  mixing-up  process  which  will 
ensue  in  changing  over  to  the  single- 
agency  system  is  viewed  with  little  con- 
cern by  the  majority.  A  few  faint  hearts 
are  exercised  about  this  particular 
trouble,  and  give  this  excuse  for  not 
signing  the  agreement.  Those  who 
have  signed  assert  that  enough  are  in  to 
make  it  a  success,  and  are  indifferent 
about  the  balance,  which  they  term  the 
small  fry,  without  influence. 

**This  compact  of  agents  acts  inde- 
pendently of  the  St.  Louis  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters.  The  board  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  movement  in  any 
form.  The  leaders  of  the  movement 
intended  from  the  start  not  to  get  mixed 
up  with  the  board,  for  two  reasons. 
First,  it  was  not  politic  to  do  so;  second, 
the  movement  would  not  have  received 
unanimous  endorsement.  Again,  many 
of  the  agents  had  to  be  won  over,  which 
required  missionary  work.  Now  that 
the  project  has  been  carried  through,  it 
is  apparent  that  the  mode  of  procedure 
adopted  has  proved  to  be  the  right 
course. 

'*The  leaders  claim  that  they  are  in  a 


position  to  do  some  dictating,  and,  if 
their  demands  are  not  complied  with, 
they  can  successfully  fight  the  objecting 
companies,  and  even  defy  the  Union^ 
while  the  local  board  is  at  their  mercy. 
They  do  not  anticipate  any  trouble^ 
from  the  fact  that  all  interested  know 
the  strength  of  the  compact. 

"  There  are  sixty-three  first  agents  in 
the  St.  Louis  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers, one  hundred  and  fifty  second 
agents  and  one  hundred  solicitors.  Only 
the  first  agent  has  a  seat  and  a  V9te  in 
the  board.  After  the  ist  of  May  part,  of 
the  second  agents  will  be  removed. 
Some  will  become  solicitors." 


POSITION  OF  THE  FIDELITY  AND  CAS- 
UALTY   IN    THE  WISCONSIN  TAX 
IMBROGLIO. 

pEGARDING  the  decision  of  the 
^^  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin  re- 
fusing an  application  made  by  the 
Fidelity  and  Casualty  Company  for  a 
mandamus  directing  the  insurance  com- 
missioner to  issue  it  a  license,  President 
George  F.  Seward  says  : 

'*This  refusal  relegates  us  to  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  state,  and  has  na 
other  bearing  at  the  moment.  The 
questions  between  this  company  and 
the  insurance  commissioner  have  arisen 
out  of  a  demand  made  upon  us  for 
about  J9,ooo,  which,  he  claims,  is  due 
from  the  company  for  unpaid  fees.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  we  have  paid  to  the 
state  every  dollar  which  has  been  de- 
manded from  us  in  each  year  for  the 
eighteen  years  involved.  We  are  ad- 
vised by  counsel  and  believe  that  we 
have  paid  everything  that  can  be  rightly 
claimed  under  the  law.  Having  refused 
to  pay  him  $9,000,  or  any  part  of  it, 
the  commissioner  now  seeks  to  enforce 
his  claim  by  refusing  to  us  permission  to 
transact  business  in  the  state.     It  is  due

to  the  commissioner  to  say  that  he  is 
following  a  line  given  in  a  ruling  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  his  state.  This  ruling 
we  do  not  accept,  for  a  variety  of  rea- 
sons, and  mainly  because  we  believe 
that  we  are  entitled  to  a  day  in  court  for 
a  trial  of  the  issue. 

"It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  ques- 
tion of  principle  involved.  This  ques- 
tion broadly  stated  is  as  follows : 

"Can  an  insurance  corporation  of  one 
state  be  enjoined  from  doing  business  in 
another  state  because,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  commissioner  of  that  state,  it  has 
not  at  earlier  dates  paid  fees  which  he 
holds  were  then  due,  such  injunction 
against  its  doing  business  being  effected 
by  the  refusal  of  the  commissioner  to 
grant  a  license,  or  should  the  commis- 
sioner take  such  a  matter  into  the  courts 
to  be  decided  there  on  suit  entered  for 
the  recovery  of  the  fees  in  question  ? 

"If  a  commissioner  of  insurance  or 
any  other  officer  can  deprive  a  corpora- 
tion of  its  privileges  otherwise  than  by 
due  process  of  law,  what  security  has  a 
corporation  that  it  may  not  be  dealt  with 
arbitrarily  in  a  thousand  and  one  ways  ? 
The  writer  believes  that  we  have  too 
much  paternalism  in  our  state  bureaus, 
and  that  in  so  far  as  by  usurpations  by 
the  officials  of  such  bureaus  or  by  sanc- 
tion of  law  the  arbitrary  concerns  of 
such  bureaus  are  substituted  for  the  de- 
cisions of  courts,  to  that  extent  the 
institutions  of  our  country  are  being 
broken  down  in  favor  of  paternal 
courses  which  are  likely  to  lead  to  in- 
tolerable evils. 

*'It  is  not  unlikely  that  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  pay  the  $9,000  claimed. 
Nevertheless,  we  propose  to  do  what 
we  may  to  avoid  being  unjustly  mulcted, 
and  to  bring  to  public  attention  the 
serious  menace  to  corporate  interests 
involved  in  the  paternalism  now  being 
embodied  in  legislation." 


AN  ABSOLUTE  GUARANTEE. 

'A  S  some  misconception  has  arisen, 
^^  touching  the  terms  of  the  policies 
issued  by  the  Penn  Mutual  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
loan  value  and  to  cash-surrender  values, 
it  may  be  well  to  furnish  our  readers 
with  quotations  from  the  policies  bear- 
ing upon  these  points,  as  also  upon 
paid-up  and  extension  values. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  that  all 
values  are  speciRcally  and  absolutely 
guaranteed  by  the  comany.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  where  such  cliear  and 
unambiguous  language  is  employed  as 
appears  in  the  Penn  Mutual  contracts. 
These  values  are  just  as  definite  and 
specific  and  the  guarantee  is  fully  as 
absolute  as  it  is  respecting  the  face  of 
the  policy;  and  as  the  Penn  Mutual  has 
never  in  the  slightest  degree  repudiated 
any  of  its  obligations,  it  is  difficult  to 
understand  how  any  criticism  could  have 
been  evoked. 

The  language  upon  the  subjects  re- 
ferred to  is  as  follows: 

Non-Forfeiture  Provisions. 

If  this  policy  shall  become  void,  all 
payments  previously  made  upon  it  shall 
be  forfeited  to  the  company;  but  if  the 
lapse  shall  occur  by  non-payment  of 
premium  after  three  full  annual  premi- 
ums have  been  paid  in  cash,  the  com- 
pany will,  subject  to  the  other  conditions 
of  the  policy,  and  provided  there  be  no 
loan  upon  the  policy: 

First — Extend,  without  participation, 
the  full  amount  insured  by  this  policy 
for  as  many  years  and  days  as  the  full 
legal  reserve,  by  the  Actuaries'  Four  per 
cent.  Table  of  Mortality  at  the  time  of 
such  lapse,  will  carry  the  same  as  a  net 
single  premium  at  the  present  estab- 
lished rates  of  the  company. 

Or  second. — Upon  written  applica- 
tion by  the  owner  of  this  policy  and  the 
legal  surrender  of  all  claims  thereunder, 
to  the  company  at  its  home  office  within 
thirty  days  after  such  lapse,  will  grant 
non-participating,      paid-up      insurance 
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payable  at  death,  for  such  sum  as  the 
above-described  value,  will  purchase  as 
a  net  single  premium  at  the  then  age  of 
the  insured  at  the  present  established 
rates  of  the  company. 

Or  third. — In  lieu  of  said  paid-up 
policy  the  company  will  on  surrender  as 
aforesaid  within  thirty  days  from  date  of 
lapse  pay  the  cash  surrender  value 
named  in  the  table  of  values  given 
below. 

If  there  be  any  loan  on  the  policy 
such  indebtedness  shall  be  paid  off  out 
of  the  cash  surrender  value,  and  the 
remainder  paid  in  cash  by  the  company; 
or  said  remainder  will  be  allowed  by  the 
company  to  purchase  extended  or  paid- 
up  insurance  as  above  provided. 

The  company,  at  any  time  while  the 
policy  is  in  full  force  by  payment  of 
premium,  will  loan  up  to  the  limit 
secured  by  its  cash  surrender  value 
upon  a  satisfactory  assignment  of  the 
policy  to  the  company  as  collateral 
security;  but  no  loans  will  be  made  for 
a  less  sum  than  Fifty  Dollars,  and  only 
in  multiples  of  Five  Dollars.

PAYMENT  OF  PREMIUM  TO  THIRD 
PARTY. 

UENRY  POTTER,  of  Marshall, 
*  ^  Mich.,  recently  brought  suit 
against  the  Covenant  Mutual  Life 
Association  under  a  policy  held  by  him. 
He  had  been  insured  by  the  defendant 
corporation  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  a 
sufficient  time  to  have  paid  in  assess- 
ments about  $1,500.  In  October  last 
the  plaintiff  neglected  to  pay  the  assess- 
ments of  that  month  within  the  specified 
time  and  his  insurance  lapsed.  He  sub- 
sequently made  application  for  reinstate- 
ment, giving  his  reason  for  neglecting  to 
pay  the  assessment  in  question  within 
the  limitation,  to-wit  :  that  he  had  paid 


said  assessment  to  a  third  party  to  for- 
ward to  the  defendant  in  time  to  reach 
the  head  office  within  the  limit.  It 
appears  that  this  third  party  forgot  to 
send  the  cash  within  the  time  limited. 
When  the  plaintiff  discovered  this  over- 
sight a  few  days  afterward  he  remitted 
to  the  corporation  the  amount  at  issue, 
which  was  returned  to  him  with  the 
statement  that  his  certificate  had  lapsed. 
Plaintiff  then  made  application  for  rein- 
statement which  was  denied.  He  then 
brought  suit.  The  case  was  tried  in  the 
Circuit  Court  and  a  verdict  of  $1,948.42 
rendered  for  the  plaintiff.  What  this 
sum  represented  is  not  stated,  but 
probably  it  is  the  sum  of  all  assessments 
paid  plus  interest.  Judged  solely  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  insured,  as  the  jury 
appears  to  have  done,  the  verdict  is 
undoubtedly  correct.  The  man  had 
paid  his  money  and  was  entitled  to  his 
insurance,  so  reasons  the  jury.  It 
apparently  makes  no  difference  to  whom 
he  paid  it,  and  the  fact  that  the  company 
never  received  it  cuts  no  figure.  Why 
should  it,  for  corporations  have  no  rights 
which  juries  are  bound  to  respect  ?  And 
so,  although  it  was  clearly  shown  that 
the  association  never  received  the 
amount  of  the  last  assessment,  the  jury 
holds  it  just  as  liable  as  though  it  had. 
If  the  verdict  is  good  law  and  payment 
to  any  **third  party"  is  binding  upon  the 
company  the  way  is  open  for  not  a  little 
successful  planning  to  defraud. — Indi- 
cator, 


SPRINKLER  EQUIPMENTS. 

f  N  the  minds  of  the  fire  people  there  is 
^  great  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the 
value  of  sprinkler  equipments.  We 
believe  the  majority  of  underwriters  rate 
them  very  high,  but  there  are  others  that 
think  there  has  been  too  much  money 
spent  in  these  helps  for  putting  out  fire. 
Col.  Jim  Nye  says  in  refer^ce  to^hem: 
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**  There  are  over  three  hundred 
sprinkler  equipments  in  Chicago,  the 
installment  of  which  cost  $4,000  on  the 
average.  This  is  an  investment  of 
$1,200,000.  Is  not  such  an  investment 
as  this  worth  utilizing  in  case  of  fire  to 
the  utmost  possible  extent?  Experts 
figure  that  an  extra  first-class  fire  engine 
costs  $5,000 ;  a  first-class  engine  costs 
$4,500;  second-class,  $4,000;  third-class, 
$3,600.  The  interest  on  the  money 
expended  for  sprinkler  equipments  in 
Chicago  would  buy  twelve  of  these  extra 
first-class  engines  every  year,  and  fifteen 
second-class  engines.  It  seems  to  me 
that  so  large  an  interest  as  the  combined 
sprinkler  plants  of  Chicago  is  worth 
being  availed  of  by  the  department. 
There  is  no  more  reason  why  fire  depart- 
ments should  refuse  to  assist  with  the 
use  of  sprinkler  equipments  or  avail 
itself  of  the  help  that  these  equipments 
can  give  than  there  would  be  in  a  train 
gang  insisting  upon  using  the  old- 
fashioned  hand-brake  instead  of  the  air- 
brake to  control  trains.  The  Chicago 
Underwriters  Association  makes  a  credit 
wherever  a  standpipe  is  erected.  This 
credit  was  made  with  the  idea  that  stand- 
pipes  would  be  of  service  to  the  depart- 
ment. The  credit  was  agreed  upon 
after  the  Chicago  fire  department  had 
admitted  that  standpipes  would  be  of 
service  to  them.  These  standpipes  are 
rarely  used  at  a  fire.  When  a  stream  is 
wanted  on  the  roof  of  a  building,  and 
there  is  a  standpipe  on  the  building,  the 
firemen,  as  a  rule,  drag  the  hose  upstairs 
through  the  building  instead  of  going  up 
the  ladder  by  the  standpipe  and  hitching 
their  hose  on  that.  The  indication  from 
practical  experience,  therefore,  must  be 
that  standpipes  are  of  no  use.  If  that 
is  the  case,  the  credit  in  the  rate  made 
for  standpipes  should  be  taken  off.  If 
standpipes  are  of  use  the  fire  department 
should  avail  itself  of  them. 


THE   WESTERN    MUTUAL  LIFE  ONCE 
MOBE. 

/  T^HE  Iowa  department  is  not  going  to 
*     treat  the  Western  Mutual  Life  Asso- 
ciation   quite   as    gingerly    as  does  the 
Illinois  department. 

In  this  state  the  Western  Mutual  does 
almost  anything  that  will  bring  it  busi- 
ness, but  other  departments  are  inclined 
to  give  the  Western  only  the  benefit  of 
the  law  as  it  reads.  In  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  the  Western  has  been  arranging 
to  favor  some  four  hundred  new  policy 
holders,  if  it  can  get  them,  and  such  is 
the  anxiety  of  the  dear  public  to  get 
something,  no  matter  how  worthless  it 
may  be,  at  somebody's  else  expense, 
that  we  suppose  this  thing  may  be 
accomplished. 

The  plan  is  to  give  these  favored 
policy  holders  a  certain  amount,  which 
is  to  be  taken  from  the  rest  of  the  policy- 
holders, if  there  is  any.  The  depart- 
ment will  certainly  hold  that  this  is  in 
violation  of  the  anti-rebate  law,  which 
last  winter  was  made  to  cover  not  only 
legal  reserve  companies  but  assessment 
associations  as  well; 

The  officers  of  the  Western  claim  that 
this  feature  of  their  business  does  not 
come  under  the  law,  because  the  amount 
given  to  the  favored  policy  holders  is 
taken  from  the  expense  fund  of  the  asso- 
ciation each  year  and  placed  in  a  separ- 
ate fund,  which  is  to  be  kept  this  way 
for  ten  years  and  then  the  fund  divided, 
pro  rata,  but  as  each  of  these  favored 
ones  is  to  recommend  teii  more 
'^suckers"  and  is  to  boom  the  associa- 
tion generally,  and  that  as  the  favor 
comes  from  the  expense  fund,  it  is 
simply  in  lieu  of  commissions  and  can 
be  called  such. 

After  all  said  and  done  we  sincerely 
hope  that  the  people  of  Iowa  will  let  the 
Western  Mutual  Life  Association  se- 
verely  alone,    as  under  all    and   every 
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circumstance,  and  with  all  and  every 
rebate,  the  goods  the  Western  Mutual 
furnishes,  in  our  opinion,  are  not  worth 
the  money. 

The  Illinois  department  should  wake 
up  and  look  after  the  Western  and 
straighten  out  many  of  its  devious 
ways. 


MONSTERS  LEAVING  KANSAS. 

IT  is  an  important  article  in  the  creed 
*  of  that  brand  of  Populist  which 
inhabits  Kansas  that  a  corporation  is  a 
compact  between  the  devil  and  a  num- 
ber of  his  servants  on  earth  to  rob  the 
horny-handed  son  of  toil  of  the  sweat  of 
his  brow.  Therefore  Kansas  will  un- 
doubtedly rejoice  exceedingly  at  the 
news  that  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance 
Society  has  decided  not  to  do  business 
in  that  state  any  longer.  The  company 
will  not  apply  for  a  renewal  of  its  license. 
This  was  determined  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  directors.  Other  similar 
organizations  have  preceded  it  in  this 
resolve,  and  it  is  said  that  there  are  still 
more  to  follow. » 

Whether  this  decision  is  a  result  of 
the  visit  of  Judge  Foote  of  Kansas  to  this 
city  last  winter  on  a  tour  of  investigation 
the  officials  of  the  company  will  not  say. 
Judge  Foote  came  on  to  look  into  the 
affairs  of  various  fire  insurance  compa- 
nies. He  left  after  a  brief  but  luxurious 
visit,  assuring  everybody  that  he  had 
had  the  time  of  his  life  here.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  companies  which  were 
investigated  assured  inquiring  reporters 
afterward  that  Judge  Foote  was  an 
estimable'gentleman  and  an  astute  inves- 
tigator, and  that  all  had  been  quite  sat- 
isfactory between  them,  but  there  were 
traces  of  anguish  beneath  their  well-in- 
tended smiles.  Rumor  has  said  that 
the  investigator  intends  making  another 


visit  soon,  this  time  to  the  life  insur- 
ance companies. 

As  to  this  nothing  has  been  learned 
officially,  but  Superintendent  W^ebb 
McNall  of  Kansas  has  been  turning  in 
batches  of  interrogation  points  by  mail, 
addressed  to  the  various  companies 
here,  with  great  regularity.  An  insur- 
ance company  official  told  a  reporter 
not  long  ago  that  if  he  had  answered  all 
of  Mr.  McNall's  questions  there  would 
be  more  information  in  Kansas  about 
the  affairs  of  the  company  than  there  is 
in  its  own  office. 

*'The  only  thing  that  I  can  think  of 
that  he  omitted  to  ask,"  said  he,  '*is 
whether  President  Blank  comes  down- 
town in  a  cable  car,  by  elevated  or  in  a 
cab." — New  York  Sun. 


Fire  insurance  companies  have  all 
sorts  of  experiences,  and  their  officers 
can  tell  many  curious  stories,  says  the 
Hartford  Courant,  One  of  the  queerest 
fires  fell  within  the  business  of  the  Con- 
necticut Fire  Insurance  Company.  A 
house  was  set  on  fire  by  a  bathtub,  and 
the  tub  was  set  on  fire  by  a  poultice.  A 
man  in  western  city  was  suffering  from 
a  bad  cold,  and  his  wife,  at  the  doctor's 
orders  prepared  a  poultice  for  his  chest. 
When  she  started  to  put  it  on  it  proved  to 
be  too  hot.  Accordingly  she  took  it  to  the 
bathroom  and  set  it  in  the  bathtub  to 
cool.  This  happened  to  be  a  fine  tub 
lined  with  celluloid,  which  served  as  a 
sort  of  enamel.  The  heat  of  the  poul- 
tice started  the  celluloid  a-going,  and 
the  burning  tub  set  things  going  gen- 
erally. The  department  was  called  out, 
and  the  house  was  well  wet  down,  for 
which  the  company  had  to  pay.  This, 
so  far  as  is  known,  is  the  first  instance 
on  record  where  a  bathtub  set  a  house 
on  fire  or  where  a  poultice  kindled  a 
bathtub. 
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THE     MARCH      MEETING    OF    THE    LIFE    UNDERWRITERS'   ASSOCIATION 

OF   CHICAGO. 

THE  life  underwriters  of  Chicago,  always  ready  to  make  use  of  any 
holiday  to  celebrate  because  of  its  good  feeling  to  all  peoples  and  all 
lands,  very  properly  celebrated  St.  Patrick's  day,  as  this  holiday  happened 
to  fall  on  the  Thursday  for  the  March  meeting. 

As  it  was  very  aptly  put  by  the  Investigator^  '*it  was  a  rich,  eroerald- 
hued  celebration  that  will  long  be  kept  in  green  remembrance.  In  the 
utilitarian  philanthropy  of  life  insurance  and  the  traditional  deeds  of 
Ireland's  apostle  there  was  found  a  sympathetic  chord  that  responded 
melodiously  in  song  and  speech  to  the  sentiment  of  the  hour.  Ireland's 
flag  floated  over  the  tables,  the  members  and  guests  were  decorated  with 
the  beloved  shamrock  ;and  the  menu  cards,  bound  in  the  greenest  of  green 
covers,  were  embellished  with  the  golden  harp  entwined  with  more  sham- 
rocks. Even  the  tables  were  arranged  in  the  form  of  a  shamrock  sprig, 
and  the  menu  itself  appropriately  rounded  out  with  a  delicious  emerald 
punch." 

After  a  dinner  which  was  thoroughly  enjoyed,  being  quite  up  to  the 
Union  League  standard,  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and 
approved  and  then  the  executive  committee  reported  the  resignations  of 
John  S.  Barker  of  the  New  York  Life  and  J.  T.  McKenna  of  the  Pru- 
dential, which  were  accepted. 

Vice-President  Bishop,  in  the  absence  of  President  Wrenn,  presided, 
and  after  a  short  speech  of  welcome  introduced  the  Reverend  E.  A.  Kelly, 
who  spoke  as  follows: 
**Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

"Let  me  preface  my  remarks  on  the  theme  assigned  me  by  thanking 
you  for  the  honor  conferred  by  your  kindly  invitation.  Your  banquet  fall- 
ing on  the  17th  of  March  your  worthy  president  requested  me  to  speak  to 
the  subject,  'Ireland.'  Ireland!  What  different  sentiments  that  name 
awakens  in  the  minds  of  our  fellow  countrymen!  To  those  whose  knowl- 
edge of  that  country,  its  history  and  its  people,  is  more  than  mere  hearsay 
how  the  very  name  thrills  the  soul  and  stirs  the  deepest  fountains  of  its 
sympathy!  How  many  mournful  recollections  does  it  not  awaken?  Who 
that  has  but  one  spark  of  generosity  yet  glowing  in  his  bosom  has  not  felt 
his  spirit  burn  within  him  at  the  sad  recital  of  her  wrongs?  Any  one 
knowing  these  cannot  but  share,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  in  the  tender 
feelings  embodied  in  the  following  lines  of  Erin's  sweetest,  greatest  poet: 

**  *The  stranger  shall  hear  thy  lament  o'er  his  plains; 
The  sigh  of  thy  harp  shall  be  sent  o'er  the  deep; 
Till  thy  tyrants  themselves,  as  they  rivet  thy  chains, 
Shall  pause  o'er  the  songs  of  their  captives  and  weep.' 

''Notwithstanding  the  most  persistent  efforts,  for  a  period  of  nearly 
seven  centuries,  to  destroy  her  nationality,  yet  is  Ireland  still  a  nation. 
She  has  not,  it  is  true,  a  domestic  legislature,  and  she  enjoys  not  political 
independence;  but  she  still  has  her  national  literature,  her  national  poetry, 
her  national  eloquence,  her  national  spirit,  her  national_  patriotism.     She 
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still  lives,  breaths,  feels,  moves  and  acts  as  a  nation.  Though  bowed  down 
her  national  character  cannot  be  destroyed.  The  spirit  of  Ireland  has  not 
been  broken  by  centuries  of  galling  oppression.  It  hates  oppression  as 
much  as  it  ever  did;  it  kisses  not  the  rod  which  scourges  it;  it  cannot  be 
won  by  bribery  nor  conquered  by  physical  force.  In  the  language  of  C. 
Edwards  Lester,  an  American  author:  'Ireland  still  has  an  existence  as  a 
nation.  She  has  her  universities  and  her  literature;  she  is  still  the 
Emerald  Isle  of  the  ocean.  An  air  of  romance  and  chivalry  is  around  her. 
The  traditionary  tales  that  live  in  her  literature  invest  her  history  with 
heroic  beauty.  But  she  has  no  need  of  these.  Real  heroes,  the  0*Neils, 
the  O'Briens  and  the  Emmets  will  be  remembered  as  long  as  self-denying 
patriotism  and  unconquerable  valor  are  honored  among  men.  In  every 
department  of  literature  she  still  takes  her  place.  Where  is  the  wreath 
her  shamrock  does  not  adorn?  Where  the  muse  that  has  not  visited  her 
hills?  Her  harp  has  ever  kindled  the  soul  of  the  warrior,  and  soothes  the 
sorrow  of  the  broken  heart.  It  has  sounded  every  strain  that  can  move  the 
human  heart  to  greatness  or  to  love.  Whatever  vices  may  stain  her  peo- 
ple, they  are  free  from  the  crime  of  voluntary  servitude.' 

''How  little  of  what  he  feels  can  one  express  in  whose  veins  flows  a 
single  drop  of  Irish  blood,  when  called  upon  to  respond  to  the  sentiment  of 
Ireland.  Beloved,  generous  land,  what  words  shall  fitly  frame  thy  true 
apostrophe?  Shall  we  speak  of  your  ancient  civilization  marked  by  pre- 
historic monuments;  or  shall  we  tell  of  the  perennial  youth  and  beauty  of 
your  land  and  lakes  and  landscapes,  still  incomparably  lovely  and  bewitch- 
ing? Shall  we  dwell  on  your  ancient  language  antedating  by  centuries  our 
own  mother  tougue;  or  describe  you  as  you  are  sending  forth  an  unfailing 
stream  of  pioneers  in  civilization  and  progress  to  every  quarter  of  the 
globe?  Shall  we  speak  of  your  literature  which  is  stamped  on  every-  page 
with  elevating  story  of  chivalry  which  must  make  all  readers  better,  braver 
men;  or  shall  we  dwell  on  your  poetry,  whose  burden  is  the  ennobling  love 
of  woman  untainted  by  the  baser  strain  of  thought  too  often  found  in  that 
of  other  climes?  To  tell  of  the  heroism  of  your  men  would  be  to  bring  in 
every  famous  battle  field  of  Europe  and  America.  To  speak  of  your  love 
of  home  is  to  tell  the  story  of  a  world  full  of  wanderers  and  workers  for  the 
good  of  others,  yet  stamped  e'er  they  left  their  birthplace  with  an  individ- 
uality never  lost,  and  bound  to  their  mother  soil  by  a  chain  of  love  that  is 
never  broken.  The  Irish  character  is  the  gulf  stream  in  the  ocean  of 
humanity,  making  the  circuit  of  its  whole  limit,  warming  the  rigid  climes, 
cooling  the  torid  zone,  ever  welcome,  ever  cheering  life's  mariner,  ever 
mingling  with  life's  tide;  but  never  disappearing,  and  ever  flowing  onward 
in  the  hope  that  its  course  will  finish  at  the  spot  where  its  journey  around 
the  world  was  begun.  With  the  birth  of  this  new  land  came  the  children 
of  Ireland,  not  as  drones  or  vagrants,  but  earning  their  living  by  the 
sweat  of  their  brows,  and  contributing  their  muscle  and  their  brain  to 
every  step  in  our  development.  On  the  crowded  piers  of  our  sea  ports 
they  stand  stripped  for  toil.  In  the  thoroughfares  of  our  great  cities,  on 
every  work  of  public  improvement,  on  every  highway  of  our  C0inmerce 
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the  sound  of  their  sturdy  strokes  swells  the  chorus  of  the  song  of  labor, 
which  America  sings  to  all  nations.  By  the  dim  light  of  the  deepest 
Rockies,  in  the  far  off  silence  of  the  northern  woods,  mid  the  waving 
grasses  of  the  boundless  prairie — everywhere  in  our  land,  until  they  pause 
on  the  clifts  of  the  Pacific  and  their  shadow  is  thrown  backward  from  the 
West,  the  children  of  Erin  bear  their  part  of  America's  toil  with  cheerful- 
ness and  add  their  noble  contribution  to  her  material  progress  with  a  . 
conscious  smile. 

'*But  not  alone  in  the  humbler  fields  of  our  industries  have  we  felt 
their  power.  The  eloquence  of  Grattan  and  Curran  are  scarcely  less 
familiar  or  inspiring  to  Americans  than  the  most  exalted  utterances  of  our 
own  statesmen.  No  martyr  of  our  own  has  ever  by  his  death  given  us  a 
higher  example  of  moral  heroism  than  Emmett. 

"McDonough's  guns  upon  the  lakes,  and  Jackson's  riflemen  at  New 
Orleans,  Sheridan's  twenty  miles'  ride  from  Winchester,  Mulligan's  dying 
apostrophe  to  our  dear  old  flag  have  ^o  entwined  Ireland's  name  and  his- 
tory with  our  own,  so  taught  us  Ireland's  valor  as  a  household  word,  that 
all  true  Americans  respect  and  honor  her  exiled  children. 

**We  live  in  an  age  of  intelligence  and  progress,  in  which  the 
aspirations  to  reasonable  self-government  is  deemed  worthy  and  honorable 
among  all  nations.  We  behold  the  efforts  of  Ireland  towards  this  end, 
controlled  and  directed  in  lawful  constitutional  methods.  We  see  those 
struggling  heroes  sustained  and  supported  by  the  greatest  of  living 
Englishmen,  who  is  seer  enough  to  realize  that  in  this  age  the  spirit  of 
liberty  will  no  more  be  repressed  in  Ireland  than  where  it  nestles  in  Swiss 
mountains  and  Scotch  glens  or  stalks  abroad  untrammeled  and  triumphant 
in  America.  We  believe  he  is  right  in  his  interpretation  of  the  spirit  of 
our  age.  And  we  trust  the  hour  is  near  at  hand  when  the  struggle  of  that 
great  nation  will  end  gloriously  and  culminate,  not  in  revolutionary  blood- 
shed, but  in  constitutional  liberty  sought  and  obtained  by  lawful  methods. 

"Firm  in  that  faith,  abounding  in  hope,  America,  the  home  of  freedom 
and  tolerance,  is  waiting  with  affection  and  pride  to  catch  from  Ireland's 
own  sons  the  notes  of  the  opening  chorus  of  the  'Harvest  Home'  of  liberty 
to  Ireland,  and  when  it  is  wafted  o'er  the  sea,  believe  that  here,  as  on  no 
other  spot  on  earth,  millions  of  voices  are  in  tune  to  swell  the  exultant 
song  of  emancipated  Ireland." 

Judge  Sears  was  introduced  as  the  next  speaker  and  upon  arising  dis- 
claimed all  intentions  to  make  a  speech.  He  called  to  mind  how  a  man 
who  had  been  on  an  extended  spree  always  swore  off,  and  since  he  had  been 
making  so  many,  perhaps  too  many,  speeches  during  the  recent  campaign 
he  was  in  the  same  state  of  mind  as  the  man  referred  to  and  had  sworn  off. 
He  told  several  funny  Irish  stories  which  seemed  to  please  his  audience 
immensely. 

After  Judge  Sears  was  seated  William  Wallace  Blair  sang  ''The  Sham- 
rock of  Ireland"  most  effectively  and  was  much  applauded. 


The  presiding  officer,  Mr.  Bishop,  then  rose,  and  it  was  ev 
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he  was  loaded  for  the  occasion  with  something  in  the  nature  of  a  surprise 
which  was  not  on  the  program.  It  appeared  that  he  had  been  so 
filled  with  the  notion  of  living  pictures  and  how  delightful  they  all  were, 
that  he  had  determined  to  follow  the  climax  so  splendidly  reached  in 
exhibiting  Chauncey  Depew  as  a  peach.  Mr.  Bishop,  fired  with  this  idea 
and  determined  that  the  life  underwriters  of  Chicago  should  not  be  behind 
in  this,  the  latest  fad  of  the  New  York  four  hundred,  searched  everywhere 
for  a  subject  that  could  be  made  to  pose  on  this  occasion  and  had  the 
pleasure  of  introducing  as  the  living  picture  of  a  Polishman  a  member  of 
this  association,  whose  conformity  of  figure  and  feature  had  struck  him  as 
remarkably  suited  for  the  occasion.  He  had  been  careful  to  procure  the 
portrait  of  Johan  Sobieski,  which  hereafter  should  belong  to  the  disting- 
uished member,  and  with  this  he  exhibited  the  picture  so  that  the  audience 
could  be  made  aware  of  the  striking  resemblance. 

Then  Mr.  Stearns  quickly  arose  for  the  pose  amid  the  plaudits  of  the 
company,  but  his  Irish  blood  got  the  best  of  him  and  he  disclaimed  all 
relationship  with  any  Polishman,  and,  flourishing  a  shillelah  that  he  had 
between  his  thumb  and  forefinger  he  announced  that  so  far  was  he  from 
being  a  Polishman  that  he  was,  in  troth,  an  Irishman  and  belonged  to  the 
Patricks  and  even  the  Kirkpatricks  of  good  old  Ireland.  He  had  come,  he 
said,  if  there  was  to  be  a  fray  this  St.  Patrick's  day,  armed  for  the  occasion 
to  be  in  the  thick  of  the  fight,  and  since  it  was  nothing  but  good  Irish  fun 
would  present  Brother  Bishop  this  black  thorn  stick  direct  from  Old  Erin, 
with  the  hope  that  it  would  make  smooth  and  safe  his  pathway  all  his  days. 

With  this  introduction  Mr.  Stearns  spoke  to  the  subject  "St.  Patrick's 
Day  in  the  Morning,"  as  follows: 

*^Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

'*Was  ever  so  rare  break  o*  day  *St.  Patrick's  Day  in  the  morning?'  I 
trow  not.  The  sun,  red  as  a  pumpkin,  rose  up  from  old  Michigan,  whose 
waters  were  placid  as  the  sky  was  blue  and  cloudless.  Said  the  good  wife, 
while  we  looked  upon  the  beautiful  scene,  'Always  before  came  St. 
Patrick's  Day  with  pouring  rain.' 

"Never  day  more  bright  for  this  brotherhood  and  right  jollily  do  we 
unite  in  celebrating  the  natal  day  of  Erin's  patron  Saint,  whose  memory 
comes  rolling  down  the  centuries — whose  life  for  humanity  still  lives  and 
will  live  on  for  ages. 

"I  voice  the  heart  of  my  fellow  members  in  saying  we  feel  the  good- 
ness of  our  honored  guests,  and  are  most  grateful  for  their  cheerful  pres- 
ence and  speech.  We  hope  His  Reverance,  Father  Kelly,  and  His  Honor, 
Judge  Sears,  will  ever  keep  a  green  spot  in  their  hearts  for  this  association 
— just  as  we  shall  for  them.  The  Emerald  Isle  is  not  so  far  away  since 
Father  Kelly  graces  our  board,  and  this  day  our  rich  Irish  blood  is  stirred 
— Cushla  ma  Chree  *the  pulse  of  my  heart.'  Here's  health  to  the  Kellj's, 
the  second  most  numerous  family  in  Ireland,  and  here's  health  to  good 
Father  Kelly — may  he  live  to  a  green  old  age,  unconscious  of  decay. 

"My  fellow  members — how  propitious  is  the  dawn  for  ^^^^^f^J^ 
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good  morning  we  bid  to  our  new  administration,  royal  men  all  who  have 
but  to  lead  the  way  and  we  shall  loyally  follow. 

'*On  nature's  page  is  graven  deep  *To  have  and  love  is  not  to  keep.' 
Quite  so,  say  we,  the  very  sentiment  of  our  motto  'Non  Solis  Nobis.'  A 
well-spring  of  joy  has  been  struck.  One  of  our  beloved  members  has 
twins.  Hurrah!  once  more,  for  Our  brother  Dale  and  his  bright-eyed  girls. 
'Those  who  joy  would  win  must  share  it, — Happiness  was  born  a  twin.' 
Since  our  secretary  lately  became  Uncle  Fred,  he  and  our  treasurer  are 
ver}'  chummy.  They  both  say  that  pranks  of  babes  but  prove  conclusively 
'The  childhood  shows  the  man.'  Good  morning,  Gran'pop  Ira,  and  more 
of  em  to  ye. 

**May  not  a  few  words  be  in  order  as  once  again  we  plant  that  which 
is  to  grow?  ah,  yes,  it  is  an  auspicious  opening  of  our  association  life,  this 
season  of  awakening  earth.  How  green  we  shall  grow  so  we  take  on  the 
lustre  of  the  season!  What  voices  of  happy  harmony  over  the  land  shall 
be  heard  if  we  and  our  children  but  listen!  Permit  me  to  give  you  a 
refreshing  note  just  from  the  boy  on  the  Berkshire  Hills.  This  is  his  song: 
'During  the  last  two  days  much  of  the  snow  and  ice  has  disappeared — the 
air  is  soft  and  the  birds  are  singing.  The  robins  are  around  once  more. 
How  delicious  it  is.  I  don't  believe  any  season  brings  with  it  the  thrill  of 
joy  and  sweetness  as  does  the  Spring.  Of  course  we  enjoy  them  all,  but 
Spring,  I  believe,  appeals  to  me  most — gets  into  one's  being  as  it  were.' 

"What  shall  this  membership  enjoy  if  not  the  push  with  Spring,  the 
winning  of  newness  of  life?  The  stir  of  all  nature  and  the  day  we  celebrate 
brings  to  us  living,  refreshing  suggestion.  And  might  not  the  living 
emerald  be  fittingly  appropriated  not  only  for  this  good  day,  but  as  the 
everlasting  colors  of  the  L.  U.  A.  of  Chicago?  Surely  we  may  say  the  best 
badge  possible  for  this  brotherhood  is  and  ever  will  be — 'The  wearing  of 
the  green'  upon  the  heart. 

"Wei  must  remember  'tis  the  early  dawn  of  our  association  life.  In  ten 
years  we  have  had,  to  be  sure,  several  cheerful  yesterdays — yesterdays  that 
will  remain  fresh  in  the  memory  of  members  and  guests.  The  printed 
record  of  our  meetings  has  given  readers  no  little  satisfaction,  a  knowledge 
that  has  spread  beyond  our  own  borders  evidencing,  as  we  trust,  the  high 
purposes  of  this  association. 

"The  half  cannot  be  told  of  the  faithful  efforts  of  President  Wyman, 
and  his  zealous  confreres  in  office — whose  shining  success  of  the  past  year 
has  been  the  subject  of  continuous  congratulation  by  this  body — an  appre- 
ciated service  with  singleness  of  purpose  to  the  forwarding  of  the  best 
interests  of  this  association. 

"It  sometimes  seems  as  though  the  nature  of  our  endeavors  were  not 
understood,  but  for  a  surety  we  can  say  that  we  "have  done  better  than  we 
knew,  and  that  our  valuable  experiences  do  but  emphasize  the  practical 
nature  of  our  efforts  to  attain 'the  worthy  objects  of  our  confederation.  Not 
that  we  have  reached  the  goal.  Earnestly  in  quest  of  good  we  have  found 
it.     How  greatly  from  outside  of  ourselves  hath  goodness  come! 

"I  fear  no  appeal  from  my  brothers  as  to  the  verity  of  my  words  when  I 
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say  nothing  is  more  practical  at  present  for  us  than  the  help  of  our  friends 
from  the  high  professions  and  business  circles,  policy-holders  all  of  them, 
our  cause  their  cause.  From  time  to  time  such  friends  have  feasted  with 
us;  but  it  has  seemed  we  got  the  best  of  the  feast — the  best  of  their  heart 
and  mind. 

< 'Goodness  multiplied  is  to  allow  evil  a  smaller  place.  And  how  shall 
the  evils  that  confront  life  insurance  be  driven  back  but  by  the  combined 
influence  of  the  best  mind  of  the  public  and  of  our  profession.  Surely  we 
shall  become  no  less  self-helpful  because  we  realize  the  need  of  help  and 
depend  upon  goodness  howsoever  it  may  be  communicated  unto  us. 

*'The  old  doctrine  is  *Be  not  overcome  of  evil  but  overcome  evil  with 
good,*  but  rebating,  twisting  and  worse  are  hard  to  overcome.  And  there's 
the  root  of  the  matter,  the  misuse  of  trust  funds  that  years  of  discussion 
does  not  seem  able  to  eliminate  from  life  insurance,  but  which  once 
accomplished  all  else  will  be  well.  Or  if  a  code  be  thought  practicable 
toward  the  reformation  of  the  man,  here  is  one  from  an  astute  auld  Irish 
Mither,  entitled  *Mrs.  Connell's  principles  of  commercial  life  as  told  to  her 
son-in-law.' 

'*  'The  first  rules,'  said  she  to  him,  'for  you  to  obsarve  is  these:  be 
sober;  be  punctual;  rise  early;  persavere;  avoid  extravagance;  keep  your 
word;  an'  watch  your  health.  Next,  don't  be  proud;  give  no  offince;  talk 
sweetly;  be  ready  to  oblage,  when  you  can  do  it  widout  inconvanience, 
but  don't  put  yourself  or  your  business  out  o'  your  ways  to  sarve  anybody. 
"  'Thirdly,  keep  an  appearance  of  substance  an'  comfort  about  your 
place,  but  don't  go  beyant  your  manes  in  doin'  it;  when  you  make  a  bar- 
gain, think  what  a  correcther  them  }'ou  dale  wid  bears,  an'  whether  or  not 
you  found  them  honest  before,  if  you  ever  had  business  wid  them. 

"  'When  you  buy  a  thing,  appear  to  know  your  own  mind,  an'  don't 
be  hummin'  an'  hawin'  an'  higglin'  an'  longin'  as  if  your  teeth  wor  wather- 
in'  afther  it,  but  be  manly,  downright  an'  quick;  they'll  then  see  that  you 
know  your  business,  an'  they  won't  be  keepin'  off  an'  an,  but  will  close 
wid  you  at  wanst. 

"  'Never  drink  at  bargain  makin';  an'  never  pay  money  at  a  public- 
house  if  you  can  help  it;  if  you  must  do  it  go  into  an  inn  or  a  house 
that  you  know  to  be  dacent. 

"  'Never  stay  out  late  in  a  fair  or  market;  don't  make  a  poor  mouth; 
on  the  other  hand  don't  boast  of  your  wealth;  keep  no  low  company; 
don't  be  rubbin'  yourself  against  your  betthers,  but  keep  wid  your  aquils. 
File  your  loose  papers  an'  accounts;  an'  keep  your  books  up  to  the  day. 
Never  put  off  anything  that  can  be  done,  when  it  ought  to  be  done.  Go 
early  to  bed;  but  be  the  last  up  at  night,  and  the  first  in  the  mornin',  an' 
there's  no  fear  o'  you.' 

"Good  friends,  what  of  the  morrow?  May  the  future  bring  naught 
but  good  morrows.  May  this  association  multiply  its  yesterdays  until  the 
past  shall  be  made  secure  and  future  generations  shall  find  a  rich  heritage, 
thanking  God  for  the  faith  of  the  early  fathers. 

"The  rising  sun  is  more  adored  than  the  setting.  May  you  all  be 
blessed  with  many  good  mornings.  'In  conclusion,  gintlemen,'  as 
O' Dennis  says,  'to  be  sure  you'll  sleep  your  fill.  You  want  it  in  coorse; 
and  now  go  to  bed  and  yoU'll  appear  quite  another  man  in  the  morning, 
plaise  God.'  "

Mr.  Dent  had  just  returned 
from  China. 

The  Sinissippi  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany, with  a  capital  stock  of  $100,000, 
in  1,000  shares  of  $100  each,  has  been 
organized  at  Janesville,  Wis.  The  pro- 
moters are  well-known  local  business 
men. 

H.  G.  Whitney,  secretary  of  the  Home 
Fire,  of  Utah,  is  a  Mormon.  Within 
six  months  he  will  wind  up  his  business 
affairs  and  accept  a  foreign  mission — 
probably  an  European  mission — of  the 
Mormon  church. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  local 
board  have  voted  an  allowance  of  50  per 
cent  on  the  rate  of  the  building  Nos.  346 
to  350  Dearborn  street,  provided  a  tele- 
phone watch  service  is  installed  and  the 
sprinkler  equipment  is  made  standard. 

I.  J.  Lewis  has  been  appointed  sole 
Chicago  agent  of  the  Milwaukee  Insur- 
ance Company,  the  new  born  babe  of 
the  Milwaukee  Mechanics.

$59,411.82  on  $8o,oco  insurance.  It  is 
the  concern's  loss  on  their  leasehold 
interest,  on  movable  and  permanent 
improvements. 

R.  S.  Critchell  &  Co.  have  resigned 
the  sole  agency  of  the  Niagara,  after 
having  represented  the  company  for  the 
past  seventeen  years.  P.  F.  Cameron 
&  Co.  have  been  appointed  Cook  County 
managers  of  the  company  as  well  as 
sole  Chicago  agents. 

The  Des  Moines  Fire  of  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  is  now  controlled  and  managed  by 
the  members  of  the  Bankers'  and 
Merchants'  Insurance  Company.  The 
sale  involved  $55,000  of  stock.  The 
total  stocks  of  the  Des  Moines  Fire 
amounts  to  $100,000. 


Auditor  Cornell  of  Nebraska  has 
advised  the  companies  that  on  and  after 
April  I,  they  must  issue  no  policy  other 
than  through  their  regularly  authorized 
resident  agents,  unless  it  be  railroad 
property  and  the  headquarters  of  the 
road  are  situated  ontside  of  Nebraska. 

Secretary  H.  Mason  of  the  Security 
of  New  Haven  has  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion to  the  Union.  This  does  not  inter- 
fere with  the  western  interests  of  the 
company,  which  are  represented  in  the 
Union  by  Secretary  Sheldon  of  the 
Rockford.  It  affects  only  Ohio  and 
West  Virginia. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Chicago  Under- 
writers' Association  April  13th  the 
salaried  officers  were  re-elected.

Whitlock  and  Harry  Dana  were  elected 
to  serve  on  the  executive  committee  for 
one  year. 

Since  the  committee  of  managers 
visited  St.  Paul,  the  new  board  rules 
have  been  duly  signed  by  the  agents 
and  quiet  now  reigns  supreme  for  a  little 
while.  The  agents  of  St.  Paul  are  a 
bad  lot.  Inspector  Gibsone  is  a  good 
ruler.  It  is  to  be  hoped  he  will  meet 
with  better  success  than  his  numerous 
predecessors. 

W.  E.  Page,  of  the  Geianan-American, 
Charles  Hall,  of  the  New  York  Under- 
writers', and  George  Banta,  of  the  Phe- 
nix,  as  representatives  of  the  Wisconsin 
state  board  of  fire  underwriters,  were  in 
Chicago  on  March  29,  and  conferred 
with  the  governing  committee  of  the 
union  in  regard  to  some  disturbances  in 
certain  Wisconsin  towns. 

Auditor  Neal  of  Indiana  is  committed 
on  the  underwriters  agency  question. 
No  more  companies  that  desire  to  issue 
joint  policies  will  be  licensed.  Says  the 
commissioner:  ''It  will  be  easier  to 
undo  what  wrong  has  been  committed 
than  to  add  others  to  it.  Joint  policy 
writing  is  not  popular  in  Indiana,  and 
we  will  have  no  more  of  it." 
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T.  L.  Maitland  &  Co.,  who  have  been 
sole  agents  for  the  State  of  Philadelphia, 
have  been  apponited  Cook  county  man- 
agers for  the  same.  They  also  get  an 
independent  line  of  the  Western  Under- 
writers'. In  addition  to  these  the  firm 
is  the  western  general  agent  for  the 
State  of  Illinois  and  has  an  agency  of  the 
Merchants'.  They  will  soon  move  to 
No.  146  La  Salle  street. 

The  Holbrook  building,  Nos.  211-213 
Wabash  avenue,  was  damaged  during 
the  recent  Wabash  avenue  fire,  and  the 
city  commissioner  of  building  has  con- 
demned it  and  ordered  that  it  shall  be 
leveled  to  the  ground.  At  the  time  of 
the  fire  there  was  insurance  on  the 
building  to  the  amount  of  $30,000.  The 
loss  was  adjusted  at  $6,500  and  paid. 
The  owner,  Z.  S.  Holbrook,  will  make 
an  effort  to  hold  the  companies  liable  for 
a  total  loss. 

Commissioner  Fricke,  of  Wisconsin, 
in  his  annual  report  for  1897,  holds  that 
a  foreign  company  may  not  assume  a 
larger  liability  in  the  state  than  lo  per 
cent,  of  its  United  States  deposit;  also 
that  no  risk  may  be  reinsured  in  a  com- 
pany not  admitted  to  the  state.  He 
affirms'that  no  company  with  a  capital 
or  deposit  of  $200,000  can  solicit  or 
accept  a  risk  of  $30,000  and  reinsure  the 
excess  over  and  above  $20,000,  but  may 
write  lines  of  $2o;ooo,  and  then,  if  it  so 
desires,  reinsure  any  part  of  the  liability 
in  companies  admitted  to  Wisconsin. 

Suit  has  been  brought  in  the  Federal 
Court  at  Omaha  to  test  the  legality  of 
the  insurance  laws  passed  by  the  last 
legislature.  A  petition  for  a  restraining 
order  has  been  signed  by  all  the  leading 
companies  doing  business  in  Nebraska 
against  the  state  officials  to  prevent 
them  from  enforcing  the  law  against  the 
board  established  by  the  companies  to 
regulate  rates  in  Nebraska.  On  the 
opening  day  of  the  trial  the  companies' 
attorney  argued  that  this  board  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  clearing  house  and  not  a 
trust.  The  state  has  ordered  the 
abandonment  of  the  board  at  once. 
The  companies  have  appealed  to  the 
court. 


The  influential  directors  of  theTraders, 
of  New  York,  have  had  a  bill  passed  in 
the  New  York  legislature  to  revenge  the 
action  taken  by  the  Traders,  of  Chicago, 
in  having  Superintendent  Van  Cleave 
bar  their  company  from  Illinois.  There 
is  one  clause  in  the  bill  which  savors  of 
barbarism.  It  provides  that  the  super- 
intendent of  insurance  has  the  authority 
to  refuse  certificates  to  companies  of  the 
same  or  similar  names. 

The  Westchester  has  made  a  new 
venture.  It  is  writing  war  risks  on 
sea-shore  dwellings.  Its  annual  rate  is 
15  cents.  The  policies  don't  include 
hazards  covered  by  ordinary  fire  poli- 
cies. Its  maximum  line  is  $5,000.  The 
company  has  thus  far  confined  itself  to 
dwellings  along  Long  Island  Sound.  It 
will  not  insure  buildings  which  are  in 
close  proximity  to  forts.  The  clause 
under  which  the  risks  are  covered  reads 
as  follows:  **It  is  understood  that  this 
company  is  liable  for  loss  of  property 
occasioned  only  directly  or  indirectly  by 
invasion,  insurrection,  riot,  civil  war  or 
commotion  of  military  or  usurped 
power."  The  policies  cover  bombard- 
ment. 

The  Chicago  congested  district  is 
bounded  on  the  North  and  West  by  the 
Chicago  river,  on  the  South  by  Harrison 
street  and  on  the  East  by  Lake  Mich- 
igan. Superintentendent  Van  Cleave, 
in  his  report  for  1897,  compiled  a  most 
interesting  table  of  figures,  which  shows 
the  amount  the  different  companies  have 
at  risk  in  the  congested  district.  The 
companies  carrying  the  largest  amount 
at  risk  are  as  follows:  Illinois  compa- 
nies, Traders,  $1,286,250;  domestic 
stock  companies.  Home,  N.  Y.,  $2,902,- 
228;  Phenix,  $2,897,080;  ^Etna,  $2,754,- 
475;  Hartford,  $2,629,001;  Continental, 
$2,563,005;  Queen,  $2,534,148;  German- 
American,  $2,287,897;  foreign  compan- 
ies, Liverpool  and  London  and  Globe, 
$6,890,593;  Royal,  $4,151,999;  North- 
ern, $3,825,790;  Commercial  Union, 
$3,332,770;  London  and  Lancashire, 
$3,219,040;  Union,  $2,637,450;  North 
British  and  Mercantile,  $2,471,411;  Sun, 
$2,322,000;  Norwich  Union,  $2,213^339; 
Phoenix,  $2,020,500.

The  Maryland  Casualty  Company  will 
enter  Ohio. 

The  Royal  Union  Mutual  Life  has 
withdrawn  from  Texas. 

There  is  a  rate  war  among  surety 
companies  at  full  blast  in  Buffalo. 

N.  E.  Dilly  has  connected  himself 
with  the  Chicago  office  of  the  North- 
western Mutual  Life. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Provident  Life 
and  Trust  will,  on  July  first,  discontinue 
its  insurance  department. 

Superintendent  of  Agencies  Isaac  B. 
Snow,  of  the  Massachusetts  Mutual,  has 
been  visiting  in  Philadelphia. 

Wilfred  Massey  &  Co.  have  succeeded 
Earle,  Massey  &  Co.  as  general  agents 
of  the  iEtna  Indemnity  Company  for 
Illinois. 

The  Ocean  Guarantee  and  Accident, 
of  London,  has  been  unable  to  secure  a 
renewal  of  its  license  to  do  business  in 
Pennsylvania, 

H.  S.  Lee,  formerly  Chicago  manager 
of  the  Life  Insurance  Clearing  Company, 
has  joined  the  Chicago  agency  of  the 
New  York  Life. 

C.  V.  Le  Crew,  formerly  with  the 
Equitable  Life  at  Nashville,  has-been 
appointed  district  manager  of  the  Iowa 
Life  for  Western  Tennessee. 

The  estate  of  William  R.  Percy,  of 
Frostburg,  Md.,  has  sued  the  Fidelity 
Mutual  Life, of  Philadelphia,  for  ^50,000. 
Percy  was  insured  in  the  company  for 
$25,000. 

Conkling,  Price  &  Webb  have  secured 
for  the  London  Guarantee  and  Accident 
Company  an  employers'  liability  policy 
covering  the  Union  loop  of  the  elevated 
railroads. 

The  Prudential  will  withdraw  from 
Kansas  as  soon  as  possible.  It  will  not 
comply  with  McNall's  request  for  the 
knowledge  of  the  amount  of  salary  drawn 
by  each  of  the  company's  officials. 


Superintendent  of  Agents  Eaton,  of 
the  National  Accident  of  New  York,  was 
in  Chicago  the  first  of  the  month. 

William  B.  Fletcher,  formerly  with 
the  Atlas  Accident,  has  connected  him- 
self with  the  Metropolitan  Accident. 

Joseph  Horwitz  has  severed  his  con- 
nection with  the  local  office  of  the 
Fidelity  Mutual  Life,  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion with  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Union 
Mutual  Life. 

The  Indiana  Supreme  Court  will  not 
grant  a  rehearing  in  the  case  involving 
the  taxation  of  life  policies.  That  they 
will  not  be  taxed  is  decided,  and,  it  is  to 
be  hoped,  forever. 

D.  S.  Fletcher,  the  erstwhile  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Life  Association,  of 
Hartford,  is  no  longer  connected  with 
the  Consolidated  Life,  of  Washington, 
D.  C.  Fletcher  will  start  a  fraternal 
order. 

The  Iowa  legislature  has  passed  a  bill 
legalizing  the  reinsurance  of  co-opera- 
tive life  and  accident  associations.  The 
arrangements  must  have  the  sanction  of 
the  state  auditor  and  be  done  by  a  cer- 
tain formula. 

The  National  Accident  Society,  of 
New  York,  has  established  a  police 
department  here  with  Spencer  Thomas 
at  its  head.  It  issues  to  policemen  a 
$2,000  policy  with  $15  weekly  benefits, 
or  a  combination  policy  of  $3,000  and 
$20  benefits. 

The  plate  Glass  Underwriters'  Asso- 
ciation are  meeting  the  competition  of 
the  Union  Casualty,  ^Etna  Indemnity, 
Central  Accident,  Frankfort  and  others 
outside  of  the  organization.  The  busi- 
ness now  on  the  books  of  the  non- 
boarders  will  be  secured  by  a  cut  rate  if 
necessary. 

The  Life  Insurance  Clearing  Company- 
is  not  yet  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver. 
The  Court  denied  the  application  of  the 
state  insurance  department  for  a  receiver 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  policy-holders.  W. 
C.  Sargent  is  the  new  general  manager 
of  the  company.  ^  ^ 
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The  Equitable  Benefit  Association,  of 
Kalamazoo,  has  had  its  license  to  do 
business  in  Michigan  revoked.  The 
company  has  failed  to  maintain  the 
reserve  and  emergency  fund  as  required 
by  law. 

A.  W.  Peck,  manager  of  the  Fidelity 
and  Deposit,  oif  Baltimore,  died  suddenly 
at  West  Baden  on  April  5th,  where  he 
had  been  receiving  treatment  for  rheum- 
atism. Mr.  Peck  was  an  old  fire  under- 
writer, and  had  held  many  positions  of 
responsibility  and  trust.  A  wife  and  one 
son  compose  the  bereaved  family. 

The  swindler  A.  C.  Custer,  so  called, 
must  have  been  a  pretty  persuasive 
talker.  He  has  been  doing  a  land-office 
business  in  the  farming  districts  of  the 
state.  At  Pana  and  Hillsboro  his  work 
was  especially  effective.  He  wrote 
bogus  applications  for  accident  policies 
and  collected  the  premiums  thereon. 

The  Travelers'  Kansas  realty  and  farm 
mortgages  are  being  investigated  by 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Insurance 
Orear,  of  Missouri,  and  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Milrae,  of  Wisconsin.  This  they 
are  doing  at  the  request  of  Commissioner 
Betts,  of  Connecticut,  who  is  at  present 
examining  the  company. 

The  Covenant  Mutual  Life,  of  Gales- 
burg,  was  sued  on  April  4  by  John 
Kirchgraber  and  thirty  other  members 
of  the  association.  The  suit  is  brought 
for  the  reason  that  the  increase  of  assess- 
ment on  the  old  members  is  thought  to 
be  illegal.  The  case  will  attract  the 
undivided  attention  of  the  eighteen 
thousand  members  of  the  association 
and  will  involve  a  clear  half  million  of 
dollars. 

The  ^tna  Life  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  its  important  suit  it  won  in  its  acci- 
dent department  at  Denver,  Colo.  E. 
C.  Budlong  carried  an  accident  policy  in 
the  iEtna  Life  and  died  from  aneurism. 
The  company  was  sued  on  the  ground 
that  Budlong's  death  was  caused  by  a 
fall.  The  company,  in  its  defense, 
attributed  the  fall  to  aneurism.  The 
son  of  the  deces^sed  is  the  general  agent 
of  the  New  England  Mutual  Accident 
for  Colorado. 


The  Standard  Life  and  Accident  has 
sustained  a  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the 
full  bench  of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme 
Court.  The  case  in  question  was  James 
O.  Gray  against  the  Standard  Life  and 
Accident.  The  defendent  assured  the 
plaintiff  against  loss  from  bodily  injuries 
caused  by  the  horses  and  vehicles  used 
in  his  business  of  wholesale  liquor  dealer. 
There  was  a  verdict  of  13,700  for  the 
plaintiff.  One  of  the  plaintiff's  teams 
ran  over  a  person,  to  whom  plaintiff  was 
obliged  to  pay  damages. 

The  defunct  United  Life  Association 
of  New  York,  died  with  many  outstand- 
ing mortuary  claims  unpaid.  Receiver 
McKean,  under  instructions  from  the 
Supreme  Court,  levied  an  assessment 
upon  the  certificate-holders  for  the  pur- 
pose of  meeting  the  unpaid  mortuary 
claims.  A  large  number  of  members 
object  to  paying  this  additional  assess- 
ment and  have  selected  the  following 
committee  to  fight  Receiver  McKean  : 
Frank  Hardy,  John  J.  Quinn,  Robert 
Lawson,  Charles  C.  Tyler,  Frank 
Delano,  and  William  H.  Caldwell.  The 
latter  is  president  of  the  Hamilton  bank 
and  secretary  of  the  committee.  Messrs. 
Blandy,  Mooney  and  Shipman  of  No.  15 
Wall  street  have  been  retained  by  the 
committee  as  counsel.  This  fight  will 
probably  not  be  made.  The  receiver's 
position  is  impregnable. 

In  a  circular  to  agents  in  regard  to 
the  payment  of  claims  liable  to  occur  by 
reason  of  the  threatened  war,  John  R. 
Hegeman,  president  of  the  Metropolitan, 
'  says  :  '*  Should  war  be  declared  between 
Spain  and  the  United  States,  the  first 
question  that  would  naturally  arise 
among  holders  of  life  insurance  policies 
issued  prior  to  the  declaration  of  war  is 
*How  is  my  insurance  affected  in  case  I 
enlist,  and  should  be  killed  ? '  The 
insurance  of  such  persons  in  the  Metro- 
politan is  not  prejudiced,  either  in  the 
Ordinary  Department  (including  Inter- 
mediate) or  in  the  Industrial  Depart- 
ment, even  though  there  be  a  restrictive 
clause  in  the  policies.  Our  policy-hold- 
ers are  entirely  free  to  enlist  in  either 
the  army  or  the  navy,  and,  in  the  event 
of  death  as  a  result  thereof,  the  claims 
will  be  promptly  paid.       ^  j 
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Mary  Ann  Becker,  of  Arensville,  Ind., 
has  sued  the  Supreme  Court  of  Honor 
for  the  payment  of  a  ^2,000  certificate 
carried  by  her  husband,  William  Becker, 
who,  according  to  witnesses,  shot  his 
father-in-law  and  then  himself  at  Arens- 
ville, March  28,  1896. 

The  Metropolitan  Accident  of  this  city 
is  not  anxious  for  death  benefit  policies. 
The  company  should  be  encouraged  in 
its  conservatism.  It  has  circularized  its 
agents  to  write  applications  for  indem- 
nity only,  or  if  an  applicant  insists  on 
having  a  death  benefit,  to  make  it  for 
only  $1,000  or  $3,000. 

The  recent  decisions  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  and  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Missouri  in  life  insurance  cases 
dealing  with  the  liability  of  companies 
for  the  payment  of  risks  in  cases  where 
the  holders  of  polices  commit  suicide, 
have  been  diametrically  opposite.  The 
United  States  Supreme  Court  holds  that 
the  companies  are  not  liable,  and  the 
Missouri  Supreme  Court  rules  that  they 
are.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri 
believes  the  companies  should  pay  the 
claims  of  suicides  for  the  reason  that  the 
man  who  would  commit  suicide  is  irre- 
sponsible. 

President  George  F.  Seward  of  the 
Fidelity  and  Casualty  Company,  has 
requested  superintendent  Payn,  of  New 
York,  to  place  in  operation  the  retaliatory 
law  insofar  as  Wisconsin  companies 
are  concerned.  Commissioner  Fricke, 
of  Wisconsin,  has  made  a  demand  on 
the  Fidelity  and  Casualty  for  about 
$9,000  in  so-called  back  taxes  with 
interest.  The  Wisconsin  companies 
now  doing  business  in  New  York  are  the 
Milwaukee  Mechanics,  Concordia, 
Northwestern  National  and  North- 
western Mutual  Life.  It  is  an  open 
question  as  to  whether  the  fire  insurance 
companies  can  be  drawn  into  the 
imbroglio.  The  Northwestern  Mutual 
Life  will  soon  fight  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner Campbell,  of  Michigan,  to  test 
the  legality  of  the  Michigan  retaliatory 
case  against  it.  The  results  obtained  by 
this  suit  will  govern  its  attitude  towards 
New  York,  should  the  insurance  com- 
missioner of  that  state  attempt  to  oust  it. 


Frank  C.  Weed,  formerly  general 
agent  of  the  Standard  Life  and  Accident 
for  Western  Missouri  and  Kansas  at 
Kansas  City,  disappeared  with  a  strange 
woman  on  January  23.  It  is  said  that 
his  conduct  was  a  great  surprise  to  his 
large  circle  of  acquaintances,  as  he  had 
always  been  morally  upright.  He  has 
returned  to  his  old  home  and  will  start 
life  anew. 

The  New  York  Life  held  its  annual 
election  for  trustees  of  the  first-class  on 
April  13,  with  the  following  result :  John 
Claflin,  E.  N.  Gibbs,  W.  B.  Hornblower, 
Woodbury  Langdon  and  George  A. 
Morrison,  re-elected,  and  Darwin  P. 
Kingsley  chosen  to  succeed  the  late 
Archibald  H.  Welch.  The  board  of 
trustees,  at  a  subsequent  meeting  elected 
George  W.  Perkins  second  vice-presi- 
dent, and  Darwin  P.  Kingsley,  third 
vice-president.  Edmund  D.  Randolph 
was  elected  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee,  Thomas  A.  Buckner,  super- 
intendent of  agencies  and  Joseph  J. 
Hearns,  assistant  secretary. 

Dr.  George  H.  Rice,  of  Sandoval,  111., 
has  instituted  four  assumpsit  suits  in 
the  Marion  county  (111.)  Circuit  Court 
to  recover  amounts  of  insurance  policies 
held  in  the  following  companies  :  Met- 
ropolitan Life,  $2,000  ;  Supreme  Court 
of  Honor,  $1,000  ;  Home  Forum,  $2,000  ; 
Empire  Life,  $2,000.  Dr.  Rice  carried 
these  policies  on  the  life  of  his  wife,  who 
died  August  10,  1897.  Mrs.  Rice, 
accompanied  by  her  husband,  visited 
Chicago  early  last  August.  She  had 
scarcely  arrived  here,  when  she  was 
seized  with  cholera  morbus,  which  made 
it  necessary  that  they  return  home  on 
August  8.  She  died  two  days  later. 
Although  the  companies  that  issued  the 
policies  were  promptly  notified  by  Dr. 
Rice  of  his  wife's  death,  they  hesitated 
to  pay  the  claim  in  the  face  of  many 
suspicious  rumors  that  were  afloat  at 
Sandoval  implicating  Dr.  Rice  as  the 
author  of  his  wife's  sudden  death.  The 
Metropolitan  demanded  an  autopsy.  On 
December  2,  1897,  Coroner  Broomer,  of 
Centralia,  held  an  autopsy  over  the  body 
of  the  late  Mrs.  Rice  and  a  partial  report 
of  the  analysis  was  made,  which  resulted 
in  a  whitewash  for  Dr.  Rie«.  t

When  the  company  wants  to  cancel  a 
policy,  five  days'  notice  of  intention  to 
cancel  must  be  given,  and  a  tender  of  the 
unearned  premium  made;  this  tender 
must  be  made  in  legal  tender,  currency, 
or  coin,  checks  won't  do,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  the  five  days  a  demand 
must  he  made  for  the  surrender  of  the 
policy. 

Where  the  insured  cannot  be  reached 
to  make  a  personal  tender,  a  notice  by 
registered  mail  that  the  policy  will  be 
cancelled  in days  and  the  unearned 


premium  held  subject  to  insured's  order, 
followed  by  a  notice  that  the  policy  is 
cancelled,  and  that  $ unearned  pre- 
mium will  be  paid  upon  the  surrender 
of  the  policy  is  held  to  be  good.  Other 
methods  of  cancelling  may  be  found  to 
be  legal,  but  as  these  methods  follow 
the  contract,  don't  take  any  chances  on 
methods  that  may  not  fill  the  bill. 

These  are  the  directions  given  their 
agents  by  the  Fireman's  Fund  and  they 
are  admirable.  If  you  wish  to  cancel 
your  policy  go  to  your  agent  that  wrote 
the  policy  and  surrender  it  to  him  and 
he  will  pay  you  back  not  pro  rata  but  an 

equitable  part  of  the  premium  paid.

Chicago  has  been  visited  with  three 
very  severe  fires  within  a  month,  and  as 
it  is  a  belief  among  many  that  these 
kind  of  things  happen  in  threes  we  sin- 
cerely hope  that  we  are  to  have  a  rest. 
We  do  not  know,  of  course,  for  how 
long,  but  certainly  the  companies  will 
agree  with  us  when  we  say,  the  longer 
the  better.  One  thing  is  certain,  that 
this  sort  of  a  thing  puts  a  quietus  on  all 
talk  of  lower  rates,  as  it  can  be  easily 
seen  that  the  fates  will  have  to  be  very 
kind  for  the  balance  of  the  year  if  the 

companies  are  to  come  out  even.

Now  that  they  have  almost  all  passed 
we  are  learning  more  and  more  of  the 
iniquities  of  which  the  Lloyds  were  and 
are  guilty.  In  a  decision  in  New  York 
City  the  judge  held  that  a  subscriber  to 
a  fire  insurance  Lloyds  may  scale  down 
the  claims  against  him  by  claiming  a 
limitation  of  liability  under  the  contract 
even  though  this  leaves  the  unfortunate 
insured  with  a  large  proportion  of  his 
loss  absolutely  uncollected.  The  opinion 
as  handed  down  says: 

*'It  did  not  need  the  forcible  argument 
of  the  plaintiff  to  satisfy  the  court  that 
the  policy  of  insurance  which  contains 
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the  limited  liability  clause  is  a  contract 
which  affords  too  little  protection  to  the 
insured,  but  1  am  not  satisfied  that  the 
contract  is  not  enforceable.  It  is  not 
against  public  policy  for  the  insurer  to 
limit  his  liability,  and  if  the  insured  is 
willing  to  enter  into  a  contract,  the 
terms  of  which  make  it  absolutely  ap- 
parent how  little  protection  it  may 
afford  him,  he  cannot  repudiate  it  when 
confronted  with  a  result  which  with 
almost  absolute  certainty  should  have 
been  expected. 

"I  am  inclined  to  hold,  however,  as 
did  Mr.  Justice  Garrettso]i  in  a  similar 
case,  that  thistdefense  is  not  available 
in  an  action  against  the  attorneys,  as 
this  action  is  to  determine  the  liability 
of  each  of  the  underwriters  on  the  pol- 
icy, and  then  if  it  becomes  necessary 
to  sue  the  individual  underwriters,  they 
may  set  up  as  a  defense  the  limitation 
of  their  liability  by  reason  of  the  limited 
liability  clause  referred  to.  I  think  the 
plaintiff  is  entitled  to  judgment  in  this 
action  for  the  amount  of  his  loss  as 
proved  on  the  trial  of  the  action."

The  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts 
has  but  recently  handed  down  a  decision 
on  the  insurable  interest  of  agents  in 
the  business  as  conducted  by  them.  L. 
Burge,  Hayes  &  Co.  brought  suit  against 
the  Milford  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company  on  a  contract  made  in  which 
the  firm  was  insured  against  loss  in  the 
profits  of  the  Atlas  Mutual  Insurance 
Company  of  which  the  firm  was  the 
general  agents.  The  case  as  argued 
appeared  as  follows: 

**It  was  agreed  that  the  Atlas  did 
suffer  losses  during  the  specified  period 
in  excess  of  the  specified  amount  and 
that  a  sworn  statement  was  duly 
presented. 

"The  defense  was,  first,  that  Messrs. 
L.  Burge,  Hayes  &  Co.  had  no  insurable 
interest  in  the  tangible  property  covered 


by  all  the  policies  of  the  Atlas  during 
the  specified  period,  or,  in  other  words, 
that  their  interest  in  ^ch  property 
arising  as  it  did  only  by  reason  of  the 
small  percentage  of  the  net  profits  of 
the  Atlas  Company  that  would  come  to 
them  under  their  contract,  was  so  remote 
as  not  to  be  an  insurable  interest  at  all; 
second,  that  the  description  of  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  insurance,  namely  the 
tangible  property  covered  by  the  policies 
of  the  Atlas  being  merely  'on  their 
interest  in  profits,'  was  not  sufficiently 
definite;  third,  that  there  was  a  violation 
of  the  provision  against  'other  insur- 
ance,' ^xiA  fourth,  that  the  suit  was  pre- 
mature, inasmuch  as  there  had  been  no 
arbitration. 

"The  court  decided  all  these  points 
against  the  Milford  Company.  The 
court  held  that  'inasmuch  as  the  net 
profits  of  the  Atlas  Company  were  liable 
to  be  reduced  by  losses  arising  from  the 
destruction  of  the  tangible  property 
insured  by  the  Atlas  by  fire,  Messrs.  L. 
Burge,  Hayes  &  Co.  stood  to  lose  from 
the  same  cause,  and  that  although  the 
connection  between  the  burning  of  a 
single  piece  of  property  insured  by  the 
Atlas  and  the  diminution  of  the  per- 
centage of  the  net  profits  of  that  com- 
pany coming  to  Messrs.  L.  Burge, 
Hayes  &  Co.  might  be  somewhat  remote, 
it  was  nevertheless  sufficient  to  give 
them  an  insurable  interest.' 

"In  regard  to  the  absence  of  any  arbi- 
tration the  court  held  that  inasmuch  as 
it  was  agreed  that  there  had  been  no 
dispute  between  L.  Burge,  Hayes  &  Co. 
and  the  Milford  for  more  than  sixty  days 
after  the  rendition  of  the  sworn  state- 
ment of  the  losses  of  the  Atlas,  there 
was  thereafter  nothing  to  arbitrate,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  disputes  did  arise 
after  the  sixty  day  period  had  expired. 
In  other  words  it  was  held  that  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts 
standard  form,  even  if  there  is  no  actual 
agreement  between  the  parties  within  the 
sixty-day  period,  yet  if  there  is  no  dis- 
pute between  them  for  sixty  days  the 
arbitration  provision  is  waived.  That  is 
to  say,  it  is  not  a  mere  failure  to  agree 
that  calls  into  effect  the  arbitration  pro- 
vision. Something  more  is  necessary, 
viz:  a  positive  «Jisput^^^'QQQQ|g 
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Talks  wltn  Ule  Insurers. 

The  sure  loss  in  the  case  of  h'fe  insur- 
ance cannot  very  well  be  ignored,  even 
though  we  all  think  every  one  mortal 
but  ourselves.  The  premiums  paid  are 
but  savings  for  those  dependent  upon 
us,  and  savings  which  will  yield  the  best 
kind  of  results. 

The  life  insurance  business  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  is  done  by  forty- 
three  companies,  fifteen  of  which  are 
Canadian,  fourteen  British,  and  fourteen 
American.  The  total  amount  of  insur- 
ance in  force  in  Canada  is  over  three 
hundred  and  forty-four  millions  of  dol- 
lars; the  gain  in  1898  being  some 
seventeen  millions  of  dollars.  Of  the 
amount  in  force  the  Canadian  companies 
carry  $208,927,011;  the  British  I35,- 
292,744  and  the  American  $100,094,693.

The  New  York  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany was  the  first  to  put  itself  on  record 
as  being  willing  to  carry  the  war  risk 
without  additional  premium  and  now 
the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  has  assured 
its  inquiries  that  in  case  of  war  '<no 
extra  premium  will  be  charged  to  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  army  and  navy 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  militia  of 
the  several  States  who,  at  the  date  of  a 
declaration  of  hostilities  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  this  company."

Some  writer  has  said:  "A  man  of 
large  wealth,  however  intelligent,  always 
thinks  more,  or  less,  'I  have  a  large 
income  and  I  want  to  keep  it.*  "  He  is 
averse  to  the  very  idea  of  decreasing  in 
any  way  his  wealth,  and  hence  we  find 
so  many  rich  men  willing,  when  the 
matter  is  explained  to  them,  to  take  out 
large  amounts  of  life  insurance.     They 


do  it  for  two  reasons:  the  first  is  that 
they  like  the  idea  of  leaving  a  large 
amount  of  ready  money  with  which  their 
affairs  may  be  satisfactorily  settled  and 
without  loss  and  the  second  is  that  they 
see  in  a  large  life  policy  an  increase  to 
the  amount  they  will  leave  behind  them. 
The  man  also  of  moderate  means,  and 
who  is  engaged  in  business  transactions, 
admits  more  readily  the  force  of  the 
same  arguments  that  have  convinced  his 
richer  brother,  while  at  the  same  time 
the  reasons  are  stronger  and  more  man- 
datory. The  man  struggling  along  with 
little  or  nothing  beyond  his  income  feels, 
if  he  has  any  ideas  of  duty,  that  he  must 
have  something  to  protect  those  depend- 
ent upon  him,  should  he  be  called  away. 


So  that  all  claims  can  be  most 
promptly  settled  the  office  of  the  Met- 
ropolitan Life  is  kept  open  every  day 
of  the  year,  not  excepting  Sundays  and 
holidays.  The  wisdom  of  doing  this 
becomes  apparent  when  we  think  that  it 
is  only  by  this  means  that  all  claimants 
can  be  paid  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  The  management  show  by 
this  action  that  there  is  nothing  that 
can  be  done  that  is  not  done  for  the 
benefit  of  the  insured.  •

Very  often  married  men  start  out 
determined  to  do  their  full  duty  to  their 
families.  They  even  enthusiastically 
invest  a  part  of  their  income  for  their 
benefit  in  something  which  at  the  time 
looked  as  if  it  was  almost  a  sure  thing 
but  which  proves  of  no  value  whatever. 
Then  they  think  they  will,  the  next 
year,  lay  up  a  similiar  amount  in  some 
very  reliable  way,  only  to  find  out  at  the 
end  of  the  year  that  in  some  mysterious 
way  they  have  spent  all  their  money 
without  accomplishing  this  praiseworthy 
resolution.     By  this  tint^tks^if  ath  of 
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some  .friend  or  relative,  who  has  died 
without  leaving  his  widow  and  child 
more  than  enough  to  decently  bury 
him,  convince  them  of  the  absolute 
necessity  of  providing  in  some  way  for 
their  families.  At  such  a  time  they 
should  welcome  the  visit  of  a  life  agent 
who  can,  by  selling  them  a  policy  of  life 
insurance,  the  premium  on  which  will  be 
perhaps  even  less  than  they  have  deter- 
mined each  year  to  lay  aside,  relieve 
them  of  all  anxiety  on  a  subject  which 
has  annoyed  them  not  a  little.  This  pol- 
icy for  life  insurance  should  be  for  a  lib- 
eral amount, and  as  their  income  becomes 
larger  the  amount  of  the  insurance 
should  be  increased  to  correspond. 
This  is  the  only  known  method  whereby 
an  amount  worthy  the  case  can  be  laid 
up  at  once,  and  those  who  do  not  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  have  no 
right  to  be  recognized  as  good  fathers  or 
even  good  citizens.

It  is  not  necessary  to  tell  any  one  at 
this  late  day  that  people  who  are  com- 
fortably off,  or  even  rich  at  any  given 
time,  may  be  so  poor  before  they  die 
that  they  cannot  leave  their  families  a 
cent  with  which  to  battle  life's  storms. 
A  limited  payment  life  policy  which 
becomes  paid  up  during  the  time  of  the 
greatest  activity  of  men,  more  nearly 
solves  this  question  than  any  other  way 
of  doing.  Insure  young  and  get  your 
contract  paid  up  before  the  storms  over- 
take you.

A  friend  of  mine,  who  was  engaged 
in  the  stock  brokerage  business,  was 
married  and  had  a  happy  home  in  this 
city.  Recently  he  was  caught  on  the 
wrong  side  of  the  market.  To  recover 
he  bought  heavily,  but  fortune  was 
against  him.     A  protracted  illness  fol- 


lowed, ending  in  death.  The  wife 
found  everything  gone — not  enough  left 
to  pay  expenses  of  sickness  and  burial. 
In  her  distress  she  thought  there  was  a 
gleam  of  sunshine:  the  life  insurance! 
*'Yes,  thank  God,  he  had  that,  for  he 
told  me  so,"  said  the  wife.  The  policy 
could  not  be  found,  but  she  knew  the 
name  of  the  company.  Inquiry  was 
made  and  the  information  came:  "Yes, 
he  had  a  policy  in  this  company  for 
$10,000,  payable  to  himself,  but  a  few^ 
weeks  ago  he  surrendered  it  for  the 
guaranted  cash  value  of  $490.00. 

Four  hundred  and  ninety  dollars!  A 
dozen  of  his  friends  would  have  loaned 
him  that  amount,  but  pride  kept  him 
from  going  to  them,  and  the  company's 
'"liberality"  (?)  made  it  easy  to  obtain 
this  money.  Four  hundred  and  ninety 
dollars  were  of  no  particular  benefit  to 
him,  and  ten  thousand  dollars  were 
taken  from  those  who  now  have  neither 
protector  nor  estate. 

I  don't  know  how  often  such  cases 
have  occurred,  but  this  one  did  occur. 
It  seems  to  me  TAe  Weekly  Statement 
should  set  forth  the  evils  of  this  system. 
— /.  M,  M,,  in  the  Weekly  Statement, 

Yes,  this  is  a  very  apt  and  proper 
way  to  put  this  matter.  Cash  surrender 
values  and  loans  on  policies  have  at 
times  done  a  great  deal  of  good  but 
no  one  at  all  familiar  with  the  working 
of  either  or  both  of  these  will  deny  that 
they  have  been  responsible  for  much, 
very  much  fevil;  much  more  indeed  by 
many  times  that  all  the  good  they  have 
accomplished.  We  have  been  told  that 
at  least  one  company's  experience  with 
the  matter  of  loans  is  that  from  the  time 
a  loan  is  made  it  can  be  expected  that 
the  policy  will  lapse  or  be  surrendered 
almost  without  fail.  The  time  to  reach 
this  result  is  sometimes  longer  than  is 
expected  but  it  is  sure  to  come. 
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Talks  witii  flGCldent  Insurers. 

Accidents  are  no  respecters  of  per- 
sons; they  happen  to  those  who  least 
expect  them. — The  Preferred  Peram- 
bulator.

People  who  carry  accident  insurance 
must  be  sure  to  be  prompt  in  paying 
their  premiums.  The  company  has  to 
pay  claims  every  day,  and  it  is  your 
premium  which  makes  it  possible  for  it 
to  do  so.  Send  it  in  promptly  and  will- 
ingly, knowing  that  it  is  possibly  help- 
ing out  some  poor  man  who  cannot  get 
along  without  the  money,  and  not  know- 
ing when  you  may  be  placed  in  the  very 
same  position.

Wise  people  eliminate  all  the  chances 
they  can.  Thougtful  persons  make  sure 
of  everything  possible.  It  surely  is  not 
the  part  of  wisdom  to  go  without  pro- 
tection against  the  accidents  which 
come  to  such  a  large  number  every  day. 
There  is  no  way  to  avoid  entirely  all 
chances  of  being  killed  or  injured  in  the 
streets  of  any  large  city,  and,  according 
to  the  population,  accidents  are  more 
frequent  in  the  country  than  they  are 
even  in  large  places.   So  get  an  accident 

policy  without  fail  or  without  delay. 

*  * 

One  of  the  most  prolific  sources  of 
fatal  accidents  is  the  crossing  at  grade 
of  steam  and  electric  cars.  Much  good 
work  has  been  done  to  have  the  railroads 
raise  tracks  so  that  the  surface  electric, 
grip,  and  horse  car  roads  may  run 
beneath  them,  but  there  is  still  much  to 
do.  The  railways  fight  it  because  of 
the  expense  and  the  inconvenience 
arising  from  making  the  necessary 
changes,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  they  will  be 
forced  to  yield  and  put  an  end  to  the 
frightful  loss  of  life. 


It  was  a  wise  and  deserving  man  who 
said  ''leave  nothing  to  what  is  called 
'luck'  and  you  will  generally  be  what  is 
called  'lucky.*  "  So  it  is  surely  as  in 
the  case  of  accidents.  By  leaving 
nothing  to  luck  you  will  be  sure  to  have 
an  accident  policy,  and  you  will  be  care- 
ful not  to  run  into  danger.  You  may  be 
hurt,  because  that  is  something  which 
no  man  can  positively  avoid,  but  you 
will  be  about  as  safe  as  anyone,  and  you 
will  be  protected  all  the  time. 


Always  listen  to  ,the  man  who  solicits 
you  to  take  out  a  policy  insuring  you 
against  accidents.  The  amount  of  your 
payment  is  small  while  the  amount  paid 
you  in  case  of  accident  is  large.  We 
will  not  say  too  much  upon  the  subject 
of  the  feeling  of  security  that  comes  to 
you  when  you  are  so  protected,  but,  our 
word  for  it,  this  is  no  small  thing. 
Perhaps  you  are  a  very  careful  man, 
very  much  above  the  average,  but  this 
fact  will  not  save  you  from  accidental 
injury,  although  it  does  make  you  a 
better  risk.  Take  the  policy  willingly 
and  pay  for  it.  If  you  are  not  hurt,  so 
much  the  better,  as  you  can  be  thankful 
either  way.

Even  at  the  risk  of  being  thought 
guilty  of  repetition  we  wish  to  urge  our 
readers  to  take  out  some  accident  insur- 
ance in  one  of  the  good  companies. 
Choose  one  that  pays  its  losses  promptly, 
but,  at  the  same  time,  looks  into  the 
claim  long  enough  to  know  what  it  is 
paying.  Those  companies  that  pay  by 
telegraph  will  not  last  long  and  may  be 
out  of  funds  when  you  have  a  claim. 
There  can  be  nothing  more  evident  to 
the  thinking  man  than  the  fact  that  in 
these  days  of  hustle  and  bang  he 
should  protect  his  family  and  himself  by 
having  a  good  sized  accident  policy  that 
will  stand  between  him  ^td  loss  tf  he 
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should  be  disabled  so  that  he  cannot 
attend  to  his  ordinary  duties.  It  should 
not  and  does  not  make  him  take  less 
care  of  himself;  nay,  it  is  argued  and  we 
believe  it  a  fact  that  an  honest  man  who 
is  insured  really  takes  better  care  of 
himself  than  before  he  was  insured, 
still,  at  the  same  time,  there  are  so 
many  chances  of  getting  injured  where 
a  man  cannot  exert  any  influence  to 
ward  off  the  danger  that  a  good  contract 
with    a    good    company    is    absolutely 

indispensable.

Accident  insurance  furnishes  indem- 
nity against  loss  of  time  on  account  of 
injuries  received  and  in  this  way  divides 
the  burdens  which  otherwise  would  fall 
upon  the  unfortunate.  There  can  be  no 
fairer  nor  better  method  devised  to 
accomplish  this.  You  should  feel  happy 
when  carrying  accident  insurance  when 
you  do  not  have  to  make  a  claim,  and 
satisfied  when  you  are  injured  that  you 
were  wise  enough  to  secure  a  contract 
which  will  stand  between  you  and  a 
positive  loss.  Under  no  circumstances 
make  a  claim  when  you  have  not 
suffered  an  actual  loss  of  time.  A  claim 
made  for  any  thing  short  of  real  loss  of 
time  from  your  usual  duties  is  an 
iniquitous  piece  of  business  and  you 
should  endeavor  to  avoid  even  the 
semblance  of  evil. 

If  an  accident  policy-holder  changes 
his  occupation  to  some  more  hazardous 
one  it  is  plain  that  he  should  not  expect, 
in  case  of  making  a  claim,  that  he 
should  get  the  same  amount  of  money 
that  he  would  have  received  had  the 
change  not  been  made.  Some  companies 
in  their  literature  and  their  by-laws 
do  not  refer  to  the  occupations  as  such 
but  prefer  to  make  the  policy  cover  in 
accordance  to  the  acts  performed,  so 
that  if  injured  in  the  performance  of  a 


certain  act  the  policy-holder  shall 
receive  pay  in  accordance  with  the  act. 
This  does  not  apply  to  any  kind  of  law- 
ful recreation,  as  it  is  understood  that 
such  acts  as  give  such  recreation  are 
part  and  parcel  of  the  original  risk. 
The  accident  companies  do  not  deny  to 
preferred  or  select  risks  all  ordinary  and 
legitimate  forms  of  recreation. 


The  courts  hold  all  sorts  of  things  in 
reference  to  accident  policies.  What 
appears  to  be  good  law  for  the  Supreme 
Court  of  one  state  will  not  do  at  all  in 
an  adjoining  territory.  For  instance,  it 
would  look  as  if  the  matter  of  intentional 
injury  was  settled  by  a  long  list  of 
opinions  and  the  company  could  not  be 
held,  and  still  only  the  other  day  the 
Missouri  Appellate  Court  held  that 
injuries  caused  by  the  intentional  shoot- 
ing of  one  person  by  another,  after  an 
altercation  between  them,  may  be  acci- 
dental, within  the  meaning  of  an  acci- 
dent polic}'. 

The  courts  are  extremely  liberal  in 
their  holdings  as  to  total  disability  at 
times,  and  again  hold  literally  to  the 
contract.  A  recent  decision  held  that  a 
barber,  who  had  been  hurt  but  continued 
to  work  every  day,  more  or  less,  although 
it  was  claimed  he  suffered  pain  all  the 
time,  was  totally  disabled. 

Nothing  is  so  unsettled  as  the  question 
of  voluntary  danger.  One  court  holds 
strictly  to  any  danger  that  is  plain  and 
against  which  the  insured  is  warned, 
while  another  would  give  the  widest 
latitude  to  the  insured  and  make  him  the 
judge  of  the  whole  matter,  and  so  it 
goes  all  along  the  line.  The  only  thing 
for  you  to  do,  however,  is  to  get  a  policy 
in  a  good  company,  read  the  contract 
and  endeavor  to  live  up  to  its  require- 
ments; you  are  then  on  the  safe  side  and 
will  be  sure,  in  case  of  accident,  to  be 
paid  what  is  due  you. 
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Firt  Insurance.  —  Arbitration  —  Injunction  — 
Equity,  In  the  case  of  the  American  Central  Plre 
V.  Landan  it  was  shown  that  after  loss  the  insured 
and  the  several  companies  and  underwriters 
entered  into  an  agreement  for  arbitration,  and  an 
award  was  made  by  the  arbitrators.  The  compan- 
ies and  underwriters  tendered  the  amount  of  the 
award  to  insured,  who  refused  to  accept  it,  and 
brought  separate  suits  against  each  of  the  compan- 
ies and  underwriters.  The  companies  and  under- 
writers to  the  number  of  thirty- two  filed  this  bill 
to  enjoin  separate  suits  against  them,  and  alleged 
that  some  of  their  policies  covered  insured's  prop- 
erty in  one  of  three  buildings,  and  some  in  another, 
and  some  in  all  the  buildings;  that  under  each 
policy  the  insurer  should  not  be  held  liable  for  a 
greater  proportion  of  any  loss  than  the  amount 
insured  therein  should  bear  to  the  whole  insurance; 
that  the  insurers  had  jointly  tendered  the  aggregate 
amount  of  an  award  that  had  been  made  under 
insured's  agreement  with  them  to  arbitrate  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  each  policy,  lletd^  that  a 
demurrer  to  the  bill  for  want  of  equity  should  be 
overruled.  — New  Jersey  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Mortgage  Clause.  In  the  case 
of  the  Hartford  Fire  v.  Clayton  it  appeared  that 
the  policy  contained  a  stipulation  that  Ioss«  if  any, 
was  payable  to  Clayton  as  his  interests  might 
appear.  The  contract  also  provided  that  policy 
would  be  void  if,  with  the  knowledge  of  insured, 
foreclosure  proceedings  were  begun  by  virtue  of 
any  mortgage  or  deed  of  trusts.  When  the  policy 
issued  there  was  a  mortgage  on  the  property  which 
was  known  to  the  company.  The  company  also 
knew  that  the  notes  for  which  the  mortgage  was 
the  security  would  mature  during  the  life  of  the 
policy.  A  few  days  before  the  fire  these  notes 
were  sued  to  foreclose  the  mortgage.  The  com- 
pany was  ignorant  of  the  foreclosure  proceedings 
until  after  the  fire.  The  question  to  be  decided 
was  whether  the  foreclosure  proceedings  voided 
the  policy.  The  lower  court  held  that  it  did  not, 
but  this  court  Held^  that  the  insured  must  show 
that  said  clause  was  waived  by  the  company  or  that 
the  company  was  estopped  from  pleading  the 
same.  The  knowledge  that  the  notes  would 
mature  before  the  termination  of  the  policy  does 
not  effect  the  mortgage  clause,  and  cannot  be  con- 
strued to  be  a  waiver  of  the  same.  The  weight  of 
authority  is  to  the  effect  that  knowledge  of  insur- 
ance companies  of  existence  of  mortgage  will  not 
prevent  a  forfeiture  where  their  is  a  breach  of  such 
clause.  Judgment  of  lower  court  reversed. — 
Texas  Court  of  Appeals. 

Fire  Insurance.  —  Gasoline  —  French  Electric 
Fluid — Voiding  Policy — False  Swearing.  In  the 
case  of  Phenix  Insurance  Company  v.  Sharman, 
policy  provided  that  it  would  be  void  if  illuminat- 
ing gas  or  vapor  should  be  generated  in  the  build- 
ing, or  adjacent  thereto,  to  use  therein,  or  if  gaso- 


line should  be  kept  on  the  premises.  Insured 
manufacture*!  "French  Electric  Fluid,"  making 
same  by  mixing  in  a  gallon  of  gasoline  a  double 
handful  of  salt,  a  handful  of  soda  and  a  piece  of 
gum  camphor.  This  was  placed  in  a  five-gallon 
can,  which  was  kept  in  a  coal  shed  on  said  same 
tract  of  land,  but  separate  and  apart  from  building 
insured.  From  this  a  lamp  would  be  filled,  which 
was  used  in  lighting  the  storehouse  at  night.  Some 
days  before  the  fire  all  the  French  Electric  Fluid 
was  used  up.  It  was  not  established  that  French 
Electric  Fluid  and  gasoline  were  the  same. 

Ileld^  the  facts  warrant  the  finding  that  no 
illuminating  gas  was  generated  in  the  building  for 
use  therein,  and  in  the  absence  of  expert  testimony 
that  French  Electric  Fluid  and  gasoline  were  the 
same,  the  facts  also  justified  the  finding  that  no 
gasoline  was  kept  or  used  on  the  premises. 

The  jury  were  instructed  that  if  a  person  honestly 
believes  a  thing  to  be  true,  and  so  states  it,  then 
even  if  the  statement  be  not  true  and  if  the  person 
swear  to  such  statement,  this  is  not  false  swearing 
within  the  meaning  of  the  word  as  used   in  policy. 

Held,  instructions  correct  as  applied  to  state- 
ment of  the  value  of  property  insured,  no  motive 
being  shown  for  making  a  false  statement,  where 
the  jury  found  the  value  of  the  property  to  be 
$2,000  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  insurance,  though 
that  sum  was  $1,600  less  than  the  amount  fixed  by 
insured. — Texas  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. —  Cancellation.  In  the  case  of 
Lampasas  Company  v.  the  Home  Fire  it  was 
shown  that  the  agent  of  the  insurance  company 
wrote  the  secretary  of  the  Lampasas  Company 
stating  that  the  Home  Insurance  Company  was 
withdrawing  from  Lampasas,  Texas,  and  enclosed 
a  draft  on  company  for  $45.38  to  cancel  the 
policy  held  by  the  Lampasas  Company.  The 
agent  requested  that  the  draft  be  attached  to  policy 
after  the  cancellation  receipt  on  back  of  policy  was 
signed,  and  together  the  papers  be  forwarded  to 
company  for  collection.  The  agent  also  notified 
the  Lampasas  Company  that  he  had  issued  another 
policy  in  a  different  company  which  he  held  till 
approved  by  company  and  which  on  approval 
would  be  forwarded.  This  secretary  was  also  in 
the  insurance  business  and  when  he  received  letter 
and  draft  he  held  them,  not  forwarding  for 
collection  nor  making  reply.  The  letter  was 
written  on  the  25th  of  January  and  the  fire 
occurred  on  the  loth  of  February.  Secretary 
Weems  stated  that  the  writer  had  written  another 
policy  in  lieu  of  this  one,  which  he  would  hold 
until  approved  by  the  company,  and  then  send  it  to 
witness;  .that  this  left  witness  in  doubt  as  to  the 
amount  of  insurance  the  company  held  on  the 
building,  and  the  amount  necessary  for  him  to 
procure;  and  that  he,  after  receiving  Young*s 
letter,  endeavored,  through  agents  at  Houston,  or 
possibly  elsewhere,  to  place  insurance  on  the  prop- 
erty.    Ileld^     that     the    above    testimony    would 
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warrant  the  conclusion  that  Weems  regarded  the 
policy  as  canceled.  If  he  did  not  regard  it  as  can- 
celed, or  if  he  was  not  satisfied  with  the  form  in 
which  the  unearned  premium  was  sent  him  (being 
an  insurance  agent  himself,  and  presumably  aware 
of  what  was  a  proper  tender  to  effect  a  cancellation), 
why  was  it  that  the  letter  of  Agent  Young  left  him 
in  doubt  as  to  the  amount  of  insurance  he  held  on 
the  property?  And  why  should  he  go  in  quest  of 
other  insurance  after  receiving  the  letter?  We 
will  assume  that  sending  a  draft  was  not  such  a 
payment  or  tender  of  the  unearned  premium  as  the 
insured  was  entitled  to  have  made  to  it;  still,  it 
should  be  deemed  sufficient  when  it  appears  that 
the  insured  treated  it  as  having  the  effect  of  cancel- 
ling the  policy,  which  involves  the  fact  that  he  was 
content  with  the  mode  of  payment;  and  particularly 
should  this  be  so  when  the  person  to  whom  the 
payment  is  tendered  is  in  a  position  that  makes 
him  familiar  with  what  is  essential  to  effect  a 
cancellation. — Texas  Court  of  Appeals. 

Life  Insurant e, — Limitation  of  Action.  In  the 
case  of  Harrison  et  al.  v.  the  Masonic  Mutual  Bene- 
fit Society  the  complaint  alleged  that  insured  died 
in  1883  and  sought  to  establish  such  death  by  evi- 
dence of  disappearance  and  that  he  had  never  been 
heard  from  since.  Proofs  of  death  were  filed  in 
July,  1894.  The  Society  claimed  that  action  was 
barred  by  limitation  and  it  was  claimed  on  the 
other  side  that  statute  did  not  begin  until  proofs 
were  furnished.  //<•/</,  that  the  delay  of  more  than 
ten  years  in  making  proof  of  death  was  unreason- 
able; that  a  reasonable  time  should  never  exceed 
the  period  within  which  an  action  would  have  been 
barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  and  it  must  be 
held  that  whatever  cause  of  action  the  plaintiffs 
may  have  had  is  barred  by  lapse  of  time. — Kansas 
Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurant e. — Paid  up  Insurance.  In  the 
case  of  the  Mutual  Life  v.  Jorbre  the  policy  pro- 
vided that  **after  three  full  annual  payments  have 
been  made  upon  the  policy,  the  company  will, 
upon  the  legal  surrender  thereof  before  default  in 
the  payment  of  any  premiums,  or  within  six  months 
thereafter,  issue  a  non-participating  policy  for  paid- 
up  insurance,  payable  as  herein  provided,  for  the 
proportion  of  the  amount  of  this  policy  which  the 
number  of  full  years'  premiums  paid  bears  to  the 
total  number  required."  The  insured  defaulted  in 
payment  of  premium,  and  no  offer  was  made  to 
surrender  the  policy  before  such  default,  nor  within 
six  months  next  thereafter.  Company  claimed 
that  the  insured  had  forfeited  all  right  to  the 
paid-up  insurance.  Ileldy  that  time  is  not  of  the 
essence  of  the  contract,  and  insured  does  not  lose 
his  right  to  paid-up  policy  by  failure  to  demand  it, 
or  to  surrender  original  policy,  within  six  months 
after  default.— Kentucky  Court  of  Appeals. 

Life  Insurance.  — Guaranty  Deposit— Rig/its  of 
Members.  In  the  case  of  Mee  v.  the  Bankers  Life, 
article  4  of  the  original  articles  provided  that  each 
member,  upon  being  admitted,  should  deposit  with 
and  to  the  credit  of  the  association  as  many  dollars 
as  he  was  years  of  age,  counting  to  his  nearest 
birthday,  in  pledge  to  secure  payment  of  all  assess- 
ments, occasioned  by  the  death  of  members,  made 
against  him  during  his  life,  and  to  be  known  as  the 
**guaranty  deposit."  Insured  held  two  policies  in 
»he  defendant  association  which  were  taken  out 
imullaneously.     Time  might  be  granted  to  make 


the  deposit  mentioned,  and  it  was  granted  in  thi 
case  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a  note  fo, 
each  membership, — one  for  $45,  due  in  one  year* 
the  other,  for  the  same  amount,  due  in  two  years* 
The  first  matured   April  4,    1893,   ^^^  ^'^^  paid. 
The  second  matured  April  4,  1894,  two  days  after 
the  maker  died.     It  was  contended  by  the  plaintiff 
that,    although    the    member    failed    to   pay   the 
amount  of  the   December   assessment   within    the 
specified  time,  and  was  in  default,  that  the  associa- 
tion had  in  its  possession,  by  reason  of  the  payment 
of    the  aforesaid    note,    funds   belonging   to   him 
exceeding  the  amount  required,  and  which,  by  the 
terms  of  the  articles  of  association  as  they  stood 
when  he  became  a  member,  were   held  in  pledge 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  assessments,   and   for 
this  reason  the  association  could  not  treat  the  con- 
tract as  forfeited,  for  there  was  no  forfeiture.     By 
article   7  it  was  provided   that  a  member  should 
continue  and   be  a   member  only   so   long   as   he 
should  pay  all  annual  clues  and   mortuary  assess- 
ments, and  in  case  of  default  all  moneys  by  him 
paid   or  pledged  **shall  and   may   nevertheless  be 
used   and   applied   to  the  purposes  for  which  the 
same  were  so  paid  or  pledged."     A  part  of  article 
10  was  as  follows:  **A11  amounts  pledged   to   this 
company   to  secure  payment   of  assessments  occa- 
sioned by  death  of  its  members  shall  l)e  used  only 
for  that  purpose,  and  meanwhile  the  same  shall  be 
and  remain  invested   in   United    States   registered 
bonds,  and  shall  constitute  and  be  known   as  the 
'Guaranty  Trust  Fund.'  "     And  a  part  of  article  1 1 
was  in  the  following  words:    **A11  losses  ixxasioned 
by  the  death  of  members  shall  be  collected  by  this 
company  from  its  members,  and,  m  case  of  default 
on   the  part   of  any   member,    the  amount   of    his 
assessment  on  account  of  such  loss  shall  be   paid 
out  of  his  guaranty  deposit."     There  was  no  pro- 
vision in  the  articles  for  a  subsequent  payment  by  a 
member  of  any  assessment  on    which  he    was    in 
default,  and  which  had  been  made  good  out  of  the 
money  pledged.     HelJ^  that  the  right  was  given  to 
the  association  to  appropriate  the  amount  deposited 
in  payment  of  death  claims  should  the  member  so 
depositing  default  as  to  the  assessments,  but  this 
provision  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  beneficiaries  of 
those  who  did  not  default,  not  for  the  benefit  of 
depositing    and    defaulting  members. — Minnesota 
Supreme  Court. 

Employers  Liability  Insurance — Death  of  Em- 
ployee loithout  heirs.  In  the  case  of  the  Employers 
Liability  Company  v.  Stoss  Company  it  was  shown 
that  the  policy  issued  to  an  employer  stipulated  ft»r 
payment  of  specified  sums  to  policy-holder  **as 
trustee  for  the  benefit  of  any  workman  injured, 
and,  in  case  of  his  death,  his  legal  representatives," 
the  sum  to  be  paid  in  latter  event  being  one  year*s 
current  wages  of  deceased  workman.  Policy 
further  provided  that  no  person  except  such 
employer  should  have  against  the  insurance  com- 
pany any  action  or  claim,  but  contained  nothing 
indicating  any  intention  by  parties  to  the  contract 
to  an  escheat  to  the  stale  in  case  of  death  of  an 
employe  without  heirs.  Ileld^  that  such  employer, 
suing  as  such  trustee,  could  not  maintain  an  action 
upon  such  policy  for  the  year's  wages  of  a  deceased 
workman  vsithout  alleging  that  the  latter  in  fact 
had  a  legal  representative  or  representatives,  and 
setting  forth  his  name  or  their /n»mes. — Georgia 
Supreme  Court.  Digitized  by  VjOOQ  :

Stage  Frights. — Without  going  back  to  the 
days  of  Garrick  or  Macready,  and  a  host  of  trag- 
edians who  always  kept  in  bed  nearly  the  whole  of 
the  day  to  calm  their  nerves  before  acting  a  new 
part,  I  can  just  call  to  mind  one  or  two  cases  con- 
fined even  but  to  one  theater,  "The  Old  Adelphi." 
On  the  first  night  of  a  new  piece  there  the  Keeleys 
were  always  ill  from  fright.  Leigh  Murray  suffered 
as  much  from  it  as  a  cockney  does  in  the  "chops  of 
the  Channel."  Celeste  used  to  dash  on  in  sheer 
desperation  from  it,  saying  to  herself,  "Well,  dey 
cannot  keel  me  for  it."  Alfred  Wignon,  one  of 
the  letter-perfect  actors,  was  a  martyr  to  fright,  so 
much  that  he  occasionally  totally  forgot  the  words; 
as  for  his  accomplished  wife,  he  was  obliged  to 
divert  her  attention  during  the  day,  lest  the  dread 
of  a  first  night  should  overpower  her,  and  at  night 
she,  on  one  occasion,  had  to  throw  herself  on  the 
ground  to  subdue  the  beating  of  her  heart  from 
fright.  "Feel  my  hand,"  said  Charles  Cean  to 
me,  when  he  was  playing  Cardinal  Wolsey  for  the 
I  don't  know  how  many  hundredth  time  in  the 
Provinces.  It  trembled  as  if  he  had  the  ague. 
Mrs.  Stirling  would  never  venture  on  the  stage 
without  the  manuscript  of  her  part  in  her  pocket, 


as  a  charm  to  keep  the  words  in  her  head.  Mr 
Irving's  nervousness  is  simply  indescribable;  even 
Mr.  Toole  will  not  be  seen  by  his  most  intimate 
friend  on  a  first  night;  while  Mrs.  Kendal  com- 
plains that  her  "stage  fright'*  increases  every  year, 
and  with  Mr.  John  Parry  every  one  knows  it 
amounted  to  a  positive  disease.  The  malady  is  too 
universal  for  stage  managers  not  to  provide  them- 
selves against  it  in  novices.  The  worst  thing 
possible  for  any  actor  to  do  is  to  try  to  gain  cour- 
age by  hanging  about  the  wings  till  his  "call" 
comes.  "Keep  in  the  green-room,  sir,"  says  the 
prompter  to  the  novice.  When  the  "call"  comes 
the  novice  is  somehow  hustled  on  to  the  stage,  and, 
like  a  dog  thrown  for  the  first  time  into  the  water, 
he  sometimes  struggles  out  of  his  difficulty.  Not 
always.  I  remember  one  unfortunate  youn^ 
gentleman  who  was  to  make  his  first  appearance  in 
"Richard  III"  as  one  of  the  small  noblemen  who 
wait  on  Richmond.  We  had  a  very  scanty  cofn- 
pany,  and  our  army  on  the  occasion  was  represented 
by  one  unhappy  super  who  stood  with  a  banner, 
and  the  characteristic  "super  shivering  legs." 
The  young  gentleman  had  but  to  say:  "Your 
words  are  fire,  my  Lord,  and  warm  our  men,"  etc. 
He  was  not  quite  perfect  at  rehearsal.  Night 
came.  The  scene  drew.  "Go  on!"  shouted  the 
prompter.  On  the  young  gentleman  was  pushed; 
his  cue  was  given.  All  that  stage  fright  would 
permit  him  to  think  of  was  one  word  in  the  speech. 
That  one  word  was  — Fire.  He  looked  at  the 
shivering  standard-bearer  and  desperately  blurted 
out:  "If  we'd  a  fiie,  my  Lord,  we'd  warm  our 
men.'' 


It  has  long  been  a  mooted  point  whether  single 
or  married  men  make  the  best  soldiers.

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Tables  ot  Standing  oi  Insurance  Companies. 


The  tables  given  contain  the  names  of  the  companies,  location,  the  year  in 
which  they  began  business,  capital,  assets,  liabilities  and  surplus  as  to  policy-holders. 
As  this  magazine  is  printed  in  the  interest  of  the  policy-holders  it  was  not  con- 
sidered necessary  to  give  what  is  called  the  net  surplus,  but  if  any  one  is  interested 
in  that  he  can  easily  obtain  it  by  subtracting  the  capital  given  from  the  surplus  as 
to  policy-holders.  It  will  be  noticed  that  a  few  of  the  companies  have  their  capital 
impaired.  The  amount  of  the  impairment  is  easily  obtained  by  comparing  the 
surplus  as  to  policy-holders  with  the  capital.  If  this  surplus  is  not  equal  to  the 
capital  an  impairment  is  evident  and  the  amount  of  such  impairment  is  the 
difference  between  the  two.  We  have  striven  to  give  those  having  lines  of  insur- 
ance to  place  the  cash  assets  of  the  companies,  and  have  eliminated  ''stock  notes" 
and  the  like  from  the  amounts.  We  have  taken  the  figures  from  the  sworn  state- 
ments of  the  companies,  and  shall  prefer  always  to  correct  figures  in  accordance 
with  the  rulings  of  the  different  insurance  departments. 

In  the  case  of  the  mutual  fire  companies  we  give  simply  cash  assets  and  then 
the  net  amount  of  premium  notes  beyond.  Of  course  we  have  not  given  all  the 
farmers'  mutuals  in  the  different  states,  but  have  endeavored  to  put  in  those  com- 
panies that  are  striving  for  general  business.

London  and 
Globe  has  started  its  consort  of  the 
same  name  of  New  York,  in  Chicago. 
Policies  are  being  written  on  the  street. 


The  meeting  of  the  committee  of 
fifteen  of  the  Southeastern  Tariff  Asso- 
ciation at  Old  Point  Comfort  the  first 
part  of  the  month  was  marked  by  the 
usual  straightforward  business  way  of 
doing  things  which  has.  always  obtained 
in  this  body.  All  matters  referred  to  it 
were  taken  up  and  recommendations  as 
to  what  should  be  done  with  them  were 
quickly  and  wisely  put  through. 


The  National  Association  of  local  fire 
insurance  agents  will  hold  its  next  con- 
vention at  Detroit  on  the  15th  and  i6th 
of  July.  In  making  an  announcement 
of  this  fact  the  officers  notify  all 
interested  that  "Among  the  great  ques- 
tions to  be  considered  at  this  meeting 
are  briefly:  First.  The  scope,  object 
and  strength  of  agents'  associations. 
Second.  Overhead  underwriting.  What 
is  it  and  how  should  companies  practic- 
ing it,  be  treated?  Third.  The  true 
and  just  rule  governing  the  limitation  of 
agencies.  Fourth.  The  solicitor  and 
broker  question.  Fifth.  Will  a  uni- 
form commission  rectify  any  or  all  of  the 
ills  in  our  business,  and  what  should  be 
hat  commission.'' 


John  K.  Stearns  has  added  a  couple 
of  rooms  to  the  suite  already  occupied 
by  the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  and 
has  now  the  handsomest  offices  in  the 
city. 


The  late  Adolph  J.  Cramer  was  as 
highly  esteemed  in  Chicago  as  in  Mil- 
waukee. A  committee  of  well-known 
underwriters  was  appointed  to  draft 
suitable  resolutions  to  his  memory,  and 
another  to  attend  the  funeral  which 
took  place  at  Milwaukee  on  the  after- 
noon of  May  13. 


The  daily  papers  do  not  think  that 
any  matter  of  news  is  reported  satis- 
factorily unless  an  illustration  accom- 
panies the  paragraph  relating  thereto. 
Every  witness  that  appears  in  any  case 
in  court  must  have  his  physiognomy 
pictured  for  the  gaze  of  the  reader  and 
in  these  war  times  every  steamer  nien- 
tioned  must  be  shown  up  with  the  officer 
in  command.  In  fact,  everything  must 
appear  to  the  eye  in  prospective  as  well 
as  through  the  words  written  in  de- 
scription. Some  of  the  atteippts  to 
depict  graphically  the  doings  of  the 
people  who  inhabit  the  earth  do  pretty 
well,  while  others  would  answer  for 
almost    anything,    frqm   a  siijnrise  to  a 
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The  Elgin  National  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Aurora,  111.,  is  at  present  doing 
no  business,  and  it  may  be  some  time 
before  the  state  authorities  decide  defi- 
nitely upon  the  validity  of  its  charter. 


The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  on  the 
1 2th  inst.  reversed  the  decision  of  the 
lower  court  in  the  case  of  the  German 
of  Freeport  and  the  New  Hampshire  v. 
Baldwin.  Baldwin  got  judgments  below 
against  the  companies  but  was  beaten 
in  the  higher  court. 


We  have  received  a  copy  of  "The 
Annual  Cyclopedia  of  Insurance,"  pub- 
lished by  H.  R.  Hayden,  and  a  copy 
of  the  Investigator^ s  **Life  Insurance 
Chart,"  for  which  we  return  our  thanks, 
as  also  to  the  various  insurance  com- 
missioners for  their  annual  reports. 


G.  W.  Grossenbach,  assistant  secre- 
tary of  the  Milwaukee  Mechanics  Fire> 
has  been  elected  assistant  secretary  of 
the  Milwaukee  Fire,and  it  is  reported  will 
succeed  the  late  A.  J.  Cramer  as  secre- 
tary at  the  meetings  of  the  companies  in 
July.  He  has  been  long  connected 
with  the  Milwaukee  Mechanics. 


A  gentleman  dropped  in  the  other  day 
to  inform  us  that  he  had  an  entirely  new 
scheme  connected  with  fire  insurance 
which  he  was  about  to  launch  on  the  un- 
suspecting public.  We  listened  atten- 
tively while  he  developed  that  old,  old 
story  about  a  company  to  notify  owners 
of  manufactories,  stores  and  all  kinds  of 
business  places  whenever  a  fire  either 
broke  out  or  threatened  their  property. 
All  these  people  were  to  be  subscribers 
and  to  pay  so  much  a  year,  while  the 
company  was  to  be  constant  readiness 
to  communicate  to  them  the  intelligence 
that  there  was  danger  for  their  interests, 
and  not  only  that,  but  with-  the  notifica- 


tion send  a  carriage  to  take  them  at 
once  to  the  spot.  The  theory  of  the 
scheme  is  all  right,  but  it  could  not  be 
made  to  work  in  the  past,  and  we  fear  it 
cannot  be  successfully  launched  now. 


The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  holds 
that  where  an  absolute  copy  of  the 
application  of  the  insured  is  not  attached 
to  the  policy,  a  company  cannot  use  the 
application  in  any  attempt  to  void  the 
policy. 


An  item  of  what  was  called  **news" 
crept  into  our  columns  last  month  re- 
porting that  the  Provident  Life  and 
Trust  would,  on  July  ist,  discontinue  its 
insurance  branch.  It  would  not  have 
appeared  if  we  had  seen  the  proof,  but 
unfortunately  we  did  not.  Of  course, 
there  was  nothing  in  such  a  report  and 
our  readers  may  be  assured  that  there  is 
not  the  most  remote  danger  of  such  a 
move. 


One  of  the  most  serious  fires  of  the 
year  in  Chicago  occurred  on  the  nth 
inst.  Armour's  elevator  D  and  Annex, 
together  with  Francis  Beidler  &  Co.'s 
lumber  yard,  and  Arthur  Gourley's  lum- 
ber yard.  There  will  be  a  loss  of 
f  4,000  to  Lord  &  Bushneirs  yard,  with 
$45)000  insurance.  In  the  elevator 
were  108,000  bushels  of  wheat,  valued 
at  $1.75  per  bushel,  or  f  180,000;  636,- 
000  bushels  of  corn,  at  38  cents,  or 
1^250,000;  200,000  bushels  of  oats,  at 
38  cents,  or  $64,000;  33,000  bushels  of 
rye,  at  $1.38,  or  $45,000;  150,000 
bushels  of  flax,  at  $1.40,  or  $195,000. 
The  capacity  of  D  was  1,800,000 
bushels,  and  of  the  Annex  1,000,000. 
The  elevator  building,  owned  by  the 
C.  B.  and  Q.,  was  not  insured.  It  was 
once  placed  by  a  few  local  agents,  and 
then  went  to  the  railroad  syndicate,  but 
was  not  renewed  when  it-last  expired. 
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The  examination  of  the  Mutual  Life 
of  New  York  is  to  be  conducted  by 
some  six  or  more  commissioners.  Of 
course,  it  is  all  perfunctory  and  is  only 
a  picnic  for  the  examiners,  as  no  one  for 
a  moment  supposes  that  the  company 
does  not  in  its  annual  statements  make 
a  complete  showing  of  its  assets  and 
liabilities. 


The  presidents  ol  the  life  companies 
have  been  urged  to  chip  in  and  estab- 
lish a  special  hospital  for  any  policy- 
holders that  may  be  either  wounded  or 
taken  sick  in  the  military  or  naval  move- 
ments during  the  war  that  is  now  on. 
Whether  this  will  be  done  or  not  re- 
mains to  be  seen.  It  will  be  rather  dif- 
ficult, we  think,  to  work  it  out,  as  it  will 
not  be  possible  to  do  all  that  is  contem- 
plated— that  is,  reach  all  of  such  policy 
holders — but  it  may  help  some.  The 
ensign  that  was  killed  on  board  the  Win- 
slow,  the  other  day,  is  said  to  have  been, 
insured  in  the  New  York  Life  for  $7,000. 


♦*0  Dewey  was  the  morning,

Hon.  Eugene  Ware,  the  Topeka 
insurance  lawyer,  dedicated  these  lines 
to  the  most  conspicuous  figure  in  naval 
history.  There  is  no  Green  mountain 
family  so  distinguished  as  the  Deweys 
of  Montpelier.  President  Charles 
Dewey,  of  the  National  Life  of  Ver- 
mont, the  financier  and  legislator,  will 
now  be  compelled  to  divide  the  family 
honors  with  his  brother  George.  At 
the  present  rate  there  will  be  scarcely  a 
prominent  city  in  this  country  that  will 
not  have  a  Dewey  boulevard  or 
thoroughfare. 


The  Thuringia  Fire  and  the  Frank- 
fort Marine,  Accident  and  Plate  Glass 
companies  are  to  move  their  head- 
quarters to  New  York.  H.  Kobbe  will 
have  charge  of  the  business  of  these 
companies  in  Chicago,  except  the  plate 
glass  part  of  it,  which  is  to  be  under  the 
control  of  S.  P.  Higenbotham  who  was 
formerly  with  the  Fidelity  and  Casualty. 


The  rate  influenza  which  has  so  seri- 
ously affected  fire  premiums  in  New 
York  City,  it  is  claimed,  will  spread  to 
Philadelphia,  as  it  is  very  contagious. 
There  should  be  every  means  taken  to 
stop  its  spread  westward.  Boycots 
should  be  at  once  promulgated  and  any- 
one afflicted  with  the  disease  should  be 
made  to  stay  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Alleghenies.  The  very  latest  intelligence 
from  New  York  reports  this  blighting 
disease  as  growing  worse  instead  of 
better.  It  is  feared  that  all  the  com- 
panies will  be  down  with  it  soon. 


The  Farmers'  and  Merchants'  Fire 
Insurance  Company  of  Nebraska  is  the 
defendant  in  a  case  which  now  goes  to 
trial  for  the  third  time.  The  case  is 
rather  peculiar  in  that  the  plaintiff,  De- 
lilah Graham  had  her  household  furni- 
ture insured  in  the  company,  and  then, 
having  broken  up  housekeeping,  she  had 
the  goods  stored  and  wished  the  insur- 
ance to  cover  in  the  warehouse.  The 
agent  of  the  company  was  requested  to 
alter  the  policy  to  cover  in  the  new 
place,  but  before  the  policy  was  returned 
the  goods  burned  up.  The  company 
claims  that  only  after  the  policy  has  been 
written  out  and  signed  is  it  binding,  and 
the  plaintiff  urges  that  the  agent  was  the 
only  authorized  person  with  whom  she 
could  deal,  and  consequently  she  wants 
her  money.  The  case  has  been  to  the 
Supreme  Court  once  and  was  remanded 
for  trial. 
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The  latest  from  the  seat  of  war  of  fire 
insurance  interests  in  New  York  reports 
that  the  agents  and  managers  are  falling 
all  over  themselves  to  cancel  old  risks 
and  write  them  as  new  ones  at  the  new 
rates.  There  appears  to  be  a  perfect 
rush  to  lose  as  much  money  as  can 
possibly  be  done  in  the  least  possible 
time.  They  are  playing  the  game  of 
give-away  with  a  vengence. 


Commissioner  Campbell  of  Michigan 
has  stopped  the  Liverpool  and  London 
and  Globe  from  writing  insurance  in 
Michigan  on  the  ground  that  the  lines 
written  by  that  company  were  in  excess 
of  the  provisions  fixed  by  law.  This 
appears  to  everyone  as  one  of  those 
exasperating  rulings  which  bring  state 
supervision  into  such  disrepute.  As- 
sistant Secretary  George  H.  Moore  has 
charge  o£  the  matter,  as  it  is  in  his  field. 


The  fire  rates  in  New.York  City  have 
gone  to  the  demnition  bow-bows  already 
and  a  further  drop  is  looked  for  before 
they  touch  bottom.  Of  course  some  of 
the  managers  from  time  to  time  express 
the  opinion  that  they  have  gone  as  far 
as  they  possibly  can,  and  that  they  have 
reached  bedrock;  but  when  rates  are 
once  on  the  toboggan  it  is  a  very  diffi- 
cult thing  to  say  where  they  will  stop.  A 
clothing  * 'target"  risk  was  placed  at  25 
cents.  One  fire-proof  building  was  gen- 
erally offered  at  10  cents  for  five  years^ 
The  rates  on  storage  stores  have  begun 
to  show  some  disposition  not  to  go  lower 
than  20  cents  or  18  cents  for  stores  furn- 
ished with  automatic  alarms.  The  great 
bulk  of  insurable  value  has  been  re- 
placed at  panic  rates.  There  is  a  strong 
probability  that  in  the  next  few  days  an 
informal  yet  general  agreement  will  be 
reached  among  the  larger  companies  to 
pay  not  more  than  25  per  cent  commis- 
sion for  any  risk  whatever. 


The  Fidelity  and  Casualty  Company 
is  attaching  to  its  accident  policy  the 
following: 

"This  policy,  subject  otherwise  to  its 
terms  and  conditions,  is  hereby  extended 
to  cover  accidental  injuries,  fatal  or 
otherwise,  received  by  the  assured 
while  as  a  member  of  the  United  States 
volunteer  army  he  is  in  camp,  on  the 
march,  or  traveling  on  a  railroad  train, 
or  any  vessel  propelled  by  steam,  pro- 
vided always  that  injuries,  fatal  or 
otherwise,  received  in  battle  or  in  any 
other  way  whatsoever,  caused  by  the 
enemy  or  in  presence  of  the  enemy  or 
within  the  lines  of  the  enemy  are  not 
covered." 


Nothing  in  these  latter  days  •  has 
come  anywhere  near  the  Guarantors 
Finance  Company  for  unadulterated 
cheek.  The  company  was  conceived  in 
bluff  and  pretense  and  born  in  iniquity 
and  sin.  Richard  F.  Loper  ''the  main 
guy  and  roper-in"  is  now  out  of  a  job. 
It  is  really  wonderful  how  long  he  kept 
up  the  fight.  He  claimed  all  sorts  of 
things:  he  was  not  a  member  of  any 
trust;  he  knew  the  business  from  A  to 
Z;  he  could  make  money  and  charge 
ever  so  much  less  than  the  others;  he 
did  not  want  any  statistics  to  guide 
him;  he  was  an  experience  to  himself; 
he  got  all  sorts  of  backing  from  banks 
because  he  was  sa(e,  and  the  whole 
gamut  of  wonders. 

The  worst  feature  of  the  whole  thing 
was  that  when  the  Guarantors  went  to 
pot  Cashier  J.  S.  Hopkins,  of  the  Peo- 
ple's Bank  of  Philadelphia,  was  so 
sorely  hit  that  he  committed  suicide  to 
avoid  the  necessary  scandal,  while  the 
irrepressible  Loper,  now  under  bail, 
talks  glibly  of  reorganization  and  swears 
that  if  has  to  suffer  there  will  be  a  lot 
of  prominent  gentlemen  who  will  have 
to  go  to  prison  with  him. 
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LIABILITY  INQUBANCfi. 
/^NE  of  the  best  pamphlets  got  up  by 
^^    the   liability   companies   reads    as 
follows: 

Liability  insurance  is  a  very  difHcult 
line  of  insurance.  The  company  says 
to  the  employer  practically:  **If  you 
will  pay  us  a  certain  premium,  varying 
with  the  business,  we  will  take  care  of 
all  suits  brought  against  you  by  your 
employes  to  recover  damages  for  bodily 
injuries,  and  we  will  pay  any  judgment 
which  may  be  given  against  you  on 
such  suits."  Any  person  who  employs 
labor  knows  that  his  men  get  injured  in 
ways  that  are  simple  and  might  have 
been  foreseen,  and  in  ways  that  could 
not  have  been  foreseen,  although  the 
causes  are  simple  enough  when  con- 
sidered in  the  light  of  the  accident.  He 
knows  also  how  difHcult  it  is  to  satisfy  a 
jury  after  an  accident,  that  he  has  used 
perfect  appliances  and  has  employed 
competent  superintendents,  and  should 
not  be  held  responsible,  on  the  ground 
that  there  was  no  fault  on  his  part. 
Moreover,  the  laws  differ  in  different 
places,  and  are  everywhere  uncertain. 
The  best  lawyers  recognize  the  fact  that 
''negligence"  cases  are  very  difficult  to 
handle  and  their  results  very  doubtful. 

An  employer  then  needs  this  insur- 
ance, and  he  needs  to  take  it  from  the 
best  source.  His  ''negligence"  suits 
are  to  be  managed,  and  judgments  are 
to  be  paid.  Often  the  ultimate  verdict 
may  be  deferred  for  years.  The  em- 
ployer must  know  that  the  company  is 
competent  to-day,  and  will  remain  so 
until  the  end  of  the  hazard.  In  taking 
this  insurance  the  employer  is  retaining 
counsel  and  securing  a  guarantor,  so  to 
speak.  A  few  cents  more  or  less  on 
the  premium  rate  is  not  a  matter  to 
stand  on  as  between  a  thoroughly  com- 
petent insurer  and  one  less  capable. 

The  company's  liability  in  any  case  is 


measured  by  the  liability  of  the  assured, 
provided  this  does  not  exceed  the  limits 
stated  in  the  policy.  It  must  be  under- 
stood, however,  that  the  company 
habitually  makes  adjustments  where 
there  is  possible  liability  and  so  avoids 
for  all  concerned,  the  trouble  and 
expense  of  litigation. 


State  insurance  supervision?  J  must 
say  that  the  real  protection  of  the 
policy-holder  must  rest  in  the  char- 
acter, the  conscience  and  the  integrity 
of  the  trustees  of  the  f  1,400,000,000  of 
assets  which  the  life  insurance  com- 
panies of  this  country  are  holding  for 
the  protection  of  those  policy-holders. 
The  insurance  departments  of  the  sev- 
eral states  serve  an  exceedingly  good 
purpose  in  regulating  certain  intercourse 
between  the  states.  I  saw,  the  other 
day,  that  some  member  had  introduced 
a  bill  in  Congress  to  provide  for  national 
supervision.  I  am  satisfied  that  if  that 
could  be  accomplished,  under  consti- 
tutional restriction,  it  would  be  an 
exceedingly  good  thing;  but  as  I  believe 
the  courts  have  almost  invariably  de- 
cided that  insurance  is  not  commerce,  it 
seems  to  me  a  very  difficult  thing  to 
establish  national  regulations.  I  think 
the  chief  benefit  of  the  insurance  depart- 
ments of  the  several  states,  to-day,  is  in 
establishing  proper  opportunities  for 
the  insurance  companies  of  one  state  to 
transact  business  in  another  stat^.  Cer- 
tainly where  they  are  managed  with  any 
integrity  and  with  some  intelligence,  at 
least  they  serve  to  assist  the  trustee  of 
these  great  trusts  to  a  faithful  execution; 
but  if  the  trustees  are  dishonest,  if  it  is 
their  purpose  to  administer  their  trusts 
unfaithfully,  if  they  are  going  to  cheat 
the  policy-holders  they  will  cheat  the 
insurance  departments.  They  will  do  it 
for  a  time  at  least  successfully;  for  mal- 
administration cannot  be  loiown  until  it 
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occurs,  and  then  it  is  often  so  dextrously 
hidden  that  even  those  associated  in  the 
corporation  are  ignorant  of  it. 

I  feel,  gentlemen  (and  as  I  have  inti- 
mated, I  am  not  going  to  detain  you,) 
that  the  chief  weakness  in  supervision 
in  Pennsylvania  is  in  the  character  of 
our  legislation,  in  the  existing  statutes. 
The  insurance  laws  of  Pennsylvania  are 
a  mere  patch-work.  They  are  incon- 
sistent; they  are  contradictory;  they 
have  been  enacted,  from  time  to  time, 
in  the  form  of  amendments  and  supple- 
mentary laws;  and  to  such  an  extent  is 
this  true  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
understand  them.  And  what  mischief 
the  laws  do  not  do  the  courts  have  gen- 
erally undertaken  to  complete. — Cam- 
missioner  Lambert, 


REINSURANCE   IN    UNAUTHORIZED 
COMPANIES. 

TTHE      Massachusetts     Commissioner 
*      refered  this  matter  to  the  Attorney- 
General  of  his  state  and  his  reply  was 
as  follows: 

Boston,  Dec.  i,  1897. 
Frederick    L.    Cuttings     Esq,,     Insurance 
Commissioner, 

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  Nov.  4, 
1897,  requires  my  opinion  upon  the 
following  question:  Have  insurance 
corporations  organized  under  the  laws 
of  another  state  or  government,  and 
duly  admitted  to  do  business  in  this 
state,  authority  to  effect  reinsurance  on 
Massachusetts  risks  in  corporations  not 
authorized  to  do  business  in  this 
Commonwealth? 

Statutes  1894,  chapter  522,  section 
84,  provides  in  terms  that  **No  company 
of  another  state  or  government  shalJ, 
directly  or  indirectly,  contract  for  or 
effect  reinsurance  on  any  risk  in  Massa- 
chusetts with  any  company  not  author- 
ized to  do  business  therein."  If  this 
provision  is  not  modified  by  any  other 
statute,  it  furnishes  a  conclusive  answer 
to  your  question. 

It  is  probable  that  your  question  was 
suggested   by    the    apparently    contra- 


dictory provision  of  section  20  of  the 
same  statute  from  which  the  above  pro- 
vision is  quoted.  That  section  is  as 
follows:  *'If  any  company  authorized  to 
transact  the  business  of  insurance  in 
this  Commonwealth  shall,  directly  or 
indirectly,  contract  for  or  effect  any 
reinsurance  of  any  risk  or  part  thereof 
taken  by  it,  it  shall  make  a  sworn  report 
thereof  to  the  insurance  commissioner 
at  the  time  of  filing  its  annual  state- 
ment, or  at  such  other  time  as  he  may 
request;  and  such  reinsurance,  except 
so  far  as  it  is  in  companies  authorized  to 
do  business  in  this  Commonwealth, 
shall  not  reduce  the  reserve  required  of 
it  or  the  taxes  to  be  paid  by  it,  or 
increase  the  amount  it  is  authorized  to 
have  at  risk  in  any  town  or  fire  insur- 
ance district."  Inasmuch  as  this  pro- 
vision seems  to  recognize  reinsurance 
with  companies  not  authorized  to  do 
business  in  this  Commonwealth,  there 
is  an  apparent  contradiction  between 
the  two  provisions. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  however,  that 
the  section  last  quoted  is  not  limited  to 
insurance  in  Massachusetts.  I  am  of 
the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  pro- 
vision in  section  84  above  quoted  is  to 
be  construed  as  a  proviso  or  limitation 
of  the  general  provisions  in  section  20. 
Taking  the  two  sections  thus  together, 
they  amount  to  a  requirement  that  in  all 
cases  of  reinsurance  by  a  company  of 
any  risk,  whether  within  or  without  the 
Commonwealth,  a  sworn  report  thereof 
shall  be  made  to  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner, and  that  such  reinsurance 
(excepting  in  companies  authorized  to 
do  business  in  the  Commonwealth) 
shall  not  reduce  the  reserve  required  or 
the  taxes  to  be  paid;  provided,  thai  no 
reinsurance  of  any  risk  in  McLSsachusetts 
shall  be  made  with  any  company  not  author- 
ized to  do  business  in  the  Commonwealth. 
Thus  construed,  the  provisions  are  not 
inconsistent. 

Your  question  is,  therefore,  to  be 
answered  in  the  negative.

The  commissioner  then  adds: 

The  central  idea  of   this  prohibition 
has     been    very    largely    c)bscured    by 
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interested  agents  and  brokers.  The 
purpose  was  primarily  and  mainly  to 
secure  to  property  owners  their  insur- 
ance protection  in  such  companies  only 
as  were  able  to  show  resources  sufficient 
to  comply  with  the  standard  of  solvency 
and  safety  set  up  by  the  state  for  our 
own  state  companies,  and  for  such  out- 
side companies  as  desired  to  participate 
in  the  business. 

A  secondary  consideration  was  that 
such  companies  as  complied  with  the 
law,  established  responsible  local  agen- 
cies convenient  to  our  people,  submitted 
to  the  state  regulations  and  contributed 
to  the  charges  necessary  for  the  proper 
supervision  and  control  of  the  business, 
should  have  whatever  preference  and 
-protection  seemed  reasonable  and  prac- 
ticable. No  difficulty  was  found  in  this, 
nor  did  any  question  ever  arise  as  to  its 
entire  propriety. 

But  in  progress  of  time  and  the 
development  of  commercial  enterprises 
it  began  to  be  found  that  here  and  there 
an  aggregation  of  property  appeared  for 
which  the  authorized  companies  were 
either  unable  or  unwilling  to  afford  the 
full  protection  desired.  Such  cases 
have  ever  been  extremely  few,  but,  in 
order  to  meet  them  in  the  fullest  meas- 
ure, section  83  was  enacted,  which 
authorized  the  commissioner  to  confer 
special  authority  upon  the  agent  or 
broker  having  the  insurance  of  such 
property  in  charge  to  go  outside  of  the 
authorized  list  and  obtain  the  balance  of 
protection  requisite.  In  order  that 
there  might  be  no  inducement  to  the 
agent  to  use  this  privilege  except  upon 
emergent  occasion,  a  burden  was  placed 
upon  him  of  obtaining  a  special  license, 
and  requiring  him  in  each  case,  before 
availing  of  it,  to  make  affidavit  that  he 
had  made  application  to  and  was  unable 
to  obtain  from  all  the  authorized  com- 
panies   the   desired   protection.     There 


was  also  required  a  tax  upon  such  prem- 
ium double  that  paid  by  authorized  com- 
panies. This  measure  furnished  the 
needed  relief,  and  no  cavil  or  complaint 
has  ever  been  made  of  its  complete 
adequacy  to  its  intended  purpose. 

But  in  later  time  an  altogether  new 
project  has  shown  itself,  which,  while 
having  no  merit  in  itself,  and  in  tendency 
subversive  of  every  effort  to  keep  the 
business  under  proper  observation  and 
restriction,  has  attempted  speciously  to 
attach  itself  to  the  beforenamed  occa- 
sional need  for  extra  insurance  in  justi- 
fication of  its  existence.  Allusion  is 
here  made  to  the  persistent  attempts  of 
a  few  agents  of  foreign  companies  to 
procure  such  modification  of  the  law  as 
will  permit  them  at  once  and  without 
ceremony  to  reinsure  any  or  all  of  their 
writings  in  any  companies  of  foreign 
countries  that  best  suit  their  conveni- 
ence, thus  making  themselves  virtually 
and  actually  local  agents  of  companies 
wholly  unknown,  which  give  no  employ- 
ment to  our  capital  or  people,  contribute 
nothing  to  the  expenses  of  protecting 
the  business,  but  are  mere  absorbers  of 
whatever  profit  may  result  from  an 
unjust,  unfair  and  unnecessary  competi- 
tion. A  specious  and  unworthy  plea  is 
the  great  wealth,  strength  and  honor  of 
the  foreign  companies,  as  contrasted 
with  our  own. 

The  direct  tendency  and  inevitable 
result  of  the  successful  outcome  of  this 
scheme  would  be  to  give  a  few  branches 
of  foreign  companies  the  entire  insur- 
ance business  of  the  state.  It  would  be 
a  measure  of  great  and  profitable 
advantage  to  them,  inasmuch  as  it  is 
vastly  easier  and  cheaper  to  write  a 
policy  for  one  or  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  and  toss  it  across  the  sea  by 
mail  to  be  disposed  of,  than  to  have  to 
distribute   it    in    fractions    among    the 

authorized  companies;  besides,  also,  the 
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commission  could  easily  be  much  more 
liberal. 

Under  an  evident  misunderstanding 
of  facts,  the  merchants  in  several  cases 
have  been  led  to  lend  their  influence  to 
this  scheme,  not  one  of  whom,  it  is 
believed,  under  a  fair  presentation 
would  have  given  it  countenance. 
Suppose,  for  instance,  the  merchant 
should  sit  down  and  let  the  boot  be  fitted 
on  the  other  foot.  Let  all  laws  for  the 
protection  and  convenience  of  his  trade 
be  repealed,  and  the  door  be  thrown 
open  to  foreign  agents  soliciting  and 
seducing  away  his  customers,  clamorous 
and  zealous  from  the  better  commissions 
their  principals' immunity  from  certain 
expenses  enabled  them  to  allow, — does 
any  one  doubt  that  the  merchants  would 
think  they  ought  to  be  protected  from 
such  competition  by  the  laws?  If  the 
merchants,  why  not  the  insurance  com- 
panies,— especially  when  the  latter  are 
willing  that  it  shall  be  made  easy  for 
the  public  to  procure  in  companies  not 
authorized  the  insurance  that  capital 
duly  authorized  to  do  business  here 
declines  to  assume. 

If  this  view  of  the  case  prevails,  and 
the  prohibition  which  prevents  the 
reinsurance  of  property  in  Massachu- 
setts in  companies  not  authorized  still 
remains  in  force  unless  authorized  cap- 
ital refuses  to  take  the  risk  seeking  pro- 
tection, it  will  be  a  happy  solution  of 
the  question. 


A  Milwaukee  newspaper  man  tells 
this  story:  A  prominent  young  Ger- 
man-American of  Milwaukee  visited 
Germany  on  a  pleasure  trip  not  long 
ago,  and  undertook  to  give  the  people 
of  Berlin  some  American  pointers, 
which  caused  him  grief  and  cost  about 
$25  in  cash  besides.  According  to  the 
story  told  by  friends  of  the  young  Mil- 


waukeean  he  w^s  in  the  City  of  Berlin 
during  a  big  fire  in  the  heart  of  the 
German  metropolis.  He  decided  to  go 
out  and  see  how  a  Berlin  fire  was 
handled  by  the  department.  The  con- 
flagration was  making  rapid  headway 
when  the  young  man  reached  the  scene, 
and  he  was  astonished  to  notice  that  the 
fire  department  had  not  got  to  work, 
although  on  the  ground.  The  Mil- 
waukeean  proceeded  to  investigate,  and 
he  was  still  more  astounded  when  he 
found  the  chief,  or  some  officer  in  full 
charge,  busily  engaged  in  calling  the 
roll  of  the  firemen  before  ordering  them 
to  get  to  work  on  the  burning  buildings. 
Somewhat  indignant,  the  man  from 
Milwaukee  rushed  up  to  the  head  of  the 

department  and  exclaimed,  *'You  d d 

fool,  why  don't  you  get  to  work  on  that 
fire,  and  call  your  roll  afterwards!"  He 
had  barely  finished  expressing  himself 
in  this  terse,  breezy  American  way  when 
he  was  snatched  up  by  a  policeman  and 
taken  to  a  station,  where  he  was  accused 
of  undertaking  to  direct  the  movements 
of  the  fire  department.  He  then  dis- 
covered that,  in  order  to  keep  himself 
out  of  jail,  he  would  have  to  pay  a  fine 
of  100  marks,  equal  to  about  $25.  He 
promptly  settled,  walked  out  of  the 
station,  did  some  thinking,  and  as  soon 
as  he  could  make  his  arrangements 
shook  the  dust  of  Berlin  from  his  feet, 
declaring  that  things  were  not  being  run 
there  to  suit  him. 


W.  Fred  McBain  of  the  Grand  Rapids 
and  D.  T.  Devin  of  The  Delaware  and 
Reliance  have  resigned  from  the 
Western  Union.

T^HE  long  pending  case'  of  the  Con- 
*  necticut  Insurance  Commissioner 
against  the  iEtna  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany has  been  settled,  and  on  Tuesday 
the  settlement  was  formally  confirmed 
by  a  decree  of  the  Superior  Court  at 
Hartford.  The  substance  of  the  agree- 
ment is  as  follows: 

1.  The  iEtna  transfers  from  its  stock 
to  its  mutual  department,  in  cash,  the 
sum  of  $317,710,  being  the  sum  of  $141,- 
441  referred  to  in  the  complaint,  with 
interest  at  4  per  cent  from  the  time  it 
was  paid  out  to  date. 

2.  The  iEtna  transfers  from  its  stock 
department  to  its  mutual  department  re- 
serve assets  to  the  amount  of  at  least 
1 1,000,000  face  value  in  good  first  mort- 
gage securities  averaging  net  6  per  cent 
annual  interest,  the  mutual  department 
to  assume  the  policies  on  which  such  as- 
sets are  held  in  reserve.  (Such  policies 
being  in  substance  paid-up  policies 
issued  originally  upon  the  half-note  or 
other  plan  by  the  mutual  department 
under  the  vote  of  August  19,  1861,  re- 
ferred to  in  the  complaint  for  which  ori- 
ginal policies  on  surrender  the  said  paid- 
up  policies  were  issued  from  the  stock 
department.)  If  upon  examination  by 
the  insurance  department  (which  exam- 
ination the  defendant  is  ordered  to  per- 
mit) the  assets  held  in  reserve  upon  said 
paid-up  policies -exceed  $c, 000, 000,  then 
the  defendant  shall  transfer  to  its  mutual 
department  similar  good  securities  aver- 
aging net  6  percent  annual  interest,  and 
equal  in  value  to  all  the  reserve  upon 
paid-up  policies  now  in  force  given  upon 
surrender  of  policies  issued  by  the  com- 
pany up  to  and  including  the  year  1874, 
under  said  vote  of  August  19,  1861,  the 
mutual  department  to  assume  all  such 
paid-up  policies.  All  securities  so  to  be 
transferred  from  the  stock  department 
to  the  mutual  department  are  to  be  ap- 


proved by  the  insurance  department  of 
the  state,  and  such  transfer  is  to  be 
made  under  its  supervision. 

3.  The  iEtna  shall  hereafter  issue  in 
its  mutual  department  all  paid-up  poli- 
cies given  upon  the  surrender  of  policies 
originally  issued  in  its  mutual  depart- 
ment from  1861  to  1874,  inclusive,  un- 
der said  vote  of  August  19,  1861.  The 
Mtm,  also  agrees  to  pay  the  insurance 
commissioner  his  cash  disbursements  in 
the  suit. 


HEREDITY  AND  ITS   RELATION   TO  LIFE 
IN8URANCE. 

JV/I  RIBOT,  one  of  the  most  eminent 
i  ▼  i  •  writers  on  the  subject  in  Europe, 
says  heredity  is  *'that  biological  law  by 
which  all  beings  endowed  with  life  tend 
to  repeat  themselves  in  their  descend- 
ants; it  is  for  the  species  what  personal 
identity  is  for  the  individual."  And 
Schopenhauer  says  of  it,  that  "the  most 
ordinary  experience  teaches  that  in  gen- 
eration the  combined  seed  of  the  parents 
not  only  propagates  the  peculiarities  of 
the  species,  but  also  those  of  the  indi- 
vidual as  far  as  bodily  qualities  are  con- 
cerned." 

These  definitions  of  heredity  are  based 
on  the  assumption  that  all  living  bodies 
originate  from  previously  existing  bodies 
possessed  of  life.  In  other  words,  there 
is  no  such  thing  known  as  spontaneous 
generation  of  living  bodies  from  the  ac- 
tion of  chemical  forces  on  inanimate  or 
non-vitalized  matter.  And  if  it  is  true 
that  every  living  atom  or  cell  has  been 
derived  from  or  developed  by  a  preced- 
ing living  body  we  would  expect  to  find 
in  the  offspring  the  same  properties  and 
tendencies  as  in  the  parent  from  which 
it  sprang.  Therefore  the  old  and  famil- 
iar maxim  that  **like  begets  like*'  is  only 
the  popular  expression  of  a  law  of  uni- 
versal application  throughout  the  do- 
main of  animal  life. 
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When  the  chemists  and  microscopists 
of  the  last  half  century  had  traced  the 
origin  of  living  bodies  to  a  primary  ger- 
minal cell  or  aggregation  of  matter,  and 
named  it  bioplasm  or  protoplasm,  and 
described  it  as  the  physical  basis  of  life, 
requiring  only  the  presence  of  a  certain 
degree  of  heat  and  nutritive  material  to 
develop  all  the  phenomena  of  active  life, 
many  appeared  to  think  the  very  nature 
of  life  or  vitality  had  been  explained. 
Thus,  a  recent  writer  gravely  assures  us 
that  ''protoplasm  is  the  physical  basis 
of  life.  Chemical  force  is  the  cause  of 
life.  Organization,  function  and  de- 
composition are  the  effects  of  life." 
And  he  calls  this  a  definition  of  life, 
health,  disease  and  death. 

Such  a  definition  is  only  a  play  with 
words  to  cover  the  confusion  of  ideas 
in  the  mind  of  the  writer.  If  he  had 
said  that  protoplasm  is  an  aggrega- 
tion of  matter  endowed  with  vital  prop- 
erties derived  from  a  previous  living 
body;  that  chemical  forces  acting  on 
such  protoplasm  in  the  presence  of  food 
caused  the  phenomena  of  active  life; 
and  that  organization,  function  and  de- 
omposition  are  the  results  of  such  ac- 
tion, he  would  have  maintained  clear- 
ness of  thought  and  correctness  of  ex- 
pression. Protoplasm  constituting  the 
germinal  cell  is  not  only  a  physical  basis 
of  life,  but  it  is  an  aggregation  of  matter 
endowed  with  the  properties  of  life  or 
vitality.  Without  such  an  endowment 
the  action  upon  it  of  all  the  chemical 
forces  known  toman  would  neither  cause 
life  or  any  of  its  phenomena.  Indeed, 
without  such  endowment,  it  would  not 
be  protoplasm,  but  only  an  aggregation 
of  dead  matter. 

I  have  made  the  foregoing  comments 
on  the  origin  of  the  germinal  cell  and  its 
properties  for  the  purpose  of  making 
more  plain  the  fact  that  all  heredity 
transmissions   are    determined    by    the 


condition  of  the  cells  or  living  proto- 
plasm of  the  parent.  Parents  consti- 
tuted of  protoplasm,  the  vital  properties 
of  which  are  vigorous  and  tenacious,  are 
generally  long-lived,  and  they  impart 
the  same  tendency  to  their  offspring. 

We  are  constantly  meeting  with  fam- 
ilies in  all  grades  of  'society,  nearly  air 
the  members  of  which  live  beyond  the 
age  of  60  years,  and  many  of  them  be- 
yond 70  or  80  years,  and  have  been  do- 
ing so  through  many  generations.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  are  meeting  with  a 
large  number  of  families,  many  of  whose 
children  are  lost  during  the  first  five 
years  after  birth;  and  of  those  who  sur- 
vive that  period  but  few  live  beyond  50 
years.  The  common  expression  in  re- 
lation to  the  first  class  is  that  they  have 
great  tenacity  of  life;  which  simply 
means  that  the  vital  properties  of  their 
protoplasm  or  cell  organizations  are 
more  perfect.  While  it  is  equally  com- 
mon to  say  of  the  second  class  that  they 
have  no  vital  resistance,  but  yield  readily 
to  adverse  influences,  or  become  old 
before  they  reach  the  end  of  the  first 
half  century  of  their  existence.  It  is 
very  obvious,  therefore,  that  heredity 
bears  an  important  relation  to  longevity, 
and  consequently  becomes  very  im- 
portant in  its  relation  to  life  insur- 
ance. So  true  is  this  that  you 
require  to  note  as  accurately  as  possible 
the  ages  of  both  parents  and  grand- 
parents of  those  you  examine  as  appli- 
cants for  life  insurance.  It  is  not 
suflScient  to  simply  ascertain  the  age 
and  condition  of  the  health  of  the 
parents,  for  the  duration  of  lives  of 
grandparents  often  affords  a  better  index 
of  probable  longevity,  as  many  parents 
who  present  the  aspect  of  fair  health 
until  they  reach  the  age  of  40  or  45,  yet 
succumb  to  hereditary  fatal  develop- 
ments before  they  reach  60  years.

to  the  companies,  and  valuable  to  the 
assured,  as  giving  him  under  a  careful 
and  intelligent  rating  system  a  fair  rate. 

I  am  a  Iftrm  believer  in  and  advocate 
of  rating  from  a  fixed  basis,  making  80 
per  cent  the  standard,  having  alterna- 
tive rates,  reducing  for  a  larger  percent- 
age of  co-insurance  and  increase  for  a 
smaller  percentage  of  co-insurance.  I 
believe  this  to  be  fair  and  equitable, 
and  a  plan  that  must  impress  its  failures 
only  on  the  worst  crank  and  objector. 

The  co-insurance  and  limitation  clause 
is,  in  certain  cases,  valuable  to  the  com- 
panies, and  its  use  has  saved  money  for 
the  companies,  acting  as  it  does  as  a  de- 
terrent to  the  dishonest  assured. 


I  have  never  seen  the  co-insurance 
and  limitation  clause  used  except  on  the 
basis  of  three-fourths.  This  clause  acts 
as  a  two-edged  sword,  limiting  the  in- 
surance to  75  per  cent  of  the  value  and 
the  liability  of  the  companies  to  75  per 
cent  of  any  loss.  I  think,  as  a  matter  of 
equity,  the  clause  should  contain  a  pro- 
viso for  return  of  premium  when  the  in- 
surance is  shown  to  be  in  excess  of  75 
per  cent  of  the  value. 

The  average  or  pro  rata  clause  should 
not  be  confounded  with  the  co-insur- 
ance clause,  as  they  are  dissimilar  in 
their  application,  conditions  and  effect. 
I  have  seen  both  the  average  and  the  co- 
insurance clause  used  in  the  same  policy. 
They  do  not  conflict  and  present  no  dif- 
ficulties of  solution. 

Care  should  be  exercised  to  have  the 
assured  understand  fully  the  meaning  of 
these  clauses.  Agents  also  should  be 
instructed  as  to  the  application  of  the 
clauses. 

Never  permit  the  use  of  a  limit  of 
value  when  the  co-insurance  clause  ap- 
plies. For  instance,  if  horses  are  in- 
sured a  limit  of  value  on  any  one  horse 
conflicts  with  the  co-insurance  clause. 

I  have  frequently  observed  a  woeful 
lack  of  knowledge,  not  only  on  the  part 
of  agents,  but  also  of  fieldmen  and  of- 
ficers of  companies,  of  the  meaning  of 
the  co-insurance  clause,  which  is  neither 
indefinite  in  meaning  nor  difficult  of  so- 
lution. 

With  a  war  presenting  itself  to  our 
notice,  much  is  being  said  in  the  papers 
in  regard  to  what  fire  insurance  compa- 
nies may  or  may  not  do.  The  policy 
contract  states  the  limitations  of  liabil- 
ity, the  chartered  rights  of  the  compa- 
nies define  what  they  may  or  may  not 
insure  against.  It  is  a  safe  plan  to  avoid 
discussion  of  the  matter,  and  to  adhere 
to  the  plain  lines  of  the  contract  of  fire 
insurance.

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THE     APRIL     MEETING     OP     THE    LIPE    UNDERWRITERS'    ASSOCIATION 

OP   CHICAGO. 

THE   April   meeting   was  set  ahead  a  week  so  that  distinguished  life 
insurance  presidents  might  be  present. 

A  large  number  of  life  underwriters  gathered  in  the  parlors  of  the 
Union  League  Club  on  the  14th  of  April  to  be  present  at  the  reception 
given  Presidents  Greene  and  Moore  of  the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  and 
the  Pacific  Mutual  Life  respectively.  Dinner  was  served  in  the  caf6,  the 
best  room  in  the  club  house,  and  this  room  was  full  of  life  men  and  their 
guests. 

The  minutes  of  the  March  meeting  were  read  by  Secretary  Mason. 
This  part  of  the  program  is  always  a  treat,  but  this  time  the  minutes  were 
even  better  than  usual.  A  finance  committee  of  five  was  ordered  appointed 
by  the  president. 

John  K.  Stearns  very  happily  recalled  the  March  meeting  and  took 
occasion  to  present  the  new  president,  who  was  away  in  March,  with  a 
shilelah  and  one  also  for  Vice-President  Kimball.  President  Wrenn 
responded  feelingly  and  spoke  most  hopefully  of  the  progress  and  influence 
of  the  association. 

President  Wrenn  then  changed  the  order  of  the  program  slightly  so 
that  we  might  hear  from  Dr.  Henson  who  was  to  speak  elsewhere  on  the 
same  evening.     He  introduced  Dr.  Henson,  who  said: 
**  J/r.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Association  : 

**  I  am  at  home  among  you.  1  have  spoken  to  you  before,  and  I  hope 
to  have  the  privilege  of  being  with  you  again.  There  are  distinguished 
gentlemen  who  will  speak  to  you  special  words  of  wisdom,  whom  you 
will  be  delighted  to  listen  to.  I  will  not  speak  to  you  of  life  insurance;  I 
am  not  prepared  to  express  myself  upon  a  matter  about  which  I  know  so 
little,  except  what  I  have  heard  from  you,  and  I  am  not  sure  how  much 
that  is.  I  am  not  going  to  carry  coals  to  Newcastle.  But  I  am  tempted 
to  retaliate,  for  I  have  suffered  many  things  at  your  hands,  or  rather  at 
your  mouths.*  I  am  surprised  to  learn  that  there  are  only  500  of  you;  1 
supposed  there  were  about  a  million.  As  I  said,  I  am  tempted  to  retal- 
iate, but  I  will  not  bore  you.  I  am  embarrassed  in  this  presence.  I  am 
not  an  orator.  I  know  of  no  class  of  men  in  the  ministry  or  at  the  bar  who- 
have  eloquence  that  begins  to  equal  that  of  the  representative  of  a  life 
insurance  company,  and  therefore  I  am  abashed  and  hesitate  to  speak  at 
all.  I  will  say  just  a  few  things,  seeing  that  you  are  waiting  for  other 
things  that  I  literally  know  nothing  about.     You  have  heard  the  subject. 

**  I  know  less  than  most  ministers  about  money.  It  is  suggested  to 
me  by  the  fact  that  Colonel  Greene  is  to  speak  about  money,  and  he  will 
speak  as  an  authority;  he  is  a  specialist.  I  speak  as  an  ignoramus,  because 
I  aim  one  of  the  few  receiving  no  salary.  I  would  not,  however,  do  injus- 
tice to  the  generosity  of  the  church.     They  do  pay  a  salary  that  is  aston- 
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ishing — considering.  But  they  pay  it  to  the  little  woman  who  has  the  pas- 
tor in  charge,  while  she  allows  him  what  he  can  pick  up  in  marriage  fees, 
etc.,  for  pin  money.  I  am  aware  the  pulpit,  as  a  rule,  is  diverted  from  its 
original  aim  and  leveled  by  the  love  of  money.  I  take  it  for  granted  that 
you  are  not  afflicted  with  this  common  vice.  I  take  it  for  granted  that 
these  distinguished-looking  gentlemen  are  prosecuting  their  business  for 
purely  philanthropic  purposes.  It  may  be  gravely  questioned,  however, 
whether  these  men — the  ministers  especially,  who  are  accustomed  to  de- 
nounce money  in  unmeasured  terms — would  not  become  embarrassed  if 
taken  at  their  own  suggestion,  and  men  were  to  cease  striving  for  money. 
Love  of  money  has  its  uses  as  well  as  its  abuses.  Money  subsidizes  all 
things;  steam,  light,  fire,  gravity,  ledges  of  rock,  mines  of  iron,  tin,  copper, 
silver  and  gold,  animals  of  all  habits,  the  fabrics  of  the  laboratory  and  the 
loom,  the  intelligence  of  the  machine  shop  and  the  powerful  draft  of  the 
locomotive.  It  is  to  the  interest  of  all  men  that  they  accumulate 
money  and  get  libraries  and  universities — and  great  guns,  especially  in  a 
time  like  this — and  it  takes  money. 

"  They  point  to  old  Diogenes,  who  was  content  to  take  up  his  dwel- 
ling in  a  tub,  and  repeat  the  story  of  the  great  Alexander's  visit,  who  asked 
in  what  way  he  could  serve  him,  to  which  Diogenes  rejoined  :  *You  can 
stand  out  of  the  sunshine.'  It  is  my  opinion  that  that  old  cynic  ought  to 
.have  been  chucked  into  a  horse  pond.  I  just  hate  tubs.  I  make  it  a 
.point  to  leave  home  Monday  morning  and  not  return  until  night.  And 
just  to  think  of  living  in  a  tub  !  Man  wants  something  besides  a  tub, 
something  besides  a  roof  to  cover  his  head.  He  wants  the  best — and  it 
takes  money.  It  is  of  no  use  to  tell  me  that  money  is  of  no  account;  I 
know  better.  To  be  poor — I  know  about  it.  To  feel  a  growing  conscious- 
ness, as  you  look  at  your  growing  family,  that  you  will  never  be  anything 
else.  No  money  with  which  to  pay;  no  credit;  to  have  your  good  ideas 
habitually  disparaged  because  you  have  not  the  money  to  back  them;  not 
to  be  consulted  in  church  or  state,  it  makes  me  tired.  It  is  of  no  use  to 
tell  me  that  money  does  not  amount  to  much.  I  know  better,  and  you 
know  better.  But  I.  don't  think  it  is  worth  while  to  exhort  you  to  believe 
that  money  is  a  potential  factor  in  this  world's  affairs.  The  trouble  with 
these  Americans  (some  of  them)  is  that  they  will  steal  for  it,  kill  for  it. 
The  very  fact  of  our  institutions,  the  very  fact  that  a  man  can  begin  here 
as  a  sort  of  general  solicitor  for  a  general  life  insurance  company  and 
wind  up  like  Colonel  Greene;  the  fact  that  a  man  can  begin  life  with  a  ped- 
dler's pack  upon  his  back  and  wind  up  as  a  merchant  prince,  begin  as  a 
track  walker  and  wind  up  as  a  railroad  king,  as  a  rail  splitter  and  end  as 
president  of  the  greatest  country  of  the  world,  stimulates  the  desire  for 
money.  It  has  been  done,  and  will  be  done  again  in  spite  of  all  the  cynics 
may  say.  And  there  is  another  thing  that  helps  to  feed  the  fires  of  a  de- 
sire for  money.  In  spite  of  all  our  fine  talk  for  fraternity,  and  'a  man  is  a 
man  for  a'  that,'  you  know  we  don't  believe  a  word  of  it.  You  will  see  more 
civility  shown  to  a  knave  in  broadcloth  than  to  a  man  in  rags.  You  will 
find  it  (money)  is  the  best  of  all  disinfectants  for  disagreeable  odors.      Itjis 
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better  than  oxalic  acid  for  taking  stains  out  of  character.  1  recall  the  story 
of  an  old  church  member  in  the  East  who  called  his  neighbor's  attention  to 
the  fact  that  a  colored  man  was  in  his  pew.  <Why  did  you  let  that  nigger 
into  your  pew  ?  He  is  a  nigger  and  you  ought  to  be  ashamed  to  take  him 
among  your  family.'  'He  is  a  good  Christian.'  *I  don't  care,  he  is  a  nig- 
ger.' 'But  he  is  worth  a  million.'  'He  is,  indeed — introduce  me.'  Can 
the  Ethiopian  change  his  skin?  That  Ethiopian  changed  his  skin;  yes,  in 
the  twinkling  of  an  eye. 

"  It  is  not  a  sin  to  be  rich.  It  is  a  sin  not  to  be,  if  a  man  might  have 
been  by  the  use  of  God-given  opportunities.  Money  is  a  power,  and  it  is 
a  man's  duty  to  make  it  that  he  may  enjoy  the  greatest  possible  good 
results,  and  that  he  may  do  the  largest  possible  good  for  humanity.  And 
now  our  minds  turn  back  to  one  of  whose  death  we  heard  to-day — Henry 
W.  King,  the  president  of  the  Chicago  Relief  and  Aid  Society.  All  honor 
to  such  men,  and  when  they  use  the  wealth  thus  worthily  won  for  phil- 
anthropic and  religious  purposes  they  deserve  to  be  held  in  highest 
remembrance. 

"Gentlemen,  I  will  not  try  your  patience  further.  I  desire  to  drink 
to  your  health  (in  pure  water)  and  I  wish  you  well  in  everything  which  the 
world  can  give,  and  when  we  have  entered  into  another  I  hope  to  have  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  you  all  again  in  the  sweet  by  and  by." 

Dr.  Henson  kept  the  company  in  a  roar  during  his  speech.  After  him 
came  W.  H.  Busby,  the  managing  editor  of  the  Inter- Ocean  who  spoke  as 
follows: 

"J/r.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

"The  Cuban  question  has  been  before  the  American  public  as  a  living 
issue  for  three  years.  It  has  been  a  living  issue  with  the  press  of  the 
country  for  thirty  years.  When  the  bourbon  monarchy  in  Spain  was  over- 
thrown in  1868,  when  the  Spaniards  at  home  were  breaking  away  from  old 
traditions  and  a  new  government  was  being  organized  under  the  direction 
of  Marshall  Serrano,  Prim  and  Castelas,  the  Creoles  of  Cuba,  or  the 
Cubans  of  Spanish  descent,  broke  away  from  the  old  traditions  in  Cuba 
and,  like  the  Spaniards  under  the  leadership  of  Serrano,  made  an  attempt 
to  reorganize  the  government  of  Cuba. 

"At  that  time  we  had  in  this  country  a  legion  of  wonderfully  alert 
newspaper  men.  Many  of  them  had  been  educated  in  the  field  during  our 
own  civil  war,  and  had  become  associated  with  the  more  prominent  mili- 
tary men  who  became  leaders  in  civil  life.  These  two  classes  were  as 
much  interested  in  the  revolt  in  Cuba  as  they  wer^  in  the  revolt  in  Spain, 
and  they  were  greatly  interested  in  both.  From  that  time  the  Cuban 
question  has  been  studied  and  discussed  by  the  press  just  as  the  Turkish 
or  the  Bulgarian  question  was  discussed.  The  revolution  of  1868  was  led, 
DCt  by  the  blacks,  nor  mixed  races  of  Cuba,  but  by  the  whites.  As  a 
movement  it  had  the  same  dignity  and  force  as  had  the  revolution  in 
Spain.  As  the  campaign  proceeded  military  men  as  well  as  newspaper 
nien  became  more  and  more  interested  in  the  struggle,  indepen^nt^pf  ^A^ 
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question  of  prejudice  or  principle.  After  a  stable  government  had  been 
established  in  Madrid,  Spain  sent  her  ablest  soldier  to  Cuba  to  reorganize 
the  government  there.  In  March,  1876,  Alfonzo  XII  entered  Madrid, 
accepted  the  new  constitution  and  became  the  head  of  the  government.  In 
October  of  the  same  year  General  Campos  went  to  Cuba,  not  to  make  war, 
but  to  restore  order,  and  reorganize  the  government.  There  had  been  a 
wide  departure  from  the  old  forms  in  Spain  and  it  was  supposed  that  there 
would  be  a  wide  departure  in  Cuba.  Gen.  Campos  himself  was  in  favor 
of  this.  He  persuaded  the  insurgents  to  surrender  on  promises  that  guar- 
anteed to  them  stipulated  reforms  in  the  direction  of  self-government. 

"This  was  a  period  of  intense  excitement  and  interest  to  the  thought- 
ful newspaper  men  of  the  United  States.  The  people  at  large  were  not 
interested  then  as  they  are  now,  but  a  glance  at  the  files  of  the  leading 
newspapers  of  that  day  will  show  that  there  was  in  government  circles,  as 
well  as  newspaper  circles,  the  hope  that  a  new  era  had  opened  both  for 
Spain  and  Cuba.  For  a  time  it  seemed  that  this  hope  would  be  realized. 
The  insurgents  surrendered  in  1878  and  with  the  proclamation  of  amnesty 
was  a  promise  of  freedom  to  slaves.  This  emancipation  movement  was 
not  approved  by  the  Spanish  cortes  until  1880,  and  slavery  was  not  wholly 
abolished  until  1886. 

**Other  reforms  promised  by  the  home  government  were  not  carried 
out  and  promises  made  by  Governor  General  Campos  were  evaded.  The 
compact  under  which  the  insurgents  surrendered  was  violated.  There  was 
so  wide  a  departure  from  the  policy  inaugurated  by  Campos  that  the  Gen- 
eral himself  entered  a  most  emphatic  protest  in  the  cortes.  Gradually  the 
old  tyrannical  practices  of  Spain  were  fastened  again  on  Cuba.  Men  of 
patriotic  impulse,  born  and  educated  and  trained  in  Cuba  were  thrown 
aside  for  Spanish  adventurers. .  There  was  dissatisfaction  in  all  circles  and 
finally,  in  February,  1895,  the  present  revolutionary  movement  was  inaug- 
urated. 

**At  first  the  American  people  gave  it  little  consideration,  but  as  the 
war  progressed  fast  and  furious,  newspaper  men  who  had  followed  the  Cuban 
question  in  the  ten  years'  war  became  as  greatly  interested  as  they  were  then. 
Whnn  General  Campos,  who  had  won  new  military  prestige,  was  sent  to  Cuba 
in  command  of  a  large  and  well  equipped  Spanish  army,  and  when  he  not 
only  failed  to  suppress  the  rebellion,  but  was  defeated  in  the  field,  news- 
paper men,  military  men  and  others  became  interested  in  the  struggle  as  a 
new  experience  in  war.  When  General  Weyler  succeeded  General  Campos 
and  inaugurated  a  new  system  of  warfare,  interest  was  intensified  and  at 
last  the  American  public  responded,  not  to  the  appeals,  not  to  inflamma- 
tory articles  in  the  press,  but  to  the  conscientious  effort  that  was  made  to 
tell  the  story  of  the  struggle  in  Cuba  fairly. 

**Some  of  the  ablest  men  in  the  newspaper  profession  went  to  Cuba  on 
their  own  accord  or  as  the  representatives  of  leading  journals.  Many  of 
these  went  to  the  island  prejudiced  against  the  Cubans,  but  all  of  them 
came  away  strongly  favorable  to  the  Cuban  cause.  It  was  a  dangerous, 
embarrassing,  but  attractive  field  for  newspaper  correspondents.     Men  like 
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Murat  Halstead,  General  Johnston,  Julian  Hawthorne  wrote  dispassion- 
ately of  the  situation,  described  events  as  they  occurred,  analyzed  military 
movements  and  gave  their  estimate  of  the  conflict.  Differ  as  they  did  as 
to  the  merits  of  the  contending  parties,  they  all  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that  Spanish  rule  in  Cuba  must  end.  These  conclusions  were  not  accepted 
by  the  public,  but  letters  of  the  correspondence  were  educational.  An- 
other group  of  correspondents,  more  daring,  more  enterprising  and  more 
given  to  adventure  penetrated  to  the  insurgent  camps  and  the  insurgent 
capital.  At  first  the  accounts  forwarded  by  these  correspondents  may  have 
been  distrusted.  The  same  group  of  men  were  the  first  to  call  attention 
to  the  horrors  of  the  concentration  system  of  General  Weyler.  It  was  prob- 
ably said  at  the  time  that  these  pictures  were  overdrawn,  but  we  know 
now  they  were  not.  The  stories  told  by  the  consular  officers,  the  terrible 
arraignment  of  men  like  Senators  Proctor  and  Thurston  and  others  who 
spoke  from  observation,  convinced  the  people  that  all  the  time  the  news- 
paper men  had  been  telling  the  truth.  They  realized  then  that  a  heroic 
struggle,  a  fight  to  the  death,  had  been  going  on  not  more  than  loo  miles 
from  our  border,  and  that  it  had  not  been  treated  as  it  should  have  been 
treated  by  the  masses  of  American  people,  but  it  will  be  remembered  that 
the  appeals  of  the  President  for  help  for  the  unfortunate,  starving  Cubans 
met  with  faint  response. 

<*The  destruction  of  the  Maine  stirred  the  people  beyond  any  calamity 
of  modern  times.  It  opened  their  eyes  wide  to  the  real  significance  of  the 
Cuban  question.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  even  with  that  unbearable 
calamity  the  newspapers  contained  little  sensational  or  inflammable  mat- 
ter. The  gravity  of  the  situation  was  realized  and  for  a  week  there  was 
such  restraint  upon  newspapers,  such  patriotic  ardor,  such  unity  of  action 
as  have  never  been  witnessed  in  any  other  country.  In  all  this  the  people 
were  with  the  press.  In  the  discussions  since  that  time  there  has  been  as 
a  rule  no  great  effort  to  promote  a  war  feeling.  The  logic  of  the  situation 
carried  the  press  and  the  people  and  the  government  forward. 

**When  we  come  to  study  the  Cuban  question  in  the  light  of  present 
and  future  events  we  will  find  that  the  press  has  played  a  conspicuous  part 
in  promoting  a  satisfactory  settlement  and  in  forming  a  sentiment  that 
made  a  satisfactory  settlement  possible. 

<<Some  of  you  were  in  that  great  political  convention  in  1884  when  it 
was  thought  that  there  would  be  an  attempt  to  stampede  the  convention  in 
favor  of  Blaine.  Any  of  you  who  were  there  on  that  day  had  one  of  the 
most  stirring  experiences  in  which  men  ever  participated.  At  a  signal  the 
convention  was  on  its  feet,  wild.  It  seemed  almost  impossible  to  restrain 
the  impetuosity.  At  that  instant  one  of  the  most  ardent  friends  of  Blaine 
held  out  his  hand  and  said:  'Steady,  steady,  men;  I  know  you  are  there.' 
I  hope  that  when  the  loyal,  soldiery  statesman  who  now  leads  us  and  who 
has  been  holding  out  his  arms  restraining  an  impetuous  pedple;  looking 
back  saying,  *I  know  you  are  there;*  when  he  says  \he  word,  if  worst 
comes  to  worst,  let  us  be  there." 
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Dr.  George  H.  Moore,  president  of  the  Pacific  Mutual  Life  was  next 
called  upon  and  he  said: 
**  Mr,  PresidfHi  and  GfntUmm  oj  ike  Association  : 

''  It  affords  mt  v«ry  %tt%X  pleasure  to  extend  to  you  a  hearty'  greeting 
and  a  good  cheer*  every  one  pf  you.  If  you  should  start  west  for  the  Pa- 
cific coast,  before  }  ou  reached  the  Pacific  ocean  you  would  find  that  you 
would  have  to  travel  for  days  over  a  barren  desert  land.  There  is  a  great 
3tip  of  almost  uninhabited  country  that  separates  the  Pacific  coast  from 
the  rest  of  our  country.  In  a  measure  we  are  isolated  from  the  rest  of 
the  United  States,  and  while  we  have  a  great  many  luxuries  and  are 
very  proud  of  our  country  —  but  if  we  get  on  that  subject  there  is 
no  end  to  our  tongues.  We  have  very  little  of  such  privileges  as  you  enjoy 
here.  I  have  been  actively  engaged  in  the  business  of  life  insurance  for 
many  years,  and  I  have  never  before  in  my  life  had  the  pleasure  of  greet- 
ing such  a  body  of  life  insurance  men  as  this.  And  it  is  to  me  an  evening 
of  education.  I  have  taken  mental  notes  of  what  I  have  seen  and  heard 
since  I  have  been  here.  A  missionary  from  this  association  some  years 
ago  visited  our  land,  and  he  Wfls  there  long  enough  to  sow  good  seed 
which  has  sprung  up  and  grown,  and  the  result  has  been  the  organization 
of  a  life  insurance  association  on  the  Pacific  coast.  But  it  is  not  so  large 
an  association  as  this.  I  want  to  remember  as  near  as  I  can  all  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  meeting,  and  when  I  return  home  I  will  tell  our  boys  about 
it,  that  we  may  follow  our  predecessors  in  Chicago.  I  want  to  take  the 
liberty,  perhaps,  of  mentioning  one  noted  exception  that  I  have  observed 
this  evening,  and  that  is  the  absence  of  wine  from  your  table.  I  think  it 
is  an  exceedingly  wise  provision.  I  am  glad  that  is  the  rule,  as  I  under- 
stand it  to  be  here.  I  regret  that  it  has  not  been  the  rule  with  us,  and  I 
have  seen  some  of  the  consequences  resulting  from  the  fact  of  wine  being 
copiously  used  at  our  tables.  I  notice  one  other  peculiarity — permit  me 
to  call  it  so,  perhaps  I  did  not  quite  understand  it.  It  costs  money  to  run 
an  association  of  this  kind.  The  rooms  are  to  be  paid  for,  supper  to  be 
paid  for,  the  expense  of  printing,  etc.»  and  as  I  understand  it  there  is  to  be 
a  finance  committee  appointed  of  five  to  provide  ways  and  means  of  defray- 
ing all  of  these  expenses.  If  we  can  find  five  men  out  of  the  crowd  that 
will  do  it  we  will  try  and  find  them.  I  should  not  care  to  be  on  that  com- 
mittee  myself,  but  at  the  same  time  we  shall  try  to  find  just  such  a  commit- 
tee. Gentlemen,  I  greet  you  all  heartily,  and  invite  you  all  to  come  to  the 
Pacific  coast.  If  you  will  only  come,  and  let  us  know  when  you  are  coming, 
we  will  make  it  pleasant  for  you.  We  cannot  invite  you  to  such  a  gathering 
as  you  have  here,  but  we  will  try  to  entertain  you  satisfactorily  if  you  will 
let  us  know  when  you  are  coming." 

Col.  Jacob  L.  Greene  was  next  introduced  who  spoke  as  follows: 
**  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  : 

''  I  am  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  this  opportunity  of  renewing  my 
acquaintance  with  the  Chicago  association.  I  was  very  much  afraid  that 
Mr.  Wrenn  was  going  to  hoodoo  my  speech  by  reference  to  wai 
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I  beg  to  assure  you  that  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  meet  the  association 
and  renew  here  many  old  acquaintances  which  I  made  some  years  ago  and 
it  is  especially  pleasant  to  find  presiding  over  thfe  association  at  the  present 
time  one  who  was  born  and  brought  up  in  the  Connecticut  Mutual  and  we 
are  very  proud  of  him. 

'*  When  I  came  in  and  saw  this  document  (pro|^ram)  my  first  impres- 
sion was  that  a  part  of  the  feast  was  to  be  the  fifty-second  annual  report  of 
the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  and  I  wondered  what  it 
could  mean.  I  thought  if  that  was  intended  as  a  compliment  to  me,  it  was 
courtesy  carried  to  an  extreme  point.  But  I  am  glad  to  see  that  instead 
of  the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  it  is  a  'Connected 
Meeting' — and  now,  having  got  as  far  as  the  cover  of  the  Connecticut 
Mutual  Life,  I  suggest  that  you  all  get  inside;  I  think  it  would  be  well,  so 
to  speak,  to  complete  the  'connection' — and  Mr.  Stearns  is  the  gentlemen 
who  will  see  to  that  matter;  I  think  that  he  will  deal  squarely  with  you,  but 
you  won't  get  any  rebate. 

'*  I  sympathize  very  much  with  Mr.  Busbey.  I  am  not. a  man  to  speak 
without  preparation;  I  have  got  to  sit  down  with  a  writing  pad  if  I  wish  to 
say  anything  carefully  or  try  to  be  interesting.  I  have  had  no  opportunity 
on  account  of  the  very  brief  notice  that  I  had  that  I  could  be  with  you  to- 
pight,  to  make  any  elaborate  preparation  upon  my  subject. 

"  I  am  not  going  to  talk  about  money;  I  am  not  going  to  discuss 
money — the  money  question  in  its  large  aspect.  There  are  very  many 
aspects  of  it  which  I  should  be  very  glad  to  speak  of  and  the  more  so  be- 
cause the  money  question  is  not  yet  out  of  politics.  It  is  in  politics  to  stay 
until  it  is  definitely  settled  and  settled  right.  And  before  it  is  settled  rightly 
the  people  of  this  country  must  be  educated  to  a.  sound  money  idea,  to  the 
simple  truths,  simple  facts  of  money,  and  must  be  educated  out  of  a  great 
quantity  of  mischevious  ideas,  out  of  a  great  many  plausible  errors,  out  of  a 
great  many  ignorances  t^at  take  on  that  specious  appearance  of  knowledge. 
And,  however  other  questions  may  press  for  the  moment,  whatever  may 
be  the  stress  that  we  may  have  yet  to  pass  through  before  we  come  to  that 
condition  of  settled  peace  which  we  need  so  much,  for  which  I  find,  all 
through  this  western  country,  so  many  men  expressing  an  earnest  desire  in 
order  that  they  may  realize  the  improvement  in  the  conditions,  the  general 
conditions  of  business,  for  which  they  have  been  waiting  and  holding  on 
now  these  five  years,  whatever  we  may  have  to  go  through  before  we  get 
to. the  end  of  that  chapter,  this  one  question  of  a  sound,  stable,  permanent 
(currency  is  going  to  stay  up  until  we  have  achieved  that  kind  of  a  cur- 
rency. 

"  Now,  the  question  of  a  currency,  as  it  is  related  to  life  insurance, 
inay  be  said  to  resolve  itself  simply  to  this:  In  what  kind  of  a  dollar  and 
what  value  of  a  dollar  are  the  policies  which  have  been  issued  by  our  gr^at 
life  insurance  companies  (all  our  great  life  insurance  companies  in  the 
icountry),  in  what  value  of  a. dollar  are,  those  policies^  going  to  be  paid  ? 
That  is  the  question.  Are  they  to  be  paid  in  dollars  worth  one  hundred 
txoits  that   will  buy   for  the  widow  and   the  children  one  -hundred  centiL 
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worth  of  whatever  they  need,  or  in  dollars  which  used  in  the  world's^ 
market  (of  which  we  are  a  great  permanent  and  growing  part)  will  bring 
at  the  present  time  47  cents  ?  That  is  the  currency  question  in  life  insur- 
ance. The  men  who  are  paying  premiums  on  policies  to-day,  haye  been' 
since  1879 — yes,  and  before  that,  since  1878,  paying  for  their  insurance  in' 
dollars  worth  one  hundred  cents,  expecting  and  intending  that  the  dollars 
which  were  to  come  to  their  families  were  to  be  of  equal  value  and  equal 
purchasing  power  everywhere.  The  question  with  them  is  whether  that 
expectation  is  to  be  realized.  Are  these  companies  who  have  received 
dollars  worth  one  hundred  cents  in  gold,  are  they  going  to  be  compelled  to 
pay  in  dollars  worth  47  cents  or  less  in  gold  ?  So  far  as  the  corporations 
themselves  are  concerned  it  makes  no  difference.  It  does  not  make  the 
slightest  difference  to  the  Connecticut  Mutual  or  to  any  other  company 
whether  it  has  to  pay  out  a  silver  dollar  or  a  gold  dollar,  or  a  stamped 
rag.  It  can  discharge  its  liability  equally  with  any  one  of  them,  if  they  are 
legal  tender.  The  dollar  that  we  are  compelled  to  receive  for  premiums, 
for  interest  and  in  payment  of  our  loans  we  can  compel  our  policy  holders 
to  receive.  They  can  ask  of  us  nothing  else.  Nominally,  on  the  books 
of  the  company,  a  dollar  is  a  dollar;  it  is  made  with  the  same  figure, 
whether  it  represents  the  truth  or  a  lie.  So  that,  so  far  as  we  are  con- 
cerned, merely  as  a  corporation,  it  makes  no  difference  what  Ihe  dollar  is, 
how  much  it  is  worth  or  how  little  it  is  worth.  The  dollar  that  we  have  to 
take  is  the  dollar  that  we  can  pay  out  and  discharge  our  obligations  with. 
But  it  makes  all  the  difference  in  the  world  to  those  who  are  depending  on 
the  dollars  that  they  are  to  get  from  us.  We  are  doing  business  not  to 
clear  our  books  from  obligations,  not  to  fulfill  with  technical  correctness 
a  mere  monetary  contract,  but  we  have  gone  to  a  man  and  said:  'Put  your 
your  money  into  our  hands  while  you  live  and  we  will  take  care  of  your 
family  when  you  are  gone.'  We  are  doing  business  for  these  families,  for 
those  beneficiaries;  they  are  the  ones  in  interest;  they  are  the  people  for 
whom  we  are  organized  to  conserve.  We  are  to  do  whatever  is  in  our 
power,  whatever  is  due  to  intelligence,  skill,  prudence  and  perfect  con- 
scientiousness that  we  may  not  break  that  promise  to  the  heart  even  when 
we  keep  it  to  the  ear. 

**  Gentlemen,  as  life  insurance  men,  that  is  what  we  have  been  doing. 
We  have  been  soliciting  men  to  put  their  money  into  our  hands  for  the 
protection  of  their  families  by  and  by.  We  have  appealed  to  their  highest 
sense  of  duty  to  pursuade  them  to  this  action.  We  have  appealed  to  their 
sense  of  duty  to  those  whom  they  have  made  helpless  to  protect  them;  to 
their  sense  of  duty  to  protect  the  public  against  those  whom  they  have 
made  dependent.  We  have  appealed  to  the  highest  motives  to  lead  to  the 
most  serious  act,  to  the  most  serious  transaction  that  men  can  undertake^ 
I  believe  it  therefore  our  duty — it  is  the  duty  of  every  one  of  us — to  do 
that  which  lies  in  our  power,  that  which  comes  within  our  part  to  do,  and 
to  do  it  as  effectively  as  possible,  that  we  do  [our  utmost  in  view  of  this 
implied  trust  which  we  have  taken  upon  us  by  the  work  which  we  have  un- 
dertaken to  do;  that  we  do  our  utmost  to  see  that  so  far  as  wercan  Jn 
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•ence  the  matter  the  financial  question  shall  be  settled  upon  the  basis  of 
simple  unalterable  facts^  the  facts  of  trade  and  commerce,  the  fact  that 
money  is  property;  that  nothing  can  be  money  that  is  not  property,  and 
that  we  are*bound  to  give  for  that  which  we  have  received  an  equal  amount. 
I  am  no  politician,  but  I  should  count  myself  justly  chargeable  with  a  neg- 
lect of  a  very  high  duty  if  I  had  not  by  every  means  in  my  power  endeav- 
-ored  to  influence  the  settlement  of  the  currency  question  in  the  direction 
•of  absolute  soundness  and  to  get  the  currency  question  out  of  politics. 

**  The  idea  that  a  great  commercial  country  (75,000,000  of  people  at 
the  head  of  the  civilized  world,  with  whom  we  are  dealing  all  the  time  and 
whose  money  is  worth  one  hundred  cents  on  the  dollar)  should  leave  the 
quality  of  its  money  in  doubt.  That  the  world  should  be  obliged  to  ask 
what  our  currency  is  to  be  and  what  we  are  going  to  deal  in  should  remain 
an  open  question  and  a  political  question  subject  to  all  the  chances, 
ohanges,  prejudices  and  devilments  of  political  campaigns  with  their  infin- 
ite varieties  of  mischief  ! 

*'  We  are  coming  to  see  this,  people  are  being  educated  in  this  as  they 
have  been  upon  the  Cuban  question,  and  the  time  will  come — surely  has  got 
>to  come.  We  may  have  to  go  through  great  trouble  to  get  there,  but 
whatever  our  trouble  may  be,  whatever  follies  we  may  commit,  however 
deep  waters  we  may  wade  into  we  shall  never  turn  back  until  we  wade 
through  them  and  get  our  feet  on  the  solid  ground. 

"  Mr.  Chairman,  I  trust  that  it  is  not  too  immodest  in  me  if,  as  a  rep- 
resentative of  an  eastern  company,  I  should  make  a  greeting  to  Dr. 
Moore.  Hartford  is  at  the  head  of  deep  navigation  in  tide  water  on  the 
Connecticut  river.  We  don't  get  much  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  up  there,  but 
we  feel  its  pulse  twice  a  day,  and  there  is  the  same  salt  in  the  sea  there 
that  there  is  in  the  ocean  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that 
there  may  be  in  our  institutions  the  same  common  salt." 

B.  K.  Durfee,  the  ex-superintendent  of  insurance  of  Illinois  who  has 
just  left  office,  then  made  a  few  remarks,  not  forgetting  to  touch  up  the 
rebater. 

Charles  B.  Soule,  in  conclusion,  said  good-night  as  follows: 
"  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  : 

*'  It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  called  upon  to  bid  God-speed  to  these  depart- 
ing guests — the  editor,  the  preacher,  the  business  prince!  What  a  field 
is  covered  by  their  varied  professions  !  They  cover  the  ground  of  human 
activity.  One  the  molder  of  thought,  another  the  molder  of  conscience, 
the  other  the  molder  of  their  combination,  man's  duty  to  mankind  !  It  is 
not  for  me  to  say  here  whether  all"  the  high  priests  in  these  branches  are 
fulfilling  their  sacred  trusts.  But  we  do  know  their  responsibilities,  we  do 
know  from  the  pen  of  the  editor  comes  conviction;  we  do  know  from  the 
lips  of  the  preacher  comes  determination;  we  do  know  from  the  wise  coun- 
sels of  the  business  prince  comes  action,  and  we  do  know  it  is  their  com- 
bined influence  that  has  placed  the  yeomen  of  America  at  the  head  of  the 
civilized  inhabitants  of  the  earth. 
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**  Were  it  not  for  the  instruction  that  emanates  from  the  great  news«- 
papers  of  the  land,  giving  daily  lessons  in  thought  to  mankind,  we  should 
still  be  a  nation  groping  our  way  through  the  darkness  of  the  middle  ages; 
Were  it  not  for  the  advanced  lessons  in  religious  thought  taught  by  the 
great  preachers  of  the  land  we  would  still  be  placing  hot  plowshares  un- 
der the  feet  of  the  innocent  and  binding  fetters  on  the  ankles  of  the  ignor- 
ant; and  were  it  not  for  the  lessons  of  provident  foresight  taught  by  the 
great  life  insurance  institutions  of  the  land  we  would  be  a  nation  with  aa 
army  of  paupers  at  our  doors,  and  our  beloved  country,  when  she  finds 
herself  standing  as  she  is  to-night  face  to  face  with  an  international  crisis, 
could  not  count  on  the  agreeable  surprise  of  receiving  a  donation  of  $io,- 
000,000  to  her  credit,  with  a  possibility  of  $40,000,000  more  following'. 
The  heart  of  every  true  American  to-night  is  burdened  with  suspense 
when  we  think  of  the  great  avenues  these  gentlemen  guard — do  I  say  too 
much  when  1  say  we  recognize  the  value  of  the  interests  they. represent; 
and  when  I  wish  them  good  night,  do  I  say  too  much  when  I  wish  their 
<good  night'  may  be  followed  by  the  glories  of  a  to-morrow's  sun;  the  sun 
of  peace  if  possible — let  her  white  wings  still  brood  over  our  relations  with 
Qur  fellow  men;  the  sun  of  war  if  necessary  to  protect  that  very  national 
honor  these  influences  have  helped  us  to  acquire.  If  it  be  peace,  the 
editor,  the  preacher  and  the  business  prince  will  still  continue  to  elevate 
mankind  by  their  combined  influences  along  the  lines  of  <good  will  to 
man.'  If  it  be  war,  the  pen  of  the  press,  the  lips  of  the  pulpit  and  the 
calm  judgment  of  the  business  prince  will  act  together,  welding  the 
thought,  the  conscience  and  the  wealth  of  our  land  into  the  golden  bar  of 
patriotism  ! 

'*l  wish  for  you  gentlemen  on  behalf  of  this  association  our  God-speed 
for  the  morrow  !  and  rising  above  a  mere  personal  application  of  the  wish, 
and  recognizing  in  each  of  you  the  three  greatest  influences  for  good  in  out 
land,  and  feeling  within  me  the  rapid  pulse  of  American  blood,  1  wish  for  you 
a  morrow  the  sheaves  of  whose  harvest  will  all  be  bound  with  the  cords  of 
honor  !     Good  night." 

The  meeting  was  a  most  excellent  one  and  will  be  long  remembered 
by  all  who  were  present.  The  Star  Quartette  furnished  some  most  excel- 
lent music.

Their 
sympathetic  competitors  spared  no 
efforts  to  obtain  the  agency  to  the  cast- 
off  companies. 

Herbert  Folger,  assistant  manager  of 
the  Aachen  and  Munich's  Pacific  depart- 
ment, has  been  appointed  general  agent 
of  the  Phoenix  of  Hartford  for  the 
Pacific  Coast,  in  place  of  Arthur  E.

Stewart  A.  Maltman, 
United  States  correspondent  for  the 
concern,  has  resigned  and  so  have  the 
Chicago  ''directors."  Losses  and  re- 
turn premiums  may  be  settled  by  the 
home  office. 

Complaints,  not  entirely  free  from 
bitterness,  have  been  registered  by  the 
companies  since  the  election  of  W.  S. 
Huff  as  secretary  of  the  Columbus  board 
of  underwriters.  Mr.  Huff's  incidental 
expenses  of  $i,ooo  were  considered  to 
be  far  too  great,  as  the  salary  voted  to 
him  was  $2,100. 

The  Fire  Underwriters'  Trans-Miss- 
issippi Club  has  been  organized  to  enter- 
tain and  secure  accommodations  for  the 
fire  insurance  fraternity  visiting  the 
Trans-Mississippi  and  International  Ex- 
position to  be  opened  at  Omaha  on  June 
ist.  They  have  secured  quarters  in  the 
Ware  Block  where  they  will  be  glad  to 
receive  friends. 

Theis  Bros.,  general  agents  at  Wilkes- 
barre.  Pa.,  have  been  appointed  general 
agents  of  the  Eastern  department, 
including  West  Virginia,  for  the  Mil- 
waukee Fire  Insurance  Company.  It 
is  stated  that  the  Milwaukee  Mechanics' 
organized  its  "German  Underwriters" 
some  months  ago  chiefly  for  the  Theis 
Bros.,  who  direct  its  eastern  department. 

The  Kansas  Protective  Association  is 
the  name  of  the  new  mutual  fire  insur- 
ance company,  which  is  officered  by 
and  will  operate  among  Kansas  dairy- 
men exclusively.  The  association  will 
be  incorporated  at  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  State  Dairy  Association.  In 
the  meantime  a  reserve  fund  sufficient 
to  cover  losses  by  fire  and  wind  this 
summer  will  be  maintained  by  the  pro- 
tective association. 


Tribble  and  Pratt  have  resigned  the 
iEtna  and  German-American.  Their 
resignation  was  accepted,  and  Whipple, 
Woods  &  Co.,  were  appointed  as  their 
successors.  This  firm  also  represents 
the  Pennsylvania  Underwriters.  The 
companies  still  retain  their  own  agents. 
Tribble  and  Pratt  have  refused  to  sur- 
render their  supplies  and  registers  and 
are  cancelling  policies  to  be  placed  in 
other  companies. 

The  Northern's  attitude  at  Denver  is 
causing  all  sorts  of  dissention  in  the 
ranks  of  the  locals  on  account  of  its 
greed  for  multiple  agencies.  If  the 
Union  does  not  take  action  in  the 
matter  soon,  the  Northern  may  be 
outsted  from  the  board,  else  a  new 
harvest  of  agents  may  be  looked  for. 
The  Northern  justifies  its  conduct  on 
the  ground  that  very  many  of  its  com- 
petitors are  entirely  disregarding  the 
commission  rule. 

Commissioner  Dearth  of  Minnesota  is 
shooting  his  retaliatory  law  at  the 
Pennsylvania  department  for  Commis- 
sioner Lambert's  recent  ruling  which 
was  to  the  effect  that  hereafter  all 
agents  of  the  foreign  mutuals  will  have 
to  take  out  licenses  the  same  as  agents 
of  stock  companies.  Commissioner 
Dearth  will  also  retaliate  against  Iowa 
mutuals.  That  state  has  made  a  law 
which  requires  mutual  fire  companies 
from  other  states  to  have  a  surplus 
above  all  liabilities  of  $200,000. 

Nebraska  agents  are  greatly  incensed 
over  the  actions  of  certain  companies  in 
violating  the  resident  agency  law. 
Auditor  Cornell  is  keeping  a  sharp  look- 
out for  the  law-breakers,  but  he  has 
been  unable  to  thus  far  place  his  hand 
on  any  of  the  guilty  ones.  The  auditor 
has  drawn  up  a  resolution  which  is  to 
the  effect  that  he  will  have  arrested  any 
man  caught  illegally  adjusting  business 
written  over  the  agents'  heads;  or  if  an 
agent  adjusts  outside  the  state  any  busi- 
ness illegally  written  on  Nebraska  prop- 
erty and  ever  returns  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  Nebraska,  he  will  be  arrested  and 
prosecuted. 
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Charles  L.  Currier  has  been  elected' 
secretary  and  manager  of  the  under- 
writing department  of  the  Merchants 
National  Insurance  Company  of  this  city. 

The  Liverpool  and  London  and  Globe, 
according  to  Commissioner  Campbell's 
ruling,   has   broken    the    state    law    of 
Michigan,  which  provides  that  no  foreign 
insurance   company   doing   business   in 
Michigan  can  write  a  higher  risk  in  any 
policy    than    $30,000.     The    Liverpool 
and  London  and  Globe  had  issued  three 
policies,    amounting    in    all    to    nearly 
$500,000,  on  property  of  the  Tamarack 
Mining  Company,  and  was  thus  ousted 
from    the   state.     Judge   Swan,    in   the 
United  States  Circuit  Court,  issued  an 
order   on   May   9   restraining   Commis- 
sioner Campbell  from  revoking  the  com- 
pany's  license  until  it   receives   a   fair 
trial,  which  will  be  held  on  May  23.     It 
was  only  as  a  matter  of  accommodation 
to  the  mining  company  that  the  Liverpool 
and    London    and   Globe   issued   large 
policies.     They     were    reinsured    with 
other  companies,  so  that  the  company 
actually  carries  not  to  exceed  a  |2o,ooo 
risk.     Assistant    Secretary    George    H. 
Moore,    in    an    interview,    said:     **We 
have    employed    the    best   counsel   we 
could  find,  and  they  assure  us  that  we 
have  not  violated  a  law  in  writing  the 
business  on  which  Mr.  Campbell  bases 
his     right     to     revoke      our     license." 
Commissioner  Campbell's  unreasonable 
course    is   doubtless   prompted    by    his 
anxiety   to   be  sent    to   Congress.     The 
notoriety  he  is  striving  for  may  act  as  a 
boomerang    to   his    thirst    for    political 
glory. 

W.  J.  Fetter,  the  compact  manager 
at  Kansas  City,  has  given  valuable 
testimony  to  Special  Examiner  J.  W. 
Dryden  at  Jefferson  City  in  the  quo 
warranto  proceedings  instituted  by 
Attorney-General  Crow  of  Missouri 
against  the  fire  companies  for  violating 
the  anti-trust  law  in  Kansas  City.  Mr. 
Dryden  is  an  appointee  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Missouri.  Mr.  Fetter  testified 
as  follows:  That  the  board  of  under- 
writers organized  at  Kansas  City  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  rates  and  for  the 
general  good  of  the  insurance  business; 
that   the    companies    made    money    in 


Kansas   City;    that    he    was  employed 
directly  by  the  companies  and  paid  by 
them,  each  one  paying  in  proportion  to 
the  volume  of  business  done;  that  all  of 
the  companies  had  agents  who  submitted 
their  reports  to  him,  showing  policies 
written,  and  the  same  were  checked  to 
see  that  they  conformed  to  the  "Fetter" 
rate;  that  he  only  had  authority  to  raise 
or  lower  fire  and  tornado  insurance  rates 
in  Kansas  City;  that  no  one  but  himself 
was  empowered  to  make  such  rates,  and 
that  they  were  **not  reviewable  by  any 
power  on  earth;"  that  he  was  secretary 
of   the  board  of  underwriters,   and  the 
rules  of  that  organization  provided  for  a 
fine  and  penalty  for  any  violation  of  the 
rule     requiring     all     business     to     be 
written    at    the    tariff    rates    furnished 
by  himself;  that  he  furnished  each  agent 
in  the  city  with  printed  cards  containing 
all  of  the  charges  of  estimates  made  by 
him  for  rates;  that  at  his  office  in  Kan- 
sas  City  he  had   a  rate  list  giving  the 
tariff  for  insurance  on  all  of  the  property 
in  Kansas  City;  that  in  1894  or  1895  the 
insurance    companies   and    himself   de- 
termined  that  the  water  pressure  was 
insufficient,    and    that   they   raised    the 
rate  on  every  piece  of  property  in  Kan- 
sas City  25  per  cent,  and  that  he  issued 
the  order  for  that  himself,  and  by   this 
means  forced  the  city  to   increase   the 
fire   pressure   at    the   expenditure    of   a 
large  sum  of  money.     When  this  had 
been  accomplished  the  insurance  com- 
panies, upon   his   recommendation,  re- 
duced the  rate  in   the  bottoms,  but  in 
the    entire    eastern   half    of   the    city    a 
slight  reduction  was  made,  which    left 
the  rate  in  that  part  of  the  city  i2j^  per 
cent  higher  than  it  was  when  advanced, 
and  this  increased  rate  still  holds  good 
in  half  of  Kansas  City.     Mr.  Fetter  also 
testified    that    the    premiums    annually 
paid  in  Kansas  City  are  about  $800,000, 
and  in   the  state,  outside  of  St.    Louis 
and  Kansas  City,   about  $2,000,000;  in 
all  of  the   state   about  $4,000,000;  that 
the    insurance    companies  made  money 
in  Missouri   on   business   in   1897.     He 
also  admitted  that  he  made  rate  books 
which  he  sold  to  the  companies  and  the 
agents,  and  that  whatever  rate  he  made 
went,    and    there    could    be    no    appeal 
from  it. 
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LIFE   AND  CASUALTY  INSURANCE. 

The  iEtna  Indemnity  of  Hartford  has 
been  admitted  to  Minnesota. 

The  Berkshire  Life  will  extend  to  its 
policy-holders  free  permits  on  all  war 
policies  up  to  October  i  next. 

Albert  Robinson,  Jr.,  has  been  ap- 
pointed assistant  secretary  of  the  Brook- 
lyn Life  Insurance  Company. 

The  Old  Wayne  Mutual  Life  of 
Indianapolis  has  been  ousted  from 
Michigan   by  Commissioner   Campbell. 

The  International  Registry  Company, 
which  is'sues  an  identification  policy  and 
accident  feature,  will  soon  open  offices 
in  this  city. 

The  United  States  Casualty  received 
on  its  sprinkler  leakage  business  in 
1897,  $21,908.83  in  premiums,  paying 
$3,933.22  in  losses. 

The  United  States  Casualty  Com- 
pany's Chicago  and  Western  department 
office  has  been  moved  to  rooms  705  and 
706  Roanoke  building. 

The  Hartford  Life  has  levied  an 
assessment  to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent 
on  the  old  form  safety  fund  policies  to 
meet  future  death  claims. 

The  Cook  County  board  of  the 
Catholic  Total  Abstinence  Society  has 
adopted  plans  for  a  life  insurance 
adjunct  to  the  institution. 

The  plate  glass  insurance  companies 
will  soon  form  a  new  compact  for  the 
entire  field  to  include  all  of  the  compa- 
nies writing  plate  glass  insurance. 

The  Hillmon  case  was  to  have  had  its 
sixth  trial  at  Topeka  on  May  9,  but 
Judge  Williams  of  the  Federal  Court 
postponed    the    same   until   September. 

The  Penn  Mutual  Agency  Association 
will  hold  its  sixteenth  annual  meeting  at 
Richmond,  Va.,  May  18-19.  This 
splendid  organization  of  the  general 
agencies  of  the  Penn  Mutual  Life  has 
for  fifteen  years  exerted  a  powerful 
influence  in  the  affairs  of  its  company. 
Progress  is  its  watchword. 


Sarah  E.  Powell  has  secured  a  judg 
ment   of  $3,058.30   against  the  Mutual 
Reserve  Fund  Life  Association.     Judge 
Shaw  of  Peoria  has  denied  a  new  trial. 

The  Travelers*  Preferred  Accident 
Association  of  Chicago  died  in  debt. 
Its  creditors  will  soon  file  a  motion  for 
an  assessment  on  the  members  of  that 
concern. 

The  Illinois  Reserve  Life  Insurance 
Company  of  Chicago  was  incorporated 
April  29.  E.  S.  Nixon,  G.  L.  Hinckley 
and  F.  W.  Beecrcft  are  the  incorpora- 
tors. 

E.  T.  Lincoln,  who  has  been  Illinois 
manager  of  the  Atlas  Accident  and  later 
Chicago  manager  of  the  New  England 
Mutual  Accident,  will  connect  himself 
with  the  home  office  of  the  latter  com- 
pany at  Boston. 

The  Grand  Rapids  Mutual  Life  and 
the  Phoenix  Accident  and  Sick  Benefit 
Association  must  make  good  their 
reserve  fund  according  to  law  or  Com- 
missioner Campbell  of  Michigan  will 
revoke  their  license. 

Mize  and  Haven,  general  agents  of 
the  American  Bonding  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, have  accepted  a  similar  position 
with  the  Maryland  Casualty  Company 
in  Illinois.  The  company  will  soon  be 
admitted  to  the  state. 

The  New  York  Life's  Milwaukee 
agency,  Briggs  &  Bollow,  has  been  suc- 
ceeded by  Briggs  &  Fleming.  Mr.  Bol- 
low was  obliged  to  resign  on  account  of 
his  recent  election  to  the  office  of  city 
treasurer.  Mr.  Fleming  has,  for  many 
years,  been  secretary  of  the  Wisconsin 
State  Agricultural  Society. 

Commissioner  Vivian  of  Colorado  is 
enforcing  the  retaliatory  law  against  the 
New  York  assessment  life  and  accident 
companies.  And  all  because  Superin- 
tendent Payn  has  refused  to  admit  the 
Denver  Life  Insurance  Company,  on  the 
ground  that  its  assets  are  not  sufficient. 
The  following  companies  have  been  re- 
fused a  renewal  of  license:  Mutual  Re- 
serve Fund,  National  Accident,  Tra- 
ders' and  Travelers'  Accident,  and  Se- 
curity Mutual  Life.         ^  j 
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The  Star  Accident  of  Chicago  is  not 
yet  dead"  or  the.  la^poo  policy-holders 
who  are  still  liable  for  an  asseasmept  of 
{150,000.  And  the  receiver  will  soon  ' 
notify  them  of  their  pro-rata  share  in 
the  $150,000  of  bad  debts. 

Manager  Thomas  R.  Lynas  of  the 
JEtna  Life,  accompanied  by  his  young- 
est daughter,  will  sail  for  Europe  ip 
June.  They  will  join  Mrs.  Lynas  and 
the  eldest  daughter,  who  have  been 
across  the  briny  deep  for  a  year  past. 

The  Covenant  Mutual  Life  of  Gales- 
burg,  111.,  will  be  examined  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Michigan  insurance  de- 
partment, who  will  be  joined  by  those 
from  other  states.  This  examination  is 
made  at  the  request  of  the  association. 

W.  G.  Hargis,  Jr.,  of  Chicago,  for  the 
past  few  years  connected  with  several 
life  and  accident  companies,  has  been 
appointed  Cleveland  and  Cuyahoga 
county  manager  of  the  Commercial  Mu- 
tual Accident  Company  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Frankfort  Marine,  Accident  and 
Plate  Glass  has  issued  its  annual  state- 
ment from  the  home  office  for  the  year 
ending  April  i,  1898.  It  shows  a  gain 
for  the  year  of  {279,927.45  in  assets  and 
of  $40,913.35  in  the  net  surplus  over  all 
liabilities,  including  capital. 

The  Mutual  Life  of  New  York  will  be 
examined  by  the  special  expert  examin- 
ers from  the  Michigan  insurance  depart- 
ment. The  departments  of  Missouri, 
Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  and  Connecticut 
will  join  in  the  examination;  the  work 
will  occupy  several  months. 

By  resolution  of  the  board  of  trustees 
all  members  holding  policies  in  the  Penn 
Mutual  Life  bearing  date  of  April  25, 
1898.  or  prior,  are  privileged,  until  May 
I,  1900,  to  engage  in  the  present  war 
without  prejudice  to  their  insurance  and 
without  the  payment  of  any  extra  prem- 
ium therefor.  In  order  to  facilitate  the 
payment  of  death  claims,  and  in  har- 
mony with  the  provisions  of  the  policy, 
they  are  requested  to  notify  the  com- 
pany at  once  upon  entering  the  military 
or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  or 
the  malitia  of  the  several  states  in  active 
service. 


The  United  States  Casualty  has  paid 
$5,000  to  the  estate  of  W.  A.  Olmstead, 
one  of .  the  victims  of  the  disastrous 
'  Wabash  Avenue  fire.  The  Fidelity 
and  Canualty  paid  $845  through  the 
National  Regrstty  Company,  by  whose 
tag  the  body  was  idenfifi^ed. 

The  Provident  Savings  Life  Assur- 
ance Society  of  New  York  has  moved 
their  offices  from  29  Broadway  to  the 
New  York  Life  building.  President 
Scott  will  direct  the  affairs  of  a  very 
successful  corporation  from  an  office 
that  is  the  equal  of  the  best  there  is  in 
New  York  or  elsewhere. 

Edward  Roussel  of  Lawrence,  Kan- 
sas, secretary  of  the  Fraternal  Aid 
Association,  will  be  indicted  by  the 
Federal  grand  jury,  if  it  is  possible,  for 
alleged  fraudulent  use  of  the  mails.  It 
is  affirmed  that  he  was  the  instigator  of 
a  fraudulent  death  claim  for  $3,000, 
which  he  appropriated  to  his  own  use. 

Commissioner  Clunie  of  California  re- 
cently threatened  to  cancel  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit  Com- 
pany for  not  promptly  paying  $100,000 
to  the  city  of  San  Francisco  under  the 
bond  on  the  city  treasurer.  The  com- 
pany declined  to  pay  until  the  city  has 
recovered  as  much  as  possible  from 
Widber  and   other  responsible  officials. 

The  following  casualty  companies 
have  paid  their  back  taxes  in  Wiscon- 
sin: -^tna  Life  (accident  department). 
Central  Accident,  Employers'  Liability, 
Frankfort  Marine,  Accident  and  Plate 
Glass,  Hartford  Steam  Boiler,  London 
Guarantee  and  Accident,  Ocean  Acci- 
dent and  Guarantee,  Pacific  Mutual 
Life  (accident  department),  Preferred 
Accident,  Standard  Life  and  Accident, 
Union  Casualty  and  Surety,  United 
States  Casualty.  The  following  have 
not  paid:  Fidelity  and  Casualty,  Inter- 
State  Casualty,  Lloyds  Plate  Glass, 
Metropolitan  Plate  Glass,  New  Jersey 
Plate  Glass,  New  York  Plate  Glass, 
Travelers'  (accident  department).  The 
agents  of  these  companies  have  been 
notified  by  the  department  to  discon- 
tinue writing  business  until  their  licenses 
were  renewed  through  the  payment  of 
their  companies'  back  taxes. 
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The  Chicago  Guaranty  Fund  Life 
Society  was  recently  reprimanded  by 
the  Colorado  insurance  commissioner, , 
who  reminded  it  of  the  fact  that  it  had 
violated  the  anti-rebate  law  in  taking 
the  old  policy-holders  of  the  Bankers' 
Alliance  at  less  rates  than  the  policies 
stipulated.  The  society  satisfied  Com- 
missioner Vivian  that  full  rates  would 
be  required  if  he  so  ruled. 

The  conference  of  the  liability  man- 
agers in  New  York  has  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee the  question  of  rates  on  lumber- 
ing risks  in  the  South  and  Southwest, 
coal  mining,  general  contractors  and 
sewer  builders.  All  of  these  classes  re- 
quire advanced  rates  to  pay  their  own 
way,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  report  will 
be  presented  and  adopted  making  a  de- 
cided increase  in  these  classes. 

The  Manhattan  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany give  their  old  and  new  policy-hold- 
ers free  permission  to  serve  in  the  army 
or  navy  within  the  limits  of  the  United 
States.  Should  they  serve  outside  of 
said  limits  they  must  pay  an  annual  ex- 
tra of  S50  per  thousand.  The  old  policy- 
holders may  allow  this  to  remain  as  a 
lien  against  their  policy,  but  new  policy- 
holders must  pay  it  in  cash. 

The  Manhattan  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  New  York  announces  that  Mr. 
Morris  W.  Torrey,  for  some  years  assist- 
ant actuary  of  the  Union  Central  Life 
Insurance  Company  and  also  associated 
with  the  well-known  actuary,  Mr.  D.  P. 
Fackler,  has  been  appointed  actuary  of 
the  company;  a  vacancy  in  said  office 
having  occurred  by  reason  of  the  resig- 
nation of  its  former  actuary,  Mr.  Ed- 
ward L.  Stabler,  in  consequence  of  im- 
paired health. 

General  Agent  Janney,  of  the  Provi- 
dent Life  and  Trust,  corrects  the  state- 
ment made  in  the  April  issue  of  this  pa- 
per to  the  effect  that  it  was  reported 
that  the  Provident  Life  and  Trust  Com- 
pany would  discontinue  its  lif6  depart- 
ment on  July  I.  Though  the  item  was 
reported  to  us  from  two  different  sources 
which  we  had  supposed  were  reliable,  it 
seems  that  the  rumor  was  wholly  with- 
out foundation;  hence  we  are  very  glad 
to  make  this  correction. 


Holders  of  policies  of  the  Preferred 
Accident  Insurance  Company  of  New 
York,  in  force  April  21,  1808,  who  enlist 
as  volunteers  in  the  Unitea  States  army, 
will  be  fully  covered  under  such  policies 
against  accidental  injuries,  fatal  or  non- 
fatal (received  within  the  United  States); 
while  in  camp,  on  the  march,  or  travel- 
ing by  railroad  or  steamboat,  provided 
such  injuries  are  not  received  in  battle, 
or  caused  or  contributed  to  by  the  enemy. 

The  Wisconsin  Supreme  Court  on 
May  3  denied  the  motion  for  a  new  trial 
in  the  case  of  the  Travelers'  Insurance 
Company,  appellant,  v.  William  A. 
Fricke,  respondent.  This  decision 
makes  it  necessary  for  the  companies 
doing  both  a  life  and  accident  business 
in  Wisconsin  to  pay  over  $100,000  back 
license  fees  for  the  reason  that  they 
held  a  license  which  permitted  them  to 
do  a  life  insurance  business  only. 

The  ever  resourceful  Insurance  Com- 
missioner Fricke  of  Wisconsin  is  out 
with  another  attractive  scheme;  and 
this  latest  plan  of  his  is  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  life  insurance  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Wisconsin  National  Guard 
while  they  are  serving  their  country  in 
the  war  against  Spain.  The  scheme  in- 
volves detailed  information  regarding  the 
soldiers'  life  insurance  to  be  placed  on 
file  in  the  insurance  department.  Each 
soldier  at  Camp  Harvey  is  requested  to 
fill  out  a  blank.  It  calls  for  name,  resi- 
dence, regiment,  company,  age,  and 
whether  or  npt  insured.  If  insured,  the 
soldier  is  required  to  give  the  names  of 
the  companies  or  associations  in  which 
he  holds  policies  and  the  number  of 
each  policy.  The  names  and  addresses 
of  the  beneficiaries  are  called  for  and  the 
bottom  of  the  blank  has  questions  ask- 
ing where  the  policies  are  deposited  or 
in  whose  care  they  are  placed  and  what 
provisions  have  been  made  to  have  the 
premiums  paid  in  the  soldier's  absence. 
It  is  Commissioner  Fricke's  belief  that 
when  this  information  is  filed  in  his 
office  he  can  largely  prevent  the  lapsing 
of  the  life  insurance  of  the  soldiers  and 
also  protect  the  families  of  those  who 
are  killed  or  die  of  disease  from  losing 
the  insurance  through  ignorance  of  the 
proper  steps  to  be  taken  ta>collect|it.

TALKS  WITH  FIRE  INSURERS. 

Company  Managen  and  Expert  Fire  Agents  Need 
Not  Read  These. 


In  all  states  where  a  standard  form  of 
fire  policy  has  been  enacted  it  is  neces- 
sary for  all  the  companies,  whether 
stock,  mutual,  township  or  what  not,  to 
use  this  form.  Some  of  these  compa- 
nies have  imagined  that  because  they 
were  organized  under  spetial  laws  that 
they  were  exempted  from  the  operation 
of  the  law  requiring  a  standard  forna, 
but  the  Attorney  General  of  Wisconsin 
holds  to  the  contrary  in  that  state,  as 
we  believe  does  the  Attorneys-General 
of  Michigan  and  Minnesota. 


Do  not  find  fault  with  the  way  fire 
insurance  is  conducted  in  this  country. 
\t  is  claimed,  aad  perhaps  with  some 
show  of  .justice,  that  expenses  are  too 
high,  but  you  ought  to  remember  that 
taxes  cut  quite  a  large  figure  in  these 


and  that  your  representative  in  the 
state  legislature  is  always  voting  to 
maintain  and  increase  them,  and  that 
consequently  the  companies  are  not  to 
blame  for  this  part  of  the  cost  of  your 
insurance.  Help  the  companies  to  be 
relieved  of  this  burden  which  you  in 
turn  must  take  up  when  you  insure  your 
property,  and  then  the  companies  will 
manage  better.

The  law  as  applied  to  insurance  cases 
is  not  technical  except  in  extreme  cases, 
but,  like  all  law  in  reference  to  contracts, 
is  founded  on  common  sense.  One  of 
the  first  principles  of  law  as  applied  to 
vfritten  documents  is  that  in  case  of 
dispute  the  written  contract  obtains 
over  all  simply  oral  evidence.  In  other 
words  do  not  take  any  one's  word  in 
reference  to  a  policy  but  see  for  your- 
self what  the  policy  says  and  be  guided 
by  that  and  you  can  never  be  wrong. 
Nearly  all  litigation  grows  out  of  some 
talk  of  the  agent  or  the  property-owner 
which  is  thought  to  cover  in.  the  case 
and  to  stand  instead  of  the  contract 
itself. 

The  woods  are  full  of  people  who 
would  like  to  start  a  new  fire  insurance 
company  on  capital  which  you  shall  pay 
in.  They  besiege  you  with  lots  of 
statistics  of  how  much  the  fire  premiums 
have  been  in  your  town  or  city  for 
twelve  months  and  how  much  has  been 
paid  in  losses  in  the  same  time.  Then 
they  rapidly  make  figures  showing  you 
that  if  such  a  ratio  is  kept  up  in  ten 
years  you  will  be  a  millionaire  by  reason 
of  the  money  you  will  put  in  the  Holy 
Terror  Fire  Insurance  Company.  Look 
out  for  these  people  and  don't  listen  to 
them  at  all  unless  they  can  first  prove 
that  they  are  good  fire  insurance  experts 
— that  is,  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  details  of  the  fire  businessQQJp 
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Every  man  who  has  made  rates  has 
run  across  the  manufacturer  who  thinks 
his  risk  like  his  wife,  his  horse,  his  house, 
is  the  very  best  of  its  kind  and  who 
thinks,  of  course,  that  the  inspector  has 
made  a  mistake  as  to  the  rate  he  has 
imposed  on  his  factory.  Such  owners 
are  a  nuisance,  for  it  is  impossible  to 
convince  them  that  the  rate  is  just  as  it 
ought  to  be,  has  been  made  by  means  of 
a  schedule  and  every  allowance  made 
for  favorable  construction  and  all  appli- 
ances for  extinguishing  fires.  These 
men  argue  from  false  premises,  and,  of 
course,  their  conclusion  is  all  wrong. 
The  best  that  can  be  done  with  them  is 
to  be  as  polite  as  possible,  tell  them 
that  you  know  the  rate  is  too  high,  that 
the  expenses  of  running  the  insurance 
business  are  too  great,  that  you  wish 
you  could  do  something  for  them  but  do 
not  possibly  see  how  it  can  be  done  and 
bow  them  out. 

The  policy  reads  *'j$3oo"  on  the  one 
story  frame  dwelling,  {200  on  household 
furniture,  Jioo  on  wearing  apparel.  It 
appears  that  there  was  an  error  in  the 
description  of  the  dwelling  and  that  it 
should  be  described  as  a  one  and  one- 
half  story  building.  The  agent  made 
the  following  endorsement:  It  is  hereby 
understood  and  agreed  that  the  within 
policy  shall  apply  and  attach  on  the  one 
and  one-half  story  frame  building  situate 
detached  on  the  corner  of  A  and  B 
streets. 

The  intention  was  to  correct  the  error 
as  to  the  height  of  the  building.  We 
fear  very  much  that  the  agent  has  gone 
still  further  and  completely  changed  the 
contract  to  the  extent  that  the  entire 
amount  of  $600  is  transferred  to  cover 
on  the  building,  and  if  the  assured 
should  have  a  fire  damaging  the  build- 
ing to  a  very  limited  extent  and  the  fur- 


niture and  wearing  apparrel  to  a  consid- 
erable extent,  he  would  learn  to  his  dis- 
may that  the  entire  policy  had  been 
changed.  This  mistake  is  quite  common 
and  is  a  good  illustration  how  easy  it  is 
to  modify  or  change  the  contract  with- 
out intentionally  doing  so.  It  would 
possibly  have  been  better  to  have  stated 
that  the  building  herein  insured  should 
be  described  as  one  and  one-half  story 
instead  of  one  story.  That  would  have 
corrected  the  error  and  at  the  same 
time  conserved  the  integrity  of  the  con- 
tract as  intended  and  written. — Short 
Rates, 

The  insured  as  well  as  the  company  is 
interested  in  not  having  the  policy 
cover  where  it  is  not  intended.

*  There  is  no  sense  in  making  war  on 
the  compact  of  fire  insurance  companies. 
More  good  can  be  done  those  who  have 
insurance  to  place  on  property  of  all 
kinds  through  the  companies  having  an 
understanding  with  each  other  than  in 
any  other  way.  With  a  compact,  intel- 
ligent action  can  be  taken,  thorough 
inspection  and  rating  can  be  done, 
grievences  can  be  abated  and  equit- 
able and  proper  rates  only  insisted 
upon. 

With  a  free-for-all  race  no  one  com- 
pany, or  two  or  three  companies,  can 
possibly  spend  the  money  necessary  to 
put  the  fire  business  on  a  proper  basis. 
Yes,  you  say,  that  is  all  very  well,  but 
does  not  a  compact  lead  to  exorbitant 
rates  and  make  insurance  cost  more  than 
it  should?  No,  not  at  all;  the  history  of 
compacts  shows  directly  the  reverse  of 
this  proposition.  Rates  under  compacts 
have  not  been  excessive  but  plainly  the 
business  is  done  much  more  intelligently, 
errors,  if  made,  have  been  corrected  and 
more  equitable  methods  generally  have 
been  inaugurated. 
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Talks  wltli  lite  Insiirers. 

Death  is  a  thing  upon  which  no  one 
can  reckon;  framers  of  statistics  may 
draw  up  imposing  columns  of  figures, 
they  may  tell  you  to  a  nicety  the  per- 
centage of  deaths  at  this  age  and  that, 
in  this  condition  and  that,  from  this 
cause  and  that,  and  yet  when  you  leave 
the  abstract  of  masses  and  come  to  the 
concrete  of  individual  cases,  all  these 
calculations  fail.  Death  is  restored  to 
his  proper  shape,  as  the  most  capricious 
as  well  as  the  most  terrible  of  tyrants 
stricking  at  random,  missing  where  his 
shaft  is  apparently  aimed  and  sending 
his  dart  home  in  unexpected  quarters.

We  talked  with  a  rather  bright  man 
the  other  day  who  informed  us  that  the 
great  source  of  revenue  for  the  life  com- 
panies was  from  lapsed  policies — that 
they  got  people  to  pay  in  money  for  a 
year  or  two  or  more  and  then  lapsed  the 
policies  and  gathered  in  the  shekels 
which  had  been  put  up.  Making  money 
from  lapsing  policies  is  the  one  method, 
now-a-days,  which  does  not  work.  No, 
indeed;  having  taken  out  a  policy  in  a 
good  life  company,  the  company  would 
much  prefer  you  to  keep  up  your  policy. 
The  non-forfeiture  laws  of  the  different 
states,  as  well  as  the  paid  up,  extension 
and  cash  surrender  clauses  of  the  con- 
tracts, have  long  ago  made  it  impossible 
to  get  enough  money  out  of  lapses  to 
procure  a  new  policy-holder  in  the 
place  of  the  one  lapsed. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  life 
insurance  is  good  for  everyone  at  all 
ages  and  under  all  conditions,  but  to 
the  young  man  it  means  more  than  just 
getting    something   which   may   protect 


his  parents  or  his  wife  and  children  that 
are  to  be.  A  policy  in  a  good  company 
to  him  is  a  thing  to  cherish.  It  makes 
him  think  more  of  himself;  it  gives  him 
higher  thoughts  and  aspirations.  He 
can  think  that  he  has  invested  his  money 
in  something  that  is  beyond  and  above 
himself.  The  thrift  that  comes  as 
naturally  as  does  the  sunshine  after  the 
rain,  gives  him  a  better  appreciation  of 
all  things.  While  it  adds  to  his  enjoy- 
ment in  every  proper  recreation  it  lifts 
him  above  paltry  amusements  which 
rather  tend  to  belittle  him.  It  expands 
his  ideas,  cultivates  the  nobler  affections 
and  wields  an  influence  over  his  life 
which  it  is  difficult  to  measure  or  esti- 
mate. All  young  men  should  carry  a 
policy  of  life  insurance.  You,  young 
man,  if  you  have  not  one  already,  should 
see  to  it  that  a  contract  is  issued  on 
your  life  at  once. 


As  a  specific  for  insomnia  there  can 
be  nothing  better  than  a  large  policy  or 
several  of  them  (this  is  a  medicine  of 
which  you  cannot  take  too  much.) 
Sleeplessness  comes  nearly  always  from 
the  brain  being  too  active,  and  certainly 
any  man  who  does  not  carry  life 
insurance  and  has  a  wife  and  children  de- 
pendent upon  him,  may  well  be  exercised 
when  by  some  ailment  his  attention  is 
called  to  the  fact  that  those  for  whom  he 
has  promised  to  provide  are  in  a  fair  way 
to  be  left  without  means  of  support. 
Think  of  a  man  trying  to  sleep  under 
the  hammering  of  a  thought  on  his  brain 
that  he  has  been  remiss  in  the  very  way 
of  all  others  he  should  have  cared  for, 
and  perhaps  now  that  his  attention  has 
been  called  to  his  delinquency  that  he 
may  not  be  able  to  get  a  contract. 

Get  your  life  insured  at  once,  if  you 
have  failed  in  so  important  a  matter  to 
this     date,    and     your     insomnia    will 
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It  is  a  sign  of  health,  says  the  Union 
Central  Advocate^  for  a  man  to  feel  that 
he  is  going  to  live  long.  Men  who  are 
gretting  ready  to  die  are  not  of  much 
use.  The  church  and  the  world  want 
men  who  are  getting  ready  to  live.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  a  sign  of  sanity  for  a  man 
to  realize  now  and  then  that  life  is  un- 
certain and  that  he  may  live  but  a  short 
time.  Take  a  stroll  any  fine  day  along 
the  busy  streets  of  a  city  and  count  the 
number  of  gray  heads  in  comparison 
with  the  total  number  of  men  that  you 
meet.  The  gray  heads  are  presumably 
about  fifty  years  old  and  upwards  You 
will  be  astonished  to  find  that  the  world's 
business  is  in  the  hands  of  young  men. 
Of  elderly  men  you  will  count  but  fifteen 
or  twenty  out  of  a  hundred;  that  is  one 
in  five  or  six.  Yet  you  are  expecting  to 
live  to  fifty  certainly,  seventy  probably, 
eighty  possibly.  Have  you  not  been 
reckoning  without  your  host  ?  At  forty- 
eight  your  chance  of  life  will  be  one- 
half  what  it  was  at  the  age  of  twenty;  at 
fifty-six,  one-third;  at  sixty,  one-fourth; 
at  sixty- three,  one-fifth;  at  sixty-five, 
one- sixth,  etc.  Every  day  your  wife  and 
children  are  entering  into  an  increased 
risk  of  loss  through  your  possible  death. 
Are  you  insured  ?  If  so,  are  you  in- 
sured as  heavily  as  you  ought  to  be  ? 


Don't  do — what  ?  Why  don't  drop  a 
policy  of  life  insurance,  for  if  you  are 
foolish  enough  to  do  so  you  are  pretty 
sure  to  be  wise  enough  afterwards  to 
very  bitterly  regret  it. 

To  drop  a  policy  of  life  insurance  is 
one  of  the  most  unwise  things  you  can 
do,  and  any  agent  who  may  suggest  such 
a  piece  of  folly  to  you  is  seeking  his  own 
interest  and  not  yours,  and  he  is  willing 
to  sacrifice  you  for    his    own  gain  and 


profit.  It  is  a  very  disreputable  action 
on  his  part,  but  unfortunately  there  are 
still  many  who  do  not  hesitate  to  resort 
to  this  species  of  petty  villainy. 

If  you  have  a  policy  in  any  reputable 
company  keep  it  in  force,  whatever  argu- 
ments may  be  used  to  induce  you  to  the 
contrary.  All  the  old  line  or  regular 
companies  are  honest  and  safe;  they  pay 
their  obligations  promptly;  they  treat 
their  policy-holders  equitably;  they  give 
you  good  value  for  your  money;  they 
may  be  relied  upon  to  pay  the  face  value 
of  your  policy  without  any  tricky  deduc- 
tions or  subterfuges  when  it  matures; 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  you  should 
lack  confidence  in  any  one  of  them  in 
which  you  may  be  fortunate  enough  to 
hold  a  policy. 

Therefore,  we  urge  you  to  beware  of 
the  persuasive  eloquence  which  may  be 
called  into  play  to  induce  you  to  work 
so  great  an  injury  to  those  who  are  de- 
pendent upon  you.  If  you  liye  you  can 
support  your  loved  ones;  but  what  of 
the  prospect  if  you  should  die  unin- 
sured ?  Surely  there  could  be  no  more 
gloomy  outlook  for  those  whom  you  now 
shield  as  tenderly  as  you  possibly  can. 
Don^t  do  it !  DonU  drop  the  life  insurance 
policy. 

Maintain  it,  because  you  have  put 
your  good  money  into  it. 

Maintain  it,  because  it  is  the  best  pos- 
sible shield  of  the  widow  and  orphan 
from  distress  and  destitution. 

Maintain  it,  because  it  is  the  best 
friend  your  wife  and  children  can  have. 

Maintain  it,  because  its  maintenance 
gives  you  peace  of  mind  and  comfort 
that  you  could  not  otherwise  have. 

Maintain  it,  because  your  failure  to  do 
so  can  benefit  no  one  as  much  as  ''The 
Twister"  himself. 

Maintain  it,  because  it  is  your  bounden 
duty  to  do  so, — The  Ingleside,

It  is  not  necessary  to  quote  statistics 
to  prove  that  accidents  are  increasing 
every  year.  Every  one  is  so  thoroughly 
impressed  with  the  truth  of  this  propo- 
sition that  they  are  willing  to  subscribe 
to  it  at  once.  The  reason  why  this  is 
true  is  obvious.  It  grows  out  of  the 
fact  that  our  cities  are  getting  more 
crowded  every  day  and  the  people  are 
almost  insane  on  the  subject  of  quick 
transit.  Quick  transit  means  lots  of 
more  accidents  than  formerly  and  acci- 
dents which  cannot  be  charged  to  the 
carelessness  of  the  individual. 

The  accident  companies  are  still 
pushing  for  business  with  more  or  less 
success.  Their  patrons,  we  are  thank- 
ful to  say,  understand  better  than  they 
did  some  time  ago  that  to  have  a  claim 
the  injury  received  shall  be  of  such  a 
character  that  it  incapacitates  them 
from  doing  their  ordinary  duties.  There 
are  yet  some  who  think  that  they  merely 
have  to  have  some  accident,   however 


immaterial,  happen  to  them  to  entitle 
them  to  a  week's  or  more  indemnity. 
This  cannot  be  considered  by  the  com- 
panies as  a  claim  for  the  reason  that  the 
premium  now  paid  cannot  warrant  such 
an  assumption. 


It  is  just  as  necessary  to  renew  your 
accident  insurance  as  to  take  it  out  in 
the  first  place.  Having  begun  in  the 
right  way,  do  not  turn  around  and  droj^ 
so  valuable  a  thing.  Be  satisfied  and 
even  delighted  that  you  were  not  hurt 
and  did  not  have  to  call  on  the  company 
for  a  loss  under  your  policy. 

The  cost  of  accident  insurance  is 
small — very  small — compared  with  the 
benefits  that  it  brings  with  it,  and  it  is 
foolish  to  imagine  that  because  you  h?ive 
not  been  hurt  in  so  long  a  time  that  you 
will  be  secure  for  all  or  any  time. 

One  of  the  most  peculiar  accidents 
that  ever  happened  to  any  one  happened 
to  a  little  girl  some  three  years  old  in 
Chicago  the  other  day.  The  child  was 
playing  at  the  head  of  three  long  flights  of 
stairs  and  in  some  way  pitched  over  and 
tumbled  down  all  the  flights  and  was 
screaming  at  the  very  bottom  when  her 
mother  rushed  down  after  her.  The 
noise  was  terrific.  Neighbors  two  blocks 
away  thought  it  **a  shame  to  whip  a 
young  one  so  hard,"  others  thought  it 
was  teething.  All  pitied  the  child,  but 
when  the  mother  lifted  it  and  kissed  it 
over  and  over  again  the  cries  gradually 
diminished  in  fervor  and  finally  ceased 
altogether.  The  doctor  that  was  called 
in,  after  a  careful  examination,  could 
find  no  bones  broken  and  went  off  say- 
ing something  about  **nine  lives,"  but 
the  mother  is  of  the  firm  opinion  that 
the  baby  was  cared  for  by  angels  and 
the  whole  thing  comes  not  far  short  of  a 
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A  very  peculiar  accident  overtook  a 
gentleman  of  Chicago  recently.  As 
he  was  walking  on  Rockwell  street 
he  slipped  on  the  sidewalk  and  fell 
heavily.  A  small  screwdriver  which  he 
carried  in  his  pocket  in  some  way  was 
twisted  and  entered  his  right  side  about 
two  inches.  He  was  taken  to  his  home 
where  a  physician  said  he  could  not  at 
present  estimate  the  extent  of  the 
injuries  done  him.  He  had  no  accident 
insurance  but  will  undoubtedly  be  kept 
from  his  usual  duties  two  or  three  weeks 
at  least.  The  number  of  ways  of 
receiving  injuries  by  accident  is  very 
great.  Get  a  policy  in  some  good 
company  and  you  will  be  safe. 


Nothing  can  be  said  that  is  more  to 
the  point  than  a  paragraph  from  the 
speech  of  the  president  of  an  accident 
company  in  reply  to  the  animadversions 
of  a  demigogue  who  found  fault  with 
the  restrictions  used  both  by  bankers 
and  insurance  men  in  their  contracts. 
He  said: 

''Every  honest,  earnest  man,  however 
much  in  love  with  his  business,  finds 
those  things  called  'sharp  practices,'  for 
want  of  a  better  name,  the  most  dis- 
agreeable things  in  business  life.  But 
for  these  our  learned  judges  would 
have  no  occasion  to  criticise  conditions 
in  insurance  policies,  or  the  manner  of 
drawing  up  bank  paper,  but  it  is  a  fact 
that  every  condition  put  into  these  poli- 
cies, every  seeming  advantage  used  by 
the  bankers,  is  the  direct  result  of  the 
dishonesty  of  the  men  with  whom  they 
deal."

We  saw  some  time  ago,  in  some 
paper,  that  statistics  will  show  that 
those  who  are  insured  against  accidents 
really  become  preferred  risks,   that  is, 


they  are  less  liable  to  accidents  than 
those  without  contracts  that  protect 
them  against  loss*  We  suppose  the 
reason  for  this  is  plain  enough  to  those 
who  make  a  study  of  the  matter  and  lies 
in  the  fact  that  such  people  are  thought- 
ful and  have  their  wits  about  them  as 
shown  in  the  fact  that  they  took  the 
pains  to  get  a  policy  in  some  good  com- 
pany, and  this  very  fact  goes  to  show 
that  they  are  thoughtful,  too,  when  it 
comes  to  taking  chances  which  may  be 
avoided.  Yet,  in  spite  of  all  thought- 
fulness  and  care  "accidents  will  happen" 
and  no  one  can  tell  what  may  happen 
even  to  the  most  careful  man  alive. 
The  only  safe  way  is  to  use  all  care  and 
thought  and  still  have  sm  accident 
policy.

Almost  every  city  and  town  has  some 
place  which  can  be  relied  upon  to  fur- 
nish an  accident  every  so  often.  Such 
a  place  is  every  grade  crossing  in  this 
city  and  in  towns  through  which  the  fast 
trains  west  from  Chicago  go  whriling. 
The  other  night  at  Joliet,  the  State's 
Prison  town  south  of  us,  provided  the 
sensation  at  the  grade  crossing  at  Fifth 
avenue  in  that  place.  The  Alton  train 
was  rushing  down  from  this  city  when 
the  watchman  (there  are  no  gates  at  this 
crossing)  saw  a  man  start  across  on  the 
sidewalk.  "For  God's  sake,  keep 
back!"  the  watchman  shouted,  but  the 
'danger  and  the  y^liing  seemed  pnly  to 
bewilder  the  man  and  he  stepped  on  the 
track  just  in  time  to  be  caught  by  the 
engine  and  hurled  to  death.  The  num- 
ber and  regularity  with  which  these 
accidents  occur  has  done  but  little  to 
put  a  stop  to  them.  We  are  busy  doing 
something  on  some  roads  raising  the 
tracks,  but  in  the  towns  little  or  no 
attention  is  paid  to  so  important  a 
subject. 
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Fire  Insurance. — Warranty — Application.  In  the 
case  of  Phoenix  of  Hartford  v.  Palgitt  it  was  shown 
that  in  the  application  the  insured  in  answer  to 
the  question,  **Are  walls  on  sides  and  between  each 
tenement  without  opening?"  replied,  "Yes."  Held^ 
that  the  intention  was  to  inquire  whether  the  walls 
of  the  sides  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  insured 
and  between  each  tenement  had  openings,  and  not 
whether  there  was  an  opening  on  the  outside  wall 
of  the  building  occupied  by  the  insured. — Texas 
Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. —  Waiver — Effect  of  Denial.  In 
the  case  of  the  Omaha  Fire  Insurance  Company  v. 
Hilderbrand  it  was  shown  that  a  provision  of  an  in- 
surance policy  requiring  the  insured  to  furnish  com- 
pany proofs  of  loss  is  one  inserted  therein  for  benefit 
of  insurer,  and  one  which  it  may  waive.  1 1  was  Held^ 
that  a  waiver  of  proof  of  loss  may  be  made  before 
suit  brought  by  the  insurer's  unconditional  denial 
of  its  liability  for  the  loss;  or  it  may  be  waived  after 
suit  broght  by  the  company's  interposing  to  the  ac- 
tion a  defense  that  the  policy  was  not  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  loss.  Where  an  insurance  company, 
either  before  suit  brought  or  by  answer  in  the  ac- 
tion, denies  that  the  policy  was  in  force  when  the 
loss  occurred,  it  cannot  avail  itself  of  the  provi- 
sions in  the  policy  that  no  action  shall  be  brought 
until  sixty  days  after  receipt  of  proofs  of  loss  and 
adjustment.  Judgment  for  plaintiff  affirmed. — Ne- 
braska Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance.  — Agency — Misrepresentations — 
Question  for  Jury.  In  the  case  of  Daces  v.  the 
Aetna  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  it  was 
Ileld^  that  as  a  provision  in  a  policy  that  if  any 
broker  or  other  person  than  the  insured  should  pro- 
cure the  policy  he  should  be  deemed  the  agent  of 
the  insured  is  not  invalid  under  the  laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts; and  hence  the  question  whether  one 
acted  as  the  agent  of  the  insurer  or  of  the  insured 
must  be  determined  by  the  intention  of  the  parties, 
as  evidenced  by  the  policy  and  other  facts  submit- 
ted to  the  jury.  Where  the  policy  sued  on  pro- 
vided that  the  insured,  by  the  acceptance  of  the 
policy,  warranted  that  she  had  not  omitted  to  state 
to  the  company  any  'information  material  to  the 
risk,  it  is  immaterial  that  the  omission  was  the  re- 
sult of  accident  or  mistake.  Where  the  application 
for  insurance  failed  to  show  in  the  diagram  of  the 
buildings  to  be  insured,  either  a  one-story  building 
used  for  the  storage  of  paints,  or  a  railroad  track 
near  the  risk,  or  to  state  that  the  applicant  was  a 
woman,  and  it  was  represented  that  the  main  build- 
ing was  on  the  street,  when  it  was  130  feet  distant, 
with  buildings  between,  the  question  whether  it  was 
V  a  false  representation  of  matters  material  to  the  con- 
tract increasing  risk  of  loss  should  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  jury.  Verdict  set  aside.  —New  Hamp- 
shire Supreme  Court. 


Fire  Insurance. —  Title —  Waiver — Presumption. 
In  the  case  of  the  Phenix  of  Brooklyn  v.  Fuller  it 
was  Held^  that  where  no  inquiries  are  made  of  an 
insured  as  to  the  character  or  condition  of  his  title; 
where  he  makes  no  false  representation  as  to  the 
character  and  condition  of  his  title,  relying  upon 
which  the  company  is  induced  to  and  does  insure 
the  properly;  where  the  insured  has  an  in- 
surable interest  in  the  property;  the  company  ac- 
cepts and  retains  the  premiums,  and  a  loss  occurs — 
then  the  company  cannot  escape  liability  for  such 
loss,  because  of  she  fact  that  the  insured  at  the  date 
of  the  policy  wat  not  invested  with  an  absolute  and 
unincumbered  title  to  the  insured  property,  even 
though  the  policy  provides  it  shall  be  of  no  validity 
unless  the  title  of  the  insured  shall  be  uncondi- 
tional and  an  unincumbered  one;  and  in  such  case 
it  will  be  conclusively  presumed  against  the  com- 
pany it  intended  to  and  did  insure  the  interest 
which  the  insured  had  in  the  property,  and  waived 
the  provision  in  the  policy  providing  for  its  invalid- 
ity by  reason  of  the  imperfect  title  of  the  insured. 
In  reviewing  such  case  this  court  will  conclusively 
presume  that  the  trial  court  considered  all  the  com- 
petent evidence  before  it,  and  decided  all  the  ma- 
terial'and  necessary  issues  pre&ented,  though  from 
the  language  of  the  written  opinion  of  the  trial 
judge  (which  is  not  an  essential  part  of  the  record) 
the  contrary  should  be  made  to  appear. — Nebraska 
Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurance.  —  Waiver  of  Conditions — Resi- 
dence. In  the  case  of  the  German ia  Life  v.  Koeh- 
ler  it  was  shown  that  insured  told  agent  that  he 
was  going  to  move  to  forbidden  territory,  but  he 
accepted  the  money,  as  he  was  authorized  to  re- 
ceive premiums  when  due.  Held^  that  the  notice 
to  agent  was  notice  to  company  and  the  company 
waived  the  condition  as  to  residence  within  certain 
limits,  especially  where  policy  provided  that  prem- 
iums paid  before  such  breach  should  be  company's 
money  and  no  premiums  paid  after  such  breach 
were  returned.— Illinois  Supreme  Court. 

IJJe  Insurance.  —  Compulsion  in  Making  a  Bor- 
rower Take  Out  Ltfe  Insurance.  In  the  case  of 
the  Union  Central  Life  v.  Morrow  it  was  shown 
that  Morrow  made  application  to  a  life  insurance 
company  for  a  loan  of  Si, coo.  The  company  agreed 
to  make  the  loan,  but  required  as  a  condition  pre- 
cedent that  M.  should  take  out  an  insurance  on  his 
life  for  $2,500  on  the  ten-year  payment  plan  with 
premium  notes  containing  conditions  of  forfeiture. 
Ileld^  that  such  arrangement,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  security  for  the  loan  was  abundant  with- 
out the  insurance,  and  that  the  company  subse- 
quently treated  the  policy  as  of  no  consequence  in 
connection  therewith,  was  a  device  to  compass 
usury  and  the  whole  contract  was  vitiated  by  it;  but 
where  the  pleadings  do  not  present  such  issue  the 
court  is  not  authorized  to  afford  relief  on  such 
ground. — Ohio  Supreme  Court. 
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Life  Insurnce. — Waiver.  In  the  case  of  Hughes 
V.  the  Wisconsin  Odd  Fellows*  Mutual  Life  Asso- 
ciation it  was  shown  that  the  association's  officers 
and  the  beneficiary  under  a  policy  issued  to  a  mem- 
ber who  had  committed  suicide  met  several  times 
and  discussed  the  beneficiary's  claim,  with  the  ex- 
pectation of  adjusting  it,  and  the  beneficiary  ex- 
pended money  incidental  to  her  attendance  at  such 
meetings.  The  company  received  and  retained 
proofs  of  loss,  and  afterwards  paid  the  amount  of 
losses  on  two  other  policies  issued  to  the  same 
member.  Held^  that  the  company  did  not  waive 
the  forfeiture  caused  by  the  suicide.  Nor  did  it 
waive  such  forfeiture  as  a  matter  of  law,  because  it 
levied  an  assessment  to  replenish  the  policy  fund, 
as  its  charter  authorized  it  to  do  when  the  amount 
in  such  fund,  in  the  opinion  of  the  secretary,  was 
insufficient  to  pay  all  outstanding  losses,  and  be- 
cause the  notice  of  deaths  given  when  the  assess- 
ment was  made  included  the  name  of  the  insured, 
where  it  also  named  eleven  others,  and  i^  did  not 
appear  that  the  assessment  was  collected. — Wiscon- 
sin Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurance. — Contract — Payment  of  Prent- 
iums.  In  the  case  of  Stewart  v.  the  Union  Mu- 
tual Life  Insurance  Company  it  appeared  that  this 
action  was  on  policy  issued  by  defendant  to  one  S., 
subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  first  year's  prem- 
ium should  be  paid  on  delivery  of  the  policy,  that 
no  agent  should  have  power  to  alter  any  of  the 
terms  of  the  policy  or  waive  a  forfeiture,  and  that  it 
should  constitute  no  contract  of  insurance  until  the 
first  premium  should  have  been  paid  during  the  life 
of  the  applicant  in  the  same  condition  of  health  as 
when  he  applied.  The  policy  was  issued  by  a  gen- 
eral agent  of  the  company  who  solicited  S.  to  take 
the  insurance,  and  proposed  to  arrange  for  the 
premium  payment  so  as  to  be  mutually  satisfactory. 
When  the  policy  was  issued,  S.  delivered  to  the 
agent  a  note  for  the  amount  of  the  premium,  of  the 
maturity  of  which  he  was  afterwards  notified  by 
the  company's  cashier,  who  referred  to  it  as  a  note 
given  *Mn  settlement"  of  the  premium.  It  ap- 
peared that,  at  the  maturity  of  the  note,  S.  gave 
the  agent  a  check  for  the  amount,  which  the  agent 
held  for  some  days  and  then  deposited,  and  which 
was  returned  unpaid.  The  agent  wrote  to  S.  re- 
questing him  to  take  up  the  check,  and  S.  explained 
his  failure  to  protect  it  by  saying  he  had  been 
taken  sick,  and  promised  to  take  it  up  in  a  few 
days,  to  which  the  agent  agreed;  but  before  doing 
so  S.  died  of  the  illness  with  which  he  had  been 
attacked.  I/eid,  that  it  appeared  that  the  note  was 
accepted  by  the  company  in  payment  of  the  first 
year's  premium,  but  that,  at  all  events,  since  the 
company  knew,  through  the  knowledge  of  its 
agent,  that  it  was  represented  to  S.  that  he  had 
insurance,  and  was  to  have  credit  for  the  premium, 
it  must  be  presumed  to  have  waived  the  provision 
for  immediate  payment  of  the  premium,  or  to  have 
held  itself  estopped  to  set  it  up,  since  to  hold  oth- 
erwise would  impute  to  the  company  a  fraudulent 
intent  to  deliver  and  receive  pay  for  an  invalid  in- 
strument, and  such  intent  would  not  be  presumed. 
— New  York  Court  of  Appeals. 

Accident  Insurance. — Changes  of  Occupation — 
More  Hazardous.  In  the  case  of  Johnson  v.  the 
London  Guarantee  and  Accident,  policy  was  issued 


to  insured  upon  application  representing  that  ap- 
plicant was  '^engaged  in  the  business  or  occupa- 
tion of  secretary  and  treasurer  to  Hull  Bros.  Co., 
grocers.''  As  a  part  of  the  policy  he  agreed  *'that, 
if  injured  while  engaged  in  work  or  duty  classed  as 
more  hazardous  than  my  occupation  above  stated, 
I  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  only  such  amount  as 
the  premiums  paid  by  me  would  purchase  at  rates 
fixed  for  such  increased  hazards."  At  lime  of  ap- 
plication and  until  time  of  accident  he  resided  on 
farm.  Part  of  the  business  of  farm  was  raising  of 
cattle.  He  kept  a  bull.  Bull  broke  into  calf  pas- 
ture. He  saw  bull  in  pasture  and  went  to  drive 
him  out  and  bull  tossed  him.  He  testified  that  two 
men  were  employed  by  him  at  time  of  accident 
and  took  care  of  stock,  including  bull.  Held^  there 
was  sufficient  conflict  in  the  evidence  to  justify  the 
submission  of  the  question  of  change  of  occupation 
to  the  jury. — Michigan  Supreme  Court. 

Accident  Insurance. — Intoxication —  Reasonable 
Conditions.  In  the  case  of  Flint  v.  the  Travelers' 
Insurance  Company  the  application  contained  war- 
ranty, **.My  habits  are  correct  and  temperate,  and  I 
agree  that  the  policy  shall  not  cover  any  injury 
happening  through  or  while  under  the  influence  of 
intoxicating  drinks  or  narcotics."  Policy  further 
provided  that  the  insurance  did  not  cover  "disabil- 
ity resulting  wholly  or  partially,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, from  any  of  the  following  causes,  or  while 
so  engaged  or  affected;  disease  or  bodily  infirmity, 
hernia,  fits,  vertigo,  sleep-walking,  medical  treat- 
ment (except  amputation  necessitated  by  injuries, 
and  made  within  90  days  after  accident),  intoxica- 
tion or  narcotics,  voluntary  or  involuntary  taking 
of  poison  or  contact  with  poisonous  substances,  or 
inhaling  any  gas  or  vapor,  etc."  Insured  drank 
heavily  for  eight  or  ten  days  before  he  died.  The 
day  before  death  occurred,  when  on  the  verge  of 
delirum  tremens,  deceased  was  taken  to  a  sanita- 
rium, where  a  physician  administered  hypodermic- 
ally  several  doses  of  morphine,  the  last  dose  pro- 
ducing death.  Held^  the  company  was  not  liable, 
and  the  conditions  of  the  contract  reasonable. — 
Texas  Supreme  Court. 

Employers^  Liability  _  Insurance. — Payment  to 
Trustee -^Pleading.  In  the  case  of  the  American 
Employers'  Liability  Insurance  Company  v.  Sloss 
Iron  and  Steel  Company  it  was  Ileld^  that  where  a 
policy  of  accident  insurance,  issued  to  an  employer, 
stipulated  for  the  payment  of  specified  sums  to  the 
policy-holder,  **as  trustee,  for  the  benefit  of  any 
workman  injured,  and,  in  case  of  his  death,  his 
legal  representatives,"  the  sum  to  be  paid  in  the 
latter  event  being  one  year's  current  wages  of  de- 
ceased workman,  the  policy  further  providing  that 
no  person  except  such  employer  should  have 
against  the  insurance  company  any  action  or  claim, 
but  containing  nothing  indicating  any  intention 
whatever  by  the  parties  contracting  thereto  to  con- 
tract with  reference  to  an  escheat  to  the  state  in 
case  of  death  of  an  employe  without  heirs,  such 
employer,  suing  as  such  trustee,  could  not  main- 
tain 9pon  such  policy  an  action  against  the  com- 
pany for  the  year*s  wages  of  a  deceased  workman 
without  alleging  that  the  latter,  in  fact,  had  a  legal 
representative  or  representatives,  and  setting  forth 
his  name  or  their  names. — Georgia  Supreme  Court.

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Tables  01  Synding  oi  Insurance  Companies. 


The  tables  given  contain  the  names  of  the  companies,  location,  the  year  in 
which  they  began  business,  capital,  assets,  liabilities  and  surplus  as  to  policy-holders. 
As  this  magazine  is  printed  in  the  interest  of  the  policy-holders  it  was  not  con- 
sidered necessary  to  give  wha^t  is  called  the  net  surplus,  but  if  any  one  is  interested 
in  that  he  can  easily  obtain  it  by  subtracting  the  capital  given  from  the  surplus  as 
to  policy-holders.  It  will  be  noticed  that  a  few  of  the  companies  have  their  capital 
impaired.  The  amount  of  the  impairment  is  easily  obtained  by  comparing  the 
surplus  as  to  policy-holders  with  the  capital.  If  this  surplus  is  not  equal  to  the 
capital  an  impairment  is  evident  and  the  amount  of  such  impairment  is  the 
difference  between  the  two.  We  have  striven  to  give  those  having  lines  of  insur- 
ance to  place  the  cash  assets  of  the  companies,  and  have  eliminated  "stock  notes" 
and  the  like  from  the  amounts.  We  have  taken  the  figures  from  the  sworn  state- 
ments of  the  companies,  and  shall  prefer  always  to  correct  figures  in  accordance 
with  the  rulings  of  the  different  insurance  departments. 

In  the  case  of  the  mutual  fire  companies  we  give  simply  cash  assets  and  then 
the  net  amount  of  premium  notes  beyond.  Of  course  we  have  not  given  all  the 
farmers'  mutuals  in  the  different  states,  but  have  endeavored  to  put  in  those  com- 
panies that  are  striving  for  general  business.

It  is  announced  that  the  long-standing 
v/AT  between  Lloyds  and  the  Fidelity  & 
Casualty  Company  in  the  plate  glass 
business  is  ended  and  a  compact  signed. 


When  will  the  large  cities  committee 
of  the  Union  be  given  authority  to  clear 
up  the  atmosphere  in  the  "excepted 
cities?"  United  action  on  the  part  of 
the  leading  companies  seems  to  be 
lacking. 


Manager  Theo.  W.  Letton,  of  the 
Prussian  National,  knew  what  he  was 
talking  about  when  he  said  that  if  the 
non-union  companies  once  realized  the 
fact  that  their  highest  commission  would 
eventually  be  met  by  union  companies, 
they  would  readily  agree  to  some  uni- 
form basis  of  compensation. 


President  Batterson,  of  the  Trav- 
elers, has  written  an  able  article  for  the 
New  York  Independent  on  **The  Passing 
of  the  Monroe  Doctrine.*'  It  would 
appear  that  Mr.  Batterson  has  plenty  of 
time  to  devote  to  other  matters  besides 
insurance,  and  we  must  say  he  does 
well  whatever  he  undertakes. 


The  promotion  of  E.  H.  Carmack  to 
the  position  held  by  the  late  Ben  Wil- 
liams with  the  State  Mutual  Life  is 
heartily  approved  on  the  street.  Mr. 
Carmack  is  a  thoroughly  posted  life 
insurance  man,  and  entirely  capable, 
with  a  host  of  friends.  He  has  been  a 
long  time  in  the  business. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  New  York  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters,  on  the  15th  inst., 
the  war  tax  which  has  so  lately  passed 
both  houses  of  Congress  was  taken  up 
and  a  committee  appointed  to  prepare 
and  send  out  a  circular  explaining  the 
whole  matter  so  that  proper  action  can 
be  taken.  As  the  law  takes  effect  on 
the  I  St  of  July  it  may  be  cotisidered 
necessary  to  recall  those  policies  already 
out  for  July. 


Manager  Wiley  J.  Littlejohn  made 
no  mistake  when  he  appointed  Joseph 
H.  Lenehan  to  the  associate  manager- 
ship of  the  western  department  of  the 
North  British  and  Mercantile..  Mr. 
Lenehan  is  very  largely  responsible  for 
the  Palatine's  splendid  foot-hold  in  the 
West.  Personal  magnatism  and  unsel- 
fish loyalty  to  his  friends  are  leading 
characteristics  of  the  popular  president 
of  the  Fire  Underwriters'  Association  of 
the  Northwest, 
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Frank  Rogers  has  resigned  his  posi- 
tion as  insurance  manager  of  Swift's 
packing  houses.  Mr.  Rogers  was  form- 
erly western  manager  of  the  Merchants 
of  Newark. 


The  Shawnee  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Topeka  will  probably  make 
rates  for  the  companies  operating  in 
Kansas,  now  that  Czar  McNall  has 
deposed  Harrison  Clarkson,  the  rate- 
maker. 


Armstrong  generally  comes  out  on 
top  in  a  fight,  but  his  master  he  recently 
met  in  the  person  of  William  Reed,  a 
former  adjuster  of  the  Manhattan  Fire. 
The  discharged  employ^,  Reed,  left  his 
mark  of  victory  upon  his  victim — a  badly 
damaged  eye. 


The  rate  war  still  continues  in  New 
York  and  the  war  in  Cuba  is  not  pushed 
any  faster  nor  to  any  greater  length. 
What  do  you  think  of  a  4  cent  rate  for 
a  risk  with  a  40  per  cent  commission 
attachment?  That  is  the  latest.  To 
be  sure  it  was  written  on  jewelry  in 
safes,  but,  after  all,  is  it  not  a  burlesque 
on  the  fire  business. 


The  board  of  directors  of  the  German- 
American  Fire  Insurance  Company  on 
the  15th  inst.  elected  William  N.  Kre- 
mer  president  of  the  company  and  pro- 
moted Charles  G.  Smith  to  the  secre- 
taryship. Louis  F.  Demerich  still  keeps 
the  vice-presidency.  As  general  agent 
for  the  company's  middle  department 
for  ten  years,  Mr.  Kremer  made  an 
enviable  record  as  a  conservative  under- 
writer and  a  forceful  man  of  affairs. 
Although  Mr.  Demerich  may  not  be  a 
fuUfleged  underwriter,  he  has  long  been 
a  close  student  of  the  business.  As  a 
financier  he  is  a  recognized  authority. 


The  interesting  pamphlet  on  "War 
Risks,"  by  E.  B.  Phelps  of  ^'Thrift,''  a 
copy  of  which  we  have  received,  is  a 
timely  statement  of  useful  and  instruct- 
ive information  that  every  one  will  be 
glad  to  read. 


There  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  rein- 
sure the  Firemen's  Fire  of  Boston,  and 
while  a  very  respectable  minority  of  the 
stockholders  are  anxious  to  continue 
business,  still,  it  generally  proves  true 
that  once  a  company  gets  on  the  way  to 
reinsure,  it  becomes  an  accomplished 
fact  in  a  very  little  time. 


The  next  annual  convention  of  insur- 
ance commissioners  will  be  held  in  Mil- 
waukee on  the  13th  of  September.  Mr. 
Fricke  has  elaborated  a  program  for  the 
occasion  which  exceeds  all  other  efforts 
in  this  line  that  have  ever  been 
attempted,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but 
that  if  the  speakers  tell  all  they  know 
about  the  subjects  allotted  them  there 
will  be  quite  a  blow  on  the  Jakes  about 
the  middle  of  September.  Get  your 
storm  flag  ready. 


While  the  tax  on  fire  insurance  poli- 
cies is  not  considered  by  mahy  as 
unreasonable,  the  method  of  collecting 
the  same  is  thought  to  be  open  to  crit- 
icism. The  system  of  graduated  stamps, 
the  value  of  which  would  equal  the  one 
and  one-half  per  cent  tax  on  the  premium, 
it  is  thought,  will  prove  to  be  an  awk- 
ward arrangement  and  one  which  will 
require  much  care  and  clerical  labor. 
It  would  have  been  better  to  levy  the 
tax  on  the  gross  premium  income  of 
each  company  and  it  would  have  been 
much  easier  to  arrive  at  the  result  and 
it  would  have  yielded  quite  as  much 
income.  The  final  cutting  out  of  all 
discrimination  against  foreign  companies 

is  approved  by  most  of  tbeunderwritafs. 
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Robert  Jardine,  the  secretary  of  the 
Protection  and  Mill  Owners  Mutual, 
has  got  into  trouble  in  Milwaukee  for 
seeking  business  for  his  companies 
without  having  a  license.  Commissioner 
Fricke  had  him  arrested  and  put  in 
durance  vile. 


The  death  of  President  E.  L.  Allen, 
of  the  German-American  Fire  Insurance 
Company,  came  to  us  as  a  sudden  visi- 
tation. We  had  not  known  that  he  was 
sick  until  after  the  announcement  of  his 
death.  In  many  ways  Mr.  Allen  was  a 
remarkable  man,  and  in  every  way  he 
stood  high  in  his  profession.  He  occu- 
pied many  prominent  positions  with  the 
very  best  companies  and  he  endeared 
himself  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact  by  his  gentlemanly  way  of  doing 
things.  His  Chicago  friends  will  par- 
ticularly mourn  his  loss. 


There  always  will  be  trouble  with 
acetylene  gas,  just  as  long  as  its  use  is 
allowed.  It  has  always  proved  a  dan- 
gerous thing,  and  the  report  of  Inspector 
McDevitt  on  calcium  carbide  is  timely 
and  should  receive  attention.  A  lot  of 
calcium  carbide  was  stored  in  ^  building 
which  was  partially  destroyed  by  fire  in 
Philadelphia.  This  stuff  was  removed 
after  the  fire,  but  in  some  way  burst 
open,  and,  of  course,  then  came  an 
explosion.  He  says  that  **lt  may  be 
well  to  state  that  at  the  first  the 
building  in  which  the  carbide  was  stored 
was  threatened,  being  on  fire  at  the 
roof,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  had  the 
roof  or  upper  floors  of  the  building 
(where  the  carbide  was  stored)  been 
allowed  to  burn,  and  consequently  melt 
the  sealing  of  the  cases,  more  serious 
consequences  would  have  resulted  in 
the  attempt  to  extinguish  the  fire  in  that 
building." 


William  Bell,  joint  manager  of  the 
New  York  branch  of  the  Palatine  Insur- 
ance Company,  died  in  New  York  on 
the  30th  of  June,  from  ptomaine  poison- 
ing. He  had  been  in  this  country  some 
four  years,  coming  from  the  head  office 
of  the  company  in  Manchester.  He  was 
a  native  of  Belfast,  Ireland,  and  was  edu- 
cated in  that  city.  His  first  connection 
with  fire  insurance  was  with  the  Belfast 
Fire,  which  was  reinured  in  the  Standard 
of  London,  and  Mr.  Bell  was  transferred 
to  London  in  the  reinsuring  company. 
Upon  the  retirement  of  the  Standard  he 
was  made  foreign  superintendent  of  the 
United  Fire  and  joined  the  Palatine 
when  the  business  was  merged  in  the 
latter  company.  He  was  forty-eight 
years  old. 


There  has  been  a  committee  ap- 
pointed of  the  former  members  of  the 
late  Star  Accident  Association  of  this 
city  to  fight  the  assessment  that  the 
court  has  ordered  to  settle  up  with  their 
claimants.  This  committee  proposes  to 
employ  legal  talent  with  which  to  make 
the  fight,  but,  all  the  same,  we  think 
that  in  the  end  they  must  pay,  and, 
besides,  they  ought  to  pay.  Any  man 
who  goes  into  an  assessment  company 
joins  a  mutual  arrangement  in  which, 
whether  he  is  aware  of  it  or  not,  he 
agrees  to  carry  the  other  members'  bur- 
dens, and  if  he  dies  or  is  killed  or 
injured  before  the  association  comes  to 
an  end,  the  other  members  should  pay 
the  claim,  and  for  the  same  reason  he 
must  pay  his  share  of  the  claims  out- 
standing. This  is  certainly  the  opinion 
of  the  courts  in  most  of  the  states  and 
we  think  it  is  in  Illinois,  although  there 
has  been  an  opinion  to  the  contrary 
held  in  one  of  the  courts  in  one  case. 
Let  them  pay  up  and  do  the  fair  thing 
in  equity.  ^  ^ 
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Where  are  those  people  who  have 
always  held  that  office  furniture  should 
be  counted  in  any  company's  assets? 
Let  them  stan<}  forth  and  note  while  we 
recite  to  them  the  fact  that  the  furniture 
of  the  Guarantor's  brought  a  little  over 
two  thousand  dollars  at  a  sale  the  other 
day  while  in  the  statement  it  figured  at 
129,318.65. 


Manager  T.  F.  Barry,  of  the  Globe 
Mutual  Life  of  Chicago,  in  a  circular 
which  he  sent  out  makes  a  bid  for  the 
industrial  business  of  Chicago  and  the 
western  cities.  He  will  attempt  to  form 
a  stock  company  which  will  have  money 
enough  to  handle  this  business  success- 
f\illy.  Mr.  Barry  is  entirely  competent 
tq  manage  such  a  company,  and,  with 
care,  it  can  be  made  a  great  success. 


The  jury  in  the  case  of  Hadley  z/.  the 
Provident  Savings  awarded  the  widow  a 
judgment  for  $25,000,  the  amount  of 
insuCjiince  on  the  life  of  Frank  Hadley, 
with  interest.  The  case  is  a  peculiar 
one  and  is  involved  with  the  change  of 
ownership  of  the  stock  of  the  company. 
The  company  claimed  that  the  excessive 
use  of  alcoh6lic  stimulants  was  a  suffi- 
cient cause  for  it  to  resist  the  payment 
of  the  claim,  and  it  is  believed  will 
appeal  the  case  to  a  higher  court.  Mr. 
Hadley,  it  is  said,  furnished  the  money 
with  which  to  buy  the  stock  in  the 
recent  change,  and  while  it  is  urged  that 
the  present  management  ought  to  have 
known  all  about  his  habits  we  do  not 
see  that  the  question  could,  or  ought  to 
be,  decided  on  any  such  ground,  as  the 
application  is  the  proper  and  only  thing 
which  should  decide  the  case,  and  if 
Hadley  stated  in  that  that  he  was  not  a 
drinking  man,  while  he  did  use  alcohol 
to  excess,  the  written  contract  should 
settle  the  case  and  not  any  extraneous 
testimony. 


The  Missouri  Supreme  Court  "has 
decided  that  a  local  fire  insurance  agf  nt 
has  prima  facia  power  to  waive  proof  of 
loss.  The  Phenix  Insurance  Company 
was  sued  by  J.  A.  Nickell  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  loss  by  fire  of  a  photograph 
gallery  in  Marteeline,  in  Linn  County, 
which  was  insured  in  the  defendant 
company.  The  loss  was  duly  acknowl- 
edged by  the  local  agent;  the  company, 
however,  was  not  notified  by  plaintiff 
until  after  thirty  days  had  elapsed,  the 
time  in  which  to  make  proof  of  loss. 
The  finding  of  the  court  was  that  it  is 
the  agent  and  not  the  company  that 
makes  the  contract  for  indemnity.  The 
company  paid  the  loss. 


The  committee  of  the  Western  Union 
that  has  the  large  cities  in  charge  had  a 
full  meeting  in  Chicago  the  other  day, 
and  there  is  much  interest  to  know  just 
what  is  to  be  done.  Some  underwriters 
are  in  favor  of  letting  the  large  cities 
take  care  of  themselves,  while  others, 
and  the  majority,  think  that  they  need 
more  looking  after  than  ever  before. 
This  excepted  cities  committee  always 
has  had  a  difficult  task,  and  at  present, 
with  the  **break  up'*  in  New  York,  their 
work  is  still  more  arduous.  The  fact  is 
that  with  so  many  different  conflicting 
interests,  unless  there  is  much  bearing 
and  forbearing,  there  is  a  great  chance 
for  a  wreck  of  the  whole  matter. 

Of  course,  the  chances  are  that  what- 
ever action  is  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee will  be  defeated,  as  there  is 
intense  feeling  on  the  question,  and  the 
companies  are  willing  to  submit  to  dic- 
tation from  their  agents  in  their  desire 
to  control  more  business. 

This  state  of  affairs  make^  the  sit- 
uation serious,  and  perhaps  it  will 
become  necessary  to  go  through  a  sheol 
of  a  time  to  get  around  to  a  place  which 

ought  to  be  occupied  to-df 
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BEN    WILLIAMS. 

'T'HE  funeral  of  Ben  Williams,  so 
-^  notable  a  figure  in  life  insurance, 
was  held  at  his  late  residence  5222 
Jefferson  avenue  on  Tuesday,  May  the 
24th. 

Mr.  Williams  was  born  in  England 
September  28th,  1844,  but  came  to  this 
country  while  yet  a  young  man.  His 
first  connection  with  life  insurance  was 
in  the  Missouri  Mutual  Life,  of  which 
company  he  was  secretary  at  the  time 
of  its  reinsurance  in  the  Mound  City 
Life,  and  from  that  to  the  St.  Louis 
Life.  Mr.  Williams  rendered  efficient 
service  to  the  combined  companies  as 
manager  of  agencies,  and  when  the  St. 
Louis  Life  was  reinsured  in  the  Life 
Association  of  America  Mr.  Williams 
was  one  of  the  most  active  managers  of 
agencies  of  this  latter  company.  He 
was,  for  a  short  time,  connected  with 
the  New  York  Life,  and  lived  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa. 

John  E.  DeWitt  recognized  Mr.  Wil- 
liams' ability,  and  he  was  made  manager 
of  agencies  of  the  Union  Mutual  Life, 
with  which  company  he  contmued  until 
he  accepted  the  position  of  manager  of 
the  western  department  of  the  State 
Mutual  Life  of  Worcester,  Mass. 

He  took  always  an  active  part  in 
association  work  of  the  life  underwriters, 
both  local  and  national,  and  for  three 
years  was  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  National  Association. 
He  was  president  of  the  Life  Under- 
writers' Club  during  the  World's  Fair 
year. 

With  all  the  attributes  which  make  a 
popular  man,  he  was  sympathetic,  gen- 
ous,  and  kind-hearted. 

We  first  met  him  in  St.  Louis  in  1872 
and  knew  him  intimately,  until  his 
death,  during  all  the  years  since.  We 
ever  found  him  a  man  thoroughly  posted 


in  his  profession,  active  in  pushing  his 
company's  interests,  a  good  compai>ion 
and  a  true  friend. 

The  funeral  services  were  conducted 
at  the  residence  by  the  Rev.  Charles  H. 
Bixby,  of  St.  Paul's  Protestant  Episco^ 
pal  church,  and  were  » attended  by  a 
large  body  of  friends,  including  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  the  Life 
Underwriters'  Association  of  Chicago. 
Among  the  mass  of  flowers  and  floral 
emblems  sent  from  all  parts  of  the 
country  were  a  very  beautiful  wreath, 
from  the  National  Association  of  Life 
Underwriters,  and  a  broken  column, 
from  the  local  association.  The  active 
pall  bearers  were  E.  H.  Carmack,  H^ 
8.  Dale,  J.  W.  Janney,  W.  N.  Sattley, 
George  F.  Schilling  and  George  L^ 
Wrenn,  and  the  honorary  pall  bearers, 
R.  G.  Clarke,  C.  H.  Ferguson,  George 
Hoyt,  C.  E.  Morrell,  Edward  Smith 
and  T.  A.  Wright.  The  body  was 
interred  at  Oakwoods  cemetery. 


THB  WAR  TAX  ON  LIFB  IN8URANCB. 
A  S  the  bill  has  now  become  a  law  it  is 
-**'  hardly  worth  while  to  inveigh 
against  it,  but  to  show  how  it  hits  life 
insurance  we  quote  from  an  article  by 
Col.  Nat  Tyler  in  the  Washington  Post: 
''The  income-tax  law  of  1894  levied  a 
tax  of  2  per  cent  annually  on  the  net 
profits  or  income  of  life  insurance  com- 
panies to  avoid  the  rulings  of  the 
Supreme  Court  on  that  law,  the  present 
war-revenue  bill  avoids  all  use  of  the 
word  'income,'  and  uses  that  of  special 
excise  taxes.  But  the  principle  on 
which  the  two  bills  rest  is  practically 
the  same — to  tax  the  business  of  the 
country.  To  include  life  insurance  in 
the  same  classification  for  excise  tax^ 
ation,  with  fire,  marine  and  accident, 
shows  a  want  of  knowledge  of  the  prin- 
ciples upon  which  the  different  classes 
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of  iii«iirtnce  are  founded.  A  life  insur- 
ItBfte  premium  is  not  a  sum  of  money 
fixed  by  cost  or  expenses.  It  is,  orig- 
tOsUy  a  sum  of  money  ascertained  for 
eftcb  age  from  twenty  to  sixty-five  by  a 
malheiiiatical  formula  with  a  mortality 
factor,  scientifically  exact,  and  cannot 
be  diminished  in  amount  without  serious 
alftbarrassment  in  the  future. 

'<To  that  basic  sum  there  is  added  a 
^loading'  for  expenses  which  experience 
in  Ih6  business  has  fixed.  That  load- 
ing/ made  years  ago,  did  not  contem- 
plate war  taxes  by  the  United  States, 
a«d  morever  all  'loading'  for  taxes  has 
been  exhausted  by  the  excessive  taxes 
of  the  states.  These  two  sums — the 
basic  and  the  'loading'  together — make 
up  the  premium  which  must  be  charged 
ftttd  collected  for  insurance  for  each  age; 
the  basic  sum  must  be  invested  each 
j^ear  and  accumulated  at  compound 
interest  lo  meet  the  policy  at  maturity. 
In  insurance  language  it  is  known  as 
reserve — and  the  laws  of  the  states 
guard  it.  The  senate's  amendment,  if 
peraieted  in,  will  diminish  that  sum  by 
jj(  of  I  per  cent,  and  by  a  stamp  tax  of 
10  cents  on  each  f  loo  or  $i  on  each 
$  1,000  of  insurance.  Small  as  these 
sums  may  seem,  they  nevertheless 
diminish  the  sum  of  money  which  the 
formula  and  the  laws  of  the  states 
require  to  be  invested  annually  to  secure 
the  safety  of  the  company  in  the  future. 

<<The  income  tax  law  of  1894  taxed 
the  net  profits;  the  senate's  amendment 
tmces  the  gross  premiums;  the  former 
reduced  the  annual  returns;  the  latter 
endangers  the  future  safety  of  the  com- 
panies. The  senate  committee  did  not 
intend  to  endanger  the  future  safety  of 
the  life  insurance  companies,  but  only 
to  raise  revenue  by  diminishing  tem- 
porarily the  returns  of  life  insurance. 
That  end  can  be  safely  accomplished 
by  striking  out  the  word  'life'  in  line  18, 


page  60,  and  adding  after  the  words 
'United  States,'  in  line  2,  page  61,  a 
provision  'that  every  life  insurance  com- 
pany shall  pay  a  special  annual  excise 
tax  equivalent  to  >^  of  i  per  cent  on  the 
amounts  of  receipts  from  all  sources, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  reserves 
required  by  the  law  of  the  state  which 
incorporated  the  company. '  " 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Supreme 
Court  will  knock  this  part  of  the  meas- 
ure out. 


INDUSTRIAL  INSURANCE. 
IT  is  indeed  wonderful  that  there 
^  should  be  any  one  cranky  and  per- 
verse enough  at  this  late  day  to  take 
exception  to  the  noble  work  done  by  the 
companies  in  the  industrial  field.  But 
such  is  the  crookedness  of  some  men's 
views  of  matters  and  things  that  they 
see  evil  where  only  good  abounds. 

But  we  are  glad  to  say  that  these 
people  who  are  thus  perverse  are  grow- 
ing smaller  in  numbers  and  in  a  few 
years  we  are  in  hopes  that  they  will 
entirely  disappear.     Speed  the  day! 

In  his  last  report  Commissioner 
Fricke  pays  this  kind  of  insurance  the 
highest  kind  of  a  compliment  and  we 
wish  to  record  his  words.     He  says: 

"No  class  of  insurance  has  done  more 
for  the  people,  or  shows  a  more  wonder- 
ful growth,  than  does  industrial  insur- 
ance. It  has  done  more  to  encourage 
thrift  and  diminish  poverty  than  any 
other  class  of  insurance,  and  though  it 
has  only  reached  the  age  of  manhoods 
21  years,  its  policy-holders  in  this 
country  number  close  on  to  8,000,000, 
and  during  its  twenty-one  years  of  ser- 
vice it  has  paid  more  than  one  hundred 
millions  of  dollars  into  the  humble 
homes  of  our  people.  The  amount  of 
industrial  insurance  carried  in  the 
United  States  represents  the  enormous 
sum  of  f  1,000,000,000,  andr^ccording  to 
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the  reports  of  the  two  companies  trans- 
acting this  class  of  insurance  in  Wiscon- 
sin 539491  policies  are  in  force  in  this 
state,  representing  {6,490,628  of  insur- 
ance. The  fair  dealing  of  these  com- 
panies is  best  shown  by  the  fact  that 
m  three  years  but  two  complaints  were 
received  by  the  department,  which  were 
immediately  adjusted  when  brougtit  to 
the  notice  of  the  companies.  In  no 
class  of  companies  are  policy-holders 
more  fairly  treated,  and  from  no  class  of 
insurance  does  the  community  or  state 
derive  greater  benefit;  it  encourages  fru- 
gality and  economy  in  the  small  weekly 
and  monthly  sums  set  aside,  often  by 
denial  of  necessities,  that  in  the  time  of 
bereavement  and  need,  dependence  may 
be  had  upon  the  savings  placed  with  the 
company,  rather  than  upon  public  or 
private  charity.  The  growth  of  indus- 
trial insurance  in  the  United  States 
typifies  sturdy,  honest  American  man- 
hood and  womanhood  for  it  means 
independence  and  self-reliance,  and  this 
class  of  insurance  should  receive  every 
aid  and  encouragement  from  the  state 
as  one  of  the  most  useful  factors  of  our 
social  economy."

ance.  In  Chicago  particularly  the  blaa# 
that  destroyed  the  city  in  1871  is  held 
up  as  something  to  avoid,  if  possible,  of 
to  render  harmless  by  insuring  aU 
one's  property  in  sound,  solvcnl  com- 
panies who  can  pay  one  hundred  centft 
on  a  dollar  when  another  sucli  fire 
sweeps  tarver  the  prairies  and  licks  u|p' 
still  another  city. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  to  those 
who  saw  this  awful  sight  the  cry  of 
"fire"  brings  with  it  some  such  visiofl 
as  that  of  former  years,  but  it  remained 
for  a  gentleman  on  the  other  side  of  th6 
ocean — the  sub-manager  of  the  Londoa 
and  Lancashire  Fire — to  point  out  the 
peculiar  and  far  reaching  effects  of  th^fl^ 
disasters.     He  said: 

"Conflagrations  are  unquestionably 
the  salt  of  our  business;  without  them  it 
it  would  lose  half  its  charm.  They  are 
our  fertilizers;  they  impart  new  life  and 
vitality  into  ground  which,  perhaps,  ha$ 
been  getting  sodden  and  stale;  they 
stimulate  growth,  they  are  like  'bread 
thrown  on  the  waters,'  coming  back  t^ 
u6  again  a  hundredfold.  They  consti- 
tute the  finest  advertisement  —  the 
strongest  vindication — which  a  ^re  insur- 
ance company  can  possibly  desire. 
They  demonstrate  to  the  laity,  to  those 
outside  the  pale  of  our  profession,  that, 
whatever  immunity  we  may  enjoy  for  a 
time — whether  it  is  for  five  or  ten  years 
— we  are  never  safe  from  the  possit)ility 
of  a  fire  which  may  cut  a  large  sli|:e  out 
of  a  great  city.  But  what  would  our 
fire  insurance  history  be  without  con- 
flagrations? If  they  were  barred,  the 
obvious  result  would  be  an  intensifying 
of  competition  consequent  upon  thfD 
greater  security,  and  an  inevitable  slip-

VAN  CLEAVE  ON  THE  SITUATION. 

T   R.  B.  VAN  CLEAVE,  in  his  first 
^  •    annual  report  as  superintendent  of, 
insurance  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  sums 
up  the  fire  insurance  situation  as  follows; 

Mention  was  made  in  the.  last  report 
of  the  suit  brought  by  the  attorney-fgen- 
eral  in  the  nan^  ot  the  People  of  the; 
State  of  Illinois  v,  John  A.  Barnes,  for 
acting  as  agent  of  certain  Lloyds  asso- 
ciations, which  had  not  complied  with 
the  insurance  laws  of  this  state,  and  had 
not  been  licensed  thereunder  to  transact 
business.  Judgment  in  favor  of  the 
state  had  been  rendered  in  the  circuit 
court  of  Cook  county  and  the  case 
appealed  to  the  supreme  court.  The 
decision  of  the  supreme  court  has  since 
been  rendered,  reversing  the  judgment 
of  the  lower  court.  It  is  a  matter  of 
regret  that  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of 
this  state  were  not  found  to  be  sufficient 
to  require  individual  underwriters  who 
undertake  to  sell  their  policies  of  insur- 
ance to  citizeiTs  of  this  state,  to  disclose 
their  financial  ability  to  meet  their  obli- 
gations, and  sufficient  to  otherwise  pro- 
tect policy-holders  in  their  dealings  with 
them,  to  the  same  extent  as  corporations 
and  partnerships.  Until  the  legislature 
shall  see  fit  to  amend  the  laws  to  meet 
this  condition,  those  who  deal  with 
underwriters  of  this  class,  whose  finan- 
cial ability  is  unknown,  and  who  in 
some  cases  are  irresponsible,  must  do 
so  at  their  own  risk  and  upon  their  own 
responsibility. 

The  operation  of  underwriters'  agen- 
cies and  the  issuance  of  so  called  under- 
writers' policies  by  fire  insurance  com- 
panies had  attained  such  proportions 
during  the  past  few  years,  by  the 
multiplicity  of  such  "annexes,"  as  to 
become  important  and  serious  features 
in  legitimate  underwriting,  requiring  the 
consideration  of  this  department.  The 
question  of  the  right  under  the  laws  of 
this  state  of  incorporated  companies  to 
carry  on  operations  in  this  manner  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  depart- 
ment in  such  manner  as  to  require  the 
decision  or  ruling  of  the  superintendent 
therepn. 

In  some  cases  policies  were  issued  by 
several  companies  in  which  they  were 
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severally  liable  for  specified  shares  of 
the  whole  amount. 

And  in  still  other  cases  policies  were 
issued  by  a  single  company  under  the 
the  designation  of  underwriters'  policies. 
All  of  the  companies  thus  operating 
were  issuing,  in  addition,  their  individ- 
ual policies  in  their  own  proper  names. 
The  names  used  most  prominently  on 
these  policies  and  used  to  designate 
them,  the  names  used  in  conducting  the 
business,  on  the  blanks,  literature  and 
advertisements,  were  chiefly  and  most 
prominently  the  names  assumed  for  such 
underwriters'  agencies  and  not  the 
corporate  names  of  the  companies.  The 
superintendent  gave  very  careful  exam- 
ination and  consideration  to  the  questions 
involved  and  reached  the  conclusion  that 
business  carried  on  in  this  manner  was 
not  permitted  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 
It  was  found  to  be  a  well  settled  prin- 
ciple of  law,  supported  by  recognized 
authorities,  that  corporations  can  not 
form  partnerships  unless  expressly 
authorized  by  law.  No  authority  to  do 
so  was  found  in  the  statutes  of  this 
state,  nor  did  it  appear  that  the  charters 
of  the  companies,  or  the  laws  of  the 
states  where  the  companies  were  organ- 
ized, conferred  authority  to  do  so.  The 
provision  in  the  insurance  laws  of  this 
state  referring  to  joint  policies,  which 
reads  "And  in  case  two  or  more  com- 
panies shall  combine  and  effect  insur- 
ance under  a  joint  policy,  each  and 
every  company  shall  pay  the  fees  pro- 
vided herein,  the  same  as  if  each 
company  wrote  separate  and  distinct 
policies,"  is  regulative  in  its  charter  and 
is  not  an  enabling  provision. 

As,  therefore,  no  authority  to  form 
partnerships  was  found  to  exist,  the 
superintendent  ruled  that  companies 
could  only  combine  and  issue  joint 
policies  provided  such  combinations  and 
the  issuing  of  such  policies  did  not  con- 
stitute partnership  contracts.  He  further 
concluded  that  combinations  in  which 
the  premium  receipts  constituted  a  com- 
mon fund  from  which  losses  and  ex- 
penses of  the  business  were  paid  and 
the  net  profits  shared  among  the  com- 
panies composing  the  combination, 
constituted  partnerships  of  such  cor- 
porations and  were  in  violation  of  law. 

The  use  of  other  names  than  the  cor- 


porate names  of  the  companies,  for  des- 
ignating such  combinations  or  agencies, 
in  the  issuing  of  the  policies,  in  the 
signs  and  advertisements  and  for  the. 
purpose  of  soliciting  and  procuring  more 
business  for  the  companies,  which  was 
admitted  to  be  one  of  the  purposes,  was 
held  to  be  in  violation  of  section  220  of 
the  Criminal  Code  of  this  state,  which 
restricts  incorporated  companies  to  the 
use  of  their  own  proper  corporate  names 
in  soliciting  and  procuring  business. 
As  soon  as  the  ruling  of  the  department 
became  known  the  companies  engaged 
in  transacting  business  of  this  character 
showed  a  readiness  to  comply  with  it, 
and  set  about  reforming  their  policies 
and  methods  with  gratifying  promptness.

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature 
an  act  was  passed  empowering  fire 
inspectors  in  cities  of  five  hundred 
thousand  and  over  to  investigate  the 
cause,  origin  and  circumstances  of  fires, 
and  to  examine  persons  under  oath  in 
reference  to  the  origin  of  fires.  This 
act  went  into  force  July  i,  1897. 

It  is  also  made  the  duty  of  the  fire 
inspector  to  report  to  the  insurance 
superintendent,  as  he  shall  require,  his 
proceeding  and  progress  made  in  ail 
prosecutions  of  arson,  and  the  result  of 
all  cases  which  are  finally  disposed  of. 
While  investigations  of  fires  were  pre- 
viously made  by  the  inspector,  this  act 
conferred  on  him  the  additional  author- 
ity to  examine  persons  under  oath 
respecting  the  origin  of  fires.  The  re- 
port of  the  inspector  shows  that  during 
the  year  1897  the  causes  of  220  fires 
were  investigated.  The  number  of  per- 
sons arrested  was  ten,  and  the  number 
of  persons  indicted  seven. 

The  inspector  says  in  his  report, 
"Upon  investigating  thirty  of  the  above 
fires  I  summoned  and  examined  thirty- 
six  people  under  oath  in  reference  to 
the  origin  of  fires.  In  several  cases  the 
examination  disclosed  the  true  cause  of 
the  fires.  The  fire  inspector's  law  passed 
by  the  last  legislature  has  been  of  great 
assistance  to  this  branch  of  the  service." 

As  so  large  a  percentage  of  the  total 
losses  sustained  is  due  to  incendiarism 
or  to  causes   of   such    character    as    to 
amount  to  criminal  carelessness,  a  meas-. 
ure  which  facilities  the  discovery  of  such 
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•G^uaes,  the  punishment  of  the  offender, 
and  the  consequent  diminution  of  such 
•causes,  is  directly  in  the  interest  of  the 
honest  insurer,  the  community  at  large, 
and  the  insuring  company.  As  this  law 
has  been  in  force  only  six  months,  its 
full  benefit  has  doubtless  not  yet  been 
felt.  That  it  has  proven  of  great  assist- 
ance to  this  branch  of  the  service  in 
Chicago  justifies  its  enactment. 


THE    PENN    MUTUAL    LIFE    AGENCY 
MEETING. 

T^HE  association  of  the  Penn  Mutual 
^  Life  agents  is  one  of  the  most  not- 
able in  this  country.  The  last  meeting 
at  Richmond,  Va.,  on  the  17th,  i8th  and 
igth  of  May,  was  quite  up  to  the  stand- 
ard, which  has  been  raised  so  high  dur- 
ing previous  years.  One  hundred  and 
twenty  field  men  of  the  Penn  joined  in 
making  this  meeting  a  rousing  one,  and 
the  benefit  of  the  instruction  received 
and  the  enjoyment  in  which  all  partici- 
pated will  be  far  reaching.  The  Jeffer- 
son Hotel,  in  Richmond,  was  the  place 
of  gathering,  and  its  many  comforts 
afforded  made  it  an  almost  ideal  house 
for  such  a  convention. 

Besides  seeing  all  the  beauties  of 
Richmond  itself  the  association  made  a 
visit  down  the  James  river  to  all  the 
historic  spots  and  took  luncheon  at 
"Westover"  a  stately  mansion  on  the 
James,  the  property  of  Major  H.  H. 
Drewry,  who  kindly  offered  the  hospi- 
tality of  his  home.

THE    REPORT    QF    THQ    SXAI^INATION 

OF   THE  MUTUAL   RE8BRV6   FUND 

LIFE    ASSOCIATION. 

THE  report  of  the  superintendent  of 
insurance  of  the  state  of  New  York 
of  the  examination  of  this  association 
shows  many  queer  facts.  The  Mutual 
Reserve  Fund,  which  began  business 
some  seventeen  years  ago,  finds  itself 
with  about  100,000  policies  in  force, 
aggregating  some  three  hundred  millions 
of  insurance. 

Upon  about  one-third  of  its  entire 
membership,  taken  as  a  class,  there  is 
found  to  be  a  deficiency,  as  between 
the  amounts  contributed  by,  and  the 
amounts  payable  to,  beneficiaries,  of 
1852,876.76  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1897.  The  policy-holders  to  whom  this 
deficiency  pertains,  are  those  who  be- 
came members  from  its  commencement 
to  about  July,  1890,  and  known  as  the 
''fifteen  year  class"  on  account  of  the 
form  of  policy  issued  to  them.  This 
class  was  carried  up  to  the  year  1887  on 
the  basis  of  rates  established  at  age  of 
entry.  This  rate  was  increased  in 
August,  1895,  by  one-half  the  table 
rates  established  from  age  of  entry  to 
allowed  age.  This  examination  shows, 
however,  that  notwithstanding  such 
increases,  the  accumulated  deficiency 
to  the  31st  of  December,  1897,  amount- 
ed to  the  sum  mentioned  above,  I852,- 
876.76,  and  in  the  endeavor  to  make 
this  class  self-sustaining  the  association 
has  raised  the  rates  to  attained  age  in 
1898. 

It  certainly  was  evident  that  some 
increase  was  absolutely  necessary.  Of 
course  this  raise  has  not  been  borne  by 
the  policy-holders  without  an  emphatic 
protest,  as  naturally  they  think  that 
they  have  some  interest  in  the  reserve 
fund,  as  they  have  been  told  that  they 
have  all  the  time. 

The  actuary  who  was  engaged  in  the 
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examination  was  directed  to  compare 
the  assessments  paid  with  the  table  cost 
of  the  insurance.  Although,  in  the  qal* 
culation,  the  actuary  treated  the  annual 
dues  and  admission  fees  as  part  of  the 
assessments,  his  report  shows  that  the 
total  amount  paid  by  the  persistent 
members  of  the  ''fifteen  year  class" 
falls  short  of  the  amount  of  the  tabular 
mortuary  cost,  and  in  this  connection,  it 
must  be  remembered,  there  was  added 
the  increased  rates,  and  the  further  fact 
that  the  annual  dues  were  increased  in 
1887  from  two  dollars  to  three  dollars 
per  thousand  insured. 

In  the  case  of  the  "ten  year  class" 
and  the  '*five  year  class"  the  assessments 
and  dues  proved  to  be  more  than  suffi- 
cient. This  is  taken  as  proof  that  the 
reserve  accumulations  belong  to  the  five 
and  ten  year  classes  and  are  not  avail- 
able for  losses  in  the  fifteen  year  class. 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  the  business 
of  the  association  in  its  earlier  years  was 
done  on  the  "hit  or  miss"  plan  and  the 
management  was  densely  ignorant  as  to 
what  the  result  would  be,  nor  did  it 
much  ^are.  The  superintendent  says 
of  the  management  at  that  time  that  it 
showed  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  ele- 
mentary principles  of  life  insurance. 
He  could  have  said  still  harder  things 
but  he  omits  so  to  do. 

As  to  the  claim  that  the  Mutual 
Reserve  Fund  can  furnish  insurance  for 
less  cost  than  legal  reserve  companies 
the  superintendent  says: 

**I  consider  it  proper  to  call  attention, 
by  way  of  criticism,  to  that  which,  in 
my  opinion,  has  caused  many  of  those 
becoming  members  of  this  association  to 
fail  to  comprehend  the  nature  of  the 
contract  they  received.  I  refer  to  the 
comparative  showings  issued  six  times 
each  year  by  the  association  to  its  pol- 
icy-holders when  levying  its  bi-monthly 
calls,   and  which  contrast   the   relative 


cost  of  a  two  months'  renewable  term 
policy  with  rate  at  age  of  entry  given 
for  fifteen  years,  with  the  level  premium 
rate  upon  a  policy  for  whole  life  at  cor- 
responding age  and  paid  for  the  same 
period — fifteen  years — and  having  ascer- 
tained the  difference,  publish  it  as  the 
excess  cost  of  the  latter  plan,  thereby  ' 
indicating  the  amount  saved  by  the 
former.  No  such  comparison  should  be 
made  by  the  association,  and  the  depart- 
ment recommends  its  discontinuance  in 
the  future  for  the  reason  that  same  can- 
not with  equity  be  made. 

In  reference  to  the  future  the  exam- 
iner calls  attention  also  to  a  section  in 
the  constitution  of  the  association  pro- 
viding for  a  bond  to  be  given  for  each 
period  of  five  years,  such  bond  to  be 
available  ten  years  from  its  date  to  pay 
future  dues  and  assessments.  This,  he 
sets  forth,  was  substantially  abolished 
by  an  amendment  to  the  constitution. 

Corporations  operating  under  the 
insurance  law  have  no  right  to  convey 
to  the  public  any  provision  under  which 
dividends  will  be  declared. 

The  result  of  the  examination  shows 
that  the  association  is  solvent  and  pays 
in  full  every  death  claim  that  is  a  proper 
charge  on  the  mortuary  funds  contributed 
by  the  members,  and  that  in  every  case 
of  settlement  or  compromise  the  char- 
acter of  the  claims  has  been  such  as  to 
make  it  the  duty  of  the  management  to 
protect  the  members  against  an  unjust 
demand. 


The  Continental  Insurance  Company 
has  been  sued  by  J.  P.  Elsey,  of  Lex- 
ington, Ky.,  for  libel.  It  appears  that 
the  company  warned  persons  against 
paying  any  moneys  to  the  plaintiff  or 
having  any  dealings  with  him  on  behalf 
of  the  company,  for  which  he  asks  for 
a  large  sum  of  money  to  heal  his 
wounded  feelings. 
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THE     MAY     MEETING      OF     THE     LIFE      UNDERWRITERS'     ASSOCIATION 

OF   CHICAGO. 

ON  account  of  a  fire  at  the  Union  League  Club,  af  the  last  moment, 
the  place  for  holding  the  May  meeting  of  the  life  underwriters 
was  changed  from  there  to  the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel.  It  was  confidently 
hoped  that  the  array  of  speakers  would  include  Charles  Dewey,  the 
president  of  the  National  Life  and  brother  of  the  admiral;  Morgan  G. 
Bulkeley,  the  president  of  the  ^tna  Life;  Commissioner  Fricke,  of  Wis- 
consin; John  M.  Pattison,  the  president  of  the  Union  Central  Life;  Bishop 
Fallows,  and  R.  W.  Kempshall,  of  Peoria.  The  last  three  were  present, 
also  our  friend  Wm.  H.  Busbey,  of  the  Inter  Ocean^  and  delighted  all  with 
their  eloquence,  but  somehow  the  others  failed  to  put  in  an  appearance. 
Of  course  every  one  was  more  or  less  disappointed  on  account  of  their 
absence,  but  the  meeting  went  off  with  such  snap  and  vim  that  all  feelings 
of  this  kind  were  soon  dissipated. 

The  dinner  was  one  worthy  of  our  host  Mr.  Glennie,  and  the  singing 
of  the  Star  Quartette  was  fully  enjoyed.  The  ladies  ordinary  was  full  of 
interested  life  agents  and  managers  who  showed  their  good  feeling  and 
patriotism  whenever  there  was  the  slightest  chance  so  to  do. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  taken  at  the  April  meeting,  President 
Wrenn  announced  the  appointment  of  a  finance  committee  as  follows:  W. 
D.  Wyman,  chairman;  Dr.  S.  L.  Fuller,  J.  K.  Stearns,  H.  S.  Dale,  L. 
Brackett  Bishop. 

The  report  of  the  executive  committee,  read  by  Mr.  Janney,  recom- 
mended for  election  to  membership  at  the  next  meeting  Mr.  Leonarc^  S. 
Mulford  of  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Life,  and  Jonathan  C.  Jackson  of  the 
Equitable  of  New  York,  and  that  the  president  be  authorized  to  announce 
at  the  June  meeting  the  names  of  members  whom  he  shall  appoint  to  be 
delegates  and  alternates  to  represent  this  body  at  the  ninth  annual  con- 
vention of  the  National  Association  of  Life  Underwriters,  to  be  held  in 
Minneapolis  in  August  next;  the  president  to  be  chairman.  It  was  also 
recommended  that  as  an  expression  of  the  high  regard  in  which  he  was 
held  as  a  man  and  a  citizen  and  of  the  appreciation  of  his  services  to  the 
association,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Samuel  Fallows  be  elected  to  honorary 
membership.  Mr.  Ira  Mason  of  the  ^Etna  Life,  in  moving  the  adoption  of 
this  recommendation,  said: 
^'Mr,  Presiiiint: 

**I  wish  to  make  a  motion,  but  before  doing  so,  I  desire  to  express  my 
own  pleasure,  and,  I  am  sure,  the  pleasure  of  the  entire  membership  of 
this  association  for  the  recommendation  of  the  executive  committee  that 
our  beloved  Chaplain  Bishop  Fallows  be  made  an  honorary  member  of  this 
body. 

'*Like  the  good  friend,  he  has  moved  in  and  out  among  us  these  many 


years,  his  presence  always  a  benediction. 
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''And  as  we  have  walked  and  talked  together,  he  has  gained  something 
of  the  enthusiasm  of  our  craft  and  caught  the  aggressive  spirit  of  the  solic- 
itor. His  masterly  paper  read  at  the  banquet  following  the  last  annual 
convention  of  the  National  Life  Underwriters  Association  is  a  valuable 
contribution  to  life  insurance  literature,  and  will  live  after  him. 

'*The  highest  honor  we  can  bestow  is  to  make  him  an  honorary  mem- 
ber and  I  therefore,  Mr.  President,  move  the  adoption  of  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  executive  committee  that  Bishop  Samuel  Fallows  be  elected 
to  honorary  membership  in  this  association." 

The  recommendation  was  accepted  by  a  standing  vote  without  dissent, 
and  Bishop  Fallows  acknowledged  the  courtesy  with  an  appropriate  speech 
of  thanks. 

•     Treasurer  Hervey  S.  Dale  then  offered  the  following  resolution  on  Mr. 
Ben  Williams  of  the  State  Mutual  Life: 

**Whereas,  Our  esteemed  friend  and  fellow  member,  Ben  Williams  is 
prevented  from  being  with  us  by  serious  illness,  and  Whereas,  His  daily 
contact  with  us  as  individuals  and  his  presence  at  the  meetings  of  our  asso- 
ciation have  always  been  a  source  of  sincere  pleasure  to  us, — Therefore  be 
it  Resolved,  That  we  hereby  tender  him  our  affectionate  sympathy  and  our 
earnest  wishes  for  his  speedy  recovery." 

President  Wrenn  spoke  briefly  on  the  resolution  and  the  probable 
fatal  illness  of  Mr.  Williams.  The  resolution  was  adopted  by  an  unani- 
mous vote. 

Mr.  John  K.  Stearns  then  introduced  the  subject  of  the  June  meeting, 
which  is  to  be  ladies  night,  and  a  strong  plea  was  made  for  a  large  attend- 
ance at  that  time.  A  letter  of  regret  from  President  Charles  Dewey,  of  the 
Nationl  Life  of  Vermont  and  brother  of  the  famous  admiral  was  read,  after 
which  Mr.  Wrenn  made  a  brief  address  before  introducing  Bishop  Fallows. 
Mr.  Wrenn  spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

"Brother  Ferguson  is  here  with  about  fifteen  other  guests,  but  Mr. 
Pattison  has  telegraphed  that  he  missed  his  train  and  so  will  come  by  the 
9  o'clock  train,  and  will  be  here  this  evening,  and  we  shall  have  the 
pleasure  of  listening  to  him  a  little  later.  Meantime  we  will  go  on  with 
our  programme.  Bishop  Fallows  (and  my  understanding  of  a  bishop,  and 
I  know  something  about  them,  is  that  they  are  not  always  easy  to  control) 
I  will  introduce  and  I  will  bet  that  before  he  gets  through  he  will  speak  to 
us  in  line  with: 

•*  *Dcwey  was  the  morning  upon  the  1st  of  May, 
And  Dewey  was  the  admiral  down  in  Manila  bay; 
Dewey  were  the  Regent's  eyes. 
Those  royal  orbs  of  blue. 
And  do  we  feel  discouraged? 
I  hardly  think  we  do.*  '* 

Bishop  Fallows  then  arose  and  said: 
**il/r.  President  and  Brethren: 

<'I  am  afraid  you  are  putting  me  in  the  position  of  the  Spaniards  whom 

Admiral  Dewey  went  after,  because  I  am  surprised  to-night,  ^^rn^^tfr^ 
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prised!  I  supposed  I  was  coming  just  to  say  a  few  words,  you  know,  just 
to  do  a  little  chinking  in.  These  fine  speakers  were  to  do  the  main  work, 
and  I  was  to  come  in  simply  to  fill  the  interstices  between  the  speeches. 
Here  you  are  putting  me  right  in  the  lead  of  the  great  orators.  However, 
before  I  get  to  that  point,  I  have  been  jotting  down  a  few  items  which  I 
wish  to  say  to  this  assemblage.  I  want  to  know  if  you  are  surprised  that 
Admiral  Dewey  should  win  such  a  brilliant  victory,  take  it  all  in  all  the 
most  brilliant  naval  victory  the  world  has  ever  known.  Are  you  surprised 
when  you  reflect  that  he  is  the  brother  of  a  life  insurance  man?  I  am  not. 
When  I  came  to  understand  his  relationship  to  the  other  Dewey,  then  I 
said:     All  things  are  possible. 

**Now  we  have  had  a  very  sumptuous  repast,  and  it  is  a  little  difficult 
to  speak  when  almost  too  full  for  utterance.  This  is  not  a  repast  similar 
to  that  to  which  we  were  accustomed  in  college  days,  and  the  young  men 
were  apt  to  get  their  spiritual  things  mixed  up  with  material  sometimes. 
One  of  the  collegians  was  once  asked  what  definition  he  would  give  of  the 
general  run  of  the  repasts  which  were  set  before  us.  He  said  it  was  the 
substance  of  things  hoped  for,  and  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen.  That 
is  not  the  kind  of  'hash'  we  have  been  having  to-night,  and  it  makes  me 
speak  with  a  little  more  difficulty  on  that  account. 

"Now  I  have  hinted  at  the  truth  when  I  made  the  allusion  to  Rear 
Admiral  Dewey.  We  are  now  going  to  be  mutual  in  our  admiration, 
brethren,  because  I  am  one  of  you,  fully  one  of  you;  my  arms  are  around 
you,  and  your  arms  are  around  me,  and  I  think  our  feelings  should  always 
be  mutual  in  this  regard.  When  I  think  of  the  patience  and  perseverance, 
and  the  holy  cheek  that  the  life  insurance  solicitor  must  have,  why  then  I 
begin  to  think  that  there  is  no  walk  in  life  in  which  these  men  would  not 
attain  success.  Mr.  Lincoln  used  to  say  that  in  every  regiment  that  went 
out,  in  the  union  ranks,  there  was  material  always  for  a  president,  for  the 
members  of  his  cabinet,  and  for  all  the  best  members  both  of  the  senate 
and  of  the  house  of  representatives.  He  could  truthfully,  if  he  were  living 
to-day,  say  that  of  a  body  of  men  like  these  I  see  before  me,  because  all 
the  qualifications  that  are  necessary  to  gain  a  victory  on  the  field  of  con- 
quest, you  possess,  and  I  trust  that  every  one  of  you,  either  in  the  com- 
mand of  a  regiment  or  a  brigade,  or  a  division  or  an  army  corps,  have  a 
little  military  experience. 

"Now  the  life  insurance  brethren  have  very  intimate  relations  with 
the  church.  I  was  saying  to  a  friend  who  was  asking  me  what  I  was  going 
to  say  to-night,  that  I  was  going  to  mix  up  the  church  and  life  insurance, 
and  the  army  and  the  navy  of  the  nation,  and  make  a  good  kind  of  hash 
out  of  the  whole  of  it. 

"The  church,  I  want  to  say,  if  it  could  have  among  its  active  member- 
ship, (and  I  do  not  say  that  you  do  not  individually  belong  to  the  church) 
but  what  I  mean  is  if  the  members  would  put  into  the  life  of  the  church 
the  spirit  and  method  which  you  gentlemen  put  into  your  work,  if  the 
church  were  as  intent  upon"  saving  souls  as  you  are  in  getting  men  to  insure 


their  lives,  the  millenium  would  be  here  by  io,ooo  yeal's  soon 
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have  put  it  down  in  the  Book  of  Prophesies  to  come,  and  I  only  wish  that 
your  spirit  could  animate  the  entire  church  membership.  I  will  relate  a 
short  anecdote  in  the  life  of  Henry  Clay.  Mr.  Clay  and  Mr.  Marshall  were 
bitter  opponents  in  a  lawsuit.  These  men  were  alike  in  some  respects, 
but  again  very  much  different  in  their  judgments.  But  Mr.  Marshall  never 
let  slip  an  opportunity  to  say  something  about  Mr.  Clay,  and  his  lawyer 
(Mr.  Breckenridge)  was  badly  beaten  in  the  law  case.  Mr.  Breckenridge 
after  this  entered  the  ministry,  and  became  one  of  the  distinguished 
ministers  of  the  day  which  the  South  then  had.  Mr.  Marshall  did  not  by 
any. means  enter  the  ministry,  but  became  somewhat  addicted  to  the  use  of 
liquor.  In  meeting  on  the  street  one  day,  the  lawsuit  was  mentioned,  and 
Mr.  Marshall  said:  'Mr.  Breckenridge,  that  case  drove  you  to  the  pulpit 
and  me  to  the  bottle,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  have  stuck  a  good  deal  closer 
to  my  pledge  than  you  have  to  yours.'  Now  if  we  who  are  in  the  ministry 
would  stick  as  close  to  our  text  as  you  successful  life  insurance  solicitors 
do  to  yours,  I  tell  you  the  result  would  be  different.  That  is  -why  I  am 
getting  benefit  every  time  I  come  in  contact  with  these  men  who  are 
now  my  brethren. 

**I  used  to  teach  philosophy  when  I  was  president  of  the  Wisconsin 
university,  but  I  found  some  definitions  which  I  did  not  get  from  my  books, 
and  I  came  across  the  definitions  of  some  very  important  things.  Life, 
what  is  life?  You're  life  insurance  men,  understand — What  is  life?  Life 
is  the  predicament  we  are  in  before  death.  A  good  definition.  That  is 
almost  equal  to  Josh  Billings'  definition  of  a  wasp,  but  I  want  to  say  there 
is  no  definition  in  the  English  language  or  any  other  language  that  can 
compare  with  this  definition:  'A  wasp  is  a  bird  of  nature,  of  quick  con- 
clusions and  solid  impressions.'  If  you  can  beat  that  anywhere,  I  would 
like  to  get  it,  and  I  will  put  it  in  the  next  edition  of  the  dictionary.  Life 
is  the  predicament  we  are  in  before  death.  Now  what  is  memory?  Mem- 
ory is  the  isness  of  the  was.  What  is  a  co-operative  life  insurance  com- 
pany that  does  not  co-operate?  It  is  the  wasness  of  the  is.  You  may  talk 
about  an  earthquake.  It  is  not  the  earth,  but  an  awful  amount  of  quake. 
A  co-operative  society  that  does  not  co-operate  is  a  society  that  operates 
without  the  co.  And  I  have  had  one  experience  with  an  institution  of  this 
kind.  I  don't  want  any  more.  I  want  to  say:  'From  all  such  Good  Lord 
deliver  us.' 

<<Now  this  life  insurance  association  stands  for  union,  and  I  cannot 
help  thinking  that  we  here  to-night  are  a  part  of  the  union  which  has  just 
made  a  start  in  one  of  the  most  glorious  acts  in  history.  I  don't  wonder 
at  the  remarks  made  by  a  gentleman  in  my  hearing,  I  think  it  was  yester- 
day, speaking  of  the  uniqn  of  the  boys  in  blue  and  the  boys  in  grey.  He 
said  this  most  strongly  applied  in  the  case  of  General  Fitzhugh  Lee.  He 
said  that  every  shade  of  grey  has  gone  to  mingle  with  the  blue.  No  wonder 
that  he  said,  when  he  saw  the  boys  formerly  in  grey  marching  along  side 
by  side  with  the  boys  in  blue  in  the  streets  of  Louisville,  his  heart  was  in 
his  mouth,  and  that  he  was  unable  to  give  utterance  to  his  feelings.  I 
want  to  say  this:     No  matter  what  loss  of  life  we  may  sustain,  and  I  aii[^ 
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praying  that  we  may  have  very  little  loss  of  life,  just  as  little  as  we  had 
when  Commodore  Dewey  smashed  the  Spanish  fleet — no  matter  the  num- 
ber of  lives  that  may  be  lost — no  matter  the  amount  of  treasure  we  may 
have  to  expend  to  have  a  full  restoration  between  the  North  and  the  South. 
It  is  good  to  feel  as  I  feel  to-day,  as  I  recall  the  fact  that  one  of  my  brother 
Bishops  was  the  man  who  fired  the  first  gun  of  the  Civil  War,  in  the  battle 
against  Fort  Sumter.  As  I  recall  the  fact  to-night,  if  he  could  himself  go 
(he  is  blind  now)  he  would  go  with  his  gallant  brethren  of  the  South,  to 
help  to  bring  freedom  to  that  land  which  has  been  forced  by  a  despotic 
government  to  submit  to  the  outrages  which  have  been  perpetrated  against 
the  welfare  of  the  nineteenth  century.  We  should  have  perfect  union, 
brethren,  in  life  insurance.  We  should  not  look  upon  a  brother  solicitor 
as  we  would  upon  a  Spaniard  in  these  times.  Now  I  am  not  going  to  make 
a  long  speech.  But  the  war  is  on.  I  am  perfectly  frank  to  confess  that  so 
far  as  1  was  concerned  I  was  willing  to  assume  all  the  responsibility  that 
belonged  to  me  in  helping  to  bring  on  this  war,  which  is  I  believe  one  of 
the  most  holy  wars  in  which  man  could  be  engaged.  Years  ago  I  stood 
side  by  side  with  those  who  spoke  for  the  freedom  of  Cuba.  My  own  pul- 
pit has  rung  again  and  again  with  exhortations  in  favor  of  full  emancipation 
of  Cuba  from  Spanish  rule.  I  met  in  Canada  Prof.  Gold  win  Smith,  whom 
I  regarded  very  highly,  and  regard  him  highly  now,  and  I  remember  how 
I  was  inspired  by  him  when  he  was  professor  of  history  in  Oxford  Uni- 
versity. When  I  met  him  the  other  day  he  said  he  did  not  believe 
in  our  having  war  with  Spain.  I  said:  *We  were  not  engaged  in  a  war 
for  conquest.'  He  said:  *I  know  that.'  I  said:  *We  are  engaged  in  a 
war  for  the  cause  of  humanity.'  He  said:  *We  do  not  believe  in  a  war 
for  humanity.'  I  said:  *We  do  not  believe  in  a  war  being  carried  on  in 
any  other  cause  than  for  humanity.'  So  now  my  friends,  I  do  not  care 
what  your  ideas  may  have  been  before.  Every  one  of  you  is  for  the  war, 
or  you  are  not  fit  to  be  a  life  insurance  solicitor  in  this  city.  Now  the  war 
is  on,  we  have  got  to  go  through  it,  and  we  have  got  to  come  out  of  it 
victorious.  But  I  was  going  to  say  that  only  for  humanity  should  a  war 
be  waged,  and  we  are  waging  it  for  humanity.  We  thought  we  had  nothing 
to  gain  in  carrying  on  this  contest,  but  mind  you — just  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Civil  War,  when  we  put  into  the  presidential  chair  Mr.  Lincoln,  just 
as  they  were  calling  for  soldiers  and  sailors  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Union,  it  afterwards  had  to  be  carried  on  for  the  emancipation  of  the  slave, 
and  not  until  Mr.  Lincoln  put  his  pen  to  the  emancipation  proclamation 
did  we  gain  the  first  of  that  signal  series  of  victories  which  ended  in  the 
preservation  of  the  union,  and  liberty  came  and  the  emancipation  of  the 
slave  came.  We  went  into  this  war  simply  for  the  emancipation  of  Cuba. 
"We  have  taken  now  a  position  among  the  nations  of  the  world.  We 
are  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Mr.  Jefferson's  injunction  was  perfectly  cor- 
rect up  to  a  certain  point,  'Don't  meddle  with  the  people's  concerns  out- 
side of  the  Union;  keep  within  yourselves!'  But  we  find  that  we  cannot 
have  a  currency  that  shall  be  a  bastard  currency  across  the  sea.  We  must 
have  a  currency  of  the  civilized  world.     We  are  entering  now^^pon  our 
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majority,  and  we'are  going  to  have  something  to  say  regarding  the  world's 
future.  I  say,  All  hail  to  the  responsibility.  Our  statesmen  are  broad 
enough;  our  heroes  are  brave  enough;  our  hands  are  strong  enough  to 
meet  any  responsibility  that  God  devolves  upon  any  people  he  has  made 
to  possess  the  earth. 

**When  I  was  in  Canada  the  other  day  I  saw  in  almost  every  shop 
window  the  British  flag,  and  standing  upon  it  is  an  old  fashioned  bulldog. 
The  bulldog  is  saying:  *We  keep  what  we  get.'  We  hold  what  we  get, 
and  we  are  going  to  keep  what  we  get;  if  not  in  one  way,  in  another.  We 
are  going  to  hold  what  we  get  as  a  trust  for  humanity,  and  we  will  see  as 
far  as  we  can  that  all  its  laws,  the  laws  of  these  people,  shall  be  admin- 
istered in  the  same  spirit  in  which  we  administer  our  own. 

**Now  I  am  going  to  close.  I  cannot  help  telling  you  what  I  saw, 
again,  in  Canada.  I  noticed  by  a  paper  this  morning  that  the  member  of 
Parliament  from  Welland,  near  the  Welland  Canal,  you  know,  yesterday 
rose  up  in  his  seat  in  the  Canadian  House  of  Commons,  in  which  I  was 
sitting  about  two  weeks  ago,  and  he  said:  'The  sympathies  of  the  Canadian 
people  are  entirely  with  the  United  States,  but  I  hope  that  the  United 
States  will  get  a  spanking  before  they  get  through. '  When  he  sat  down 
the  premier  called  him  to  account  for  the  last  part  of  his  remark.  He  said 
the  Americans  are  our  friends,  and  we  are  their  friends.  Spanking,  you 
know.  Well  the  United  States  does  not  take  punishment  in  that  direction. 
They  will  take  the  other  fellow  on  the  knee,  but  Uncle  Sam  does  not  pro- 
pose to  be  in  that  position.  This  nation  is  composed  of  the  best  blood  of 
all  the  earth,  but  we  are  Anglo-American.  I  spoke  a  few  words  on  the 
union  of  the  English-speaking  peoples,  and  the  governor  general  of  Can- 
ada; representing  the  whole  British  authority,  every  soldier,  every  sailor, 
and  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  British  Dominion,  was  present, 
and  he  moved  the  customary  vote  of  thanks. 

''Now,  gentlemen,  I  said  I  was  going  to  mix  up  the  church  and  life 
insurance  together.  It  is  told  us  that  the  saints  will  possess  the  earth. 
There  are  four  saints  that  are  going  to  possess  this  earth,  as  they  have 
never  possessed  it  in  .the  past.  That  is  written  in  God's  Book  of  coming 
history  for  saints.  They  are:  St.  Patrick,  St.  Andrew,  St.  George — three 
saints  of  the  British  flag,  and  then  St.  Jonathan,  the  best  saint  of  them  all." 

President  Wrenn  next  introduced  Mr.  William  H.  Busbey,  managing 
editor  of  the  Inter  Ocean^  asking  him  to  speak  to  the  toast:     "Things  as 
they  are  in  the  air  to-night."     Mr.  Busbey  said: 
"J/r.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

"The  blood  leaps  in  my  veins  when  I  think  of  what  I  said  to  you  only 
a  month  ago,  and  what  we  have  done  since.  You  remember  that  I  pictured 
then  the  people  behind  the  president,  who  held  out  his  arms  restraining 
them,  and  when  I  said  that  when  he  chose  to  drop  the  arm,  and  when  he 
looked  about  1  hoped  he  would  find  us  all  there.     We  are  there. 

"That  was  only  five  weeks  ago.  The  declaration  of  war  came  in  one 
week,  the  call  for  135,000  volunteers  in  little  more  than  a  week.^   In  forty- 
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eight  hours  the  finest  young  men  in  this  country  were  fighting  to  fiil  the 
ranks.  The  governors  iVere  quarreling  with  men  to  keep  them  back.  The 
flag  was  ever}rwhere.  A  new  flag  came  before  you;  the  one  star  and  the 
three  bars.  Everywhere  you  found  the  stars  and  stripes  and  this  new  flag 
combined,  representing  sentiment  in  this  country.  There  are  more  flags 
to-day  in  Chicago  than  there  have  been  since^  the  civil  war.  What  does  it 
mean?  That  we  are  now  a  united  people.  But  what  I  want  to  speak 
about  is  what  we  have  done  since  the  night  we  met  here.  That  was  on  the 
14th  of  April.  We  have  lived  more  in  five  weeks,  we  have  settled  more 
questions,  we  have  opened  more  new  ones  and  more  great  ones  than  we 
have  in  thirty  years  before.  We  have  gone  forward  like  a  cannon  ball. 
No  one  has  hesitated.  The  fleets  have  been  like  great  dogs  in  leash.  They 
hardly  waited  for  orders.  Commodore  Dewey  went  to  Manila.  He  got 
there  by  daylight,  and  before  sun-up  he  had  done  his  work.  The  army 
began  to  move  toward  Chickamauga  the  day  the  president  issued  his  proc- 
lamation. The  man  who  directed  the  movement  had  been  an  old  volunteer. 
He  said:  <Let  us  get  these  men  into  a  sub- tropical  climate,  and  season 
them.'  They  began  to  move  on  the  instant.  As  tl^e  Bishop  knows,  it  was 
not  easy  work  to  move  20,000  men,  but  they  were  moved.  They  were  at 
Chickamauga  before  we  knew  they  had  started.  The  volunteers  began  to 
move.  They  sent  these  young  men,  full  of  enthusiasm  and  spirit  to  the 
scene  of  the  greatest  battle  of  the  late  war,  to  a  battle  scene  in  which  both 
confederates  and  unionists  have  great  pride.  They  start  with  the  spirit  of 
the  old  volunteers.  And,  as  I  have  said,  the  finest  young  men  in  the 
country  are  going  forward  just  as  the  navy  has  gone  forward.  The  navy 
was  ready  to  go  forward  as  soon  as  the  president  said  the  word.  When  he 
did  say  it  they  went,  and  see  what  they  have  done,  and  you  may  all  feel 
assured  that  whatever  they  have  to  do  will  be  done  well.  You  put  a  Span- 
ish fort  in  the  foreground  and  an  American  cruiser  in  front,  and  there  is  a 
fight.  You  put  an  American  fleet  in  front  of  a  fortified  town,  and  there  is 
a  fight  the  minute  they  get  there.  You  put  Admiral  Sampson  in  front  of  a 
fort,  and  there  is  a  fight.  You  let  Admiral  Sampson  catch  the  Spanish 
fleet,  and  you  know  there  will  be  a  fight.  Now  this  is  the  spirit  in  which 
we  have  gone  forward,  straight  to  the  mark.  There  is  a  higher  purpose  in 
it  than  we  thought  at  first.  As  the  Bishop  said,  it  was  a  war  for  humanity; 
it  is  now  more  than  that.  We  can  not  shape  it.  The  impulse  has  carried 
us  in  one  month  to  a  point  where  the  greatest  naval  powers  are  paying  us 
the  greatest  compliments.  Where  will  it  carry  us  in  the  end  of  the  year? 
What  I  most  wanted  to  say  was  the  progress  that  we  have  made  in  the 
past  five  weeks.  Newspaper  men  watching  every  day,  every  bulletin,  and 
every  dispatch,  know  how  these  have  been  counted,  but  it  has  been  like 
counting  the  telegraph  poles  on  a  lightning  express  train,  before  we  have 
time  to  think  we  have  gone  past  until  we  are  bewildered,  and  we  don't 
know  any  more  about  the  fleet  than  you  do." 

President  John  M.  Pattison  of  the  Union  Central  Life  was  next  on  the 
program,  but  as  he  had  not  yet  arrived  (his  train  having  been  delayed)  Mr.

Kempshall  of  the  iEtna  Life  wa$  asked  to  speak  pending  Mr.  Pattison's 
arrival.  Mr.  Kempshall  had  been  scheduled  to  say  good-night,  and  he 
spoke  as  follows: 

"It  is  always  a  genuine  pleasure  for  me  to  visit  Chicago.  I  like  to 
participate,  if  only  for  a  few  days,  in  the  bustle,  the  push  and  energy  of 
the  great  western  metropolis,  and  to  inhale  the  *I  will*  atmosphere  which 
here  prevails. 

"A  happy  coincidence  occurred  which  seemed  to  make  it  quite  agree- 
able for  me  to  get  away  to  be  with  you  to-night. 

<<In  the  same  mail  that  brought  Secretary  Mason's  invitation  came  a 
letter  from  an  old  acquaintance  cf  mine  whom  I  had  insured  some  years 
ago  at  Chandlerville,  111.,  but  who  now  lives  about  fifty  miles  from  Chicago. 
It  read  as  follows: 

'*  'Mv  Dear  Mr.  Kempshall:  You  will  remember  that  some  time 
since  I  took  a  policy  with  you  in  the  ^tna.  I  contemplate  making  a 
journey,  and  my  wife  thinks  that  I  ought  to  have  some  more  insurance.  I 
'wish  you  would  come  and  see  me  about  it.' 

"This  was  my  opportunity.  To  get  a  good  application  en  route,  and 
at  the  same  time  attend  the  banquet.  I  went  to  his  town  yesterday — it 
was  a  chance  not  to  be  missed,  and  found  that  my  man  was  five  miles  out 
in  the  country.  It  was  raining;  nevertheless,  I  hired  a  rig  and  went  to  his 
home.  I  was  received  cordially  by  both  him  and  his  wife,  and  she  con- 
fessed to  me  that  she  had  been  urging  her  husband  along  the  line  of  taking 
more  insurance  for  some  time,  upon  which  I  heartily  commended  her.  She 
then  told  me  that  Ebenezer  was  going  to  take  a  journey  to  Chicago,  and 
that  she  had  heard  of  so  many  accidents  and  murders  and  hold-ups  in  this 
city,  that  she  wanted  him  to  have  some  more  insurance  before  he  went,  all 
of  which  I  thought  was  very  proper,  and  I  elaborated  and  emphasized  the 
danger  and  hazard  of  a  visit  here,  telling  her  that  a  man  virtually  took  his 
life  in  his  hands  when  he  attempted  it.  She  said  that  was  right  and  that 
she  had  seen  by  a  little  paper  which  we  send  our  policy-holders,  that  her 
husband  could  get  an  accident  ticket  insuring  him  for  f  3,000  at  a  cost  of 
twenty-five  cents. 

**My  heart  sank  within  me,  but  do  the  best  I  could  that  was  all  the 
business  there  was  in  it  for  me.  I  sorrowfully  drove  back  to  town,  took 
the  first  train  on  to  Chicago  hoping  to  drown  my  disappointment  in  the 
pleasures  of  this  occasion. 

"Arriving  here  I  found  a  communication  from  President  Wrenn  ask- 
ing me  to  respond  to  the  'Good-Night'  toast,  and  that  bugaboo  has  been 
with  me  all  day  long. 

**We  have  an  association  in  Peoria  which  treats  of  local  matters.  At 
a  recent  meeting  a  symposium  was  introduced,  and  speeches  were  made 
concerning  Peoria  from  a  business  man's  standpoint — clergyman's  stand- 
point, educator's  standpoint,  etc.  I  said  to  myself,  now  if  I  was  ever  in- 
vited to  again  address  the  Life  Underwriters'  Association,  here  is  a 
suggestion  for  my  subject,   <A  Model  Life  Insurance  Company,'from  an 
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ofiBcer's  standpoiat,  an  agent's  standpoint  and  the  policy-holder's  stand- 
point, and  I  went  to  work  at  it,  and  reached  the  conclusion,  that  a  model 
life  insurance  company  from  an  officer's  standpoint  would  be  large  salaries; 
from  an  agent's  standpoint,  big  commissions;  and  from  a  policy-holder's 
standpoint,  large  and  increasing  dividends,  and  then  I  seemed  to  have 
exhausted  the  theme;  but,  God  forbid  that  this  should  be  the  truth,  and 
that  we  should  be  actuated  in  the  pursuit  of  our  avocation  by  mercenary 
motives  alone. 

''I  believe  there  is  an  under-current  passing  through  the  heart  and 
mind  of  every  conscientious  insurance  man  in  whatever  capacity  his  effort 
may  be,  and  strongly  impressing  itself  upon  his  character;  that  he  is 
engaged  in  a  good,  laudable  and  beneficent  work,  and  that  this  belief 
impels  and  sustains  him  under  the  most  trying  circumstances. 

"Two  men  were  traveling  in  Colorado — a  railroad  smashup  occurred, 
one  was  killed;  the  survivor  telegraphed  the  dead  man's  wife  who  lived 
somewhere  in  New  York  State,  'Benjamin  was  killed  in  a  railway  accident 
this  morning — skull  crushed,  right  arm  and  four  ribs  broken.'  The  widow 
was  disconsolate.  About  two  hours  after  receiving  this  message  there  was 
another  telegram  from  him  which  read  thus:  'Not  so  bad  as  first  reported, 
only  one  rib  broken,'  and  so  as  I  pondered  over  my  first  conception  of  a 
model  insurance  company  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  not  as  bad 
as  first  suggested,  and  that  we  were,  in  fact,  governed  and  guided  by  influ- 
ences and  motives  high  above  the  dollar  and  cent. 

"But  to  my  subject:  'Good- night.'  No  one  understands  better  than  I 
do  that  this  toast  should  be  responded  to  spontaneously  and  impromptuly, 
but  Mr.  Wrenn  did  not  give  me  sufficient  notice  to  handle  it  in  that  way. 

"We  have  all  heard  about  growing  old  gracefully,  and  I  have  been 
studying  all  day  how  to  say  good-night  gracefully,  but  I  know  of  nothing 
better  than  the  old-fashioned,  hearty,  wholesouled  good-night  which  we 
heard  in  our  childhood,  and  which  we  are  all  familiar,  and  which,  with 
emphasis,  I  now  wish  you  one  and  all,  with  this  suggestion  for  your  retir- 
ing prayer: 

**  'Now  I- lay  me  down  to  sleep, 

I  pray  the  Lord  my  soul  to  keep; 
If  T.  B.  Reed  gets  hold  of  me, 
I  pray  the  Lord  to  set  me  free.*  " 

As  President  Pattison  had  arrived,  he  was  introduced  to  the  meeting 
with  the  request  that  he  speak  a  few  words  of  greeting.     Mr.  Pattison 
responded  as  follows: 
*^Mr,  President  and  Gentlemen: 

"I  am  certainly  very  glad  indeed  to  be  with  you  to-night.  It  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  come  and  attend  this  banquet,  and  my  invitation  was 
accepted  with  the  condition  that  I  was  to  make  no  speech,  and  so  I  came 
here  with  the  assurance  that  I  was  not  to  make  one.  I  cannot  make  you  a 
speech.  I  could  not  at  this  late  hour  in  the  evening.  I  am  very  sorry  not 
to  have  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  the  other  gentlemen  who  have  spoken 
to  you  to-night.     Mr.  Fricke  is  an  insurance  commissioner,  aji^  is  alw)  an 
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insurance  man,  and  is  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  policy-holders 
throughout  the  country.  He  is  doing  everything  he  possibly  can  to  lessen 
their  taxes,  and  everything  he  can  to  forward  National  supervision.  He  is 
an  ardent  advocate  of  both. 

«*There  is  something  peculiar  about  this  life  insurance,  gentlemen.  It 
is  that  all  of  you  represent  the  best  company.  It  has  seemed  to  me  how 
very  peculiar  it  is.  I  have  no  doubt  you  have  with  you  to-night  the  repre- 
sentatives of  most  of  the  companies,  and  each  one  the  best.  One  because 
it  has  the  largest  assets;  one  because  it  has  the  largest  surplus;  one  the 
best  because  it  has  for  years  past  given  the  largest  dividends;  one  the  best 
because  it  does  the  smallest  business  and  has  the  smallest  ratio  of  expense, 
and  these  people  who  live  over  in  New  England,  why  of  course  they  are 
all  the  best  you  know.  *  *  *  it  seems  strange  that  in  all  of  these  'best' 
companies  there  are  so  many  good  men,  and  yet  I  want  to  compliment  you, 
and  say  to  you  that  they  are  all  good;  that  you  here  to-night  are  the  rep- 
resentatives, in  my  opinion,  of  the  most  magnificent  institutions  in  the 
world.  The  thirty  or  forty  life  insurance  incorporations  of  this  country 
have  made  the  greatest  success  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  of  any 
financial  institutions  in  this  or  any  other  city.  The  officers  have  not  made 
this  success.  The  men  soliciting  the  business,  such  as  you  men,  have 
done  it.  You  have  done  the  work,  the  officers  have  simply  been  the  trus- 
tees of  the  funds  which  you  have  placed  in  their  hands.  They  are  not  men 
of  any  great  or  marked  ability,  but  as  a  lot  of  gentlemen  as  trustees  for 
large  trust  funds.  I  don't  hesitate  to  say  that  the  officers  of  these  corpo- 
rations in  the  United  States  of  America  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century 
have  been  true  to  their  trust,  have  done  better  work  than  any  thirty  or  forty 
men  in  any  other  of  the  institutions  in  the  United  States  or  any 
other  country.  They  have  done  it  by  their  common  sense.  They  have 
done  it  by  their  integrity.  They  have  done  it  by  their  honesty,  if  you 
please,  because  other  companies  have  lost  large  sums  of  money  while  the 
life  insurance  companies  have  lost  little  or  nothing  during  the  last  twenty- 
five  years. 

**The  only  remarkable  thing  about  it  is  that  you  have  such  hard  work 
in  persuading  men  to  make  applications.  I  do  wish  it  were  possible  for 
me  to  say  one  word  to-night  that  would  give  you  some  encouragement  in 
that  work,  because  it  is  the  hardest  work  that  I  have  ever  experienced  or 
ever  tried.  I  sometimes  think  that  we  do  not  assume  enough.  We  ought 
to  assume  that  every  man  who  is  in  his  right  mind  and  in  good  health,  and 
has  enough  money  or  who  can  borrow  enough  money,  should  insure — not 
to-morrow  but  to-day.     It  is  to-morrow  that  never  comes. 

"I  have  been  to  Washington  for  some  days,  and  the  statesmen  know 
all  about  politics,  and  some  of  them  know  all  about  war,  but  they  don't 
know  a  blessed  thing  about  life  insurance,  as  the  revenue  bill  would 
indicate." 

Before  resuming  his  seat  Mr.  Pattison  said  he  had  a  suggestion  to  offer 
to  the  association,  which  he  had  written  on  the  train  and  which  he  would 
ask  the  privilege  of  reading.     This  being  granted,  he  read  as  follows:QQ|g 
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'<In  the  qaiae  of  the  Chicago  hiiei  UpderwtiteirB  a^cl  iQ  l^fihaJU  ^t  the 
tbousaods  of  policy-holders  in  the  state  of  IlUixois'we  protest  against  the 
passage  of  the  revenue  bill  so  far  as  it  purposes  to  place  a  tax  of  one-fourth 
of  one  per  cent  on  the  gross  receipts  and  a  stamp  tax  of  |i  per  |i,ooo  pol- 
icy the  average  value  of  which  is  I30. 

''The  farmers,  mechanics,  merchants  and  professional  men  who  hold 
insurance  policies  are  patriotic  and  are  willing  to  pay  their  share  of  any 
and  all  necessary  taxation  to  carry  on  the  war,  but  they  do  not  believe  it  is 
necessary  to  tax  the  small  savings  paid  for  their  life  insurance. 

*'li,  however,  Congress  should  tax  life  insurance  at  all,  it  should  be 
only  on  net  receipts  as  the  many  millions  paid  out  for  death  losses  will  be 
subject  to  taxation  in  the  hands  of  the  beneficiaries,  and  if  any  stamp  tax 
is  put  on  new  policies,  it  should  not  exceed  loc.  on  each  policy  of  ji,ooo 
(the  average  value  of  which  is  only  I30),  and  such  a  tax  would  be  six  times 
the  proposed  tax  on  certificates  of  stock  in  corporations,  par  value,  which 
is  only  50c.  on  1 1,000. 

''The  stamp  tax  of  loc.  on  f  1,000  policy  is  approximately  as  large  as 
the  Senate  amendment  of  ^  of  i  per  cent  on  the  premiums  on  all  fire  and 
marine  policies,  while  the  stamp  tax  of  $1  per  each  $i,ooo  policy  of  life 
insurance  is  seven  times  as  much  as  the  ^  of  i  per  cent  on  the  premiums 
on  fire  and  marine  companies.  The  former  is  a  corporation  the  funds  of 
which  belong  to  all  the  policy-holders,  while  the  latter  is  a  corporation  pure 
and  simple. 

"We  cannot  believe  that  Congress  will  intentionally  discriminate 
against  the  millions  of  prudent  and  conservative  men  in  the  United  States, 
who  are  wise  enough  to  put  by  a  small  amount  of  their  savings  for  the  pro- 
tection of  their  wives  and  children. 

"Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  protest  be  sent  to  each  of  the  state 
Senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  Congress,  and 
that  they  be  requested  to  use  their  efforts  to  defeat  this  grossly  unjust  dis- 
crimination against  holders  of  life  insurance  policies." 

Mr.  Pattison's  suggestion  was  adopted  by  the  association  and  referred 
to  the  executive  committee  with  instructions  to  the  secretary  to  promptly 
transmit  copies  of  such  resolutions  as  they  might  adopt  on  the  subject,  to 
the  state  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress.  The  meeting  closed 
by  singing  America,  after  extending  votes  of  thanks  to  Bishop  Fallows, 
Messrs.  Busbey,  Pattison,  Kempshall  and  the  other  speakers  of  the  evening.

H.  H.  Brown  &  Co.  have  been 
appointed  sole  agents  for  Chicago  of  the 
Washington  Insurance  Company  of 
Cincinnati. 

The  Ohio  special  agents  of  the  union 
companies  are  rightfully  making  a  gen- 
eral crusade  against  the  artful  North- 
western National.

Assistant  Manager  J.  C.  Griffiths  of 
the  North  British  and  Mercantile- and 
Superintendent  of  iVgents  C.  L.  Whitte- 
more  have  severed  their  connection  with 
the  company's  western  department. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  South-, 
eastern  Tariff  Association  convenes  at 
New  Orleans  on  June  29  for  the  purpose 
of  installing  board  officials  and  regulat- 
ing the  local  control  of  local  affairs. 

The  Colorado,  Wyoming  and  New 
Mexico  Association  of  local  agents  met 
at  Pueblo  May  26  and  elected  delegates 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  National 
association  at  Detroit,  July  15  and  16. 

Solicitor  Pickard  of  the  agency  of 
Munger,  Ebbert  &  Co.,  was  fined  $10 
by  the  investigating  committee  of  the 
board  on  June  3.

Thomas  J.  Conroy,  special  agent  of 
the  Hartford  for  the  Northwest,  has 
been  appointed  assistant  manager  of 
the  Pacific  department  of  the  Man- 
chester, Caledonian  and  American  under 
Manager  L.  B.  Edwards.

Five  cents 
per  annum  is  not  an  extortionate  rate, 
even  on  a  magnificent  public  building 
such  as  Washington  is  capable  of 
furnishing. 


Secretary  M.  O.  Brown,  of  the  West- 
chester, ever  since  New  York  was  made 
his  home,  has  been  seriously  indisposed. 
His  many  friends  and  well  wishers  of  the 
fraternity  hope  for  his  speedy  recovery. 

There  is  very  little  doing  in  New 
York  these  days,  now  that  so  large  a 
proportion  of  the  city's  risks  have  been 
written  for  a  term  of  three  or  five  years. 
The  small  companies  especially  are 
experiencing  great  difficulty  in  obtaining 
lines  either  good,  bad  or  indifferent. 

John  Rogers,  Jr.,  of  St.  Paul,  is  the 
mouthpiece  of  the  Minnesota  agents  in 
so  far  as  the  agitating  of  a  formation  of 
a  state  association  is  concerned.  He 
has  issued  a  call  for  a  convention  of  his 
brethern  at  Hotel  Ryan,  St.  Paul,  on 
June  15.

The  Ocean  Accident  &  Guarantee  cor- 
poration having,  through  its  board  of 
directors,  removed  the  features  of  its 
by-laws  objectionable  to  the  Missouri 
insurance  department,  and  having  filed 
with  the  department  a  corrected  copy 
of  its  charter  and  by-laws,  Superintend- 
ent Orear  has  issued  a  certificate  author- 
izing the  company  to  do  a  credit  and 
guarantee  business  in  Missouri. 
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The  Mutual  Life  of  New  York  has 
had  the  following  trustees  elected  to 
serve  the  company  for  a  term  of  four 
years:  Richard  A.  McCurdy,  James  C.

The  Security  Mutual  Life  Association 
of  Binghampton,  N.  Y.,  has  been  rein- 
corporated under  the  new  law  'of  New 
York  as  the  Security  Mutual  Life  Insur- 
ance Company.  It  will  henceforth  con- 
form to  the  stipulated  premium  plan, 
and  will  issue  limited  payment  policies 
and  guarantee  fixed  cash  values. 

Zanoli,  the  New  York  barber  who  has 
been  in  durance  for  several  months 
under  suspicion  of  murdering  numerous 
women  who  had  been  figuring  as  his 
wives  at  different  times,  for  the  purpose 
of  collecting  the  insurance  on  their 
lives,  has  been  convicted  of  forgery  in 
the  second  degree  on  a  charge  of  forgery 
in  collecting  his  own  life  insurance  upon 
the  death  of  another  man!  The  alle- 
gations that  he  had  poisoned  his  wife 
and  several  other  persons  to  secure 
insurance  money  on  their  lives,  through 
some  trickery  of  the  law  could  not  be 
sustained,  so  he  was  brought  up  on  the 
charge  mentioned  and  after  a  trial  of 
some  days  has  been  convicted  as  stated. 

The  Travelers  of  Hartford  has  insti- 
tuted proceedings  for  a  new  trial  of  the 
suit  which  the  State  of  Connecticut 
brought  against  it  to  recover  the  tax  on 
non-resident  stock.  The  Supreme  Court 
decided  against  the  company  in  the 
appeal.  The  Travelers  fought  the  tax 
on  the  ground  that  the  law  imposing  the 
tax  was  a  violation  of  the  second  section, 
article  4,  of  the  United  States  consti- 
tution and  of  the  fourteenth  amendment. 
The  Supreme  Court  did  not  sustain  the 
constitutional  points  raised  by  the  com- 
pany for  the  reason  that  it  was  not  shown 
that  the  non-resident  stockholders  were 
citizens  of  the  United  States.  In  asking 
for  a  new  trial,  the  company  affirms  that 
all  the  stockholders  are  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  The  case  will  come  up 
for  trial  in  the  Supreme  Court  the  first 
week  in  September. 


The  Life  Underwriters  of  Chicago 
will  hold  their  final  meeting  before  the 
usual  summer  vacation  at  the  Auditor- 
ium hotel,  Friday,  June  17,  celebrating 
the  123d  anniversaty  of  the  Battle  of 
Bunker  Hill.  It  will  be  ladies'  night, 
and  a  grand,  good  tinje  is  expected. 
Those  who  will  address  the  meeting  are: 
Gen.  John  C.  Black,  F.  C.  Noble,  D.  D. 
and  A.  W.  Kimball.  Delegates  and 
alternates  will  be  appointed  to  attend 
the  National  Convention  of  Life  Under- 
writers. 

President  Bowles  of  the  National 
Association  of  Life  Underwriters  issues 
the  following  to  presidents  of  life  insur-

for  the  creation  of  a  bureau  through 
which  death  claims  could  be  paid,  I  am 
more  than  gratified  at  the  deep  interest 
shown  in  the  project  by  most  of  the 
companies,  in  their  prompt  and  earnest 
responses,  accepting  my  suggestion  to 
attend  a  meeting  in  behalf  of  the  meas- ' 
ure.  As  the  enterprise  is  supported  by 
every  humane  and  patriotic  impulse,  it 
is  not  surprising  at  this  time,  when  the 
heart  of  the  Nation  is  touched  with  the 
heroic  deeds  of  Dewey  and  Hobson, 
that  the  subject  of  caring  for  the  men  of 
battle  should  be  one  of  especial  interest, 
finding  indorsement  not  only  by  the 
insurance  companies,  but  quite  generally 
by  the  daily  and  insurance  press.  With 
this  feeling  toward  the  movemnt  for  the 
policy-holders'  hospital,  you  will  share 
with  me  the  disappointment  that  comes 
to  us  for  the  enterprise  through  the 
decision  of  the  government  that  it  will 
not  be  able  to  delegate  to  others  the 
care  of  its  sick  and  wounded  soldiers. 
Secretary  of  War  Alger  had  first  in- 
dorsed the  measure  heartily  by  letter, 
but  the  final  decision  came  from  Surgeon 
General  Sternberg,  advising  me  that  it 
would  not  be  possible  for  the  govern- 
ment to  release  itself  from  the  duty  of 
taking  care  of  its  soldiers.  Under  the 
circumstances  there  is  nothing  further

Company  Managers  and  Expert  Fire  Agents  Need 
Not  Read  These, 


Read  your  policies,  know  what  you 
are  insured  against  and  what  you  are 
to  be  indenfinified  for  in  case  of  loss.  See 
that  your  policies,  if  you  have  more  than 
one,  cover  the  same  property.

Property  owners  are  slow  to  under- 
stand the  workings  of  a  cancellation  of 
a  fire  policy.  They,  seeing  only  their 
own  side  of  the  question,  think  it  should 
always  be  done  by  repaying  them  the 
pro  rata  part  of  premium  unearned. 
The  rule  is  a  simple  one  and  obtains  in 
all  cases.  Whenever  either  by  word  or 
act  the  property  owner  causes  a  cancel- 
lation, he  must  accept  short  rate  can- 
cellation and,  on  the  other  hand,  if  the 
company  by  word  or  act  cancels  the 
policy  it  must  pay  pro  rata. 


The  stamp  act  which  is  to  make  up 
an  emergency  fund  for  the  war  which  is 
now  being  waged,  taxes  the  policies  on 
fire  risks  as  follows: 

Insurance  (oh  property):  Upon  each 
premium  on  each  and  every  policy  of 
insurance  or  renewal  thereof,  or  other 
instrument,  by  whatever  name  the  same 
shall  be  called,  by  which  insurance  shall 
be  made  or  renewed  upon  property  oj: 
liability  of  any  description,  whether 
perils  by  sea  or  by  fire,  or  other  perils 
of  any  kind,  made  by  an  insurance 
company,  or  its  agents,  or  by  any  other 
company  or  person,  under  Sio.oo,  10 
cents;  over  $10.00  and  under  J20.00, 
15  cents;  over  $20.00  and  under  $30.00, 
20  cents;  over  $30.00  and  under  $40.00, 
25  cents;  over  $40.00  and  under  $50.00, 
30  cents;  over  $50.00  and  under  $100, 
60  cents;  over  $100  and  under  $200, 
$1.00;    over   $200   and    upward,    $5.00. 

This  tax  should  come  out  of  the 
property  owner  directly;  but  we  don't 
suppose  it  will,  but  as  eventually  he 
must  pay  it  it  would  be  a  great  deal 
better  for  the  property  owners  and  the 
companies  if  it  could  be  so  done. 


A  great  corporation  by  a  union  of 
interest  and  a  reduction  of  expenses 
puts  an  article  on  the  market  at  such  a 
low  price  it  defies  competition.  Because 
others  are  kept  out  of  the  business, 
because  the  price  is  so  low,  they  cannot 
sell  except  at  a  loss.  This  is  in  restraint 
of  trade,  and  therefore  unlawful. 

A  large  number  of  insurance  com- 
panies in  order  to  make  their  policies 
safe  beyond  peradventure  with  their 
patrons,  and  more  especially  to  induce 
towns  and  cities  to  improve  their  build- 
ings, increase  their  facilities  for  extin- 
guishing fires,  and  prevent  the  accumu- 
lation of  rubbish  that  would  cause  a 
conflagration,    and,    of    course,    with    a 
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holders,  form  an  association,  to-  produce 
results  that  cannot  be  accomplished  in 
any  other  way.  This  is  unlawful,  be- 
cause it  is  in  restraint  of  trade,  the  rates 
of  insurance  being  too  high. 

Great  is  the  law.  All  hail  the  law! — 
The  Oriental, 

This  is  a  terse  and  excellent  statement 
of  the  case,  and  the  fact  that  it  cannot 
possibly  be  managed  better  for  the  good 
of  the  public  makes  very  little,  if  any, 
difference.  The  law  when  applied  to 
fire  insurance  is  a  fool  law  and  always 
will  be. 


Read  what  Commissioner  Cutting  of 
Massachusetts  thinks  of  Lloyds  and 
Mutuals.     He  says: 

"The  temptation  for  a  quick  fortune 
has  again  been  embraced  in  the  forma- 
tion of  mutual  fire  insurance  companies. 
Corporations  have  been  organized  and 
hardly  had  the  breath  of  corporate 
existence  been  put  into  the  body  ere  it 
became  the  prey  of  those  who  looked 
solely  for  the  benefits  of  their  own 
pockets.  Risks  were  taken  without  any 
regard  to  the  hazard,  either  moral  or 
otherwise;  anything  that  yielded  a  pre- 
mium necessarily  carried  with  it  a  com- 
mission which  was  conveyed  immediately 
to  the  pockets  of  the  managers.  West- 
ern fields  were  sought,  not  by  regularly 
applying  for  admission  through  legiti- 
mate channels,  but  by  pecuniary  induce- 
ments to  agents  who  were  only  too 
eager  to  use  the  corporations  as  a  slop 
bucket  into  which  they  could  empty 
refuse  risks,  and  when  the  inevitable 
losses  came  and  assessments  on  policy- 
holders were  levied,  not  on  account  of 
losses  incurred  at  home — for  in  nearly 
every  instance  the  business  in  Massa- 
chusetts has  been  remunerative — but  in 
states  where  the  corporations  had  no 
legal  existence,  then  the  citizens  of  this 
state  had  to  hear  the  burden.  The 
Commonwealth  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany furnishes  a  conspicuous  instance: 
Starting  in  business  in  1893,  it  found 
itself  at  the  close  of  one  year  with  a 
balance  against  it  of  ^74,098.29,  and  in 
May    1895,    it    was   in    the    hands  of  a 


receiver.  Attempts  to  collect  assess- 
ments with  which  to  settle  demands  for 
losses,  met  with  resistance,  and  hear- 
ings, prolonged  and  arduous,  before  an 
auditor,  whose  final  report  to  the  court 
that  an  assessment  of  {250,000  be  levied, 
was  ratified  by  the  judicial   tribunal." 


There  is  a  wide-spread  conviction, 
that  there  is  a  strong  combination  on 
the  part  of  fire  insurance  companies 
through  unions, boards, and  underwriters' 
associations,  to  fix  and  maintain  rates, 
and  that  the  panacea  for  this  evil  is  the 
anti-compact  law.  In  no  state  however, 
in  which  such  a  law  has  been  adopted, 
has  it  promoted  competition  or  reduced 
rates.  Associations,  boards,  and  unions 
under  the  present  method  of  conducting 
the  business  of  fire  insurance  are  really 
a  necessity;  without  them,  and  the 
interchange  of  experience  and  the  adop- 
tion of  correct  methods  and  uniform 
practices,  the  whole  business  of  fire 
underwriting  would  become  demoralized 
and  the  policy  of  fire  insurance  become 
a  mere  gambling  contract.    *  *  * 

Had  the  business  of  fire  insurance  a 
table  made  up  of  the  experience  of  all 
companies,  under  which  the  different 
hazards  were  classified,  it  would  be 
comparatively  easy  exclusive  of  moral 
hazard  to  approximately  determine  the 
rate  necessary  on  any  given  risk.  Leg- 
islation has  done  nothing  to  gather  such 
an  experience  table,  and  it  is  to  these 
unions  and  associations  so  generally 
condemned  that  we  must  look  for  its 
creation.  Until  recently,  the  jealous 
guarding  of  its  experience  by  each  com- 
pany has  made  this  work  almost  an 
impossibility,  but  by  reason  of  these 
associations  the  gathering  of  this  expe- 
rience has  recently  been  inaugurated, 
and  when  completed  will  do  more  to 
establish  justice  and  equity  in  rates  than 
all  the  anti-compact  laws  ever  enacted 
or  thought  of. — Commissionff^  Fricke^ 
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The  year  1897  shows  a  very  decided 
improvement  in  the  proportion  of  lapsed 
and  surrendered  policies  to  the  actual 
amount  issued  and  put  in  force,  the 
percentage  being  a  good  deal  smaller 
than  for  either  of  the  preceding  three 
years,  and  almost  11  per  cent  below 
that  of  1896.  Considering  lapses  and 
surrenders  separately,  it  will  be  found 
that  in  1896  the  former  were  40.8  of  the 
new  issues  and  the  latter  19.3,  while  in 
1897  the  lapses  were  33.4  of  the  issues 
and  the  surrenders  16  per  cent. 

Every  man  should  carry  life  insurance 
if  he  has  any  one  dependent  upon  him, 
and  even  if  he  has  not  he  should  carry 
some  kind  of  a  policy  to  provide  for  his 
funeral  expenses  and  to  settle  up  small 
accounts.  Again,  if  he  is  in  business 
and  has  partners  he  should  provide 
through  life  insurance  for  the  taking 
away  of  this  or  that  partner  who  is 
essential  to  the  conduct  of  his  affairs. 
Of  course,  things  may  go  on  without 
being  so  insured,  but  he  should  protect 
his  interests  by  life  insurance  so  that 
-while  progress  is  retarded  ruin  may  be 
averted.  Partnership  insurance  is  be- 
coming more  common  every  day  and  it 
is  a  wise  firm  which   takes  care  of  its 

interests  in  this  direction.

Secretary  Long  may  not  be  able  all 
the  time  to  locate  the  Spanish  fleet  but 
his  head  is  very  level  on  industrial 
insurance  for  children.  This  is  what 
he  says: 

"Since  child  insurance  began  in  Mas- 
sachusetts pauper  funerals  have  dimin- 
ished nearly  one-half  in  number.  Abolish 
child  insurance  and  you  will  either  go 
back  to  an  increase  of  pauper  funerals 
or  put  a  new  drain  on  your  charity 
funds,   and   pass   the    hat  to  meet  the 


expenses.  You  will  stop  the  habit  of 
saving,  which  in  itself  is  an  education  in 
social  economy  among  the  poor  which 
should  be  encouraged.  The  savings 
banks  do  not  meet  this  need  of  five-cent 
savings.  There  is  no  competition  be- 
tween the  two  systems.  Each  meets  a 
different  necessity,  and  instead  of  one 
cutting  into  the  other,  both  have  been 
increasing   their  business   at  me  same 

time."

At  a  meeting  of  the  directors  of  the 
Union  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company, 
held  on  May  4th,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  agreed  to:  **That 
this  company  hereby  waives  any  pro- 
vision in  any  policy  applied  for  after 
April  30th,  1898,  whereby  such  policy 
would  be  affected  in  case  the  insured 
should  serve  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  during  the  existing  war 
with  Spain,  except  that  if  the  death  of 
the  insured  result  during  service  in  the 
Tropics,  or  in  consequence  of  wounds 
received  or  disease  incurred  in  service 
in  the  Tropics,  the  liability  of  the  com- 
pany shall  be  limited  to  the  net  reserve 
on  said  policy,  computed  according  to 
the  combined  experience  table  of  mor- 
tality, with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four 
per  cent  per  annum. "  Another  resolution 
removes  all  restrictions  as  to  military 
service  on  policies  already  existing.  It 
will  be  observed  that  no  extra  premium 
is  charged,  and  no  limit  of  time  is  fixed, 

nor  of  the  amount  of  insurance  taken. 

*  * 

Probably  the  agent  has  observed  that 
the  first  premium  is  the  hardest  to  col- 
lect. Some  men  actually  suffer  when 
they  hand  over  the  premium  prior  to 
receiving  a  policy.  I  am  endeavoring 
to  obviate  this  by  a  clever  invention.  It 
is  called  "The  Portable  Painless  Pre- 
mium Extractor."  It  is  a  new  prepa-

portable  retainer.  It  is  perfectly  harm- 
less. When  you  tell  a  man  you  have 
come  to  deliver  a  policy  and  you  see 
that  well-known  look  of  pain  pass  over 
his  brow,  and  he  begins  to  wonder,  like 
a  condemned  criminal,  how  he  can  put 
off  the  final  agony  until  another  day,  you 
produce  the  Painless  Premium  Extractor. 
Let  him  but  take  one  inhalation  of  the 
gas  and  a  heavenly  smile  will  illumine 
his  face.  You  will  appear  like  unto  an 
angel,  and  he  will  hand  over  the  pre- 
mium without  pain.  Then  leave  the 
policy  and  get  out  of  the  door  before 
the  man  comes  to.  Something  of  this 
kind  has  long  been  needed.  I  must 
hide  it  from  my  wife,  however.

A  law  fixing  a  single  standard  of  sol- 
vency does  not  mean  high-priced  insur- 
ance; it  does  not  mean  wiping  out  the 
life  association  and  fraternal  order;  but 
it  will  mean  the  stamping  out  of  frauds 
and  South  Sea  bubbles  presented  as 
life  insurance,  and  it  will  mean  that 
there  is  but  one  system  under  which 
life  insurance  can  be  conducted,  and 
that  it  is  a  matter  too  sacred  and  too 
important  to  the  well-being  of  the  state 
to  be  longer  experimented  or  trifled  with. 

As  commissioner  of  insurance  I  am 
the  advocate  of  no  plan  or  class  of  life 
insurance.  I  only  know  that  it  has  not 
yet  been  discovered  how  to  give  insur- 
ance at  less  than  cost,  and  that  the  cost 
must  be  calculated  upon  some  standard 
table  of  mortality. 

When  it  is  once  recognized  that  there 
can  be  but  one  system,  and  when  the 
statutes  embody  a  standard  of  solvency 
for  all  companies  and  associations  alike, 
it  will  revolutionize  the  business  of  life 
insurance.  It  will  throw  open  to  a  com- 
petition of  economy  in  cost  of  manage- 
ment more  than  half  of  the  life  insur- 


ance carried  in  this  country,  which  is 
to-day  carried  for  the  protection  of 
dependents  only.  It  will  not  only  make 
all  insurance  safe  and  reliable,  but  it 
will  also,  by  reason  of  competitioD, 
largely  eliminate  forfeitures  and  specu- 
lative features.  It  will  make  the  ideal 
policy  of  life  insurance  the  contract 
which  will  not  only  protect  the  depend- 
ents in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the 
insured,  but  will  also,  by  just  and 
equitable  features,  protect  the  insured  i 
in  case  of  need  while  he  lives.  —  Com-  j 
missioner  Fricke.  \

Mr.  Fouse,  of  the  Fidelity  Mutual 
Life,  says:  **A  life  insurance  company 
should  do  one  of  two  things:  It  should 
either  add  a  sum  to  its  premiums  at  all 
times  sufficient  to  carry  war  hazards, 
which  would  require  an  addition  of 
about  one  dollar  per  thousand  yearly, 
and  which  would  constitute  a  war  fund; 
or,  it  should  incorporate  in  its  policies 
a  safety  clause,  providing  for  payment 
of  an  extra  premium  by,  or  a  reduction 
of  insurance  to,  those  who  engage  in 
active  service  in  case  of  war. 

"I  believe  the  latter  to  be  the  more 
equitable  and  safe  method.  In  the 
one  case  the  contingency  of  war  must 
be  anticipated  if  the  company  would  be 
sure  of  perpetuating  its  existence  in 
the  event  of  war;  in  the  other,  or  latter 
case,  provision  is  made  for  the  contin- 
gency when  it  happens.  Progress  and 
improvement  in  both  offensive  and 
defensive  warfare  are  such  as  to  make 
the  contingency  of  war  remote,  yet  the 
fact  remains  that  in  some  European 
countries  they  have  had  war  on  an 
average  every  six  years." 

Per  contra,  the  experience  of  the 
Mutual  Life  of  New  York  during  the 
Civil  War,  was  that  the  war  risk  was 
worth  about  five  per  cent  more  than 
the  ordinary. 
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Talks  with  ftccident  Insurers. 

One  day  the  first  part  of  June  three 
people  lost  their  lives  in  Chicago 
through  bicycles.  One  of  them  fell 
from  a  tandum  and  fractured  his  skull, 
another  was  run  down  and  instantly 
killed,  while  a  third  died  from  ruptures 
made  from  a  fall. 

* 

W.  Walker,  a  detective,  died  at  the 
Hahnemann  hospital  in  Chicago  on  the 
4th  inst.,  after  suffering  for  two  years 
from  injuries  received  in  stopping  a 
runaway  horse.  All  accident  compan- 
ies pay  claims  where  injuries  received 
are  due  to  attempts  to  save  life,  so  you 
should  carry  accident  insurance  if  you 
wish  to  emulate  those  who  are  heroes 
enough  to  stop  runaways  or  to  jump 
into  the  water  to  save  drowning  people. 

On  the  6th  inst.  Fred  Wilson,  a 
porter,  fell  from  the  roof  of  a  building 
at  6306  Halsted  street  and  was  so  seri- 
ously injured  that  he  died  after  being 
taken  to  the  hospital.  On  the  same 
day  Lewis  Jackson  fell  from  a  scaffold 
on  the  fifth  floor  of  a  building  at  1534 
Michigan  avenue,  and  was  buried  in 
the  basement  under  the  wheelbarrow 
load  of  bricks  which  he  had  been  wheel- 
ing along  a  narrow  passage.  Death 
was  instantaneous. 

To  show  upon  what  slight  incidents 
serious  accidents  turn,  we  wish  to  call 
attention  to  an  accident  that  happened 
in  Chicago  on  the  third  of  the  month. 
A  man  driving  a  bread  wagon  was  hur- 
rying along  making  his  deliveries  in 
time  for  his  customers  when  a  boy 
darted  out  of  an  alleyway  with  a  flag  in 
his  hand.  He  was  going  so  fast  that  he 
ran  into  the  horse,  frightened  it  so  much 
that  the  wagon  was  overturned  and  a 
man  was  killed  and  a  boy  seriously  hurt. 


Another  gasoline  explosion  on  the  5th 
inst.  caused  the  serious  injury  to  a 
woman  and  her  two  children.  The 
woman  will  die,  while  the  children  may 
live,  but  they  are  seriously  burned. 
When  will  there  be  some  enactment 
forbidding  the  use  of  this  dangerous 
explosive  ? 

* 
We  have  such  a  horror  of  scorchers 
and  know  that  they  cause  so  many  acci- 
dents which  could  be  avoided  but  for 
their  fast  riding,  that  we  take  much 
pleasure  in  recording  an  act  of  scorch- 
ing that  saved  several  people  from  seri- 
ous injury.  A  team  was  running  away 
on  Wentworth  avenue  on  the  7th  inst., 
when  two  men  scorched  ahead,  shouting 
a  warning  as  they  fairly  fiew  along. 
Only  at  such  times  as  this  is  the  other- 
wise most  reprehensible  practice  of 
scorching  to  be  at  all  countenanced. 
*     * 

It  is  not  always  fatal  to  travel  on  the 
railroad  cars,  as  is  illustrated  by  the 
fact  that  George  Hogan  got  on  a  freight 
train  at  South  Bend,  on  the  Pan  Handle 
road,  the  other  day.  He  fell  asleep  on 
top  of  a  car,  and  as  the  train  was  pass- 
ing Western  avenue,  Chicago,  the  next 
morning,  he  was  dreaming  of  being  in 
•  his  little  crib,  and  rolled  over  and  off 
the  car,  getting  several  scratches  and 
several  distinct  bumps,  and  came  very 
near  being  run  over  by  a  passing  train. 
Just  as  he  scrambled  off  the  track  a 
policeman  arrested  him  and  he  had  a 
chance  to  tell  his  woes  to  a  magistrate, 
which  he  did,  however,  so  well  that  he 
enlisted  the  squire's  sympathy  and  he 
was  discharged.  Don't  imagine,  how- 
ever, that  you  can  do  this  trick  with  as 
much  success  as  did  Hogan.  Far 
better  get  some  accident  insurance  and 
ride  inside,  and  even  at  that  you  may 
be  hurt.  ^  j

Nothing  can  be  plainer  than  that  the 
object  of  accident  insurance  is  to  pro- 
vide at  once,  in  case  of  death  or  dis- 
ablement by  accident,  a  sum  of  money 
to  indemnify  the  insured  or  the  benefic- 
iary for  the  loss  sustained,  thus  giving  a 
degree  of  comfort  in  the  time  of  need 
that  can  be  furnished  in  no  other  way, 
besides  making  a  certainty  of  the  best 
surgical  treatment.  Much  has  been 
written  already  as  to  the  fact  that  acci- 
dent insurance  will  and  does  furnish 
money  many  times  to  keep  up  life 
insurance  policies,  and  gf  this  part  of 
accident  insurance  sight  should  never 
be  lost. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  no  place 
or  position  is  perfectly  free  from  risk. 
Many  men  imagine  that  there  is  no 
chance  for  them  to  be  hurt,  but  experi- 
ence teaches  that  no  amount  of  care  can 
make  one  secure,  since  in  the  generality 
of  cases  it  is  found  that  it  is  the  care- 
lessness and  heedlessness  of  others  that 
brings  on  the  calamity  which  it  is 
sought  to  avoid. 


Look  out  lest  in  explaining  some 
accident  that  there  is  not  another  injury 
either  to  yourself  or  the  explainee. 
Many  a  man  has  been  shot  by  another 
explaining  just  how  his  neighbor  was 
killed.  The  Monthly  Bulletin  tells  the 
following  in  illustration  of  this  fact: 

*'A  singular  incident  occurred  in  a 
Hoboken  saw  mill.  An  operator  had 
three  fingers  severed  by  a  revolving  saw. 
A  few  days  afterward,  an  insurance 
adjuster  called  at  the  mill  to  investigate 
the  accident.  He  was  shown  the 
machine  by  the  superintendent,  who 
offered  to  tell  him  all  about  the  acci- 
dent. He  said  that  it  was  a  case  of  pure 
stupidity,  and  after  explaining  the  utter 
carelessness  of  the  operator  in  the  most 
bitter    way,    undertook    to  .  show     the 


adjuster  exactly  how  it  must  have 
occurred.  He  picked  up  a  piece  of 
wood  and  pushed  it  near  the  saw,  which 
was  then  in  motion,  at  the  same  time 
he  looked  up  at  the  insurance  adjuster, 
explaining,  etc.  Before  he  was  aware, 
two  of  his  own  fingers  were  caught  by 
the  saw  and  severed."

We  have  received  a  brochure  on  the 
Paris  Charity  Bazaar  fire,  by  Edwin  O. 
Sachs.  The  little  book  asks  many  per- 
tinent questions.  Among  others:  "How 
are  we  to  get  the  architect  in  practice 
to  take  a  little  interest  in  fire  protec- 
tion, not  only  in  its  general  aspect  but 
specially  in  connection  with  our  enter- 
tainments? How  is  the  student  to  be 
encouraged  to  take  up  the  matter  ? 
How,  again,  is  the  general  public  not 
only  to  be  interested,  but  educated  ? " 
The  answer  to  these  questions  has 
already  made  them  take  this  action  in 
Paris.  It  has  said:  '*Call  together 
your  leading  architects,  your  civil  and 
mechanical  engineers,  your  experts  in 
chemical  an(J  other  sciences.  Combine 
the  many  conflicting  interests.  Do  not 
be  afraid  of  compromise.  Avoid  one- 
sidedness.  Examine  what  has  been 
done  at  home  and  elsewhere.  Then 
act  and  act  soon."  Mr.  Sachs  con- 
cludes by  saying:  **It  is  fire  prevention, 
mind  you — preventing  fires — that  the 
committee  have  most  to  think  of;  not 
putting  the  fire  out  when  it  is  there. 
Let  our  gallant  firemen  look  after  the 
fire  fighting  when  the  fiend  is  actually 
among  us,  but  let  us  see  that  our  fire- 
men have  as  little  to  do  as  possible,  and 
that  they  are  not  handicapped  to  the 
extent  they  are  at  present." 

It  certainly  is  well  that  much  true 
labor  and  brain  work  should  be  expend- 
ed in  putting  a  stop  to  accidents  which 
cost  so  many  lives.

Fire  Insurance.  —  Wife  Cannot  Recover  on  Policy 
Issued  in  Husband'^s  Name.  In  the  case  of  the 
Connecticut  Fire  Insurance  Company  v.  Smith  the 
•court  Held^  That  a  wife  cannot  collect  the  insur- 
ance on  a  policy  issued  in  her  husband's  name,  even 
if  the  claim  is  made  that  it  was  a  mistake  of  the 
agent,  when  the  only  evidence  of  the  knowledge  of 
her  ownership  by  the  agent  is  claimed  to  have  been 
stated  in  agent's  presence. — Colorado  Supreme 
Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Partial  Payment  of  Premium 
Note.  In  the  case  of  the  (terman  Insurance  Com- 
pany V.  Denny  it  was  Held^  That  where  an  insur- 
ance policy  provides  that  failure  to  pay  a  premium 
note  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  policy,  but  that 
after  such  failure  the  insured  shall  have  the  right 
to  make  payment  and  revive  the  policy,  the 
acceptance  of  partial  payment  waives  nothing,  and, 
if  a  loss  occurs  before  full  payment,  the  insured 
•cannot  recover. — Illinois  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Ifisurance. — False  Swearing.  In  the  case 
of  the  Phcenix  Fire  Insurance  Company  v.  Shear- 
man it  was  Held^  That  a  policy  providing  that  it 
shall  be  void  in  case  of  false  swearing  by  insured  is 
not  avoided  where  a  person  honestly  believes  the 
value  of  destroyed  property  to  be  as  he  swears, 
even  though  it  is  not  the  true  value,  when  there  is 
no  motive  for  making  a  false  statement,  and  the 
value,  as  found  by  the  jury,  is  $2,ocx>  in  excess  of 
the  amount  of  the  insurance,  though  that  sum  was 
$1,600  less  than  the  amount  fixed  by  insured. — 
North  Carolina  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Policy  May  be  Divided.  In 
the  case  of  Tompkins  v.  the  Hartford  Fire  Insur- 
ance Company  it  was  shown  that  the  policy  covering 
horses,  oxen,  young  cattle  and  sheep,  was  issued 
for  the  gross  sum  of  $2,400,  and  provided  for  a 
maximum  valuation,  in  case  of  loss,  for  the  animals 
of  each  class  separately.  It  also  provided  that  it 
should  lie  entirely  void  if  the  property  became 
mortgaged.  At  the  time  of  a  loss  by  fire,  some, 
but  not  all,  of  the  animals  were  mortgaged.  Held^ 
That  the  policy  was  divisible,  and  that  a  recovery 
might  be  had  for  those  destroyed  which  were  not 
in  the  mortgage. — New  York  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Arson  a  Defense.  In  the  case 
of  Knopke  v.  the  Germanlown  Farmers  Mutual 
Fire  Insurance  Company  it  was  Ileld^  that  where 
Xhe  defence  was  arson  and  the  plaintiff  was  asked 
to  show  want  of  motive  whether  he  lost  any  money 
in  the  house  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  the  question 
was  not  limited  to  any  specific  amount,  and  as  the 
amount  might  have  been  inconsiderable  it  was 
properly  excluded. 

Where  the  court,  in  an  action  on  an  insurance 
policy  in  which  the  defence  was  arson,  instructed, 
in  effect,  that  the  presumption  of  innocence  existed 
until  the  jury  was  satisfied  by  a  preponderance  of 


the  evidence  of  plaintiff*s  guilt,  there  was  no  error 
in  refusing  to  instruct  that  the  jury  must  be  satis- 
fied by  a  preponderance  of  the  evidence  that 
plaintiff  did  intentionally  set  the  fire,  and  that 
there  was  no  preponderance  unless  the  testimony 
was  sufficient  to  overcome  the  presumption  of 
innocence. — Wisconsin  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. —  Warehouse  Policy — Subroga- 
tion. In  the  case  of  the  Home  Insurance  Company 
V.  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  and  S.  S.  M.  Railway 
it  was  shown  that  a  common  carrier  stored  in  its 
elevatoi  the  grain  of  its  shippers,  awaiting  tranship- 
ment, and  procured  twelve  policies  of  insurance  on 
such  grain.  The  plaintiff's  policy  covered  only  the 
liability  of  the  carrier  to  the  shippers.  The  other 
eleven  policies  were  issued  to  the  carrier  '*on  grain 
their  own  or  held  by  them  in  trust  or  on  commis- 
sion, or  sold  but  not  delivered."  The  grain  was 
lost  by  a  fire  occasioned  by  the  negligence  of  the 
carrier.  Ileld^  That  the  carrier  was,  in  case  of 
loss,  entitled  to  recover  in  its  own  name  on  the 
eleven  other  policies,  holding  in  trust  for  the  ship- 
pers all  in  excess  of  its  own  claims  on  the  grain; 
but,  as  the  carrier  was  liable  to  them  for  the  loss, 
it  would  hold  all  of  the  amount  recovered  on  its 
own  claim,  and,  when  it  paid  the  amount  to  the 
shippers,  would  do  so,  not  as  trustees,  but  in  satis- 
faction of  its  own  liability  to  them.  Under  these 
circumstances,  the  eleven  policies  covered  only  the 
liability  of  the  carrier  to  the  shippers,  the  same  as 
did  the  policy  issued  by  the  plaintiff;  and,  the  total 
amount  of  insurance  being  greater  than  the  amount 
of  loss,  each  of  the  twelve  policies  must  contribute 
ratably  with  the  others;  and,  after  each  has  so  con- 
tributed, the  plaintift  is  not  entitled  to  be  subro- 
gated to  the  carrier's  rights  against  the  other  eleven 
companies. — Minnesota  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance.  —  Ownership  —  Forfeiture.  In 
the  case  of  Williamson  v.  the  Orient  Insurance 
Company  the  policy  contained  a  provision  that  it 
should  be  void  **if  the  interest  of  the  insured  be 
other  than  unconditional  and  sole  ownership." 
The  policy  was  issued  November  2,  1893.  August 
I,  1892,  the  plaintiff  executed  an  instrument  which 
contained  a  recital  that  it  was  intended  10  operate 
as  provided  in  section  1969  et  seq.  of  the  Code  Ga. 
of  1882  in  regard  to  sales  of  property  to  secure 
debts,  and  to  pass  title  to  the  property  described. 
In  case  of  default  in  payment  of  interest  or  principal 
of  the  debt,  or  of  insurance  premiums  or  taxes,  the 
grantee  was  authorized  to  sell  the  property  at  pub- 
lic sale,  and  make  to  the  purchaser  **good  and 
sufficient  titles  in  fee  simple  to  the  same,  thereby 
devesting  out  of"  plaintiff  "all  right  and  equity 
that  she  may  have  in  and  to  the  said  property,  and 
vesting  the  same  in  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
aforesaid,"  etc.  It  appeared  that  there  was  no 
bond  to  reconvey  the  property  on  payment  of  the 
debt.     Held^    That,    notwithstanding    the    recital 
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that  it  was  executed  under  the  provisions  of  section 
1969  et  seq.  of  the  Code  Ga.  1882  the  instrument 
was  not  true  and  the  deed  of  the  plaintiff  which 
was  outstanding  at  the  date  of  the  policy  passed 
the  title  to  the  creditor,  and  the  interest  of  the 
insured,  therefore,  not  being  an  * 'unconditional 
and  sole  ownership,*'  the  policy  by  its  terms  was 
void. — Georgia  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Vacancy — Increased  Risk,  In 
the  case  of  Hunt  v.  the  State  Insurance  Company, 
it  appeared  that  this  was  an  action  brought  to 
recover  for  loss  sustained  under  a  policy  of  fire 
insurance  and  the  company  alleged  and  relied  on 
the  following  provisions  of  the  policy:  **Or  if, 
without  written  consent  hereon,  *  *  *  the  risk 
be  increased  by  any  means;  or  if  there  is  any 
change  in  the  occupant  or  occupancy  of  the  prem- 
ises insured;  or  if  the  buildings,  or  either  of  them, 
become  vacant,  *  *  ♦  then  in  every  such  case 
the  policy  shall  be  void."  On  the  trial  the  com- 
pany offered  to  prove  that  insured  vacated  the 
property  and  that  it  remained  unoccupied  for  a 
period  of  ten  or  more  days.  In  stating  the  issues 
the  court  instructed  the  jury  that  ''defendant,  the 
insurance  company,  answering,  admits  that  the 
policy  was  issued,  that  the  premium  was  paid,  and 
that  the  dwelling-house  was  destroyed  by  fire  while 
such  policy  was  in  force,  and  that  proof  of  loss  was 
duly  made,  resting  its  defense  upon  the  alleged 
fact  that  the  plaintiff  procured  or  caused  the  fire 
that  destroyed  the  dwelling-house  to  be  set  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  insurance  money  from  this 
and  other  companies,  and  also  that  the  hazard  to 
the  building  had  been  increased  by  the  act  of  the 
plaintiff  by  leaving  said  house  vacant  at  the  time  it 
was  burned."  /A'A/,  That  the  instruction  was 
erroneous  in  that  it  withdrew  from  the  consideration 
of  the  jury  the  defenses  based  on  change  of  occu- 
pancy and  non-occupancy,  and  the  action  of  the 
court  in  this  regard  can  not  be  justified  on  the 
assumption  that  there  was  no  evidence  tending  to 
establish  these  defenses  or  either  of  them,  in  view 
of  the  refusal  of  the  company's  offer  of  such  evi- 
dence. Plaintiff's  judgment  in  lower  court  reversed 
and  new  trial  ordered.  —  Nebraska  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurame. — Authoriiy  of  Ai^ent —  7'i//e — 
Insurable  Interest.  In  the  case  of  Slobodesky  v. 
the  Phenix  Insurance  Company  it  was  Held,  'I'hat 
the  authority  of  an  insurance  agent  to  waive  the 
payment  of  a  premium  in  cash  and  give  the  insured 
credit  therefor  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that 
the  agent  was  authorized  to  negotiate  contracts  of 
insurance,  to  fill  out  and  deliver  insurance  policies, 
executed  in  blank  and  left  with  him  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  to  receive  and  receipt  for  insurance  pre- 
miums, and  to  make  settlements  from  lime  to  lime 
with  his  principal  for  premiums  collected. 

Where  no  inquiries  are  made  of  an  insured  as  to 
the  character  or  condition  of  his  title:  where  he 
makes  no  false  representation  as  to  the  character 
and  conditicm  of  his  title;  relying  upon  which  the 
company  is  induced  to  and  does  insure  the  property; 
where  the  insured  has  an  insurable  interest  in  the 
property;  the  company  accepts  and  retains  the 
premium;  and  a  loss  occurs, — then,  the  company 
can  not  escape  liability  for  such  loss  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  insured,  at  the  date  of  the  policy,  was 
not  invested  with  an  absolute  and  unincumbered 
title    to   the   insured   property,   even   though   the 


policy  provides  that  it  shall  be  of  no  validity  unless 
the  title  of  the  insured  be  an  unconditional  and 
unincumbered  one;  as  in  such  case  it  will  be  con- 
clusively presumed,  against  the  company,  that  it 
intended  to  and  did  insure  the  interest  which  the 
insured  had  in  the  property  and  waived  the  pro- 
vision in  the  policy  providing  for  its  invalidity  by 
reason  of  the  imperfect  title  of  the  insured. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  insured  prop- 
erty had  been  sold  at  a  judicial  sale,  which  was 
presumably  pending  for  confirmation  at  the  date  of 
the  issuance  of  the  policy  in  suit,  the  insured  still 
had  an  insurable  interest  in  this  property,  as  his 
title  to  the  property  was  not  devested  by  that  sale 
until  it  was  confirmed  by  the  court  under  whose 
authority  it  was  made. — Nebraska  Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurance. — Suidde.  In  the  case  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  I.  O,  U.  A.  v.  Wieting  it  was  Held, 
That  when  one  kills  himself  while  insane,  even 
though  he  intends  that  the  result  of  the  act  shall 
be  fatal,  but  through  the  impairment  of  the  reason- 
ing faculties  is  not  able  to  understand  the  moral 
character,  nature,  consequences  and  effect  of  such 
act,  or  is  impelled  by  an  irresistible  impulse  which 
he  cannot  withstand,  it  is  not  suicide  within  the 
contemplation  of  the  parties  to  a  contract  of  life 
insurance,  and  the  insurer  is  liable. — Illinois 
Appelate  Court. 

Life  Insurance.  —  Cash  Options.  In  the  case  of 
the  Travelers  Insurance  Company  v.  Healy  it  was 
Ileld^  That  when  a  life  policy  is  payable  upon  the 
insured's  death,  to  his  wife,  if  she  survive  him.  if 
she  should  not,  to  their  children,  and  if  neither 
wife  nor  child  survive  him,  then  to  his  executor  or 
administrator,  subject  to  a  clause  which  provided 
that  the  policy  might  be  converted  into  cash,  at  the 
option  of  the  holder,  at  any  time  after  15  years 
from  its  date,  for  the  amount  indorsed  upon  the 
back  of  the  policy,  the  holder,  by  exercising  his 
option,  becomes  the  beneficiary  in  the  lifetime  of 
the  insured,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  wife  and 
children. — New  York  Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurance. — Reserve  Fund.  In  the  case  of 
Swan  V.  the  Mutual  Reserve  Fund  Life  Insurance 
Association  in  which  a  member  of  a  mutual  life 
insurance  company  brought  an  action  against  the 
company  to  require  it  to  conform  to  its  policy  in 
the  management  of  its  funds,  alleging  that  the  com- 
pany had  agreed  to  deposit  a  certain  part  of  the 
assessments  collected,  as  a  reserve  fund,  with  a 
trustee  for  the  benefit  of  meml>ers;  that  large  sums 
which  should  have  been  placed  with  the  tiustees 
had  been  deposited  elsewhere,  and  were  being  used 
in  extravagant  speculation;  and  praying  that  the 
company  be  compelled  to  set  aside  the  stipulated 
sums  for  the  reserve  fund,  and  the  amounts  paid  to 
the  reserve  fund  be  ascertained,  and  the  plaintiff  be 
paid  his  proper  proportion,  with  other  demands  of 
relief,  designed  to  conform  the  company's  methods 
to  the  terms  of  the  agreement  in  plaintiff's  policy. 
Defendant  demurred.  Held,  That  the  insurance  law 
which  provides  that  no  order,  restraining  or  inter- 
fering with  the  business  of  an  insurance  company, 
be  made,except  upon  the  application  of  the  attorney- 
general,  or  in  an  action  by  a  judgment  creditor,  or 
in  supplementary  proceedings, applied  to  this  action, 
and  that  the  plaintiff  had  not  legal  capacity  to 
maintain  it. — New  York  Court  of  Appeals.

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Tables  ot  Sending  ot  Insurance  Companies. 


The  tables  given  contain  the  names  of  the  companies,  location,  the  year  in 
which  they  began  business,  capital,  assets,  liabilities  and  surplus  as  to  policy-holders. 
As  this  magazine  is  printed  in  the  interest  of  the  policy-holders  it  was  not  con- 
sidered necessary  to  give  what  is  called  the  net  surplus,  but  if  any  one  is  interested 
in  that  he  can  easily  obtain  it  by  subtracting  the  capital  given  from  the  surplus  as 
to  policy-holders.  It  will  be  noticed  that  a  few  of  the  companies  have  their  capital 
impaired.  The  amount  of  the  impairment  is  easily  obtained  by  comparing  the 
surplus  as  to  policy-holders  with  the  capital.  If  this  surplus  is  not  equal  to  the 
capital  an  impairment  is  evident  and  the  amount  of  such  impairment  is  the 
difference  between  the  two.  We  have  striven  to  give  those  having  lines  of  insur- 
ance to  place  the  cash  assets  of  the  companies,  and  have  eliminated  <' stock  notes" 
and  the  like  from  the  amounts.  We  have  taken  the  figures  from  the  sworn  state- 
ments of  the  companies,  and  shall  prefer  always  to  correct  figures  in  accordance 
with  the  rulings  of  the  different  insurance  departments. 

In  the  case  of  the  mutual  fire  companies  we  give  simply  cash  assets  and  then 
the  net  amount  of  premium  notes  beyond.  Of  course  we  have  not  given  all  the 
farmers'  mutuals  in  the  different  states,  but  have  endeavored  to  put  in  those  com- 
panies that  are  striving  for  general  business.

The  Manhattan  Fire  was  suspended 
for  ninety  days  for  overhead  writing  in 
Indiana  and  the  time  is  about  to  expire. 
Mr.  Armstrong  hopes  to  re-enter  the 
state  with  his  company  when  the  time 
is  completely  expired.  He  has  bought 
the  Butler  interest  in  the  Manhattan, 
paying  some  I126  per  share  therefor, 
and  he  expects  to  do  great  things  for  his 
company  this  fall.

Vice-President 
Thomas  H.  Scotland  is  conducting  the 
affairs  of  the  Reading  Fire  at  its  home 
office.  The  company  will  now  branch 
out  and  write  greatly  increased  lines. 


The  U.  S.  Government  is  getting  lots 
of  money  for  stamps  since  the  first  of  the 
month,  and  there  is  more  or  less  trouble 
fixing  upon  the  one  who  shall  furnish 
the  stamps.  The  Chicago  Fire  Under- 
writers* Association  has  decided  that 
the  policy-holder  must  pay  for  all  stamps 
for  endorsements  assigning  policies  and 
that  the  agents  should  not  approve  or 
give  the  required  consent  till  stamp  had 
been  affixed  and  cancelled  by  the 
insured. 


The  Norwood  Fire,  after  a  fitful 
existence  under  the  new  regime,  has 
concluded  to  go  out  of  business,  and  to 
this  end  has  reinsured  its  risks  in 
the  Providence-Washington  of  Rhode 
Island.  The  Norwood  was  taken  up 
not  long  ago,  its  impairment  paid  in  and 
it  started  out  to  accumulate  coin  in  large 
quantities,  but  the  cutting  of  rates  in 
New  York  and  the;  general  unhealthy 
look  of  the  fire  business  has  been  too 
much  for  it  and  it  had  to  succumb. 


President  Ripley  of  the  Santa  }re 
route  has  filed  a  notice  to  the  effect  that 
the  Railway  Officials'  and  Employes* 
Accident  Association  of  Indianapolis  is 
the  only  company  th«t  will  be  author- 
ized to  solicit  insurance  from  employe's 
as  well  as  receive  deductions  from  wages 
that  will  be  made  upon  the  pay  rolls  in 
the  payment  of  premiums. 


The  fire  underwriters  of  San  Fran- 
cisco have  won  their  fight  against  Com- 
missioner Clunie.  Judge  Morrow  holds 
that  the  Commissioner  has  no  right  to 
interfere  in  any  way  with  the  under- 
writers or  their  companies  for  failure  to 
comply  with  the  laws  of  California  prior 
to  the  time  of  the  filing  of  this  case  in 
any  other  way  but  by  suit  or  proceed- 
ings authorized  by  the  attorney-general. 


The  action  of  the  Circuit  Court  in 
finding  for  the  plaintiffs  in  the  case 
against  the  Covenant  Mutual  Life  Asso- 
ciation of  Galesburg,  in  this  state,  is 
one  which,  in  our  opinion,  will  be  upset 
in  the  Supreme  Court,  to  which  appeal 
has  been  made.  J.  W.  Duggans  and 
others  brought  an  action  to  enjoin  the 
Covenant  Mutual  from  collecting  what

Life  Association,  were  1472,693.14  as 
against  1442,184.82  for  the  same  quarter 
of  the  preceding  year.  The  ledger 
assets  of  the  association  at  that  date 
were  J2, 156,969.97,  with  liabilities 
including  reserve  on  limited  payment 
and  paid-up  policies  of  1520,938.13. 
Both  the  new  business  and  the  old  were 
larger  in  the  month  of  June  than  in  any 
month  this  year. 

The  Fidelity  Mutual  has  been  in  busi- 
ness nearly  twenty  years  and  it  has  a 
membership  of  about  33,000,  and  it  has 
about  J73, 000,000  of  insurance  in  force. 

The  elasticity  of  the  contract  offered 
by  the  Fidelity  Mutual  is  conserved  by 
the  fact  that  if  the  future  experience 
should  be  less  favorable  than  the  past 
and  thus  bring  the  reserve  below  what  it 
should  be,  the  reserve  would  be  restored 
either  by  calling  upon  every  policy- 
holder to  pay  his  share  of  the  impair- 
ment, or  the  amount  would  be  charged 
against  the  policy  and  deducted  from  it 
with  interest  at  six  per  cent,  when  it 
becomes  a  claim. 
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GOVERNMENT  INSURANCE  FOR  ARMY 
AND    NAVY. 

/CONGRESSMAN  GARDNER  of 
^^-^  New  Jersey  has  elaborated  a 
scheme  to  get  rid  of  pensions.  It  did 
not  pass  congress  at  its  present  session, 
but  will  be  presented  to  it  in  December, 
but  will  hardly  pass,  as  there  are  too 
many  reasons  to  reject  it.  Mr.  Gardner 
has  asked  that  a  board  of  insurance 
commissioners,  at  a  salary  of  14,000  a 
year  apiece,  be  appointed  to  adopt 
rules  and  regulations  for  a  military  and 
naval  life  and  accident  insurance  for  the 
military  and  marine  forces  of  the  gov- 
ernment, providing  the  amount  to  be 
paid  them  on  loss  of  life  or  injury  in 
service  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
juries received,  which  amount  shall  be 
in  lieu  of  all  claims  for  pensions  from 
the  men  or  their  representatives.  When 
the  board  shall  be  appointed  the  regula- 
tions arrived  at  shall  be  reported  to  con- 
gress as  soon  as  possible  and  thirty 
thousand  dollars  are  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  work  of  the  board. 

To  us  this  seems  to  augment  rather 
than  decrease  the  expense  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  handling  pensions,  and,  be- 
sides, it  does  away  with  the  underlying 
principle  of  all  pensions,  and  that  is, 
that  the  government  shall  take  charge 
of  and  care  for  those  injured  in  service 
and  those  dependent  upon  them.  It 
would  give  a  lump  sum  in  lieu  of  this, 
to  be  sure,  but  it  would  leave  these  very 
people  in  a  short  time  in  the  very  place 
from  which  the  government  intended  to 
extricate  them. 

We  hardly  think  that  any  such  scheme 
can  be  made  to  work.

OVERHEAD    WRITING. 

T^HERE  can  be  no  question  as  to  the 
^  demoralizing  influence  of  the  prac- 
tice in  vogue  by  some  companies  of 
writing  over  the  head  of  the  agent.  He 
naturally  looks  upon  the  risks  on  his 
field  as  part  of  his  stock  in  trade,  and 
that  these  should  be  taken  away  from 
him  by  the  very  company  that  he  repre- 
sents is  something  which  must  appear  to 
him  as  bordering  on  misappropriation  of 
goods  and  chattels.  He  naturally  claims 
that  his  company  resembles  that  animal 
on  which  our  pork  packing  establish- 
ments rely  to  keep  their  men  busy  and 
he  thinks  that  if  this  kind  of  practice 
continues  to  grow  he  might  as  well 
shut  up  shop.  He  loses  interest  not 
only  in  his  company  but  in  the  fire  busi- 
ness and  looks  around  for  something 
else  to  engage  his  activities.     Many  a 
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good  agent  may  be  entirely  lost  to  the 
companies  by  this  practice. 

Some  of  the  states  has  taken  action 
on  this  matter,  not  because  they  are  in- 
terested so  much  in  the  agents  who  are 
residents  as  the  fact  that  they  lose  the 
tax  on  this  kind  of  a  transaction.  The 
commissioner  of  Kentucky  says  of  it : 

''The  agreement  not  to  write  Ken- 
tucky business  except  through  duly  au- 
thorized resident  agents,  which  this  de- 
partment requires  all  companies  to 
execute,  and  which  must  be  filed  as  a 
prerequisite  to  admission,  has  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  had  the  desired  effect,  but 
there  is  quite  a  large  amount  of  Ken- 
tucky business  upon  which  the  state  ^ 
does  not  collect  tax,  on  account  of  its 
not  being  written  through  regularly  au- 
thorized agents. 

"During  the  past  year  the  department 
has  discovered  by  examination,  and 
collected  tax  on  some  of  this  overhead 
business.  The  mere  fact  that  the  state 
loses  some  of  its  revenue,  although  a 
good  one,  is  by  no  means  the  only  rea- 
son why  the  practice  of  overhead  writ- 
ing should  be  stopped.  In  figuring  the 
percentage  of  loss  in  this  state  all  losses, 
whether  the  risk  was  written  in  the 
home  ofiSce  of  the  company  or  through 
some  authorized  agent,  are  charged 
against  the  state,  but  only  the  premiums 
on  the  business  written  through  the  au- 
thorized agents  are  credited  to  Ken- 
tucky. This  makes  it  appear  that  Ken- 
tucky is  a  more  hazardous  state  than  it 
is  and  consequently  rates  are  higher 
than  they  should  be.  I  think  that  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  the  'resident  agents' 
bill  which  passed  both  branches  of  the 
last  legislature  did  not  become  a  law. 
Under  its  provisions  I  think  the  task  of 
stopping  this  overhead  writing  would 
have  been  greatly  .simplified  and  the 
good  results  which  have  been  pointed 
out  hastened. 


''However,  much  has  already  been 
done  and  I  am  sure  that  much  more  can 
and  will  be  done  to  correct  this  evil."

BANKRUPTCY  LAW. 

CONGRESS  has  finally  passed  a 
general  bankrupt  law  which  will, 
we  think,  prove  to  be  a  good  thing  for 
the  fire  insurance  companies.  The  new 
law  is  not  that  proposed  by  Torrey,  nor 
does  it  bear  any  particular  name.  It 
has  been  fifteen  years  since  the  first  bill 
was  introduced,  and  all  this  time  there 
has  been  a  constant  wrangling  between 
the  senate  and  the  house  in  reference  to 
this  matter. 

Senator  Hoar,  of  Massachusetts,  says 
in  reference  to  the  new  law : 

*'^e   present  bill  is  a  compromise. 


It  will  undoubtedly  be  found  that  in 
getting  it  through  we  have  been  obliged 
to  leave  in  it  some  crudities  and  imper- 
fections which  must  be  remedied  by  sub- 
sequent legislation.  It  is  quite  likely 
that  the  fees  of  clerks,  referees  and  trus- 
tees will  be  found  to  be  too  low.  One 
of  the  great  objections  was  that  under 
the  old  law  the  estates  were  eaten  up  by 
costs  and  that  the  creditors  got  little  or 
nothing.  So  we  have  pared  to  the  quick 
in  that  particular.  Instead  of  the  long 
list  of  crimes  there  are  only  two  for 
which  a  bankrupt  is  to  be  punished — 
one,  that  of  willfully  making  a  false  an- 
swer in  the  bankruptcy  proceedings;  the 
other,  the  embezzlement  of  the  property 
of  the  estate. 

"The  terms  of  discharge,  too,  are  ex- 
ceedingly liberal;  and  it  is  provided  that 
farmers  and  wage  earners  will  not  be 
the  subjects  of  involuntary  bankruptcy, 
which  extends  in  general  to  merchants, 
manufacturers,  bankers,  printers  and 
publishers,  etc.  There  are  some  possi- 
ble cases  of  fraud  which  the  law  will  not 
prevent.  But  the  objection  to  a  stricter 
one  was  so  great  that  it  was  not  thought 
best  to  risk  the  success  of  this  bill, 
which,  as  it  was,  has  been  saved  as  by 
fire,  by  standing  out  for  a  perfect  rule 
to  be  applied  to  cases  which  would  not 
occur  once  in  a  thousand  times. 

<<The  bill  seems  to  me  a  great  deal 
better  than  that  known  as  the  Torrey 
bill  in  two  particulars—one,  that  the 
settlement  cannot  be  delayed  byappeals 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  except  in  two  cases:  First,  where 
a  federal  question  is  involved,  and,  sec- 
ond, where  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  is  needed  for  uniformity  of  con- 
struction throughout  the  country— and 
next,  in  the  provision  for  a  summary  ap- 
plication to  a  court  of  appeals  in  an  in- 
terlocutory way  to  correct  mistakes  as 
the  proceedings  ^q^,  o^^^^i^^^gf  waif- 
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^ing  until  the  final  determination  in  the 
,court  below  and  then  keeping  the  whole 
estate  tied  up  until  after  a  final  decision 
in  the  higher  court. 

"The  bill  will  enable  from  150,000  to 
200,000  bankrupts  to  get  on  their  feet 
again.  It  will  enable  manufacturers 
and  merchants  to  get  a  fair  division  of 
their  debtors'  property  and  will  prevent 
a  great  deal  of  fraud,  embezzlement,  and 
wasteful  dealing  with  property.*' 


DEATH    OF    GEORGE    W.    REED. 

P'EORGE  W.    REED,  for  forty-five

years    secretary   of   the    National 


Life  of  Montpelier,  Vt.,  and  director 
since  1864,  died  in  that  city  on  the  4th 
of  July.  The  board  of  directors,  at  their 
meeting  held  July  5,  1898,  recorded  the 
following  tribute  of  respect : 

"George  W.  Reed,  a  good  man,  be- 
loved by  all  who  knew  him,  followed 
with  gratitude  by  many  who  enjoyed  his 
isilent  kindness,  and  a  true  type  of  the 
old-time  character  in  the  country  town 
which  for  over  seventy-one  years  has 
been  his  home,  died  suddenly  in  the 
eighty.first  year  of  his  age  at  noon  of 
July  4,  1898. 

"He  was  a  quiet,  educated,  cultured 
gentleman,  who  loved  streams  and 
woods.  He  was  a  man  of  the  home,  a 
maker  of  his  own  garden,  and  looked  at 
nature.  When  he  left  the  college  he 
was  a  teacher;  when  he  left  the  school 
he  was  a  pioneer;  when  he  left  the  west 
coast  he  was  among  the  first  in  the  art 
and  science  of  insuring  life. 

"He  was  not  great,  but  good;  not 
fast,  but  sure;  not  brilliant,  but  solid. 
He  was  a  good  citizen,  a  painstaking 
officer,  an  honest  trustee  and  a  true 
friend.  Such  he  was  in  his  whole  life 
and  so  we  shall  always  think  of  him, 
now  he  is  dead. 

"We  order  this  brief  statement  of  our 
estimate    to   be   placed    in   the   record 


which  he  kept  for  almost  half  a  century. 
We  place  his  name  by  the  side  ol  oth- 
ers, Doctor  Dewey,  Governor  Dilling- 
ham, the  elder.  General  Pitkin,  Judge 
Veazey,  Judge  Redfield,  Thurston, 
Bingham  and  the  rest,  with  whom  he 
worked  for  the  birth  and  growth  of  the 
company,  whose  silent  ranks  he  now 
forever  joins. 

"Our  judgment  of  his  life  finds  voice 
in  the  wish  that  there  were  more  such 
men,  and  of  his  mind  and  heart,  that 
there  were  more  such  neighbors.  His 
long  life  was  pure,  quiet  and  useful.  It 
had  in  it  what  lives  too  often  lack,  the 
power  of  self-living  in  the  sense  of  living 
one's  own  life  in  peace  and  content, 
free  from  disturbance  of  outside  condi- 
tions.    He  was  himself  and  not  another. 

"While  we  regard  his  death  with 
grief,  we  also  look  upon  the  end  of  his 
life  as  the  closing  of  a  noble  account,  in 
which  the  balance  is  on  the.  side  of  the 
student,  the  teacher,  the  pioneer,  the 
officer,  the  trustee  and  the  man. 

"With  deep  respect,  we  order  this 
entry  in  our  journal  by  a  rising  vote 
and  direct  that  the  home  office  be 
closed  on  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday, 
July  6,  his  burial  day. 

"Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  trib- 
ute be  sent  to  Mrs.  Maria  R.  Hemen- 
way,  sister  of  Mr.  Reed." 


THE    ROYAL    ARCANUM. 

HTHE  Royal  Arcanum  was  at  one  time 
^  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  assess- 
ment fraternal  organizations.  We  re- 
member having  met  a  gentleman  ten  or 
twelve  years  ago  who  told  us  with  great 
confidence  that  he  was  carrying  plenty 
Qf  life  insurance,  and  investigation 
showed  that  it  was  nearly,  if  not  quite, 
all  of  the  fraternal  variety.  We  at- 
tempted at  that  time  to  disabuse  the 
gentleman's  mind  as  to  his  holdings,  but 
was  met  with  a  self-confid^t  repl/that 
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he  knew  all  about  it  and  that  we  could 
tell  him  nothing.  This  same  gentleman 
came  into  the  office  the  other  day  to  ask 
what  he  should  do  about  the  Royal 
Arcanum  assessments.  We  told  him  to 
pay  them,  no  matter  what  they  were, 
for  we  knew  he  could  get  no  other  kind 
of  life  insurance  now. 

This  company  has  been  having  all 
kinds  of  trouble,  growing,  of  course,  out 
of  the  system  adopted  at  its  inception. 
One  of  the  mottoes  on  its  flag  was, 
"Your  assessments  can  never  increase;" 
as  if  the  death  rate  could  never  grow 
higher,  which,  by  the  way,  was  to  be 
kept  down  by  that  good  old  process, 
"the  infusion  of  new  blood."  Ah  !  that 
was  a  great  scheme.  It  sounded  wise 
and  there  was  something  very  medical 
and  persuading  in  the  way  it  was  said. 
"New  blood  !  new  blood  !"  This  was 
to  do  the  whole  business  and  to  halt 
death  in  its  course  as  effectually  as  ever 
the  sun  was  made  to  stand  still. 

The  special  committee  appointed  by 
the  surpeme  council  of  New  York  to 
consider  changes  in  the  assessing  of 
members  preliminary  to  a  wide  discus- 
sion of  the  affairs  of  the  order  to  be  held 
at  the  national  council  at  Cleveland  re- 
ported at  length  and  recommended  sev- 
eral important  changes. 

They  add  another  name  to  the  no- 
menclature of  assessmentism,  <<a  term 
protection  plan."  A  short  time  ago  we 
had  the  "safety  fund  plan,"  then  the 
"stipulated  premium  plan"  and  the 
"pocket  reserve  plan."  All  of  which 
were  designed  to  change  the  multiplica- 
tion table  to  fit  a  theory. 

Anyway,  this  new  plan  to  result  in  an 
increase  of  25  per  cent  in  the  rates  over 
those  now  charged,  with  regular  ad- 
vances yearly  to  age  fifty-five,  when 
the  rates  becomes  level.  Then  at  age 
sixty-one  provision  is  made  for  a  reduc- 
tion in  benefits  annually  to  obviate  the 


.alleged  necessity  of  further  advancing 
the  rates.  Thus,  on  a  ^3,000  certificate 
the  benefits  would  decrease  |ioo  a  year 
until  age  seventy-five,  at  which  time  the 
certificate  would  bring  but  11,500,  or 
half  the  amount  originally  written. 

This  new  plan  was  not  adopted  at 
Cleveland,  and  the  Royal  Arcanum  will 
drift  along,  we  suppose,  until  it  bumps 
up  against  the  rock  of  a  growing  death 
rate.  It  is  not  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery; 
on  the  contrary  the  patient  will  continue 
to  grow  worse. 


THE  HEAT  OF  THE  INCANDESCENT 
ELECTRIC  LAMP. 

T^HE  incandescent  electric  lamp  is 
^  essentially  a  device  which  trans- 
forms electricity  partly  into  light  but 
mostly  into  heat,  says  the  London  Lancet, 
As  is  well  known,  the  carbon  filament  of 
the  lamp  is  a  substance  offering  great 
resistance  to  the  passage  of  the  current, 
and  the  product  of  this  resistance  is 
light  and  heat.  It  is  an  instance  of  the 
translation  of  one  form  of  energy  into 
another.  It  may  not,  however,  gen- 
erally be  known  that  the  light  produced 
is  but  after  all  only  a  small  percentage 
of  the  energy  thus  manifested — some  5 
or  6  per  cent  only  at  the  most.  This 
fact  is  very  important,  bearing  in  mind 
a  very  common  notion  that  the  electric 
incandescent  lamp  is  free  from  the  heat 
rays.  It  is  true  that  the  lamp  when 
working  is  not  comparable  with  a  flame 
of  naked  light,  but  at  the  same  time  the 
heat  evolved  is  such  as  may  lead  to 
ignition.  We  are  disposed  to  empha- 
size this  point  because  the  incandescent 
electric  lamp  is  used  for  the  purposes  of 
illumination  and  decoration  in  shops 
without  any  regard  to  the  possibility, 
nay,  probability,  of  fancy  goods  being 
fired  which  happen  to  be  contiguous. 
Indeed,   so   firm   is   the   idea   that   the 

incandescent  electric  lamp 
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heat  that  it  is  frequently  to  be  found 
buried  in  a  mass  of  easily  ignited  and 
highly  inflammable  material.  This  is  a 
mistake,  and  care  should  be  exercised 
with  the  electric  lamp  in  its  application 
in  this  connection,  but  the  risk,  of 
course,  is  not  so  great  as  where  naked 
lights  are  employed.  We  have  found 
by  experiment  that  on  immersing  a  i6 
candle  power  lamp  (lOO  volts  pressure) 
in  half  a  pint  of  water,  the  water  boils 
within  an  hour  and  in  proportionately 
less  time  when  32  candle  power  is  sub- 
stituted. If  again  the  lamp  be  buried 
in  cotton-wool,  the  wool  soon  begins  to 
scorch  and  ultimately  to  burst  into 
flame.  In  one  experiment  which  we 
tried,  the  bursting  into  flame  of  wool 
was  accompanied  by  a  loud  report,  due 
to  the  implosion  of  the  lamp.  It  clearly 
appears  from  this  that  the  incandescent 
electric  lamp  cannot  be  regarded  as  an 
unlikely  means  of  starting  a  serious  Are, 
and  shopkeepers,  especially  those  who 
exhibit  highly  inflammable  fabrics, 
should  know  that  there  is  risk  in  placing 
such  goods  too  close  to  the  lamp.  The 
lamp  in  contact  with  celluloid  fires  it  in 
less  than  five  minutes,  and  therefore  the 
danger  is  particularly  obvious  in  the 
case  of  toy  shops,  where  electric  incan- 
descent lamps  are  often  suspended  in 
the  midst  of  toy  celluloid  balls. — Scien- 
tific American. 


WAR  REVENUE  TAXES. 
'T'HE  appended  table  is  the  work  of 
*  General  Agent  J.  L.  Whitlock  of 
the  Glens  Falls.  The  agents  of  his 
company  will  use  it  as  their  guide  in 
attaching  war  revenue  stamps  to  fire 
and  tornado  insurance  policies.  The 
law  requires  that  all  stamps  shall  be 
duly  cancelled,  when  used,  by  writing 
or  stamping  on  their  face  the  initials  of 
the  person  using  them  and  the  date  they 
are  affixed.

The  committee  also  recommended  that  the  following  protest  against 
the  tax  on  life  insurance  policies  be  sent  to  the  Illinois  members  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Congress: 

"In  the  name  of  the  Chicago  Life  Underwriters  and  in  behalf  of  the 
thousands  of  policy-holders  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  many  of  whom. have 
enlisted  and  gone  to  the  front  in  our  country's  service,  we  protest  against 
the  passage  of  that  portion  of  the  revenue  bill,  which  proposes  to  place  an 
additional  tax  on  the  life  companies,  as  it  also  imposes  an  additional  bur- 
den on  the  many  soldiers  and  sailors  who  have  gone  to  the  front,  and  who 
will,  without  the  additional  expense  of  the  tax,  find  it  difficult  to  carry 
their  insurance  lor  their  families. 

"Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  protest  be  sent  to  each  of  the  Senators 
and  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  Congress,  from  Illinois, 
and  that  they  may  be  requested  to  use  their  efforts  to  defeat  unjust 
discrimination  against  holders  of  life  insurance  policies.^' 

Mr.  Wyman  moved  the  acceptance  and  adoption  of  the  reports,  which 
was  seconded  and  carried  unanimously  by  a  rising  vote.     Major  E.  D.  Red- 
ington  then  arose  and  said: 
''Mr,  President: 

"The  guests  of  the  association  will  notice  on  one  of  the  pages  of  the 
menu  card  a  group  of  names  which  appear  on  Bunker  Hill  night  as  the 
"Old  Guard."  They  are  the  names  of  members  of  this  association  who  in 
various  positions  helped  in  greater  or  less  degree  to  keep  our  flag  floating 
over  an  undivided  country  a  generation  ago. 

"This  year  the  "Old  Guard,"  retire  to  the  rear  and  the  "New  Guard," 
come  to  the  front.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  three  members  of  the  associa- 
tion are  now  in  the  field  in  the  service  of  humanity.  I  move  that  the 
secretary  communicate  to  them  our  appreciation  of  their  patriotism,  our 
best  wishes  for  the  cause  they  represent  and  assure  them  of  our  hopes 
and  prayers  for  a  safe  and  speedy  return." 

The  motion  was  carried  and  the  secretary  instructed  to  communicate 
to  the  "New  Guard,"  consisting  of  G.  H.  Child,  cashier  of  the  Iowa  Life, 
S.  W.  Fowler  of  the  Union  Mutual,  and  Dr.  Wm.  Cuthbertson, 
examiner  for  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Life,  the  action  of  the  association, 
with  the  hope  that  they  will  continue  to  uphold  its  motto,  "Non  Solis 
Nobis,"  and  speedily  return  home.  The  entire  company  then  joined  in 
singing  "Whei\  Johnny  Comes  Marching  Home."

President  Wrenn  opened  the  program  with  "A  Word  of  Welcome." 
He  said: 

''I  will  relieve  your  minds  at  the  very  outset  by  announcing  that  I 
have  no  intention  of  inflicting  you  with  a  set  speech,  as  might  appear  from 
the  program.  I  have  been  asked,  as  your  presiding  officer,  to  extend  to 
our  guests  this  evening  a  word  of  welcome.  From  the  very  beginning  of 
our  associational  life  we  have  been  greatly  favored  by  the  generous 
response  we  have  had  from  our  invited  guests.  To  their  presence  and 
participation  we  are  indebted  very  largely  for  the  enviable  and  unique 
position  we  occupy  as  an  organization. 

The  presence  of  such  guests  as  we  have  with  us  to-night  is  an  honor, 
and  their  participation  in  our  exercises  will  be  an  inspiration.  It  would  be 
in  very  bad  taste  on  my  part  to  multiply  words  in  bidding  them  welcome. 
That  you  are  heartily  welcome  goes  without  saying,  and  I  am  supported  by 
the  very  highest  authority  in  having  it  go  that  way.  So  competent  a 
judge  as  Mr.  William  Shakespeare  says: 

**  *Sir,  you  are  very  welcome  to  our  house. 
It  must  appear  in  other  ways  than  words, 
Therefore,  I  scant  this  breathing  courtesy.'  " 

General  John  C.  Black,  commander  Illinois  Department  G.  A.  R., 
was  then  introduced.     To  the  toast,  "Hobson's  Choice,"  he  responded  as 
follows: 
'*J/]r.  President^  Ladies  and  GeniUmen: 

"I  have  had  some  difficulty,  sitting  here  among  you,  in  realizing  that 
about  which  you  desire  to  hear  me  speak — the  story  of  war.  All  about  us 
is  redolent  with  the  perfume  of  flowers;  soft  music  has  filled  our  ears,  and 
lights  shine  on  fair  women  and  brave  men.  It  has  been  almost  impossible, 
while  the  surroundings  have  been  so  sweet,  to  withdraw  from  the  present 
and  contemplate  the  grim  reality  that  lies  beyond  our  vision.  We  are 
prone  in  hours  of  peace  to  philosophize  upon  the  question  of  relative 
courage,  and  now  and  then,  work  ourselves  into  a  condition  of  ecstatic 
fancy  in  which  we  call  moral  courage  the  greatest  exhibition  of  human 
courage,  and  the  greatest  accomplishment  of  human  will.  It  will  be 
talked  about  and  written  about,  and  the  world  will  declare,  as  it  has  time 
and  again,  that  physical  courage  is  well  enough  in  its  place,  that  all  men 
are  blessed  with  physical  courage,  but  your  true  hero  is  the  moral  hero. 
The  world  is  just  about  settling  down  into  that  belief,  when  suddenly  the 
problem  of  war  is  brought  before  a  nation,  and  men  and  women  come 
suddenly  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  the  hero  of  the  world  is  the  man 
who  dares  to  offer  life  in  support  of  his  convictions.  I  have  found  it 
impossible  to  separate  moral  courage  from  physical  courage.  I  have 
found  it  impossible  to  conceive  of  a  man  who  had  moral  courage  that  was 
not  willing  and  ready  to  back  it  with  physical  strength.  It  might  be  the 
strength  of  endurance,  but  more  often  it  is  of  that  gallant  kind  that  rides 
at  the  front,   where  war  spreads  it^  shadows  o'er  the  splendid  acts  of 
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**l  have  no  doubt  that  all  nations,  at  times,  when  dreaming  in  their 
softer  intervals-,  have  held,  too,  that  moral  courage  was  the  highest  pro- 
duction of  human  culture,  but  I  notice  to-day  that  in  the  history  of  this 
world,  whether  the  writing  be  sacred,  or  that  of  the  secular  scribe,  the 
courageous  belong  to  that  class  who  dare  to  back  with  their  lives,  if  need 
be,  the  declaration  of  their  lips.  Long  ago  Rome  gave  the  man  that  kept 
the  bridge  immortality  and  glory  forever,  and  the  man  who  swept  the 
Austrians  from  the  field  and  who  rose  from  a  lowly  peasant  to  be  the  hero 
of  central  Europe,  though  his  name  appears  again  and  again  in  history, 
was  not  a  man  who  was  particularly  enthused  with  moral  courage.  What 
he  saw  was  that  his  country  needed  his  services,  and  his  life,  and  he 
gave  it. 

**One  hundred  and  twenty-three  years  ago  to-day  a  little  band  of  men 
gathered  from  Concord  and  Lexington,  and  the  byways  of  Boston  and 
from  all  around  the  Massachusetts  coast,  marched  to  the  top  of  Breed's 
Hill,  constructed  there  the  redoubts  that  were  to  become  immortal,  and 
dared  the  Britains.  The  moral  hero  of  that  band  was  Joseph  Warren: 
educated,  loving,  talented,  beautiful,  he  won  the  hearts  of  men,  and 
women  admired  him.  And  yet  when  all  these  qualities  were  waived,  he 
was  simply  Joseph  Warren,  M.  D.,  of  Boston,  Mass.  Now  when  the 
hour  came,  he,  too,  pledged  his  life  to  his  country  and  its  cause,  upon 
those  ramparts,  and  rose,  by  the  labor  and  sacrifice  of  the  hour  to  be  the 
hero  of  Young  America  for  all  time.  I  never  have  heard  of  any  particular 
exhibition  of  moral  courage  made  by  Warren;  of  any  sacrifice  that  he 
made  upon  himself;  of  requirements  by  which  he  demanded  from  himself 
particular  obligations,  but  when  the  hour  came  his  sacrifice  was  made,  and 
his  fame  rested  secure.  All  our  wars  have  bristled  with  examples  of  men 
actuated  by  the  love  of  liberty,  who  have  dared  and  done,  and  have  grown 
to  be  unforgetable. 

**Who  is  Hobson?  Two  weeks  ago  the  name  was  utterly  unknown  in 
America  at  large.  Now  it  is  one  of  the  imperishable  names  of  her  great 
and  beautiful  men.  We  see  him  now  as  he  pursued  his  quiet  and  peace- 
ful way  at  the  acadamy.  We  see  him  engaged  in  the  mechanical  arts  of 
naval  warfare.  We  see  him  working  at  Santiago  in  his  ship's  hull,  in  its 
hold,  testing  its  armor,  examining  its  construction,  trying  and  proving  its 
machinery,  with  as  much^erenity  as  any  machinist  in  this  town  would  do 
his  work  here  a  thousand  miles  from  danger  of  hostile  attack.  But  there 
was  something  in  him  like  that  which  animated  Warren  at  Bunker  Hill. 
It  at  last  came  to  him  to  make  a  choice  between  safety  and  security  in  the 
hold  of  the  ship,  and  far  removed  from  the  fierce  line  of  fire,  or  to  put  his 
talent,  his  knowledge  and  his  experience  into  the  very  breach  and  vortex 
of  war.  He  perceived  that  to  him,  perhaps  more  than  any  other  man, 
•  was  given  an  intimate  knowledge  that  he  could  use  for  his  country,  and 
therefore  he  proffered  his  services  to  the  Admiral  in  his  command  and 
sailed  away  with  several  others  upon  an  expedition  that  promised  captivity 
or  death  as  its  just  reward.  I  do  not  hear  that  he  was  asking  for  fame.  I 
have  not  heard  that  he  asked  for  the  recording  of  the  deed  that  he  was  to 
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do,  but  simply  actuated  by  the  duty  that  was  laid  upon  him,  by  his  trained 
and  by  his  expert  knowledge,  he  made  the  choice.  He  moved  to  the  front, 
he  sailed  down  that  narrow  channel,  facing  death  with  his  companions, 
and  at  last  in  the  very  centre  of  the  enemy's  fire,  performed  the  task  for 
which  he  had  set  out — he  sunk  his  ship  and  gaye  himself  and  his  struggling 
companions  to  the  waves.  What  difference  did  it  make  to  Hobson 
whether  he  lived  or  died  beyond  that  hour?  As  much  as  to  any  other 
young  man.  He,  too,  loved  music;  he,  too,  loved  sunshine.  To  him  the 
brightness  of  the  day  and  the  beauty  of  the  night  pleaded  the  excellency  of 
being.  To  him  the  hope  of  a  continued  existence  was  grateful.  To  him 
the  beauty  of  woman  in  her  love,  and  the  touch  of  tender  lips  upon  his 
bearded  cheeks,  spoke  as  much  of  happiness  as  to  any  man  alive.  He 
may  die  in  a  Spanish  dungeon;  we  do  not  know.  Captivity  may  wear  his 
life  away;  we  do  not  know.  The  sea  may  engulf  him;  who  can  tell?  But 
when  Hobson  chose  the  path  of  duty,  the  duty  that  lay  before  him  at  the 
moment,  he  vindicated  his  right  to  stand  in  the  very  formost  ranks  of  the 
courageous  and  brave. 

*'You  will  let  me  pass  for  one  moment  from  the  consideration  of  the 
choice  that  was  made  by  the  young  lieutenant.  You  may  consider  what 
may  be  our  duty,  when  thousands  of  companions  like  him  from  the 
American  navy  and  army  see  that  the  path  of  duty  is  the  way  to  glory,  and 
tread  that  path  even  if  captivity  and  death  stand  on  either  hand. 

"Now  I  will  pause  for  a  moment  to  ask,  what  they  will  have  in  their 
ivay  when  they  shall  have  set  the  flag  (as  they  will)  on  the  Queen  of  the 
Antilles,  and  as  they  are  upon  the  coast  of  the  Asian  continent?  Is  the 
American  people  to  surrender  back  to  the  Spaniard  the  land  that  their 
sons  have  won  by  their  sacrifices?  Will  we  give  these  lands  back  to 
barbarism?  Never,  while  the  flag  stands;  never,  while  liberty  leads; 
never  will  the  land  which  has  been  warmed  by  the  blood  of  her  sons  be 
surrendered  to  Spanish  tyranny.  What  our  sons  win,  what  the  navy  and 
the  army  take,  the  American  people  will  keep. 

"It  is  all  well  enough  to  talk  about  the  rights  of  others.  The  great 
right  to  be  preserved  is  the  right  of  the  people,  and  the  great  boon  to  be 
presented  to  the  world  is  the  boon  of  liberty,  and  that  will  be  preserved 
when  we  keep  Hobson's  choice  in  our  mind  and  stand  ready  to  peril  all  in 
defense  of  liberty  at  home  and  abroad." 

A  song  by  the  quartette  followed,  and  then  Mr.  Nicoll  Halsey  was 
introduced,  who  recited  the  following  original  epic:

In  chastisement  of  crime,  until 
A  new  freed  nation's  praise  shall  fill 

A  righteous  peace  at  last." 

The  poem  excited  a  burst  of  vehement  applause.  Before  the 
enthusiasm  had  subsided  the  familiar  strains  of  ''The  Star  Spangled 
Banner"  were  heard,  and  led  by  L.  Brackett  Bishop  everybody  joined  in 
with  much  gusto,  while  the  little  flags  in  the  hands  of  the  guests  moved 
vigorously  in  time  to  the  music. 

Dr.  F.  A.  Noble  next  responded  to  the  toast,  ''Bunker  Hill:  A  Voice 
of  Yesterday  Speaking  To-day."     He  said: 
^^ Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Association: 

"Permit  me  to  extend  my  gratitude  for  the  courtesy  of  an  invitation  . 
to  be  present  to-night.  Without  multiplying  words,  I  would  say  that  I 
esteem  it  a  great  honor  to  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  exercises  of  an 
association  made  up  of  men  like  those  of  this  association,  who  have  for  the 
purpose  of  their  life  such  benevolent  ends.  Let  me  also,  before  I  go 
further,  congratulate  the  association  on  the  way  in  which  it  has  identified 
its  gatherings  with  the  cultivation  of  patriotism.  I  have  esteemed  it  for 
years  one  of  the  hopeful  signs  of  the  times  that  there  is  a  disposition  to 
recognize  with  a  new  force  of  intelligent  patriotism  the  flag  that  waves 
over  us,  and  to  realize  the  responsibilities  that  any  given  generation  may 
be  under  to  elevate  those  who  are  to  take  their  places.  I  account  it  a 
very  special  privilege  that  my  lot  has  been  cast  among  such  a  people,  and 
delight  in  doing  all  I  can  to  enthuse  others  with  the  idea  of  loyalty  to  the 
Nation. 

"I  will  say  a  word  to-night  with  reference  to  Bunker  Hill.  The  sub- 
ject is  a  very  broad  one.  It  goes  a  good  ways  back,  and  it  has  a  signific- 
ance that  reaches  down  through  all  generations  of  this  republic. 

"What  does  Bunker  Hill  stand  for?  It  was  not  an  accident.  I  am 
one  of  those  who  believe  there  are  no  accidents  in  things  of  this  kind.  It 
was  a  force  that  came  in  answer  to  a  spirit  that  was  rife  in  the  land,  which 
had  been  cultivated  for  years  and  years.  How  came  Bunker  Hill  monument 
to  become  the  great  fact  that  it  is?  How  came  that  great  event  to  be 
immortalized  as  it  is?  Nothing  is  lost.  We  speak  of  lost  causes;  we 
speak  of  lost  forces;  we  speak  of  waning  interest;  we  think  of  things  that 
have  had  promise  in  them  and  then  have  gone  into  decay,  but  there  are 
undying  forces  in  the  physical  world,  and  things  that  have  been  are  such 
things  that  are,  and  the  great  purpose,  the  great  effort  that  has  beeQ  made  ^ 
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a  grand  consecration  anywhere  on  this  great  earth,  though  it  may  seem  to 
have  borne  for  us  no  fruit  and  to  have  failed,  has  not  failed.  The  mother 
bends  down  over  her  babe  and  sings  her  sweet  lullaby  at  eventide.  By 
and  by  the  lips  are  sealed,  but  for  ever  and  for  ever  that  lullaby  lingers; 
and  so  with  these  words  that  are  spoken,  and  these  deeds  that,  are  done; 
they  are  all  recorded,  and  things  that  are  forgotten  still  linger  somewhere. 
And  whatever  moral  is  put  into  a  deed  is  working  still  to  the  consummation 
of  the  ends  aimed  at  by  the  great  lovers  of  liberty  in  past  generations  and 
past  centuries. 

'<What  a  story  it  is,  and  what  a  record  they  made  when,  on  Bunker 
Hill,  the  heroes  in  line,  and  the  generals  and  the  admirals  of  that  day 
stood  there  and  formed  their  front  as  solid  as  they  could  make  it  against 
onslaughting  forces,  immortalizing  themselves  with  those  great  men  who 
had  done  such  deeds  before.  We  may  speak  or  read  of  a  great  nation  as 
a  nation  that  is  gone,  having  to-day  only  a  small  fragment  of  its  former 
magnificence,  with  its  great  immortality  and  its  great  and  immortal  history. 
It  is  not  gone.  The  spirit  of  liberty  that  was  in  the  Cjreeks  found  its  way 
into  the  souls  of  those  men  who  stood  that  morning  of  the  17th  of  June  on 
Bunker  Hill.  What  a  story  it  is  of  that  conflict  between  the  Romans 
down  there  by  the  sea,  and  the  Goths  up  in  their  forests  in  central  Europe 
pressing  down  and  fighting  their  way  for  three  hundred  consecutive  years, 
until  Rome  was  at  last  conquered,  only  to  have  the  sceptre  fall  from  the 
hands  of  its  successor,  and  so  to  fight  back  and  forth  and  back  and  forth  for 
hundreds  of  years  more.  Every  thought  of  liberty  that  was  pressed  down 
from  the  Danube  to  the  Tiber  was  rife  in  the  souls  of  the  men  who 
gathered  at  Bunker  Hill. 

**What  a  story  it  is  about  our  English  liberties.  One  day  I  went  into 
the  Cathedral  of  Canterbury,  and  the  guide  was  passing  from  room  to  room 
when  he  suddenly  opened  a  door  and  I  stood  there  in  front  of  a  large 
granite  casket  ten  or  twelve  feet  long.  I  had  not  thought  for  a  moment 
that  that  great  soul  that  had  fought  for  English  liberty  had  left  his  body 
there  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  The  guide  then  said:  *This  is  Langton's 
grave,'  the  man  who  gathered  his  forces  there  and  looked  into  the  fires  of 
King  John  and  said:  'Give  us  liberty  or  we  give  you  death.'  While  there 
are  many  instances  in  English  history  of  the  Magna  Charta  trampled  under 
foot,  yet  the  spirit  of  it  lives,  and  all  that  was  essential  and  forceful  in 
Magna  Charta  was  in  the  soul  of  this  Joseph  Warren  you  have  talked  of 
to-night,  and  was  in  the  souls  of  the  men  who  stood  there  at  Bunker  Hill. 
Cromwell  was  there:  Cromwell,  with  his  courage,  physical  and  moral; 
Cromwell,  who  by  his  deeds  ranked  high  with  the  rest  of  the  great  men  of 
his  class.  Oliver  Cromwell  was  there  at  Bunker  Hill.  And  so  I  say 
nothing  was  lost.  Nothing  in  behalf  of  liberty  was  lost,  though  there  have 
been  defeats  off  and  on  and  time  and  again.  That  is  why  Bunker  Hill  has 
a  voice.  It  had  gathered  into  itself  all  the  voices  that  have  sung  for 
liberty,  it  had  gathered  iilto  itself  the  music  and  the  ecstacy  of  by-gone 
years,  and  of  the  souls  that  had  been  speaking  through  the  generations., 

"What  does  Bunker  Hill  say  to  you  and  to  ine  and  to  the  rest  oi^^ 
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to-night?  What  docs  that  day  have  to  say  to  this  day?  What  doed 
Warren  with  his  sealed  lips,  what  do  those  who  have  fallen  on  Bunker  Hill 
and  are  commemorated  by  thai;  magnificent  shaft,  say  to  you  and  to  me? 
In  general  they  say:  Cultivate  pajtxiotism.  Make  your  country  a  country 
that  ought  to  be  loved;  make  it  a  country  with  laws  just;  make  it  a; 
country  with  rights;  make  it  a  country  with  aspirations,  so  that  our  people 
will  live  for  it  and  not  be  afraid  to  die  for  it.  That  is  what  it  says  to  us 
to-day.  That  is  the  voice  we  hear.  Make  your  country  what  it  ought  to 
be,  and  then  stand  by  your  country  through  thick  and  thin. 

''Now  I  am  not  here  to-night  to  advocate  any  narrow  patriotism.  I 
believe  in  humanity.  I  believe  that  every  human  heart  is  humane,  and  I 
believe  that  all  in  the  world  who  are  constructed  after  the  image  of  God 
are  your  brothers  and  my  brothers,  and  I  believe  I  am  under  obligations 
to  humanity  here  and  everywhere.  *  *  *  But  while  I  would  recognize 
our  national  obligations  to  humanity,  and  would  not  urge  that  there  is 
nothing  good  in  any  other  country,  yet  I  say  we  have  such  a  history,  we 
have  such  magnificent  men,  such  men  as  gathered  about  George  Washing- 
ton in  those  day3  when  men's  souls  were  tried  by  the  exigencies  that  were 
upon  them,  and  sqch  men  as  gathered  about  this  old  flag  when  shot  and 
shell  were  riddling  it  and  the  integrity  of  the  Union  was  threatened,  and 
such  men  as  have  answered  to  the  call  of  the  country  and  gone  into  Manila 
Bay  and  into  Santiago  Harbor.  And  then  such  a  magnificent  country  that 
has  been  forged  out  by  such  men,  that  we  would  say  we  are  not  true  to 
ourselves,  we  are  not  true  to  anything,  we  are  not  true  to  this  grand  old 
flag,  if  we  do  not  show  our  loyalty  in  every  situation  where  we  are  placed. 
It  it  calls  for  money  it  gets  money;  if  it  calls  for  service  on  the  battle  field 
it  gets  it;  and  if  it  calls  for  life  to  sink  the  Merrimac  or  to  send  our  ships 
over  the  waves  into  Manila  Harbor  it  shall  have  it.  It  shall  have  anything 
it  asks.     And  that  is  what  I  call  patriotism.     Cultivate  patriotism. 

''That  great  shaft  on  Bunker  Hill  is  saying  to  us  here  to-night:  'You 
have  such  opportunities  and  such  grand  openings  as  never  before  were 
offered  to  a  people.'  And  if  we  are  to  be  true  to  our  country,  and  if  we 
are  to  be  true  to  our  past  we  shall  cultivate  character;  we  shall  cultivate 
the  written  opinion;  and  we  shall,  through  the  inspiration  thus  afforded, 
get  such  impulse  that  the  whole  nation  shall  be  lifted  up. 

"I  think  some  day  war  will  end.  War  is  bitter;  war  takes  many  lives; 
war  tends  to  the  destruction  of  property,  and  we  all  of  us  have  friends  and 
relatives  in  the  war.  It  means  this:  It  means  that  some  went  out  well  and 
strong  but  shall  sink  down,  and  some  shall  come  back  worn  out,  and  some 
of  them  will  come  maimed,  and  some  will  not  come  at  all.  That  is  what 
it  means.  Nobody  knows  how  long  the  struggle  will  last.  It  is  an  awful 
thing.  But,  friends,  there  is  something  more  awful  than  that.  This  is 
more  awful:  For  one  man  to  stand  with  his  heel  upon  the  neck  of  another 
man;  for  a  nation  to  stand  with  its  iron  hand  upon  a  weaker  nation  of  peo- 
ple. It  is  awful  because  that  nation  has  decried  liberty  and  refused  it. 
And  just  so  long  as  there  is  this  voice  of  oppression,  just  so  long  as  there 
is  this  kind  of  injustice,  just  so  long  as  there  are  men  who  have  no  liberty 
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and  cannot  get  their  liberty  by  any  pleading,  just  so  long  as  the  powers 
that  be  in  any  nation  construe  their  authority  in  such  a  way,  there  will  be 
good  cause  for  war." 

Mr.  A.  W.  Kimball,  with  his  characteristic  modesty,  then  somewhat 
reluctantly  acknowledged  the  toast,  **A  Thought  About  Our  Flag."     He 
spoke  as  follows: 
"J/r.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

<'I  don't  suppose  there  is  anything  new  about  our  flag,  and  yet  there 
seems  always  to  be  something  new  and  inspiring.  I  am  sure  all  agree  that 
this  year  it  looks  redder,  whiter,  bluer  and  dearer  than  ever  before.  I 
believe  it  does  take  the  boom  of  cannon,  the  flash  of  sabres  and  the  rattle 
of  musketry  to  bring  out  the  colors  in  our  flag  as  well  as  the  patriotism  in 
our  hearts.  But  glorious  and  beautiful  as  the  old  flag  always  looks  to  us 
here  at  home,  it  is  nothing  as  compared  with  the  sensation  one  has  in  a 
foreign  land  when  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  seeing  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 
I  shall  never  forget  a  beautiful  Sunday  morning  in  Florence.  We  were 
attending  service  at  the  Scotch  Presbyterian  Church  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Arno,  and  had  not  been  seated  long  before  our  attention  was  turned  to 
a  restless  little  American  boy  with  a  tin  tube  in  his  hand,  which  he  was 
industriously  scratching  with  his  knife  during  the  exceedingly  long  prayer 
and  vainly  trying  to  get  the  top  off.  A  number  of  the  congregation  were 
disturbed  by  the  noise,  and  old  Dr.  McDougall  himself  more  than  once 
nervously  turned  his  venerable  head  in  the  direction  of  the  little  offender; 
but  the  prayer  went  on.  The  Doctor  prayed  for  the  King  and  Queen  of 
Italy;  and  then  for  Queen  Victoria  and  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  just  as  he 
had  begun  to  pray  for  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  catch  on  top 
of  the  tube  sprang  up,  and  behold  as  neat  a  little  American  flag  as  ever 
floated  in  the  breeze  shot  out,  and  waving  in  full  view,  created  a  profound 
and,  I  may  say,  absolutely  thrilling  sensation.  We  had  been  climbing  the 
mountains  of  Switzerland,  and  feasting  our  eyes  with  delight  on  its  peer- 
less lakes  and  valleys.  We  had  visited  the  great  art  galleries  of  Europe, 
and  looked  on  the  immortal  works  of  Raphael  and  Michael  Angelo;  but  we 
thought  for  the  moment  that  little  silk  flag  was  the  most  beautiful  thing  we 
had  ever  seen  in  all  our  lives,  and  I  had  intense  fellow  feeling  with  the 
Boston  man  near  us,  who  said  as  we  went  out  of  church,  that  he  would 
have  given  a  hundred  dollars  if  he  might  have  stood  right  up  there  in 
meeting  and  given  three  cheers  for  the  red,  white  and  blue. 

**And  when  we  landed  in  Lucerne  it  was  the  4th  of  July — not  an 
European  4th  of  July,  but  a  regular  old-fashioned  American  Fourth;  and 
if  Uncle  Sam  had  slept  the  night  before  on  top  of  Mt.  Pilatus  or  the  Rigi, 
and  been  awakened  at  half  past  four  by  the  thundering  of  cannon,  and 
counted  thirty-nine  American  flags,  as  we  did,  to  say  nothing  of  the  little 
ones,  floating  in  different  parts  of  the  beautiful  Swiss  town  below  by  the 
lake,  he  would  certainly  have  taken  it  for  one  of  the  cities  in  his  own 
beloved  United  States,  and  not  in  the  midst  of  the  Alps.  All  day  long  in 
Lucerne   we  met  boys,   Swiss  boys  and  French  boys  and  G^anaojind 
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English  and  American  boys,  shooting  off  fire  crackers  and  all  selling  little 
American  flags,  and  at  night  the  Schweitzerhof  burned  several  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  fire  works  in  honor  of  American  guests  in  the  city. 

'<Just  a  month  ago  th^  most  startling  and  significant  sentence  of  the 
century  was  uttered  by  a  great  Englishman,  perhaps  more  than  any  other 
Englishman  the  authoritative  mouth-piece  of  the  British  Empire.  Mr. 
Chamberlain  does  not  and  did  not  indulge  in  wanton  and  impulsive  words. 
On  the  contrary,  what  he  said  constitutes  the  most  carefully  constructed 
sentence  since  William  Pitt.  *War,'  he- exclaimed,  *War,  though  a  terrible 
thing,  would  be  cheaply  purchased  if  in  a  great  and  noble  cause,  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  and  Union  Jack  should  wave  together  over  an  Anglo  Saxon 
alliance.'  Big,  solemn,  intrepid,  momentous  words  those,  whether  we 
want  it  or  not,  Tennyson  wrote  of  something  less  important — 'All  the 
world  wondered.'  A  larger  world  wondered  here;  and  Mr.  Chamberlain's 
more  immediate  audience  of  Englishmen  and  Scotchmen  afid  Irishmeii 
rose  to  him,  and  with  huzzas  leaping,  bounding  and  tumultuous,  cheered 
the  sentiment  so  that  he  was  unable  to  speak  another  word  for  ten  minutes. 
Wkat  4id  it  mean?  Just  two  things:  Respect  for  the  American  flag; 
England's  earnest  and  deep-seated  desire  for  partnership  with  it.  As  the 
Irishman  wanted  it  for  his  country,  'Erin  e  pluribus  uilum  go  bragh.' 
What  is  its  significance  for  us?  I  have  not  heard  the  idea  advanced  else- 
where, and  I  alone  am  responsible  for  it;  but  it  does  seem  to  me,  if  this 
sort  df  thing  goes  on,  it  will  not  be  long  before  we  celebrate  June  17th  and 
the  4th  of  July  for  the  last  time.  For  with  Mother  Brittania  making  such 
exceedingly  delicate  and  tender  proposals  to  us,  how  could  we,  with  any 
international  courtesy  or  decency,  keep  on  throwing  up  our  hats  and 
shooting  ofi  exultant  fire  crackers  in  remembrance  of  our  triumph  over  her? 
Indeed,  how  is  it  possible  when  she  is  in  the  vfery  act  of  proposing,  for  us 
to  continue  celebrating  June  17th  because  we  whipped  her  at  Bunker  Hill, 
and  July  4th  because  we  got  rid  of  her?  Sir,  we  could  not  do  it.  It 
wouldn't  be  respectable.  It  would  not  be  decent.^  It  would  not  be 
Christian  to  keep  on  rubbing  it  in  that  way.  So  we  may  as  well  make  up 
our  minds  to  put  these  two  national  holidays  on  the  shelf;  but  not  embalm 
or  bury  them,  if  you  please;  for  it  is  just  possible  something  might  happen 
to  bring  them  back  from  innocuous  desuetude  into  active  and  patriotic 
service  once  more. 

'*l  am  very  happy  to  be  present  at  our  association  meeting  to-night> 
and  if  this  should  happen  to  be  the  last  Bunker  Hill  day  we  ever  celebrate, 
we  will  certainly  always  remember  it  as  a  good  one." 

Mr.  Kimball's  remarks  concluded  the  formal  program,  but  among  the 
guests  was  Mr.  Franklin  T.  Head  of  Chicago,  from  whom  President 
Wrenn  thought  all  present  would  like  to  hear.  Mr.  Head  gracefully 
acknowledged  the  compliment,  and  delivered  the  following  most  interest- 
ing address: 
*^ Ladies  and  GentUmen: 


*It  is  hardly  fair  for  the  president  of  this  association  to  call/oa^e^fc 
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a  speech  after  those  which  we  have  heard  to-night,  and  which  have  been 
carefully  brooded  over  for  the  last  four  weeks. 

"What  has  interested  me  most  in  connection  with  the  Life  Under-* 
writers'  Association  is  the  fact  that  you  are  people  pursuing  a  business 
which  has  a  certain  amount  of  patriotism  in  it.  In  so  many  other  businesses 
we  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  in  cutting  each  other's  throats  and  under- 
mining each  other's  business,  but  you  seem  to  get  together  and  go  to 
work  for  the  good  of  the  cause.  It  is  sometimes  a  wonder  to  me  how  we 
outsiders  get  invited  to  participate  in  these  delightful  occasions,  and  I  have 
looked  upon  it  as  the  result  of  the  kindly  feeling  of  the  president  of  the 
association  by  reason  of  some  of  your  members  having  mentioned  my 
name.  But  as  I  was  sitting  here  this  evening,  it  occurred  to  me  that  I 
was  in  the  business;  had  been  for  some  years.  I  will  explain  it  to  you. 
Of  course  the  members  of  these  life  insurance  companies,  those  who  are 
insured,  are  the  men  who  make  the  most  money  out  of  the  life  insurance 
business,  that  is,  those  who  die  quick,  and  with  neatness  and  dispatch. 
These  corporations,  great  and  wealthy  as  they  are,  don't  furnish  the  money 
that  pays  these  losses.  That  money  all  comes,  in  the  end,  out  of  their 
policy-holders,  and  of  course  when  a  man  dies,  as  I  expect  to  some  day, 
^mebody  has  to  pay  it,  and  we  realize  that  the  people  who  pay  it  sAe  the 
men  who  stay  in  it  a  long  time.  Men  who,  when  they  were  in  their  young 
days,  thought  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  have  a  policy  for  the  girl  they 
wished  to  marry,  or  the  children  that  may  be  theirs,  and  some  that  take 
out  a  policy  and  pay  for  it  through  long  lives.  That  class  of  men  may  be 
considered  as  life  insurance  agents.  Now  I  took  out  one  of  those  policies 
when  I  was  a  young  man,  and  I  have  been  paying  on  it  ever  since. 
I  suppose  when  I  come  to  figure  it  up,  I  will  find  I  have  paid  more  than 
my  policy  calls  for  to  the  benefactors  of  all  these  widows  and  orphans,  and 
when  I  see  the  insurance  people  at  work,  and  see  poor  little  children  who 
but  for  the  life  insurance  might  be  in  the  slums — but  instead  are  making 
themselves  useful  and  good  men  and  women — when  I  see  that  good  work, 
I  can  say  <I  am  another.'  This  business  of  life  insurance  is  one  that 
it  never  before  occurred  to  me  I  am  directly  interested  in.  Now  I  can  see 
a  certain  amount  of  propriety  in  extending  an  invitation  to  some  of  the  old 
boys  like  Mr.  Black  and  myself  who  have  been  paying  these  things  for  the 
last  thirty  or  forty  years.  Once  in  a  while  you  can  afford  to  have  us  come 
around  and  eat.     I  thank  you  very  cordially." 

Mr.  G.  W.  Hinman  of  the  Inter-Ocean  was  next  called  upon,  but  he 
excused  himself  with  a  few  words  in  recognition  of  the  honor  bestowed 
upon  him,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  after  voting  its  thanks  to  the  ladies, 
speakers  and  guests  who  had  honored  the  association  with,  their  presence* 

Altogether  the  June  meeting  was  voted  a  grand  success  and  those 
who  were  not  present  missed  a  treat.

The  Citizens  of  New  York  has  with- 
drawn its  resignation  from  the  Suburban 
Underwriters'  Association  of  New  York. 

The  semi-annual  statement  of  the 
Northwestern  National  shows  assets, 
{2,412,961;  reinsurance  reserve,  {1,141,- 
693;  net  surplus,  {713,258. 

The  nominating  committee  of  the 
local  board  has  named  W.  S.  Herrick, 
I.  J.  Lewis  and  Carl  Huncke  for  mem- 
bers of  the  executive  committee. 

The  Minneapolis  Fire  and  Marine; 
with  a  capital  of  {100,000,  has  been 
floated.  C.  H.  Spencer  has  been  ap- 
pointed the  company's  manager. 

Secretary  Going  of  the  Shawnee  Fire 
Insurance  Company  of  Topeka  will  not 
be  responsible  for  the  insurance  rating 
in  Kansas  as  given  out  last  month. 

John  T.  Sweetland  has  resigned  from 
the  local  department  of  the  Western 
Underwriters'  Association  and  has  made 
an  alliance  with  Dana,  Poinier  &  Co. 

The  German-American  of  New  York 
does  not  seem  to  be  suffering  from  the 
New  York  rate-war.  It  has  declared  a 
semi-annual  dividend  of  15  per  cent. 

Reports  of  another  resignation  from 
the  Union  are  current.  A  number  of 
the  companies  that  hdve  withdrawn  are 
said  to  be  anxious  to  be  Unioners  again. 

The  third  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  Local  Fire 
Insurance  Agents  will  be  held  July  15 
and  16,  1898,  at  convention  hall  of  Hotel 
Cadillac,  Detroit,  Mich.  A  very  inter- 
esting program  has  been  prepared. 

W.  H.  Gemmel,  assistant  secretary  of 
the  Northern  Pacific,  will  have  charge 
of  the  newly  created  insurance  depart- 
ment, through  which  the  railway  com- 
pany hereafter  proposes  to  carry  its  own 
risks.  E.  W.  Osborne  of  St.  Paul,  will 
be  inspector  for  the  department. 
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There  were  quite  a  number  of  com- 
panies who  failed  to  attach  revenue 
stamps  to  their  policies  early  in  the 
month. 

The  Duluth  Fire  Underwriters'  Asso- 
ciation has  just  been  incorporated  with 
a  capital  of  |i 0,000,  to  promote  good 
feeling  among  the  local  agents  and  to 
equip  and  maintain  a  salvage  corps. 

The  insurance  commissioners  of  Illi- 
nois, Ohio,  Indiana,  Minnesota,  Michi- 
gan and  Iowa  were  in  session  in  Chicago 
on  the  7th  inst.,  relative  to  the  admis- 
sion of  new  companies. 

The  Rochester  German  has  resigned 
from  the  Union.  The  other  resignations 
are  the  State  of  Illinois,  National  of 
Cincinnati,  Reading,  Rockford,  Security, 
Grand  Rapids,  Delaware,  Reliance, 
Union  of  London,  and  Victoria  of  New 
York. 

The  Connecticut  Fire  has  been  de- 
barred from  Kansas  by  Superintendent 
McNall  because  it  refuses  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  an  examination.  On  June 
10  Commissioner  McNall  notified  the 
company  of  his  intention  to  make  an 
examination, 

C.  Furber  Jones  of  Charlotte  has 
been  appointed  special  agent  of  the 
National  of  Hartford  for  North 
Carolina  as  well  as  the  Mechanics'  and 
Traders',  which  is  controlled  by  the 
National.  Mr.  Jones  is  secretary  of 
the  Piedmont  Fire. 

The  American  Central  has  brought 
suit  against  the  State  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Philadelphia  for  $3,016.39  due 
under  policies  of  reinsurance.  Ever 
since  the  organization  of  the  State  there 
have  been  numerous  reports  as  to  its 
financial  responsibility. 

The  June  fire  loss,  as  estimated  by 
the  Journal  of  Commerce  and  Com- 
mercial Bulletin  of  New  York,  amounts 
to  $9,206,900.  The  figures  for  1897  are 
$5,684,450  and  for  1896,  $5,721,250. 
June  losses  bring  the  total  for  the  first 
six  months  of  1898  up  to  $58,237,100  or 
about  $100,000  in  excess  of  1897,  which 
was  an  extraordinary  six  months'  record 
in  the  annals  of  fire  underwrking. 


The  insurance  on  the  cargo  of  La 
Bourgogne  is  quite  evenly  divided  among 
the  marine  offices  in  New  York,  all  the 
companies  having  carried  small  lines. 
The  hull  was  insured  in  Prance  with  a 
few  English  policies. 

The  executive  committee  rules  that 
insuring  the  contents  of  stables  in  lum- 
ber yards  under  a  blanket  form  covering 
lumber,  etc.,  is  a  violation  of  the  rules 
governing  the  insurance  of  teaming 
stables,  and  that  such  property  must  be 
insured  separately  and  specifically. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Hartford  se- 
cured the  business  of  the  Firemen's  of 
Boston  through  a  rebate  of  66^  per 
cent,  besides  paying  the  officers  and 
staff  a  year's  salary.  The  Firemen's 
was  organized  in  1872  and  has  a  capital 
of  $400,000.  The  charter  of  the  Fire- 
men's is  now  owned  by  the  Hartford, 
and  if  it  so  desires  it  may  start  a  new 
Firemen's  within  five  years.  The  bus- 
iness controlled  by  the  Firemen'^  was 
very  choice,  and  the  Hartford  is  now 
very  much  in  the  swim  at  Boston. 

The  Manufacturers'  Dwelling  House 
Mutual  Insurance  Company  is  about  to 
be  organized  by  Benjamin  Taft,  of  the 
Cotton  and  Woolen,  Rubber  Manufac- 
turers' and  Industrial  Mutual  Insurance 
Companies  of  Boston.  Tenements  and 
dwellings  of  manufacturers  insured  in 
the  New  England  Factory  Mutuals  are 
proposed  to  be  insured  by  the  company. 
The  proposition  is  that  five-year  policies 
are  to  be  issued  upon  property  within 
reach  of  mill  pumps,  town  hydrants  or 
fire  engine  service  only. 

Jameson  &  Frelinghuysen  of  New 
York  have  secured  control  of  the  stock 
of  the  Rutgers  Fire  of  that  city.  W. 
H.  Gibson  has  succeeded  E.  B.  Fellows 
as  president.  Mr.  Fellows  has  disposed 
of  his  large  holdings  of  stock.  A  new 
directorate  will  be  formed  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  company  in 
October.  The  Rutgers  was  organized 
in  1853.  Its  assets  are  $341,822,  of 
which  $69,946  is  net  surplus  above  a 
capital  of  $200,000.  The  conapany's 
premium  income  last  year  was  $86,000, 
having  steadily  declined  since  1894. 
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The  Hartford  has  declared  a  semi- 
annual dividend  of  10  per  cent.  The 
Northwestern  National's  semi-annual 
dividend  is  6  per  cent,  the  National's  6 
per  cent  and  the  Connecticut's  5  per 
cent.  The  iEtna  pays  a  quarterly 
dividend  of  5  per  cent,  the  Phoenix  of 
Hartford  3^^  per  cent  and  the  Orient 
2j^  per  cent 

The  Munich  Reinsurance  Company  of 
Munich,  Bavaria,  has  appointed  Isaac 
Seligman,  Ernest  Thalman  and  John  A. 
McCall  to  act  as  the  company's  trustees 
in  the  United  States.  Carl  Schreiner, 
who  for  several  years  has  represented 
the  company  in  Great  Britain,  is  to  be 
its  manager  in  the  United  States.  It  is 
not  expected  that  Mr.  Schreiner  will 
arrive  until  the  fall,  and  until  that  time 
the  company  will  make  no  active  can- 
vass for  business. 

The  Board  of* Fire  Underwriters  of 
the  Pacific  has  adopted  the  following 
resolution  in  regard  to  San  Francisco 
rates: 

^^ Resolved^  That  the  schedule  of  rates 
prepared  in  1897  for  application  in  San 
Francisco  on  equipment  of  a  full-paid 
fire  department  be  at  once  applied,  and 
that  as  fast  as  such  schedule  rates  are 
issued  members  shall  be  permitted  to 
adjust  their  premiums  on  any  policy 
taking  effect  on  and  after  July  i,  1898, 
to  conform  to  such  schedule. " 

It  is  understood  that  this  action  will 
result  in  a  reduction  of  about  20  per 
cent  in  current  rates. 

A  New  York  special  agent  says: 
"The  local  fire  insurance  situation  has 
ceased  to  be  panicky.  While  there  is 
no  sign  of  strength  in  the  rate  market, 
the  volume  of  business  is  dwindling  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  brokers  are 
beginning  to  realize  what  the  disruption 
of  the  tariff' association  must  eventually 
mean  to  them.  Although  there  have 
been  no  withdrawals  for  some  time, 
many  of  the  small  agency  companies  are 
hardly  writing  a  sufficient  number  of 
risks  to  say  that  they  are  still  in  the 
metropolitan  field.  Some  of  the  local 
companies  and  vseveral  good  Lloyds 
concerns  have  reduced  their  maximum 
lines  50  per  cent."

They 
took  the  insurance;  the  mill  burned; 
they  did  not  get  a  cent,  and  now  they 
want  damages  to  the  amount  of  their 
loss — 15,000. 

James  I.  Loeb  was  fined  $250  by  the 
investigating  committee  of  the  Chicago 
Underwriters'  Association  on  July  7th 
for  cancelling  pro  rata  and  rewriting 
policies  upon  risks  where  the  rate  had 
been  reduced  by  the  Chicago  Under- 
writers' Association  with  no  rebate 
instructions.  H.  N.  Kelsey  was  fined 
but  I25,  because  of  the  ignorance  of  a 
clerk,  W.  F.  Braun  was  in  the  same 
boat  as  Kelsey  and  so  was  similarly 
dealt  with.  The  agents  who  have  been 
fined  $250  will  appeal  to  the  trial  board 
because  of  the  excessiveness  of  their 
fine  as  compared  with  their  fellow  law- 
breakers.

O,  the  clouds  may  be  a  gathering  and 
a-dousin'  out  the  sun,  and  the  rain  may 
fall  in  buckets  and  destroy  all  your  fun, 
and  the  storm  may  make  a  ruin  of  the 
work  you've  just  begun — but  'twill  clear 
up  bright  and  cherry  in  the  morning  1 
Things  may  prove  a  little  slower  than 
you  think  they  ought  to  do,  and  your 
calculations  fail  just  where  you  thought 
to  put  'em  through,  and  a  hundred 
thousand  things  combine  to  make  3rou 
sick  and  blue — but  you'll  laugh  at  all 
your  troubles  in  the  morning!  You've 
been  at  it  hard  and  faithful,  but  the  fish 
don't  seem  to  bite,  though  you've 
scattered  out  the  bait  and  hauled  the 
line  with  all  your  might;  not  a  man  that 
wants  insurance,  and  the  outlook's  far 
from  bright — but  you'll  catch  'em  by  the 
dozen  in  the  morning! — Insurance  Age^ 

Takittg  the  figures  of  last  year's  bmi- 
ness,  the  tax,  if  collected  from  new  poli- 
cies, would  amount  to  about  3>^  per 
cent  of  the  premiums.  If  paid  by  the 
companies  out  of  thie  general  income  it 
would  take  about  thirty-three  hundredths 
of  I  per  cent  of  the  income.  This  would 
be  an  enormous  burden  to  place  upon 
new  entrants,  while  it  would  be  scarcely 
ielt  if  paid  by  the  whole  membership. 
On  the  ground  of  expediency  alone  we 
are  very  much  inclined  to  side  with 
those  who  wish  to  place  the  tax  upon  the 
whole  membership.  In  our  belief,  how- 
ever, it  is  always  expedient  to  be  right, 
and  it  does  not  seem  to  be  right  that  life 
insurance  taxes  should  be  borne  wholly  by 
new  policy-holders.  We  cannot  believe 
that  Congress  intended  to  put  pecuniary 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  life  insurance. 
There  is  a  further  objection  to  putting 
this  tax  upon  new  insurance,  and  that  is 
that  it  cannot  be  collected,  and  will  only 
be  an  annoyance  both  to  those  seeking 
insurance  and  to  the  agents.  Many  of 
us  can  remember  the  old  times  when 
policy  fees  were  exacted,  or  pretended 
to  be  exacted,  and  that  the  matter 
usually  ended  in  the  payment  by  the 
agent  of  the  fee,  until  it  was  finally 
abrogated.  We  venture  the  assertion 
that  in  a  majority  of  cases  the  attempt 
to  collect  the  eighty  cents  in  stamp  fees 
will  result  in  the  same  way.  It  will  be 
an  indirect  rebate  if  the  collection  is 
ever  attempted.— Wr^ift/v  Underwriter. 
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TALKS  WITH  FIRE  INSURERS.

The  fire  business,  like  many  others, 
is  undergoing  changes  continually — 
First  it  is  one  thing  that  is  altered  and 
then  another,  but  in  the  end  progress  is 
being  made.  Property  owners  have  no 
right  to  complain  of  any  treatnsent  they 
receive  at  the  hands  of  agents  or  man- 
agers. The  feeling  that  the  company  is 
continually  looking  for  the  best  of  it  is 
wrong — it  is  not  true.  Every  day 
proves  that  such  a  condition  does  not 
exist  except  in  the  minds  of  a  lot  of 
people  who  have  listened  to  the  yarns 
of  some  scalawags  who  have  attempted 


to   best   the  companies  and  who  have 
been  caught  at  it. 

There  is  probably  no  business  in 
which  it  is  necessary  to  guard  certain 
underlying  principles  so  carefully  as  in 
the  fire  business,  but,  these  being  cared 
for,  the  mere  details  are  not  important 
and  the  changes  in  these  will  not  result, 
as  some  seem  to  thinks  in  any  harm  to 
either:.property  owner  or  the  company. 


Remember  that  the  companies  have 
many  things  with  which  to  contend. 
The  water  service  often  gives  out  and 
the  fire  burns  up  everything;  and  again 
all  sorts  of  accidents  happen  to  delay 
and  even  hinder  entirely  the  action  of 
fire  departments.  The  other  day — on 
the  glorious  Fourth — at  Covington,  Ky., 
the  four-inch  water  main  was  found  to 
be  choked  with  mud.  The  loss  to  the 
companies  will  be  about  {7,000 — a  lot 
of  money  when  we  consider  that  seven 
thousand  dollars  would  insure  almost 
all  of  Manhattan  Island  at  present  rates. 


You  must  always  remember  that  a 
policy  of  fire  insurance  is  not  a  note 
that  falls  due  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  as 
many  people  very  erroneously  think. 
It  is  only  a  promise  to  indemnify  the 
person  who  holds  the  contract,  and  who 
has  paid  the  premium,  for  whatever  loss 
he  may  sustain  on  property  which  is 
clearly  insured.  If  you  can  only  get 
this  clearly  in  your  head  much  trouble 
will  be  eliminated  when  you  come  to 
deal  with  an  adjuster.  He  is  generally 
a  fair  man,  who  wishes  in  truth  to  make 
a  fair  adjustment  between  the  company 
and  yourself,  and  if  he  is  not  prejudiced 
in  his  dealings  with  you  by  discovering 
early  in  the  adjustment  that  you  are 
looking  for  more  than  you  can  decently 
claim  under  the  policy,  he  will  prove  to 
you  before  you  get  through  with  him 
that  he  is  as  good  a  friend  as  you  have.

The  fire  companies — at  least  the  best 
of  them — do  business  more  fairly  thaii 
any  other  class  of  companies  in  the 
country.  Property  owners  have  onlj'  to 
be  open  and  above  board,  to  state  fairly 
all  the  conditions  which  exist  as  to  their 
property  and  to  comply  strictly  with  the 
conditions  imposed  by  the  companies  to 
find  that  in  case  of  a  loss  they  will  get 
their  money  promptly  and  in  full.  Any 
trivial  mistakes  when  they  are  mistakes, 
are  always  met  with  a  view  to  do  full 
justice  to  the  insured  under  all  cir- 
cumstances.

Short  Rates  in  every  number  has  a 
report  of  an  imaginary  case  which  is 
being  tried  before  Judge  Horsesense  of 
the  upper  court.  In  its  last  number  it 
gives  an  exhaustive  opinion  of  this  emi- 
nent jurist  in  a  case  where  the  company 
is  sued  for  two  pair  of  gold  spectacles, 
a  lace  fan,  ten  yards  of  silk  and  four 
yards  Irish  point  lace,  all  to  the  value  of 

The  learned  judge  holds  that  a^  the 
spectacles  are  used  not  for  adornment 
as  jewelry,  it  would  seem  proper  that 
they  be  classed  under  wearing  apparel, 


for  that  term  is  sufficiently  broad  to 
comprehend  such  articles  as  might  be 
used  in  that  connection,  and  of  what- 
ever character  or  texture  they  may  be. 
The  fan  forms  both  an  element  of  adorn- 
nient  and  used  in  domestic  economy 
and  would  therefore  properly  be  classed 
under  wearing  apparel.  While  it  is  true 
that  the  silk  and  the  lace  w^e  not  made 
into  apparel  and  had  not  been  so  used, 
yet  their  office  is  clearly  defined  and  the 
purpose  for  which  they  were  intended 
must  be  taken  into  consideration.  There 
is  little  question  in  the  mind  of  this 
court  but  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
companies  to  indemnify  the  assured 
against  such  loss  as  he  might  sustain  to 
the  articles  enumerated  in  the  blanket 
form  or  such  other  articles  as  would 
necessarily  be  incident  or  collateral 
thereto.  We  must  not  be  understood 
as  admitting  that  the  language  of  the 
form  in  question  would  therefore  include 
any  and  every  article  in  the  nature  of  a 
''personal  effect"  unless  such  language 
be  used,  but  we  must  apply  the  most 
liberal  construction  to  a  form  which 
in  iiself  indicates  the  most  liberal 
intention  on  the  part  of  the  insurer. 
If  the  silk  and  lace  in  question 
had  been  made  into  a  costume  the  fol- 
lowing day,  as  the  testimony  shows 
would  have  been  the  case  and  the  fire 
should  have  occurred  two  days  later,  no 
question  would  have  arisen  as  to  whether 
the  said  texture  were  insured  or  not.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  company 
designed  a  form  intending  to  cover  and 
comprehend  all  reasonable  articles  with- 
in the  home,  we  are  forced  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  was  the  intention  that  the 
said  silk  and  lace  should  constructively 
be  deemed  as  wearing  apparel.  We 
therefore  enter  judgment  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  for  the  amount  and  costs, 
reversing    the    judgment^  of   the    lower 
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Talks  wim  Lite  insurers.

He  may  be 
industrious,  and  may  abstain  from  all 
the  small  vices;  he  may  be  kind  and 
neighborly;  he  may  go  to  church;  he 
may  be  in  nearly  all  respects  exemplary

In  fire  insurance  the  burning  of  an 
insured  building  may  be  called  a  loss, 
since  it  was  not  supposed  when  the  con- 
tract was  made  that  this  particular 
building  would  burn,  or  otherwise  the 
policy  would  not  have  been  issued.  But 
in  life  insurance,  where  it  is  known 
beyond  a  peradventure  that  the  man 
must  die,  his  death  can  hardly  be  called 
a  loss  since  it  was  expected  and  calcu- 
lated upon.  But  if  a  policy-holder 
lapses  his  policy  and  then  dies,  this  can 
certainly  be  called  a  loss,  since  he  did 
not  keep  up  his  contract.  Think  of  this 
when  tempted  to  lapse. 


He  had  been  a  life  insurance  agent  for 
many  years,  but  he  caught  the  war  fever 
the  other  day  and  concluded  that  he 
would  join  one  of  the  new  organizations 
in  this  city.  He  visited  a  gentleman  of 
much  influence  and  told  him  his  views. 
"Of  course  you  would  want  to  go  as  an 
officer?"  remarked  the  gentleman.  "Pd 
like  to,  but  if  this  could  not  be  fixed  I 
would  not  stay  away  for  any  such 
reason. " 

The  gentleman  looked  pleased  and 
spoke  up  quickly.  "Young  man,  I  like 
your  spirit.  You  are  of  the  right  stuff. 
rU  see  if  I  can  not  get  a  commission  for 
you.  The  life  insurance  man  was  startled 
and  answered  just  as  quickly.  "Oh» 
no,  no;  don't  do  that.  I  have  tried  both 
ways  many  times  and  I  never  could 
make  it  go  as  well  working  on  a  com- 
mission. Give  me  a  regular  salary  every 

time." 

*     * 

A  rough  and  ready  method  of  com- 
puting an  applicant's  probable  duration 
of  life  consists  in  taking  the  sum  of  his 
parents'  and  grandparents'  ages  at  death, 
and  dividing  by  six.  The  quotient  indi- 
cates the  age  to  which  the  applicant 
may  reasonably  expect  to  live;  the  pre- 
sumption being  that  a  man  who  has 
reached  maturity  in  good  health  ought, 
with  proper  care,  to  attain  the  average 
age  of  his  parents  and  grandparents. 
This  method  serves  as  a  measure  of  his 
constitutional  vigor,  the  amount  of  cap- 
ital he  has  in  the  bank  of  life.  For 
example,  I  remember  once  examining 
an  applicant  the  sum  of  whose  parents 
and  grandparents'  ages,  divided  by  six, 
was  eighty-three  years;  while  the  man 
himself  was  of  a  family  of  eleven 
children,  every  one  of  whom  was  then 
living  and  in  good  health.  Such  a  man 
would  be  rated  as  a  desirable  risk  by 
any  insurance  company,  and  there  would 
be  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  medical

officers  to  overlook  any  minor  disabilities 
or  unfavorable  circumstances  which 
might  cause  the  rejection  of  an  applicant 
of  less  favorable  heredity. — Dr,  French^ 
in  the  Medical  Examiner, 

While  this  is  all  very  well  for  the 
company's  side  of  t{ie  question,  from 
yours  there  is  no  certainty  at  all  about 
the  matter,  and  you  should  get  pro- 
tection from  early  decease  by  taking  out 
a  life  policy  as  soon  as  possible  and 
keep  it  up. 

A  writer  in  the  London  Spectator^  who 
is  publishing  some  remarks  on  longev- 
ity," says:  "Decidedly  the  use  of  cold 
water  to  any  great  extent  is  bad,  and  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  cold  water 
cannot  practically  clean  the  skin,  while 
warm  water  does  and  thus  virtually 
increases  the  lung  capacity,  for  whatever 
it  be  that  causes  the  pores  of  the  human 
skin  to  be  free,  by  so  much  economizes 
the  work  of  the  lungs  and  perserves 
them  against  the  evil  day  when  at  last, 
owing  to  the  skin  becoming,  as  it  must 
in  time,  less  elastic  and  porous,  the 
lungs  will  have  double  work  to  do.  We 
often  read  of  very  old  persons  dying 
quite  suddenly,  as  it  seems,  of  pneu- 
monia. It  were  more  correct  to  say 
that  they  died  of  the  poisonous  conse- 
quences that  follow  from  having  skin 
that  had  grown  too  tough  and  imper- 
vious to  throw  off  properly  the  bad 
humors  and  impurities  which  it  is  the 
great  function  of  the  skin  to  remove." 
%     « 

The  British  Blue  Book,  lately  pub- 
lished, gives  many  facts  in  reference  to 
deaths  which  are  of  great  interest. 

* 'Statistics  are  given  of  twenty-four 
diseases  or  causes  of  death,  and  five  of 
these,  viz.,  phthisis,  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system,  diseases  of  the  circu- 
latory   system,    bronchitis,    and    pneu- 


monia, cause  more  than  half  of  the  entire 
mortality.  Cancer  kills  more  than  influ- 
enza, while  suicide  is  directly  respon- 
sible for  more  deaths  than  alcoholism. 
It  is,  however,  expressly  pointed  out 
that  alcoholism  contributes  to  many 
deaths  that  are  put  down  to  other 
causes.  <In  certifying  the  cause  of 
death  of  inebriates  it  is  the  habit  of 
some  medical  men  to  state  only  the 
pathological  condition  ol  the  organ  or 
organs  chiefly  aflected.  The  experience 
of  this  office  shows  that  cirrhosis  of  the 
liver,  for  instance  (the  liver  is  the  organ 
which  more  than  any  other  is  affected 
prejudicially  by  intemperance),  is  fre- 
quently returned  as  the  sole  cause  of 
death  in  such  circumstances,  the  fact 
that  abuse  of  alcohol  had  induced  the 
cirrhosis,  or  other  morbid  condition, 
being  omitted  from  the  certificate.' 
There  is  a  special  table  given  for  alco- 
holism, showing  comparative  mortality 
figures,  and  social  philosophers  will 
shake  their  heads  wisely  when  they  see, 
at  the  very  head  of  the  list,  the  keepers 
of  inns  and  hotels,  their  servants,  and 
the  whole  tribe  of  brewers  and  distillers. 
Men  of  these  classes,  that  is,  the  dis- 
pensers of  alcoho],.  die  of  its  effects 
from  three  to  ten  time  faster  than  the 
average  of  'occupied  males,'  three  times 
faster  for  the  brewer,  ten  times  faster 
for  the  London  hotel  servant.  On  the 
other  hand  the  mortality  from  alcoholism 
among  agricultural  laborers,  railway 
men,  iron  and  tin  and  coal  miners, 
clergymen,  fishermen,  and  others  is  far 
below  the  average,  only  one-third  or 
one-fourth  of  it,  while  in  the  case  of 
soap  manufacturers,  lead  workers,  cop- 
per miners,  and  carpet  manufacturers, 
no  deaths  whatever  are  recorded  from 
alcoholism.  It  would  be  of  interest  to 
know  if  there  is  some  subtle  relation 
between  soap  making  am}  total  absti- 
nence. "  Digitized  by  VjOOQIC

A  patrolman  v/^s  set  upon  and  se- 
verely beaten  near  his  post  the  other 
evening  in  Chicago.  In  getting  on  his 
feet  he  shot  to  bring  down  one  of  his 
assailants  but  missed  him  and  shot  a 
passer-by  in  the  leg.  Carry  accident 
insurance  and  it  will  not  be  so  hard  to 
bear  the  pain  and  suffering  incident  to 

an  accident  of  this  kind. 

*  * 

Since  we  have  read  about  Dewey's 
victory  and  the  destruction  of  the  Span- 
ish fleet  off  Santiago  we  are  inclined  to 
think  that  the  safest  place  to  avoid  acci- 
dents is  on  board  the  American  battle- 
ship or  cruiser.  We  have  more  fatal 
accidents  every  day  on  or  near  the 
grade  crossings  in  this  city  than  they 
had  in  both  fights.  The  moral  of  all 
this  is  that  if  you  are  going  into  the 
navy  it  is  not  worth  while  to  take  out 
an  accident  policy,  but  if  you  are  going 
to  stay  ashore  you  had  better  get  one 

and  get  it  quick  and  keep  it  in  force. 

*  * 

A  decision  which  was  handed  down 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  the 
other  day  is  of  interest  to  all  that  carry 
accident  insurance,  for  many  who  have 
thought  that  assessment  accident  con- 
tracts were  valuable  will  see  that  under 
this  decision  you  will  have  to  time  your 
injuries  or  death  just  right  or  your  pol- 
icy will  not  be  worth  a  nickle.  The  case 
was  that  of  Lehman  v,  Clark  and  the 
Supreme  Court  reversed  the  decision  of 
both  the  Circuit  and  Appellate  Courts. 

The  Masonic  Benevolent  Association 
of  Illinois  became  insolvent  and  went 
into  the  hands  of  a  receiver.  Under  the 
order  of  the  court  an  assessment  was 
made  to  pay  death  losses  when  the 
death  occurred  before  the  appointment 
of  a  receiver.  Suit  was  brought  against 
Lehman,  a  certificate -holder,  and  judg- 


ment was  rendered  against  him.  The 
Supreme  Court  upsets  this  decision.  It 
holds  the  contract  purely  unilateral  and 
that  each  person  insured  had  paid  his 
insurance  up  to  the  time  of  the  death 
loss.  The  right  of  the  company  was  to 
forfeit  for  non-payment  of  dues.  The 
receiver,  it  holds,  can  do  no  more. 

What  Commissioner  Betts  of  Con- 
necticut says  about  fraternal  insurance 
is  as  applicable  to  one  kind  as  the 
other.     He  says: 

"It  is  not  intended  here  to  say  any- 
thing to  the  real  detriment  of  these 
societies,  which  have  many  excellent 
points  to  commend,  among  which  is  the 
careful  selection  and  supervision  of  their 
risks,  a  small  lapsing  rate  until  assess- 
ments become  abnormal,  great  economy 
of  management  and  a  remarkable  ability 
to  get  new  business  cheaply.  Fraternal 
insurance  is  indestructible,  but  the  sys- 
tem under  which  most  of  it  is  now  done 
is  defective  and  doomed." 

* 
The  glorious  Fourth  of  July  brought 

more  accidents  with  it  than  usual.  We 
suppose  that  the  reason  for  this  plainly 
lies  in  the  fact  that  as  we  are  at  war  with 
Spain  there  was  an  unusual  amount  of 
patriotism  to  be  vented,  and  it  took  the 
form  of  firing  pistols  and  larger  and 
noisier  kinds  of  fire  works.  Of  course 
the  more  dynamite  that  could  be  put 
into  these  affairs  the  better  they  pleased 
the  foolish  people  who  do  this  kind  of 
business  on  the  day  we  celebrate,  for  the 
reason  that  the  explosion  was'  more 
terrific  and  they  frightened  more  horses 
and  women  and  children.  We  resign 
ourselves  to  all  this  patriotic  fervor  on 
this  one  day  in  the  year  because  we  can- 
not help  ourselves,  but  sincerely  wish  we 
could  see  some  way  to  put  a  stop  to  the 
maiming  of  so  many  persons^while  it  is

One  of  the  most  singular  accidents 
that  ever  happened,  occurred  off  Santiago 
on  the  wreck  of  the  Oquendo  which  had 
been  hammered  by  Sampson's  fleet  until 
she  had  taken  fire  and  sunk  in  the  surf. 
On  going  on  board  of  her  the  next  day 
after  the  fight  with  our  ships  one  man 
was  left  on  the  boat  while  the  others 
clambered  up  her  sides  and  up  on  her 
deck.  Two  Spanish  sailors  were  found 
standing  at  one  of  the  guns  burnt  to  a 
crisp,  but  the  strangest  thing  was  that 
the  big  gun  of  the  Oquendo  suddenly 
went  off,  and  as  it  was  considerably 
depressed  by  the  way  the  ship  was 
heeled  over  the  shell  struck  the  small 
boat  in  which  Seaman  Cameron  was 
waiting  and  it  was  shivered  to  atoms. 
Cameron  was  not  injured  though  thrown 
into  the  water  and  a  good  deal  shocked 
by  the  concussion.  Enlist  in  the  naval 
service  of  the  United  States.  It  is  very 
different  if  you  belong  to  the  Spanish 
ships,  for  there  there  is  no  hope,  or  very 
little,  for  escape. 

* 
The   collision    between    the    French 

Steamer  La  Bourgogne  and  the  British 
Ship  Cromartyshire  on  the  4th  of  July, 
off  Sable  Island,  was  one  of  those  acci- 
dents which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  some 
560  lives.  Not  a  first-class  passenger, 
of  which  there  was  some  seventy-five, 
was  saved,  and  the  crew  behaved  more 
like  demons  than  human  creatures,  as 
they  did  not  stop  at  anything  in  their 
desire  to  have  all  the  boats  at  their  own 
service. 

The  Bourgogne  was  struck  on  the 
quarter,  during  a  dense  fog,  by  the  Cro- 
martyshire, head  on,  listed  over  to  the 
injured  side  and  sank  in  many  fathoms 
of  water.  Out  of  716  persons  aboard 
the  Bourgogne  only  150  were  saved. 
The  Cromartyshire's  bow  was  stove  in 
and  she  was  partly  dismasted.  One 
man   who  was  saved  said   that  it  was 


fully  ten  minutes  after  the  collision 
before  the  Bourgogne  went  down  and 
that  there  was  ample  time  to  save  some 
of  the  women  and  children,  but  the 
crew  was  under  no  kind  of  discipline 
and  everything  was  badly  managed; 
women  who  tried  to  get  into  the  boats 
were  hit  on  the  head  with  the  oars  by 
the  crew.  The  conduct  of  the  seamen 
was  inhuman  and  there  should  be  some 
action  taken  to  punish  them,  even  if  no 
punishment  can  be  adequate  to  the 
crime.  These  collisions  at  sea  must 
deter  some  from  taking  the  chance  of 
crossing  the  ocean  in  search  of  pleasure, 
but  it  emphasizes  the  absolute  necessity 
of  carrying  accident  insurance,  not  only 
when  crossing  the  ocean,  but  at  all  times 

and  places. 

*     * 

Explosive  gasses  add  quite  as  many 
to  the  list  of  killed  and  injured  during  a 
year  as  all  other  causes  combined. 
Gasoline  is  one  of  the  most  useful  of  all 
the  vicious  forms  of  gas  in  aggregating 
a  great  number  on  the  death  roll  and 
the  maimed  for  life.  Unprincipled 
agents  for  stoves  represent  to  confiding 
people  that  there  is  no  danger  in  using 
gasoline,  and  these  people  believe  it  up 
to  the  time  that  they  are  blown  up  with 
the  stuff.  All  the  fakirs  who  run  side 
shows  and  small  canvas  performances 
use  gasoline,  and  people  crowd  the  tents 
until  they  are  full  to  suffocation  and  take 
their  chances  of  being  blown  up  with  an 
equinimity  which  would  be  splendid  if 
exhibited  on  the  field  of  battle.  Only 
the  other  day  at  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  three 
persons  were  severely  injured  by  just 
such  an  explosion,  and  a  panic  followed. 
The  showman  was  hurled  20  feet  in  the 
air,  dozens  were  thrown  to  the  ground, 
and  every  one  in  the  tent  was  more  or 
less  injured,  but  still  this  kind  of  shows 
is  allowed  to  take  in  the  unwary  and 
blow  them  up  on  occasions. qqIc 
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I^E^O^^L^    DE^CISIONS. 


Fire  Insurance. — Chattel  Mortgage.  In  the  case 
of  Moulton  V,  the  ^Etna  Fire  it  was  Held^  That  a 
chattel  mortgage  on  partnership  property,  given  by 
one  partner  to  another  to  secure  advances  to  the 
firm  does  not  operate  as  a  violation  of  a  clause  in 
an  insurance  policy  on  the  firm  property,  provid- 
ing, "If  any  change  take  place  in  the  interest,  title 
or  possession  of  the  subject  of  insurance,  or  if  the 
subject  of  insurance  be  personal  property,  and  be 
or  become  incumbered  by  chattel  mortgage,"  the 
policy  shall  be  void. — New  York  Appellate  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Other  Insurance.  In  the  case 
of  Gray  v.  the  Germania  Fire  Insurance  Company 
it  was  Heldy  That  where  an  agent  of  a  fire  insur- 
ance company,  who  has  authority  to  issue  policies 
and  to  indorse  thereon,  consents  to  other  insurance, 
delivers,  without  indorsing  any  consent,  a  policy 
containing  a  provision  that  it  shall  be  void  if  other 
insurance  is  effected  unless  the  consent  of  the  com- 
pany is  indorsed  thereon,  his  knowledge  that  the 
insured  intends  to  effect  other  insurance  does  not 
constitute  a  waiver  of  the  provision  of  the  policy  on 
the  subject. 

Ftre  Insurance, —  Waiver  of  Arbitration — Ap- 
praisement, In  the  case  of  Geo.  Dee  &  Sons  Co. 
V.  the  Key  City  Insurance  Company  one  condition 
demanded  by  insurance  company  in  its  agreement 
to  submit  to  arbitration  provided,  "The  property 
on  which  the  sound  value  and  the  loss  or  damage 
is  to  be  determined  is  as  follows:"  (Then  followed  a 
description  of  the  property  as  it  is  found  in  the 
policy.)  Plaintiffs  struck  out  this,  and,  in  lieu 
thereof,  inserted  "as  shown  in  policies  and  claim 
of  assured  attached  hereto. ' ' 

Held^  Plaintiff  had  a  right  to  insist  upon  the 
change,  and  his  insistance  was  responsible,  and 
defendant,  by  refusing  to  permit  the  agreement  to 
be  so  changed,  waived  its  right  to  insist  upon  arbi- 
tration.— Iowa  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Beginning  of  Insurance — 
Written  Contract,  In  the  case  of  Nutting  v.  the 
Minnesota  Fire  Insurance  Company  the  plaintiff 
applied  for  insurance  to  agent  of  defendant,  who 
wrote  a  policy  and  handed  it  to  insured  but  stated 
that  he  would  like  to  keep  it  for  a  few  days  until 
he  discovered  whether  the  company  would  carry 
the  insurance.  Plaintiff  met  agent  a  number  of 
times  but  did  not  ask  about  the  policy.  The  pre- 
mium on  the  policy  was  never  paid. 

Held^  There  was  no  completed  delivery  of  the 
policy  and  therefore  no  contract  of  insurance. 
Although  the  policy  was  placed  in  the  physical 
custody  of  insured  and  he  had  a  momentary  manuel 
possession  of  it  yet  this  was  not  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  delivery,  or  to  make  the  policy  oper- 
ative. The  failure  of  defendant's  agent  to  notify 
plaintiff  of  defendant's  refusal  to  carry  the  insur- 
ance would  not  place  defendant  under  any  contract 
obligation  to  plaintiff.    Parol  evidence  is  admissible 


to  show  that  a  writing  which  is  in  form  a  completed 
-  contract,  of  which  there  has  been  a  manual  tra- 
dition, was  not  to  and  did  not  become  a  binding 
contract  until  the  performance  or  occurrence  of 
some  condition  precedent  resting  in  parol. — Wis- 
consin Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance,  —  Vacancy,  In  the  case  of  the 
Insurance  Company  of  North  America  v.  Coombs 
the  occupant  of  the  house  insured  commenced  to 
move  out  at  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  intended  to  com- 
plete the  removal  of  his  household  goods  in  the 
afternoon.  At  noon  of  the  same  day,  the  house 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  goods  that  were  not 
taken  were  not  left  because  they  were  not  needed. 
Defendant  was  notified  that  the  house  would  be 
vacant  that  evening.  There  was  nothing  to  show 
the  occupant  was  not  proceeding  expeditiously  in 
the  act  of  removal.  Held^  That  the  building  was 
not  vacant  so  as  to  avoid  a  policy  containing  the 
condition  that,  in  case  the  premises  became  vacant 
or  unoccupied,  the  policy  would  be  void. — Massa- 
chusetts Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Fire  Works,  In  the  case  of 
the  Phoenix  Fire  Insurance  Company  v.  Flemming 
it  appeared  that  an  adjuster  twice  told  insured, 
after  the  loss,  that  his  policy  had  been  forfeited  by 
his  keeping  fireworks  on  the  premises,  but  offered 
to  pay  a  certain  sum  in  compromise.  The  offer 
was  refused,  and  the  adjuster  stated  in  reply  to  a 
question  that  he  would  insist  upon  strict  proof  of 
loss.  Heldy  That  any  forfeiture  by  keeping  the 
fireworks  was  not  waived  by  the  adjuster's  reply, 
the  policy  providing  that  the  loss  should  not  be 
payable  until  proof  was  furnished. 

In  the  same  action  on  a  policy  it  appeared  that 
it  was  issued  by  a  firm  as  agent,  and  that  one  of 
them  bought  fireworks  from  the  insured  at  his 
store,  and  knew  that  he  kept  them.  There  was  no 
evidence  that  such  member  was  the  one  that  issued 
the  policy.  Heldy  No  such  proof  of  waiver  of  con- 
dition forbidding  the  keeping  of  fireworks  as 
rendered  erroneous  submission  of  other  evidence  of 
waiver  harpiless. — Arkansas  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Evidence — Facts  Constituting 
Defense.  In  the  case  of  the  Home  Insurance 
Company  v.  Fcyerabend  the  insured  warranted  the 
truthfulness  of  the  answers  in  his  application  as  a 
condition  upon  which  policy  was  given.  Applica- 
tion contained  question,  "Incendiarism,  have  you 
any  fears  that  your  property  is  in  danger  from  it?'* 
Plaintiff  answered  "No."  The  defense  set  this 
out,  and  furthermore  that  this  answer  was  false  in 
this,  that  there  had  been  an  attempt  to  burn  the 
insured  property,  which  fact  was  well  known  to 
plaintiff,  and  that  because  such  attempt  a  policy  of 
insurance  held  by  plaintiff  in  another  company, 
insuring  such  property,  had  been  taken  up  and  can- 
celled. All  these  facts  were  well  known  to  plain- 
tiff, and  were  concealed  from  defendent  in  making

said  application;  that  by  reason  of  said  concealment 
and  said  false  statement  contained  in  said  application 
the  policy  of  insurance  so  issued  thereon  was  void. 
Held,  This  did  not  contain  allegations  sufficient 
to  constitute  a  defense,  and  an  objection  to  the 
introduction  of  evidence  thereunder  was  rightfully 
sustained. — Kansas  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance.  — Forfeiture —  Subsequent  Assess- 
ment. In  the  case  of  Beeman  v.  Farmers  Pioneer 
Mutual  Insurance  Association  it  appeared  that 
mutual  fire  insurance  company  constitution  pro- 
vided that  if  any  member  failed  to  pay  his  assess- 
ment within  30  days  from  date  of  nptice  of  assess- 
ment, his  policy  would  be  null  and  void  until 
assessment  was  paid;  but  that  this  assessment  did 
not  effect  the  liability  of  delinquent  member  for 
such  delinquent  assessments,  and  also  for  any  dues 
and  assessments  which  may  be  levied  for  his  share 
of  any  loss  which  might  occur  while  such  delinquent 
assessment  was  due  and  unpaid,  or  in  the  course  of 
collection.  Plaintiff  was  notified  on  September 
27th  of  an  assessment  made  on  his  policy,  by  notice 
being  sent  to  his  postoffice  address.  On  February 
loth  of  the  following  year,  another  assessment  was 
made  and  notice  given,  which  assessment  became 
delinquent  about  March  i^th.  The  first  assessment 
was  delinquent  when  loss  occurred. 

Held,  There  was  no  estoppel  because  of  the 
making  of  second  assessment  for  the  reason  that  it 
was  the  right,  if  not  the  duty,  of  the  company  to 
make  it,  and  it  could  insist  upon  the  forfeiture  in 
case  of  loss  during  delinquency. 

Both  assessments  were  paid  on  March  27th,  1896, 
sixteen  days  after  loss  occurred.  It  was  contended 
that  the  acceptance  of  payment  was  a  waiver  of  the 
forfeiture  of  policy. 

Held,  While  the  payments  of  these  assessments 
revised  his  policy  from  their  date,  it  did  not  relieve 
plaintiff  of  the  delinquency  as  to  property  burned 
while  he  was  delinquent. 

In  the  same  case  it  was  also  Held,  The  act  of 
the  eighteenth  general  assembly  of  Ohio  (chapter 
210),  relating  to  notice  of  assessments  by  insurance 
companies,  does  not  apply  to  associations  organized 
under  the  acts  of  the  sixteenth  general  assembly, 
(chapter  103),  and  the  acts  immediately  thereto. 
-  -Iowa  Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurance. — Delivery  of  Policy — Liability 
of  Company.  In  the  case  of  Pledger  v.  the  Sov- 
ereign Camp  of  Woodmen  of  the  World  it  was 
shown  that  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  benefit 
society  provided  that  the  liability  of  the  sovereign 
camp  or  head  camp  for  the  payment  of  benefits 
upon  the  death  of  a  member  should  not  begin  until 
the  application  had  been  accepted  by  the  sovereign 
physician,  his  certificate  issued,  and  he  had  paid 
his  entrance  fees,  etc.,  and  had  delivered  to  him 
his  beneficiary  certificate.  Another  section  pro- 
vided that  a  member  could  not  become  delinquent 
for  non-payment  of  assessment  or  dues  while  sick, 
and  another  section  provided  that  insured  could  not 
be  suspended  for  failure  to  pay  dues  and  assess- 
ments until  February  1st.  The  certificate  had  been 
issued  and  was  ready  for  delivery  to  insured  except 
that  he  had  not  paid  the  advance  assessments  and 
dues  amounting  to  $2.65.  He  had  been  notified 
that  the  certificate  was  in  the  clerk's  hands  for 
delivery,  but  insured  had  put  off  clerk  from  day  to 
day.     On   January   28th,  insured   was   taken   sick 


with  measles.  On  February  17th,  some  friends 
offered  to  pay  the  amount  of  dues  and  assessments, 
and  requested  the  deKvery  of  the  beneficiary  cer- 
tificate, which  was  refused. 

Heldy  The  tender  of  assessments  and  dues  on 
behalf  of  insured  to  clerk  entitled  him  to  the 
delivery  of  the  certificate.  Had  he  remained  in 
good  health,  he  would  not  have  been  delinquent 
until  February  ist,  and  having  become  sick  prior  to 
February  1st,  he  could  not  become  delinquent 
while  sick.— Texas  Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurance. — Simultaneous  Death.  In  the 
case  of  the  Northwestern  Mutual  Life  v.  Grenier 
the  assured  assigned  a  life  policy  to  his  wife,  with 
a  limitation  over  to  his  heirs,  **in  case  of  the  death 
of  said  assignee  before  the  policy  becomes  due." 
The  policy  was  conditioned  to  pay  the  sum  assured 
to  the  beneficiary  **in  sixty  days  after  the  notice 
and  proof  of  death  of  the  assured."  The  assured 
and  his  wife  were  accidentally  killed  at  the  same 
time.  Held,  That  the  policy  was  not  "due**  at 
the  death  of  the  wife,  but  60  days  later;  and  hence 
the  proceeds  of  the  policy  passed  to  the  heirs  of  the 
assured,  and  not  to  the  wife's  representative. — 
Wisconsin  Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurance. — Change  of^  Beneficiary — Rights 
of  Insured.  In  the  case  of  Bilbro  v.  Jones  it  was 
stipulated  in  the  policy  which  was  payable  to  the 
wife  that  such  policy  **is  issued  and  accepted  upon 
express  condition"  the  assured  "may  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  company  at  any  time  assign  it  or  before 
assignment  change  the  beneficiaries  therein  or  make 
any  other  change,"  it  was  the  right  of  the  assured 
with  the  company's  assent  to  surrender  this  policy 
and  take  in  its  stead  a  paid-up  policy  payable  to  a 
person  other  than  the  wife,  she  having  paid  none 
of  the  premiums. 

While,  as  against  all  the  world,  except  the  hus- 
band and  the  company,  the  policy  may  have  been 
the  wife's  property,  she,  being  a  mere  volunteer, 
had  no  right  to  complain  of  any  change  in  the  con- 
tract of  insurance,  made  in  accordance  with  its  ex- 
press terms,  and  therefore  after  the  husband *s  death 
had  no  interest  in  the  new  policy  obtained  by  sur- 
render of  the  old,  the  new  policy  being  made  payable 
to  a  creditor  of  insured. — Georgia  Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurance. — Signature  of  Insured — Insur- 
able Interest.  In  the  case  of  the  Prudential  Life 
V.  Cummings,  where  the  defense  was  interposed 
that  the  policy  was  void  because  the  insured  did  not 
himself  sign  the  application,  it  appeared  that  two 
months  after  the  issuance  of  the  policy  insured  said 
he  knew  he  was  insured,  and  an  assistant  superin- 
tendent of  the  company  testified  that  the  agent  who 
solicited  the  application  was  to  go  to  a  certain  hotel 
aud  get  the  insured's  signature  to  the  application. 
The  evidence  was  not  clear  as  to  whether  insured 
or  the  agent  signed  the  application.  Held,  That  it 
was  fair  to  infer  that  insured  signed  the  application 
or,  if  not,  the  agent  of  the  company  did  so  by  his 
authority,  and  the  policy  was  not  thereby  invali- 
dated. A  policy  of  life  insurance  is  not  void  as 
against  the  administrator  of  insured  where  the  pre- 
miums were  paid  by  one  having  no  insurable  interest 
in  his  life  under  the  mistaken  belief  that  the  policy 
was  payable  to  her  as  beneficiary,  when  in  fact  it 
was  payable  to  insured's  legal  representatives, 
through  the  fraud  of  the  company's  agent.

That  class, 
like  our  Aldermen,  are  proverbial  rich  feeders.  By 
a  fortunate  coincidence  two  turbots  of  singular 
beauty  arrived  as  presents  to  his  Eminence  on  the 


very  morning  of  the  feast.  To  serve  both  would 
appear  ridiculous;  but  the  Cardinal  was,  notwith- 
standing, most  anxious  to  have  the  credit  of  both.

Du  peesh  a  cheney 
poy,  and  I  gifs  you  a  nice,  big  apples  for  your  hon- 
esty," and  pocketing  the  quarter  he  led  the  boy 
back  to  the  rear  end  of  the  store,  and  selecting  an 
apple  about  the  size  of  a  marble  he  presented  it  to 
the  boy  and  patting  him  on  the  head  said,  "Now 
run  along  home,  sonny,  and  dell  your  folks  vat  a 
nice,  p-e-a-u-t-if'U-l  old  shentleman  it  vas  who  gif 
you  dot  nice  apple." 


We  continue  to  receive  occasional  inquiries  con- 
cerning the  "year  in  which  there  was  no  Summer." 
Some  persons  appear  to  have  a  wrong  idea  as  to  the 
time.  It  was  the  year  1816.  It  has  been  called 
the  "year  without  a  Summer,"  for  there  was  sharp 
frost  in  every  month.  There  are  old  farmers  still 
living  in  Contnecticut  who  remember  it  well. 
The  farmers  used  to  refer  to  it  as  "eighteen 
hundred  and  starve  to  death."  January  was  mild, 
as  was  also  February,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
days.  The  greater  part  of  March  was  cold  and 
boisterous.  April  opened  warm,  but  grew  colder 
as  it  advanced,  ending  with  snow  and  ice  and 
Winter  cold.  In  May  ice  formed  half  an  inch 
thick,  buds  and  flowers  were  frozen  and  corn  killed. 
Frost,  ice  and  snow  were  common  in  June.  Almost 
every  green  thing  was  killed,  and  the  fruit  was 
nearly  all  destroyed.  Snow  fell  to  the  depth  of 
three  inches  in  New  York  and  Massachusetts,  and 
ten  inches  in  Maine.  July  was  accompanied  with 
frost  and  ice.  On  the  5th  ice  was  formed  of  the 
thickness  of  window  glass  in  New  York,  New 
England  and  Pennsylvania,  and  corn  was  nearly  all 
destroyed  in  certain  sections.  In  August  ice  formed 
half  an  inch  thick.  A  cold  northern  wind  pre- 
vailed nearly  all  Summer. 

Corn  was  so  frozen  that  a  great  deal  was  cut 
down  and  dried  for  fodder.  Very  little  ripened  in 
New  England,  even  here  in  Connecticut,  and 
scarcely  any  even  in  the  Middle  States.  Farmers 
were  obliged  to  pay  $4  or  $5  a  bushel  for  com  of 
1 81 5,  for  seed  for  the  next  Spring's  planting. 
The  first  two  weeks  of  September  were  mild,  the 
rest  of  the  month  was  cold,  with  frost,  and  ice 
formed  a  quarter  of  an  inch  thick.  October  was 
more  than  usually  cold,  with  frost  and  ice.  No- 
vember was  cold  and  blustering,  with  snow  enough 
for  good  sleighing.     December  was  quite  mild  and 

comfortable.  _ C^  r\r\cs\o

The  tables  given  contain  the  names  of  the  companies,  location,  the  year  in 
which  they  began  business,  capital,  assets,  liabilities  and  surplus  as  to  policy-holders. 
As  this  magazine  is  printed  in  the  interest  of  the  policy-holders  it  was  not  con- 
sidered necessary  to  give  what  is  caUed  the  net  surplus,  but  if  any  one  is  interested 
in  that  he  can  easily  obtain  it  by  subtracting  the  capital  given  from  the  surplus  as 
to  policy-holders.  It  will  be  noticed  that  a  few  of  the  companies  have  their  capital 
impaired.  The  amount  of  the  impairment  is  easily  obtained  by  comparing  the 
surplus  as  to  policy-holders  with  the  capital.  If  this  surplus  is  not  equal  to  the 
capital  an  impairment  is  evident  and  the  amount  of  such  impairment  is  the 
difference  between  the  two.  We  have  striven  to  give  those  having  lines  of  insur- 
ance to  place  the  cash  assets  of  the  companies,  and  have  eliminated  <' stock  notes" 
and  the  like  from  the  amounts.  We  have  taken  the  figures  from  the  sworn  state- 
ments of  the  companies,  and  shall  prefer  always  to  correct  figures  in  accordance 
with  the  rulings  of  the  different  insurance  departments. 

In  the  case  of  the  mutual  fire  companies  we  give  simply  cash  assets  and  then 
the  net  amount  of  premiuoEi  notes  beyond.  Of  course  we  have  not  given  all  the 
farmers'  mutuals  in  the  different  states,  but  have  endeavored  to  put  in  those  com- 
panies that  are  striving  for  general  business.

Judge  Brentano  on  the  15th  inst. 
appointed  the  Chics^o  Title  and  Trust 
Conyany  receiver  for  the  assets  of  the 
Stale  Insurance  Cpmpany  of  Philadel- 
phia in  Illinois  on  the  application  of  the 
tlanover  Fire  of  New  York.  In  its 
application  the  Hanover  stated  that  the 
State  owed  it  some  1 1,500  due  on  fire 
losses.  It  is  stated  that  the  State  has 
soine  property  in  Illinois.

in  this  office  every  two  years  at  the  time 
the  legislature  convenes.  The  retiring 
superintendent,  from  his  two  years' 
experience  in  the  department,  is  aware 
of  the  needed  legislation,  but  upon  retire- 
ing  has  neither  time  nor  disposition  to 
urge  such  legislation.  The  incoming 
superintendent  does  not  become  familiar 
with  the  duties  pf  his  office  until  the 
legislature  has  adjourned,  and  therefore 
nothing  is  accomplished.  —  Insurance 
Superintendent  Vivian. 


The  retfurns  of  insurance  companies 
to  the  Comptroller  of  Georgia  show  that 
the  companies  have  increased  their  net 
surpluases  at  the  expense  of  their 
reserves.  This  grows  hrom  two  causes, 
the  decrease  of  Kates  as  well  as  business. 
It  IS  plain,  qI  course,  that  as  long  as  a 
company  is  growing,  stretching  out  for 
new  business,  increasing  its  lines  and 
getting  ready  for  a  harvest  in  the  futurei 
that  its  reinsurance  fund  will  increa^ 
materially  and  there  will  be  a  lot  of 
reserve  power  in  it,  while  on  the  other 
hand,  if  it  begins  to  slow  down  and  its 
reinsurance  reserve  commences  to  run 
o&,  while  it  may  grow  in  net  surplus  it 
is  really  growing  weaker  and  its 
strength  may  be  exhausted,  while  on  the 
face  of  '^%  returns,  %s  between  «^s.se^  and 


liabilities,  it  may  ^ptew  a  g^n. 
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The  Koelnische  Reinsurance  Com- 
pany, of  Cologne,  Germany,  has  entered 
Connecticut  and  Massachusetts,  having 
made  a  deposit  of  $200,000  in  the  first  ? 
named  state.  It  has  also  placed  $200,- 
000  in  the  hands  of  its  American  trus- 
tees. The  Koelnische  is  an  old  estab- 
lished German  company  and  has 
extensive  relations  with  the  leading 
companies  of  Europe. 


That  the  rates  charged  at  first  in  the 
plate  glass  business  were  as  much  too 
high  as  they  are  now  too  low  we  think 
has  been  sufficiently  demonstrated,  but 
really  it  is  a  pity  that  there  should  not 
be  a  little  more  common  sense  injected 
into  the  business  as  it  obtains  at  pres- 
ent. A  continual  strife  leaves  little  or 
nothing  to  be  expected  for  writing  plate 
glass  risks.  To  cap  the  climax  some  of 
the  companies  have  commenced  to  write 
long  term  policies. 


Statistics  show  that  no  less  than 
sixty-two  people  were  killed  and  six 
hundred  and  eighty-four  were  injured  in 
the  last  seven  months  in  Chicago  by  the 
street  cars!  Quite  as  many  as  the  cas- 
ualties of  a  good  sized  battle.  An 
ordinance  making  compulsory  the  at- 
tachment of  fenders  to  the  Chicago 
street  cars  would  have  saved  most  of 
these  people,  but  the  ordinance  has 
hung  fire  until  now  an  examination  of 
the  reports  sent  in  from  the  different 
police  precincts  shows  that  in  the 
majority  of  instances  children  were  the 
victims  of  the  accidents  which  proved 
fatal.  These  ranged  in  age  from  4  to  13 
years,  and  in  each  case  the  child  was 
knocked  down  by  the  fenderless  front  of 
the  car  and  crushed  beneath  the  wheels. 
The  greater  part  of  the  accidents  in 
which  personal  injury  was  the  result 
was  of  a  similar  nature.. 


The  situation  of  fire  companies  in 
New  York  remains  about  the  same. 
Many  companies  have  withdrawn  from 
the  fight  and  are  but  nominally  in  the 
business  in  that  city,  and  some  of  these 
are  by  no  means  the  smallest  companies, 
while  the  more  aggressive  companies 
are  carrying  on  the  fight.  The  only 
hope  for  a  better  condition  of  things 
remains  in  the  fact  that  there  is  a  time 
coming  when  dividends  will  have  to  be 
made,  and  if  the  local  companies  have 
no  money  with  which  to  make  one,  there 
will  naturally  be  **  blood  on  the  face  of 
the  moon." 


The  Travelers   Insurance   Company. 

The  statement  of  this  staunch  old 
company  for  the  ist  of  January,  1898, 
shows  assets  of  $22,868,994.16,  while 
the  increase  up  to  July  ist,  of  the  same 
year,  was  about  a  million  and  a  quarter 
of  dollars,  making  the  assets  at  the 
latter  date  $24,103,986.67,  and  in  the 
meantime  the  liabilities  only  grew  about 
three  quarters  of  a  million.  The  net 
gain  in  surplus  as  to  policy-holders 
being  consequently  $522,060.12. 

The  Travelers  was  the  pioneer  cojn- 
pany  in  the  accident  business  and  has 
always  been  next  the  band  in  the  pro- 
cession. Its  affairs  have  always  been 
conducted  with  an  eye  single  to  building 
up  the  company,  and  its  treatment  of  all 
claimants,  eithei:  in  the  life  or  accident 
departments  has  always  been  eminently 
fair  and  aboveboard. 

A  company  thus  financially  strong 
and  with  officers  that  are  well  known  for 
their  fair  dealing,  must  command  its 
full  share  of  the  business  for  which  it 
was  organized,  and  the  Travelers  has 
always  done  this  from  its  very  inception 
in   1863  up  to  and  including  this  year. 

^'Insure  in  the  Travelers"  is  the 
legend  that  it  has  always  swung  to  the 
breeze,  and  it  is_a  good-one  every  tiine« 
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■The  Michigan  Mutual  Life  has  con- 
cluded to  write  stock  policies,  although 
this  company  has  been  very  far  from 
being  one  that  paid  small  dividends  to 
its  policy-holders  on  the  mutual  plan. 
Therfe  are  many  people,  however,  look- 
ing for  policies  issued  on'  stock  rates 
and  the  management  has  concluded  tb 
push  this  kind  of  a  policy. 


The  change  in  the  agency  of  the 
Manhattan  Fire  in  Cook  County  was 
quite  a  surprise  to  the  street.  When 
Armstrong  took  control  of  the  company 
H.  J.  Straight  &  Co.  were .  appointed 
the  sole  Chicago  agents,  but  now  the 
agency  for  Cook  County,  as  well  as  the 
general  agency  for  Michigan  and  Indi- 
ana, has  gone  to  Goodwin,  Hall  & 
Henshaw. 


Acetylene  gas  is  getting  to  be  a 
close  rival  for  gasoline  in  the  matter  of 
accidents  with  a  list  of  killed  and 
wounded  following.  It  is  claimed  for 
acetylene  gas  that  it  is  one  of  the  best 
and  cheapest  of  illuminants,  but,  just 
the  same,  it  is  a  wonderfully  dangerous 
gas,  and  in  the  methods  of  its  manufac- 
ture there  arjc  many  chances  taken.  It 
is  very  doubtful  whether  any  other  kind 
of  illumination  has  proven  so  disastrous 
to  its  users  in  tl]e  same  length  of  time 
and  in  proportion  to  the  amount  used 
as  has  acetylene,  and  there  is  a  long  list 
yet  to  come. 

We  do  not  know  that  legislatures  or 
city  councils  can  be  depended  upon  to 
enact  any  laws  or  ordinances  which  will 
put  a  stop  to  this  growing  evil,  but  they 
should  lifnit  (he  place  and  conditions  of 
the  generators.  At  least  board  of  fire 
underwritersQshould  do  all  they  can  to 
prohibit  careless  generation  of  the  gas. 
They  have  done  a  great  deal  already, 
but  we  think  they  can  do  more. 


Undoubtedly  the  cutting  of  rates  in 
New  York  City  has  for  its  object  the 
driving  out  of  business  a  number  of 
small  companies,  as  it  is  impossible  that 
the  premiums  charged  can  pay  for  car- 
rying of  risks.  Whether  the  movement 
is  a  wise  one  or  not  remains  to  be  seen. 
It  certainly  is  antagonistic  to  the  spirit 
that. should  govern  in  like  cases  in  other 
businesses,  and  is  likely  to  fail. 


The  National  Life  Underwriters' 
Association  met  in  Minneapolis  on  the 
17th  inst.  and  the  address  of  President 
Bowles  and  a  paper  by  Editor  Oviatt, 
of  the  Philadelphia  Intelligencer y  were  the 
features  of  the  first  day. 

The  meeting  the  second  day  opened 
with  a  full  attendance  and  Judge  M.  B. 
Koon,  of  Minneapolis,  was  particularly 
happy  in  his  address  to  the  convention. 
His  subject,  "  Insurance  from  the  Stand- 
point of  the  Insured,"  is  one  which, 
when  well  handled,  always  is  very  fetch- 
ing, and  the  Judge  made  all  that  could 
be  made  out  of  it.  To  jsay  that  tTie 
address  was  well  received  does  not 
nearly  express  the  enthusiasm  aroused 
and  the  delight  which  was  shown  as  the 
Judge  went  on.  The  address  is  printed 
in  another  part  of  this  issue. 

W.  M.  Scott,  of  Philadelphia,  pre- 
sented the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lution for  adoption: 

Whereas,  On  Oct.  12,  1895,  twenty- 
five  life  insurance  companies  signed  a 
compact  for  the  suppression  of  the 
rebate  evil,  and  appointed  a  referee  to 
hear  and  decide  all  complaints;  and 

Whereas,  The  referee  under  date  of 
Nov.  6,  1895,  issued  a  letter  containing 
among  other  suggestions  as  to  the  mode 
of  procedure  the  following: 

**3.  As  the  referee  will  no  doubt 
receive  many  complaints  which  may  be 
vague  and  irresponsible,  it  seems  to  me 
expedient  to  establish  as  a  rule  of  pro- 
cedure before  me  that  ever^  complaint 
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made  by  the  agent  of  any  eompmy  shall 
be  first  submitted  to  his  own  coflKpany, 
there  to  be  carefully  investigated,  to  be 
supported  by  proper  proof,  and  only 
after  such  investigation  and  proof  to  be 
submitted  to  me  by  said  company  for  my 
consideration.  This  rule  properly  iti- 
quires  that  all  complaints  oi  agents 
shall  be  investigated  by  the  compaay 
and  come  to  me  with  the  responsibility 
of  the  company  behind  the  complaints 
after  such  investigation/' 

Whereas,  Companies  are  often  so 
remote  from  the  place  where  the  offense 
is  committed  that  it  is  impossible  to 
obtain  full  and  impai:tial  testimony. 
Therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  in  ortjer  to  more 
fully  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the 
compact,  and  to  this  end  secure  the 
heartiest  co-operation  of  the  agenl8>  it 
is  urged  tha|  the  referee  shall  so  far 
modify  the  rule  as  to  make  it  competent 
also  for  the  officers  of  the  local  life 
undierwriters^  associations  to  prefer  com- 
plaints to  the  referee,  it  being  under- 
stood that  such  complaints  shallbe made 
in  the  name  of  ^e  partie*ular  association 
after  careful'  investigation,  *)and  to  be 
accompanied  by  proper  proofs,  and  that 
complaints  shall  not  be  made  against 
agents  of  companies  whieh  are  not 
parties  to  the  compact* 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  present  these  pre* 
ambles  and  resolution^  to  the  officers  of 
the  meeting  held  at  the  Fifth  Avenue 
hotel,  Oct.  12,  1895. 

The  report  of  the  executive  committee 
showed  that  there  are  at  present  twenty^ 
three  active  local  associations  with  a 
a  total  membership  of  about  a  thousand. 

The  proceedings  of  the  second  day 
were  closed  with  the  address  of  D,  H. 
Holwyn  on  the  subject,  <<The  Educa- 
tional Influence  of  Life  Underwriters' 
Associations, " 

The  third  and  closing  day  was  en* 
tirely  up  to  the  standard  set  on  the 
previous  days.  Dr.  J.  W.  Fisher,  the 
medical  director  of  the  Northwestern 
Mutual  Life,  delivered  an  admirable 
address  from  the  examiner's  standpoint.

TtOH  OF  UPS  UNDKRWRITIRS  BY  JUDOS 

M.  B,  KOON. 

THE  ttineteenth  century  is  approach- 
ing its  end.  Standing  with  uncoT- 
ensd  heads  around  its  death  bed  we  may 
well  pause  a  moment,  reverently,  to 
give  a  pafltting  glance  and  a  parting 
diougfat  ta  the  dying  giant  before  we 
rash  fbvward  with  outstretched  bands, 
aod  glad  hearts  to  welcome  its  succes- 
sor. Soon  its  record  df  events  will  be 
fully  completed,  rolled  up  like  a  scroll, 
and  laid  away  in  the  world's  archives, 
t^  be  remembered  and  talked  about  for 
ft  few  brief  years  by  those  who  were 
actors  in  its  stirring  dramas,  and  then  to 
be  consulted  only  by  historians  and 
antiquarians^  But  it  has  been  a  grand, 
a  magnificent  century,  in  which  the 
progress  toward  a  higher  and  better 
civiltaation,  greater  civil  and  religious 
fveedom,  purer  and  loftier  aspirations 
for  man,  has  been  rapid  and  constant. 
No  backward  step  has  been  taken.  No 
appalling  calamity  has  checked  the 
wheels  at  progress.  No  overwhelming 
eland  of  ignorance  or  superstition  has 
darkened  or  obscured  the  light  of  reason 
and  philosophy;  wealth  has  increased 
enormously;  knowledge  is  more  uni- 
versal; science  has  made  rapid  strides, 
and  unlocked  the  door  of  many  mys- 
teries^  wp^  h^  n^t  been  neglected,  but 
the  beautiful^  the  aesthetic,  the  refined 
have  been  developed  ta  an  unprece- 
dented degree;  the  use  of  steam  as  a 
motive  power  has  revolutionized  trans- 
portation^ .and  brought  the  remotest 
nations  ci  the  worid  into  closer  touch 
with  each  other,  while  the  telegraph 
and  telephoile  have  annihilated  time 
and  spaoe,  and  made  interchange  of 
thought,  transmission  of  news,  and  inter- 
communication of  ideas  between  the 
people  of  the  antipodes  easier  and  more 
common  than  between  the  inhabitants 
of  adjoining  hamlets,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  century. 

True  it  is  that  no  event  of  equally 
remantio  or  poetic  interest  with  the 
siege  of  Troy  has  occurred  during  the 
last  one  hundred  years,  but  numberless 


instances  df  fierce  assault  And  hemic 
defe&se;  of  sublime  individual,  personal 
her%>ism  *and  valor;  of  self  sacrificing 
devotion  to  country,  have  won  the 
plaudits  of  the  world;  caused  the  hearts 
of  a  whole  nation  to  throb  with  thank- 
fulness, and  demonstrated  that  Valor 
and  patriotism  in  the  highest,  best 
sense,  are  still  common  virtues.  No 
great  religious  upheaval  at  all  compar- 
able to  the  Reformation  has  agitated 
Christendom,  but  the  shackles  of  INI- 
ligious  bigotry  and  superstition  have 
been  materially  weakened;  the  tyrany 
of  doctrine  and  dogma  has  been  amas- 
ingly  relaxed,  and  the  one  simple  creed 
of  < 'Faith  in  God  and  love  of  man,*'  is 
rapidly  taking  the  place  of  all  othtets. 
No  picturesquely  startling  episode  ap- 
proaching the  French  Revolutioii  in 
dramatic  incident,  or  far  reachiag  influ- 
enee,  has  occurred  during  the  century, 
but  the  underlying  principles  of  that 
Revolution  and  the  great  political  and 
social  reforms  which  it  inaugurated 
have  been  steadily  taking  deeper  h6ld 
in  the  government  of  nationSi  There 
has  never  been  a  time  in  the  world's 
history  when^  the  inalienable  rights  of 
man  to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness  were  so  well  understood  or 
so  universally  recognized  and  respected 
as  to  day.  No  transcendent,  all  embrac- 
ing genius  like  Shakespere  has  flashed 
its  light  across  the  literary  heavens  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  dazzling  and 
charming  the  world;  but  numberless 
stars,  of  lesser  magnitude,  though  not  of 
insignificent  brilliancy,  have  adorned  it; 
in  fact  a  galaxy  of  great  historic  lights 
in  the  literary,  scientific  and  artistic 
world  have  appeared,  whose  power  and 
brilliancy  will  increase  and  become  more 
apparent  as  the  ages  roU  away.  £very 
one  who  has  had  to  d(^  in  any  way,  with 
the  events  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
and  especially  every  American,  may 
well  be  proud  and  thankful  that  he  has 
been  permitted  to  live  at  some  period 
in  its  history. 

It  is  not  my  purpose,  however^  to 
dwell  at  any  length,  generally,  upon  the 
history  or  events  of  this  century,  but  to 
call  attention  to  one  particular  only>  in 
which  a  great  and  important  change  has 
been  wrought,  which  is  direedyJiLttiQch 
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with  the  work  to  which  this  convention 
is'devoted. 

The  century  has  witnessed  many 
changes  in  commercial  and  business 
methods  of  marked  significence  and 
importance — among  these  the  most 
important,  radical  and  beneficent  has 
been  the  development  and  growth — the 
evolution  in  fact — of  the  principle  of 
insurance,  or  indemnity,  as  applied  to 
the  risks  and  hazards  attendant  upon 
the  common,  every-day  affairs  and  busi- 
ness of  the  world,  by  means  of  which 
the  losses  resulting  from  the  calamities, 
accidents  and  dangers  incident  to  almost 
every  business  are  shifted,  or  may  be 
shifted,  from  the  immediate  victims  to 
the  community  at  large;  from  the  indir 
vidual,  to  the  mass,  and  the  disastrous, 
and  often  appalling  consequences  result- 
ing therefrom  substantially  done  away 
with;  if  not  entirely  eliminated,  appre- 
ciably diminished. 

Under  the  old  system  the  loss  was 
necessarily  borne  by  the  individual 
alone.  The  results  of  a  life-time  of 
arduous  labor  and  severe  and  continuous 
application  to  business  were  often  swept 
away  in  a  single  hour,  entailing  endless 
misery  and  suffering;  crushing  the 
ambition,  and  destroying  the  hope  of 
the  unfortunate  victims.  And  in  the 
condition  of  things  which  then  existed 
there  was  no  way  to  avoid  or  escape  it; 
no  person,  no  occupation,  no  employ- 
ment, no  pursuit  was  exempt.  The 
perils  of  the  land,  and  the  perils  of  the 
sea,  in  some  form,  surrounded,  and 
encompassed  every  kind  of  business, 
and  rendered  its  pursuit  a  hazardous 
undertaking.  When  the  fire,  the  tor- 
nado, the  ship-wreck,  the  accident,  or 
the  fraud  overtook  or  overwhelmed  the 
victim,  and  stripped  him  of  his  hard 
earned  possessions,  his  friends  and 
neighbors  perhaps  felt  a  kindly  sym- 
pathy, but  could  not  restore  the  lost 
fortune,  alleviate  the  misery,  or  give 
new  life  to  the  wrecked  and  crushed 
ambition.  These  perils  affected  almost 
every  person,  for  the  pursuit  in  some 
form  of  a  business  or  occupation  of 
some  kind,  to  some  extent,  whereby  a 
living  may  be  obtained;  a  fortune,  or  at 
least  a  competency,  secured;  a  home 
provided;    a  family    educated  and  sup- 


p6rted;  those  dependent  upon  one  cared 
for,  is  the  normal,  natural  condition, 
eithejr  a  necessity  or  aspiration  to  ever)' 
one  in  this  busy  work-a-day  world  of 
ours.  Is  it  strange,  then,  that  some 
plan  should  have  been  desired  and 
devised,  by  means  of  which  the  risks 
and  perils  of  business  could  be  made 
less  dangerous  to  the  individual — could 
as  to  him  be  minimized,  and  the  conse- 
quences rendered  less  disastrous?  This 
object  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
application  of  the  principle  of  insur- 
ance, administered  and  rendered  prac- 
tically effective'  through  the  agency  of 
companies  and  associations,  of  one  form 
or  another,  but  all  based  upon  the  same 
theory  of  indemnity,  from  a  fund  created 
by  the  payment  of  a  fixed  or  propor- 
tionate sum,  by  all  who  are  entitled  to 
share  in  the  indemnity.  It  is  a  genuine, 
practical  application  of  the  only  really 
useful  or  sensible  element  of  the  theory 
of  communism. 

I  do  not  claim  that  the  principle  of 
insurance  is  the  product  of  the  ninteenth 
century.  It  existed  previously — was  to 
some  extent  understood  and  applied— 
but  its  operations  were  insignificant,  and 
its  scope  limited  as  compared  with  the 
present  time.  Loss  by  fire,  and  from 
the  perils  of  the  sea,  were  the  most 
common  and  devastating,  and  hence, 
were  the  first  to  come  under  the  protec- 
tion of  insurance.  Therefore,  the  prin- 
ciples of  fire  and  marine  insurance  were 
quite  thoroughly  developed,  and  applied 
before  protection  from  other  risks  were 
thought  of;  but  the  salutary  and  bene- 
ficient  effects  of  indemnity  against  these 
dangers  were  so  soon  apparent,  it  was 
so  quickly  and  clearly  demonstrated, 
that  these  two  great  terrors  lost  much  of 
their  disastrous  consequences  when  a 
large  number  shared  the  loss,  and  the 
individual  victim  only  his  proportionate 
part,  that  application  of  the  same  pro- 
tection to  other  risks  soon  followed,  and 
during-the  present  century  insurance,  as 
a  practical  science,  has  grown  and 
expanded,  been  extended  and  perfected, 
until  to-day  it  covers  so  wide  a  field,  is 
applied  to  so  many  of  the  hazards  and 
risks  to  which  business  and  property  are 
subject,  that  anyone  can,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  a  comparatively  small  sum  of 
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money,  not  only  protect  his  own  pro- 
perty and  business  from  all  the  ordinary 
inevitable  risks  surrounding  them,  but 
have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  his 
small  contribution  to  the  general  fund 
helps  to  place  all  his  neighbors,  acquaint-- 
ances,  friends,  every  one  who  chooses  to 
avail  himself  of  the  same  privilege,  under 
the  same  protection. 

How  the  principle  of  insurance  has 
been  extended,  as  applied  to  indemnity 
from  loss  or  damage  to  property  will 
be  readily  seen  by  glancing  for  a 
moment  at  a  few  of  the  numerous  sub- 
jects which  have  been  taken  under  its 
protection,'  viz: 

Lightning,  water,  steam  boiler  ex- 
plosions, breakage  of  plate  glass,  or 
injury  to  other  property  by  accident,  loss 
from  hail,  tornados  or  cyclones;  from 
burglary  or  theft;  from  fraud  or  dis- 
honesty of  employes,  or  public  servants; 
from  failure  to  perform  contract  obliga- 
tions; losses  resulting  from  negligence, 
and  various  other  risks  of  different 
kinds,'  are  ail  protected  by  insurance. 
So  firmly  implanted  in  the  operations  of 
the  business  world,  and  so  thoroughly 
essential  to  its  successful  operation  has 
insurance  become,  that  if  it  were  to  be 
suspended  business  of  all  kinds  would 
be  paralyzed,  and  could  not  by  any 
possibility  be  carried  on  to  the  extent, 
and  under  the  conditions  existing  at  the 
present  time.  Every  prudent  business 
man  finds  it  not  only  desirable,  but 
absolutely  necessary,  in  the  conduct  of 
his  business,  to  protect  himself  as  far 
as  possible  by  insurance  upon  his  pro- 
perty, and  against  the  risks  incident  to 
his  business,  to  the  fullest  extent.  His 
credit,  his  standing,  his  fortune  is  largely 
dependent  upon  it,  and  the  business 
man  who  fails  to  so  protect  himself  is 
looked  upon  with  well  merited  suspicion. 
He  is  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  the  grossest 
negligence — as  failing  in  his  duty  to 
himself,  to  his  family,  to  posterity,  and 
when  loss  falls  upon  him,  from  one  of 
the  risks  against  which  he  might  have 
protected  himself,  he  gets  no  sympathy, 
and  in  addition  to  bearing  his  loss  alone 
must  also  endure  the  sneers  and  jeers  of 
those  who  censure  his  improvidence. 

The  basis  of  insurance  is  indemnity 
for;  not  prevention  of,  loss.     It  aims  to 


pay  for  the  restoration  or  replacement 
of  and  not,  except  in  rare  instances,  to 
restore  or  replace  the  property  damaged 
or  destroyed.  The  commodity  which 
we  call  money  is  the  medium  used  in-^ 
settlement  of  the  indemnity.  The  pro- 
perty injured  or  destroyed  has  a  value 
in  the  market,  or  dependent  upon  its 
earning  capacity,  reckoned  in  the  same 
commodity  which  regulates  the  amount 
of  the  risk,  as  well  as  the  sum  of  the 
indemnity.  Love  for  the  property 
injured  or  destroyed,  family  or  friendly- 
association,  or  other  sentimental  con- 
sideration, cuts  no  figure  in  the  transac- 
tion. It  is  purely  a  business  contract, 
goverened  by  business  considerations, 
and  entered  into  because  business 
prudence  and  careful  conduct  of  one's 
affairs  make  it  desirable,  necessary  and 
expedient. 

The  same  process  of  reasoning  by 
which  we.  reach  the  conclusion  that 
insurance  of  property  against  loss  and' 
damage  from  the  risks  and  hazards  by 
which  it  is  surrounded  is  necessary  and 
desirable,  will  more  surely  and  con- 
clusively establish  the  fact  that  life 
insurance,  as  a  purely  business  pro- 
position, is  necessary,  desirable  and 
essential  for  every  business  man,  and 
the  time  is  rapidly  approaching — if, 
indeed,  it  be  not  already  here — when 
the  business  man  who  fails  or  neglects 
to  keep  his  life  adequately  insured  will 
be  placed  in  the  same  category  with  the 
improvident  man  who  neglects  to  insure 
his  property  or  his  business.  It  is  often, 
and  truthfully,  said  that  a  property  cr 
business  which  is  not  worth  insuring,  is 
not  worth  owning  or  carrying  on,  and 
with  equal  truth  it  may  be  said  that  the 
man  whose  life  is  of  so  little  use  to  any 
one  else  as  to  be  not  worth  insuring,  is 
not  worth  living.  For  every  man  who 
is  of  any  use  in  the  world,  who  con- 
tributes in  any  degree  to  the  productive 
energy  which  moves  the  world  in  any  of 
the  channels  of  progress,  advancement, 
intelligence,  civilization,  is  worth  per- 
petuating, should  leave  something  to 
personify  himself,  and  carry  on  his  work 
after  he  is  gone. 

Life  insurance — in  which  term  I 
include  all  forms  of  insurance  which 
undertake     in-   any     way-   to     protect 
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buman  beings  against  loss  resulting 
froiQ  accidents  to  themselves,  or  to 
provide  for  old  age,  or  indemnity 
fpr  pecuniary  loss  in  case  of  death — is 
tbe  natural^  ultimate  product  of  the 
growth  and  development  of  the  principal 
of  insurance,  and  is  the  highest  form  to 
which  the  principle  is  capable  of  being 
developed.  As  man  is  the  highest 
attainable  form  of  life,  the  finished  pro- 
duct in  the  evolution  of  the  life  germ,  or 
principle,  so  insurance,  as  applied  to  the 
lives  of  human  beings,  is  the  highest 
type  of  development  attainable  in  the 
evolution  of  the  principle  of  insurance. 
Other  insurance  has  to  do  only  with  pro- 
perty, the  product,  the  creation  of  man, 
which,  injured,  may  l>e  repaired;  lost, 
may  be  restored;  destroyed,  may  be  re- 
created. Life  insurance  has  to  do  with 
man  himself,  the  creator,  the  maker  of 
much  of  the  property  insured,  and  whose 
brain  or  hand  is  necessary  to  render  any 
form  of  property  useful  or  profitable. 
LHe  insurance  provides  for  the  care  or 
support  of  man  when  old  age  has 
impaired  his  physical  strength,  and 
benumbed  his  mental  faculties.  It 
indemnifies  those  who  are  entitled  to 
the  services  of  the  life  insured;  to  the 
reauUs  of  the  brain  and  hand,  for  the 
Ipss  occasioned  by  death.  Other  insur- 
ance undertakes  to  indemnify  against 
risks  and  hazards  which  may  never 
occasion  loss;  against  loss  or  damage 
wtesh  nay  never  be  sustained.  Life 
inB|MFance  indemnifies  for  a  loss  sure  to 
come,  and  undertakes  to  provide,  so  far 
SIS  money  is  capable  of  doing  it,  a  sub- 
aiKitutp  fo^r  the  earniAg  power  gone.  It 
(:«nnQ|  and  does  not  undertake  to  com- 
pensate for  all  the  loss.  The  love,  the 
affectionate  regard,  the  tender  and  sweet 
Qaress,  th^  holy  communion  of  mind  and 
tho^gbtj  are  not,  cannot,  be  the  subject 
of  insurance,  or  of  compensation  in  any 
degree.  But  the  support,  the  physical 
comfort  aod  care,  the  avails  in  a  pecuni- 
ary sense  of  labor  and  thought  may  be 
continued  after  death,  and  are  so  con- 
tmued  and  made  available  and  useful  to 
one's  family  or  dependents  by  life  insur- 
ance; and  in  no  other  way  can  the  value 
of  one's  life  to  his  family,  and  to  those 
dependent  upo^  him  be  so  safely  pr 
svMly  secured  and  perpetuated' 


Life  insurance,  as  a  pr4ctical  science, 
is  almost  wholly  the  growth  and  devel- 
opment of  the  nineteenth  centi^.  It 
is  true  some  glimmerings  of  the  princi- 
ple were  first  discoverable  in  the  seven- 
teenth century,  but  no  systematic  at- 
tempt in  the  direction  of  a  acienlific 
and  intelligent  development  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  life  insurance  tocdc  place  until 
toward  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury, at  which  time  it  was  still  in  its 
infancy  and  somewhat  of  an  experi- 
ment. With  the  perfect  organisation, 
the  proper  legal  protection  and  the  intel- 
ligent and  remarkable  business  capacity 
which  has  come  to  its  service  during  the 
present  century,  its  growth  has  been 
rapid  and  marvelous,  due  not  alone  to 
these  causes  but  as  well  to  the  aroused 
and  intelligent  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject by  the  business  world,  which 
quickly  discovered  that  it  ofered  Ibe 
simplest,  safest  and  surest  inveatment 
for  the  surplus  avails  of  a  business  or 
occupation. 

Making  nu>ney  and  succesafuUy  camg 
for  it  are  two  things  rtirely  ccdiEibiiied  in 
the  same  individual.  How  often  it 
occurs  that  the  brightest  business  inlel^ 
lect  in  one  direction  has  np  capac^ 
whatever  in  another,  and  that  the  man 
who  can  make  money  eaai^  loaes  it 
quite  as  easily,  by  reason  of  the  lack  of 
the  proper  judgment  and  ability  in  car- 
ing {or  it.  The  history  of  the  business 
men  of  the  world  discloaes  the  fapt  IhM 
a  very  large  proportion  of  tbenu  ^tf^ 
years  of  successful  business  ppecaAio^af 
after  having,  acquired  a  competeAw*  if 
not  a  fortune,  meet  wMh  ceveiM^  loee 
the  fortune  acquiredi  are  hmUp  to 
carry  on  the  business  thrpu^  idiipj^  i$ 
was  earned,  or  any  other,  suopea^^^^j 
and  are  without  means  of  support  for 
themselves  or  their  families,  and  a^e 
often  objects  of  public  ctw^jily.  The 
causes  which  bring  about  these  reauks 
we  need  not  discuss;  the  facts  ^e 
clearly  apparent  to  every  one  wjho  has 
investigated  the  matter,  The  ifi^eUi- 
gent,  thoughtful  and  prudeoft  buii^ess 
man  has  considered  these  causes,  recog- 
nizes these  facts,  is  no  Ion|^r  possessed 
of  overweening  confidence  in  h^  own 
ability  to  prove  the  piccepjtipn,  Jt>ut 
guacdf   bis   own  dejcUi^»|  yfaf^  fAd 
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insures  a  comiortable  competency  for 
his  family  in  case  these  misfortunes 
overtake  him,  or  in  case  of  death,  which 
must  ultimately  overtake  him,  by  some 
proper  form  and  adequate  amount  of 
life  insurance. 

I  confess  to  as  strong  a  disinclination 
to    the    adoption    of    the     views     just 
expressed,    to    as    bitter    a    prejudice 
against  life  insurance  and  life  insurance 
solicitors  for  many  years,  and  to  as  sub- 
lime and  perfect  confidence  in  my  own 
ability  to  acquire  and  manage  and  invest 
my  acquirements  in  my  own  way,  and 
according  to  my  own  judgment,  and  to 
support,  and  to  provide  for  the  future 
support   of    my   own   family,   after   my 
own  ideas,  and  in  my  own  method,  as 
any  man  possibly  could  have.     I  avoid- 
ed the  life  insurance  solicitor  as  I  would 
malaria,    pestilence,    a    book    agent,    a 
lightning    rod    peddler,    or    any    other 
similar  nuisance;  refused  to  study  or  to 
be  enlightened  concerning  the  principles 
or  the  practical  operations  of  the  sub- 
ject.    But  ripening  years,  wider  expe- 
rience and  observation,  less  confidence 
in  my  own  wisdom  and  more  faith   in 
the  accumulated  wisdom  and  experience 
of  othecs,  led  me  to  a  radical  change, 
not  only  of  theory,  but  of  practice,  and 
to  the  adoption  of  the  views  and  opin- 
ions  I    have   stated.       For    more   than 
twenty-five  years  I  have  been  engaged 
in    the  active   practice  of  a    profession 
which    has    necessarily    given    reliable 
knowledge  of  the  private  business  affairs 
of    many  people,  during  which  time   I 
have  known  of  so  many  cases  of  failure 
in    business,    reverses    of    fortune,    old 
age,    poverty    and     distress     following 
closely  in  the  wake,  and  especially  dur- 
ing the  last  ten  years  have  seen  so  many 
fortunes    melt   away   like   the   morning 
dew,  so  many  unforseen  and  unprevent- 
able    changes    in    circumstances,   from 
affluence  to  poverty;  so   many   families 
left  destitute,  or  dependent  for  support 
only    upon   charity,    the    generosity   of 
friends,  or  their  own  manual  labor,  and 
have  also  seen,  and  personally  known, 
of   so  many  instances  where   the  shat- 
tered   fortune    has    been    repaired     or 
replaced,  old  age  made  comfortable  and 
happy,  poverty  and  distress  banished, 
and.  the  sunshine  and  happiness  which 


comes  from  the  possession  of  a  com- 
fortable income,  break  through  the 
gloom  of  a  destitute  and  stricken  family, 
bringing  comfort  and  joy,  by  means 
alone  of  a  reasonable  amount  of  well- 
placed  life  insurance,  that  I  have 
become  a  firnj  believer  in  the  wisdom 
of  it  as  a  business  principle,  and  in  the 
salutary,  practical  good  which  it  accom- 
plishes. 


FULLER  V8.  THE  METROPOLITAN  LIFE. 

JUDGE  HAMERSLEY  of  the  Con- 
^  necticut  Supreme  Court,  in  discus- 
sing the  case  of  Fuller  ^/  ux,  v,  the 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company, 
decided  at  New  Haven  a  few  days  ago, 
describes  the  principals  of  life  insur- 
ance, tells  how  net  and  gross  premiums 
are  arrived  at,  and  explains  the  meaning 
of  various  terms  usually  found  in  tontine 
policies.  The  plaintiffs  contended  that 
certain  specific  promises  as  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  tontine  fund  were  made 
by  agents  in  the  use  of  a  pamphlet 
issued  by  another  concern,  and  that  the 
defendant  should  have  held  all  legal 
technical  reserves  on  lapsed  policies, 
improved  at  compound  interest,  for  the 
benefit  of  survivors  of  the  fund. 
According  to  the  court  the  plaintiffs 
sought  **to  revise  the  methods  by  which 
the  defendant  ascertained  the  dividend 
it  could  properly  declare  and  did  declare 
on  the  policies."  The  suit  was  a  test 
case  involving  the  settlement  of  forty 
similar  ones  and  has  attracted  attention 
in  insurance  circles. 

After  noting  that  the  meaning  of  the 
"reserve  dividend  plan"  was  really  the 
sole  contest.  Judge  Hamersley  describes 
life  insurance  as  "protection  given  to 
one  person  against  the  damage  he  may 
suffer  through  the  death  of  another. 
He  says:  "A  mere  wager  on  the  acci- 
dent of  death  is  void.  In  mutual  life 
insurance  the  protection  is  furnished  by 
the   premiums   paid  by   poli^y-holdjgrs. 
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The  duration  of  any  particular  life  is  the 
merest  chance.  But  the  average  dura- 
tion of  life  from  any  particular  age 
approaches  mathematical  certainty. 
Hence  it  is  possible  to  calculate  the 
sum  which,  paid  annually  by  a  large 
number  of  insured,  will  satisfy  the  insur- 
ance on  those  who  may  die  each  year. 
It  is  the  yearly  death  claims  which  con- 
stitute the  cost  of  insurance  that  the 
premiums  must  pay."  This  cost  of 
insurance,  which  for  a  young  man  is 
small,  increases  yearly  until  it  becomes 
large,  and  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  an 
increasing  premium,  a  uniform  charge  is 
collected,  which,  although  more  than 
adequate  during  early  years,  becomes 
insufficient  in  later  life.  The  portion  of 
the  premium  not  used  for  the  early 
yearly  cost  is  reserved  for  use  when 
the  premium  will  become  insufficient. 
Judge  Hamersley  adds:  **The  part  of 
the  premium  intended  to  meet  the  cost 
of  insurance  both  current  and  future  is 
called  the  net  premium;  it  is  the  sum 
paid  yearly  by  each  to  furnish  the  stip- 
ulated protection  for  all.  But  the  pol- 
icy-holders must  pay  not  only  for  the 
cost  of  insurance,  but  also  for  the 
expense  of  management,  so  to  the  net 
premium  is  added  a  sum  deemed  suffi- 
cient to  pay  expenses  and  provide  for 
contingencies,  which  is  called  the  load- 
ing. In  this  way  the  policy-holders  pay 
the  sum  necessary  for  the  cost  of  insur- 
ance and  expense  of  management. '* 

After  explaining  how  premiums  are 
calculated  and  describing  the  profits  of 
a  company  as  ''surplus  resulting  from 
overp.iyments  by  policy-holders,"  the 
opinion  points  out  what  is  now  held  to 
be  the  equity  of  a  policy-holder  in  the 
cancelled  reserves  of  lapsed  policies  and 
describes  the  tontine  policy  as  one 
which  provides  for  the  retention  of  these 
lapsed  reserves  in  the  hands  of  the  com- 
pany to  be  divided  among  the  survivors 


of  the  tontine  fund.  It  says  that  a  div- 
idend in  life  insurance  is  not  a  matter  of 
profit,  strictly  speaking,  but  is  the  sav- 
ing from  the  overpayment  of  premiums 
— the  saving  being  by  a  less  mortality 
than  is  anticipated,  or  a  less  expense 
than  is  expected,  or  larger  interest 
receipts  than  are  assumed,  and  by 
reserves  cancelled  which  are  not  paid 
out  in  surrender  values.  The  opinion 
says:  '*The  company  is  the  absolute 
owner  of  its  assets  and  within  the  limits 
of  honest  dealing  has  complete  control 
of  the  time  and  manner  of  declaring  a 
dividend  on  its  policies.  This  time  and 
manner,  however,  may  be  controlled  by 
law,  by  its  charter  and  by  contract. 
But  no  contract  can  make  a  'dividend^ 
anything  but  the  return  to  policy-holders 
of  funds  derived  from  their  premiums 
not  used  and  not  needed  for  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  paid. 

The  court  thinks  the  denial  of  the 
defendant  that  its  agents  used  the  book 
of  the  other  concern  reasonable,  since  it 
really  attacked  the  company,  and  con- 
tained statements  which  could  not  be 
taken  seriously  by  parties  to  the  con- 
tract. But  assuming  the  plaintiff's  con- 
struction of  the  book  to  be  correct  there 
would  then  be  an  agreement  between 
tontine  policy-holders  that  the  cancelled 
reserves  on  policies  lapsed  by  death  or 
non-payment  of  premiums,must  be  kept, 
not  as  an  asset  of  the  company,  but  as  a 
debt  to  be  improved  at  interest  and 
divided  among  the  survivors  without 
regard  to  the  equities  of  the  families  of 
the  deceased  members,  or  the  equities 
of  the  members  who  have  lapsed  while 
living.  The  court  holds  that  such  con- 
tract, if  made,  would  be  a  purely  gamb- 
ling contract,  because  the  members  of 
the  tontine  fund  have  no  insurable  inter- 
est in  each  other.  Such  a  contract, 
even     if    tlie    defendant   company   had 

made  (which  it  did  not  raake)^j5uld  not

be  enforced  by  a  court  of  equity^  because 
courts  of  equity  will  not  determine  the 
respective  right  of  gamblers  to  a  fund  ixk 
the  hands  of  a  stakeholder.  The  court 
says  it  is  unusual  to  grant  a  new  trial  on 
account  of  errors,  "where  it  appears 
from  the  record  that  the  new  trial  can- 
not produce  a  different  result,"  but 
owing  to  errors  in  the  admission  of 
expert  testimony  the  plaintiffs  are 
granted  another  trial  of  the  case — IVew 
York  Evening  Post, 


8CHEME8   FOR   INSURANCE  BY  THE 
8TATE. 

AS  far  back  as  the  memory  of  man 
runneth,-  whenever  there  has  been 
the  slightest  friction  with  the  fire  com- 
panies as  to  premiums  or  the  payment  of 
losses  there  has  always  been  some  man 
or  a  few  men  to  denounce  the  companies 
and  to  take  oath  or  affirmation  that  he 
or  they  would  no  longer  pay  money  into 
the  hands  of  corporations  that  would  act 
as  they  have  in  the  particular  case,  but 
on  the^contrary  would  at  once  have  a  law 
enacted  by  which  the  state  would  hold 
the  property  owners  safe  either  with  or 
without  the  payment  into  the  treasury  of 
the  state.  It  is  a  great  scheme  and  just 
a  few,  a  very  few,  would  go  into  it  strong 
at  first,  only  to  find  that  the  great  major- 
ity took  no  interest  in  blessed  reform, 
and  so  it  would  die  the  death  until 
another  occasion  similiar  to  the  first 
would  revive  it,  and  the  same  dreary 
round  would  be  run. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  kind 
of  danger  of  any  such  enactment  in  any 
state  whereby  the  fire  protection  shall 
pass  into  the  hands  of  the  state,  but  on 
the  contrary  we  are  as  far  away  from 
such  a  law  as  ever  we  were,  although 
there  are  people  in  Maine,  as  well  as 
Kansas,  who  inveigh  as  strongly  against 
the  fire  corporations  and  trusts,  as  they 
call  them,  as  ever  they  did. 


Whenever  the  time  shall  come  how- 
ever, that  the  property  owners,  as  a 
class,  shall  demand  such  a  law,  then 
there  may  be  some  danger  of  its  enact- 
ment. Until  then  the  talk  of  such  a 
scheihe  is  mere  froth,  and  should  be 
viewed  with  a  complacency  that  is  its. 
due. 


THE   THIRD   ANNUAL  CONVENTION   OP 

THE    NATIONAL   ASSOCIATION    OP 

LOCAL   PIRE  AGENTS. 

A  BOUT  a  hundred  delegates  were 
^^  present  at  this  convention  which 
was  held  at  Detroit  on  the  15th  and 
i6th  of  July. 

The  resolutions  adopted  on  **Over- 
head  Writing*'  and  other  subjects  were 
as  follows: 

This  convention  reaffirms  the  plat- 
form of  this  assocition  adopted  at  St. 
Louis  in  1897,  in  the  following  state- 
ments: 

(i)  It  is  the  intent  of  this  association 
to  treat  all  matters  offered  for  consider- 
ation with  the  utmost*  conservatism, 
believing  that  the  greatest  good  possible 
to  be  secured  through  our  organization 
should  not  be  imperilled  by  ill-considered 
or  precipitate  action. 

(2)  The  great  evils  of  hostile  legis- 
lation and  oppressive  taxation  now  exist- 
ing and  contemplated  are  a  burden  and 
menace  to  both  insurance  companies 
and  propertyowners,  that  demand  the 
immediate  organization  of  state  asso- 
ciations, auxiliary  to  this  association,  for 
the  purpose  of  opposing  such  injustices 
by  all  legitimate  means. 

(3)  We  heartily  support  the  systems 
of  rating  and  inspection,  adapted  to  local 
conditions,  which  minimize  the  fire 
waste  and  reduce  the  cost  of  insurance. 

This  association  considers  that  the 
abuse  of  overhead  writing  has  grown 
unbearable;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
association,  and  we  declare  it  as  the 
first  principle  of  our  platform,  that  the 
appointment  of  an  agent  implies,  legally 
and  morally,  the  absolute  control  by  the 

agent  of  the  authorized  ^^rf^/iWftT§9 
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far  as  his  appointment  lies.  When  the 
company  itself  issues  policies  on  risks 
in  said  territory,  without  the  consent  of 
its  appointed  agent,  or  by  reinsurance 
assists  another  company  to  do  the  same, 
its  act  is  contrary  to  the  principles 
herein  defined,  and  is  justifiable  only  in 
case  of  railroad  schedules,  including 
rolling  stock. 

Resolved,  Further,  that  this  associa- 
tion recognize  that  this  practice  is  par- 
ticipated in  by  local  agents,  which  we 
believe  should  also  be  condemned,  and 
urge  upon  the  companies  to  rigidly  con- 
fine each  agent  to  the  territory  for  which 
he  is  appointed. 

For  the  purpose  of  preventing  this 
destructive  habit  of  overhead  writing  we 
hereby  instruct  the  president  of  this 
association  to  prepare  with  the  advice 
of  the  executive  committee  a  proper 
form  of  pledge  of  allegiance  to  this  prin- 
ciple, the  same  to  be  submitted  to  all 
companies,  and  the  executive  committee 
is  hereby  instructed  to  publish  the  list 
of  the  companies  so  pledged. 

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  the 
publication  of  the  said  alphabetical  list 
every  local  agent  in  America  be  urged 
to  advertise,  recommend,  support  and 
favor  in  all  honorable  ways,  and  with  all 
possible  means,  the  companies  whose 
names  appear  therein,  and  who  have 
thus  expressed  their  willingness  to  re- 
spect and  protect  the  business  of  their 
local  agents. 

This  association  considers  that  the 
local  agents  of  the  United  States  must 
stop  the  present  reckless  multiplication 
of  agencies  in  the  same  locality.  We 
deem  that  our  intervention  is  necessary 
to  preserve  the  conservative  and  loyal 
agency  force  from  extinction,  and  to 
prevent  a  disastrous  outbreak  by  com- 
panies made  desperate  by  the  loss  of 
the  business  now  absorbed  by  multiplied 
agencies.  Both  these  purposes  will  be 
accomplished  by  the  adoption  of  the 
rule  of  one  agent  in  each  locality  to  be 
responsible  for  the  company's  interest 
there,  to  enjoy  the  authority  and  profit 
of  his  agency  unimpaired,  and  to  have 
other  appointments  subordinate  to  him. 
Without  the  control  of  this  principle 
there  is  no  limit  to  the  creation  of  com- 
peting agencies   to   debase  the  agency 


force  and  precipitate  national  demorali- 
zation. 

Resolved,  That  the  grievance  com- 
mittee ascertain  and  promulgate  the 
names  of  the  companies  that  insist  on 
maintaining  this  abuse,  so  that  the  local 
agents  of  the  United  States  may  reward 
with  their  patronage  the  companies  that 
are  their  friends. 

The  committee  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing features  of  the  resolution  referred 
to  by  Mr.  Woodworth,  the  other  features 
of  his  resolution  being  embodied  in  the 
foregoing  resolutions: 

Whereas,  The  writing  of  large  lines 
and  the  reinsuring  of  the  excess  of  home 
and  managing  offices  absorbs  business 
which  would  otherwise  be  written  by 
local  agents  and  credited  to  the  agency 
account  of  the  companies;  and 

Whereas,  This  practice  encourages 
and  fosters  overhead  writing,discourages 
good  feeling  and  reciprocity  among  local 
agents,  and  is  inimical  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  all  concerned;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  respectfully  re- 
quest all  agency  companies  to  limit 
their  writings  as  far  as  possible  to  the 
amount  they  are  willing  to  carry  without 
reinsurance,  and 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  local  agents 
to  give  only  such  lines  to  each  company 
as  it  will  carry  without  reinsurance, 
placing  the  surplus  in  their  other  com- 
panies, or  with  their  fellow  agents. 


MUTUAL.    FIRE  >K880CIATI0N8. 

T'HE  following  circular  to  the  mem- 
^  bers  of  the  Town  Mutual  Fire  Asso- 
ciation of  Missouri  would  appear  to 
explode  the  idea  that  mutual  companies 
can  furnish  protection  (?)  at  a  less  cost 
than  can  the  stock  companies: 

**To  Our  Members:  At  a  special 
meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  held 
in  the  offices  of  the  association  at  Stan- 
berry,  Mo.,  June  30,  1898,  the  board 
found  that  it  would  be  poor  business 
policy  to  longer  delay  the  payment  of 
the  just  obligations  of  the  association 
without  making  adequate  demands  upon 
our  resources.  Heretofore  we  have 
tried  to  pay  our  losses  wkh  a  moderate 
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assessment  of  the  notes,  but  several 
times  the  directors  were  forced  to  bor- 
row money  of  the  banks  in  order  to 
maintain  the  integrity  of  the  association 
and  pay  its  losses  promptly  and  honor- 
ably^  trusting  to  an  increase  of  business 
and  a  cessation  of  losses  to  relieve  the 
stringency.  Business  is  slack,  owing 
to  the  great  amount  and  character  of 
competition,  and  our  losses  have 
reached  such  a  point  as  to  necessitate 
the  collection  of  the  full  face  value  of 
every  note  outstanding.  Of  course, 
no  member  who  is  honest  and  upright 
will  refuse  to  lift  his  note,  or  claim  that 
our  demand  is  unjust,  else  he  would 
not  have  signed  the  note  in  the  first 
place.  The  association  considers  these 
notes  simply  as  its  reserve  fund  with 
which  to  pay  losses,  and  we  are  com- 
pelled to  draw  on  this  reserve  by  assess- 
ment for  no  other  reason  than  to  pay 
such  obligations  as  have  been  caused  by 
losses.  We  therefore  urge  our  members 
— who  ought  to  be  as  much  interested 
as  ourselves — to  respond  promptly  to 
this  call. 

**We  trust  you  fully  understand  the 
responsibilities  of  both  the  association 
and  its  members,  realizing  that  at  the 
most  your  insurance  has  not  and  cannot 
cost  you  any  more  than  'old-line'  insur- 
ance, while  by  our  united  efforts  we 
have  forced  the  'old-liners'  to  greatly 
reduce  their  extortionate  rates. 

"The  books  of  this  association  are 
always  open  for  inspection,  and  we  shall 
be  pleased  to  furnish  any  information 
concerning  its  business  to  inquiring 
members. 

<'We  must  have  this  money  within 
twenty  days.  Respectfully, 

"J.  H.  Williams,  Secretary." 

We  sincerely  hope  that  he  may  get 
the  money,  but  we  hardly  think  that  he 
^11  realize  to  the  extent  of  twenty  per 
cent. 


THE    NEW    BANKRUPTCY  LAW. 

INSURANCE  managers  have  always 
*  felt  that  there  should  be  a  general 
bankruptcy  law  in  this  country,  asunder 
such  an  enactment  the  conditions  were 
much  more  favorable  for  the  companies- 
Although  we  are  a  commercial  nation, 
even  from  the  beginning  there  has 
been  too  little  attention  paid  to  the 
regulation  of  the  assets  of  insolvent 
debtors,  and  there  has  always  been  such 
an  undefined  feeling  as  to  just  what 
would  happen  in  case  of  bankruptcy 
that  it  has  always  been  taken  for  granted 
that  many  who  had,  perhaps  through 
misfortune,  once  got  behind,  preferred 
to  sell  out  to  the  insurance  companies 
rather  than  take  the  chances  in  the 
hands  of  the  law. 

We  have  had  but  four  national  bank- 
rupt acts  since  the  government  was 
founded,  and  they  have  lasted  but  a 
limited  time,  and  consequently  the  indi- 
vidual states  have  regulated  all  matters 
relative  to  debts,  contracts  and  insolv- 
ents without  interference  or  the  control 
of  the  Federal  government.       ^ 

That  there  should  be  an  almost 
chaotic  condition  of  things  would  hardly 
be  surprising,  and  hence  the  recent  act 
of  Congress. 

"The  new  law,  while  differing  radi- 
cally from  all  its  predecessors  in  many 
important  details,  adheres  to  their  gen- 
eral plans  of  construction.  Bankruptcy 
may  be  voluntary  or  involuntary;  when 
involuntary  it  will  be  the  act  of  creditors 
moving  for  self-protection;  when  volun- 
tary, it  will  be  the  act  of  a  debtor  mov- 
ing with  honest  intent' to  preserve  him- 
self from  total  ruin  while,  at  the  same 
time,  intending  to  entail  upon  his 
creditors  no  more  loss  than  justly  may 
be  charged  to  the  unavoidable  risks  of 
trade. 

"In  either  case  the  District  Court 
of  the  United  States  is  the  determiner 
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of  all  issues.  The  new  law  is  better 
than  its  predecessors  in  that  it  prevents 
the  absorption  of  a  large  part  of  a  bank- 
rupt's estate  by  fees  and  costs;  it  is  far 
more  protective  against  this  evil  than  is 
the  British  law.  The  preliminary  costs 
under  the  new  law  are  ^25;  under  the 
act  of  1867  they  were  I75.  The  costs 
of  distribution  of  dividends  and  of  inter- 
mediary proceedings  are  reduced  greatly. 
Under  the  old  law  there  was  one  'regis- 
trar in  bankruptcy'  for  each  judicial  dis- 
trict, and  his  powers  were  all  but 
despotic.  There  was  but  one  registrar 
for  the  district  of  which  Chicago  is  the 
center,  and  he  acquired  enormous 
wealth. 

"Under  the  new  law  there  must  be 
not  less  than  one  referee,  who  takes 
the  place  of  the  old  registrar,  in  each 
county,  and  as  many  more  as  the  court 
may  deem  needful  for  the  speedy  trans- 
action of  business.  Supplementary  to 
the  referees  are  the  trustees  in  bank- 
ruptcy. Roughly  speaking,  the  functions 
of  the  referees  may  be  defined  as  judic- 
ial, subject,  of  course,  to  the  approval 
of  the  District  Court.  The  duties  of 
the  trustees  are  executive.  The  fees  of 
a  referee  are  $10  in  each  case,  plus  i 
per  cent  of  the  amount  paid  as  divi- 
■dends;  those  of  a  trustee  are  $5  and  a 
commission  on  dividends.  This  leads 
the  officers  in  bankruptcy  to  secure  as 
large  dividends  as  possible,  for  the 
amount  of  their  fees  is  contingent  upon 
the  amount  of  salvage  to  creditors. 
Again,  under  the  new  law,  a  bankrupt, 
if  honest,  may  obtain  his  discharge  with- 
out regard  to  the  value  of  his  assets; 
under  tlie  old  law  the  assets  must  equal 
30  per  cent  of  the  volume  of  debt. 

**Any  person,  though  a  corporation 
cannot,  may  become  a  voluntary  bankrupt 
by  the  simple  process  of  filing  a  state- 
ment of  his  debts  and  assets  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court.  Any  person  except  a  farmer 


whose  income  is  f  1,500  a  year  or  more, 
and  any  unincorporated  company,  may 
be  adjudged  an  involuntary  bankrupt 
when  its  debts  are  j  1,000  or  in  excess 
thereof,  provided  that  the  petition  for 
such  judgment  be  signed  by  three  cred- 
itors whose  claims  amount  to  $500. 
When  such  petition  is  filed  the  District 
Court,  or  a  referee  acting  under  its 
direction,  passes  on  the  petition  and 
dismisses  it  or  adjudges  the  debtor  to 
be  a  bankrupt.  In  the  latter  event  a 
trustee  is  appointed.  Through  the  trus- 
tee the  debtor  may  offer  compensation 
to  his  creditors,  and  if  the  terms  offered 
are  acceptable  to  the  creditors  and 
approved  by  the  court  the  sums  fixed 
are  paid  to  such  creditors  and  the  sur- 
plus of  assets,  if  any  there  be,  are 
returned  to  the  debtor,  who  then  goes 
out  of  court  absolved  from  all  obliga- 
tions contracted  prior  to  the  action  in 
bankruptcy. 

"The  new  law  is  a  distinct  concession 
to  the  honest  debtor  overcome  by  mis- 
fortune. It  will,  however,  bear  'strict 
construction'  as  to  the  unscrupulous  or 
absolutely  dishonest  who  may  seek  to 
avail  themselves  of  its  provisions.  A 
very  conservative  writer  has  said  of  it: 
'Permanent  bankruptcy  legislation  of  so 
free  and  lenient  a  nature  as  this  new 
law  easily  may  become  a  violent  evil.' 
This  is  true;  but  the  obvious  intention 
of  the  law  is  for  relief  of  the  multitude 
of  traders  who  have  become  embarrassed 
during  the  few  years  of  panic  through 
which  the  nation  recently  passed,  and 
whose  water-logged  condition  is  a  seri- 
ous obstacle  to  a  thorough  revival  of 
commerce." 

Much  of  the  above  we  have  quoted 
because  the  facts  are  put  tersely  and 
cover  well  the  points.  We  are  confident 
that  under  the  new  law  the  fire  com- 
panies will  suffer  less  _loss  than  when 
there  was  none  in  force^OOQlC

DBTROIT  CONVBNTION  OP  LOCAL  AQBNT8. 

I  AM  ready  to  admit  that  I  felt  gratified 
and  pleased  when  I  received  your 
corteous  invitation  to  address  you  on 
this  occasion.  My  only  fears  were,  first, 
that  I  might  fall  short  of  your  expect- 
ations, in  what  I  would  say,  and  secondly, 
that  on  account  of  a  previous  business 
engagement  I  might  be  unable  to  meet 
with  you.  Fortunately  for  me,  I  have 
been  able  to  postpone  other  matters 
which  threatened  to  interfere,  and  I  am 
here  in  response  to  your  call  and  will  do 
what  I  can  with  the  limited  time  at  my 
disposal  to  interest  you  in  the  questions 
now  befojre  us,  as  indicated  by  the  pro- 
gramme, * 'Modern  Underwriting  and 
Overwriting. " 

Looking  back  over  an  experience  of 
nearly  forty  years  in  fire  underwriting, 
in  almost  all  its  branches,  and  without 
the  least  desire  to  become  a  sensation- 
alist, I  believe  that  we  are  drifting  into 
dangerous  shoals,  and  it  is  proper,  there- 
fore, that  we  consult  the  charts  to  see  if 
we  are  really  on  the  right  course  and 
pointed  towards  a  safe  harbor. 

I  am  often  surprised  when  I  take  a 
retrospective  view,  to  see  what  evolu- 
tions and  radical  changes  have  taken 
place  since  I,  as  a  local  agent  in  a  small 
village,  wrote  my  first  policy  of  fire  insu- 
rance. Doubtless  many  of  you  have 
experienced  the  same  feeling,  as  I  notice 
that  many  of  you  show  unmistakable 
signs  of  long  experience  as  well  as 
advancing  years;  and  I  join  you  in  won- 
dering if  there  really  is  anything  too 
radical  or  reckless  to  be  fondly  embraced 
by  some  of  the  modern  underwriters  and 
overwriters.  I  do  not  intend  to  indulge 
in  scolding  or  incriminations,  personal 
or  otherwise,  on  this  occasion.  The  sit- 
uation, as  I  view  it,  is  bad  enough  as  it 
is,  and  need  not  be  exaggerated  or  made 
worse  by  railing  against  those  respons- 
ible for  it. 

Certainly  a  moderate  estimate  would 
name  four-fifths  of  all  the  concerns  or 
companies  that  have  been  launched, 
hatched,  or  incorporated  to  do  a  fire 
insurance  business  in  the  United  States, 
during  the  past  forty  years,  failures  in 
one   way  or    another.     The   shores   of 


time  are  strewn  with  their  wrecks  which 
lie  bleaching  in  the  sun,  to  say  nothing 
of  those  that  went  to  the  bottom,  never 
to  be  resurrected.  These  appalling  dis- 
asters are  object  lessons  which  we  must 
heed,  and  while  the  stockholders  and 
policyholders  have  been  great  sufferers 
in  consequence,  the  local  agents  have 
been  by  far  the  greater  sufferers,  as  their 
business  was  scattered  and  diverted  and 
their  patrons  antagonized. 

It  seems  to  be  characteristic  of  the 
American  people  to  overdo  nearly  every- 
thing they  undertake,  hence  we  find 
that  there  are  even  now  too  many  com- 
panies, except  in  the  congested  districts 
of  the  large  cities,  where  great  values 
are  accumulated,  and  too  many  agents 
and  too  many  brokers  or  solicitors.  As 
nature  seems  to  have  provided  wars, 
shipwrecks  and  pestilence  to  relieve 
overcrowded  communities,  so  conflagra- 
tions, panics  and  bad  management  seem 
to  come  at  intervals  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  competing  companies,  but  when 
old  and  established  corporations  multi- 
ply themselves  by  two  or  more,  we 
have  a  new  element  which  confronts  us 
at  this  time  and  threatens  to  overwhelm 
us  by  its  novelty  and  strength.  As  the 
real  wealth  of  the  country  is  produced 
by  the  agriculturist,  the  artisan  and  the 
miner,  so  in  fire  insurance  the  revenue 
or  income  of  the  companies,  aside  from 
interest,  is  produced  by  the  local  agents, 
and  to  them  must  we  turn  for  the  appli- 
cation of  a  proper  remedy  for  multiplied 
competition,  at  least  until  time  and  cir- 
cumstances work  out  the  problem  for  us. 

Along  with  the  greed  for  volume  of 
business  has  come  a  gradual  but  per- 
sistent demand  for  reduced  rates,  more 
liberal  forms  of  policies  and  kindred 
evils  which  follow  in  the  wake  of  an 
inordinate  desire  on  our  part  to  outdo 
each  other.  I  need  not  enlarge  upon 
this  feature  of  modern  underwriting. 
We  all  know  its  symptoms  and  its 
results.  They  mean  demoralization, 
loss  of  income  to  us  already  reduced, 
and  the  driving  out  of  business  of  those 
who  have  labored  for  years  to  acquire 
and  establish  themselves  permanently. 
To  this  phase  of  the  question,  and  to 
the  tendency  of  the  times  in  which  we 
live,  you  must  devote  your  best  ener- 
gies.     Otherwise,    even   the   oldest   of 
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us  may  live  to  see  our  life  work  set  at 
naught,  and  the  business  of  fire  insur- 
ance, as  we  know  it,  thrown  to  the 
winds. 

The  topic  suggests  still  another  mod- 
ern evil  in  which  we  all  have  a  deep 
interest,  as  it  concerns  our  living  and  our 
welfare.  Overwriting  was  a  thing  un- 
known twenty  years  ago.  Of  course,  I 
refer  to  the  taking  on  of  enormous  lines  of 
fire  insurance  by  one  company,  either 
with  or  without  the  knowledge  or  consent 
of  the  local  agent.  This  practice  is  not 
only  antagonistic  to  the  principles  on 
which  the  American  agency  system  is 
based,  but  it  is  also  a  selfish  and  an 
unsafe  plan  to  adopt.  It  matters  not 
whether  the  companies  indulging  in  this 
practice  of  taking  "jumbo  limes"  rein- 
sure the  excess  or  carry  it  all;  the  effect, 
so  far  as  we  local  agents  are  concerned, 
is  the  same.  Other  companies  -in  the 
agency  are  robbed  of  their  legitimate 
share  of  such  risks,  and  other  agents 
are  deprived  of  their  proper  proportion 
of  the  income  they  have  had,  and  both 
must  resort  to  the  same  tactics  to 
recoup  their  losses.  There  is  no  doubt 
in  my  mind  that  this  modern  system  of 
legalized  robbery  proceeds  from  a  covert 
desire  on  the  part  of  some  underwriters 
— and  they  may  occupy  high  positions 
for  aught  I  know — to  destroy  the  Amer- 
ican agency  system  and  inaugurate  the 
plan  in  vogue  in  the  old  country,  where 
comparatively  few  men  and  few  com- 
panies practically  control  the  business, 
rendering  it  unnecessary  to  have  local 
agents,  except,  perhaps,  in  the  large 
centres.  Are  you  ready  for  such  a  rev- 
olution in  this  country?  If  not — and  I 
know  you  are  not — you  should  reso- 
lutely set  your  faces  against  every 
species  of  it,  and,  if  necessary,  refuse 
to  do  business  for  or  with  those  who 
practice  it.  It  is  more  threatening  to 
you  and  your  interests  than  you  imag- 
ine, and  should  be  throttled  in  its 
infancy. 

I  assume  that  all  of  you  appreciate 
the  value  of  co-operation,  otherwise 
you  would  not  be  here,  but  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  agents,  as  a  rule,  carry 
the  principal  far  enough,  nor  are  they 
as  loyal  to  it  in  all  cases  as  they  should 
be.  An  agent,  for  instance,  in  a  given 
town  or  city  secures  control  of  a  large 


line  of  insurance,  and  usually  the  first 
thing  he  does  after  getting  up  a  form  of 
the  policy  is  to  jump  on  a  train  for 
Detroit,  Chicago,  Buffalo  or  New  York 
City,  where  he  interviews  the  officers  or 
managers  of  companies,  with  a  view  of 
placing  the  risk,  and  he  usually  brings 
up  at  the  general  office  of  some  com- 
pany which  has  the  reputation,  at  least, 
of  writing  large  lines,  where  he  accepts 
all  they  will  take  for  him,  regardless  of 
the  fact  that  he,  or  some  other  agent  at 
the  place  he  hails  from,  already  repre- 
sents the  same  company.  Now  it  seems 
to  me  that  a  wiser  course  would  be  to 
parcel  out  among  his  neighbors  who 
have  good  companies,  and  who  are 
loyal  to  good  rates  and  practices,  all  he 
cannot  write  in  his  own  companies,  and 
when  they  have  lines  which  exceed  the 
capacity  of  their  own  offices,  he  may  be 
sure  that  self-interest,  if  nothing  else, 
will  prompt  them  to  do  as  they  would 
be  done  by.  The  same  principle  will 
apply  to  rates,  forms  of  policies  and  a 
dozen  other  things  which  agents  have  in 
hand  and  which  could  all  be  handled 
without  friction  if  they  would  be  neigh- 
borly and  cultivate  each  other's  friend- 
ship in  a  business-like  way.  "Live  and 
let  live,"  is  a  good  motto. 

Much  could  be  said  also  on  the 
advantages  of  cultivating  the  best  rela- 
tions between  officers,  managers  and 
local  agents.  Each  has  his  function  to 
perform,  and  while  none  are  perfect 
and  we  often  meet  those  occupying 
important  positions  who  are  neither 
fitted  for  their  work  nor  worthy  of  much 
attention,  yet  it  is  not  given  us  to  judge 
too  harshly,  or  to  assume  that  an  all- 
wise  providence  has  not  created  them 
for  some  useful  purpose. 

Now,  I  realiztt  iliat  perhaps  advice 
was  not  expected  of  me  at  this  time, 
yet  I  assume  that  a  little  of  it,  coming 
from  one  whose  desire  is  certainly  one. 
of  good  to  you  and  your  associates, 
would  not  be  out  of  place.  I  have 
addressed  many  assemblies  of  under- 
writers, as  such,  but  I  believe  this  is 
the  first  time  I  have  been  before  an 
association  composed  of  delegates  of 
strictly,  local  agents,  and  I  sincerely 
trust  that  you  have  gone  along  now  far 
enough  with  your  preliminary  work  to 
be  assured  of  success  and  permanency. 
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There  is  a  great  work  for  you  men  to 
do.  Your  interests  are  threatened  with 
modern  fads  and  crazy  schemes,  any 
one  of  which,  if  it  becomes  established 
as  a  custom,  rather  than  an  experiment, 
is  well  calculate<d  to  eventually  rob  you 
of  your  living,  if  not  your  birthright, 
and  you  ought  to  be  jealous  of  all  of 
these  strangers  to  well-established  prin- 
ciples and  practice.  Do  not  undertake 
too  much.  All  the  evils  you  complain 
of  can  not  be  removed  or  remedied 
either  by  legislation  on  your  part,  or  in 
a  day  by  any  method.  Time  and  pa- 
tience, with  an  earnest  desire  to  do  the 
right  thing  at  the  right  time,  and  only 
after  full  consideration,  should,  in  my 
opinion,  be  the  rule  of  action  on  your 
part.  You  represent,  directly  and  indi- 
rectly, a  vast  army  of  constituents  and 
an  interest  second  to  none.  They  are 
seldom  heard  from,  except  in  individual 
cases — never  as  a  body.  Your  organi- 
zation, in  so  far  as  it  will  enable  them 
to  be  heard  and  to  make  their  wants 
known,  cannot  help  but  become  an 
important  adjunct  to  such  as  are  already 
in  existence,  local,  state  or  national. 
Wise  and  sonservative  measures  adopt- 
ed or  recommended  by  you  will  have 
great  influence  among  the  entire  mem- 
bership as  well  as  all  others  who  have 
to  do  with  fire  insurance  matters.  It  is, 
and  has  been,  my  great  desire  to  see 
that  sound  practices  and  conservative, 
safe  rules  govern  and  prevail  through- 
out America  in  fire  insurance,  and  I  am 
equally  anxious  that  these  principles  be 
preserved  for  future  generations,  believ- 
ing, as  I  do,  that,  along  with  other 
great  interests,  their  protection  and 
preservation  for  the  future  will  redound 
to  the  honor  and  glory  of  our  country. 

I  can  not  think  of  any  other  one  inter- 
est in  this  country,  outside  of  the  best 
interests  of  the  nation  itself,  that  is  as 
far  reaching  or  more  vital  to  the  well- 
being  of  so  many  people  or  more  neces- 
sary to  the  safety  of  commerce,  than 
that  we  represent.  Our  responsibilities 
are  therefore  great,  and  our  action  and 
influence  should  be  directed  by  wisdom. 

The  wretched  and  disastrous  state  of 
our  business  which  prevailed  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  a  short  time  ago,  but 
which  has  happily  been  at  least  partially 


remedied  by  the  action  of  the  under- 
writers themselves,  and  recently  sus- 
tained by  the  highest  court  of  the  state 
of  California,  has  unfortunately  been 
repeated  in  an  aggravated  form  in  New 
York  City,  and  we  are  told  that  even 
now  underwriters  of  all  classes  have 
relinquished  all  semblance  of  control 
and  are  drifting  helplessly  into  a  chaotic 
state  which  threatens  to  destroy  not  only 
the  business  of  that  city,  but  is  extend- 
ing to  other  places,  west  and  south.  In 
such  a  crisis  as  this  you  gentlemen  who 
represent  the  rank  and  file  of  many 
thousands  of  local  agents,  whose  vital 
interests  are  at  stake,,  should,  it  seems 
to  me,  take  such  action  as  will  at  least 
rebuke  those  engaged  in  it  and  set  them 
to  thinking.  Your  interests  in  the  great 
states  you  represent  must  not  be  jeop- 
ardised by  such  insane  work  as  is  now 
going  on  in  the  first  city  of  the  Union. 
You  have  it  in  your  power  to  stay  this 
tide  of  demoralization,  and  I  hope  that 
by  discreet,  wise  and  judicious  action 
you  will  not  only  put  a  check  upon  it, 
but  arouse  your  fellow  local  agents  to  a 
sense  of  the  danger  of.  such  outbreaks, 
and  call  upon  them  to  stand  firmly 
together,  as  one  man,  for  correct  and 
conservative  practice  all  over  this  broad 
land. 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  desire  to  thank 
you,  not  only  for  your  patience,  but  for 
the  privileges  you  have  extended  to  me, 
and  if  I  have  in  any  way  interested  you 
and  have  been  able  to  contribute  my 
mite  toward  your  entertainment,  I  am 
fully  repaid.  My  greatest  ambition  now 
is  to  make  my  imprint  on  the  pages  of 
fire  insurance  history  in  favor  of  safety 
for  the  capital  invested  and  for  the  wel- 
fare and  very  best  interests  not  only  of 
the  present  generation,  but  of  those  that 
are  to  follow.

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REVENUE    STAMPS. 

TTHE  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
*     laws   and   legislation   of    the   New 
York  Board  of  Underwriters,  has  issued 
the  following  circular: 

"We  are  advised  by  counsel  that  the 
questions  submitted  have  been  passed 
upon  by  him  as  follows:  i.  No  stamp 
is  required  upon  a  certificate  of  stock 
issued  in  lieu  of  one  canceled,  when  the 
issue  is  made  in  the  ordinary  way  by 
the  same  corporation  which  issued  the 
original  certificate,  upon  a  transfer  to  a 
new  owner  or  to  the  old  owner  desiring 
to  combine  or  subdivide  his  original 
shares.  2.  The  consent  of  a  company 
to  an  assignment  of  a  policy  does  not 
require  a  stamp.  3.  Such  consent  given 
when  the  assignment  has  not  been 
stamped  would  expose  the  company  to 
liability  if  there  were  any  evidence  of  an 
intent  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the 
stamp  act.  If  the  consent  is  given  on 
production  of  the  assignment  by  the 
assignee  I  think  that  fact  would  strongly 
tend  to  establish  the  existence  of  the 
intent.  4.  The  following  clause  re- 
quires a  stamp:     *The  interest  of  

(assured)  is  now  vested  in  as  the 

owner  (signed)  manager  fire 

insurance  company.'  5.  In  matters  of 
'assignment  or  transfer'  the  basis  of  the 
tax  is  unearned  and  not  the  original  pre- 
mium. The  unearned  premium  is  the 
premium  'charged'  and  the  'rate'  is  the 
percentage  and  not  the  amount  orig- 
inally paid.  6.  The  word  'transfer'  in 
the  proviso  under  the  paragraph  'mort- 
gage or  pledge  of  land'  includes  an 
indorsement  changing  the  nature  of  the 
property  insured.  It  does  not  include 
an  indorsement  changing  the  location  of 
the  property  insured.  7.  In  the  case 
of  open  policy  entries  on  which  certifi- 
cates are  issued,  the  entry  requires  a 
stamp,  and  the  certificate  does  not. 
8.     If   the   certificate   is    stamped,    the 


entry  requires  a  stamp  also.  9.  The 
clause  in  fire  insurance  policies  'loss,  if 

any,  payable   to  mortgagee'  need 

not  be  stamped.  10.  Proofs  of  loss 
require  no  stamp.  The  notarial  certifi- 
cate attached  thereto  requires  no  stamp 
unless  it  is  a  certificate  required  by 
some  'Federal,  state,  or  municipal  law.' 
II.  Allowance  in  any  manner  for  doc- 
umentary stamps  other  than  those  of 
the  denomination  of  2  cents  cannot  be 
made.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  war 
revenue  law  for  redemption  of  docu- 
mentary stamps.  Agents  can  cancel 
stamps  in  place  of  the  home  ofEce.  In 
most,  if  not  all,  of  the  above  cases,  Mr. 
Davies  has  consulted  the  commissioner 
of  internal  revenue,  and  the  latter  has 
ruled  on  the  points  stated  to  the  con- 
firmation of  our  counsel's  opinion." 


STAMP    TAX    EXEMPTIONS. 

T'HERE  seems  to  be  no  question, 
^  under  the  ruling  of  the  internal 
revenue  commissioner,  that  most  of  the 
mutual  fire  insurance  companies  will  be 
obliged  to  pay  the  stamp  taxes  as  well 
as  stock  companies.  Commissioner 
Scott's  ruling  is  that  under  the  exemp- 
tion clause  no  mutual  company  is 
exempt  unless  it  operates  purely  on  the 
basis  of  mutual  protection  to  members 
against  fire.  If  profits  arise  from  the 
business,  if  the  company  has  a  surplus 
invested,  from  which  profits  to  members 
accrue,  it  cannot  be  included  in  the 
exemption  clause,  no  matter  what  the 
purpose  of  the  organization  is.  Under 
this  ruling  all  of  the  Massachusetts 
mutual  fire  insurance  companies,  includ- 
ing both  dwelling  and  factory  mutuals, 
will  be  compelled  to  pay  the  tax,  with 
the  following  exceptions:  Bristol  County, 
Groveland,  Lumber,  Salisbury  &  Ames- 
bury,  Saugus,  Western  Massachusetts 
and   West   Newbury.  Q^least  two  of

the  mutual  companies,  the  Holyoke  and 
Home  Guaranty,  have  recognized  the 
facts  and  are  attaching  the  stamps.  We 
have  no  doubt  the  rest,  with  the  excep- 
tions above  noted,  will  follow  this 
example  rather  than  expose  themselves 
to  the  penalties  provided  in  the  revenue 
act.  The  commissioner's  ruling  is  cer- 
tainly based  upon  grounds  of  equity, 
and  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  also  apply  to  many  of  the 
so-called  fraternal  orders,  which  really 
make  a  business  of  conducting  life  insur- 
ance, and  which  hold  invested  funds 
from  which  profits  to  members  arise — 
particularly  the  Royal  Arcanum,  Amer- 
ican Legion  of  Honor,  Knights  of 
Pythias  and  Ancient  Order  of  United 
Workmen.  —  The  Standard, 


TO  SECURE  LIFE  IN  CASE  OF  FIRE. 

POR  some  time  the  building  com- 
-*  missioner  of  Chicago — McAndrews 
— has  been  investigating  the  different 
kinds  of  buildings,  manufactories  and 
business  blocks.  The  other  day  he 
finished  sending  out  notices  to  the 
owners  of  about  300  buildings  directing 
them  to  put  in  fire  escapes  or  build 
additional  stairways.  These  owners 
were  notified  by  the  inspectors  in  writ- 
ing as  to  what  should  be  done  at  the 
time  the  inspection  was  made.  These 
notices  gave  the  proprietors  five  to  ten 
days  to  comply  with  the  ordinance  under 
which  the  notices  were  sent. 

Under  the  old  ordinances  the  building 
commissioner  had  no  authority  to  com- 
pel the  erection  of  fire  escapes  or  the 
construction  of  stairways  in  buildings 
already  constructed.  The  new  building 
ordinance,  passed  May  16,  gave  the 
commissioner  the  power  to  compel  the 
construction  of  adequate  means  of 
escape  in  old  buildings,  and  Mr.   Mc- 


Andrews at  once  set  about  inspecting  all 
old  buildings  in  which  large  numbers  of 
people,  lived  or  worked.  As  a  result 
most  of  his  work  has  been  done  in  the 
outlying  districts,  where  store  and  flat 
buildings  have  been  built  without  fire 
escapes  or  sufl&cient  stairways.  The 
notices  sent  out  go  from  Wrightwood 
avenue  to  Sixty-Fourth  street  and  from 
River  street  to  California  avenue.  Some 
of  the  largest  and  best-known  property 
owners  received  notices  to  put  in  from 
one  to  a  dozen  fire  escapes.  The  Virginia 
hotel  is  th^  largest  and  best-known 
building  found  without  sufficient  fire 
escapes.  The  building  department 
ordered  two  additional  iron  ladders  put 
up. 

The  records  show  that  the  owners  of 
192  buildings  have  been  notified  to  put 
up  279  fire  escapes  and  build  twenty- 
five  structures.  Ten  manufacturing  con- 
cerns on  Canal  street  have  been  ordered 
to  build  extra  stairways  or  put  up  fire 
escapes.  One  of  these  establishments 
belong  to  Maypole  Bros.,  of  which  firm 
the  Thirteenth  ward  alderman  is  a 
member.  On  Illinois  street  between 
Nos.  254  and  446  ten  flat,  apartment 
and  manufacturing  structures  were  or- 
dered to  erect  eighteen  fire  escapes  and 
two  stairways.  Between  State  and  St. 
Clair  streets  on  Indiana  four  flat  build- 
ings were  found  which  were  each  short 
two  fire  escapes.  Three  fire  escapes 
were  ordered  in  the  row  of  seven  six- 
story  buildings  on  North  Water  street 
between  Pine  and  St.  Clair.  A  building 
was  found  at  the  corner  of  Wabash 
avenue  and  South  Water  street  in  which 
fifty  persons  were  employed  and  no  fire 
escape.  Two  regulation  iron  ladders 
were  ordered  for  it.  Another  stairway 
and  fire  escape  were  ordered  for  the 
building  at  No.  53  River  street  and 
between   Nos.  9  and  38  on  this  street 
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nineteen  fire  escapes  and  eight  stair- 
ways were  ordered  put  in  seventeen 
buildings. 

Out  in  the  residence  districts  the 
absence  of  fire  escapes  was  found  to  be 
equally  marked.  Between  Sixtieth  and 
Sixty-First  streets  on  Ellis  aveuue  four 
fire  escapes  were  ordered  placed  on  two 
apartment  buildings.  The  owner  of  a 
four-story  apartment  building  on  Prairie 
avenue  between  Forty-Sixth  and  Forty- 
Seventh  streets  was  notified  to  erect  two 
fire  escapes.  On  Wrightwood  avenue, 
within  a  block  of  Clark*  street,  three 
flat  buildings  were  ordered  to  provide 
two  escapes  each.  Lincoln  Park  boule- 
vard was  found  to  have  nine  fiat  and 
apartment  buildings  without  the  neces- 
sary fire  ladders  and  North  avenue  five 
buildings  needing  eight  escapes.  Oak 
street  between  Rush  and  Pine  has  four 
four-story  flat  buildings  short  eight  fire 
escapes.  Ohio  street  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  Virginia  hotel,  three  build- 
ings, which  need  six  fire  escapes  and  one 
more  stairway.  Rush  street  has  ten 
buildings  in  the  residence  district  that 
are  minus  sixteen  fire  escapes  and  two 
stairways.  North  Clark  street  near 
Belmont  avenue  has  a  building  contain- 
ing six  flats  with  one  stairway.  Two  fire 
escapes  were  ordered  put  up. 

In  a  number  of  buildings  the  stairways 
were  found  to  be  narrow  and  dark  and 
no  outside  means  to  escape  fire,  though 
from  six  to  eight  families  lived  in  the 
flats  above  the  stores  on  the  ground 
floor.  These  buildings  were  regarded 
by  the  commissioners  as  most  danger- 
ous, and  escapes  were  ordered  for  them, 
front  and  rear.  Many  of  the  buildings 
are  old  and  combustible  fire  traps,  the 
inspectors  say.  Mr.  McAndrews  says 
he  will  vigorously  enforce  the  ordinance, 
and  compel  all  its  violators  to  provide 
efficient  means  for  escaping  from  fires. 


The  Penn  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company  has  a  new  form  of  policy. 
No  extra  inducements  of  consequence 
are  to  be  found  in  it,  but  the  contract  it- 
self has  been  simplified  to  such  an  extent 
that  he  who  runs  may  read.  Words  and 
sentences  have  been  thrown  to  the  winds, 
small  type  banished,  and  everything  put 
such  an  exact  way  that  the  new  Penn 
policy  deserves  to  rank  as  a  model.  There 
is  a  sort  of  triple  check  arrangement  by 
which  everything  in  the  contract  is  guar- 
anteed, the  re-instatement  and  nonfor- 
feiture provisions  are  plainly  expressed, 
and  the  important  fact  is  made  plain 
that  the  policy-holder  can  obtain  a  loan 
after  he  has  made  three  annual  payments, 
or  at  the  end  of  two  years.  The  signa- 
tures of  the  president,  the  secretary  and 
the  actuary  are  printed,  so  that  when  the 
policy  has  been  written  it  is  only  neces- 
sary that  it  should  be  personally  signed 
by  the  registrar.  By  and  by  there  will  be 
a  greater  scramble  for  life  insurance  poli- 
cies than  there  is  now  for  goverment 
bonds.  The  early  financiers  of  our 
country  knew  the  effectiveness  and  draw- 
ing power  of  simplicty.  If  they  had 
made  bonds  lool^  like  the  old-fashioned 
insurance  policy,  nobody  would  have 
known  what  they  really  did  promise. 
Apparently,  until  a  very  recent  date, 
neither  life  nor  fire  insurance  policies 
were  intended  to  be  read;  certainly  not 
to  be  understood. — Insurance  Times. 


The  Equitable  Accident  of  Boston  has 
been  cited  to  appear  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Massachusetts  to  show  cause 
why  a  receiver  should  not  be  appointed.

The  San  Francisco  board  of  under- 
writers will  obey  the  edict  of  the  Wash- 
ington insurance  department,  and  will 
order  attached  a  slip  to  policies  issued 
in  that  state  waiving  any  provision  in 
the  standard  policy  in  conflict  with  the 
valued  policy  law  of  Washington. 

The  Knoxville  board,  through  its  sec- 
retary, C.  W.  Searle,  is  not  requiring 
its  agents  to  have  their  daily  reports 
stamped.  The  Phcenix  of  Hartford  did 
not  require  its  agent  to  observe  board 
rules,  hence  this  radical  action  on  the 
part  of  Secretary  Searle. 

H.  C.  Stockdell,  of  Atlanta,  southern 
general  agent  of  the  Phoenix  of  Brook- 
lyn, is  prominently  mentioned  as  a  can- 
didate for  mayor  of  Atlanta.  Mr.  Stock- 
dell has  long  been  prominently  identi- 
fied with  his  city's  welfare,  having 
served  in  both  branches  of  the  general 
council,  besides  being  police  commis- 
sioner. 

B.  L.  Wallace  has  succeeded  J.  H. 
Agnew  as  insurance  manager  for  the 
Fairbank  Canning  Company.  The  in- 
surance interests  of  the  Nelson  Morris 
Packing  Company  will  also  be  under 
the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Wallace.  Mr. 
Wallace  has  received  his  training  in  the 
offices  of  James  W.  Nye  and  Ducat  & 
Lyon. 

As  a  result  of  the  New  York  rate  war 
a  large  company  which  was  foremost  in 
fat  commissions  and  bedrock  rates  has 
a  pretty  long  tale  of  woe  to  tell.  Its 
net  July,  1898,  business  is  but  10  per 
cent  of  what  the  July,  1897,  business 
footed  up;  that  is,  its  income  for  last 
month  was  90  per  cent  less  than  for  the 
same  month  a  year  ago. 


Daniel  D.  Healy  has  become  a  part- 
ner of  the  Frank  F.  Holmes  agency 
under  the  firm  name  of  Frank  F. 
Holmes  &  Co.  Mr.  Healy  has,  for  the 
past  four  years,  been  president  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners. 

The  Niagara  Fire  has  divided  its 
Pacific  Coast  territory  into  two  fields, 
California  constituting  one  and  Oregon 
and  Washington  the  other.  Frank  N. 
Rust,  of  San  Francisco,  is  in  charge  of 
California,  and  W.  H.  Raymond  has 
been  appointed  special  agent  for  Oregon 
and  Washington. 

Commissioner  Scott  has  ruled  that 
under  the  exemption  clause  no  mutual 
company  is  exempt  unless  it  operates 
purely  on  the  basis  of  mutual  protection 
to  members  against  fire.  If  a  company 
accumulates  a  surplus  from  which  profits 
to  members  accrue  it  is  liable  for  the 
payment  of  stamp  taxes,  no  matter  what 
the  purpose  of  the  organization  is. 

Insurance  Commissioner  Dearth  of 
Minnesota  has  announced  that  fire  in- 
surance companies  will  hereafter  be 
allowed  to  write  lines  amounting  to  one- 
twentieth  of  capital  and  surplus,  instead 
of  one-tenth  of  net  assets,  as  provided 
in  the  state  law,  which  announcement, 
it  is  stated,  is  made  in  conformity  with 
a  ruling  by  the  state's  attorney  general. 

The  Manhattan  building,  on  Dearborn 
street,  is  insured  for  $400,000  at  30 
cents,  instead  of  50  cents,  the  old  rates. 
C.  W.  Drew  &  Co.  will  get  all  of  the 
line  that  has  not  been  placed  with  the 
following  companies  that  are  tenants  of 
building:  North  British,  Atlas,  Phoenix 
of  London,  Commercial  Union,  Provi- 
dence-Washington, Niagara  and  Prus- 
sian National. 

The  failure  of  the  Lincoln  Fire  of 
New  York  was  very  complete.  The 
statement  made  to  the  receiver  shows 
that  the  assets  amount  to  $272,000,  with 
liabilities  of  $262,000.  The  assets  are 
partially  composed  of  uncollected  prem- 
iums and  other  doubtful  items,  and  in 
the  liabilities  no  allowance  is  made  for 
the  receivership  expense.  The  credit- 
ors may  in  the  end  receive  75  per  cent 
of  their  claims.  ^  t 
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The  erstwhile  State>  of  Philadelphia, 
known  as  politicians'  company,  had 
been  ailing  since  the  failure  of  the 
Guarantors*.  A  number  of  the  officers 
of  both  companies  are  closely  identified 
with  the  Matt  Quay  machine. 

The  Hartford  with  its  annex,  the  New 
York  Underwriters'  Agency,  does  the 
largest  Chicago  business  of  any  other 
company.  Its  receipts  last  year  were 
$254,844.  The  Liverpool  and  London 
and  Globe  is  next  to.  the  head  of  the 
procession,  with  $209,215  premiums  to 
its  credit.  R.  S.  Critchell  &  Co.  paid 
more  taxes  than  any  other  agency, 
namely,  3,447.44,  closely  followed  by 
R.  A.  Waller  &  Co.,  with  $3,050.84. 

Goodwin,  Hall  &  Henshaw,  western 
managers  of  the  Union  at  London,  Vic- 
toria of  New  York,  et  al.,  have  con- 
cluded to  remain  in  the  Union  ranks  un- 
til two  days  after  the  annual  meeting  at 
Niagara  Falls,  September  6.  In  case 
the  Union  fails  to  make  decided  reforms 
of  the  many  besetting  evils  in  the  large 
cities,  Goodwin,  Hall  &  Henshaw  will 
permanently  sever  their  connection  with 
the  same. 

The  second  annual  meeting  of  the 
Ohio  Association  of  Local  Fire  Insur- 
ance Agents  will  be  held  at  Hotel  Vic- 
tory, Put-in-Bay,  Thursday  and  Friday, 
August  25th  and  26th.  C.  H.  Wood- 
worth,  president  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation, will  be  present  and  address  the 
meeting  upon  **Reasons  for  Forming 
These  Associations  and  the  Benefits  to 
be  Derived  Therefrom."  Other  timely 
and  interesting  topics  will  be  discussed. 

President  Browne,  of  the  Connecti- 
cut Fire,  is  one  of  the  sort  of  fighters 
that  does  not  know  defeat,  and  he  is 
capable  of  inflicting  a  sound  thrashing 
upon  any  trespasser  on  the  rights  and 
duties  of  his  company.  Mr.  Browne 
fully  realizes  that  he  is  entering  upon 
an  expensive  legal  contest  with  McNall 
of  Kansas,  but  rather  than  submit  to  a 
hold-up  he  is  willing  to  spend  much 
time  and  money  in  meeting  out  justice 
to  an  insurance  commissioner  who  has 
neither  principle  nor  convictions.

The  receipts"  would  have  been  less  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that  much  of  the  busi- 
ness has  been  written  for  three  and 
five  years  in  place  of  one  year  as  here- 
tofore. The  returns  for  the  next  six 
months  will  tell  a  sad  story. 

The  state  insurance  platform  adopted 
by  the  People's  party  of  Maine  is,  in 
full,  as  follows:  **The  protection  of 
property  against  loss  by  fire  is  essential 
to  the  state,  and  the  enormous  profits 
derived  from  the  insurance  business  by 
rich  corporations  should  be  kept  in  the 
pockets  of  the  property-owners.  We 
therefore  believe  that  the  fire  insurance 
business  of  the  state  of  Maine  should 
be  conducted  by  the  state  at  cost,  sav- 
ing about  60  per  cent  to  the  insured, 
thus  doing  away  entirely  with  the  hun- 
dreds of  insurance  agents  now  living 
on  the  people;  the  premiums  being  col- 
lected with  the  municipal  taxes,  and  the 
amount  of  insurance  carried  on  prop- 
erty to  be  regulated  by  the  amount  of 
tax  paid  on  the  same." 

The  London  correspondent  of  the 
Chronicle  writes  as  follows  in  regard  to 
bombardment  insurance:  "In  the  ma- 
rine insurance  circles  the  war  no  longer 
plays  its  part  except  in  such  small  ways 
as  it  never  affects  underwriters  doing  a 
foreign  or  Spanish  business.  From  news 
filtering  through  some  of  these  channels 
I  learn  that  the  Compagnie  Trans-At- 
lantica  have  covered  the  risk  of  bom- 
bardment on  their  buildings  at  Cadiz  at 
^y^  per  cent  for  three  months,  and  that 
the  naval  dock  yard  at  the  same  places 
comes  under  cover  at  5  per  cent.  Sur- 
rounding ports  are  getting  in  for  i^  per 
cent,  and  there  is  a  Marseilles  syndicate 
that  offers  to  sell  bombardment  cover  to 
the  dons  at  2  percent.  The  ordinary 
men,  the  citizens  of  the  seaport  towns, 
are  organizing  mutual  bombardment  risk 
societies."

LIFE   AND  CASUALTY  INSURANCE. 

The  supplement  to  the  manual  of 
liability  rates  will  not  go  into  effect  for 
several  week. 

Our  genial  friend*  George  T.  Mason, 
of  the  Berkshire  Life,  is  in  Europe  on 
a  two  months'  trip. 

The  Central  Accident  of  Pittsburg 
has  declared  a  5  per  cent  semi-annual 
dividend,  payable  August  i. 

Edward  T.  Lincoln,  formerly  Chicago 
manager  of  the  Atlas  Accident  and  New 
England  Mutual  Accident,  has  received 
the  appointment  of  manager  of  the  Na- 
tional Accident  Society  for  Eastern 
Massachusetts,  with  headquarters  at 
Boston. 

Superintendent  McNall  of  Kansas  is 
making  various  and  sundry  inquiries 
concerning  injured  mail  clerks  insured 
with  the  Fidelity  and  Casualty  Com- 
pany. He  says  if  their  statements  can 
be  verified  he  will  cancel  the  company's 
license  in  the  state. 

Actuary  Loveland  of  the  Northwest- 
ern Mutual  Life  stated  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  agents'  association  of  the 
company  last  month  that  the  company's 
new  3  per  cent  rates  to  be  promulgated 
Jan.  I,  1899,  will  be  slightly  less  than 
those  of  the  three  big  New  York  com- 
panies. 

Jno.  K.  Stearns,  General  Agent  of 
the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life,  has  been 
at  Carlsbad,  Austria,  for  some  time 
enjoying  the  beneficial  effects  of  the 
noted  waters  of  that  place.  He  recently 
sent  us  a  photograph  of  the  beautiful 
woods  about  Carlsbad  with  himself  in 
the  foreground. 

It  is  reported  that  Robert  P.  Field, 
vice-president  and  actuary  of  the  Secur- 
ity Trust  and  Life  of  Philadelphia,  and 
others,  are  trying  to  purchase  the  stock 
holdings  of  the  late  William  M.  Sing- 
erly,  which  are  now  held  by  receivers. 
This  stock  represents  55  per  cent  of  the 
whole,  and  the  receiver  wants  about  $30 
per  share,  but  it  is  stated  that  Mr.  Field 
and  his  friends  are  willing  to  pay  about 
$20  or  $25. 


C.  E.  Ady,  for  th^  past  two  and  one- 
half  years  superintendent  of  agencies 
for  the  Northwestern  Life  of  Chicago, 
has  returned  to  Omaha,  his  old  home, 
as  general  agent  of  the  National  Life  of 
Vermont. 

The  circuit  court  at  Cincinnati  has 
sustained  the  common  pleas  court  in  the 
decision  that  a  clause  prohibiting  the 
collection  of  a  life  insurance  policy  in 
case  of  suicide  is  valid.  Judge  Colwell 
said  that  in  case  of  involuntary  suicide, 
as  from  mental  ciisease,  such  a  rule 
should  not  apply,  and  he  hoped  the 
Supreme  Court  would  so  hold. 

The  Royal  Arcanum's  new  table  of 
rates  is  a  marked  increase  over  its  old 
rates.  In  addition  to  its  current  mor- 
tality, this  increase  provides  for  one  as- 
sessment for  war  risks  and  two  assess- 
ments for  an  emergency  fund.  Twenty- 
one  assessments  per  annum  are  em- 
braced by  the  new  table  and  are  divided 
so  as  to  make  monthly  payments. 

The  .American  Credit  Indemnity  Com- 
pany of  New  York  has  been  sued  by  the 
Hess  Spring  and  Axle  Company  o^Xin- 
cinnati,  to  recover  $7,484  on  a  bond 
given  by  the  company  to  insure  plaintiff 
against  losses  for  goods  sold  during  the 
year  1896-7.  The  Hess  company  paid 
the  premium  of  $300  and  was  to  be  in- 
sured for  loss  from  insolvency  of  debt- 
ors on  goods  sold  not  to  exceed  $10,000 
on  gross  sales.  Their  total  loss  that 
year  was  $11, 938.  Deducting  percentage 
according  to  bond  they  still  have  $7,484. 

The  Chicago  Guaranty  Fund  Life  has 
raised  the  assessment  of  its  old  members 
on  the  assessment  plan  to  a  figure  equal- 
ing the  natural  premium  rate  at  the  age 
of  the  policy-holder.  It  gives  the  policy- 
holder the  privilege  of  taking  out  a 
policy  on  the  stipulated  premium  plan 
at  the  irate  applying  to  an  applicant  five 
years  younger  than  the  transferred  mem- 
ber. The  company  has  about  $3,500,- 
000  of  assessment  insurance  in  force, 
and  it  is  the  statement  of  the  board  of 
directors  that  the  increase  in  assess- 
ment was  made  before  the  company  was 
forced  to  draw  on  its  reserve  to  meet 
mortality  claims.  ^  j 
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M.  Barbee  of  Shelby ville,  111.,  has 
been  appointed  general  agent  of  the 
Home  Life  of  New  York  for  Shelby  and 
four  adjoining  counties. 

The  National  Life  Association  of 
Hartford  has  increased  its  liens  upon 
single  premium  policies  in  order  to 
provide  for  the  decreased  surplus  caused 
by  the  scaling  down  of  assets  by  the 
Connecticut  insurance  department.  The 
increases  range  from  25  to  50  per  cent. 

R.  H.  Sheddon,  Atlanta  general  agent 
of  the  Mutual  Life,  in  a  letter  to  an 
insurance  journal  declining  to  make  use 
of  an  article  defaming  the  New  York 
Life  for  its  attitude  toward  Spanish  pol- 
icyholders, says:  **I  am  not  in  sympa- 
thy with  such  methods  of  competition 
between  life  insurance  companies.  I 
really  do  not  see  how  the  New  York 
Life  Insurance  Company  could  have,  in 
common  honesty  and  fairness,  denied  to 
its  Spanish  policy-holders  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  accorded  to  those  living 
in  America,  or  other  parts  of  the  world. 
To  my  mind,  patriotism  has  no  legiti- 
mate place  in  purely  business  matters 
of  this  kind,  which  are  simply  actions  of 
equity  and  good  faith  under  outstanding 
contracts." 

Attorneys  engaged  in  prosecuting 
claims  against  the  Guarantors'  Liability 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  who  were 
disheartened  at  first,  have  now  taken 
fresh  courage.  We  are  advised  that 
these  attorneys,  believing  that  the  assets 
were  diverted  to  unlawful  uses,  traced 
some  of  the  securities  apd  have  de- 
termined to  institute  proceedings  that 
they  think  will  recover  a  large  part  of 
the  claims,  if  they  can  get  a  sufficient 
number  of  creditors  interested  to  sup- 
port the  action.  The  associated  attor- 
neys have  not  divulged  their  plans;  they 
are  desirous  of  getting  creditors  inter- 
ested. Those  who  have  claims  against 
the  company  would  do  well,  therefore, 
to  write  to  William  T.  Wheeler,  of 
associated  counsel,  818  Stephen  Girard 
building.

General  Shafter  has  issued  an  au- 
thentic report  of  the  casualties  to  the 
United  States  land  forces  in  the  battle 
before  Santiago,  July  i,  2  and  3.  The 
killed  and  wounded  aggregate  1,595, 
divided  as  follows:  killed,  23  officers  and 
208  men;  wounded,  80  officers  and 
1,203  men;  missing,  81  men.  Inasmuch 
as  none  of  our  men  were  taken  prison- 
ers, the  missing  are  counted  as  dead, 
and,  as  such,  the  total  mortality  will  be 
23  officers  and  289  men;  in  all,  312 
men  killed  out  of  19,000  men  engaged, 
or  1.6  per  cent.  But  now  that  Cuba  is 
liberated,  it  is  the  fever  that  the  life 
insurance  companies  may  indeed  dread. 
Many  good  lives  must  be  sacrificed  in 
the  holding  of  the  fever-stricken  coun- 
try. Up  to  July  26,  3,193  fever  cases 
were  reported  by  General  Shafter,  and 
927  cases  of  sickness  due  to  other 
causes.  In  the  face  of  these  incontro- 
vertible facts  it  is  fortunate  that  no 
attack  was  made  on  Havana. 

Supt.  Van  Cleave  of  Illinois  has  the 
following  to  say  in  his  annual  report: 
**The  license  of  the  Ocean  Accident  and 
Guarantee  Corporation  (Limited)  of 
London,  was  cancelled  for  violation  of 
the  law.  It  was  licensed  to  transact  the 
business  of  credit  indemnity  in  this 
state.  Surreptitiously  and  by  under- 
ground methods  operated  through  an 
agency  of  the  company  located  outside 
of  the  United  States,  it  procured  appli- 
cations for  employers'  liability  insurance 
from  citizens  of  this  state  and  issued  to 
them  policies  for  this  character  of  insur- 
ance. Complaints  of  such  violations  of 
the  law  were  made  to  the  department 
and  the  representatives  of  the  company 
were  at  once  informed  that  its  license 
did  not  authorize  it  to  transact  employ- 
ers' liability  insurance  business  in  this 
state.  It  strenuously  denied  that  it  was 
issuing  such  policies  in  Illinois.  Con- 
clusive proof  of  the  issuance  of  such 
policies  was  soon  procured,  and  its 
license  at  once  revoked.  It  is  due  to 
the  representatives  of  the  company  in 
this  country  to  state  that  no  evidence 
was  found  to  show  their  connection  with 
these  transactions  or  their  knowledge  of 
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G.  C.  Johnson  of  Des  Moines  has 
sued  the  Kansas  Mutual  Life  for  $i,ooo 
damages.  He  claims  to  have  suffered 
because  of  the  company's  refusal  to 
deliver  him  a  paid-up  policy  of  |>i,ooo 
for  which  he  contracted. 

The  Connecticut  Indemnity  Associa- 
tion of  Waterbury  has  been  enjoined  by 
Insurance  Commissioner  Betts  of  Con- 
necticut from  doing  business  because  of 
its  failure  to  make  good  an  impairment 
of  capital  stock.  The  company  recently 
made  an  effort  to  make  good  the  defi- 
ciency by  levying  an  assessment  upon 
the  policy-holders.  The  insurance  com- 
missioner intervenes  and  demands  that 
all  money  collected  in  that  way  shall  be 
paid  to  a  trustee  appointed  by  the  insur- 
ance department  and  held  until  the 
future  of  the  company  is  determined. 

The  report  of  the  special  examination 
of  the  Covenant  Mutual  Life  Associa- 
tion of  Galesburg,  111.,  by  the  depart- 
ments of  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Missouri, 
Minnesota,  Michigan,  Iowa  and  Ohio, 
commends  the  honesty  of  the  manage- 
ment and  says:  **We  find  as  a  result  of 
this  examination,  brought  down  from 
May  lo,  1898,  and  covering  the  exist- 
ence of  the  company  from  the  year  1877, 
that  the  association  is  solvent  under  the 
law,  its  assets  well  invested  and  care- 
fully managed,  with  a  surplus  over  all 
liabilities  of  $325,ig4.2i,  whereas  the 
requirements  under  the  laws  of  Illinois 
for  an  emergency  or  reserve  fund  would 
be  $258,318.44,  the  actual  emergency 
or  reserve  fund  is  $536,991.09.  The 
statement  of^  business  for  the  four 
months  and  ten  days  of  this  year  shows 
the  association  to  be  sound  financially, 
the  thorough  checking  up  of  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  with  the  original 
vouchers,  and  through  all  of  the  books 
and  accounts,  vouchers  being  found  for 
the  smallest  item  expended  from  March 
31,  1895,  satisfies  us  that  the  association 
is  honestly  and  carefully  managed,  the 
system  of  bookkeeping  complete  and  in 
charge  of  competent  employes.  Invest- 
ments are  of  excellent  character  and  are 
carefully  looked  after.  Losses  are 
promptly  paid  within  ninety  days  from 
date  of  proofs  of  loss,  except  such  cases 


as  are  resisted  for  cause.  The  amount 
of  resisted  losses  is  small  in  comparison 
with  the  total  incurred.  Salaries  are  rea- 
sonable in  all  instances,  and  reasonable 
economy  is  practiced  in  expenditures.'* 
Actuary  Harvey  of  the  Missouri  depart- 
ment has  issued  a  report  on  the  new 
table  of  rates.  His  findings  are  that 
the  past  mortality  experience  of  the 
association  has  been  very  favorable,  and 
that  the  new  premium  rates  on  the  con- 
tinuous-payment, whole-life  plan  are 
adequate  for  present  needs.  Not  very 
definite,  that. 

Supt.  Van  Cleave  of  Illinois  says: 
''The  officials  and  managers  of  life  insu- 
rance companies  as  a  class  or  profession 
fully  realize  the  importance  of  the  inter- 
ests and  the  character  of  the  trusts  com- 
mitted to  their  keeping.  While  their  j 
official  acts  may  not  always  be  above 
criticism,  there  is  doubtless  no  business 
managed  with  a  higher  degree  of  ability, 
character  and  fidelity  than  that  of  life 
insurance.  The  contrary  is  to  be  con- 
sidered the  exception.  It  stands  out  the 
more  prominently  by  reason  of  the  con- 
trast and  is  deserving  of  severest  con- 
demnation. A  sworn  report,  untruthful 
by  reason  of  false  statements,  misrepre- 
sentations or  omissions,  deceiving  insu- 
rance officials  and  misleading  the  public, 
should  not  pass  uncondemned  or 
unpunished.  Equally  censurable  as  a 
betrayal  of  trust,  is  the  practice  of  any 
company  to  take  advantage  of  claimants 
on  purely  technical  grounds.  Not  only 
are  truthful  statements  and  fair  and 
equitable  treatment  of  policyholders  and 
claimants  expected  of  all  companies 
dealing  with  citizens  of  this  state  but 
judicious  and  secure  investment  of  the 
trust  funds  committed  to  them  is  also 
required.  Assets  or  investments  of  a 
speculative  or  adventurous  character, 
acquired  to  make  a  showing  in  the 
statement,  'put  up'  by  stockholders  or 
secured  under  trading  contracts  with 
agents  of  other  companies  as  a  supposed 
method  of  increasing  and  enlarging  the 
business  of  the  company,  cannot  receive 
the  official  endorsement  or  approval  of 
this  department.  Officials  who  are 
guilty  of  these  practices  are  fortunately 
few  in  numben^;.^^^  ^^QQQglg

Owing  to  the  growing  desire  of  the 
boy  of  to-day  to  scare  somebody,  even 
if  he  does  take  off  a  leg  or  an  arm,  the 
glorious  Fourth  was  not  as  prolific  of 
fires  in  Chicago  this  year  as  in  previous 
ones.  The  back  alleys  and  out  of  the 
way  places  were  deserted  and  the  shoot- 
ing was  done  more  openly  and  with  a 
view  to  frighten  the  life  of  timid  men 
and  women.  At  all  events  there  was  a 
decided  gain  in  keeping  down  the  fire 
losses  which  will  be  appreciated  by  the 
fire  companies. 


Good  building  laws,  honestly  and 
energetically  administered,  would  cer- 
tainly do  a  great  deal  towards  keeping 
down  fire  losses,  but  in  reference  to 
these  there  appears  to  be  a  supineness 
on  the  part  of  the  average  citizen  which 
is  certainly  lamentable. 


What  you  want  is  good,  substantial 
insurance, and  your  own  knowledge  tells 
you  that  this  ought  to  bring  a  fair 
remunerative  price.  Even  if  companies 
do  have  to  retire  the  natural  competition 
will  keep  rates  down  to  about  what 
should  be  paid.  The  managers  of  com- 
panies are  quite  as  anxious  as  are  you 
that  rates  shall  not  be  anything  like 
prohibitory,  and  know  as  well  as  do 
you  that  almost  any  kind  of  business 
cannot  stand  an  exorbitant  rate,  and  con- 
sequently they  are  anxious  to  write  you 
at  as  low  a  rate  as  the  risk  will  warrant. 
Always  improve  your  risk  and  you  will 
get  a  lower  rate. 


*     * 


The  property  owner  who  insures  his 
belongings  should  always  deal  fairly 
with  the  companies.  He  should  always 
be  willing  to  take  a  portion  of  the  risk 
himself  and  he  should  avoid  all  over- 
valuation on  his  piroperty,  while,  in  case 
of  loss,  he  should  be  willing  to  accept 
a  just  settlement.  Besides,  it  is  impera- 
tive upon  him  that  he  should  take  all 
precautions  to  prevent  a  fire.  Thousands 
of  fires  occur  every  year  which  are  the 
result  of  carelessness  which  could  be 
characterized  as  nearly,  if  not  quite, 
criminal.  There  is  a  moral  obligation 
resting  upon  the  policy-holder  which,  at 
all  times  and  under  all  circumstances, 
should  be  observed.  Such  obervation 
would  effect  a  saving  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars annually,  the  benefit  of  which  would 

be  seen  in  the  way  of  lowep-isates.     j

If  unfriendly  legislation  is  to  wipe  out 
all  tariff  associations  and  boards  of 
underwriters  there  will  soon  be  nothing 
for  it  but  to  have  the  agent  instructed 
in  universal  mercantile  schedule  rating 
and  let  him  go  out  and  make  the  rate  on 
any  risk  for  which  application  has  been 
made.  It  will,  if  adopted,  be  an  admi- 
rable way  to  show  property  owners  that 
it  depends  upon  them  how  much  the  rate 
on  their  buildings  and  stocks  shall  be.

Electric  wires  are  still  held  account- 
able with  being  the  cause  of  more  fires 
than  can  be  directly  traced  to  them. 
Where  the  cause  is  put  down  as 
unknown  it  is  often  the  case  that  the 
combustion  has  obliterated  the  sur- 
rounding material  and  it  is  consequently 
impossible  to  charge  up  the  fire  to  the 
crossing  of  wires  or  imperfect  insulation. 
The  greatest  care  should  be  taken  in 
using  only  the  be;st  wires  and  methods.

It  is  the  custom  of  property  dwners  to 
trust  implicitly  to  the  agent  or  broker 
who  places  their  insurance.  The  broker 
is  generally  an  acquaintance  and  is  con- 
sidered a  clever  fellow  and  he  gets  the 
insurance  to  place  on  that  account. 
Naturally  he  places  the  risks  in  com- 
panies that  pay  him  the  biggest  com- 
mission. Good,  easy  soul,  he  thinks 
that  his  friends'  goods  and  houses  are 
not  going  to  burn  any  way  and  why  not 
get  all  he  can  out  of  it?  This  kind  of 
proceeding,  of  course,  upsets  the  busi- 
ness considerably,  and  perhaps  when 
the  loss  does  come  the  whole  thing  does 
not  turn  out  quite  as  well  for  the  prop- 
erty owner  as  he  might  wish.  The 
company  or  companies  in  which  he  has 
been  placed  by  his  acquaintance  have, 
in  the  mean  time,  got  into  water  over 
their  heads  and  there  is  a  scramble  to 
get  a  settlement — perhaps  fifty  cents  on 


a  dollar  being  all  that  can  be  paid,  or 
even  less.  This  is  no  Hungarian  dream 
that  we  are  trying  to  palm  off  on  an 
unsuspecting  public.  Just  such  things 
happen  every  day,  and  it  is  high  time 
that  property  owners  should  take  into 
their  own  hands  the  placing  of  their 
insurance,  or  rather  saying  to  the  agent 
or  broker  in  which  companies  he  wishes 

to  be  insured,

You  cannot  afford  to  be  without  fire 
insurance  on  property  of  whatever  kind. 
Always  insure  in  sound,  reliable  compa- 
nies— companies  that  have  plenty  of 
assets  and  that  have  been  through  fire 
after  fire  and  paid  in  full.  Cheap  John 
companies  may  do  well  enough  unless 
your  property  burns,  and  then  you  will 
want  the  best.  But  why  insure  at  all  if 
you  are  so  sure  of  not  burning?  and 
under  no  other  condition  do  you  want 

Lloyds  and  cheap,  unreliable  companies.

The  common  practice  of  berating  fire 
companies  should  be  stopped  for  the 
reason  that  they  are  not  deserving  of  it. 
One  man  talks,  half  in  jest  and  half  in 
earnest,  but  without  knowledge,  of  the 
practice  of  companies  not  settling  in  full, 
and  more  by  insinuation  than  any  direct 
charge,  leaves  the  impression  on  the 
hearer  that  the  fire  companies  are  always 
tricky  and  dishonest  in  adjusting  and 
paying  losses;  and  this  is  passed  along, 
growing  as  does  a  snowball  by  being 
rolled  over  new  falling  snow,  until  it 
assumes  enormous  proportions.  The 
real  fact  is  that  the  companies  are  more 
sinned  against  than  sinning,  and  rogues 
take  advantage  of  the  bias  of  the  public 
against  corporations  in  order  to  gain 
their  ends  if  possible.  Be  assured  that 
the  companies  wish  nothing  but  justice 
and  right,  and  if  you  will  deal  with 
them  with  this  thought  in  your  mind 
you  will  have  no  diffict^Q,^,^^!^ 
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Talks  Willi  Lite  Insurers.

money.

A  life  insurance  policy  in  a  sound 
company  is  the  safest  investment  on 
earth.  There  is  but  one  risk,  and  that 
is  the  risk  of  renewal — dependent  on 
the  action  of  the  policy-holder  himself. 
Here  is  an  arch  that  you  may  load  for- 
ever without  breakage  or  strain.  Every 
sort  of  contingency  is  provided  for. 
Accidents,  contagious  diseases,  failure 
of  crops,  collapse  of  banks,  hard  times 
the  world  over — none  of  these  things 
militate  against  the  stability  of  life  insur- 
ance. It  is  a  rock  over  which  the  waves 
break,  and  fierce  storms  play,  and  light- 
ning smites,  all  in  vain.  —  The  Prudential, 


Please  do  not  be  abrupt  or  cross  to 
the  life  insurance  solicitor  who  calls 
upon  you.  It  is  a  compliment  that  he 
is  paying  you  by  coming  at  all  and  you 
should  consider  it  in  that  light.  He 
certainly  considers  you  of  use  and  con- 
sequence in  this  world,  and  besides  he 
thinks  that  you  are  a  man  who,  if  you 
can  be  talked  with,  will  see  that  your 

duty  is  plain  and  will  do  it.

The  highest  courts  of  the  land  have 
decided  again  and  again  that  the  benefi- 
ciaries are  entitled  to  the  insurance 
taken  out  in  their  name.  The  courts 
always  hold  that  money  cannot  be 
alienated  from  the  beneficiaries  by  any 
process  of  law,  and  even  if  there  is 
money  loaned  on  a  policy  the  man 
advancing  the  money  is  never  entitled 
to  more  than  his  money  back  with 
interest:  he  can  never  acquire  a  right  to 
all  the  proceeds  of  the  policy.  Take  as 
many    policies   as    you   can   carry   and 

stick  to  them. 

*  * 

If  we  could  only  meet  say  ten  or  a 
dozen  young  men  every  day  and  be 
allowed  to  talk  to  them  just  as  we  would 
wish,  we  would  urge  upon  them  the 
advisability  of  their  taking  out  a  limited 
payment  policy,  say  twenty  payment 
life,  in  each  and  every  case.  We  would 
say  to  them,  do  not  on  any  account  take 
your  dividends  on  your  policies  but  let 
them  accumulate  either  as  additions  or 
as  money  that  could  be  used  at  some 
future  time — which  we  would  sincerely 
hope  would  never  come — to  help  pay 
the  current  premiums.  The  time  soon 
runs  around  when  there  would  be  quite 
a  large  cash  surrender  value  if  it  was 
thought  best  to  use  it  in  the  policy,  or 
better  still  keep  up  the  contract  until  it 
is  fully  paid,  get  the  dividend  then 
which  would  have  grown  tA.  be  laijge, 
and  keep  your  life  insured.    jOO^IC 
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Moody,  the  evangelist,  says  that  as 
there  are  750,000  men  pass  through  the 
doors  of  penal  institutions  annually,  he 
proposes  to  devote  the  energies  of  the 
remainder  of  his  life  to  helping  and 
uplifting  the  class.  The  only  men  who 
outstrip  Moody  in  the  number  of  men 
they  have  to  appeal  to  are  the  life  insur- 
ance agents,  and  it  is  not  improper  to 
remark  that  the  family  man  who  will  not 
insure  his  life  comes  close  to  belonging 
to  the  great  crowd  among  whom  Mr. 
Moody  is  trying  to  do  good. 


There  can  be  more  real  pleasure 
obtained  in  getting  a  policy  of  insurance 
on  your  life  than  in  any  other  way  imag- 
inable. Even  proverbially  selfish  peo- 
ple are  supposed,  at  least,  to  be  proud 
of  their  families  and  anxious  to  take 
care  of  them,  since  one's  family  is  part 
and  parcel  of  himself.  The  determina- 
tion to  provide  even  beyond  the  grave 
for  those  of  one's  own  household  must 
necessarily  give  to  the  one  making  the 
provision  a  feeling  df  joy  and  the  con- 
sciousness of  being  in  the  way  of  doing 
his  duty.  Try  it  and  see  if  we  are  not 
right. 


Colonel  Abilgaard  of  the  Norwegian 
army,  who  was  in  Cuba  watching  for  his 
government  the  operations  of  our  land 
and  naval  forces,  was  asked  by  one  of  a 
crowd  of  reporters  what  he  thought  of 
Spanish  gunnery.

There  was  a  laugh.  Colonel  Abil- 
gaard looked  annnoyed.

**No,  no,  no,"  he  hastened  to  explain. 
*'The  Spanish  did  shoot  much,  only 
hey  did  not  much  hit." 


If  we  are  correctly  advised,  as  we 
have  no  reason  to  doubt  we  are,  there 
are  others  besides  Spanish  gunners  of 
whom  the  same  might  be  said — insur- 
ance marksmen  who  shoot  much  but  do 
not  much  hit. — Prudential  Record, 

A  word,  however,  to  the  "shoo tees," 
if  we  may  be  allowed  the  word.  Re- 
member that  this  agent  who,  perhaps, 
shoots  too  much,  is  talking  to  you  on  a 
subject  which  he  has  very  much  at 
heart  and  wishes  to  convince  you  of  the 
necessity  of  your  getting  protection  for 
your  family.  Help  him  in  his  endeavors 
by  signing  an  application. 

Certain  writers  have  illustrated  the 
propositions  of  life  insurance  from  the 
standpoint  of  a  gambler,  who  makes  a 
bet  with  the  company  on  the  contin- 
gency of  his  living  or  dying,  as  the  case 
may  be.  The  gambling  illustration,  I 
have  always  contended,  is  unhappy  and 
inapplicable,  for  in  a  fair  gambling 
scheme  the  risk  should  be  the  same  to 
one  party  as  it  is  to  the  other,  and  what 
one  gains  the  other  looses.  In  the  case 
before  us,  both  parties,  by  assembling 
all  the  hazards  and  contingencies  of  life 
bring  them  as  a  whole  to  the  equilibrium 
of  certainty,  and  the  certainty  is  shared 
by  one  as  well  as  the  other.  If  the  tables 
are  constructed  with  accuracy,  then  it  is 
all  the  same  to  the  company  whether  it 
takes  the  risk  of  living,  or  the  risk  of 
dying;  for  in  either  case  the  result  is  cer- 
tain. The  original  risk,  which  attaches 
to  every  one  born,  is  the  risk  of  death, 
and  that  risk  cannot  be  avoided  any 
more  than  the  event  itself;  but  if  the 
insurance  office  can  minimize  the  risk,  in 
respect  to  an  assumed  monetary  value, 
by  subdivision  into  a  hundred  thousand 
parts,  and  distribution  of  the  same 
among  a  hundred  thousand  lives,  its 
purpose  will  have  been  accomplished. — 
James  G.  Batterso9^\X\ze6b)i^OOQ\& 
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Talks  with  Accident  Insurers. 

You  might  as  well  try  to  get  along 

without  food  as  to  attempt  to  live  in  a 

big  city  without  an  accident  policy.     It 

is  the  part  of  a  foolish  man  to  take  the 

chances  against  accident  when  you  may 

be  protected  so  cheaply  by  a  policy.

Crowded  streets  and  careless  drivers 

make  it  imperative  that  busy  people  in 
large  cities  should  carry  accident  insur- 
ance. /  The  cost  is  not  great  and  the 
feeling  when  you  are  injured  that  a  good 
company  is  willing  to  make  good  your 
time  which  must  be  spent  at  home  in 
bed  will  amply  repay  you,  even  if  it 
turns  out  that  you  are  not  badly  hurt. 

The  real  value  of  accident  insurance 

is  made  plain  every  day.     To  the  man 

who  is  dependent  upon  his  immediate 

presence  to  earn  support  for  his  family 

surely  accident  insurance  is  a  necessity, 

since  he  may  be  injured  so  that  he  may 

be  incapacitated  for  many  days  or  even 

weeks.     The    money     which     he     will 

receive  by  reason  of  accidental  injury 

not  only  takes  care  of  his  family  but  of 

himself  as  well.

Fourteen  dead  and  thirty-one  injured 

is  the  record  for  the  accidents  that 
occurred  in  Chicago  on  the  last  day  of 
July.  Five  people  who  were  looking 
for  pleasure  on  the  water  of  the  Des- 
plaines  river  were  drowned.  They  at- 
tended the  cloakmakers'  picnic  and  were 
victims  of  a  row  boat  accident — the 
same  old  story — changing  seats  and  con- 
sequent upsetting.  Two  boys  were  shot 
and  two  men  were  killed  by  the  fall  of  a 
house.  A  boy  was  killed  by  the  falling 
of  a  tent  pole  and  another  by  being 
thrown  from  a  buggy.  Three  were  killed 
by  reason  of  a  fire  in  the  Berwyn  Hotel 
on  the  North  Side,  while  seventeen 
received  injuries  more  or  less  serious  at 


the  same  fire  by  jumping  to  the  sidewalk 
and  sustaining  broken  legs  and  arms. 
The  other  fourteen  were  injured  by 
various  accidents,  nine  being  hurt  by 
the  four  horses  attached  to  an  overloaded 
vehicle  going  to  a  picnic.  No  wonder 
that  careful  people  want  to  be  insured 
against   accidents.     Get   a    policy   and 

keep  it  paid  up. 

*     * 

One  very  serious  trouble  with  the 
accident  business  is  that  there  are  so 
many  lapses.  One  man  carries  a  policy 
one  or  two  years,  and  because  he  has 
not  been  unfortunate  enough  to  receive 
an  accidental  injury  he  does  not  renew. 
Another  gets  hurt  and  gets  his  money 
for  the  time  he  is  uncapacitated  and 
thinks  * 'lightning  does  not  strike  twice 
in  the  same  place,"  as  he  puts  it,  and  he 
does  not  renew.  And  so  it  goes.  Get 
an  accident  policy  and  keep  it  up. 

* 
The  Fourth  of  July,  as  now  consti- 
tuted, lasts  about  five  or  six  days. 
Small  boys  and  big  men  fire  crackers 
and  torpedoes  from  the  beginning  of  the 
week  in  which  the  Fourth  appears  to 
the  end  of  it.  Nor  is  this  all;  mere 
noise  is  not  enough  for  the  men  and 
boys  of  to-day.  The  fire  crackers  are 
getting  bigger  and  contain  more  dyna- 
mite every  year.  They  are  more  dan- 
gerous to  life  and  limb  ten  times  over. 
The  street  and  the  alley  will  no  longer 
do  in  which  to  fire  these  explosives. 
Street  cars  are  nearly,  if  not  quite,  over- 
turned by  torpedoes  placed  upon  the 
tracks,  big  crackers  are  thrown  into  cars 
and  vehicles,  to  the  great  danger  of  set- 
ting fire  to  women's  clothing;  and  it  is 
no  longer  thought  to  be  the  thing  to 
start  sky  rockets  straight  into  the  air 
but  to  shoot  them  so  near  the  heads  of 
the  people  that  they  may  be  frightened, 
no  matter  if  the  angle  is  not  always 
properly  judged  and  a  life  xyif  two  taken 
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by  the  chance.  Practical  jokers  who 
care  very  little  for  anybody  or  anything 
rule  the  game,  and  life  is  of  no  conse- 
quence. The  mayor  makes  a  procla- 
mation forbidding  all  these  silly  things, 
but  no  arrests  follow  and  every  year 
brings  with  it  a  longer  train  of  acci- 
dents.    An  end  should  be  put  to  such 

idiocy.

Harris  Hanson,  21  years  old,  an 
•employe  of  the  Lake  Street  Elevated 
Railroad,  is  now  at  the  county  hospital 
suffering  from  injuries  received  in  a  fall 
from  the  elevated  structure  to  the  street. 
At  the  hospital  it  was  found  that  he  had 
a  fractured  skull,  a  broken  nose  and 
several  cuts  and  bruises.  His  condition 
is  serious.  Hanson  made  a  statement, 
but  his  mind  was  a  blank  as  to  the  pre- 
vious night  and  he  was  unable  to  tell 
definitely  how  he  received  his  injuries. 
He  says  he  boarded  the  train  at  North 
45th  avenue.  Between  that  and  the  time 
he  was  found  beneath  the  tracks  at  Ann 
street  by  Station  Agent  Hayes  all  is 
blank.  The  police  say  they  believe  Han- 
son fell  from  the  platform  while  sitting 
on  the  railing  and  that  he  was  not 
assaulted.  Now,  if  Hanson  had  been 
insured  against  accidents  he  never  would 
have  taken  chances  by  sitting  on  the 
railing.  He  would  have  been  more  care- 
ful and  would  have  been  all  right  to-day. 

*  * 

Among  the  historical  incidents  con- 
nected with  the  rathhaus  is  one  relating 
to  an  old  judge  who  laughed  himself  to 
death.  One  sultry  day,  reads  the  rec- 
ord, during  a  recess  of  the  council,  the 
members  were  leaning  from  the  windows 
of  the  rathhaus,  in  the  hope  of  catching 
any  stray  wind.  It  was  the  period  of 
hoops  and  voluminous  skirts,  and  maid 
shared  with  mistress  the  mania  for  dis- 
tended attire.  On  this  pulseless  sum- 
mer day   a    pretty    servant    girl    in    a 


wide-hooped  skirt  and  a  gray  bodice 
made  her  way  through  the  loitering 
groups  up  to  the  fountain.  She  filled 
her  tub  and  lifted  it  to  her  head,  but  in 
this  movement,  lo!  the  wonderful  skirt 
was  wrested  from  its  fastenings  and  it 
dropped  to  the  ground.  The  judge  had 
seen  the  maid  approach  the  fountain 
like  a  ship  under  full  sail,  and  when  he 
now  beheld  her,  collapsed  and  abashed, 
he  was  filled  with  such  humor  than  upon 
the  spot  he  laughed  himself  to  death. 

Now  we  don't  say  that  if  you  were 
insured  against  accidents  that  any  com- 
pany would  pay  you  for  just  such  an 
accident,  but  your  beneficiary  could  send 
in  a  claim.  Many  do  for  accidents  not 
nearly  as  well  covered  by  the  contract. 


*     ♦ 


Much  has  been  said  lately,  and  done 
as  well,  on  the  subject  of  cycling  as  an 
accident  risk.  We  are  inclined  to  think 
that  the  accident  companies  are  wrong 
in  classing  cycling  as  an  extra  hazardous 
risk.  True,  there  were  quite  a  large 
number  of  accidents  to  cyclists  last  year, 
but  when  the  extraordinary  number  of 
persons  who  ride  wheels  is  taken  into 
consideration  these  accidents  are  really 
insignificant,  and  in  proportion  to  those 
which  occur  in  other  sports,  which  have 
nothing  like  the  same  number  of  follow- 
ers, they  do  not  count  at  all.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  cycling  is  not  nearly  so 
dangerous  as  carriage  riding,  and  statis- 
tics show  that  a  person  is  seven  times 
as  liable  to  injury  while  walking  along 
the  streets  of  a  crowded  city  like  Chi- 
cago than  he  is  while  riding  a  bicycle. 

Compare  the  number  of  accidents 
which  occur  during  a  year  to  persons 
who  ride,  drive  or  have  anything  to  do 
with  horses,  and  then  glance  over  the  list 
of  * 'smash  ups"  which  have  happened 
to  cyclists  in  the  same  period  of  time 
and  you  will  soon  see  where  the  extra 
hazardous  risk  comes  in. 
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Fire  Insurance, — Ownership — Increase  of  Risk — 
Fraud.  In  the  case  of  Atherlon  v.  the  British 
America  Assurance  Co.  the  policy  of  fire  insurance 
contained  a  provision  that  it  should  be  void  if  the 
subject  of  insurance  be  a  building  on  ground  not 
owned  by  the  insured  in  fee  simple.  But  the  stat- 
ute provides  that  erroneous  descriptions  of  value  or 
title  by  the  insured  shall  not  prevent  a  recovery 
upon  the  policy  unless  the  jury  find  that  the  differ- 
ence between  the  property  as  .described  and  as  it 
really  existed  contributed  to  the  loss,  or  materially 
increased  the  risk,  and  that  a  breach  of  any  of  the 
terms  of  the  policy  by  the  insured  does  not  afiEect 
the  policy  unless  they  •'materially  increase  the  risk.** 

Held^  That  the  question  of  enhanced  risk  is 
properly  one  for  the  jury,  rather  than  the  court. 

And  also  Held^  That  fraud  and  false  swearing 
imply  something  more  than  some  mistake  of  fact  or 
honest  misstatements  on  the  part  of  the  insured. 
That  they  consist  in  knowingly  and  intentionally 
stating  upon  oath  what  is  not  true,  or  the  statement 
of  a  fact  as  true  which  the  party  does  not  know  to 
be  true,  and  which  he  he  has  no  reasonable  ground 
for  believing  to  be  true.  Judgment  for  plaintiff 
afHrmed. — Maine  Supreme  Court. 

Fire  Insurance. — Action  on  Policy — Waiver — 
Evidence.  In  the  case  of  Sergent  v.  the  Liverpool 
and  London  and  Globe  Insurance  Company,  action 
was  on  standard  form  policy,  in  which  plaintiff  gave 
evidence  tending  to  show  that  immediately  after 
the  fire  plaintiff  wrote  to  the  local  agent  of  the 
insurance  company,  who  replied  that  he  had  advised 
the  company,  and  would  write  .plaintiff  when  the 
adjuster  was  coming,  and,  later,  wrote  that  the 
adjuster  would  come  in  a  few  days;  that  the  agent 
also  requested  plaintiff  to  forward  a  list  of  the 
property  destroyed,  from  which  he  would  make  up 
the  proofs  of  loss,  and  have  them  ready  for  signa- 
ture; that,  soon  after,  one  S.  called  on  plaintiff, 
representing  himself  as  an  adjuster  for  the  com- 
pany; that  they  discussed  the  loss,  and  S.  said 
plaintiff  need  not  write  the  company  again,  and  if 
he  did  not  hear  from  the  company  in  ten  days  he 
would  know  the  loss  would  be  paid;  that  within 
sixty  days  after  the  fire,  plaintiff  called  at  the 
company's  office,  and  was  there  told  that  a  local 
special  agent  was  in  charge  of  the  case,  and  the 
official  whom  plaintiff  saw  supposed  the  loss  had 
been  paid;  and  that  proofs  of  loss  were  submitted 
by  plaintiH  to  the  company  more  than  sixty  days 
after  the  fire,  and  were  not  returned. 

Ileld^  That  this  evidence  was  sufficient  to  require 
the  submission  to  the  jury  of  the  question  whether 
the  insurance  company  had  waived  the  formal  filing 
of  the  proofs  of  loss  within  sixty  days  after  the  fire, 
or  estopped  itself  to  plead  that  they  were  not  duly 
served,  or  to  raise  any  other  question  under  policy. 

Held^  Further,  that  it  was  error  to  exclude  a 
letter  written  by  the  company's  agent  more  than 
sixty  days  after  the  fire,  referring  to  the  visit  of  the 


adjuster,  and  advising  plaintiff  to  file  proofs  of  loss, 
since  it  tended  both  to  sustain  plaintiff's  claim  that 
S.  came  to  him  as  an  adjuster  for  the  company, 
and  to  show  that  they  were  seeking  proofs  of  loss 
after  the  sixty  da3rs. 

When  liability  on  an  insurance  policy  has  become 
fixed  by  the  capital  fact  of  loss  within  the  range  of 
the  responsibility  assumed  in  the  contract  courts 
are  reluctant  to  deprive  the  insured  of  the  benefit 
of  that  liability  by  any  narrow  or  technical  con- 
struction of  the  conditions  and  stipulations  which 
prescribe  the  formal  requisites  by  means  of  which 
this  accrued  right  is  to  be  made  available. 

Judgment  of  non-suit  reversed  in  favor  of  plain- 
tiff.— New  York  Court  of  Appeals. 

Life  Insuranee. — Change  of  Beneficiary.  In 
the  case  of  the  John  Hancock  Mutual  Life  v.  White 
et  al.^  the  policy  of  insurance,  as  originally  issued, 
-was  payable  to  the  estate  of  the  insured.  The 
application  for  the  policy,  however,  reserved  the 
right  to  the  insured,  with  the  consent  of  the  com- 
pany, to  change  the  beneficiary.  Held^  That  such 
provision  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  company,  but  it 
might  waive  its  consent,  and  no  one  else  can  urge 
such  want  of  consent  in  its  name.  In  such  case,  the 
insured,  in  pursuance  of  the  right  to  change  the 
beneficiary,  executed  a  '^beneficial  slip,**  as  it  is 
called  by  which  the  policy  was  made  payable  to  a 
named  beneficiary  in  consideration  of  the  latter  pay- 
ing the  funeral  expenses  of  the  insu/ed,  the  debts 
which  she  owed  at  her  decease,  and  should  retain 
the  residue  of  the  proceeds  of  the  policy  as  compen- 
sation for  care  and  nursing  of  the  insured  during  her 
last  illness.  Through  the  negligence  of  the  insur- 
ance company  and  its  agents  the  slip  did  not  reach 
the  home  office  of  the  company  until  after  the  death 
of  insured,  and  no  change  in  the  beneficiary  had 
been  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  company.  In 
this  state  of  facts,the  amount  of  the  policy  is  claimed 
by  the  administrator  of  the  insured  and  by  the  sub- 
stituted beneficiary.  Held,  That  as  the  insured  had 
done  everything  that  was  necessary  on  her  part  to 
change  the  beneficiary  under  the  policy,  and  that  a 
change  was  not  made  was  due  to  the  neglect  of  the 
company,  the  beneficiary  named  on  the  ''beneficial 
slip"  was  entitled  to  the  fund. — Rhode  Island 
Supreme  Court. 

Life  Insurance. — Non-Payment  of  Premium — 
Estoppel.  In  the  case  of  Stewart  v.  the  Union 
Mutual  Life  it  appeared  that  defendant  company 
issued  to  one  S.  a  life  insurance  policy  subject  to 
the  conditions  that  the  first  year's  premium  should 
be  paid  on  delivery  of  the  policy;  that  no  agent 
should  have  power  to  alter  any  of  the  terms  of  the 
policy  or  waive  a  forfeiture,  and  that  it  should  con- 
stitute no  contract  of  insurance  until  the  first  pre- 
mium should  have  been  paid  during  the  life  of  the 
applicant  in  the  same  condition  of  health  as  when 
he  applied.     The  policy  was  issued  by  a  general 
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agent  of  the  company,  who  solicited  S.  to  take  the 
insurance  and  proposed  to  arrange  for  the  premium 
payment  so  as  to  be  mutually  satisfactory.  When 
the  policy  was  issued  S.  delivered  to  the  agent  a 
note  for  the  amount  of  the  premium,of  the  maturity 
of  which  he  was  afterwards  notified  by  the  com- 
pany's cashier,  who  referred  to  it  as  a  note  given 
**in  settlement"  of  the  premium.  It  appeared  that 
at  the  maturity  of  the  note  S.  gave  the  agent  a 
check  for  the  amount,  which  the  agent  held  for 
some  days  and  then  deposited,  and  which  was 
returned  unpaid.  The  agent  wrote  to  S.  requesting 
him  to  take  up  the  check,  and  S.  explained  his 
failure  to  protect  it  by  saying  he  had  been  taken 
sick,  and  promised  to  take  it  up  in  a  few  days, 
to  which  the  agent  agreed;  but  before  doing 
so  S.  died  of  the  illness  with  which  he  had  been 
attacked.  Held^  That  it  appeared  that  the  note 
was  accepted  by  the  company  in  payment  of  the 
Br§t  year's  premium,  but  that,  at  all  events,  since 
the  company  knew  through  the  "knowledge  of  its 
agent  that  it  was  represented  to  S.  that  he  had 
insurance  and  was  to  have  credit  for  the  premium, 
it  must  be  presumed  to  have  waived  the  provision 
for  immediate  payment  of  the  premium  or  to  have 
held  itself  estopped  to  set  it  up,  since  to  hold 
otherwise  would  impute  to  the  company  a  fraudu- 
lent intent  to  deliver  and  receive  pay  for  an  invalid 
instrument,  and  such  intent  would  not  be  presumed. 
— New  York  Court  of  Appeals. 

Life  Insurance. — Lapse  and  Revival  of  Policy. 
In  the  case  of  the  Equitable  Life  of  New  York  v. 
McElroy  et.  al.y  it  was  shown  that  the  policy  was 
issued  on  life  of  M.  He  failed  to  pay  premium 
when  due  and  policy  lapsed  January  30,  1894. 
During  the  following  spring  T.,  the  vice-president 
of  the  society,  frequently  solicited  M.  to  have  his 
policy  reinstated,  telling  him  he  would  have  to  sub- 
mit to  another  medical  examination.  Later,  on 
June^i3th,  M.  brought  his  old  policy  to  T.,  but  did 
not  determine  the  amount  of  insurance  he  would 
take  but  probably  would  take  $5,000.  T.  stated 
he  would  have  policy  reduced  to  $5,000  and  take  it 
down  to  him  and  M.  replied  that  he  would  discuss 
the  matter  then.  On  June  14th  the  chief  medical 
director  of  the  society  approved  the  report  of  M's 
examination  on  May  loth,  and  by  the  direction  of 
T.  a  new  policy  was  written  on  the  life  of  M.  for 
$5,000  and  policy  was  given  the  same  number,  and 
was  of  the  same  character  as  the  old  policy.  He 
gave  his  private  secretary  the  policy  and  a  letter 
informing  M.  that  he  had  asked  the  private  secre- 
tary to  hand  him  the  policy  and  asking  him  to  give 
her  his  check  for  $434  and  she  would  have  a 
renewal  receipt  sent  him.  Private  secretary  de- 
livered the  letter  and  M.  replied  that  he  did  not 
want  to  do  anything  about  the  policy  until  he  saw 
T.  He  read  policy  and  said  he  wanted  to  make 
changes,  ^he  took  policy  back  to  office,  and  when 
T.  returned  she  told  him  of  the  conversation  with 
M.  Nothing  further  was  done  until  Miss  D.,  M's 
private  secretary,  appeared  on  June  28th  and  told 
them  that  M.was  away  and  had  left  funds  with  her 
tp  pay  the  premiums,  and  asked  for  policy.  On 
June  26ih  M.  was  taken  ill.  On  June  28th  the  sur- 
geons decided  that  the  situation  was  grave,  and  M. 
then  told  Miss  D.  to  get  policy  and  pay  premiums, 
but  not  to  tell  officers  of  society  that  he  was  ill. 
An  operation  was  performed  and  M.  died  on  June 
30th,   1894.     Policy  was  changed   on   June   29th. 


Private  secretary  of  T.  took  policy  to  Miss  D.  and 
received  check.  After  M.*s  death  Miss  D.  went  10 
office  of  society  and  told  T.  that  M.  was  in  Boston, 
that  he  might  go  to  Chicago  before  he  came  bacic, 
paid  the  interest  due,  and  obtained  receipt  for  pre- 
miums and  interest.  Miss  D.  did  not  know  that 
M.  was  dead  at  this  interview.  Court  instructed 
that  there  was  no  completed  contract  to  insure  the 
life  of  M.  before  he  was  dangerously  ill  on  June 
28th.  It  was  the  duty  of  Miss  U.  to  inform  the 
society  of  his  illness,  and  if,  by  her  conversation  or 
words,  she  gave  to  understand  that  M.  was  in  good 
health,  and  in  that  belief  he  sent  the  policy  to  her 
when  he  would  not  have  done  so  if  he  had  known 
the  facts,  policy  was  fraudulently  obtained,  and 
there  could  be  no  recovery  upon  it. 

Neldt  Instructions  correct.  The  statements  of 
Miss  D.  was  a  half  truth,  more  dangerous  and  mis- 
leading than  a  downright  falsehood  and  was  a  con- 
cealment, and  that  the  omissions  and  statements 
were  intentionally  omitted  and  made  to  cheat  the 
society  into  making  this  contract  and  issuing  its  pol- 
icy,and  this  was  such  fraud  as  to  vitiate  the  contract. 
Also  Ifeldj  In  view  of  the  custom  of  life  insur- 
ance companies  to  contract  by  written  policies, 
there  is  a  strong  presumption,  where  no  policy  has 
been  issued  and  no  premiums  paid,  that  there  was 
no  contract,  and  no  intention  to  contract,  otherwise 
than  by  a  policy  made  and  delivered  upon  the 
simultaneous  payment  of  a  premium,  and  that  a 
company  may  make  an  oral  contract  of  insurance 
without  the  payment  of  a  premium  in  consideration 
of  the  promise  of  insured  to  pay  it,  but  in  order  to 
constitute  such  a  contract  the  company  must  agree 
to  accept  the  promise  of  insured  instead  of  its  pre- 
miums as  a  consideration  for  the  insurance.  Such 
contracts,  while  common  in  fire  insurance,  are  not 
so  in  life  insurance,  and  that  unless  a  life  insurance 
company  does  or  omits  some  act  whereby  insured 
has  just  ground  to  believe,  does  believe,  and  acts 
on  the  belief,  that  the  corporation  will  make,  con- 
tinue, or  restore  a  contract  without  the  payment  of 
a  premium,  there  is  no  estop]>el  and  no  waiver. 
Where  life  insurance  policy  has  lapsed  and  become 
void,  it  cannot  be  renewed  without  a  new  contract 
between  the  parties. 

Also  Heldj  Courts  and  juries  cannot  make  con- 
tracts for  litigants.  Every  party  has  the  right  to 
make  or  to  refuse  to  make  the  contracts  oflEered  to 
him,  and  the  exercise  of  that  right  is  not  limited  by 
the  soundness  of  the  reasons  which  induce  him  to 
act.  If  he  proposes  an  agreement,  and  it  is 
rejected,  and  a  modified  contract  is  offered  him,  he 
has  the  absolute  right  to  accept  or  reject  the  counter 
proposition,  either  with  or  without  reason,  and 
whether  the  difference  between  the  two  propo- 
sitions, seems  to  a  jury  to  be  material  or  imma 
terial,  and  that  the  parties  to  a  contract  of  life 
insurance  are  as  important  as  the  subect  matter, -and 
parties  cannot  be  imported  or  substituted  upon  one 
side  without  the  consent  of  those  on  the  other,  and 
where  life  insurance  policy  is  tendered,  an  accept- 
ance on  certain  conditions  does  not,  until  approved 
by  the  company,  close  the  contract,  even  though 
the  insured  could  have  accepted  it  as  it  stood,  and 
then  assigned  it  to  the  proposed  beneficiaries  whom 
he  desired  inserted  in  contract,  also  mere  delay  in^ 
accepting  or  rejecting  a  proposal  does  not  make 
contract.  The  acceptance  of  an  offer,  if  not  com 
municated  to  the  proposer,  docs  not  make  a  con- 
tract.— New  York  Court  of  Appealr^CjIp

The  tables  given  contain  the  names  of  the  companies,  location,  the  year  in 
which  they  began  business,  capital,  assets,  liabilities  and  surplus  as  to  policy-holders. 
As  this  magazine  is  printed  in  the  interest  of  the  policy-holders  it  was  not  con- 
sidered necessary  to  give  what  is  called  the  net  surplus,  but  if  any  one  is  interested 
in  that  he  can  easily  obtain  it  by  subtracting  the  capital  given  from  the  surplus  as 
to  policy-holders.  It  will  be  noticed  that  a  few  of  the  companies  have  their  capital 
impaired.  The  amount  of  the  impairment  is  easily  obtained  by  comparing  the 
surplus  as  to  policy-holders  with  the  capital.  If  this  surplus  is  not  equal  to  the 
capital  an  Impairment  is  evident  and  the  amount  of  such  impairment  is  the 
difference  between  the  two.  We  have  striven  to  give  those  having  lines  of  insur- 
ance to  place  the  cash  assets  of  the  companies,  and  have  eliminated  "stock  notes" 
and  the  like  from  the  amounts.  We  have  taken  the  figures  from  the  sworn  state- 
ments of  the  companies,  and  shall  prefer  always  to  correct  figures  in  accordance 
with  the  rulings  of  the  different  insurance  departments. 

In  the  case  of  the  mutual  fire  companies  we  give  simply  cash  assets  and  then 
the  net  amount  of  premium  notes  beyond.  Of  course  we  have  not  given  all  the 
farmers'  mutuals  in  the  different  states,  but  have  endeavored  to  put  in  those  com- 
panies that  are  striving  for  general  business.

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On  the  loth  inst.  a  test  of  the  new 
salt  water  supply  system  in  the  business 
district  of  Boston  was  made.  The 
water  was  forced  through  pipes  by  a 
fireboat  which  was  stationed  at  Central 
Wharf.  Only  70  pounds  pressure  was 
used  in  the  tests.  This  can  be  made 
much  greater  on  actual  usage  in  case 
fire  threatened  the  district  or  any  part 
of  it. 


The  Indemnity  Fire  of  New  York, 
organized  in  April,  1897,  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Norwich  Union,  was  exam- 
ined on  the  15th  inst.  for  admission  to 
the  State  of  New  York.  The  company 
was  found  to  possess  j2oo,ooo  of  capital 
and  $100,000  of  surplus.  Its  officers 
are:  J.  Montgomery  Hare,  president; 
A.  F.  Losee,  vice-president,  and  J.  H. 
Barger  and  H.  B.  Anthony,  secretaries. 


The  Foresters  have  made  up  their 
minds  to  insure  women.  They  were 
not  unanimous  about  this,  but,  all  the 
same,  it  carried  by  a  small  majority. 
The  women  are  to  pay  the  same  assess- 
ment as  the  men  and  pay  it  not  more 
frequently  and  now  the  question  comes 
up  as  to  how  many  they  can  get  to  bite 
at  this  bait.  The  women  in  this  way 
will  furnish  **new  blood"  for  the  asso- 
ciation, a  thing  which  is  very  much 
needed. 


As  A  pointer  of  the  demoralization  in 
the  fire  insurance  business  in  New  York 
City,  is  the  judgment  given  in  a  munic- 
ipal court  against  Nachligal  &  Co.  for 
8279.58.  Suit  was  brought  on  a  con- 
tract to  procure  insurance  to  the 
amount  of  $40,500.00  for  two  years 
at  a  rate  of  72  cents.  The  defend- 
ants canceled  the  policies  they  had 
and  got  a  net  rate  of  18  cents,  and 
rJow  they  are  forced  to  pay  the  differ- 
ence on  the  contract. 


The  insurance  commissioners  of  Ver- 
mont recommend  the  making  of  an 
insurance  department  for  that  state. 
They  say:  **The  growing  importance 
of  the  insurance  interest  of  the  state 
suggests  the  creation  of  an  independent 
department  under  a  single  head  em- 
powered to  employ  competent  actuarial 
assistance,  with  fixed  compensation 
instead  of  fees  now  allowed,  and  with 
expenses  limited  to  a  sum  within  the 
present  cost.  This  arrangement,  we 
believe,  would  be  advantageous  to  the 
state." 

They  also  state  that  the  patronage  of 
unauthorized  companies  by  both  insurer 
and  agent  is  a  ghost  which  will  not 
down,  and  the  knowledge  of  it  is  fre- 
quently but  often  indirectly  revealed  to 
the  commissioners.  ^^  y 
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The  Maryland  insurance  commis- 
sioner, F.  Albert  Kurtz,  has  sent  a  cir- 
cular letter  to  county  sheriffs  throughout 
the  state  calling  on  them  to  arrest  the 
managers  of  wild  cat  insurance  compa- 
nies and  unlicensed  agents,  who,  he 
alleges,  are  transacting  business  in  vio- 
lation of  the  law.      But  will  they  do  it? 


The  non-intercourse  rule  adopted  by 
the  Western  Union  is  occasioning  some 
feeling,  but  as  the  committee  is  to  be  the 
judge  as  to  when  and  how  applied,  we 
imagine  that  the  trouble,  if  any,  likely 
to  grow  out  of  its  enforcement  will  be 
avoided.  It  appears  to  be  the  general 
opinion  that  the  rule  was  aimed  at 
Henry  O'Kane,  of  Columbus,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Franklin  Fire  of  that  city. 
He  does  a  large  business  and  represents 
a  lot  of  union  companies.  He  has 
been  asked  to  "think  it  over."  Mean- 
awhile  Mr.  O'Kane  intimates  that  a  fine 
lot  of  non-union  companies  are  anxious 
to  take  the  places  of  the  union  compan- 
ies if  necessary     See? 


The  plate  glass  war  goes  merrily  on. 
It  is  spreading  to  other  cities  and  the 
companies  are  paying  commissions  not 
warranted  by  the  premiums,  as  these 
latter  Have  been  cut  in  two.  President 
'Winslow,  of  the  Metropolitan  Plate 
•Glass  describes  the  situation  as  the 
most  disastrous  which  has  faced  the 
companies  for  twenty  years,  and  he 
•ought  to  know,  as  he  is  the  most  thor- 
oughly posted  men  in  the  business  any- 
"where.  The  strife  has  engendered  more 
or  less  bitterness,  and  it  is  predicted 
tha-t  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  the 
companies' get  together  again,  which 
they  will  have  to  do  if  there  is  anything 
to  be  made  in  insuring  plate  glass.  In 
New  York  City  the  rates  are  cut  in  the 
iniddle,  and  in  other  cities  a  like  condi- 
tion prevails,  even  is  it  is  not  worse. 


The  latest  annual  convention  of  the 
state  superintendents  of  insurance  has 
developed  the  fact  that  while  a  few  are 
in  favor  of  national  supervision,  the 
most  of  them  think  that  it  should  be 
only  a  side  show  after  all,  with  a  secre- 
tary, perhaps,  to  see  that  some  more 
fees  shall  be  paid.  National  supervision 
would  be  all  right  if  only  it  could  be 
arranged  that  it  should  take  the  place 
entirely  of  all  interference  on  the  part 
of  the  states.  But  can  this  be  done? 
If  not,  better  let  things  go  as  they  are. 


An  effort  is  being  made  to  get  the 
companies  tied  down  to  some  kind  of  a 
regulation  in  New  York  City,  but  what 
looks  like  failure  from  the  start  may 
turn  out  to  be  a  great  success.  The 
idea  is  to  form  a  tariff  association,  and 
what  is  known  as  the  continental  plan 
is  the  scheme  to  be  adopted,  if  possi- 
ble. Several  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples involved  are  to  be  presented  and 
agreed  to,  and  then  such  an  association 
may  go  through,  but  the  trouble  is  to 
get  these  fundamental  principles  adopt- 
ed. Among  these  are  the  ratings  of  all 
risks,  the  establishment  of  a  uniform 
rate  of  brokerage,  the  regulation  of 
up-town  branch  offices,  the  confinement 
of  reinsurance  to  authorized  companies 
and  the  recognition  of  brokers.  The 
list  is  one  which  almost  anyone  can  see 
will  be  quarreled  over,  and  it  will  be 
hard  sledding  to  bring  the  companies  to 
look  at  them  in  the  same  light.  But 
the  <'five  bears"  ought  to  have  a  part  in 
the  consultation — bear  and  forbear,  as 
the  old  man  suggested  to  the  young 
married  people.  But  will  they  have  a 
part  ?  is  the  question,  and  it  remains  to 
be  seen  what  will  be  done.  Hoping  for 
the  best,  but  fearing  lest  there  will  be 
more  friction  than  there  should  be,  we 
await  the  result.  ^  j 
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Commissioner  Fricke  more  than  dis- 
tinguished himself  as  an  officer  in  charge 
of  insurance  for  a  state  by  bringing 
together  the  talent  he  did  in  Milwaukee 
this  month.  Everything  passed  off  as 
well  as  the  brightest  hopes  could  wish 
and  the  program  was  further  extended 
by  the  dinner  given  to  the  commissioners 
by  President  Hegeman  of  the  Metro- 
politan Life. 


Mrs.  Mary  Hussar,  whose  husband 
committed  suicide  last  July,  wants  the 
money  for  which  she  paid  premiums 
into  the  Knights  of  Maccabees  of  the 
World.  The  officers  say  no,  but  Mrs. 
Hussar  claims  that  they  agreed  to  pay  if 
the  suicide  was  not  committed  the  first 
year.  This  is  all  very  well,  but  the  real 
question  is  whether  this  was  the  con- 
dition in  the  contract.  If  not,  she  will 
hardly  get  her  money,  although  no  one 
can  tell  what  a  petit  jury  wiU  do. 


The  sixth  trial  of  the  Hilmon  case  is 
soon  to  come  on  at  Leavenworth,  Kas., 
in  the  District  United  States  Court — in 
fact  will  have  been  begun  by  the  time 
this  issue  is  out.  This  is  the  most  cele- 
brated case  which  has  ever  been  tried — 
that  is,  celebrated  for  the  persistence 
with  which  it  is  fought.  We  admire 
the  way  the  companies  stand  up  and 
refuse  to  pay  the  claim,  for  it  would  be 
much  easier  and  much  less  trouble  to 
pay  the  claim  and  have  done  with  it 
than  to  fight,  besides  it  would  really  be 
cheaper,  but  on  principle  and  because 
the)'  are  satisfied  beyond  a  doubt  that 
there  is  nothing  due  the  beneficiaries 
and  that  the  whole  thing  is  a  fraud,  they 
stand  up  to  the  mark  and  are  willing  to 
fight  it  out.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
trial  will  settle  the  case  for  all  time,  but 
we  have  no  doubt  but  that  it  will  be 
again  carried  to  a  higher  court  if  either 
side  is  beaten  below. 


Judge  Harvey,  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  Indianapolis,  has  ordered  the  receiver 
of  the  Globe  Accident  Insurance  Com- 
pany to  make  an  assessment  on  all  the 
members  of  the  company  at  the  time  of 
the  appointment  of  the  receiver,  so  that 
the  debts  of  the  company  may  be  paid. 
This  is  the  true  way  to  pay  this  indebt- 
edness, and  it  should  be  done  in  every 
case. 


The  subject  of  gasoline  as  an  illumin- 
ant  has  come  up  before  the  Western 
Underwriters,  and  we  are  sorry  to  say 
that  there  is  a  chance  that  gasoline 
lamps  will  be  allowed  in  homes.  The 
Economy  gas  lamp  was  on  exhibition  at 
Niagara  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Western  Union,  and  as  in  all  like 
exhibitions,  it  looked  as  if  such  a  lamp 
could  be  used  generally  with  safety. 
But  there  is  no  trusting  one's  eyes  on 
such  a  proposition,  for  the  reason  that 
the  lamp  exhibited  proves  too  much  or 
too  little.  It  proves  too  much  some- 
times, because  the  conditions  under 
which  it  burns  cannot  be  fulfilled  except 
under  the  care  of  an  educated  man,  and 
it  proves  too  little  because,  with  the 
least  deviation  from  a  fixed  method  of 
handling,  the  lamp  would  explode.  The 
fact  that  the  lamps  are  cheap  and  will 
burn  a  long  time,  goes  far  towards 
making  them  saleable,  and  then  some 
cheap  companies  will  allow  their  use  to 
get  business,  and  there  you  are.  It  is 
wonderful  how  many  things  can  push 
their  way  into  the  contract  of  fire  insur- 
ance, and  it  looks  just  now  as  if  this  was 
one  of  them.  We  are  sorry,  however, 
for  the  men,  women  and  children  who 
will  have  to  pay  for  this  last  experiment 
with  their  lives.  But  fortunately  the 
laws  of  many  states  at  present  forbid  the 
use  of  gasoline  as  an  illuminant,  and  the 
statutes  will  have  to  be  changed  to 
accomplish  this  nefaripup^^^d^g^glg 
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THE  BANQUET  GIVEN  TO  THE  NATION- 
AL ASSOCIATION  OF  LIFE  UNDER- 
WRITERS AT  MINNEAPOLIS. 

nrWO  hundred  and  fifty  guests  sat 
^  down  to  a  sumptuous  banquet 
given  at  the  West  Hotel  in  the  evening 
of  the  last  day  of  the  meeting,  and  were 
served  with  a  treat  both  gastronomically 
and  intellectually — as  rare  as  it  could  be 
made,  and  the  Northwest  has  a  way  of 
doing  things  which  is  strictly  up  to  date. 

Cyrus  Norlhrup,  the  president  of  the 
Minnesota  State  University,  was  the 
first  after-dinner  speaker,  and  after 
alluding  to  the  fact  that  he  was  not  talk- 
ing to  the  people  who  occupied  the  high 
places  in  the  companies,  but  rather  to 
the  *' extremities  of  the  octopus,"  he 
urged  that  the  connection  of  the  life 
companies  with  the  medical  fraternity 
was  very  close — so  close,  in  fact,  that 
they  are  a  sort  of  red  cross  society  fol- 
lowing in  the  wake  of  the  medical 
profession  and  correcting  its  mistakes. 
Dr.  Northrup  said  he  believed  that  life 
insurance  was  one  of  the  greatest  bless- 
ings of  the  present  age.  In  the  strength 
and  security  of  these  great  institutions 
there  is  safety  for  untold  millions,  for 
widows  and  orphans,  for  many  who  do 
not  know  how  to  take  care  of  themselves 
in  their  old  age,  however  successful 
they  may  have  been  in  the  prime  of  life. 
He  talked  at  length  on  the  foreign 
policy  of  the  country,  favoring  territorial 
expansion. 

Charles  W.  Van  Tuyl,  the  manager 
of  the  State  Mutual  Life,  was  then 
introduced,  and  his  speech  was  an  ex- 
cellent one,  full  of  thought  and  admir- 
ably expressed. 

The  next  speaker  was  Robert  G. 
Evans,  United  States  District  Attorney, 
who  said  that  he  was  an  immune  as  far 
as  life  insurance  was  concerned,  because 
he  had  all  he  could  carry.  He  criticised 
the 


companies  and  said  they  were  too  high 
for  the  rate  of  interest  now  earned  on 
capital.  Criticism,  he  urged,  was  always 
necessary,  if  it  was  used  fairly,  but  it 
does  not  harm  any  business,  since  per- 
fection   is  something  never  reached. 

Dr.  Marion  D.  Shutter,  a  Universalist 
clergyman,  talked  on  the  moral  value  of 
life  insurance.  If  he  did  not  thoroughly 
believe  in  it  as  a  moral  factor,  he  would 
not  be  present  at  this  meeting.  He 
remarked  that  while  he  was  a  liberal  in 
religion  he  was  orthodox  in  regard  to 
insurance,  and  believed  in  the  orthodox 
old-line  insurance,  and  no  other.  The 
Bible  says,  "He  who  does  not  provide 
for  his  own  household  has  denied  the 
faith  and  is  worse  that  an  infidel.*' 
While  premium  paying  may  be  burden- 
some, the  sacrifice  is  n^ade  by  the  senti- 
ment of  love. 

Dr.  Shutter  said  that  he  not  only 
believed  in  divine  but  in  human  Provi- 
dence as  well.  **I  believe  in  the  divine 
Providence  that  cares  for  the  grass  of 
the  field  but  I  believe  in  the  human 
providence  that  roots  out  the  weeds.'' 
He  observed  that  belief  in  divine  Provi- 
dence coupled  with  belief  in  earthly  prov- 
idence, in  the  guise  of  a  life  insurance 
policy,  makes  a  man  a  better  citizen. 

William  H.  Eustis,  the  republican 
candidate  for  governor,  was  next  intro- 
duced and  made  the  hit  of  the  evening. 
He  is  a  man  who  was  born  an  orator, 
and  swayed  those  present  as  if  they  all 
belonged  to  him. 

John  L.  McLain,  of  the  Minnfapolis 
Journal,  and  L.  D.  Wilks,  of  St.  Paul, 
also  added  bountifully  to  the  spirit  of 
the  occasion. 

A.  J.  Flitcraft,  the  editor  of  the  Life 
Insurance  Courant^  made  the  final 
speech,  denouncing  all  forms  of  co-op- 
erative life  insurance. 

The  banquet  terminated  with  the  sing- 
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THE  TWENTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  CONVEN- 
TION  OF  THE    INSURANCE    COM- 
MISSIONERS OF  THE  STATES. 

/^WING  to  the  active  part  taken  by 
^-^  Commissioner  Fricke  of  Wiscon- 
sin, this  convention  of  the  insurance 
superintendents  of  the  various  states 
was,  by  far,  the  most  notable  gathering 
that  has  ever  been  held. 

The  meeting  opened  on  the  13th  inst., 
in  Milwaukee,  with  an  attendance  of 
delegates  from  fifteen  states,  and  there 
were  many  of  the  foremost  figures  in 
insurance  of  all  kinds  present. 

Mayor  Rose  of  Milwaukee  welcomed 
the  visitors  in  behalf  of  the  city  in  a 
graceful  speech,  and  Commissioner 
Betts  of  Connecticut  returned  thanks  to 
the  governor  and  fnayor.  He  was  fol- 
lowed by  Commissioner  Stephen  W. 
Carr  of  Maine,  the  president  of  the 
association,  who  greeted  all  present  in 
an  annual  address.  He  praised  Com- 
missioner Fricke  for  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  performed  his  duties  and 
had  been  fair  alike  to  the  public  and  the 
companies.  He  gave  a  resume  of  the 
acts  and  policy  of  the  commissioners 
since  the  first  annual  convention,  and 
a  comparison  between  the  laws  of 
twenty-five  years  ago  and  those  that 
obtain  to-day.  He  urged  the  necessity 
of  recognition  in  all  the  states  of  the 
national  organization  of  insurance  com- 
missioners so  that  uniformity  of  action 
should  be  established  in  treating  the 
companies  throughout  the  whole  coun- 
try. He  also  strongly  advocated  the 
placing  of  insurance  departments  in  all 
states  under  civil  service  rules,  as  the 
work  is  largely  technical  and  requires 
that  the  employees  should  be  thoroughly 
skilled. 

Attorney  General  W.  H.  Mylrea  fol- 
lowed the  annual  address  of  the  presi- 
dent, and,  among  other  things,  said: 

**It'has  been    suggested    somewhere 


that  chairs  of  insurance  should  be 
endowed  in  our  large  universities.  We 
have  schools  which  teach  more  or  less  of 
bookkeeping  and  banking.  Every  col- 
lege graduate  must  devote  some  time  to 
the  study  of  political  economy.  In  that 
course  he  is  taught  the  general  princi- 
ples underlying  the  laws  of  finance. 
He  is  generally  given  also  a  course  in 
international  law,  which  is  proper.  In 
regard  to  insurance,  which  reaches  into 
every  department  of  business  life,  he  is 
given  not  a  word." 

This  suggestion  was  warmly  approved 
by  the  convention,  but  we  are  afraid, 
like  a  great  many  good  things  that  have 
been  suggested. to  improve  the  insurance 
business,  that  unless  a  great  deal  more 
is  done  to  push  forward  the  idea  it  will 
come  to  naught. 

The  afternoon  program  came  off  as 
announced,  and  Judge  Ostrander,  the 
learned  adjuster  of  the  Phenix  of  Brook- 
lyn, read  a  paper  on  *'  Fire  Insurance," 
pointing  out  its  importance  as  an  indus- 
trial factor,  as  a  stand-by  for  credit,  and 
as  a  stay  upon  which  to  lean  in  promot- 
ing enterprise.  Whatever  the  Judge 
attempts  is  always  well  and  exhaustively 
treated,  and  he  surpassed  himself  in 
what  he  told  the  commissioners  about 
his  subject. 

Mr.  Bedall,  the  Eastern  manager  of 
the  Royal,  then  explained  to  the  com- 
missioners how  fire  insurance  is  nianaged 
in  Europe,  and  opened  their  eyes  on 
many  difficult  points.  The  paper  was  a 
lengthy  one,  but  full  of  interest,  and  will 
be  valuable  reading  to  all  students  when 
it  is  printed  in  full. 

In  the  evening,  John  A.  McCall, 
president  of  the  New  York  Life,  read  a 
paper  reviewing  the  action  of  state 
officials  from  the  first  convention  up  to 
the  present  date.  His  expose  of  the 
reasons  that  so  nriany  companies  failed 
from  1870  .  to  1879  was  particularly 
interesting.  It  is  printed^^in  this  issue 
in  another  column.  Qi^i^ed  by  V^OOg 
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John  M.  Pattison,  the  president  of  the 
Union  Central  Life  of  Cincinnati,  also 
read  a  very  interesting  paper  on  **  Life 
Insurance  in  Its  Relation  to  the  Public." 
This  paper  was  particularly  one  from 
which  the  commissioners  could  take 
notes  and  get  ideas,  as  Mr.  Pattison  is 
a  man  of  great  intelligence  and  has  a 
very  forceful  way  of  putting  things. 

Following  are  a  few  of  the  good  things 
said  by  some  of  the  speakers:     * 

E.  F.  Beddall:  In  Great  Britain  there 
are  no  laws  governing  the  insurance 
contract  or  regulating  the  amount  of 
capital  under  which  a  company  may 
transact  business.  The  people,  who  are 
certainly  not  more  intelligent  than  our 
own  citizens,  are  perfectly  able  to  take 
care  of  themselves  if  left  to  their  own 
devices,  and  no  law  is  necessary  to  pro- 
tect them  against  their  own  folly.  The 
vigorous  enforcement  of  the  common 
law  would  fully  protect  the  insured  from 
the  wiles  of  the  irresponsible  company. 
In  this  country  we  are  too  easy  with  our 
malefactors.  A  strict  enforcement  of 
the  criminal  code  would  be  far  more 
effectual  than  any  civil  enactments  in 
preventing  insurance  frauds.  Here  our 
people  are  taught  to  look  to  the  insur- 
ance departments  for  protection  against 
the  invasion  of  **wild  cats"  and  irre- 
sponsible adventurers  who  peddle 
**  cheap"  insurance,  while  experience 
shows  that,  notwithstanding  state  pro- 
tection and  supervision,  the  losses  which 
the  assured  make  by  placing  their  insur- 
ance in  such  concerns  are  far  heavier 
than  where  the  assured  are  left  to  take 
care  of  themselves  under  the  protection 
of  a  criminal  law  rigidly  enforced.  In 
Great  Britain,  where  this  freedom  exists, 
the  result  proves  that  there  are  fewer 
irresponsible  companies  and  a  smaller 
opportunity  of  imposing  upon  the  igno- 
rance of  the  people  than  here,  where  the 
most  elaborate  laws  exist  for  their  pro- 
tection. If  capital  were  unrestricted 
there  would  be  no  need  of  any  law  to 
prohibit  combinations,  for  abnormal 
profits  would  attract  new  capital,  and 
no  combination  of  insurance  companies 
could,  for  any  length  of  time,  control  a 
business  that  could  be  conducted  on  a 


lower    scale   of   rates   and   yet   yield  a 
profit. 

If,  however,  the  present  system  of 
fraternalism  is  to  be  continued  there 
should  be  some  uniformity  in  the  state 
laws  and  the  methods  of  enforcing  them 
by  the  state  authorities.  Every  year 
the  companies  are  embarrassed  by  being 
required  to  make  up  their  statements  in 
numberless  different  forms,  and  each 
succeeding  year  appears  to  bring  out 
new  queries  from  various  quarters  touch- 
ing upon  the  internal  economy  of  the 
companies  with  which  the  people  can 
have  no  concern.  As  the  ostensible 
object  of  presenting  these  statements  is 
to  enable  property  owners  to  judge  of 
the  solvency  of  the  companies,  it  would 
be  sufHcient  if  an  asset  and  liability 
statement  alone  were  supplied  to  them. 
Besides,  the  publication  of  the  state- 
ments in  their  present  form  is  calculated 
to  mislead  the  peopte.  It  is  shown,  for 
instance,  in  a  certain  state  that  $10,000,- 
ooc  in  premiums  have  been  collected, 
while  the  losses  paid  have  amounted  to 
only  J6, 500,000.  The  local  newspaper 
straightway  undertakes  to  show  that  the 
companies  have  made  a  profit  of  three 
and  a  half  million  dollars  in  that  state, 
ignoring  that  at  least  11,500,000  has 
been  paid  in  commissions  to  agents 
residing  in  the  state,  another  {400,000 
more  or  less  in  taxes,  license  fees  and 
other  state  imposts,  and  still  another 
$400,000  for  expenses  of  special  agents 
employed  in  adjusting  losses.  If  these 
sums  are  deducted,  we  find  that  not 
more  than  from  five  to  ten  per  cent,  of 
the  receipts  have  gone  to  the  home  office 
for  the  payment  of  their  expenses,  and 
for  dividends  upon  the  money  invested 
in  the  business. 

Emory  McCltntock:  The  highest  living 
authority.  Dr.  Sprague  of  Edinburgh, 
called  attention  some  time  since  to  the 
fact,  well  known  in  Great  Britain,  that 
the  expenses  of  new  business  practically 
consume  the  first  premium,  and  pro- 
posed that  the  reserve  should  begin  to 
be  accumulated  out  of  the  second  pre- 
mium. There  is  much  to  be  said  for 
this  proposition,  particularly  in  the  case 
of  companies  newly  organized,  which 
have  no  assistance  from  any  of  the 
sources  of  miscellaneous  profit  which  an 
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established  company  possesses,  such  as 
annuities  and  non-participating  insur- 
ances, and  no  penalties  contributed  by 
retiring  policy-holders  toward  the  ex- 
pense of  replacing  the  discontinued 
risks. 

While  other  causes  were  at  work,  the 
chief  cause  of  the  universal  slaughter  of 
small  companies  which  took  place  about 
twenty-five  years  ago  was  the  legal 
requirement  of  a  reserve  in  the  first  year 
of  each  policy.  The  energies  which  in 
this  growing  country  might  have  been 
turned  toward  the  establishment  of  new 
and  prosperous  life  companies  were 
directed  by  this  reserve  difficulty  into 
another  channel,  and  a  great  cry  arose 
for  life  insurance  without  reserves.  Had 
Dr.  Sprague's  proposal  been  available 
under  our  laws,  we  should  have  heard 
comparatively  little  of  assessment  insur- 
ance, with  all  its  good  and  all  its  evil. 

What  is  the  remedy?  The  old  life 
companies  do  not  need  one,  and  yet 
there  should  be  no  legal  distinction 
between  them  and  the  newer  organiza- 
tions. As  regards  the  latter  class,  at 
any  rate,  the  remedy  is  plain.  Make  no 
attempt  to  enforce  state  valuations. 
Repeal  all  laws  assuming  to  regulate 
contracts.  On  the  other  hand,  require 
of  every  society  absolute  publicity  con- 
cerning the  essential  elements  of  its 
accounts,  including  its  reserve  valua- 
tions. It  is  many  years  since  I  first  had 
occasion  to  express  my  opinion  on  this 
subject.  My  advice  then  was  given  in 
two  words,  in  which  I  sum  up  my  advice 
now:    Freedom  and  publicity. 

Jacob  L.  Greene:  So  long  as  a  com- 
pany is  rapidly  growing,  the  practical 
danger  of  withdrawals  is  at  minimum 
and  their  operation  partly  concealed, 
and  hope  may  dwell  in  the  fool's  para- 
dise. But  to  every  company  will  come, 
ought  to  come,  in  time,  the  condition 
when  no  presure  can  make  its  inflow  of 
new  business  exceed  its  outflow,  and 
when  its  true  normal  will  be  a  stable 
equilibrium  in  amount  at  risk,  in  assets 
and  outgo.  Consider  a  company  in 
such  a  case,  meeting  those  general  bus- 
iness conditions  which  cause  most  men 
to  take  command  of  all  available  cash 
resources,  with  a  membership  which 
has  been  educated  to  regard   their  poli- 


cies as  tickets  for  cash  practically  on 
demand,  and  who  have  taken  them  in 
such  a  company  because  they  were  so 
available,  who  were  willing  to  protect 
their  families  so  long  as  they  did  not 
want  to  use  the  money  themselves,  but 
who,  not  having  been  educated  to  put 
family  protection  above  every  other 
interest  and  duty,  would  take  that  pro- 
tection only  where  it  would  not  inter- 
fere with  their  free  use  of  the  money 
when  they  wanted  it,  and  what  may 
that  company  reasonably,  inevitably, 
expect?  It  will  suffer  a  withdrawal  of 
its  members  proportioned  to  the  intens- 
ity of  financial  difficulty  and  pressure; 
in  severe  times  a  very  great  number, 
greatly  reducing  its  vitality  basis,  cer- 
tainly taking  out  its  best  and  leaving  its 
worst  lives,  and  .raising  its  mortality, 
and  requiring  the  conversion  of  its  best 
investments  into  cash  at  a  most^unfavor- 
able  moment  for  their  sale,  in  order  to 
enable  it  to  pay  out  large  sums  to  its 
outgoing  members,  thus  destroying  its 
own  credit,  and  furnishing  strong 
reason  to  every  sound  life  to  get  out. 

The  danger  is  an  absolute,  immeasur- 
able, and  most  critical  one.  It  has  not 
yet  appeared  in  full  measure  among 
American  companies,  because  few,  if 
any,  of  those  which  are  exposed  to  its 
malign  operation  have  yet  reached  the 
static  condition  which  will  leave  no 
practical  defense  against  its  effects. 
But  the  conditions  for  a  disastrous 
experience  somewhere  in  the  future  are 
being  fully  prepared  in  many  companies. 
The  annual  privilege  of  surrender  for 
cash  is  now  presented  as  a  prime  attrac- 
tion; the  bulk  of  the  business  is  already, 
exposed  to  be  swept  away  by  its  exer- 
cise. The  permanency  of  corporate  life 
and  uniformity  of  operation,  which  are 
absolutely  essential  to  the  undertakings 
of  a  life  insurance  company,  are  put 
completely  at  the  caprice  of  members 
secured  by  an  appeal  to  selfish  interest,, 
not  to  unselfish,  paramount  duty.  In 
order  to  get  new  members  the  more 
easily,  they  are  given  unqualified  power 
to  wipe  a  company  out  of  existence  in 
any  one  year. 

Z.  G.  Fouse:  Valuation  by  govern- 
mental authority  from  data  furnished  by 
the  company,  of  which  the  valuers  have 
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no  actual  knowledge  as  to  its  correct- 
ness, is  a  fraud  upon  the  public.  The 
present  system  of  net  valuation  as  a  test 
of  solvency  is  not  applicable  to  assess- 
ment life  companies.  The  net  valuation 
system  as  a  test  of  solvency  has  been 
condemned  by  expert  American  author- 
ities. Ever-changing  economic  con- 
ditions render  a  standard  of  safety,  on 
the  hard  and  fast  lines  laid  down  in  the 
statute,  unsafe — a  point  illustrated  by  a 
review  of  our  currency  system.  Self- 
government  is  the  pride  of  Anglo- 
Americans  as  a  people.  Legislation  of 
a  paternal  character,  which  is  not  uni- 
form in  the  several  states,  is  contrar}'  to 
the  spirit  of  our  constitution.  Govern- 
mental valuation,  or  state  standard  of 
solvency  has  been  condemned  by  repre- 
sentative British  actuaries.  Instead 
of  governmental  valuation,  companies 
should  be  required  to  furnish  policy 
schedules  calling  for  sufficient  infor- 
mation to  enable  any  actuary,  as  well  as 
insurance  departments,  to  check  the 
company  valuations. 

A  company  once  fully  established, 
which,  on  the  basis  of  its  own  expe- 
rience, can  discharge  its  present  and 
future  obligations,  is  solvent,  no  matter 
what  may  be  the  provision  of  the  law. 
Supervision  should  be  restricted  to  the 
execution  of  laws,  the  compilation  and 
publication  of  reports,  and  to  examina- 
tions made  at  the  expense  of  the  state 
by  an  expert  examiner  solely  in  its 
employ.  Actuarial  treatment  becomes 
an  important  factor  when  the  premium 
stipulafed  is  in  excess  of  the  natural 
cost.  Charging  an  accumulation,  based 
on  and  resulting  from  aggregate  and 
average,  with  individual  policy  liability, 
is  an  anomaly.  The  mathematical  re- 
serve is  determined  by  experience  and 
policy  conditions.  Impairment  is  cured 
by  special  assessment,  or  by  scaling  the 
insurance.  Three  millions  of  citizens  of 
the  United  States  hold  policies  of  insur- 
ance to  which  the  state  standard  of 
solvency  does  not  apply.  The  process 
of  treating  original  data  which  does  the 
least  violence  to  the  natural  and  actual 
results    is    undoubtedly    the    best. 

Thomas  S.  Chard:  Reinsurance  re- 
serves were  the  indebtedness  of  the 
company    to    its    policy-holders  for  un- 


earned premiums  and  not  the  sum  nec- 
essary to  reinsure  the  business  of  the 
companies.  Mr.  Chard  was  opposed  to 
term  business,  and  gave  statistics  show- 
ing that  business  written  for  one  year  or 
less  had  declined  from  94.27  per  cent  of 
the  -aggregate  business  written  in  i860, 
to  42.68  per  cent  in  1897. 

R.  J,  Smith:  The  most  foolish  and 
yet  the  most  popular  error  still  in  the 
minds  of  some  people  is  that  under- 
writers' unions  and  associations  are  for 
the  purpose  of  advancing  rates  of  pre- 
mium paid  for  fire  insurance.  The 
record  of  rapid  and  material  reductions 
made  either  voluntarily  or  by  excessive 
competition  during  the  past  five  years 
should  afford  to  the  observing  person 
ample  and  conclusive  evidence  that  such 
organizations  do  not  and  cannot,  in  the 
very  nature  of  things,  accomplish  any- 
thing in  this  way.  Too  often  the  organ- 
ization of  fire  underwriters  is  made  the 
instrument  for  greater  reductions  in  the 
rates  than  the  loss  ratios  and  accom- 
panying expenses  will  warrant.  Many 
instances  of  this  kind  could  be  given 
without  going  outside  of  this  state,  and 
the  average  underwriter  who  occupies  a 
responsible  position  often  wonders  if, 
after  all,  there  would  not  be  greater 
profit  and  less  worry  if  all  organizations 
were  abandoned,  at  least  for  a  time. 
This  experiment  is  now  being  tried  in 
New  York  City  and  Brooklyn,  where,  I 
understand,  some  of  the  ambitious  com- 
panies are  taking  on  enormous  lines  for 
a  term  of  several  years  at  merely  nomi- 
nal rates  of  premium — remuneration 
which  is  so  infinitesimal  that  even  a 
microscope  would  fail  to  disclose  any 
residue  after- commissions  and  expenses 
are  deducted.  This,  however,  is  a  mat- 
ter which  comes  within  the  province  of 
you  gentlemen  who  examine  and  approve 
of  financial  exhibits  made  to  you  by  the 
companies.  I  am  persuaded  that  you 
will  not  overlook  entirely  the  necessity 
of  an  ample  reserve  in  all  such  cases. 
With  the  number  of  competing  com- 
panies largely  increased-  over  what  was 
ever  before  known  in  this  country  and 
the  number  of  agents,  brokers,  solici- 
tors, etc.,  multiplied  many  times  over 
(and  you  gentlemen  must  share  some 
portion   of   the   responsibility   for  both 
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these  latter  conditions)  with  a  large 
number  of  strong  and  influential  com- 
panies outside  of  the  unions  and  acting 
independently  of  them,  to  say  nothing 
of  a  considerable  number  of  institutions, 
good,  bad  and  indifferent,  which  by  the 
grace  of  God  and  the  permission  of  state 
officials,  practice  overhead  and  under- 
ground methods  of  underwriting,  such  a 
thing  as  "maintaining  high  rates"  or 
even  moderate  rates,  is  impossible. 
No  other  business  or  profession  is  sub- 
jected to  so  many  expensive  annoyance^ 
or  so  much  competition  of  all  kinds  as 
ours.  The  medical  profession  may  be 
annoyed  by  the  patent  medicine  fakir, 
and  the  legal  profession  by  the  shyster, 
but  these  are  mere  flea  bites  when  com- 
pared with  the  troubles  and  trials  of  the 
conscientious  and  law-abiding  under- 
writer. 


ANALYSIS    OF     FRATERNAL    ASSO- 
CIATIONS. 

1HAVE  called  attention  in  my  pre- 
vious rijports  to  the  recognized  de- 
fects in  the  fraternal  society  system. 
Although  the  number  of  assessments  has 
increased  again  during  1897,  in  nfearly 
all  no  sufficient  steps  have  been  taken 
by  any,  but  an  insignificant  number,  to 
reform  their  methods  and  escape  the 
inevitable  consequences  of  increasing 
assessments.  It  is  true  that  with  those 
whose  new  membership  continues  to  be 
a  large  percentage  of  the  whole  body, 
the  annual  increase  in  amount  of  assess- 
ment is  very  gradual.  But  it  is  none 
the  less  sure;  and  when  the  period 
arrives,  which  in  the  very  nature  of 
things  it  must,  that  the  individual  pay- 
ments approximate  to  the  price  asked 
for  insurance  by  regular  companies 
which  guarantee  no  increase,  the  new 
membership  falls  off  and  healthy  young 
lives  drop  out.  Thereafter  the  increase 
in  assessments  becomes  rapid,  and  the 
society  soon  comes  to  an  end,  leaving 
many  moribund  or  unable  to  protect 
their  families  by  insurance  elsewhere. 
It  is  a  disgrace  that  the  laws  of  this 
state  should  permit  the  promotion  of 
such  incompetent  schemes,  but  such  is 
the  number  and  power  of  these  societies 
and  the  ignorance  of  a  majority  of  legis- 
lators upon  technical  matters,  that  the 


insurance  departments  have  not  been 
able  to  have  their  protests  considered, 
and  are  remitted  to  such  supervision  as 
the  inadequate  statutes,  mostly  passed 
at  the  instance  of  the  societies  them- 
selves, upon  the  books  will  permit.  As 
in  the  case  of  the  endowment  orders,  no 
really  remedial  legislation  becomes  pos- 
sible until  the  situation  becomes  a  pub- 
lic scandal. 

This  criticism  does  not  apply  to  those 
secret  orders,  such  as  Masons,  Odd 
Fellows  and  the  like,  wherein  the  insur- 
ance feature  is  limited  to  a  mere  burial 
fund  or  temporary  relief,  and  constitute 
but  a  merely  subordinate  incident  to 
other  purposes.  Such  are  usually  and 
properly  excused  from  departmental 
supervision.  But  it  does  apply  with 
annually  increasing  force  to  those  socie- 
ties whose  real  purpose  is  the  pursuit  of 
the  business  of  insurance  under  the 
more  or  less  thinly  disguised  forms  of 
secrecy,  lodges,  rituals,  etc.  It  is  also 
true  that,  in  the  larger  and  better  con- 
ducted of  these,  the  extravagantly  titled 
managements  have,  in  private,  been 
fully  alive  to  the  dangers  confronting 
their  societies  for  several  years.  But 
this,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  no  suffi- 
cient remedies  have  been  applied,  gives 
ground  for  the  fear  that  they  do  not 
possess  sufficient  power  to  bring  about 
the  reforms  which  they  confess  in  their 
annual  congresses  to  be  necessary.  It 
is,  therefore,  in  no  unfriendly  spirit, 
suggested  that  they  undo  the  vicious 
legislation  which  they  themselves  have 
accomplished,  and  seek  the  assistance 
of  legislators  in  passing  such  laws  as 
may  tend  to  compel  their  own  member- 
ship to  accept  such  changes  in  their 
system  as  will  tend  to  save  their  socie- 
ties before  it  becomes  too  late. 

All  insurance  experience  proves  that 
the  rate  (or  premium)  must  be  increased 
to  the  cost  at  the  attained  2ige  of  each 
member  in  order  to  avoid  inequity  and 
secure  solvency.  Or,  if  the  rate  is  to 
be  permanently  fixed  at  age  of  entry,  a 
considerable  increase  must  be  at  once 
made  which  will  furnish  a  large  reserve 
to  be  used  in  part  payment  of  claims. 
The  fraternal  societies  have  utterly 
ignored  both  of  the  mathematical  axi- 
oms,   and   have   attempted    to    proceed 
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upon  increasing  rates  fixed  upon  a  ratio 
based  upon  the  age  of  entry  instead  of 
at  the  age  attained.  Therefore  those 
who  have  been  long  in  the  society  and 
have  become  advanced  in  years  still 
continue  to  hold  the  advantage  of  their 
early  age  at  entry,  to  the  detriment  of 
all  new  entrants,  who  are  saddled  with 
part  of  the  cost  of  carrying  these  older 
risks  who  thus  escape  paying  their  own 
actual  cost  of  insurance.  It  requires  no 
prophet  to  predict  the  inevitable  end  of 
such  an  enterprise;  both  mathematics 
and  experience  demonstrate  its  ultimate 
failure.  This  is  still  further  aggravated 
by  making  post  mortem  assessments, 
which  act  as  a  premium  upon  lapsing, 
as  any  one  can  discontinue  without  pay- 
ing for  his  last  month's  insurance.  The 
remedy  is  legislation  which  will  compel 
assessments,  payable  in  advance,  based 
upon  attained  age  cost  of  insurance, 
whenever  the  society  fails  to  have  in 
hand  the  technical  reserve  (computed 
by  the  insurance  department),  which 
will  permit  age  at  entry  assessments  to 
be  maintained.  Although  it  may  be 
claimed  that  such  legislation  would  be 
unconstitutional  as  impairing  the  obli- 
gations of  previous  contracts,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  all  such  contracts  are 
given  under  charters  (which  are  part  of 
the  contract)  by  states  which  reserve 
the  right  to  alter  or  amend  the  same  at 
pleasure.  And  of  the  by  laws  of  these 
mutual  societies,  which  also  form  a  part 
of  the  policy  contract,  reserve  the  right 
of  change  under  certain  formalities, 
which  the  legislatures  may  compel  the 
management  to  make  the  requisite  effort 
to  institute.  Besides,  several  tribunals 
have  recently  held  that  in  mutual  asso- 
ciations minor  and  technical  rights  might 
be  disregarded  when  equity  and  the 
carrying  out  of  the  major  purposes  of 
the  association  required  a  change  not 
originally  contemplated  or  reserved. 
The  real  difficulty  of  the  situation  con- 
sists in  the  impossibility  of  convincing 
the  common  membership,  who  are  not 
versed  in  insurance  problems,  of  the 
defects  of  their  system  and  its  impend- 
ing collapse,  together  with  the  selfish- 
ness of  the  older  members,  who  are 
generally  in  control,  and  adverse  to  any 
change  which  will  compel  them  to  pay 


their  fair  share  of  the  common  burden. 
As  the  legislature  created  these  socie- 
ties, it  becomes  its  duty  to  see  to  it  that 
they  are  properly  conducted.  And  if 
constitutional  questions  stand  in  the 
way  of  reforming  those  originating  in 
Connecticut,  it  can  at  least  exclude  those 
which  originated  in  other  states  from 
doing  business  in  this  state,  unless 
within  prescribed  methods.  And  similar 
retaliatory  or  reciprocal  action  in  other 
states  would  immediately  operate  against 
our  own  societies  to  compel  their  reform. 
It  is  not  intended  here  to  say  any- 
thing to  the  real  detriment  of  these 
societies,  which  have  many  excellent 
points  to  commend,  among  which  is  the 
careful  selection  and  supervision  of  their 
risks,  a  small  lapsing  rate  until  assess- 
ments become  abnormal,  great  economy 
of  management,  and  a  remarkable  ability 
to  get  new  business  cheaply.  Fraternal 
insurance  is  indestructible,  but  the 
system  under  which  most  of  it  is  now 
done  is  defective  and  doomed. —  Com- 
missiofier  F.  A.  Betts^  Connecticut. 


THE  RESULTS  OF  THE  NIAGARA   FALLS 
UNION   MEETING. 

T^HERE  appears  to  be  a  feeling 
*  among  the  members  of  the  Union 
that  the  last  meeting  passed  off  with 
very  little  friction,  and  that  all  that 
could  be  expected  was  accomplished. 
Other  meetings  have  developed  more 
acrimonious  debate,  and  there  was  less 
of  personal  clashing  at  this  meeting 
than  at  others.  The  action  taken  as  to 
**excepted  cities**  broadened  the  previous 
ground,  and  was  passed  nearly  unani- 
mously. It  was  voted  that  75  per  cent 
of  the  non-union  companies  must  agree 
to  the  action  of  the  committee.  St. 
Louis  is  the  first  city  in  which  the  new 
rule  will  be  tried  and  then  will  follow 
Cincinnati  and  Cleveland  —  Cleveland 
appearing  to  be  the  worst  city  in  the 
lot.  The  non-intercourse  rule  provides 
that  union  companies  cannot  be  repre- 
sented locally  in  an  agency  whose  head 
is  a  manager  unless  such  official  regards 
all  the  rules  as  to  commissions,  rates,  etc. 
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No  action  is  said  to  have  been  taken 
on  sprinkled  risks  but  some  of  the 
larger  companies  were  pitched  into  in  a 
way  which  they  ought  to  feel  and  avoid 
by  ordering  their  conduct  in  a  different 
fashion  hereafter. 

There  are  some  very  good  reasons 
why  the  meetings  of  the  Union  should 
be  with  closed  doors,  but  we  cannot 
help  thinking  that  an  exception  should 
be  made  in  the  case  of  the  insurance 
press,  as,  surely,  there  would  be  the 
utmost  care  taken  in  speaking  of  the 
subjects  discussed,  and  we  think  good 
and  not  evil  would  result  if  their  friends 
were  admitted  to  the  council. 


CALEF  CUP  E88AY. 

HTHE  Calef  Loving  Cup  contest  re- 
*  suited  in  the  first  honors  going  to 
Geo.  W.  Johnson,  Cincinnati,  and 
second  place  to  R.  L.  Foreman,  Atlanta. 
The  presentation  speech  was  made  by 
E.  H.  Plummer,  and  received  on  behalf 
of  Mr.  Johnson  by  M.  E.  Cozad,  of 
Cleveland. 

The  subject  of  this  year's  essay  was, 
**The  Relations  and  Obligation  of  Agents 
to  Companies  and  to  the  People,"  and 
it  was  handled  by  Mr.  Johnson  as 
follows: 

Civilization  is  possible  onJy  under 
general  recognition  of  reciprocal  duties. 
Selfishness  may  be  a  fit  creed  for  sav- 
ages, but  progress,  happiness,  satisfied 
conscience  come  from  respecting  others' 
rights  while  maintaining  our  own.  We 
must  give  as  well  as  take.  The  equities 
we  demand  we  must  concede.  Each 
new  personal  relation  involves  peculiar 
mutual  obligations,  and  we  live  well  or 
ill  as  we  meet  them. 

Apply  these  dicta  of  moral  philosophy 
to  the  business  of  life  insurance.  What 
are  the  relations  of  the  parties  con- 
cerned ?    What  duties  arise  and  whence  ? 

A  company  engaging  an  agent  finds 
him  either  idle  or  desirous  of  improving 
his  condition.  Thus  the  contract  is  a 
favor    to    him,    a     privilege,    a     license 


analogous  to  a  corporation's  franchise 
from  the  state.  His  slender  strength 
secures  the  prop  of  a  great  financial 
prestige.  This  favor  may  be  reversed, 
but  primarily  the  agent  is  the  chief 
beneficiary.  He  receives  materials, 
rudimentary  instruction,  a  chance  to 
earn  a  living  if  he  will.  He  probably 
receives  an  office,  perhaps  advances  of 
money.  The  company  advises,  solves 
difficulties,  acts  promptly  upon  business, 
hampers  little  by  rules,  allows  him  to 
work  when  and  how  he  chooses-  -an 
easy  taskmaster,  quick  to  appreciate 
and  reward.  True,  his  compensation  is 
but  a  percentage,  it  may  be  nothing, 
but  it  is  limited  only  by  his  capacity, 
and  may  exceed  a  salary.  He  is  no 
independent  broker,  no  free  lance,  but 
an  enlisted  soldier,  an  employee  bound 
by  grateful  loyalty  to  devote  all  his  time, 
thought,  energy,  to  his  employer's 
welfare.  No  measure  of  success  relaxes 
the  obligation.  His  achievements  are 
the  outcome,  not  of  his  labor  and  per- 
suasive Iqgic  only,  but  far  more  of  the 
preaching,  long  years  before,  by  insur- 
ance apostles— ^of  his  company's  record, 
of  wisdom  not  his  own.  Agents  are 
essential;  but  the  company  is  more 
essential  to  the  individual  agent  than  he 
is  to  them. 

The  agent  is  a  trustee,  enjoying 
especial  confidence.  A  bond  may  pro- 
tect the  funds  he  handles,  but  no  bond 
could  cover  betrayal  of  his  larger  trust 
— his  company's  good  name.  No  pre- 
caution can  obviate,  no  espionage  can 
discover  the  harm  done  by  exaggeration, 
ignorance  and  carelessness  of  solicitors. 
Here  is  enough  to  put  a  man  on  his 
mettle.  His  acceptance  of  contract 
creates  the  obligations  of  work  and 
honesty.  Unless  he  sells  insurance  he 
is  a  clog.  His  sales  should  be  com- 
mensurate with  his  opportunities,  as 
large  as  possible  with  due  regard  to 
quality.  For  above  all  he  must  sell 
well.  He  builds  for  a  future.  A  com- 
pany is  great  only  as  an  aggregate  of 
many  small  policies,  safe  according  as 
each  single  risk  be  well  selected,  endur- 
ing only  as  each  member  credits  its 
soundness  and  good  faith.  Errors  are 
never  wholly  rectified  or  explained 
away.     One  fraud   begets  another,  one

deceived  policy-holder  disaffects  a  score. 
The  agent  must  view  each  risk  from  the 
unprejudiced  standpoint  of  an  examiner. 
He  must  secure  applications  by  methods 
that  need  no  concealment  and  leave  no 
ground  for  complaint.  He  must  make 
each  applicant  his  company's  friend. 
Finally,  when  he  collects  a  premium  he 
must  settle  immediately. 

The  agent  owes  somewhat  to  other 
companies  than  his  own.  They  are  not 
wholly  rivals,  but  in  broader  sense  allies. 
They,  too,  have  labored,  his  fellow 
masons,  on  the  great  structure;  their 
records  in  large  part  inspire  the  popular 
confidence  to  which  he  appeals.  If  he 
asks  fair,  open  fight,  let  him  deal  no 
stealthy  blows.  Let  him  avoid  detrac- 
tions. Let  him  rather  be  generous, 
prove  himself  above  littleness,  and 
elevate  his  calling  in  the  public's  eye. 

To  the  trained  agent  a  man  is  not  a 
man,  but  a  possible  applicant;  the  world 
is  in  two  divisions — the  people  he  has 
insured,  people  he  hopes  to  insure.  He 
abandons  no  case  as  quite  hopeless,  nor 
grants  that  any  man  has  secured  his 
limit  until  dead.  Toward  all  mankind 
he  stands  in  an  attitude  of  deferential 
but  aggressive  expectancy.  If  he  pleases 
customers  he  succeeds;  if  he  antagonizes, 
he  fails.  Let  his  company  be  the 
strongest,  suspicion  of  him  personally  is 
fatal.  His  manner  of  approach  and 
argument,  his  personality,  in  short,  test 
his  fortune.  Small  fear,  then,  but  self- 
interest  will  dictate  courtesy  and  tact. 
The  danger  is  he  may  learn  no  more  and 
disregard  his  duties.  Is  there  a  duty? 
Must  not  each  man  guard  himself?  Must 
not  the  buyer  always  beware? 

The  agent  occupies  a  dual  position. 
Ostensibly,  he  represents  the  seller,  but, 
in  fact,  he  constitutes  himself  the  buyer's 
broker.  He  invites  his  intimacy,  as- 
sumes the  post  of  father-confessor,  and 
in  the  name  of  wife  and  children  advises 
insuring.  A  trust  so  acquired  is  sacred. 
No  thought  of  commission  should  ob- 
scure the  client's  interest.  The  claim 
to  superior  knowledge  must  be  preceded 
by  study,  or  the  blind  will  lead  the 
blind.  If  the  agent  be  saturated  with 
the  theory,  the  practice,  the  evolution, 
the  noble  history  of  his  profession,  his 
very  fullness  will  make  him  brief,  sim- 


ple and  truthful.  He  should  diagnose 
his  cases,  and  according  to  each  man's 
circumstances  offer  what  best  meets  his 
needs.  He  should  describe  his  propo- 
sition not  merely  so  it  may  be  easily 
understood,  but  so  that  misconstruction 
is  impossible.  He  should  himself  ques- 
tion, and  so  learn  if  through  ambiguity 
of  language,  or  ignorance  of  technicali- 
ties, there  be  any  error  lurking  in  the 
other's  mind.  Let  him  rather  under- 
state than  overstate.  Let  him  distin- 
guish guarantees  from  estimates,  avoid- 
ing euphemisms;  a  spade  is  a  spade. 
What  if  the  buyer  does  take  alarm? 
Better  know  the  whole  truth  now  than 
next  year  from  someone  else.  This 
very  caution  will  seal  the  trust  already 
signed.  Better  lose  than  mislead.  The 
agent  deals,  not  merely  with  the  ques- 
tion of  a  few  dollars  for  his  own  pocket, 
but  with  the  happiness,  it  may  be  with 
the  bodies  and  souls,  of  dependent 
women  and  children.  His  white  faith 
is  his  capital;  let  him  not  wreck  it. 
Ability#to  inspire  other  men  with  belief 
in  him  is  God-given;  let  him  beware  of 
misusing  the  talent! 


FATAL  BICYCLE  ACCIDENTS. 

A  NEWSPAPER  in  London  calls 
^^  attention  to  the  enormous  increase 
in  the  number  of  fatal  cycling  accidents, 
and  adds  that  the  leading  accident 
insurance  companies  are  getting  uneasy 
under  the  additional  load  carried  by 
them.  In  an  interview  with  the  man- 
agager  of  the  cycling  department  of  the 
National  Accident  Insurance  Company 
of  London,  he  said: 

*'As  far  as  our  experience  goes,  there 
has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  cycling  accidents  during  the  last 
two  years,  but  this  year  they  have  gone 
up  with  a  bound.  Of  course,  you  may 
say  that  such  a  state  of  affairs  is  the 
natural  outcome  of  the  vast  increase  in 
the  number  of  recruits  to  the  cycling 
army.  But  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  cycling  accidents  is  far,  far  in  excess 
of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  riders, 
and  many  of  the  insurance  companies 
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are  on  the  point  of  greatly  increasing 
the  premiums  for  cyclists.        * 

"1  suppose  it  can  mainly  be  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  so  many  ladies  cycle 
nowadays.  I  do  not  mean  to  insinuate 
that  the  fair  wheelwomen  are  more 
reckless  than  their  male  relatives,  but 
by  nature  most  women  are  more  nervous 
and  less  decisive  than  men,  and  in  a 
tight  corner,  where  man's  coolness  and 
promptness  would  carry  him  through, 
a  woman's  timidity  and  indecision  fail. 

**We  find,  too,  that  the  actual  number 
of  accidents  that  occur  on  country  roads 
is  greater  than  the  number  which  hap- 
pen in  city  thoroughfares,  but  I  take  it 
this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  more  people 
cycle  on  country  highways  than  in  the 
streets  of  large  cities.  I  should  say 
that  the  most  prolific  cause  of  bicycling 
accidents  is  the  slipping  of  the  machine 
on  grassy  roads,  and  it  is  a  curious  fact 
that  in  the  majority  of  cases  injury  is 
infiicted  on  the  left  side,  showing  that 
in  most  cases  riders  fall  to  the  left. 

"Another  cause  is  the  tendency  for 
mere  novices  to  ride  brakeless  bicycles. 
Nearly  all  the  fatalities  on  dangerous 
hills  in  the  holiday  season  have  been 
due  to  this.  I  notice  that  a  well-known 
cyclist  remarked  recently  that  in  his 
opinion  the  safest  place  in  the  world 
was  in  the  saddle  of  a  bicycle.  From 
experience,  I  should  entirely  disagree 
with  him,  for,  in  my  opinion,  the  safest 
place  in  the  world  is  in  a  railway  car- 
riage. According  to  statistics  there  is  a 
far  greater  chance  of  accident  on  a  bicy- 
cle than  in  a  railway  train.  No  pastime 
has  such  a  fearful  death  roll." 

What  is  true  in  England  is  true  here 
with  certain  modifications,  which,  after 
all,  do  not  serve  to  keep  down  the  death 
rate:  The  dangers  which  arise  from 
cycling  are  not  fully  understood  yet,  but 
experience  teaches  that  it  is  best  not  to 
go  too  fast  in  insuring  these  risks. 


EXTRACT  FROM  PRESIDENT  McCALL'8 

ADDRESS    BEFORE     THE     NATIONAL 

CONVENTION  OF  IfiiSURANCE 

COMMISSIONERS. 

IT  has  been  the  custom  of  writers  who 
would  exalt  life  insurance  to  give 
scant  space  to  the  discussion  of  the 
failures  and  losses  of  this  period  (from 
1870  to  1899);  but  to  my  mind  there  is 
no  period  in  life  insurance  history  that 
deserves  more  careful  study,  and  none 
that  contains  more  valuable  lessons  to 
the  life  insurance  manager.  Why  did 
these  companies  fail?  A  true  and  com- 
plete answer  to  that  question  would  put 
every  officer  and  every  trustee  of  a  life 
company  on  his  guard  against  like 
causes  and  a  like  catastrophe.  As  we 
have  already  seen,  these  failures  were 
contemporaneous  with  many  other  fail- 
ures in  the  business  world,  and  some- 
thing must  unquestionably  be  allowed 
for  the  great  shrinkage  in  values,  as 
measured  by  the  currency  of  the  country, 
between  1864  and  1879.  But,  the  com- 
panies that  survived  and  increased  in 
strength  were  obliged  to  meet  the  same 
conditions — how  did  they  escape?  A 
study  of  the  reports  of  this  period  shows 
but  very  little  charged  off  to  profit  and 
loss  by  the  failing  companies;  but  a 
study  of  their  condition  at  the  time  of 
failure  shows  a  great  gulf  between  actual 
and  assumed  values  of  assets.  In  many 
of  these  companies  gross  frauds  had 
been  practiced  for  years,  and  a  thorough 
examination  would  have  exposed  them. 
In  others,  loans  had  been  made  on 
insufficient  security  and  with  evident 
profit  to  favored  individuals.  In  some 
cases  loans  upon  which  neither  interest 
nor  taxes  had  been  paid  for  years  were 
carried  on  the  books  at  their  full  face 
value.  Such  assets,  under  the  inexor- 
able rules  of  a  receivership,  melted 
away  like  snow  beneath  a  summer  sun. 
Six  of  the  largest  failing  companies  hav- 
ing their  domiciles  in  New  York  State 
made  the  following  showing:  Real  es- 
tate owned  and  bonds  and  mortgages  on 
real  estate,  at  the  companies'  last 
reports,  $14,160,057,  amount  realized 
from  same  by  receivers  $4,449,984 — or 
about  thirty  one  and  one  half  per  cent; 
all  other  assets,  by  companies'  last 
reports.  ^4.538. .96, jmou^n^e^l^^^y 
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receivers,  $2,232,424 — a  little  over  forty- 
nine  per  cent.  During  the  continuance 
of  these  receiverships  there  was  received, 
in  addition  to  the  foregoing,  as  interest 
and  rents  on  all  property,  $676,030,  and 
$908,302  was  paid  out  as  real  estate 
expenses.  Other  expenses  of  these 
receiverships  were  $1,678,172,  or  a  little 
over  twenty-two  per  cent  of  total 
receipts. 

-  But  what  brought  these  companies  so 
near  the  ''ragged  edgf"  of  insolvency, 
according  to  their  own  statements  and 
valuations,  that  their  true  condition 
could  no  longer  be  concealed?  For  an 
answer  to  this  question  I  have  tabulated 
the  most  important  items  of  income  and 
expenditure  of  the  largest  of  these  com- 
panies, as  they  appear  in  the  New  York 
reports,  from  1864  until  the  companies 
ceased  doing  business  in  the  state.  The 
examination  covers  seven  New  York 
companies  with  an  average  of  over 
twelve  years  of  business,  and  seven 
other-state  companies  with  an  average 
of  over  six  years  of  business.  These 
fourteen  companies  absorbed  by  re-in- 
surance previous  to  their  demise  four- 
teen other  companies,  and  together  they 
represent  the  bulk  of  the  failures,  as 
regards  amount  of  business  and  losses 
incurred,  that  have  taken  place  among 
American  life  insurance  companies.  As 
a  standard  of  comparison  I  have  taken 
the  record  for  ten  years,  1865  to  1874, 
both  inclusive,  of  the  twenty-six  com- 
panies which  were  in  existence  during 
the  period,  1864- 1879,  and  which  are 
still  solvent  and  active.  The  following 
is  a  summary  of  the  results:  (i)  Tke 
Interest  Rate  of  the  failing  companies 
was  nearly  one  per  cent  (.86)  less  than 
that  of  the  solvent  companies;  (2)  Ex- 
penses of  Management  in  the  failing  com- 
panies were  nearly  seven  per  cent  more 
of  premium  receipts,  or  about  four  and 
and  one-half  dollars  more  per  $1,000  of 
insurance  in  force,  than  in  the  solvent 
companies;  Death- Claims  Paid  were 
nearly  three  per  cent  more  of  premium 
receipts,  or  nearly  three  dollars  per 
thousand  of  insurance,  higher  in  the 
failing  companies  than  in  the  solvent 
companies.  The  higher  rate  of  interest 
earned  by  the  solvent  companies  would 
have  given  the  failing  companies  nearly 


four  million  dollars  more  in  interest 
receipts;  Ihe  lower  rate  of  expenses  of 
management  of  the  solvent  compan- 
ies would  have  saved  the  failing  com- 
panies between  twelve  and  sixteen  mil- 
lion dollars;  and  the  lower  death-claim 
ratio  of  the  solvent  companies  would 
have  saved  the  failing  companies  be- 
tween four  and  ten  million  dollars 
(according  as  it  is  calculated  on  prem- 
iums or  insurance.) 

During  the  period  covered  by  this 
review  the  failing  companies  paid  nearly 
nineteen  million  dollars  in  dividends  to 
policy-holders,  but  the  ratios,  both  to 
premiums  and  to  insurance  carried  one 
year,  were  but  little  more  than  one-half 
as  large  as  in  the  solvent  companies. 
The  results  attained  by  considering  the 
question  from  opposite  sides  corroborate 
each  other;  for  example,  the  additional 
amount  needed  by  the  failing  compan- 
ies to  pay  as  large  dividends  as  were 
paid  by  the  solvent  companies  would 
have  been  (according  as  the  ratio  to 
insurance  or  to  premiums  is  used)  from 
fifteen  to  twenty  million  dollars;  while 
the  saving  to  the  failing  companies  by 
ratios  of  interest,  expenses  and  death 
claims,  as  favorable  as  those  of  the  sol- 
vent companies,  would  have  been  from 
twenty  to  twenty-nine  million  dollars. 
With  the  same  rates  of  interest,  ex- 
penses and  death  claims,  as  the  solvent 
companies,  the  failing  companies  might 
have  paid  the  same  rate  of  dividends 
and  added  from  five  to  nine  millions  to 
surplus;  the  solvent  companies,  with 
almost  exactly  three  times  as  much  bus- 
iness, in  the  period  under  review,  actu- 
ally added  over  sixteen  millions  to 
surplus. 

It  seems  clear  from  this  review  that 
these  failures  resulted  from  bad  man- 
agement, in  the  broadest  sense  of  the 
term.  It  was  extravagant,  wasteful, 
dishonest.  It  paid  too  much  for  services 
rendered;  it  did  not  take  proper  care  of 
the  results  obtained.  The  data  upon 
which  it  proceeded  were  not  deceptive; 
no  company  failed  because  of  an  exces- 
sive death-rate,  nor  (save  in  a  single 
case)  because  it  was  impossible  to  real- 
ize a  rate  of  interest  equal  to  that  upon 
which  its  premiums  were  cast.  The 
assumption  which  failed  was  tliat  the 
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loading  on  the  net  premiums  would 
equal  expenses  and  losses  on  invest- 
ments. Some  of  the  smaller  companies 
were,  indeed,  honestly  managed  and 
re-insured  while  solvent;  their  mistake 
was  re-insuring  in  badly  managed  com- 
panies. There  were  others  that  might 
have  been  saved  by  more  judicious 
handling  on  the  part  of  officers  of  the 
law;  their  mistake  was  approaching  so 
near  the  **dead  line*'  that  officers  of  the 
law  could  drag  them  over  it.  In  no 
other  business  is  failure  so  disastrous  as 
in  life  insurance;  in  no  other  is  it  so 
unnecessary;  in  no  other  therefore  is  it 
so  inexcusable.  It  is  of  no  use  to  lay 
the  blame  of  failure  upon  the  law  that 
makes  a  net  valuation  the  test  of  sol- 
vency, because  this  law  existed  before 
most  of  the  companies  began  business. 
That  was  one  of  the  conditions  of  their 
life,  to  be  prepared  for  and  conformed 
to,  as  much  as  any  other  condition.  As 
it  is  the  province  of  history  to  teach  us 
how  we  may  avoid  the  mistakes  of  our 
predecessors,  I  venture  to  suggest  the 
following  as  some  of  the  safeguards 
suggested  by  this  study: 

1.  The  utmost  care  in  making  invest- 
ments— security  to  be  always  the  para- 
mount consideration. 

2.  The  necessity  of  frequent  revalua- 
tions of  securities,  and  of  their  rigid 
adjustment  to  changing  conditions. 

3.  The  close  study  of  a  company's 
business  upon  the  principles  of  the 
**Gain  and  Loss  Exhibit"  now  required 
by  several  insurance  departments. 

4.  The  assumption,  for  purposes  of 
practical  administration,  of  a  higher 
standard  of  reserve  than  that  by  which 
the  company's  solvency  is  tested  under 
the  law. 

The  first  of  these  suggestions  may 
reduce  the  rate  of  iuterest,  but  it  will 
save  the  principal;  the  second  will  pre- 
vent any  serious  reduction  of  assets  by 
insurance  officials;  the  third  will  locate 
the  fault  of  administration,  if  there  be 
one;  and  the  fourth  will  preserve  a  strip 
of  neutral  ground  between  the  path  the 
company  has  marked  out  for  itself  and 
the  line  to  which  it  cannot  come  near 
with  safety. 

In  1879  the  epedemic  of  failures 
which  had  set  in  nine  years  before  had 


run  its  course;  the  patients  were  nearly 
all  dead,  and  the  business  of  the  remain- 
ing companies  began  to  improve.  In 
1879  the  new  insurance  showed  an 
increase  from  its  lowest  point,  in  1880 
insurance  in  force  showed  an  increase 
from  its  lowest  point,  and  in  i88i  the 
total  income  showed  an  increase  from 
its  lowest  point.  No  one  but  those  who 
were  familiar  with  the  business  in  those 
troubled  years  can  realize  how  hard  the 
struggle  was,  nor  how  much  effort  was 
required  to  regain  lost  ground.  We 
talk  lugubriously  sometimes  of  the  diffi- 
culties of  getting  business  in  these  lat- 
ter days,  because  of  the  fierce  competi- 
tion— which  means  practically  that  the 
difficulties  are  of  our  own  creating — ;  in 
the  years  which  we  are  reviewing  the 
whole  outside  world  seemed  in  arms 
against  the  life  insurance  manager. 
Not  until  1886  was  the  insurance  in  force 
of  companies  doing  business  in  New 
York  as  great  as  in  1872;  not  until  1887 
was  the  total  income  as  large  as  in  1873; 
and  not  until  1888  was  the  new  insur- 
ance as  much  as  in  1869.  It  took  from 
fourteen  to  nmeteen  years  to  repair  the 
losses  which  life  insurance  suffered  by 
reason  of  commercial  depression  and 
and  internal  mismanagement. 

Rebating  and  lapsing  are  twins,  and 
if  I  may  perpetrate  an  Irish  bull,  twins 
born  a  year  apart.  The  lapse  follows 
the  rebate,  and  the  rebate  is  a  direct 
offshoot  of  improper  relations  between 
the  agent  and  his  home  office.  This 
brings  the  matter  home  to  those  of  us 
who  hold  executive  positions,  and  raises 
the  question  as  to  what  kind  of  agency 
contract  will  secure  new  business  in  the 
best  way,  and  by  what  means  reduce 
lapses  to  a  normal  level  the  second 
year.  In  attempting  to  answer  this 
question,  I,  of  course,  presuppose  that 
the  home  office  is  unalterably  opposed 
to  rebating,  and  is  determined  to  stop 
it,  and  that  it  cannot  be  tempted  by  any 
mere  volume  of  business  into  winking 
at  facts  which  indicate  its  existence,  nor 
induced  to  retain  in  its  service  either 
the  large  writer  or  the  small  writer  if  .he 
has  been  clearly  guilty  of  the  rebate 
offense. 

Assuming  that  such  exejQutive  inten- 
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tion  exists,  the  rebate  evil  and  its  twin^ 
lapse,  are  not  uncontrollable.  Supple- 
mental to  all  this,  in  the  company  with 
which  I  am  connected  we  have  devised 
a  plan,  which  is  briefly,  a  system  of 
annuities  to  agents,  beginning  after  a 
definite  period  of  service,  fixed  in 
amount  by  the  persistency  of  the  busi- 
ness secured,  and  continuing  under  well- 
defined  conditions  for  life.  The. results 
in  our  experience  are  already  marked 
and  gratifying;  and  while  sufficient  time 
has  not  yet  elapsed  to  afford  a  complete 
demonstration,  I  am  satisfied  that  we 
have  taken  a  step  in  the  right  direction, 
chiefly  because  we  have  bound  the  agent 
closely  and  directly  to  the  home  office, 
and  have  made  it  to  his  interest  to  do 
his  business  honorably  from  the  begin- 
ning. 

The  industrial  companies  have  found 
that  the  best  remedy  for  lapses — which 
threatened  to  destroy  them — is  to  pay  a 
commission  on  the  increase  in  premiums 
in  force.  This  charges  up  all  lapses  to 
agents — so  far  as  commissions  on  new 
premiums  are  concerned—  and  acts  as  a 
wholesome  check  on  the  writing  of  poor 
business,  and  on  the  lapsing  of  business 
which  ought  to  persist.  Whatever  we 
may  think  of  the  applicability  of  indus- 
trial incurance  methods  to  insurance 
under  larger  policies,  we  must  admit 
that  the  industrial  companies  have  over- 
come difficulties  that  seemed  insur- 
mountable, and  in  the  plan  outlined 
above,  we  have,  I  believe,  the  essence 
of  the  industrial  companies'  idea  as  to 
compensation  of  agents,  which  has  done 
so  much  for  them  in  saving  their  secured 
business. 

I  have  said  so  much  by  way  of  criti- 
cism that  I  am  sure  no  one  will  grudge 
me  a  paragraph  in  praise  of  the  benefits 
which  life  insurance  has  conferred  dur- 
ing the  past  twenty-seven  years.  The 
companies  have,  during  that  time, 
received  from  policy-holders  over  three 
thousand  million  dollars;  they  have  paid 
over  one  thousand  millions  in  death 
claims,  and  nearly  as  much  more  in 
endowments,  annuities,  dividends  and 
surrender  values.  It  will  help  us  to 
appreciate  the  significance  of  these  fig- 
ures if  we  compare  them  with  others 
which     more     strikingly     impress     the 


imagination.     A  third  of  a  century  ago 
a  terrible  civil  war  raged  in  this  country 
for  four  years.     The  number  of  deaths 
in  the  Federal  armies  is  officially  stated 
to  have  been  over  350,000;  the  national 
debt  at  the  close  of  the  war  exceeded 
twenty-seven    hundred    million    dollars; 
and  the  government  has  since   paid    in 
pensions  over  twenty-one  hundred  mil- 
lions.    The  debt  was  so  great  that  the 
nation's   ability   to    pay    it   was   openly 
questioned,  and  our  pension  legislation 
has  been  the  most  liberal  the  world   has 
ever   seen;    yet,    since    1871,    we    have 
paid    out  for  life  insurance   more  than 
the  amount  of  the  national  debt  when 
at  its  highest  point,  and   the  payments 
of  the  life  companies  to   their  members 
have  nearly  equaled   the  disbursements 
of  the  government  on   account  of    pen- 
sions.      The   nation    poured   out  blood 
and  treasure  like  water  and  laid  a  heavy 
burden    upon    posterit}^    that   it   might 
insure  its  own  integrity  and  perpetuity; 
under    life    insurance    individuals   have 
fre^ely  paid   these   vast  sums   that  they 
might  insure  the  integrity  and   perpetu- 
ity of  their  families,  and  that  their  pos- 
terity might  be  free.     The  patriot  who 
gives    his  life   for  his  country   and   the 
man  who  insures  his  life  for  the  protec- 
tion of  his  family  alike  link  their  being 
with  the  future  by  unselfish  devotion  to 
present    duty,   and   though   they  perish 
outwardly,  they  still  live 

**In  minds  made  better  by  their  presence;   live 

In  pulses  stirred  to  generosity. 

In  deeds  of  daring  rectitude,  in  scorn 

For  miserable  aims  that  end  with  self. 

In  thoughts  sublime  that  pierce  the  night  like  stars, 

And  with  their  mild  persistence  urge  man's  search 

To  vaster  issues.*' 


George  H.  Ellis,  yeoman  of  the 
Brooklyn,  was  the  only  man  killed  in 
the  naval  action  off  Santiago  where 
Cervera's  fleet  met  destruction,  and  he 
was  insured  in  the  Prudential.  He 
first  took  out  a  small  policy  and  later  a 
second  policy.  The  amount  of  the  two 
was  $350,  which  it  is  hardly  necessary 
to  say  was  promptly  paid  by  that  grand 
company.  ^'Gibraltar"  expresses  admi- 
rably   the   strength   of    that    institution. 
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EXCERPTS  PROM  SPEECH  OF  JOHN  R. 
HEGEMAN.    PRESIDENT    OP    MET- 
ROPOLITAN LIFE.  BEFORE  THE 
NATIONAL    INSURANCE 
CONVENTION. 

FIRST,  we  define  Industrial  Insurance 
and  its  general  form  of  procedure, 
as  operated  in  the  United  States,  as 
insurance  on  healthy  huma^i  lives;  cov- 
ering all  ages  from  two  next  birthday  to 
seventy,  inclusive;  in  amounts  ranging 
from  $8  to  $1200  per  policy;  applicable 
alike  to  both  sexes;  with  premiums 
(under  most  of  the  tables  and  on  the 
great  bulk  of  the  business)  running  from 
five  cents  per  week,  and  multiples 
thereof,  up  to  one  dollar;  with  collec- 
tions made  weekly  by  the  companies' 
agents  from  the  homes  of  policy-holders; 
with  four  weeks'  grace  in  the  payment 
of  premiums;  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
insurance  payable  at  death  or  at  the 
end  of  the  endowment  term;  with  all 
claims  paid  immediately  upon  proof; 
and  with  paid-up  policies,  cash  divi- 
dends and  extended  insurance.  This 
covers  the  salient  features  of  the  busi- 
ness in  this  country,  with  certain  differ- 
ences applicable  to  particular  companies. 
***** 

To  circumvent  speculation — to  guard 
against  over-insurance — adult  policies 
provide  that,  after  a  first  insurance  has 
been  effected  on  an  individual  life,  any 
other  policy  obtained  on  that  life  will  be 
void,  except  under  special  written  en- 
dorsement permitting  such  additional 
insurance;  and  in  the  case  of  infantile 
policies,  where  several  companies  have 
been  found,  at  death,  to  have  insurances 
in  force  on  one  life,  no  amount  of  insur- 
ance beyond  the  maximum  permitted  by 
any  one  company  is  recognized,  and 
that  amount  is  adjusted,  pro  rata, 
among  the  companies  interested;  and  in 
cases  where  this  maximum  is  trans 
gressed,  the  excess  of  premiums  is 
.returned  where  the  policies  are  thus 
adjusted.

Let  us  divert  our  attention  for  a  few 
moments  and  look  across  the  water  to 
the  Prudential  Assurance  Company, 
Limited,  of  London,  to  which  passing 
reference   has  hereinbefore  been  made. 


The  history  of  this  institution  is  prac- 
tically the  history  of  industrial  insurance 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  its  general 
plan  of  operation  has  been  that  followed 
by  the  industrial  companies  of  the 
United  States.  The  London  Prudential 
was  organized  in  1848  to  work  the  usual 
forms  of  life  insurance,  and  it  was  not 
until  1854  ^^^^  i^  essayed  the  business 
of  industrial  insurance.  Several  years 
thereafter  the  directors  made  a  thorough 
investigation  of  its  industrial  affairs.  It 
was  found  that  the  results  obtained  had 
been  wholly  incommensurate  with  the 
expenses  incurred,  and  that  unless  an 
immediate  change  took  place,  not  only 
would  the  industrial  branch  have  to  be 
closed,  but  the  ordinary  business  would 
be  imperiled.  Still  later,  the  outlook 
continuing  discouraging,  a  proposition 
was  made  to  the  board  to  abolish  the 
industrial  business  altogether.  One 
more  effort,  however,  was  resolved 
upon,  in  pursuance  of  which  large  sums 
of  money  were  lent  to  the  company 
from  the  private  resources  of  the  direc- 
tors, or  were  borrowed  from  personal 
friends,  the  directors  being  responsible 
for  the  repayment  of  principal  and 
interest.

The  London  Prudential  now  insures 
from  the  age  of  i  week  upward.  From 
ages  I  next  birthday  to  10  inclusive  its 
premium  is  one  penny  sterling  per 
week,  and  no  higher  premium  is  taken. 
To  this  company  belongs  the  credit  of 
inaugurating  the  plan  of  increasing 
insurance  with  uniform  premium,  the 
minimum  benefit  at  the  lowest  age  being 
^6,  increasing  with  the  age  of  the  policy 
to  the  maximum  of  JJ50,  the  benefits 
beginning  after  three  calendar  months. 
From  ages  11  to  75  inclusive,  their 
tables  run  from  one  penny  to  six  pence 
sterling  per  week,  for  a  sum  payable  at 
death,  with  provision  for  an  increase  of 
the  sum  insured  according  to  the  dura- 
tion of  the  policy.  From  ages  16  to  70 
inclusive,  they  issue  industrial  policies 
for  $250,  $500,  and  Jiooo,  with  weekly 
premiums  adapted  to  the  age  of  the 
insured.  They  also  issue  old-age  en- 
dowments combined  with  life  assurance, 
from  infancy  to  age  65,  for  one  penny, 
two  pence  and  four  pence  weekly,  with 
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immediate  cash  payments  if  the  pre- 
miums be  discontinued  after  a,  prescribed 
time.  Various  other  forms  are  also 
issued,  combining  life  and  endowment 
features,  joint  life  insurances,  deferred 
annuities  and  whole  life  insurances,  etc., 
for  a  penny  to  twelve  shillings  per  week, 
and  for  larger  sums  than  those  published 
in  their  rate  books  (as  applicable  to 
adult  lives)  at  proportionate  premiums. 
Adult  policies  are  in  immediate  benefit 
to  the  extent  of  one-fourth  the  face  of 
the  policy,  if  death  occur  the  first  three 
months,  one-half  after  three  calendar 
months,  and  full  benefit  after  twelve 
months.  In  cases  of  accidental  death, 
immediate  full  benefits  are  payable.  An 
extra  premium  of  six  pence  per  cent, 
weekly  is  charged  on  all  policies  of  {250 
and  upward  on  the  lives  of  publicans 
and  others  engaged  in  the  liquor  busi- 
ness. Lapsed  policies  are  revivable 
without  fine  any  time  within  a  year  of 
the  date  of  last  payment  on  evidence  of 
good  health  and  the  payment  of  arrears. 
Policies  of  five  years'  duration  may  be 
exchanged  for  paid-ups,  provided  the 
insured  has  reached  15  years  of  age. 
Policies  for  $250  and  upwards,  by  quar- 
terly, semi-annual,  or  yearly  payments, 
are  issued  in  the  ordinary  branch. 

From  the  tribulations  of  early  years, 
as  hereinbefore  referred  to,  let  us  see 
how  the  company  has  emerged  up  to  the 
present  time.  In  1854,  when  it  began 
its  industrial  work,  the  amount  of  pre- 
miums collected  from  both  branches, 
ordinary  and  industrial,  was  a  trifle  over 
$15,000.  Last  year  (1897)  the  premi- 
ums received  in  its  industrial  branch 
alone  were  a  little  under  $24,000,000. 
The  number  of  industrial  claims  paid 
within  the  year  was  194,235,  the  average 
amount  paid  under  infantile  policies 
being  {13,  and  on  adults  $34.  It  has 
more  than  14,000  active  agents,  distrib- 
uted over  nearly  every  city,  town,  village, 
and  hamlet  of  England,  Scotland,  and 
Wales,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  Ire- 
land. Its  total  number  of  industrial 
policies  in  force,  January  i,  1898,  was 
12,546,132,  equivalent  to  about  one- 
third  the  population  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland.  Its  industrial  assets  were 
over  $76,000,000.  The  average  premi- 
um on  its  industrial  policies  is  about  4 


cents  per  week,  and  the  average  amount 
insured  $47.  Combining  the  figures  of 
both  its  branches,  ordinary  and  indus- 
trial, we  find  its  income  in  1897  to  have 
been,  in  round  numbers,  $38,000,000, 
and  its  assets  $152,000,000 — its  growth 
in  accumulations  for  the  year  having 
been  $17,000,000.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  upon  the  dominant  personality 
in  the  creation  .and  development  of  this 
remarkable  institution,  Mr.  Henry  Har- 
ben,  the  honors  of  knighthood  were 
conferred,  upon  the  occasion  of  the 
Queen's  recent  Diamond  Jubilee. 

Sixteen  industrial  life  companies  are 
operating  in  England,  the  latest  obtain- 
able figures  showing  15,301,621  policies 
in  force,  $736,000,000  at  risk,  $33,000,- 
000  in  annual  premium  income,  and  an 
average  amount  of  insurance  per  policy 
of  $46.50. 

***** 

There  are   thirteen    companies   tran- 
sacting    industrial     insurance     in     the 
United     States.     The   gross    assets   of 
these  companies,  December  31,  1897,  in 
round   numbers,    were    $76,000,000,    of 
which  about  one-half  may  be  credited  to 
the  Metropolitan,  and  93   per  cent,  to 
the  Metropolitan,  the  Prudential  and  the 
John  Hancock.     The  increase  of  accu- 
mulations last  year  was  $12,483,844,  of 
which    that     of    the     three    companies 
named  was  $11,848,772,  or  95  per  cent. 
The  amount  of  insurance  written  by  all 
was  $492,000,000 — the  three  companies 
doing  92  per  cent.     The  total  insurance 
in  force  is  $1,159,068,096,  of  which  95 
per  cent,    belongs  to  the  three  named. 
The  premium  income  of  all   was  $44,- 
193,348,  the  three  companies  standing 
for  nearly  94^^  per  cent.     The  united 
surplus  was  $12,649,377,  about  87  per 
cent,  belonging  to  the  two  companies 
first  named,   and  94  per    cent,    to  the 
three.     Their    payments  to  policy-hol- 
ders during  the  year  were  over  $16,000, 
000— the  share  of  the  three  being  93  per 
cent.     In  all  they  have  paid   from  the 
beginning     more     than      $100,000,000. 
Their  contributions  to  the  state  through 
taxes,     license     fees     and     other    like 
charges  (not,  of  course,  including  taxes 
on  real  estate)  have,  during  the  last  five 
years,    amounted    to   about  $2,000,000. 
Though  the  ordinary  figxrres  of  all  these 
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companies  are  included  in  these  returns, 
the  great  bulk  of  their  business  is 
industrial,  and  the  published  reports  do 
not  show  the  division  of  the  two  depart- 
ments except  as  to  policies  and  out- 
standing insurance.  These  latter  reveal, 
in  round  numbers,  8,000,000  of  indus- 
trial policies  in  force  (of  which  we  may 
observe  that  one-fifth  are  on  lives  under 
10  and  80  per  cent,  are  on  lives  over  10), 
equivalent  to  more  than  the  population, 
according  to  the  last  U.  S.  census,  of  all 
the  territories  and  twenty  of  the  states 
of  the  Union  combined,  and  represent- 
ing in  round  numbers  one  thousand 
millions  of  insurance.  And  all  this 
without  a  rebate!

Doctrinaires  call  much  of  the  expense 
"  a  wicked  waste" — they  weep  over  the 
tax  thus  laid  upon  the  wage-earner — 
they  devise  schemes  for  improving  the 
plan;  but  all  their  notions  are  impracti- 
cable and  futile — the  companies  have 
tried  ways  without  number  to  lessen  this 
outgo — and  a  fortune  awaits  the  man 
who  will  invent  a  better  plan.  Let  the 
one  who  has  such  a  plan  put  it  in  prac- 
tical operation,  and  not  simply  talk 
about  it,  much  less  waste  his  effort  in 
condemning  the  existing  system.  Fault- 
finding (euphemistically  miscalled  criti- 
cism) is  the  cheapest  commculity  on  the 
market.  In  Scripture  days  we  read 
that  **they  all  with  one  consent  began 
to  make  excuse."  So,  now,  one  critic 
is  "too  old  to  undertake  it,''  and  one  is 
*'too  busy,"  and  one  is  too  something 
else.  They  are  doughty  antagonists  on 
paper  and  before  legislative  committees; 
their  statistics  and  diagrams  (in  their 
own  judgment)  are  simply  irrefutable; 
they  love  to  keep  themselves  "in  evi- 
dence"; as  self-advertisers  their  ingenu- 
ity rises  to  the  heights  of  Genius;  they 
live  in  an  ideal  world;  they  soar  into  the 
infinite,  and  they  dive  into  the  unfath- 
omable, but  they  never  raise  the  cash  to 
organize  a  company  and  put  their 
theories  to  proof. 

Among  the  features  against  which 
their  declamatory  din  is  largely  directed 
is  the  agency  system.  They  not  infre- 
quently indict  the  agent  as  one  fatten- 
ing on  the  needs  of  the  industrial  classes. 
The  truth,  however,  is  that  the  average 


earnings  of  the  agents  are  probably  well 
within  those  of  the  men  among  whom 
they  solicit.  In  the  largest  industrial 
company  in  the  country  these  earnings 
averaged  $9.67  per  week  during  the 
year  1897,  and  they  were  paid  to  a  body 
of  men  characterized  as  a  whole  by 
remarkable  intelligence,  industry  and 
integrity;  men  carrying  the  gospel  of 
insurance  to  every  doorstep  in  most  of 
the  considerable  cities  of  the  land,  and 
working  longer  hours,  and,  as  before 
said,  for  probably  less  pay,  than  most 
of  those  on  whom  they  call.

Concerning  infantile  life  the  courts 
hold  that  parents  may  recover  damages 
for  the  prospective  value  of  their  child's 
services,  even  though  when  injured  it 
be  too  young  to  render  any  service. 
They  hold  that  parents  may  enter  suit 
to  recover  damages  for  the  death  of  a 
minor  child,  evidence  of  specific  or  par- 
ticular damage  not  being  essential  to 
recovery.  In  brief,  there  is  assumed  to 
be  a  just  and  reasonable  expectation  of 
advantage  or  benefit  to  a  parent  from 
the  continuance  of  a  child's  life — a 
reciprocal  relation,  in  truth;  for  the 
parent  is  held  for  the  cost  and  mainten- 
ance of  his  children  during  their  years 
of  dependence — and  a  proper  justifica- 
tion inheres  in  the  parent  to  protect 
that  benefit  while  his  child  is  insurable 
and  before  sickness,  accident,  or  other 
cause  prevents.  And  so,  from  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States 
down,  it  has  been  directly  held  that  the 
insurable  interest  of  a  parent  in  the  life 
of  his  child  is  unquestioned.  These 
brief  references  to  the  law  are  not 
designed  as  arguments  for  the  legality 
of  child  insurance,  but  rather  that  we 
may  ask  the  plain,  everyday  man  why, 
if  the  death  of  a  child  by  the  fault  oif 
another  warrants  a  suit  for  damages, 
that  same  loss  is  not  a  proper  thing  to 
protect  by  life  insurance — within  bounds? 
We  say  "within  bounds"  because  man- 
ifestly a  business  of  this  nature  without 
bounds — a  business  that  encouraged 
mere  speculation  in  human  life — that 
led  to  indifference  or  worse  in  the  treat- 
ment of  children — that  tended  to  neg- 
lect in  food,  clothing,  medicine,  and 
general  care — such  a  business,  we  say,

would  be  clearly  against  public  policy, 
and  would  deserve  suppression.  But 
if  these  faults  existed,  it  is  clear  that  the 
mortality  among  insured  children  would 
be  greater  than  the  mortality  among  the 
children  forming  the  general  population. 
Instead  of  this,  the  exact  contrary  is  the 
case — the  mortality  of  the  children 
insured  is  less  than  the  mortality  of  the 
general  infantile  population.  This  has 
been  proven  by  the  record  of  various 
companies  across  the  water,  and  by  the 
history  of  the  companies  here,  in  com- 
paring their  actual  experience,  first, 
with  Farr's  English  life  table,  compiled 
from  the  general  population  of  Great 
Britain,  and  embracing  two  censuses; 
and,  second,  with  the  statistics  of  the 
United  States  census,  both  with  respect 
to  the  general  population,  and  with 
respect  to  thirty-one  of  the  largest  cities 
of  the  country.

With  its  growth,  however,  this  oppo- 
sition, or  unfriendliness,  has  gradually 
disappeared,  and  for  some  years  past 
most  of  the  commissioners  have  main- 
tained a  friendly  and  helpful  attitude, 
and.  some  by  official  utterance  and  by 
personal  effort,  have  rendered  invaluable 
service  in  helping  to  defeat  scandalous 
attacks  upon  the  business.  These  at- 
tacks .  have  been  principally  made  by 
members  of  various  legislatures,  occa- 
sionally (though  very  rarely)  impelled 
by  equal  parts  of  good  faith  and  of 
pathetic  ignorance,  but  generally  in- 
spired by  some  statesman  self-organized 
into  a  ways  and  means  committee  of 
one.  The  attitude,  also,  of  some  mis- 
called "charity  people"  throughout  the 
country  has  been  as  vindictive  in  motive 
as  it  has  been  ludicrous  in  result.  While 
some  of  the  most  sensible  utterances  on 
behalf  of  the  business  have  come  from 
broad-minded  men  and  women  whose 
lives  are  devoted  to  the  proper  solution 
of  the  complex  problems  of  poverty,  to 
which  they  bring  rare  skill  and  consum- 
mate good  judgment,  and  who  perceive 
in  industrial  insurance  its  power  and 
potency  for  good,  there  have ,  been 
vicious  attacks  against  the  business 
instigated  by  old  ladies  of  both  ^exes 
impelled  by  love  for  the  **  deai;  pepple," 
who  instinctively  froth  at  the  mouth  at 


the  simple  name  of  industrial  insurance, 
and  who  from  time  to  time  have  revelled 
in  hysterical  attacks  against  its  progress. 
The  operations  of  some  alleged  charity 
organizations  would  be  lost  in  obscurity 
— and  the  dear  public  might  forget  its 
duty  to  their  treasuries — if  they  failed  to 
sally  forth,  once  in  so  often,  to  emulate 
Sampson  in  smitidg  the  Philistines. 
We  do  not  expect  these  incursions, 
either  from  the  statesmen  or  the  charity 
people,  to  ever  wholly  cease,  for  new 
recruits  are  coming  to  the  front  con- 
stantly, who,  for  the  first  time  in  their 
innocent  lives,  learn  that  there  is  such  a 
business,  or  who,  scorning,  as  they 
claim,  the  clumsy  methods  of  predeces- 
sors, propose  to  show  that  really  "up- 
to-date  tactics  "  are  all  that  is  needed  to 
wipe  the  business  out  of  existence. 
***** 

Industrial  insurance,  as  we  have 
before  said,  owes  a  debt — and  it  makes 
grateful  acknowledgment  of  it  here  and 
now — to  the  honorable  gentlemen  at  the 
heads  of  the  state  departments  (with 
but  minor  exceptions),  who  have  refused 
to  see  it  assaulted  and  besmirched  by 
the  attacks  of  ignorant  or  vicious  men. 
The  business  has  nothing  to  conceal. 
It  is  the  friend  of  sunlight.  It  is  willing 
and  wishful  that  from  school  house  and 
press  (the  honest  press),  by  individuals 
and  by  organizations — on  the  forum  and 
from  the  pulpit— its  claims  should  be 
discussed,  not  in  the  interest  of  partic- 
ular companies,  or  their  agents,  but  in 
that  of  the  public  and  its  coming  gener- 
ations. Reputable  companies  have 
nothing  to  fear,  but  everything  to  hope, 
from  the  most  thorough  discussion  of 
their  plans  and  purposes,  if  made  with 
frankness  and  intelligence.  And  upon 
this  platform  of  principle  and  purpose 
the  industrial  companies  will  continue 
to  invoke,  as  they  trust  to  deserve,  the 
considerate  judgment  of  the  insuring 
public  and  of  those  charged  by  the  state 
with  their  protection.

H.  H.  Gregory  has  withdrawn  from 
the  St.  Louis  board  of  fire  underwriters. 

The  Wisconsin  Field  Club  held  a 
largely-attended  meeting  at  Milwaukee 
on  Sept.  13. 

United  States  Manager  J.  J.  Guile  of 
the  Sun  Fire  OfiBce  has  returned  from 
his  trip  abroad. 

A,  D.  Baker  succeeds  A.  T.  Davis, 
secretary  of  the  Michigan  Millers' 
Mutual  Fire,  who  died  recently. 

Robert  N.  Hughes,  of  Atlanta,  has 
been  appointed  special  agent  of  the 
imperial  in  the  Southern  department. 

Alexander  Duncan,  the  home  office 
manager  of  the  Scottish  Union  and 
National,  arrived  in  New  York,  Sept.  8. 

Louis  Hasbrouck  has  been  appointed 
agent  of  the  Orient,  with  an  independ- 
ent line  for  Chicago  and  Cook  county. 

Special  Examiner  C.  E.  Foote  of  the 
Kansas  insurance  department  examined 
the  North  British  and  Mercantile  re- 
cently. 

George  Wallace  Law  of  the  Royal 
reached  New  York  from  his  trip  abroad 
on  September  i.  His  family  accompa- 
nied him. 

The  Underwriters  Club  of  New  York 
has  elected  Paul  E.  Rasor,  United 
States  manager  of  the  Magdeburg,  its 
president.  A  fitting  choice  of  a  very 
popular  underwriter. 

The  Western  department  of  the 
Springfield  F.  &  M.  will  remove  its 
headquarters  from  the  Rialto  building, 
on  January  i,  to  the  ninth  floor  of  the 
New  York  Life  building. 


The  New  York  metropolitan  district 
business  of  the  Capital  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Concord  has  been  reinsured  in 
the  Lancashire. 

The  Vandiese  Insurance  Company,  an 
Indiana  undergrounder,  is  making  lots 
of  trouble  for  the  regulars  in  Mississippi 
and  Louisiana. 

C.  W.  Berger  has  b^en  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  Teutonia  of  Philadelphia. 
Secretary  Thomas  Chamberlain  is  pro- 
moted to  vice-presidency. 

A.  A.  Warren,  of  Green  Bay,  Wis., 
has  resigned  as  special  for  the  Phoenix 
of  London  in  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin. 
He  is  succeeded  by  his  son,  A.  M. 
Warren. 

The  New  York  Brokers'  Association 
will  meet  Sept.  21  to  discuss  the  general 
situation.  President  Irvin  will,  on 
Sept.  20,  discuss  the  tariff  association 
problem. 

All  creditors  of  the  Lincoln  Fire  of 
New  York  must  confer  with  Referee 
Alfred  Lauterbach  on  Oct.  10  to  show 
cause  why  the  corporation  should  not 
be  dissolved. 

Local  agents  report  that  miscellane- 
ous brokers  are  not  so  plentiful  as  of 
yore.  The  smaller  brokers  are  in  many 
instances  being  forced  to  retire  through 
lack  of  support. 

The  Salt  Lake  local  board  found 
Ensign  &  Elder,  agents  of  the  Royal 
Exchange  and  Northwestern  National, 
guilty  of  rebating.  This  is  a  pleasant 
state  of  affairs.  The  rebater  is  generally 
labeled,  but  rarely  branded. 

The  practice  of  using  in  office  build- 
ings crude  petroleuin  will  henceforth 
not  be  permissibly.  Coal  must  be  sub- 
stituted in  its  stead.  The  recent  fire  in 
the  Rosenfeld  building  demonstrated 
the  hazardous  nature  of  the  oil. 
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The  Home  of  New  York  and  the 
Home  of  Utah  are  squabbling  over 
farm  business. 

The  Utah  loss  ratio  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year  was  90  per  cent. 
This  has  been  the  experience  of  the 
companies  reporting  to  San  Francisco. 

Clarence  B.  Hale  has  retired  from  the 
firm  of  Clarke  &  Hale,  general  agents 
for  the  Western  department  of  the 
Schuylkill  Fire  Insurance  Company. 
Edwin  D.  Clarke  will  continue  as  gen- 
eral agent  of  the  Schuylkill  and  the 
Merchants'  Insurance  Company.  He 
will  care  for  the  business  of  the  late 
firm. 

Eugene  Harbeck  was  quite  content  to 
hand  in  his  resignation  as  president  of 
the  Western  Union.  During  his  admin- 
istration, knotty  problems  without  num- 
ber have  been  judiciously  dealt  with  by 
the  Western  general  agent  of  the  Phenix. 
He  has  been  confronted  by  conditions 
that  could  not  have  been  more  ticklish. 
But  he  has  faced  the  music  land  con- 
stantly kept  the  powerful  conflicting 
factions  within  easy  range  of  his  vigi- 
lant eye. 

Attorney  General  Monnett  of  Ohio  has 
rendered  an  opinion,  at  the  request  of 
Insurance  Commissioner  Mathews,  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  commissioner  can 
revoke  the  licenses  of  fire  insurance 
agents  who  join  local  boards  in  Ohio 
cities  for  the  purpose  of  **  keeping  up 
the  rates."  The  ruling  of  Attorney 
General  Monnett  is  that  the  commis- 
sioner has  the  right  to  revoke  the 
license  under  the  Neil  law  and  assess  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  $1,000. 

The  Phenix  of  Brooklyn  is  ousted 
from  Kansas  by  Senor  McNall  on  the 
ground  that  its  state  agent  has  been 
using  the  Clarkson  rate  book,  which  is 
contrary  to  the  anti-trist  law.  Mr. 
McNall  says:  **  I  presume  the  state 
agent  is  using  this  rate  book  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  company,  and  I  desire 
to  prevent  his  doing  further  business  in 
violation  of  the  law.  If  it  appears  that 
the  company  is  informed  of  the  agent's 
action  1  will  immediately  drive  it  out  of 
the  state." 


The  hearing  of  the  application  for  an 
injunction  by  the  Connecticut,  restrain- 
ing Commissioner  McNall  from  putting 
the  company  out  of  the  state,  has  been 
postponed  until  Sept.  29. 

Superintendent  Orear  has  issued  an 
edict  to  the  effect  that  the  companies 
shall  instruct  their  agents  in  Missouri  to 
attach  the  following  rider  to  all  policies 
issued,  in  accordance  with  the  valued 
policy  law:  **This  policy  is  issued 
subject  to  the  valued  policy  law  of  the 
stale  of  Missouri,  sections  5,897  and 
5,898,  R  S.,  1889,  anything  herein  con- 
flicting therewith  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding." 

That  the  large  fish  are  devouring  the 
minnows  on  La  Salle  street  is  the  hue 
and  cry  of  the  small  agent.  It  is 
rumored  that  many  will  follow  in  the 
footsteps  of  Jacob  M.  Loeb,  who  re- 
signed the  Cook  county  general  agency 
of  the  Forest  City  of  Rockford  and  the 
independent  line  agencies  of  three  com- 
panies to  accept  a  salaried  position  in 
the  ofiice  of  Goodwin,  Hall  &  Henshaw. 
Big  expenses  eat  up  small  profits. 

'  D.  W.  Langton  had  his  foot  caught 
in  one  of  those  alluring  underground 
traps  known  as  the  Great  Britain  Insur- 
ance Corporation.  He  has  entered  suit 
against  the  concern  in  the  United  States 
circuit  court  here  for  $2,387.50.  Lang- 
ton's  shingle  mill  at  Black  Rock,  Ark., 
was  insured  in  the  Great  Britain.  It 
burned  last  March.  The  Great  Britain 
is  managed  by  Sam  Foster  of  this  city, 
who  is  authority  for  the  statement  that 
it  is  not  licensed  to  do  business  in  any 
state  in  this  country. 

Commissioner  Fricke  of  Wisconsin  is 
a  great  talker — through  his  hat.  He 
shouted  in  a  loud  voice  some  time  ago 
that  a  warrant  had  been  sworn  out  for 
the  arrest  of  Manager  Robert  Jardine  of 
the  New  England  Mutual,  on  '  the 
ground  of  soliciting  business  in  unau- 
thorized companies,  and  that  the  law 
would  take  its  course  as  soon  as  Mr. 
Jardine  breathed  Wisconsin  air.  Mr. 
Jardine  has  made  many  Wisconsin 
points  since  the  commissioner's  edict 
was  issued,  but  no  arrest  has  resulted. 
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James  I.  Loeb  has  been  appointed 
Cook  county  general  agent  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Fire  and  Marine.  Goodwin,  Hall 
&  Henshaw  are  still  Western  managers 
of  the  company,  except  in  Chicago  and 
Cook  county.  Mr.  Loeb  reports  direct 
to  the  home  office. 

A  startling  confession  has  been  wrung 
by  the  police  from  Joseph  E.  Stoddard, 
stating  that  he  is  alone  responsible  for 
thirteen  of  the  fires  which  have  of  late 
terrorized  Brockton,  Mass.  The  con- 
fession was  extorted  under  considerable 
pressure,  and  he  admits  having  no 
resentment  to  any  one,  and  simply  com- 
mitted the  crimes  from  sheer  delight  at 
seeing  the  commotion  caused.  He 
liked  to  see  the  engines  turn  out  and 
watch  the  crowds  assemble  and  then 
hear  the  speculative  talk  as  to  the  per- 
petrator of  the  crime. 

Kansas  City  agents  are  more  than 
satisfied  with  the  treatment  they  have 
received  at  the  hands  of  city,  county 
and  school  district  officials.  The  coun- 
ty court  has  divided  $275,000  of  insur- 
ance among  forty  or  more  commpanies, 
and  the  city  comptroller  has  divided 
$456,000  among  an  equal  number  of 
companies  and  twenty  -  six  different 
agents.  The  board  of  education  pro- 
rated $450,000  of  insurance  among  the 
local  agents.  About  half  of  the  insur- 
ance placed  by  the  board  of  education 
is  on  the  Central  high  school.  Manual 
Training  high  school  and  library  and 
books. 

H.  H.  Whitlock,  for  five  years  special 
agent  of  the  Delaware  and  Reliance  for 
several  Western  states,  has  been  pro- 
moted to  the  associate  managership  of 
the  company's  Western  department. 
Manager  Devin  made  no  mistake  when 
he  chose  Mr.  Whitlock  as  his  co-part- 
ner in  the  furtherance  of  the  Western 
interests  of  the  two  old-time  Pennsyl- 
vania companies.  But  Mr.  Devin  is 
not  accustomed  to  make  mistakes,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  two  companies'  rapid 
advance  under  his  leadership.  Mr. 
Whitlock  is  full  of  the  fire  of  youth 
tempered  by  a  discriminating  judgment 
born  of  a  well-rounded  experience  in  his 
profession. 


B.  F.  Meithke,  managing  director  of 
the  Magdeburg,  with  United  States 
Manager  Rasor,  passed  through  the 
city.  They  are  making  a  tour  of  the 
West,  embracing  a  number  of  states. 
From  here,  Western  General  Agent 
Lovejoy  accompanies  them  to  Denver. 
Thence  they  will  continue,  taking  in 
Yellowstone  park,  the  coast  cities.  City 
of  Mexico,  and  returning  to  New  York 
by  way  of  Florida. 

Officers  of  the  Commercial  Mutual 
Insurance  Company  of  Des  Moines 
purchased,  on  Sept.  2,  513  of  the  1,000 
shares  of  stock  of  the  Fidelity  Fire 
Insurance  Company  for  a  consideration 
of  $30,000.  The  purchasers  and  new 
officers  of  the  Fidelity  are:  John 
Cooper,  president;  S.  G.  Lee,  secretary 
and  manager;  George  A.  Jewett,  treas- 
urer; R.  J.  McKee,  vice-president.

The  Fidelity  has 
been  organized  five  years.  It  has  a 
capital  stock  of  $100,000. 

Affidavits  of  defense  have  been  filed 
by  thirty-one  insurance  companies  to 
suits  brought  by  M.  Oppenbeimer  of 
Pittsburg  lo  recover  losses  alleged  to 
have  been  sustained  by  reason  of  a  fire 
which  occurred  at  the  plaintiff's  store, 
No.  811  Penn  avenue,  Feb.  18  last. 
The  claim  of  a  loss  of  $26,715  is  denied. 
The  insurance  companies  declare  that 
the  damage  done  by  the  fire  will  amount 
to  only  $283.  The  defendants  say  the 
firm  did  not  live  up  to  the  terms  of  the 
policy  by  putting  the  p;oods  in  shape  for 
an  inventory;  that  it  did  not  furnish 
proof  of  losses  within  the  proper  time, 
and  that  the  plaintiffs  still  refuse  to 
allow  two  practical  woolen  men  to  make 
an  examination  of  damaged  goods.  It 
is  denied  that  the  companies  refused  to 
aid  in  the  selection  of  an  umpire,  but  in 
truth  one  was  selected.  It  is  set  forth 
that  at  a  time  when  the  appraisers  were 
endeavoring  to  select  an  umpire  the 
papers  in  the  suits  brought  were  pre- 
pared. The  defendants  claim  the 
plaintiffs  have  acted  in  bad  faith, .

home. 

The  Massachusetts  insurance  depart- 
ment will  soon  begin  an  examination  of 
the  New  England  Mutual  Accident 
Insurance  Company. 

Manager  Thomas  R.  Lynas  of  the 
^tna  Life  recently  returned  from  his 
summer's  trip  abroad,  much  invigorated 
by  his  ten  weeks'  rest. 

W.  D.  Wyman,  the  popular  Illinois 
manager  of  the  Berkshire  Life,  is  taking 
a  well-earned  vacation  at  his  old  home 
in  the  Green  Mountain  state.

M.  L.  Cohn,  the  inspector  of  agents 
for  the  Covenant  Mutual  Life  of  St. 
Louis,  will  now  serve  the  Royal  Union 
Mutual  Life  of  Des  Moines  in  the  same 
capacity.  Mr.  Cohn's  headquarters  will 
be  in  the  Manhattan  building,  and  his 
territory  will  include  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas. 

T.  D.  Haddaway,  the  general  agent 
of  the  New  York  Life  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  has  had  a  falling  out  with- 
the  company.  It  is  his  claim  that  it  is 
in  his  debt  to  the  amount  of  $40,000, 
and  he  has  gone  so  far  as  to  file  suit  in 
the  District  Supreme  Court  asking  for 
an  accounting  from  the  company. 
According  to  the  company's  reckoning, 
Haddaway  is  indebted  to  it  for  over 
J9,ooo. 

The  annual  monthly  meetings  of  the 
Life  Underwriters'  Association  will  be 
resumed  the  latter  part  of  the  month. 
And  the  September  meeting  bids  fair  to 
be  eminently  successful,  too.  It  will  be 
a  patriotic  meeting.  The  army  boys 
will  be  in  evidence  and  will  give  graphic 
word  paintings  of  their  exciting  experi- 
ences. Dr.  Cuthbertson,  medical  exam- 
iner of  the  Massachusetts  Mutual,  was 
at  Chickamauga,  and  Sam  Fowler  of  the 
Union  Mutual  was  with  the  First  regi- 
ment.    Both  are  down  for  toasts. 

Referee  Reed  of  the  anti-rebate  com- 
pact rendered  several  decisions  recently 
finding  each  of  the  parties  complained 
of  guilty,  as  follows:  E.  T.  Nichols  of 
San  Francisco,  an  agent  of  the  Equit- 
able, on  complaint  of  G.  E.  Tucker, 
agent  of  the  New  York  Life;  another 
case  against  Nichols  on  complaint  of 
Tucker;  Samuel  Johnston  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, formerly  an  agent  of  the  Equit- 
able, also  on  complaint  of  Tucker;  S. 
Q,  Walker  of  Newport,  Ark.,  agent  of 
the  Massachusetts  Mutual,  on  complaint 
of  the  New  York  Life.  The  latter  is 
the  first  instance  where  an  agent  of  the 
Massachusetts  Mutual  has4)een  found 
guilty  of  rebating,  igitized  by  VjOOQIC 
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R.  E.  Watson,  who  has  been  appoint- 
ed United  States  Manager  of  the  rail- 
way installment  department  of  the 
Maryland  Casualty,  has  made  his  head- 
quarters in  Cincinnati. 

Charles  H.  Ferguson  &  Sons  will  soon 
establish  branch  offices  in  Englewood 
and  on  the  West  Side.  These  branch 
offices  will  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  women's  department.  Messrs.  Fer- 
guson already  have  two  regularly  estab- 
lished women's  departments. 

The  seven  agencies  of  the  New  York 
Life  in  Chicago  entered  into  a  contest 
Sept.  8  to  last  thirty  days,  and  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  write  $1,000,000  of 
business.  Each  office  is  given  an  allot- 
ment, and  the  office  increasing  its  busi- 
ness the  largest  percentage  over  the 
allotment  gets  a  bonus  of  $500  and  an 
agency  silk  banner,  which  last  year  was 
won  by  the  Great  Northern  department. 
The  second  prize  is  a  silver  challenge 
cup,  which  has  been  twice  won  by  the 
Title  and  Trust  department.  The  entire 
agency  staff  of  the  New  York  Life  will 
lunch  Saturday  noon  at  the  Grand 
Pacific,  while  the  two  women's  depart- 
ments of  the  company  will  lunch  at  the 
same  place  Monday. 

Commissioner  of  Insurance  Campbell 
of  Michigan  has  just  written  one  of  the 
leading  old  line  life  insurance  companies 
stating  that  if  it  desires  to  do  business 
in  Michigan  in  the  future  it  must  alter 
its  methods.  The  commissioner  says: 
**The  company  is  all  right  and  solid  as 
a  rock  financially,  but  it  is  guilty  of 
false  representations  made  to  citizens 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  business. 
Inducements  have  been  held  out  in  its 
rate  book  which  it  can  never  carry  out. 
At  the  end  of  a  certain  number  of  years 
it  promises  to  pay  the  policy-holder  a 
certain  sum.  The  company  fails  to  pay 
the  amount  specified,  and  I  have 
received  letters  from  policy  -  holders 
calling  my  attention  to  the  fact.  I  am 
going  to  see  if  the  misrepresentation 
cannot  be  stopped  or  know  the  reason 
why.  The  company  does  a  good,  safe 
business,  but  it  is  so  anxious  to  secure 
insurance  that  it  holds  out  inducements 
which  it  cannot  fill." 


J.  G.  Batterson,  Jr.,  son  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Travelers*  Insurance  Com- 
pany, has  been  appointed  to  temporarily 
fill  the  position  of  manager  of  the  liabil- 
ity department  of  the  Travelers  for  New 
York  and  New  Jersey,  succeeding  E. 
W.  de  Long,  who  goes  with  the  Mary- 
land Casualty. 

Joseph  Clarke,  agent  at  Louisville  of 
the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company, 
appeared  on  Sept.  8  as  part  defendant 
in  two  more  suits  brought  by  the  L.  L. 
Anderson  estate.  The  first  was  brought 
by  L.  L.  Anderson's  executors  against 
D.  R.  Barfield  for  J600.  It  is  alleged 
that  Clarke  and  Daniel  R.  Barfield 
drew  a  note  for  |6oo,  payable  to  Joseph 
Clarke.  L.  L.  Anderson  took  the  note 
and  afterward  discounted  it  at  the 
Louisville  City  National  Bank.  When 
the  note  matured  he  had  to  take  it  up. 
The  same  plaintiff  sues  John  S.  Pope  on 
three  notes  for  $2,495.59.  It  is  alleged 
that  these  notes  were  executed  and 
delivered  to  Pope  by  Joseph  Clarke, 
who  passed  them  to  L.  L.  Anderson, 
who  in  turn  discounted  them  in  the 
bank.  Mr.  Anderson  had  to  take  them 
up  afterward. 

George  C.  Lockwood  of  Topeka  took 
out  a  $3,000  life  insurance  policy  in  the 
Kansas  Mutual  Life  Association  in  1884. 
At  that  time  the  association  was  run> 
ning  on  the  assessment  plan,  but  in  1886 
it  changed  to  the  premium  plan, 
although  old  members  were  allowed  to 
pay  under  the  assessment  plan  if  they 
desired,  but  every  effort  was  made  to 
change  all  policies  to  the  new  plan. 
Lockwood  preferred  the  assessment 
plan  and  kept  up  his  payments  until 
1894,  when  he  allowed  his  policy  to 
lapse  by  not  paying  one  assessment  on 
time.  A  short  time  afterward  he  asked 
to  be  reinstated,  but  after  an  examina- 
tion the  association  officials  decided 
that  he  was  not  in  good  health  and 
refused  to  admit  him.  Lockwood 
brought  suit  against  the  association  in 
the  Shawnee  county  district  court, 
which  decided  that  if  he  was  not  rein- 
stated he  was  entitled  to  recover  all  the 
money  he  had  paid  in,  amounting  to 
$445.68.  The  association  has  now  car- 
ried the  case  to  the  court  of  appeals.

Read  your  policies  and  then  read 
them  again;  make  yourself  familiar  with 
their  contents.  They  are  contracts 
which  are  valuable — in  fact,  may  save 
you  from  the  poor  house — and  you 
should  know  just  what  rights  you  have 
under  them  and  what  are  the  rights  of 
the  companies,  the  other  parties  to 
these  contracts.

In  buying  a  contract  to  insure  you 
against  loss  by  fire  read  what  it  says. 
You  would  not  dream  of  making  any 
other  contract  without  mentally  discuss- 
ing every  clause;  why  not  do  so  with 
this  one?  If  you  have  several  policies 
covering  the  same  property  be  sure  to 
see  that  they  are  concurrent,  for,  as 
Short  Rates  says,  it  is  best  to  **concur 
in  the  concurrence  of  concurrently  con- 
current policies." 


President  Irvin,  of  the  Fire  Associa- 
tion deserves  to  be  commended  for  what 
he  has  been  trying  to  do  in  the  way  of 
recognizing  the  New  York  Tariff  Asso- 
ciation. It  is  shameful  that  a  business 
like  that  of  fire  insurance  should  fall 
into  such  a  villainous  rut  as  it  has  in 
New  York  City.  It  demoralizes  not 
only  the  business  in  that  city  but  the 
business  everywhere,  and  it  is  not  just 
that  property-owners  in  other  cities  and 
towns  should  have  to  carry  the  burden 
and  make  good  losses  which  must  accrue 

in  the  metropolis  of  this  country.

Sunderland,  England,  was  lately  vis- 
ited by  a  fire  which  cost  the  town  two 
millions  of  dollars.  Just  how  much  of 
this  the  insurance  companies  had  to 
pay  we  do  not  know,  but,  if  their 
inspectors  were  **on  to  their  job,"  it 
would  not  be  a  great  deal,  for  there 
were  no  fire  engines,  no  organized  fire 
brigade  and  very  few  policemen  spec- 
ially detailed  or  assigned  to  look  out  for 
fires,  and  only  a  small  amount  cf  rotten 
and  punctured  hose  was  to  be  found. 
We  do  not  do  much  better  in  this 
country  in  some  places,  but  it  is  never 

to  late  to  mend.

The  companies  also  claim 
that  Oppenheimer  did  not  get  his  goods 
in  shape  for  an  inventory,  that  he  did 
not  furnish  proofs  of  loss  within  the 
proper  time,  and  that  he  refuses  to 
allow  two  practical  woolen'  men  to  make 
an  examination  of  the  damaged  goods. 
While  it  may  be  possible  that  in  some 
case  some  adjuster  may  have  taken 
advantage  of  some  one  who  was  insured 
and  had  his  goods  damaged  by  fire,  still 
we  assert,  without  fear  of  contradiction. 
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that  in  the  generality  of  cases,  the  com- 
pany wants  to  do  wha^  is  fair  and  reason- 
able, and  Mr.  Oppenheimer's  attitude  is 
all  wrong  and  will  surely  get  him  into 
trouble.  Thet  companies  have  their 
rights  and  they  should  be  respected  by 
the  assured.

Robert  G.  Evans,  United  States  Dis-  • 
trict  Attorney  for  Minnesota,  spoke  at  the 
National  Convention  of  Life  Under- 
writers. His  conclusions  are  quite  as 
true  and  more  pertinent  as  applied  to 
fire  insurance.     He  said: 

'*Som«  men  introduce  into  legislatures 
bills  which  affect  insurance  companies, 
ignorantly.  They  do  not  understand 
the  effect.  They  do  not  understand  the 
relation  between  the  companies  and  the 
public.  They  do  not  know  what  they 
are  doing,  to  use  an  ordinary  term. 
You  should  educate,  not  abuse.  There 
is  a  way  of  reaching  every  honest  man, 
and  that  is  to  convince  his  intelligence 
that  he  is  wrong.  And  you  don't  want 
to  convince  it  when  the  bill  is  introduced 
into  the  legislature,  but  you  want  to 
carry  on  this  education  all  the  time, 
whether  you  reach  the  ears  of  men  who 
will  insure  in  your  companies  or  whether 
you  reach  the  general  public.  And  I 
say  to  you,  as  a  man  who  is  not  inter- 
ested in  such  companies,  except  as  an 
insurer,  that  it  is  the  highest  duty  of  the 
insured  in  this  country  to  second  every 
effort  you  make  in  that  direction.  And 
they  ought  to  see  to  it.  If  it  is  a  *leg 
puller,'  harden  the  muscles  of  your  leg 
and  let  him  pull.  Don't  give  up.  1 
think  that  the  charge  of  boodleism  or 
the  actual  existence  of  boodleism  in  our 
state  legislatures  and  in  our  city  councils 
and  in  other  legislative  bodies,  is  one  of 
the  greatest  dangers  that  threatens  this 
American  republic.  As  honest  men,  as 
patriotic  men,  believing  in  this  great 
country  of  ours  and  its  future,  with  its 


influence  upon  mankind  the  world  over, 
one  of  the  highest  duties  and  the  greatest 
pleasures  of  the  American  citizen  ought 
to  be  to  stamp  out  and  eradicate  this 
evil.  You  cannot  do  it  by  temporizing 
with  it.  And  while  I  would  not  intimate 
that  any  insurance  company  or  insur- 
ance man  here  to  night  has  ever  listened 
to  the  suggestion  that  in  order  to  pro- 
tect ourselves,  we  must  meet  their 
demands,  I  say  to  you,  you  are  making 
the  greatest  mistake  in  the  world,  if  ever 
such  a  suggestion  has  come  into  your 
minds  and  found  lodgment  there.  If 
we  have  boodleism,  it  is  the  result  of 
boodling.  I  have  heard  men  say  who 
stand  high,  or  stood  high,  in  the  com- 
munity, that  sometimes  these  great 
interests  could  not  be  blamed  for  meet- 
ing the  demand  of  some  man  who  held 
in  his  pocket  a  bill  to  be  presented  in 
the  legislature  or  which  had  been  pre- 
sented, which  would  adversely  affect 
the  great  interests  which  he  represented. 
Gentlemen,  I  do  not  believe  in  any  such 
sentiment  as  that.  We  had  better  apply 
to  such  companies  the  old  cry,  'Millions 
for  defense,  but  not  one  cent  for  tribute. ' 
Let  the  man  who  would  attack  the 
integrity  of  our  great  institutions  by 
adverse  legislation,  know  and  under- 
stand that  he  can  never  benefit  one  iota 
by  his  act,  and  if  he  be  dishonest  the 
motive  for  which  he  presented  it  is 
gone.  Let  him  understand  that  not  one 
cent  will  be  paid,  and  if  he  be  a  rogue, 
the  motive  which  prompts  him  is  gone, 
and  his  measure  is  dead.  And  let  hon- 
est men  in  the  legislatures,  with  whom 
you  meet,  understand  that  you  come, 
not  clothed  in  the  panoply  of  wealth, 
but  backed  by  the  integrity  of  your 
institutions,  by  the  integrity  of  their

Having  once  taken 
hold  of  the  handle  of  the  plow  never 
look  back.  Your  duty  to  your  family 
caused  you  to  be  insured  for  their  bene- 
fit and  you  should  keep  the  policy  alive.

The  man  who  spends  his  income  every 
year  and  puts  nothing  aside  for  the  ben- 
efit of  his  family  must  know  that  if  he 
is  suddenly  called  from  earth  that  his 
wife  and  children  would,  within  a  short 
space  of  time,  become  objects  of  charity. 
Such  an  one  who,  with  these  facts 
clearly  before  him,  does  not  manage  to 
carry  some  insurance  on  his  life  is  not 
only  a  poor  husband  and  father  but  is 
also  a  poor  citizen.  He  is  selfish  and 
foolish  and  is  of  no  account. 


The  interests  involved  in  the  business 
of  life  insurance  are  of  the  most  sacred 
character.  In  other  forms  of  insurance 
the  purpose  is  the  protection  of  invested 
capital  or  indemnity  against  pecuniary 
loss.  The  fundamental  and  primary 
purpose  of  life  insurance  is  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  sacred  obligations  of  hus- 
band, parent  or  protector  securing  to 
the  objects  of  his  affection  benefits  in 
which  he  himself  will  not  share.  It  has 
in  it  no  element  of  selfishness  or  expect- 
ation of  personal  profit,  and  undoubtedly 
in  very  many  cases  is  a  sacrifice  for  the 
benefit  of  others.  It  is  universally  rec- 
ognized that  the  nature  and  purpose  of 
a    life    insurance    contract    give    it    an 


importance  second  to  none  in  the  busi- 
ness relations  of  life,  and  create  a  trust 
of  sacred  character  with  those  to  whom 
are  committed  the  handling  of  the  funds 
of  the  company  and  the  protection  of 
the  interests  involved.  The  law  recog- 
nizes this  by  establishing  regulations 
and  imposing  salutary  restrictions  for 
the  transaction  of  this  business  and 
placing  it  under  the  supervision  of  state 
officials.  The  oflBcials  and  managers  of 
life  insurance  companies  as  a  class  or 
profession  fully  realize  the  importance 
of  the  interests  and  the  character  of  the 
trusts  committed  to  their  keeping. 
There  is  doubtless  no  business  managed 
with  a  higher  degree  of  ability,  character 
and  fidelity  than  that  of  life  insurance. — 
Superintendent  of  Insurance    Von    Cleave.

The  case  of  the  notorious  Monson 
and  others  in  England  has  resulted  in 
their  conviction.  They  were  charged 
with  conspiring  to  defraud  the  Norwich 
Union  Life,  and  the  conspiracy  was 
carried  on  by  means  of  personation. 
The  company  was  induced  to  issue  a 
policy  on  the  life  of  a  young  man  named 
Norgate  who  was  already  with  one  foot 
in  the  grave.  The  substitute  who 
passed  the  medical  examination  was 
named  Hobson-  -no  relation,  we  believe, 
of  our  **nervy*'  naval  officer.  The  pol- 
icy was  for  a  thousand  pounds — five 
thousand  dollars.  Honour  (a  good 
name  but  a  bad  man  and  a  money 
lender)  and  Monson  were  sentenced  to 
five  years  penal  servitude,  and  Met- 
calfe, an  agent  of  the  company  who  was 
implicated  in  the  matter,  but  who  was 
recommended  to  mercy  by  the  jury,  got 
l)ut  eighteen  months  imprisonment  with 
hard  labor.  These  rascals  well  deserved 
the  punishment  which  they  will  have  to 
bear.  We  wish  that  they  could  be  as 
well  punished  for  like  crimes  on  ^his 
side  of  the  water.       gi^i^ed  by  LjOOgle 
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There  are  other  evils  than  rebating  in 
the  life  business.  We  met  a  man  the 
other  day  who  said  that  he  was  lately 
insured.  an4  and  told  us  that  he  had 
taken  a  ten  year  life  policy  limited. 
We  told  him  that  that  kind  of  a  policy 
was  one  of  which  we  always  thought 
most  highly,  but  mildly  suggested  that 
**they  come  high."  **0h,  no,"  was  his 
answer,  **this  policy  costs  only  ^41  a 
thousand  at  age  55."  We  asked  to  see 
the  policy  but  he  declined  to  show  it  to 
us,  and  as  he  showed  some  temper 
about  it  we  did  not  seek  to  interfere, 
but  we  are  confident  that  the  man  has  a 
ten  year  term  policy.  Now  we  do  not 
wish  to  say  that  the  agent  deliberately 
.foisted  a  ten  year  term  policy  on  this 
man  as  a  ten  year  life,  but  the  chances 
are  that  the  man  got  the  idea  somewhere 
that  he  had  or  was  getting  such  a  policy, 
and  the  agent  did  not  disabuse  his  mind 
of  his  belief.  A  careful  reading  of  the 
contract  by  the  insured  would  soon  put 
him  right.     Always  read  your  policy.

The  comparative  immunity  we  now 
enjoy  in  this  country  from  the  ravages 
■of  smallpox  prevent^  us  from  realizing 
the  importance  which  legislation  on  the 
subject  once  occupied  in  the  minds  of 
the  people.  There  was  a  time  when 
towns  and  villages  were  decimated  by 
the  ravages  of  this  loathesome  and  fatal 
disease.  .  A  great  proportion  of  the  pop- 
ulation were  permanently  scarred  and 
disfigured  by  it,  as  the  older  members 
of  the  present  generation  can  well  rec- 
ollect when  they  recall  the  faces  of  the 
generation  that  was  dying  out  when 
they  were  young.  In  those  days  an 
outbreak  of  smallpox  caused  a  feeling  of 
positive  terror  in  a  community  such  as 
is  felt  when  we  are  threatened  nowadays 
with  a  visitation  of  cholera.  It  is  main- 
tained that,  with  all  its  defects,  the 
Vaccination    Act    has    been    the    main 


cause  of  the  happy  change  which  has 
undoubtedly  come  about  in  these  days 
when  it  is  a  rare  thing  to  see  a  person 
bearing  the  marks  of  this  disease. — 
Insurance  Agents  Chronicle, 

What  is  true  in  England  is  as  true  in 
this  country.  Smallpox  can  only  be 
kept  within  bounds  by  strict  laws  and 
regulations,  and  our  doctors  on  this  side 
understand  this  very  well  and  act 
accordingly.  Any  one  who  opposes 
vaccination  is  an  enemy  of  the  com- 
munity.

I  by 
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Talks  with  flecident  Insurers. 

Ottt  in  California  the  other  day  a  man 
named  Ramsey  met  with  a  singular  and 
distressing  accident  while  about  to  enter 
his  home.  He  was  walking  up  the  front 
steps,  with  his  pipe  in  his  mouth,  when 
in  turning  to  look  at  a  train  which  was 
passing  he  lost  his  balance.  He  fel]  to 
the  ground  with  the  pipe  still  held  in  his 
mouth.  His  left  arm  was  broken  above 
the  wrist,  and  he  struck  the  ground  in 
such  a  way  that  the  pipe  stem  was 
driven  deep  into  his  tongue,  breaking 
after  its  entrance,  and  producing  an 
ugly  wound.  It  took  the  doctor,  who 
was  called  to  attend  Ramsey,  fully  half 
an  hour  to  extract  the  pipe  stem,  so 
deeply  was  it  imbedded. 

The  following  story  is  told  by  a  con- 
temporary: A  peculiar  experience  in 
one  of  our  local  accident  offices  recently 
serves  to  practically  illustrate  the  irony 
of  fate.  A  young  solicitor  for  one  of 
the  prominent  agencies  had  been  paying 
his  addresses  to  the  daughter  of  an  old 
soldier,  who  subsequently  took  a  dislike 
to  the  suitor  for  her  hand  and  forbade 
him  the  premises.  As  **love  will  find  a 
way,"  the  ingenious  solicitor  arranged 
several  clandestine  bicycle  rides  in  the 
company  of  his  beloved,  but  was  one 
evening  discovered  on  the  door  step  by 
the  irate  parent  and  promptly  thrown 
out  in  a  vigorous  manner.  The  injuries 
sustained  were  of  a  disabling  character, 
and  the  matter  was  promptly  reported 
to  the  manager. at  the  local  office  with  a 
view  of  collecting  indemnity  under  a 
policy  of  accident  insurance,  etc.  The 
manager  looked  the  matter  over,  then 
calmly  pointed  out  to  the  now  dejected 
lover,  the  clause  in  the  contract  which 
is  a  bar  to  recovery  in  the  event  of 
injury  from  voluntary  exposure  to  un- 
necessary danger.   And  the  band  played. 


Within  a  few  days  in  this  month  some 
fifteen  or  twenty  men  have  been  killed 
by  collisions  between  the  steam  and 
trolley  cars — all  due  to  grade  crossings. 
In  Duluth  on  the  7th  inst.  two  firemen 
were  killed  and  two  seriously  hurt  by  a 
collision  with  a  trolley  car  while  they 
were  on  a  hook  and  ladder  truck  going 
to  a  fire.  The  truck  was  coming  down 
one  of  the  avenues  on  the  side  of  a  hill 
at  a  tremendous  rate,  while  a  Superior 
street  car  was  approaching  the  same 
avenue.  Before  the  motorman  of  the 
car  could  reverse  his  car  the  truck  was 
upon  it,  the  driver  of  the  truck  having 
attempted  to  cross  the  street  ahead  of 
the  car.  The  rear  wheels  of  the  truck 
struck  the  car.  The  truck  was  thrown 
about  twenty  feet,  against  a  telegraph 
pole.  Two  men  were  thrown  under  the 
truck  and  were  instantly  killed. 


News  comes  from  Waco,  .Texas,  of 
an  action  brought  by  the  widow  of  the 
late  W.  C.  Brann  against  the  JEtna  Life 
Insurance  Company  on  an  accident 
policy  for  $5,000  on  his  life.  Brann  was 
the  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Icotwclasty 
a  monthly  paper  of  most  scurrilous 
character,  whose  every  issue  was  an 
open  incentive  to  personal  assault.  He 
had  been  in  many  brawls,  and  the 
wonder  is  that  he  was  not  sooner  killed. 
That  event  happened  some  three  or  four 
months  ago,  and  was  one  of  the  imme- 
diate results  of  a  street  fight,  provoked 
by  Brann's  foul  pen.  In  no  just  sense 
can  the  man's  death  be  described  as 
'^accidental."  He  rushed  upon  de- 
struction and  was  the  victim  of  his  own 
violence.  Nevertheless  we  shall  not  be 
at  all  surprised  if  Mrs.  Brann  gets  a  ver- 
dict. Had  the  character  of  the  man 
and  the  real  nature  of  his  occupation 
been  known  at  the  home  office  of  the 
company,  it  is  not  to  be  believed  that 
the  policy  would  ha.^[e  J^tfyC^^le 
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Charles  F.  Rice  is  the  latest  and  big- 
gest accident  insurance  swindler.  Start- 
ing out  with  a  large  line  of  aliases  with 
which  to  do  business  he  succeeded  in  a 
few  years  in  collecting  fraudulent  claims 
on  forty  or  more  accident  policies. 
They  all  got  a  piece  of  pie — we  mean 
the  companies — from  the  strictest  and 
most  conservative  to  the  last  poor  little 
assessment  accident  concern.  But  the 
old  proverb  that  the  pitcher  which  goes 
often  to  the  well  will  finally.be  broken 
applies  to  accident  insurance  as  well 
as  everything  else.  His  practice  was 
to  secure  accident  policies  and  then 
sprain  his  ankle  on  alighting  from  a 
street  car,  or  stumbling  on  the  gang 
plank  of  a  steamboat.  He  made  a 
claim  against  the  accident  company  and 
su^d  the  railway  or  steamboat  company. 
Olney  B.  Stuart,  an  adjuster  of  the 
Union  Casualty  of  St.  Louis,  finally 
caught  hiip  at  his  tricks  and  had  him 
arrested  at  a  time  when  he  had  concluded 
that  he  would  go  out  of  the  accident 
business  and  begin  with  fire  companies. 
Rice  signed  a  written  confession. 

The  total  number  of  casualties  to 
persons  on  account  of  railway  accidents 
for  the  year  was  43,168.  Of  these 
casualties  6,437  resulted  in  death,  and 
36,731  in  injuries  of  varying  character. 
Of  railway  employes,  1,693  were  killed 
and  27,667  were  injured  during  the 
year.  According  to  the  three  general 
classes  these  casualties  were  divided  as 
follows:  Trainmen,  976  killed,  13,795 
injured]  switchmen,  fiagmen  and  watch- 
men, 201  killed,  2,423  injured;  other 
employes,  516  killed,  11,449  injured. 
The  casualties  to  employes  resulting 
from  coupling  and  uncoupling  cars  were, 
killed,  214;  injured,  6,284.  The  cas- 
ualties   from    coupling    and    uncoupling 


cars  were  assigned  as  follows:  Train- 
men, killed,  147;  injured,  4,698;  switch- 
men, flagmen  and  watchmen,  killed,  58; 
injured,  1,325;  other  employes,  killed, 
9,  injured,  260.  The  casualties  result- 
ing from  falling  from  trains  and  engines 
were  as  follows:  Trainmen,  killed,  325; 
injured,  2,726;  switchmen,  flagmen  and 
watchmen,  killed,  32;  injured,  357; 
other  employes,  killed,  51;  injured,  544. 
The  casualties  to  the  three  general 
classes  of  employes  mentioned  caused 
by  collisions  and  derailments  were  as 
follows:  Trainmen,  killed,  250;  injured, 
1,327;  switchmen,  flagmen  and  watch- 
men, killed,  11;  injured,  74;  other 
employes,  killed,  42;  injured,  251. 
The  total  number  of  passengers  killed 
during  the  year  under  review  was  222; 
injured,  2,795.  Ninety-three  passengers 
were  killed  and  1,011  injured  in  conse- 
quence of  collisions  and  derailments. 
Other  than  employ(^s  and  passengers 
the  total  number  of  persons  killed  was 
4,522;  injured,  6,269.  Included  in  these 
figures  are  casualties  to  persons  classed 
as  trespassers,  of  whom  3,919  were 
killed  and  4,732  were  injured.  From 
summaries  showing  the  ratio  of  cas- 
ualties, it  appears  that  1  out  of  every 
486  employees  was  killed  and  i  out  of 
every  30  employ(Ss  was  injured  during 
the  year.  With  respect  to  trainmen, 
including,  enginemen,  firemen,  con- 
ductors and  other  trainmen,  it  appears 
that  1  was  killed  for  every  165  employed, 
and  I  injured  for  every  12  employed. 
One  passenger  was  killed  for  every 
2,204,708  carried,  and  14  injured  for 
every  175,115  carried.  Basing  ratios 
upon  the  number  of  miles  traveled,  it 
appears  that  55,211,440  passenger-miles 
were  accomplished  for  each  passenger 
killed,  and  4,385,309  passenger-miles 
for  each  passenger  injured. — Report  of 
Inlet- St  ate  Commerce  Commission.

FIRE. 

Insurance  Agents  and  Brokers.  —  Knowledge  of 
the  local  agent  of  an  insurance  company  is,  in  law, 
the  knowledge  of  the  principal.  Morton  v.  Home 
Insurance  Co.  29  S.  E.  944. 

Cancellation. — A  statute  providing  that  a  policy 
may  be  cancelled  at  any  time  at  the  request  of  the 
insured  and  requiring  the  insurer  to  return  the 
unearned  premium,  docs  not  give  one  a  right  of 
action  for  unearned  premium,  who,  by  taking  addi- 
tional insurance  without  the  consent  of  the  first 
insurer,  has  forfeited  his  policy  in  the  first  company. 
— Farmers  Mutual  Insurance  Co.,  r-.  Home  Fire 
Insurance  Co.,  74  W.  \V.  1 101. 

Fraud  or  Breach  of  Warranty. — In  answer  tt>  a 
question  in  the  application,  insured  said  he  was  not 
afraid  of  incendiarism.  Heldy  that  the  fact  that 
he  failed  to  state  that  there  had  been  a  previous 
attempt  to  burn  his  property,  and  that  on  that 
account  a  policy  had  been  canceled,  was  not  such 
concealment  as  to  avoid  the  |>olicy. — Home  Insur- 
ance Co.  of  New  York  v.  Feyerabrud,  52  P.  899. 

Same. — Where  party  applying  for  insurance  fails 
to  inform  the  agent  that  he  already  has  taken  out 
insurance  on  the  property,  if  such  insurance  already 
taken  out  is  void,  this  fact  will  not  avoid  the  sec- 
ond policy.

Property  Insured. — .\  condition  avoiding  a  |)ol- 
icy  on  a  hotel  if  premises  should  be  occupied  or 
used  so  as  to  increase  the  risk  by  any  means  what- 
ever "within  the  control  of  the  assured"  or  if  the 
assured  should  keep  benzine  there,  is  not  broken 
by  the  act  of  an  agent  of  the  lessee  of  the  hotel  in 
taking  benzine  there  for  his  own  purposes,  not 
connected  with  the  running  of  the  hotel.— (Junthri 
V,  Liverpool  &  London  t\:  rilobe  Insurance  Co., 
85   F.  846. 

Same. — An  agreement  in  application  for  insur- 
ance of  mill  property  "tt)  keep  a  watchman  on  the 
premises  at  all  times  when  the  mill  is  not  in 
ppcration,"  is  not  violated  where  the  watchman 
was  in  a  lent  about  200  feet  from  the  building  for 
a  couple  of  hours  preceding  the  breaking  out  of  the 
fire.

Same. — Fact  that  jjroperty  insured  has  been 
assigned  by  deed  of  trust,  is  not  inconsistent  with 
sole  ownership  thereof  nor  does  it  make  the  cestui 
que  trust  a  joint  owner. — Wolperi  r-.  Northern 
Assurance  Co.,  29  S.  E.  1024 

Forfeiture  of  /^///Vr.  — Property  of  wife  being 
insured  was  burned.      In  action  on  policy  she  testi- 


fied falsely  concerning  a  list  of  articles  alleged  to 
have  been  burned,  as  she  also  did  in  her  proofs  of 
loss,  and  also  denied  knowledge  of  her  husband's 
guilt.  Upon  his  trial  for  arson  she  confessed  her 
perjury.  Held^  on  a  new  trial  on  jwlicy,  that  her 
false  swearing  avoided  the  ]>olicy,  regardless  of  her 
intent  to  defraud.  —  Ellis  v.  Agricultural  Insurance 
Co.,  7  Pa.  Super.  Ct.  264. 

Same. — Fact  that,  at  time  of  fire,  insured's  tenant 
had  only  removed  a  portion  of  his  furniture  from 
the  premises,  is  sufficient  to  support  a  verdict  find- 
ing that  the  policy  had  not  become  forfeited  by 
premises  becoming  unoccupied. — Omaha  Fire  Insur- 
ance Co.  -'.

— Insured  property  is  conveyed  to  another 
and  purchase  price  secured  to  render  by  render's 
lien  notes,  render's  lien  and  a  deed  of  trust,  the 
tenant  of  rendee  paying  rent  to  render  which  was 
applied  to  purchase  price.  //eld,  insurer  not 
responsible  for  loss  occurring  after  transfer,  not 
consenting  thereto,  where  policy  contained  a  pro- 
vision that  no  change  should  take  place  in  posses- 
sion or  interest  of  property  without  written  en- 
dorsement on  policy. — Northern  Assurance  Co.  of 
London  ?'.  City  Savings  Bank,  45  S.  W.  737. 

Same. — The  failure  of  an  insurance  company 
within  a  reasonable  time  to  notify  insured  of  its 
intention  to  cancel  policy,  is  evidence  tending  to 
show  a  waiver  of  forfeiture. 

A  policy  provided  that  it  should  be  void  "if, 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  insured  foreclosure 
proceedings  be  commenced,  or  notice  given  of  sale 
of  any  property  covered  by  this  policy  by  virtue  of 
any  mortgage  or  trust  deed";  also  that  unearned 
premium  should  be  returned  upon  cancellation. 
On  July  5  trustees  under  a  trust  deed  advertised 
property  for  sale,  and  on  August  7,  before  the  sale, 
[)roperty  burned.  Assured  had  no  knowledge  of 
advertisement  urttil  a  short  time  before  the  fire. 
Resident  agent  of  insurer  also  saw  advertisement 
before  the  fire.  No  part  of  unearned  premium  was 
ever  tendered  to  assured,  ffeld^  insurance  com- 
pany was  liable  for  loss. 

The  conditions  in  a  policy  of  insurance  working 
a  forfeiture  are  matters  of  contract  and  may  be 
waived  by  insurer;  and  such  waiver  may  be  pre- 
sumed from  ads  of  local  agents.  —  Horton  v.  Home

Extent  of  Los^. — Total  destruction  of  a  build- 
ing means  its  complete  destruction  so  that  nothing 
of  value  remains,  and  so  that,  though  the  materials 
of  which  the  building  was  composed  be  not  utterly 
destroyed  or  obliterated,  and  though  part  of  the 
building  be  left  standing,  it  has  lost  its  character 
as  a  building,  and  has  become  instead  a  broken 
mass.

Jnsurablt'  Jnlivcst. — One  living  with  a  person 
as  his  wife,  though  she  is  not  such,  has  an  insura- 
ble interest  in  him.

Premiums. — An  insurer's  agent,  authorised  to 
collect  premiums,  acts  within  the  apparent  scope  of

Duty  of  providing  for  one  to  whom 
insolvent  beneficiary  in  a  policy  assigns  his  interest 
is  a  sufficient  consideration  to  support  the  assign- 
ment.—Sebring  7'.

Person  Insured. — Statement  by  applicant  in 
application  that  she  had  consulted  no  physician, 
is  a  breach  of  warranty  to  make  full  and  true 
answers,  when  in  fact  she  had  had  consumption 
for  a  year  and  been  attended  by  a  physician  for 
more  than  two  months.— Sladdcn  7'.  New  York 
Life  Insurance  Co.,  86  F.  102. 

Forfeiture  of  Polity. — Where  a  contract  of  life 
insurance  stipulates  that,  if  all  payments  or  notes 
are  not  paid  when  due,  this  contract  shall  become 
null  and  void,  a  failure  by  insured  to  pay,  on  or 
before  its  maturity,  a  promissory  note  given  for 
first  premium  worked  a  forfeiture  of  policy.

She  executed  a  paper  necessary  for  such  change, 
and  delivered  it  to  insurer's  solicitor,  who  told  her 
that  **it  was  all  right,"  and  two  days  thereafter 
she  died.  In  the  meantime  the  paper  had  been 
mailed  to  the  home  office,  and  was  from  there 
promptly  returned  to  the  local  superintendent  with 
various  questions  about  it,  but  without  the  signature 
of  the  president  or  secretary,  and  was  received  by 
the  superintendent  after  insured's  death.

To-day  is  the  one  hundred  and  eighty-third 
anniversary  of  the  introduction  to  civilization  of 
that  world-renowned  beverage,  punch.  Unwilling 
that  the  birthday  of  anything  so  aged  and  famed 
should  slip  by  unnoticed,  and  more  to  illustrate 
the  complete  revolution  in  social  customs  and  man- 
ners a  hundred  years  or  s«)  has  effected,  rather 
than  to  draw  a  moral,  we  present  the  odd  history 
of  Punch's  early  days. 

Admiral  Edward  Russell  was  then  commanding 
the  British  squadron  in  the  Mediterranean,  and, 
having  heard  the  miraculous  virtues  of  punch 
extolled  by  his  sailor.s,  who  had  brought  the  secret 
of  its  compounding  from  the  East  Indies,  he 
devised  an  original  and  monster  method  of  pre 
senling  it  to  public  favor,  lie  selected  the  Valen- 
cian  town  of  Alicante,  and  the  most  beautiful 
garden  in  the  town,  for  his  experiment.  In  the 
centre  of  the  garden,  where  four  walks  met,  wa.s  a 
marble  fountain  basin,  shaded  by  pomegranate  and 
orange  boughs,  which  he  converted  into  a  titanic 
punch-bowl.  Four  hogsheads  of  brandy,  one  pipe 
of  Malaga  wine,  20,000  gallons  of  lime-juice,  2,500 
lemons,  thirteen  hundredweight  of  fine  white  sugar, 
five  pounds'  weight  of  grated  nutmegs,  300  toasted 
biscuit,  and  eight  hogsheads  of  water  constituted 
the  ingredients.  To  keep  out  the  rain  and  prevent 
evaporation,  an  elegant  cano])y  was  oversprea<l, 
.\nd  a  boat  built  expressly  for  the  purpose,  and 
manned  by  a  ship  l)oy,  was  rowed  around  the  foun- 
tain to  assist  the  6,000  people  who  drank  in  filling 
their    cnp<.      Thus  introduced.   Punch's   popularity 


became  instantaneous,  and  its  patrons  and  devotees 
numberless.  We  are  disposed  to  regard  its  intro- 
duction with  no  slight  degree  of  reverence,  since 
its  godfather,  so  to  speak,  was  an  English  clergy- 
man, the  Rev.  Henry  Teonge,  Chaplain  of  her 
Majesty's  ship  Assistance.  He  made  Punch's 
acquaintance,  and,  if  his  diary  is  any  evidence, 
they  continued  firm  friends  through  life.  In  that 
year  he  first  tasted  of  part  of  three  bowls,  and  he 
naively  remarks  that  he  had  some  difficulty  in 
finding  his  pillow  on  retiring.

The  tables  given  contain  the  names  of  the  companies,  location,  the  year  in 
which  they  began  business,  capital,  assets,  liabilities  and  surplus  as  to  policy-holders. 
As  this  magazine  is  printed  in  the  interest  of  the  policy-holders  it  was  not  con- 
sidered necessary  to  give  what  is  called  the  net  surplus,  but  if  any  one  is  interested 
in  that  he  can  easily  obtain  it  by  subtracting  the  capital  given  from  the  surplus  as 
to  policy-holders.  It  will  be  noticed  that  a  few  of  the  companies  have  their  capital 
impaired.  The  amount  of  the  impairment  is  easily  obtained  by  comparing  the 
surplus  as  to  policy-holders  with  the  capital.  If  this  surplus  is  not  equal  to  the 
capital  an  impairment  is  evident  and  the  amount  of  such  impairment  is  the 
difference  between  the  two.  We  have  striven  to  give  those  having  lines  of  insur- 
ance to  place  the  cash  assets  of  the  companies,  and  have  eliminated  ** stock  notes" 
and  the  like  from  the  amounts.  We  have  taken  the  figures  from  the  sworn  state- 
ments of  the  companies,  and  shall  prefer  always  to  correct  figures  in  accordance 
with  the  rulings  of  the  different  insurance  departments. 

In  the  case  of  the  mutual  fire  companies  we  give  simply  cash  assets  and  then 
the  net  amount  of  premium  notes  beyond.  Of  course  we  have  not  given  all  the 
farmers'  mutuals  in  the  different  states,  but  have  endeavored  to  put  in  those  com- 
panies that  are  striving  for  general  business.
